Hi Steve, 

Here's an email to tee up our conversation today. On my list are these things: 

1) . Update you on the office search — the three attached docs explain what we've done to date, where we stand with a final 
suggested location, and how this fits in with our five-year staffing plan. 

(Steve will review the docs —I sent them to him right before our call, which he didn 't appreciate, but I explained in our conversation that I just 
wanted him to review the approach of the memo and the pricing outcomes. He thinks this is a good approach for the board but will get back 
with any specifics. The main thing we discussed is timing for board approval of a lease if things move more quickly with the sublandlord of the 
office space. We discussed either a series of quick phone-only board meetings our perhaps a Unanimous Consent doc with the details of the 
lease to happen first by email, then a second meeting with all the other stuff the board needs to approve below.) 

2) . Update you on the separation agreement that Alex is working up— basically a doc that allows Equitable Growth and CAP to 
identify everything we need to deal with and sort it out methodically. 

(Steve really likes this idea but wants to ensure flexibility right up to the end, which is something Alex and Torey and I also agreed upon, so good 
to go here. I should have the initial draft of this doc in hand by the end of the month.) 

3) . Update you on Debbie's progress on several fronts— two questions for you about the financing of health care and retirement 
savings that she'd like to make sure are possible or practical. 

(Steve said we should benchmark to CAP on both bennies and one other organization to give the board a one-page feel for what's being decided. 
He thought the CAP bennies on retirement savings were appropriate but suggested that the different in health care costs given our shift to a 
smaller organization means we can 't expect to match apples to apples with CAP) 

4) . Discuss what else besides the preliminary 2016 budget and the office lease to discuss at the first board meeting— mainly 
whether the board wants to weigh in on the health care and retirement savings decisions 

(Steve said the main thing is to provide the board with comfort on the revenue side of the ledger as we can adjust our spending to meet 
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contingencies, and the Sandlers can backstop if absolutely essential. He said a preliminary 2016 budget is okay, but would like it to be as non- 
preliminary as possible.) 

5) . Update on Finance and Admin Manager search— a few worthy bites from our posting and one good candidate Debbie sent our 
way who I'm going to have a preliminary chat with later today. 

(Steve is very happy we may not have to pay a headhunter. I told him I'm talking to one promising candidate today, but added that out of about 
50 resumes received since we posted the job on our site and around the web there were only a handful of plausible candiates. He added to 
make sure the hire is a good culture fit given the importance of the position.) 

6) . 1023 update— I read thru it all one last time this morning and will send it back for filing by our lawyers with Fleather's sig this 
afternoon. 

(It is being filed today! He's happy, thought I think slightly annoyed at the time spent angling for an accelerated ruling request from the IRS.) 
And obviously anything else you'd like to discuss. 

(He suggested I keep him updated next week on the office lease situation as that might involve some further steps by the Sandlers to nail down 
the signing and deposit.)

Subject: Update on Ebola Outbreak: Georgetown’s Trav el Policies and Health Protocol 


Dear Members of the Georgetown University Community: 

We are writing today to ensure that all members of our community are aware of our policies and procedures related to the Ebola virus outbreak in 
West Africa. Georgetown University, along with MedStar Georgetown University Hospital, the DC Department of Health and the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), continue to monitor the outbreak of the Ebola vims in West Africa and its global impact. 

While the risk of the Ebola vims affecting our campus community is low, the university has a policy in place to address travel to West Africa and 
has implemented a protocol to educate our community, identify individuals who may be at risk of exposure and monitor travelers returning from 
affected regions. 

Travel Policy 

As we wrote in August, Georgetown continues to prohibit university-sponsored travel for all of its students, faculty and staff to Liberia, Guinea 
and Sierra Leone. This guidance is consistent with CDC travel warnings to avoid non-essential travel to these areas. This means that university 
funds will not be used to support trips to these areas, nor will the university facilitate or otherwise endorse travel to these areas until further 
notice. 

This policy will remain in effect as long as the CDC maintains the current warnings. If travel warnings for new locations are issued by the CDC, the 
university’s travel policy will extend to those areas as well. 

Personal Travel 

Georgetown University strongly urges all members of the community to avoid personal travel to these areas. If there are compelling personal 
reasons for such travel, the University urges students, faculty and staff to contact Joseph Yohe, Associate Vice President for Risk Management 
at 202-687-6622 o ri oseph. vohe@georgetown. edu , prior to departure. Faculty should also review personal travel plans to these areas with 
their Campus Executive Vice President, and staff should review with the Senior Vice President and Chief Operating Officer, as appropriate, and 
comply with all relevant policies. 

Health Protocol 

Georgetown is following the CDC’s recently released guidance: Advice for Colleges. Universities and Students about Ebola in West Africa in 
our response-planning efforts. In order to protect our campus community from the Ebola vims, we ask that - before coming back onto campus - 
any faculty, staff or students who, in the last 21 days, have: 

traveled to a region with known outbreaks of Ebola; or 

had direct exposure to a person known to have an Ebola infection 

contact Joseph Yohe, Associate Vice President for Risk Management at 202-687-6622 or joseph.vohe@georgetown.edu . Members of 
our community are expected to follow our monitoring protocols, which will be based on an individualized risk assessment. 

It is important that all travelers adhere to these procedures in order to protect the health and safety of our campus community. Georgetown will 
continue to monitor updates from the CDC, the World Health Organization and the DC Department of Health in order to provide the most up-to- 
date and accurate information available.

I would create a new Clean Energy Jobs Corps to partner with communities to retrofit buildings to be more 
energy efficient, improve local resiliency, create new green spaces, and restore and expand our forests so 
they can absorb more greenhouse gases. 

I would retrofit federal buildings to the highest efficiency standards and require new federal buildings to be 
net-zero, require the federal fleet to be subject to low- or zero-emissions purchasing agreements, and require 
all federally-funded infrastructure projects to meet climate resiliency standards 

As president, I would direct the Environmental Protection Agency to take aggressive action to limit greenhouse 
gases: expanding rules to other large sources of emissions beyond power plants, adopting a zero-tolerance 
policy for methane leaks from current oil and gas production, and setting higher energy efficiency standards 
for new buildings while requiring energy costs to be transparent to building tenants and purchasers. 

And I would reject projects like Keystone XL and drilling off our coasts and in Antarctica and Alaska . 
Furthermore, I would keep domestically produced oil and gas in the U.S., instead of selling it abroad — 
unless there is a clear strategic security rationale. 

Beyond executive actions, I would make clean energy deployment — and employment — a first-order priority. 

I would set a national, cross-sector Renewable Electricity Standard so our nation is powered by 100% clean 
energy by 2050, and a national goal of doubling energy efficiency within 15 years. Many states like California 
and Maryland are already leading the way forward for the United States. 

I would fight for federal legislation for a cap on carbon emissions from all sources, with proceeds from permits 
returned to lower and middle-class families, transition assistance, and new jobs with the Clean Energy Corps. 

As president, I would support a Clean Energy Financing Authority to support projects to increase efficiency 
and resiliency upgrades in cities, towns, and rural communities nationwide. 

I would prioritize modernizing our electric grid to evolve to support localized, renewable energy generation, 
reduce electricity waste and increase security from sabotage or attack. 

And I would increase our investment in basic clean energy research so the U.S. can reclaim the lead on 
energy innovation, including advancing development, deployment, transmission and storage for renewable 
energy and new efficiency technologies. 

The fact is, there is no either/or choice between our prosperity and protecting our planet — we can create a 
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future where there are more jobs, and a future with a livable climate. And there is no future for humankind 
without a livable climate. 

The reality, as I learned in Maryland, is that the two goals are indivisible. Driven by ambitious targets, we 
created thousands of new jobs while deploying clean energy technology and reducing greenhouse gas 
pollution by nearly 10% over just seven years. 

As the nation, we can do far more — with a bold vision for America's clean energy future and the strong 
leadership needed to get it done.

QUESTION: Are you surprised Bernie Sanders isn't gung ho 
about a debate in New Hampshire? 

BILL CLINTON: I don't know. I haven't thought about it. I 
think she said she'd do it if everybody showed up. I think 
debates are good for people, because they flesh out, you get 
to hear people talk about why they propose to do certain 
things. 

And I personally think she's right about the healthcare thing, 
based on my experience. I have a -- nobody ever even got a 
healthcare bill for universal coverage out of committee from 
Harry Truman to me. But we got it out of two committees. 

[Inaudible] situation. [Inaudible] when the Affordable Care Act 
passed. I was doing handstands of ecstacy [inaudible]. It's a 
lot easier to from 90 to 100 than from zero to 100 through 60 

votes in the Senate and the House has voted 60 times to 
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repeal it. 

So I think the debates, though, they let you answer whatever 
questions people have, whatever they have. The public 
decides what they think is relevant. 

QUESTION: [Inaudible] pie in the sky, that it just isn't 
possible. Is she angry enough to win in an election that we've 
seen where anger really has paid off? 

BILL CLINTON: What? 

QUESTION: Donald Trump is pretty angry. He's resonating 
with voters. Is she angry enough to win [inaudible]? 

BILL CLINTON: It's important, if you're in this position, to 
have no feelings about that except you're trying to help 
people. She's angry that so many Americans have not 
participated in the recovery, have had their own potential and 
their [inaudible], their children [inaudible]. 

She's angry that we haven't done anything for these areas 
that have been left out and left behind, like Coal Country. 
She's angry that we haven't done enough to help people in 
this prescription drug and opiate epidemic. She just thinks 
about -- it's like when she called the Mayor in Flint: "What can 
I do to help?" That's what drives her. 

What I said tonight is exactly who she's been for ever since 
the first day I met her. Do all the good you can. Her instinct is 
not who can I attack, who can I blame? It's not that you 
shouldn't ask people to take responsibility when they make 
mistakes, but her immediate instinct is what can I do to make it 
better. And that's what we need right now. 


QUESTION: President Clinton, when you think about the 
general election map if Donald Trump blows this thing out and 
it's a Hillary Clinton match against Trump, what should voters 
be thinking about this week in terms of what Bernie Sanders' 
candidacy would look like up against Donald Trump versus 
your wife? 

BILL CLINTON: I don't think like that. I think what voters 
should be thinking about this week is who is most likely to 
make my life, my children and grandchildren's lives and this 
country a place of shared prosperity, a force of security and 
peace and a place where we come together around solving 
our common social problems like [inaudible]. Who would be 
better? 
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QUESTION: But do you- 

BILL CLINTON: The politics will take care of itself if people 
make the right decision about who's the most likely to have a 
positive impact. 

QUESTION: And do you think the conventional wisdom will 
matter here for Donald Trump. I mean, if you've got Cruz 
who's got a better ground game, but Trump's got five million 
Twitter followers? 

BILL CLINTON: I have no idea. I have no idea. It depends 
on whether it's an evidence-free or an evidence-matters 
election. It depends on whether people vote for someone who 
has a real chance to help them make their lives better. Those 
things are imponderable. 

Anger can be a good thing, properly channeled. 
Apprehensiveness can be a good thing, properly channeled. 

It depends on how it shakes out. All we can do, all she can do 
is be who she is, who she's been all her life. I think it will be in 
the end what the American people want. 

QUESTION: Do you think those people who are really angry 
-- do you see an opportunity for a crossover between a 
Clinton and a Trump voter? 

BILL CLINTON: Well, I think first of all she's the very first 
person to say, "Hey I know they vote Republican. We ought to 
do something for Coal Country." We have not done a good 
job in America in dealing with the areas that get hurt from 
globalization or from the rise of climate change or anything 
else. 

Coal employment in American peaked 95 years ago. It's not 
like we just learned about this. Thousands of jobs were lost 
when President Bush, ostensibly a pro-coal president was in 
office because he couldn't stop the rise of natural gas. 

QUESTION: Yes. 

BILL CLINTON: And so look, I think there's 
an opportunity for everybody to get votes everywhere if you 
run a people-centered campaign and you trust people to 
think. You've got to really trust people. You've got to say, 
"There's a lot of stuff you've got to let go." 

There's a lot of stuff you've got to step away from. If you run a 
people-centered campaign that's future oriented, I think 
there's opportunity everywhere.

I originally flagged HRC's Maddow remarks as potentially problematic 
in part because her wording closely linked her to two unfavorable 
policies of the past even as no one in the community was asking her 
to "own" them. Given that, my recommendation would be to make this 
statement about just her, her evolution, and her record -- not bring in 
WJC. 


Relatedly, if we release a statement tonight, it will very clearly be in 
response to the Maddow interview. To the extent we can, I advocate 
for owning that so that we can clean this up completely, rightly 
position her as a champion of LGBT issues, and make sure we move 
on from any discussion of looming amendments or her being involved 
in passing either DADT or DOMA.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA 


The writer is the 42nd president of the United States. 

Jh 1996, I signed the Defense of Marriage Act. Although 
that was only 17 years ago, it was a very different time. 
In no state in the union was same-sex marriage 
recognized, much less available as a legal right, but 
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some were moving in that direction. Washington, as a 
result, was swirling with all manner of possible 
responses, some quite draconian. As a bipartisan group 
of former senators stated in their March 1 amicus brief to 
the Supreme Court, many supporters of the bill known as 
DOMA believed that its passage “would defuse a 
movement to enact a constitutional amendment banning 
gay marriage, which would have ended the debate for a 
generation or more.” It was under these circumstances 
that DOMA came to my desk, opposed by only 81 of the 
535 members of Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come before the Supreme 
Court, and the justices must decide whether it is 
consistent with the principles of a nation that honors 
freedom, equality and justice above all, and is therefore 
constitutional. As the president who signed the act into 
law, I have come to believe that DOMA is contrary to 
those principles and, in fact, incompatible with our 
Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as being 
between a man and a woman, same-sex couples who 
are legally married in nine states and the District of 
Columbia are denied the benefits of more than a 
thousand federal statutes and programs available to 
other married couples. Among other things, these 
couples cannot file their taxes jointly, take unpaid leave 
to care for a sick or injured spouse or receive equal 
family health and pension benefits as federal civilian 
employees. Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their 
communities and, like all couples, aspire to live in 
committed, loving relationships, recognized and 
respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included a statement with the 
admonition that “enactment of this legislation should not, 
despite the fierce and at times divisive rhetoric 
surrounding it, be understood to provide an excuse for 
discrimination.” Reading those words today, I know now 
that, even worse than providing an excuse for 
discrimination, the law is itself discriminatory. It should be 
overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our landmark 
civil rights decisions are fresh enough that the voices of 
their champions still echo, even as the world that 
preceded them becomes less and less familiar. We have 
yet to celebrate the centennial of the 19th Amendment, 
but a society that denied women the vote would seem to 
us now not unusual or old-fashioned but alien. I believe 
that in 2013 DOMA and opposition to marriage equality 
are vestiges of just such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a crossroads often 
enough to recognize the right path. We understand that, 
while our laws may at times lag behind our best natures, 
in the end they catch up to our core values. One 
hundred fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil War, 
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President Abraham Lincoln concluded a message to 
Congress by posing the very question we face today: “It 
is not ‘Can any of us imagine better?’ but ‘Can we all 
do better?’” 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that spirit, I 
join with the Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many other 
dedicated men and women who have engaged in this 
struggle for decades in urging the Supreme Court to 
overturn the Defense of Marriage Act.

Subject: More than 5% Accessible Housing Units 


More than 5% Accessible Housing Units. Information Bulletin #396 (12/2014) 

Under Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1 973, recipients of "federal financial assistance" were prohibited 
from discriminating. It took nearly 15 years for HUD to finally promulgate what nondiscrimination meant in the 
housing arena. Then in 1 988, HUD's federal regulations set a floor - 5% of federally funded housing had to be 
mobility accessible for people with mobility disabilities (and another 1% for hearing and visual disabilities). 

For a number of years, the disability community could not enforce the 5% minimum, even though we believed it 
was grossly too low and inadequate. Even with the 1990 and 2000 census, we did not have a handle to push 
higher than 5%. 

Now, with the 2010 census we can. The primary federal financial assistance housing programs that the 2010 
census impacts are the HOME Investment Partnership, Project Based Housing Vouchers, and Public Housing. 

HUD's federal regulation 24 CFR ? 8.22 (c ) states that HUD "may prescribe a high percentage ... upon request 
... based upon demonstration ... based on census data...." 

Disability Advocates - here's a suggested battle plan. First, you must use the Census's "American Fact Finder" 
and determine for your county the percentage of persons "with an ambulatory difficulty" whose incomes are 
under the poverty levels. It is critical to remember that this data does NOT include persons institutionalized in 
nursing homes. Second, you must contact your local HUD FHEO office and request at the least that 
prospectively HUD enforce the increased percentages. 

To wet your interest, here are some preliminary results: Philadelphia, PA, 13.2%; Washington county, PA.15.3%, 
Chicago, III, 9.4%; Baltimore, 13.8%; Orleans Parish, New Orleans, 10.65%; El Paso, TX 9.8%; Lafayette Parish 
in Louisiana, 9.46%. 

No more excuses! The data is now available. It's up to you, the advocates, to make it happen.

Subject: Big Labor Update 


Good evening- 

I sent this email to a broader group this evening since there are many updates that I know touch different 
people. Please let me know if you have any questions. I have shared a tracking spreadsheet with many of you 
on this email thread. If you don't have it, but would like me to share it, let me know. I will track in this 
spreadsheet the member to member work in states that unions have been willing to share. This is not 
exhaustive, but should be a helpful snapshot of where things are moving. I will continue to keep this updated. 

-I am going to be prioritizing outreach to the building trades unions to push them on member program, building 
out hardhats events, outstate buses and staff deployment in state. In Iowa, I am building a GP surrogate 
program to engage trades members with the IA campaign. 

-New Hampshire: Monday weekly at 9am-NH Labor Call starting Monday, December 21st, 2015. Invited: 
National Political Directors, MA labor leaders and NH labor leaders. Each call with be joined by NH Political 
Director Kari Thurman and Mayor Walsh's campaign manager Megan Costello. Kari will be outlining specific 
asks and goals on each call. 

-Iowa: We are planning twice a week Iowa labor calls with National Political Directors and IA labor leaders and 
the IA team starting on Monday, January 1 1 th at 1 :30pm. Monday calls will outline specific weekly goals and 
Thursday calls will report out on sign ups for weekend of action. Before January 1 1th we will continue weekly 
check in calls through the holidays. 

-Nevada: January 7th National Political Directors (confirmed today Monroe, LIUNA) come to Las Vegas to join 
labor meeting with in state building trades leaders and Nevada team, walk thru specific asks and needs. I will be 
doing individual follow up with Carpenters, NEA and AFSCME and Team Nevada this day. 

Immediate Needs for Direction: 

1 . UFCW Endorsement-We are on track to receive the UFCW/RWDSU endorsement on January 1 1th. They will 
do this by phone from Des Moines, IA. They are requesting that HRC, post Black Brown debate, stop by a 
UFCW/RWDSU rally to thank them for the endorsement in Des Moines. Prior to the debate, we can release joint 
statements announcing the endorsement. I have spoken with Team Iowa about this and they are on board with 
a post-debate stop by. I would like to lock this in and then they can start planning. Is this possible? 

2. ATU-Would HRC participate in a public transit forum in Iowa with ATU members? The goal with ATU is to 
keep them neutral. Neutral has value with the AFL-CIO endorsement. They are asking if HRC would be willing 
to participate in the forum in Iowa on January 1 6th. I do not know if this is possible with the IA team. And if not, I 
would like to revisit releasing her teletown hall remarks with ATU members which was very good but because of 
a slight-over statement on privatization release was shut down. I'd like to revisit this as a way for us to offer 
something to ATU if the forum will not work out. 

3. Call Sheets: 4 calls total broken down below=2 new endorsements 
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-2 calls OPEIU-Former President Mike Goodwin and New President Lanigan (I believe they will endorse after) 

-1 call lAM-Congratulate New Machinists President Bob Martinez 

-1 call IBEW Local 3-There will be three leaders on one call, HRC provides a brief hello and ask for their 
endorsement. They will endorse. See note below. 

4. IATSE (83,000 members + ability to move Nevada program)-They would really like to endorse but they would 
also really like us to sign a MOU with their union to use their members for events. We are using IATSE for our 
events today, just without the MOU. I have spoken with Vice Chair a few times about this and have gotten 
concessions from IATSE. ..specifically that a MOU wouldn't go into effect until April 1st, post early state/March 
primaries. They will also adjust required hotel accommodations from 60 miles to 90 miles of travel, making it a 
very unlikely cost to incur. IATSE has also flagged for me that vendors often do their own mark up of labor 
which a MOU would definitely head off. It would add some additional work for Advance/Vice Chair office to 
facility. Obama signed this agreement in 2012. I'm hopeful we can sign for April 1st. 

Notes: 

1. Labor has added a additional 39 leadership names to Leadership Councils in the following states since 
December 9th: AZ, AR, LA, MS, NE, NC, OH, AK, HI, ID, IL, UT and WA. We continue to reach out and build. 
Thank you to my intern Peter Berg for his help. 

2. I assisted the Massachusetts team with labor build for the NH planning meeting on Friday, December 18th. 
The meeting was well attended and led to setting up NH labor calls on Mondays at 9am with Walsh Team, NH 
team and National/State labor. 

3. MOU-I have noted in the spreadsheet the unions that are supporting a coordinated labor effort. This is 
important and something as a campaign we should continue to strongly encourage. When up and running it will 
be a shared data set of union membership lists for coordinated canvass and phone program. They are 75% of 
the way there but need to finalize a few remaining pieces, most notably where the data will be housed. In 2008, 
it was AFL-CIO LAN but with the NEA it is likely going to be AV VAN. 

4. Hillary Victory Fund-Labor has committed and is sending $865K toward HVF in 2015. There are a few 
additional outstanding requests (noted in the spreadsheet) that should take us over $1 million. I will make follow 
up calls on Monday. 

3. Data Swap-AFSCME is anxious to execute the data swap with us effective Jan. 4th. I'm working with Simon 
Vance on executing this. NEA is on hold until NGPVAN provides additional information. We are hopeful this will 
be resolved soon. The swap is with four early states now and will expand to CO and MN next. 

4. NEA hosting a Early States/March states member message training in Washington DC from Jan. 22nd-24th 
with 5 NEA members from each of the following states to be trained spokespeople/supporters of HRC. States 
participating: CO, MN, VA, KS, FL, SC, AR, GA, TX, LA, MS, Ml, MO, NC, OH. They have asked us to join for 
this training and I am working with paid media. 

5. January 12th-We are hosting a General President message meeting with the campaign. John Podesta is 
hosting with the paid media team. We will be inviting National Political Directors as well in Washington DC from 
9am-1 1am. 

6. I will be sending separately a list of 2016 Union Conventions that many endorsed unions are setting as 
priorities since we missed conventions in 2015. I just want to start flagging now and will send a comprehensive 
list very soon. 

7. AFL-CIO Endorsement Numbers and Update: 

Based on per capita and the real AFL-CIO vote, which we need 2/3 or 6.2 million members of the 9.3 million 
AFL-CIO members. 


AFL-CIO Executive Council meetings February 21 -22nd, which seems to be remain the most likely timeframe for 
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HRC endorsement. 

Today HFA has 4.1 million (44%) 

Today Sanders has 831,908 (9%) 

Including UFCW, IATSE, OPEIU, SMART, Seafarers, MEBA, TWU=1 ,548,981 (New HFA AFL-CIO Total 5.6 
million) 

In order to cross 6.2 million I think the most possible outreach is UAW (400K) plus the Letter Carriers (181 K). 


• UFCW/RWDSU (1,030,981 members + Iowa field support + NY phone space + NH buses)-lf we can confirm 
HRC to do a endorsement event in Iowa with President Marc Perrone and Stuart Appelbaum, they will 
endorse via EBoard phone vote on January 1 1th. I've spoken with Matt Paul and he is supportive of the 
idea. In addition, they would like help with delegates (I have spoken with David), reconnect with policy (I 
can facilitate) and HRC town hall with members before March in a March primary state (perhaps in 
Colorado on immigration, where UFCW is very big). 

• OPEIU (102,401 members + deployed people for HRC in 2008)-The wanted to endorse on December 14th 
in Midtown but HRC schedule couldn't permit. Two phone calls, 1. Outgoing President Michael Goodwin 
and 2. Incoming new President Rich Lanigan, would very likely just get the endorsement done. Goodwin 
retired at the 12/14 meeting, which was why the push then. 

• IBEW Local 3 (10,000 members across NY + buses to NY + NY phone bankers)-! am working with the big 
New York IBEW Local union to make a independent endorsement form their Inti soon. The Inti is allowing 
local unions to endorse this year (crazy but true). Its important that we get a IBEW Local union 
endorsement on the board because Sanders has been collecting small ones in the NE, approximately 8 
local IBEW unions. IBEW Local 3 is very open to endorsing, they would just need one call with their three 
top leaders on the phone with HRC, she'd ask for their support, and they'll do it. 

• Other unions to come on board, before February 1st I estimate: Seafarers, MEBA, SMART, TWU (total 
members=333,000 members) 

• ATU-We need to keep them neutral. After CWA's endorsement, ATU would be the next to go to Sanders. 
I've been dragging my feet and their requests slow walking but we're at a point where we need to decide 
engagement. I don't want to lose them to Sanders but I think it creates more distension within the AFL-CIO, 
which is not helpful if we want to put this to bed.

Subject: Island energy 

Hi Ami, 

I wanted to keep you in the loop because we've talked about this before, and because I know the President is 
passionate about helping islands. 

The UNDP has indicated they want to support CCI, via the SIDS DOCK Island Fund. This is a $100mn fund that 
was established at the Copenhagen conference ($40mn has been raised to date). 

We are considering a new approach, to structure the initiative as a "contest" - challenging the private sector (ie 
GE, Siemens, Vestas, etc) to design an innovative island-wide renewable energy plan. Something that takes a 
specific island to a specific target - say 80% or even 100% renewables (wind, solar, waste, hydro). The 
"winning" plan would be financed via the SIDS DOCK fund. 

The UN feels they have the funding to support 5-6 participating islands, although realistically only 2-3 island 
governments will be "ready" to be a part of the program this year. Possibilities include Mauritius, Maldives, 
Grenada, Tonga and others, but it's still TBD. 

The idea would be to announce the initiative and the contest at the Rio 20 conference in June. My question to 
you is whether there may be interest from the Clinton Foundation in jointly sponsoring this, and possibly 
announcing the winners at CGI next September? Especially if the theme of the event will be energy. 

The early part of next year would be spent getting this message out to island governments, vetting the potential 
target islands, structuring the program, etc. 

Concurrently, CCI would develop the legislative roadmap, business models, etc, that would be needed to 
implement the projects. 

All of this is still in concept stage, and we're likely going to meet with the UN again in New York in early January 
along with representatives from SIDS (Small Island Developing States) to develop this further.

NYT: Family's Donations to McCain Raise Questions

RIVERSIDE, Calif. — The Jordanian business partner of a prominent Florida businessman, who has raised more 
than $500,000 for Senator John McCain , appears to be at the center of a cluster of questionable donations to 
his presidential campaign. 

Campaign finance records show Mr. McCain collected a little more than $50,000 in March from members of a 
single extended family, the Abdullahs, in California and several of their friends. 

Amid a sea of contributions to the McCain campaign, the Abdullahs stand out. The checks come not from the 
usual exclusive coastal addresses, but from relatively hardscrabble inland towns like Downey and Colton. The 
donations are also startling because of their size: several donors initially wrote checks of $9,200, exceeding the 
$2,300 limit for an individual gift. 

Making matters murkier, some couples in the family who contributed more than $9,000 to Mr. McCain also gave 
the maximum in December to either Senator Hillary Rodham Clinton or Rudolph W. Giuliani , or both, 
totaling in the case of at least one family more than $18,000. 

On Wednesday, an article in The Washington Post said the donations were collected by Harry Sargeant III, a 
Florida businessman who has also raised money for Mrs. Clinton and Mr. Giuliani. 

It appears, however, that Mr. Sargeant, the finance chairman of the Florida Republican Party and the part- 
owner of a major oil trading firm, International Oil Trading Company, did not actually solicit the donations from 
the Abdullahs and their friends. 

That task fell to a longtime business partner, Mustafa Abu Naba'a. Mr. Sargeant said in an interview that he has 
known Mr. Abu Naba'a for more than a decade and has worked with him on commercial ventures, including a 
contract with the Pentagon to supply fuel to the military in Iraq. 

Through Mr. Abu Naba'a's connections, Mr. Sargeant has raised more than $100,000 in contributions from 
several dozen Arab Americans in California, including the Abdullahs, for four candidates: Mrs. Clinton, Mr. 
Giuliani, Mr. McCain and Charlie Crist in his successful campaign for Florida governor in 2006. Mr. Crist is a 
close friend and college fraternity brother of Mr. Sargeant. 

Several of the donors were emphatic in interviews that they had made the contributions on their own and had 
not been reimbursed. Indeed, while the donors do not fit the typical profile of people who often make large 
political donations, it appears many have made relatively successful livings, toiling away at small businesses they 
own: an auto repair shop, a discount stereo warehouse, a realty company. 

Brian Rogers, a spokesman for Mr. McCain, said the campaign strictly followed campaign finance laws and as a 
general rule would look into a matter if flags were raised, but he declined to say whether it would look into the 
contributions tied to Mr. Sargeant. 

Mr. Sargeant is a former Marine fighter pilot who has business interests around the world. He hosted a fund- 
raiser for Mr. McCain at his lavish home in Delray Beach, Fla., this year. Mr. Sargeant estimated he had raised 
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more than $200,000 for Mr. Giuliani and helped a business associate raise a similar amount for Mrs. Clinton. 

But Mr. Sargeant's business dealings have caused controversy. Representative Henry Waxman, Democrat of 
California, opened an investigation last month into whether his company has been overcharging the military for 
its contract in Iraq, although Mr. Sargeant said Mr. Waxman's office had an erroneous understanding of what 
the company was billing. 

As for his political fund-raising, Mr. Sargeant said he often turned to his business associates and asked them to 
solicit their extended families, although Mr. Sargeant said he was unclear exactly how Mr. Abu Naba'a knew the 
Abdullahs in California. 

Mr. Sargeant said Mr. Abu Naba'a, who has a home in Florida, was unavailable for an interview because he was 
abroad. 

Faisal Abdullah, a Palestinian immigrant who works as a director of operations of a window treatment 
company, identified himself in an interview as the driver behind the McCain donations from his relatives and 
friends. He sent them to Mr. Abu Naba'a, whom Mr. Abdullah described as an acquaintance. 

Mr. Abdullah is an unlikely McCain fund-raiser, admitting he had soured on the Republican Party as a result of 
President Bush. 

Nevertheless, he said that he harbored vague designs on a political career and that a discussion with Mr. Abu 
Naba'a gave him the idea that fund-raising was a way to get started. He said he initially collected numerous 
$500 checks for Mr. Crist from relatives and friends, and late last year, set out to raise money for the 
presidential campaign. 

Mr. Abdullah said he cajoled a few relatives into giving the maximum donations to Mrs. Clinton and Mr. Giuliani, 
the early front-runners last year. 

But when Mr. McCain claimed the mantle of presumed Republican nominee in March, Mr. Abdullah decided to 
support him. 

"This is the horse I'm betting on for the future," Mr. Abdullah said. 

He told his friends and relatives that the contributions were tax-deductible, something he later seemed surprised 
to learn from a reporter was not true. Many in his circle appear to have little affection for Mr. McCain but said 
they gave mostly as a favor to Mr. Abdullah. 

Abdullah Makhlouf, the owner of a discount stereo store who is one of Mr. Abdullah's closest friends, and his 
wife contributed $9,200. 

"He's like a worse copy than Bush," Mr. Makhlouf said of Mr. McCain. 

When a reporter initially contacted Mr. Makhlouf, he denied giving to the McCain campaign. 

After eventually admitting to the donation, Mr. Makhlouf added, "I'm still not going to vote for him."

I'd like to offer an additional policy idea on health care. My recommendation would be to not have HRC 
focus her health care views on the ACA itself, but to offer new ideas assuming the ACA is here to stay; talk 
past it so to speak so she doesn't get sucked into a debate on its merits.

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NEW YORK (AP) — A nexus of Democratic groups is preparing for Hillary Rodham Clinton's widely anticipated presidential campaign. 


Ready for Hillary, a Democratic super PAC unaffiliated with the former secretary of state, is convening a daylong meeting of Clinton insiders on 
Friday for strategy sessions aimed at helping elect Clinton if she runs. The closed-door planning session about two weeks after Democrats' dismal 
midterm election performance comes as Clinton, the party's leading presidential contender, considers whether she will seek the presidency again 
in 2016. 


Ready for Hillary will join leaders of Democratic groups Priorities USA Action, American Bridge 21 st Century and Correct the Record to review the 
201 4 elections and prepare for next year. In some cases, the groups will be wrapping up their efforts while others are beginning to ramp up. 


"Everyone has a lane," said former Michigan Gov. Jennifer Granholm, the co-chair of Priorities USA Action and an adviser to Ready for Hillary. "We 
are going to work together and seamlessly so there's no infighting." 


Ready for Hillary, which was founded in 201 3, has signed up more than 1 .5 million people promising to help Clinton if she runs and has raised more 
than $10 million to harness a grassroots community of volunteers for Clinton. The group expects to fold if Clinton launches her presidential 
campaign and then transfer its data and list of supporters to the former first lady's campaign. 


Priorities USA Action, a Democratic super FAC that raised $70 million in 201 2 to air tough ads targeting Republican Mitt Romney, has maintained a 
low profile this year but is reconnecting with donors to prepare for next year. Correct the Record, a rapid-response media organization that has 
defended Clinton in her post-State Department period, expects to continue as a part of research arm American Bridge. 


The gathering is not authorized by Clinton, who will be speaking at an event in New York on Friday promoting the use of cook stoves in developing 
nations. But it will feature plenty of Democrats who have worked with her and her husband, former President Bill Clinton: ex-White House adviser 
Harold Ickes; Clinton campaign strategists James Carville and Paul Begala; Jonathan Mantz, who served as Hillary Clinton's national finance 
director; and Karen Finney, a former Hillary Clinton campaign aide. 


Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack, a former Iowa governor who backed Clinton's presidential campaign, will speak at the meeting as a private 
citizen, aides said. 


Donors will also hear from Democratic strategists who could play senior roles in a future Clinton campaign, including Guy Cecil, the executive 
director of the Senate Democrats' campaign arm and a former Hillary Clinton campaign aide; Stephanie Schriock, the president of EMILY'S List; Ace 
Smith, a California-based Democratic strategist who directed Hillary Clinton's 2008 primary campaigns in three states; and Mitch Stewart, a former 
Obama campaign aide who has advised Ready for Hillary.

[Subtitle:] The latest round of fundraisers highlights the breadth of Clinton's support, and and a possible problem. 


Hillary Clinton is close to being ready. Now, she just has to find a way to tame the legions of loyalists who have been ready since their last 
presidential ride ended. 
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The complicated political machine known as Clintonland is revving its engine, as outside groups, top donors, and prospective aides begin preparing 
for an anticipated formal announcement of her presidential candidacy early next year. In the coming week alone there will be a half-dozen 
fundraisers aimed at greasing the path toward her 2016 debut. Some events are aimed at scooping up checks for existing pro-Clinton groups, 
while others will pocket financial "commitments" for a future campaign account. 


The main event is Friday's all-day donor gathering in New York City, featuring Clinton confidants from Arkansas to the State Department. Next up, 
would-be campaign financiers are holding 30-person dinners in Newark and New York City. They're like traditional fundraisers-all they lack is a 
candidate. 


While people close to Clinton caution that no final decisions have been made, they say the former secretary of state has shifted her focus from 
public events and paid speeches to private conversations about the guts of a campaign-messaging, staff, money. Her goal, they say, is to launch 
with a fully formed political operation. 


That would be difficult for any candidate, but that's particularly so for one with the last name Clinton. Unlike President Barack Obama, who's known 
for his tight circle of friends and advisers, the Clinton universe is a sprawling international club of foreign dignitaries, Hollywood stars and moguls, 
former administration officials and Wall Street executives. The vastness worries some supporters, who fret that the hordes of people who 
consider themselves close to the Clintons could complicate strategy. They want to avoid a campaign besieged by unsolicited advice, competing 
interests, and fierce rivalries. It's not so much a nightmare as a flashback to the 2008 primary. 


Within months of Clinton leaving the State Department in 2013, four outside groups declared themselves devoted to her potential candidacy and 
formed a sort of campaign-in-waiting, each with its own fiefdom. Priorities USA Action, the big-money super-FAC, plans to handle paid media. 
Emily's List, a group that backs the campaigns of Democratic women who support abortion rights, started Madam President as an early effort to 
assess voter views on the idea of a female president. Correct the Record, founded by Clinton backer David Brock, has established itself as the 
research arm, publicly defending her from Republican attacks. And Ready for Hillary, which has a list of 3 million supporters to sell her campaign if 
she gets in the race, is the base camp for activists. 


"I felt like the rationale of grassroots support and building lists is a really important lesson she learned from the last go-round," said Jennifer 
Selendy, a litigation partner at Kirkland & Blis in New York, who donated $25,000 to Ready for Hillary. "If she gets into the race, I'm sure I will 
contribute." 


While the groups have tried to define separate missions, there's some overlap, including among major donors whose checks come with a fair 
number of opinions. 


Already, Clinton's circle is engaged in an internal debate over when she should formally announce her candidacy. Some argue that sooner is 
better, allowing her to maximize the time her campaign and supportive super-PACs have to raise money for what's expected to be at least a $1 
billion enterprise. Others-friends, mostly-say Clinton should take her time because the moment she announces she'll be pounded with Republican 
attacks. Why wear the "Hit Me" sign any sooner than necessary? 


In the meantime, Clinton emissaries are quietly reaching out to possible staffers. And while political strategists in Washington have not quite started 
looking for housing in White Plains, N.Y.-a city not far from the Clinton home in Chappaqua, and therefore a potential headquarters location-they've 
begun speculating on the merits of living in New York City versus the suburbs. 


Several Clintonites are being eyed for senior positions. Robby Mook, who managed the campaign of longtime Clinton fundraiser and Virginia 
Governor Terry McAuliffe, is being considered as campaign manager. That possibility was underscored by a preliminary strike against him from an 
opposing camp: the leak of his private messages from a 1 50-member "Mook Mafia" email list he ran with another Democratic operative. 


Guy Cecil, executive director of the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee, is another name mentioned by people close to Clinton for campaign 
manager or another top position. White House counselor John Podesta, a former chief of staff during President Bill Clinton's administration, is on 
any short list. "If she runs, as I hope she will, I will do whatever she asks me to do," he told Bloomberg's Al Hunt in an interview on Charlie Rose. "I 
talk to her from time to time." 


With the midterm elections over, Clinton's path to harness the Democratic Party is clear-so far, no serious 2016 primary challengers are on the 
horizon. Former Virginia Senator Jim Webb, who lacks the campaign skills and machine of the Clintons, opened an exploratory committee this week. 
A number of Obama's top aides have joined the organizations that will become part of her campaign apparatus, and at least a few top officials 
who refused to back her eight years ago have already endorsed her candidacy. “I’m frequently introduced as the highest-ranking woman in U.S. 
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office; I’d like to give up that title. And soon,” House Minority Leader Nancy Ftelosi, who resisted endorsing Clinton in 2008, told a cheering crowd in 
San Francisco last month. 


The various components of the campaign-in-waiting now must decide their next steps, including whether to continue to exist. 


Priorities USA Action officials are beginning to court big check-writers in one-on-one visits. The super-PAC says it won't formally accept donations 
until Clinton announces. "We played a critical role in helping elect a Democratic president in 2012 and we look forward to doing the same in 2016," 
said Peter Kauffmann, a spokesman for the organization. 


Ready for Hillary was designed to be different. Instead of hoarding piles of cash to unleash in a barrage of television ads, this group has existed 
solely to cultivate a vast base of small donors for Clinton. It has spent nearly all of the $1 0 million it raised since two Clinton lifers set it up in 
January 2013. Once Clinton announces, Ready for Hillary plans to lease its list of supporters to the campaign and is likely to dissolve. No matter its 
future, Ready for Hillary served another purpose-locking down operatives and showing off Clinton's dominance to potential rivals. The group also 
became a clearinghouse for surrogates such as Senators Mark Warner of Virginia, Chuck Schumer of New York, and Claire McCaskill of Missouri. 


"For people wondering when we're done, we're done if and when she runs," said Tracy Sefl, an adviser to the group. "Right now, we're going to 
keep doing the work and we're thrilled with what we're accomplishing."

Their abdication of responsibility paved the way for this executive action, which follows established precedent from 
Presidents of both parties going back many decades. But, only Congress can finish the job by passing permanent bipartisan reform that keeps 
families together," Clinton continued. 


Clinton further urged the American public to take an even-keeled approach to the hot-button issue. 


"Our disagreements on this important issue may grow heated at times, but I am confident that people of good will and good faith can yet find 
common ground. We should never forget that we're not discussing abstract statistics we're talking about real families with real experiences. We're 
talking about parents lying awake at night afraid of a knock on the door that could tear their families apart, people who love this country, work hard, 
and want nothing more than a chance to contribute to the community and build better lives for themselves and their children," she said.

In a rare public statement, Hillary Clinton said she supports President Obama’s new executive action on immigration, lamenting that Republicans 
forced his hand. 


“I support the president’s decision to begin fixing our broken immigration system and focus finite resources on deporting felons rather than 
families,” the former secretary of state and likely presidential candidate said Thursday evening. “I was hopeful that the bipartisan bill passed by the 
Senate in 2013 would spur the House of Representatives to act, but they refused even to advance an alternative. Their abdication of responsibility 
paved the way for this executive action.” 


Republicans have called the action a dangerous usurpation of executive authority. But Clinton, like her husband, said she thinks Obama’s move 
follows “established precedent from Presidents of both parties going back many decades.” 


Obama’s policy is expected to temporarily spare up to 5 million undocumented immigrants from deportation. The president announced the plan in a 
speech Thursday night, saying many immigrants could finally “come out of the shadows and get right with the law.” 


Clinton, like Obama, said Congress must “finish the job by passing permanent bipartisan reform.” That should both keep families together and 
protect the border, she added. 


“We should never forget that we’re not discussing abstract statistics - we’re talking about real families with real experiences. We’re talking about 
parents lying awake at night afraid of a knock on the door that could tear their families apart,” Clinton said. 


Like most Democrats, Clinton has long supported immigration reform, and was in the White House when her husband took his own executive 
actions enforcing immigration laws. In the Senate, she voted in favor of overhaul supported by President Bush that ultimately failed. 


During her 2008 presidential campaign, however, Clinton ran into some trouble when she waffled on her position on giving drivers licenses to 
undocumented immigrants. This year, she’s been confronted and heckled by DREAMers, young undocumented immigrants, at several events. 


The fact that Clinton even put out a statement at ail is notable. Since stepping down as secretary of state, she has kept a low profile and avoided 
weighing in on issues of the day unless asked about them - and sometimes even then dodging. She has been criticized, for instance, for not taking 
a stance on the Keystone XL pipeline and waiting to speak out on the events in Ferguson. 


The quick, strong, and proactive response to Obama’s speech Thursday is usual, and could signal a new paradigm as she gets closer to a 
potential campaign. 
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The Hill: “House Oversight chairman to put spotlight on Clinton. Benghazi”

The incoming chairman of the House Oversight and Government Reform Committee plans to put the spotlight on Hillary Clinton. 


In an interview with The Hill on Thursday in his Capitol Hill office, Rep. Jason Chaffetz (R-Utah) set out a broad agenda that will include hearings on 
embassy security in light of the September 1 1 , 201 2 attack on the U.S. consulate in Benghazi, Libya that left four Americans dead. 


“Secretary Clinton created a fiasco. And we're going to investigate it,” Chaffetz said of the former secretary of State. 

Benghazi is now under the jurisdiction of a House select committee, but Chaffetz indicated it is one of several issues spearheaded by outgoing 
Oversight Chairman Darrell Issa (R-Calif.) that his panel will continue to monitor — even as Clinton is expected to prepare for a 201 6 White House 
bid. 


“Four years of her reign at State is something that we're still going to have to clean up and we have to address. We can't just ignore it,” Chaffetz 
said. 


Chaffetz said probes of the Secret Service, the Justice Department's “Fast and Furious” gun-tracing program and the Internal Revenue Service that 
began under Issa will be ongoing. 


“There are investigations, obviously, that will continue,” Chaffetz said. 


Chaffetz suggested his inaugural hearing as chairman could be on the comments from ObamaCare consultant Jonathan Gruber that the healthcare 
law passed because of voter “stupidity.” 


But he's also “leaving open the possibility” to a hearing early in his term on President Obama's unilateral action to change immigration laws. 


“It is on everybody's radar screen. I don't know if we would necessarily lead out on it, but we might,” Chaffetz said. “There are bigger, broader 
issues with immigration and securing the border that I'm sure we will dive into. No doubt about it.” 


Chaffetz said he thinks he can work effectively with Democrats and that he wants to avoid overtly personal confrontations that marred Issa’s 
reputation. 


“I don't want things to get personal,” Chaffetz said. “I want to be fair. I'm not going to let up on my tenacity or my passion on getting to the truth, but I 
ultimately want to be fair.” 


Chaffetz wants to hold hearings on the number of federal workers on paid administrative leave, something he thinks can be a bipartisan issue. 


He cited an example of an Environmental Protection Agency employee who was placed on paid leave — but not fired — after he was caught 
viewing porn on his computer for several hours a day. 


“I can guarantee you we're going to have a hearing about the fact that there are more than 4,000 people on paid administrative leave. Four 
thousand. We pay these people. It's like a paid vacation. That's not a partisan issue,” Chaffetz said. 
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Still other potential hearings on Chaffetz's list would be on the use of information technology across the federal government, public lands, renewal 
of the D.C. Opportunity Scholarship Program and postal reform. 


While Democrats remain skeptical that Chaffetz will adhere to pledges to take a different approach than Issa, the new chairman thinks he can 
improve relations with the other sie of the aisle. 


For one, Chaffetz said he'll try to be more judicious with subpoenas. Issa came under criticism for issuing more than 1 00 subpoenas without the 
sign-off from the committee's ranking Democrat, Rep. Elijah Cummings (D-Md.). At one hearing earlier this year, IRS Commissioner John Koskinen 
insisted the subpoena was unnecessary given that he had willingly appeared before the House Ways and Means Committee just days earlier. 


So far, Chaffetz hasn't heard from the Obama administration since winning the Oversight gavel apart from a congratulatory email from the White 
House Office of Legislative Affairs. 


But starting in January, they'll likely be at odds over the committee's investigations. 


For his part, Chaffetz said he hopes he won't even have to issue a single subpoena during his tenure as chairman. 


“I hope to never issue one. It's more dependent on the White House than it is on me,” Chaffetz said. “Subpoenas, in my mind, are a last resort.” 


But Chaffetz warned he would subpoena documents or witnesses if it appears there's no other way to access them. 


“If they are as open and transparent as they claim, I'll never have to issue one,” Chaffetz said. “But if they're going to play games and hide the 
documents, then we're going to start issuing subpoenas.” 


The New Republic: “Sherrod Brown Should Challenge Hillary Clinton for President”

At the risk of seeming ridiculous, I think Sherrod Brown should run for president. I know that, barring a debilitating health problem or a horrible 
scandal, Hillary Clinton is likely to capture the Democratic nomination. I realize too that Brown, the senior senator from Ohio, has never hinted that 
he may be tempted to challenge her. “I’m really happy where I am,” he told Chris Matthews last winter, when the MSNBC’s paragon of impatience 
urged him to run. 


Yet, for progressive Democrats, Brown would be a nearly perfect nominee. During his two decades in the House and Senate, he has taken strong 
and articulate stands on every issue which matters to the party’s broad, if currently dispirited, liberal base. When George W. Bush was in office 
and riding high, Brown opposed both his invasion of Iraq and the Patriot Act. He has long been a staunch supporter of abortion rights and gay 
marriage, and is married to Connie Schultz, a feminist author who writes a nationally syndicated column. 


Brown’s true mission, however, is economic: He wants to boost the well-being of working Americans by any means necessary. Brown has been 
talking and legislating about how to accomplish it for years before Bizabeth Warren left Harvard for the Capitol. During Obama’s first term, he 
advocated a larger stimulus package, called for re-enacting the Glass-Steagall Act to rein in big banks, and stumped for comprehensive immigration 
reform. He champions the rights of unions and the power of the National Labor Relations Board and criticizes unregulated “free trade” for 
destroying manufacturing jobs at home. He also led the charge among Senate Democrats that pressured Obama to drop his plan to appoint Larry 
Summers to head the Federal Reserve and appoint Janet Yellen instead. 
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On his lapel, Brown wears a canary pin to honor the workers’ movement that “gave us all food safety laws, civil rights, rights for the disabled, 
pensions and the minimum wage.” Like the canaries which miners once took with them into the pits to warn them of toxic gas, the pin symbolizes 
the need to stay on guard against any employers and politicians who threaten those gains. 


There are other Democrats — Warren is the best known — who also skillfully combine a politics of economic populism with a commitment to gender 
equality and civil liberties. But only Brown represents a populous swing state that has voted for the victor in every presidential election since 1 960 
In both his Senate races, Brown faced well-known and well-financed Republican opponents — and creamed them. In 2006, his unexpected 12- 
point margin over Mike DeWine was aided, in part, by the anti-Bush wave that gave Democrats control of Congress. Still, DeWine was a two-term 
incumbent who had been elected previously by landslides. In 2012, Brown faced Josh Mandel, the popular young state Treasurer. After what 
became that cycle’s most expensive Senate race, Brown won by six points. He outpolled Barack Obama in Ohio by over 160,000 votes. 


Brown’s success, like that of many politicians who are popular in swing states, relies, in part, on charm. He relishes going to hundreds of town 
meetings around the state, where he answers any question thrown at him. Whether in public or talking to an interviewer in his office, he comes off 
as relaxed, witty, curious, and rhetoric-free. Two years ago, when I spoke with him in Washington, we spent so much time talking and laughing 
about his Ohio predecessors — who included the formidable Mark Hanna, the Republican who, in 1 896, pioneered the big-money, mass media 
national campaign — that we barely had enough time to talk about Brown’s career and policies. I have never enjoyed myself so much with any 
politician, particularly one who was, at the time, fighting to keep his seat. 


But Brown earns his popularity by refusing to trim his progressive faith or apologize for it. “If you remember who you are,” he told me, “you don’t 
have to move to the center, wherever the center happens to be at any moment.” He keeps insisting that America will not become a decent society 
unless the labor movement regains some of its strength and corporations lose a good deal of their power over campaigns and politicians. 


Last summer, George Will paid Brown a kind of tribute. “He looks, sounds and acts like a real, as opposed to faculty club, leftist,” wrote Will in a 
rare moment when he put his irony, if not his hauteur, aside. “Although he is a Yale graduate, he has the rumpled look and hoarse voice of 
someone who spent last night on Paris barricades, exhorting les miserables to chuck cobblestones at the forces defending property.” Will did have 
a point when he contrasted Sherrod Brown’s good-natured, steadfast populism with Hillary Clinton’s “risk-averse careerism” and “joyless plod” 
toward the Democratic nomination. 


If nothing else, Sherrod Brown could help push the plight of “the struggling middle class” — which is really composed of men and women who work 
for wages or a mediocre salary — to the forefront of the Democratic primary campaign, where it deserves to be. And no journalist could accuse him 
of altering his views to do so. According to exit polls from the midterm election, nearly two-thirds of Americans believe their government favors the 
wealthy. Senator Brown must be less “happy” now when he contemplates spending the next two years objecting again and again to the deeds of 
the new Republican majority. Why shouldn’t he speak liberal truths to power — in his party and the nation — instead? 


MSNBC: “Jim Webb. Martin O’Malley present first 2016 challenges for Clinton”

Two potential challengers to Hillary Clinton, former Sen. Jim Webb and Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, have clearly signaled their intent to enter the 
2016 campaign. 


Webb launched an exploratory committee late Wednesday to consider a 2016 run. The committee gives him the ability to fundraise, spend, and 
organize like a presidential campaign, without officially declaring just yet. 


The popular ex-senator from Virginia has moderate, anti-war credentials that might ring true with liberals and moderates voters sick of gridlock and 
overseas military operations. 
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“Over the past few months, thousands of concerned Americans across the political spectrum have asked me to run for president,” Webb said in a 
video posted to his website. “A constant theme runs through these requests. Americans want positive, visionary leadership that they can trust.” 


Meanwhile, outgoing Maryland Gov. O’Malley has hired a former adviser to Hillary Clinton to lead policy development at his political action committee. 
O’Malley has only two more months left in office in Annapolis, but his Washington-based O’Say Can You See PAC is adding staff. One major 
addition is Sarah Miller, who served on the policy team of Hillary Clinton’s 2008 presidential campaign and was a close aide to longtime Clinton 
confidant John Podesta at the Center for American Progress, a leading liberal think tank. 


At the Center for American Progress, Miller served as a speechwriter and policy adviser to Podesta, who founded the think tank before moving to 
the White House as counselor to President Obama late last year. Podesta served as Bill Clinton’s White House chief of staff and will likely hold a 
very senior role in another Clinton presidential campaign. After CAP, Miller joined the Treasury Department, but has remained close to Podesta. 


O’Malley, who says he is seriously considering a presidential bid, has a policy record in Maryland that could excite progressives. And lately, he’s 
been vocal in taking the liberal positions on issues of the day. He came out for net neutrality just before President Obama made his own 
announcement on the matter, and called on Congress to vote down the Keystone XL pipeline ahead of a much-watched vote this week. 


On the other hand, Webb has cast himself as an economic populist. He has touted his varied credentials — eight years of active duty military, 
including deployment in Vietnam, five years at the Pentagon mostly as Assistant Secretary of Defense and Assistant Secretary of the Navy, four 
years working behind the scenes in Congress, and six years in Congress. His anti-interventionist views will differentiate him from Clinton, who 
voted for the war in Iraq while in the Senate and encouraged the Obama administration’s intervention in Libya. 


But credentials aside, few Americans even know Webb’s name and few are talking about his candidacy for president: in a Washington Post/ABC 
News poll from June, he garnered support from only 2% of Democrats. 


At an event in September, Webb acknowledged his likely opponent, Hillary Clinton. 


“I’m not here to undermine her,” Webb said. “I’m here just to explain where my concerns are as someone whose been involved in military and 
foreign policy all of my life.” 


MSNBC column: Krystal Ball: “Is Jim Webb 201 6’s Barack Obama?”

Just when we thought the 2016 Democratic presidential primary would turn into a bloodless coronation of Hillary Clinton, the race gets a whole lot 
more interesting. Jim Webb, former Virginia Democratic senator and Secretary of the Navy under President Ronald Reagan, just announced he’s 
forming a presidential exploratory committee. Webb writes: 


“I’d like to take a few minutes of your time to ask you to consider the most important question facing America today: Is it possible that our next 
President could actually lay out a vision for the country, and create an environment where leaders from both parties and from all philosophies 
would feel compelled to work together for the good of the country, despite all of the money and political pressure that now demands they 
disagree?” 


The letter doesn’t mention Hillary Clinton, but Webb’s background, rhetoric, and persona stands in stark contrast to the presumed Democratic 
frontrunner. On issues of national security and economic justice, Webb could be the credible challenger to Secretary Clinton that some Democrats 
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have been looking for. 


While Clinton is hawkish and famously supported President George W. Bush’s Iraq War, Jim Webb has been a forceful and credible non- 
interventionist voice. While Clinton has attempted to shift her rhetoric to match the current mood of economic populism, Webb has a long track 
record of focusing on poverty, inequality, and economic justice. But perhaps more than anything, Webb’s very persona stands in direct opposition 
to that of Hillary Clinton. 


In 2006, at a time when Hillary Clinton was serving in the Senate and considering whether or not to renounce her support for the Iraq War, Jim 
Webb was stumping for a Senate seat in combat boots as an ode to his son who was serving in the military there. Before Webb’s opponent, 
George Allen, made “macaca” a household word, Webb was making a name for himself in Virginia politics based on his combination of decorated 
military service and opposition to the Iraq War. 


Webb’s consistent and principled opposition led to a memorably uncomfortable exchange with then-President George W. Bush shortly after Webb’s 
election. At a White House reception for incoming Senate freshmen, Bush tracked Webb down and asked him: “How’s your boy?” To which Webb 
replied: “I’d like to get them out of Iraq, Mr. President.” Bush tried again: “That’s not what I asked you. How’s your boy?” “That’s between me and my 
boy, Mr. President,” Webb said ending the conversation. 


Webb has since stuck to his guns as a non-interventionist, opposing U.S. involvement in Libya and Syria. If Americans are afraid of being drawn 
back into Iraq or being goaded by ISIS into another full-scale military conflict, Webb’s anti-war stance - combined with his deep knowledge and 
credibility as a military veteran - could be a potent challenge to Clinton’s hawkishness. 


Economic populism could provide another area of potential vulnerability for Hillary Clinton. The former secretary of state has attempted to match her 
rhetoric to the Democratic mood of the day by highlighting inequality and advocating for a minimum wage increase. But it hasn’t stopped criticism of 
her continued coziness with Wall Street, including the generous compensation she has received for speeches to Goldman Sachs. Clinton has yet 
to stake out a position at odds with the corporate and Wall Street executives who are expected to fund her campaign. 


Webb, on the other hand, has already taken positions that would set him against the economic elite. In a recent interview with Ryan Lizza of The 
New Yorker, Webb pointed out the absurdity of hedge fund managers paying lower tax rates than wage earners saying: “Fairness says if you’re 
a hedge-fund manager or making deals where you’re making hundreds of millions of dollars and you’re paying capital-gains tax on that, rather than 
ordinary income tax, something’s wrong, and people know something’s wrong.” Webb has also decried the fact that both Republicans and 
Democrats are beholden to Wall street financial interests. 


Webb’s candidacy could also undercut the supposed promise of Hillary’s electability. Some have argued that Clinton, given her Arkansas ties and 
previous success appealing to white working class voters, would be able to expand the electoral map and compete in Southern states that were 
out of bounds for President Obama. Webb, who is of Scotch-lrish decent and whose ancestors hail from Appalachia, would likely have the same 
electoral appeal. His exploratory letter highlights his concern for both the inner cities where you “see the stagnation, poverty, crime, and lack of 
opportunity that still affects so many African Americans” and the “poorest counties in America - who happen to be more than 90 percent White, 
and who live in the reality that ‘if you’re poor and White you’re out of sight.’” 


Most potently, Webb and Hillary Clinton could not be any more different stylistically. While Clinton seemingly can’t get enough of hobnobbing with 
economic elites and cultivating donors, Webb has clear antipathy for the entire political fundraising process. When he was in the Senate, his 
fundraising approach consisted primarily of an occasional letter, penned by Webb himself explaining his work and asking for donations. If you did 
see Webb at political fundraisers, you would likely find him off to the side, speaking only to those who approached him, rather than working the 
wealthiest and most powerful individuals as most other politicians would. 


Senator Tim Kaine, who replaced Webb in the Senate, explained to The Washington Post: “He is not a backslapper. There are different models that 
succeed in politics. There’s the hail-fellow-well-met model of backslapping. That’s not his style.” In all the ways that Hillary is careful, Webb is 
direct. In the ways that she’s polished, he’s rough. And in all the ways that Hillary eagerly embraces the political game, Webb distances himself 
from it. But his authenticity could also be a liability: Webb has no established donor network and no appetite for politics. 


Barack Obama showed how a potent combination of outsider status, anti-war credibility and deep grassroots enthusiasm could propel an 
insurgent candidate into a position to win the nomination against the formidable Clinton political war machine. Despite the lessons of 2008, the 
nascent Hillary Clinton campaign seems to have corrected little of its tone-deafness or overconfidence. At the same time, Clinton is unlikely to allow 
her organization to be out-executed the way she was by Obama, who capitalized on his campaign’s organizational competence and managerial 
discipline to win the Democratic nomination. 
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Though Clinton’s tone-deafness and hubris might still befuddle Hillaryland in 2016, you can be sure they would have their caucus states organized 
and not be asleep at the wheel. And a candidate as fundamentally cautious as Hillary Clinton is unlikely to have the aforementioned “macaca” 
moment that ignited Webb’s unlikely 2006 Senate candidacy against George Allen. 2006 was also a spectacular year for Democrats, when national 
forces came to Webb’s aid and made up for his many organizational sins and fundraising disadvantages. 


Webb has never proven he can run the type of campaign organization that could execute the complex, precinct-by-precinct war it would take to 
dislodge Hillary. Nor is he the type of charismatic figure that electrified the national stage the way Obama did during his 2004 Democratic 
convention debut. But as the 2016 field comes together, a combination of factors could conspire to unleash a type of grassroots firestorm for 
Webb: disdain for politics as usual, the unaddressed fury of blue collar white voters, a deep longing for authenticity, and a likely post-Obama 
backlash against transformational, rhetorically charismatic leaders. An Obama-to-Webb transition isn’t the most natural, but given their shared 
disdain for hawkish adventurism and anti-establishment credibility, Webb’s bid for the coalition of the ascendant is not unreasonable. 


However, before getting the politically cynical millennials to knock down doors for him, Webb will also have to explain to the Democratic base his 
positions on gun control, immigration and women’s rights. A 1 979 article he wrote titled “Women Can’t Fight” is tough to square with a Democratic 
party that champions women’s empowerment and equality. 


Still, for those looking for an alternative to Hillary Clinton and hoping she’ll face a real challenge in the Democratic primary, Jim Webb’s candidacy 
will certainly be an interesting one to watch. In his letter announcing his exploratory committee, Webb writes: “I can assure you that we will be 
focusing not on petty politics or how to match a position with a poll, but on the future of our country and on solutions that will rebuild and unite us.” 
Lots of politicians could write those words. Webb is one of the very few who could write them and actually be believed. 


The Daily Beast: “Hillary Gets a Challenger and He’s a Marine”

[Subtitle:] Jim Webb is officially exploring a 2016 run. Why the former senator — and former Republican — might be able to reach the Democratic 
voters that Clinton can’t. 


The typical campaign kickoff video has soft lighting, shots of the candidate with family or, shaking hands with beaming youngsters, grizzled 
farmers, and grateful factory workers while a voice-over runs down platitudes about saving the nation from the imminent peril that another election 
gone wrong will bring. 


Jim Webb’s announcement that he’s forming an exploratory committee for a possible 2016 presidential run had all the slick production of the 
instructional video shown before jury duty. 


There was Webb, a one-term senator from Virginia, wearing a charcoal gray suit and a blue button shirt, staring directly into the single camera, 
speaking for 14 minutes. He laid out his biography — Vietnam vet, secretary of the Navy under Ronald Reagan, antiwar Democrat in the U.S. 
Senate — his record as a lawmaker, which included criminal-justice reform and a new Gl Bill, and the rationale for his campaign: “A strong majority 
of Americans agree that we are at a serious crossroads. In my view the solutions are not simply political, but those of leadership.” (The text, 
spread out over pages, was helpfully posted directly below the video.) 


It has all the trappings of a campaign as vanity project, the type of presidential exploration designed not to excite convention delegates but to boost 
a candidate’s name ID before cable-TV bookers. Webb, after ail, would come into a Democratic primary with considerable baggage — never mind 
that he would likely be squaring off against Hillary Clinton, the most overwhelming favorite in an open Democratic primary in history. There is the 
fact that Webb used to be a Republican, a point he proudly points to in the video when he mentions his service in the Reagan administration. Or the 
fact that Webb, who decided not to run again after only one term in elective office, doesn’t seem to have the stomach for the degradations of 
politics. And the fact that Webb’s base of support lies among working-class whites, who are a diminishing constituency in a party made up more 
and more of liberals, minorities, and the professional classes. (“What a naive and stupid thing to think that Democratic primary voters want,” wrote 
The Daily Kos in response to Webb’s kickoff video, calling Webb a hopeless crank and comic relief in the mold of Herman Cain.) 
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But veterans of his campaign for Senate and people close to him insist that Webb is taking a serious look. Webb’s video announcement last night 
makes him the first Democrat to officially declare his interest, and as the party waits for the near-inevitable Clinton kickoff, some Webb supporters 
say that is not as inevitable as many pundits believe. And should Clinton jump in, some in Webb world say they think she is the wrong candidate at 
a time when the nation is disgusted with politics as usual and when the declining prospects of the middle class is the most important issue facing 
the nation. 


“Jim is not a trial-balloon guy. A lot of people send trial balloons up because they want to see if they have a chance, or if people like them,” said 
Steve Jarding, a strategist on Webb’s 2006 run. “That’s not Jim. He says ‘I have a message and I am going to move that message.’ He challenges 
the Democratic Party to say what it stands for.” 


Jarding acknowledged that Webb faces long odds — “At this point, you wouldn’t bet on him” — but noted that his win in what was thought to be 
deeply Republican Virginia in 2006, against a popular incumbent, was unlikely as well. 


And he conceded that Webb didn’t have much of a taste for politics, but suggested that the former senator could be a stand-in for Americans who 
don’t have much of a taste for the process either right now. 


“Apparently 90 percent of Americans agree with him. They don’t like politics much these days either. Maybe Americans are willing to look at 
someone who does something different from the calculated. He gives those Americans a voice who say, ‘You know what, they are all crooks and 
bastards up there on Capitol Hill and I don’t want to have anything to do with them.’ I mean, look at that video! With all due respect, it was like 
something out of the 1 970s. It wasn’t what you would see from an insider politician.” 


On Friday, some of Hillary Clinton’s biggest supporters, who have banded together under the Ready for Hillary super PAC to raise millions of dollars 
and garner millions of email addresses, will gather in Midtown Manhattan to bask in their successes in preparing the groundwork for her run. Webb 
has kept a low profile since leaving the Senate, and will be running for president “the old-fashioned way,” in the words of one aide — waiting to 
announce before trying to gather support. 


And Clinton, his aides insist, is a non-factor. 


“It ain’t about Hillary,” said Mudcat Saunders, a longtime Virginia strategist who worked on Webb’s Senate campaign. “It’s about bring the American 
dream to the forefront once again for working people and small business. The working people and small business — they haven’t had any 
representation in years. And they know it. 


“Americans want to do something about this coin-operated government.” 


The early line on Webb had been that he would be challenging Clinton from the right. It is a reasonable assumption, considering his roots in the 
Republican Party, in the Marines, and his proud Scots-lrish roots. But Webb’s aides insist it isn’t true. He is to the left of Hillary on foreign 
intervention, and is more populist on economic matters as well, talking about not just curbing the power of big banks but about an inequality agenda 
that goes beyond raising taxes and the minimum wage in order to help lower middle-class families gain more of a foothold. They see him bringing 
working-class whites and Southerners into the fold in a way that no other Democrat could. 


“He talks about taking the Democratic Party back to its populist roots,” said Jessica Vandenberg, a longtime political operative who just moved back 
to her native Iowa and is helping lay the groundwork for the Webb campaign in that first-in-the-nation caucus state. “There is a debate about the 
direction of the Democratic Party, and it is good to have that debate.”

The progressive group MoveOn.org is pressing Hillary Clinton to come out against the Keystone XL oil-sands pipeline, warning that she could lose

"Hillary Clinton's refusal to take a position raises the possibility that she is worse on climate change than 80 percent of the incoming Senate's 
Democratic Caucus," said Anna Gailand, executive director of MoveOn.org Civic Action. 


She warned: "If she's considering a run for president and wants the support of the party's base, Hillary Clinton should clarify that she opposes this 
dirty and dangerous pipeline." 


Clinton, the Democratic front-runner if she decides to enter the White House race, has repeatedly declined to offer an opinion on Keystone. 


"I can't really talk about it because I was in the office that has primary responsibility for making the decision. I don't want to inject myself into what 
is a continuing process or to in any way undermine my successor as he tries to make this decision," she said at an event in Canada last month, 
referring to John Kerry, who followed Clinton as secretary of State. 


But Bill Snape, senior counsel for the Center for Biological Diversity, said there's no formal restriction preventing Clinton from offering an opinion on 
the pipeline. "She's a private citizen now," said Snape, whose group opposes Keystone. "Nothing in Clinton's secretary of State job would prevent 
her from taking a policy position at this point." 


The State Department is heading the federal review of the project, but the final decision is expected to come from 


Polling shows that Democrats are divided over Keystone. A Pew Research Center poll released Nov. 12 showed 
surveyed currently favor construction, compared with 54 percent in March of 2013. Overall, Pew's survey found 
supports the project. 


In contrast to Clinton, outgoing Maryland governor and potential 2016 Democratic White House candidate Martin O'Malley is bashing the pipeline. "It's 
time to reject the either/or and smallball choices facing us on energy. I hope the Senate rejects #KeystoneXL~it's too much carbon dioxide, and not 
nearly enough jobs (only about 50 jobs permanent once construction is finished)," he said on Facebook ahead of a Senate vote on the project 
earlier this week.

Among the other potential 2016 challengers to Clinton, Sen. Bernie Sanders of Vermont strongly opposes Keystone. But former Virginia Democratic 
Sen. Jim Webb, who has just announced an exploratory committee for a White House run, voted in favor of the pipeline in 2012. 


The MoveOn.org statement comes two days after legislation to approve TransCanada's pipeline, which would bring crude oil from Canadian oil- 
sands projects to Gulf Coast refineries, failed by a single vote in the Senate. Thirty-nine Democrats and two independents aligned with their 
caucus (Sanders and Sen. Angus King) voted against the bill Tuesday, while 14 Democrats supported it. 


Bill McKibben, a prominent climate-change activist and leading Keystone foe, supported MoveOn.org's push to get Clinton to take a stand.

As usual and as expected, a great job from the ALG research team, putting together an amazingly comprehensive and detailed 
questionnaire that will provide a payday of rich data. 

My comments are offered not necessarily as suggestions for edits, but more as an offering of what I have been hearing on the 
multi-year swing and non-swing state tour of independent voters. Some of this is commentary or observation that may or may 
not be relevant to changing any questions, but offer as food for thought. Please understand that in many cases I call attention 
to things without necessarily suggesting an action or improvement, but just raise the issue in the hope that it may generate 
thought among the rest of the team. And some of these comments may be off-base, which is frequently the case, but here goes: 

1. One of the biggest wording issues we've struggled with is the word "invest," which I know is a word that we use (not sure 
if Reps use it) to mean additional spending. And Dems can't say additional spending because that triggers negative 
reaction and we get hit with tax-and-spend Dems/liberals. But invest is not a word that I hear voters use in the groups we 
do. And for a few, invest triggers thoughts about the stock market, or other such speculation. In some cases they say, 
"spend more," but what they really want is adequate funding. Investment is the construct of question 14 and used in 13, 
16, 29 and elsewhere. We also use the more traditional definition of investment in 30f. I see "increasing funding" in 
q24, which I think is what we really mean when saying "investments." There may not be a better word to use as 
substitute, but I bring this up, only because the word is viewed, at least in the qual we've done, as a political word that 
Democrats use to mean "spend more". 

2. On q6, I see climate change, and I see the need for that. Comment is that I frequently hear voters talk about the 
environment as a key issue without mentioning climate change specifically. Some are just shy on the term, seeing it as 
controversial, while still harboring concerns about whether there is something going on out there. Others care more 
about clean air and clean water and stopping pollution. Others care about energy and clean energy. I understand value 
and necessity of asking specifically about climate change, but wanted to note the importance of environment to some who 
may not believe/care in climate change. 

3. Also on q6, immigration is the other issue that we regularly hear volunteered as most important facing the country. The 
other thing, of course, is government itself, the gridlock/partisanship, etc., which I know we all know about, and I know we 
can't add to the list. But frequently that trumps all other issues when voters are asked what is the most important issue 
facing the country. 

4. Should we do a check on Scott Walker fav/unfav in 8? 

5. Q13, we've also found some don't know 'infrastructure' when asked without clarification. We are hearing more concern 
about streets, roads, highways, bridges, etc., but not everyone uses the word infrastructure. Like that job training is there, 
which is huge. (I see that infrastructure is defined in 14a. I've rarely heard infrastructure defined as 14b though). 

6. On 14h, mostly I hear voters talk about loans, and rarely talk about grants. Are we thinking about a policy that would 
lead to an increase in grants? Reducing cost of student loans is something I hear constantly as a concern. 

7. Another thing I hear in groups often that is not in ql4 is public safety, which takes in a few things: more cops on the 
streets and in the neighborhoods, better firefighting services, reduced response time in the case of emergencies, and 
disaster planning. 

8. On the 15 series, clearly there is a policy behind d that the team is working on, but to me, $51,000 seems an odd almost 
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arbitrary amount, and long hours seems vague. Maybe just "makes 50 thousand or less"? 

9. I'm confused on 15p, do they keep unemployment benefits as long as they can show they are starting their own business, 
and then unemployment ends once the business launches? I'm not sure I get this one. 

10. On 16/17 series, the other thing I hear people discuss regularly in conjunction with job training is apprenticeship 
programs. 

11. I had a recent instance in which I found massive confusion among voters between debt and deficit. Some use 
interchangeably, some think debt is accumulated while deficit is annual. So just to check, we ask about deficit in 6/7, and 
debt in 16/17. 

12. On 21, not to add any more, but another item I hear regularly in groups is along the lines of, improving our schools so 
students receive the skills necessary for jobs of the future... 

13. Elephant in the education room is standardized testing. I see it 24/25 but not in 23 series? 

14. Reducing class size is another thing that constantly comes up when talking about what can improve education. 
Maintaining arts/music/phys ed/recess, etc. also comes up regularly. 

15. Also on education generally, perhaps not for this questionnaire, is the giving teachers more latitude to teach critical 
thinking. I frequently hear voters saying teachers teach kids how to take tests but not how to think. Many also talk 
about the need for teachers to teach "the basics". 

16. Also I've heard a lot of pushback on "free college tuition," as making it free for everyone gnaws at some as going too far, 
unless there are some basic restrictions and accountability to make sure that students are trying, getting decent grades, 
and moving toward matriculation (I was surprised to hear some mention their awareness of- and annoyance at — 
perpetual students who are perceived to be living off the government while extending their college years into decades, 
something that I myself was considering, oh, so long ago.) 

17. The first choice on 28 strikes me as two separate ideas - paying workers more, and long-term growth 

18. On 30a/b, I remember some thinking that 500k was a good place to draw the line. Perhaps rather than 250k, which more 
people are saying is too low, at least in groups... 

19. In discussions on tax reform in groups, the word that is spoken with most emotion is "simplify." 

20. On 32, instead of greenhouse gases, voters say "pollution" although I understand that they are not the same. But many 
don't understand "greenhouse gases". 

21. On 30k/l, we use high earners, rather than upper income or wealthy, or just high incomes. High earners is a term I don't 
hear much in groups when discussing this sort of stuff. 

I fear I've already gone on too long.

Q&A on Ending the Section 215 Bulk Telephony Metadata Program 


What other options did you consider before settling on this one? 


I’m not going to get into our internal deliberations. But, as those of you who have studied this issue closely 
know, there aren’t alot of choices in this area. The President mentioned some alternatives in his speech, such 
as having a third party hold the data, or combining existing authorities, better information sharing, and 
recent technological advances. 


Ultimately though, for the reasons we’ve discussed, we believe this option best satisfies the President’s desire 
for an approach that that allows the government to the end bulk collection of telephony metadata records 
under Section 215, while ensuring that the government has access to the information it needs to meet its 
national security needs. 

Isn’t this decision an acknowledgement that the program isn’t as valuable as the administration 
has previously claimed? 

No. As the President said in his speech, it is important that the capability that the Section 215 
telephony metadata program is designed to meet is preserved. At the same time, however, we need a 
new approach that gives the American people greater confidence that their rights are being protected, 
even as our intelligence and law enforcement agencies maintain the tools they need to keep us safe. 
This approach strikes that balance. 

Does this announcement vindicate Snowden? 

No. Our nation’s defense depends in part on the fidelity of those entrusted with our nation’s secrets. 
As the President made clear in his January 17 speech, if any individual who objects to government 
policy can take it in their own hands to publicly disclose classified information, then we will never be 
able to keep our people safe, or conduct foreign policy. 

Will you be prohibiting all uses of Section 215 for bulk collection? 

The changes we have announced today would end bulk collection of telephony metadata records 
under Section 215, and establish a new regime for us to obtain the relevant records in a manner that 
balances our intelligence needs and privacy concerns. We’ve announced a number of specific criteria 
such new legislation should contain. Beyond that, the specific details will need to be addressed as we 
work with Congress. 

Will you be renewing the program indefinitely until Congress acts? 

The current authorization expires Friday. We will be seeking a renewal of that authorization. We 
look forward to working with Congress over the next 90 days to ensure that legislation can be passed 
quickly. 

But what if there’s no legislation in 90 days? 

We think it’s important that a new approach is adopted quickly that addresses the concerns that have 
been raised. If that doesn’t happen by the time of the next renewal, we’ll address that issue then. 

Will you be requiring new data retention time periods? 

Under the President’s proposal, records would remain at the telephone companies for the length of 
time they currently do today. 
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So you’re relying on the FCC regulation specifying 18 months? 

As you note, there’s already an FCC regulation requiring records to be kept for at least 18 months. 
We are not planning on seeking legislation that would extend that time period. 

Doesn’t it present a national security concern to go from 5 years of data to only 18 months? 

Over the last several months we’ve taken a hard look at the program, and one of the tasks the 
President gave us was to match as much of its existing capability as possible to meet our operational 
needs. 

Under the existing program, NSA keeps the records for their intelligence value 5 years. However, 
there have been concerns raised about mandating a similar retention period for data held by the 
providers. 

We’ve taken a hard look at the program, and determined that we can get enough of the information 
we need here to satisfy our operational needs if the telephone companies keep the records for the 
length of time they do today. 


Why do you need this legislation at all, can’t you do this under existing authority? 

A few points here. First, as the President noted in his January 17 speech, although the telephony 
metadata bulk collection program was subject to oversight by the FISC and has been reauthorized 
repeatedly by Congress, it was never before subject to vigorous public debate. Thus, as we look to 
transition to a new regime, doing so through transparent legislation is consistent with the desire to 
restore public confidence. 

Second, what we’re talking about here is a regime to obtain data quickly, up to two hops in response to 
a query, and to provide that data to the government in a timely, usable format. We think tailored 
legislation is the best way to accomplish all of these objectives. 

Third, Section 215 is scheduled to sunset next year, so legislation will be required in any event. 

So will the providers be required to change how they store the records? 

The legislation, and the resulting Court orders, would compel the providers to provide technical 
assistance to ensure the information is searchable, to run the queries, and to give the records back to 
the government in a usable format and on a timely basis. 

I can’t speak to the precise way in which particular providers would implement that. 

Will the companies be compensated? 

We envision that the legislation will provide for the government to compensate the companies for any 
technical assistance they provide. This is similar to other provisions of FISA that require companies to 
be compensated for complying with lawful Court orders. 

Did you consult with the companies? 

We have consulted with the companies on these issues. We believe the President’s proposal addresses 
issues that are of importance to them. 

The records would remain at the telephone companies for the length of time they currently do today. 

The companies would also receive Court orders, compelling them to provide technical assistance to 
ensure the information is searchable, to run the queries, and to give the records back to the 
government in a usable format and on a timely basis. They would be compensated for this assistance. 


There have been press allegations about another alleged bulk collection program by CIA. Would 
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While I’ve seen those reports, I won’t be commenting on them. 

The President’s January 17 speech, and the decisions announced today, describe changes that we are 
seeking to the NSA Section 215 bulk telephony metadata program. 

The HPSCI proposal would apply beyond just CT targets to all FI targets, are you proposing the 
same expansion of this authority? 

I’m not going to comment on specific bills before Congress at this point in the process. 

More generally though, the existing program only allows for queries of numbers associated with 
specified terrorist groups. Our operational focus is to make sure we preserve that authority in any new 
legislation. Beyond that, we’re open to consulting with Congress on these issues. 

The HPSCI bill proposes a regime like 702, is that what you want? 

Without commenting on specific bills before Congress at this point in the process, we believe there is a 
bipartisan agreement that the government should no longer collect this data in bulk under Section 
215, and that a change is needed. As to the specifics, we believe there should be prior approval by a 
FISC Judge of individual numbers to be queried, except in emergencies. 

Won’t FISC approval slow things down? 

Court approval is obtained quickly in law enforcement and national security matters all the time, 
including under FISA. Additionally, we believe there should be an emergency exception. 

As you know we had prior experience with FISC pre-approval for a period of several months back in 
2009, and again this year since the President announced that change in his speech. Based on that 
experience we believe we can satisfy our intelligence needs with this approach, especially with an 
exception for emergency situations. 

We believe this solution is not only workable, but is the best solution to address both our intelligence 
needs and privacy concerns. 

Won’t getting the records from the companies be slower than already having the records in your 
possession? 

One of the aspects of our proposal would be that the companies would be required to respond to 
requests in a timely fashion. We believe that requirement would address the timeliness concern 
animating the question. 


We’ve heard from some sources that the FISC process is too slow, and that only a small number 
of queries have been approved, is that true? 

We believe, based on our extensive consultation with the IC, including the views of the NSA, that 
prior FISC approval is workable, and that it is in fact the best solution here. 

As you know we had prior experience with FISC pre-approval for a period of several months back in 
2009, and again this year since the President announced that change in his speech. Based on that 
experience we believe we can satisfy our intelligence needs with this approach, especially with an 
exception for emergency situations. 

How would the emergency exception work? 

The precise details of that are something we will work out with Congress in the legislation but I’d note 
two things: 

First, we have an emergency exception now under the reforms the President announced in January. 
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That exception requires approval from a high ranking government official in an emergency 
circumstance when a Court order can’t be obtained first. The documentation is then submitted to the 
FISC for approval within 7 days. Those procedures are contained in the Government’s motion and 
Court order we declassified in February. 

Second, we have longstanding experience emergency provisions in other parts of FISA. We’re 
envisioning a similar regime to that. 


Will you be sending up a draft bill to Congress? 

We are entering this phase of the consultative process without specific Administration text, and 
planning to work with Congress to craft legislation that embodies the key attributes of this new 
approach. 

How will the data of foreigners be handled under this new regime? 

Under the Section 215 program, even as recently modified at the President’s direction, the government 
is holding bulk telephony metadata records that concern both U.S. persons and non-U.S. persons. 
Under the President’s proposal, we will no longer use Section 215 to collect these telephone records in 
bulk — whether it is U.S. person records or non-U.S. person records. 

So does this mean you’re ending all bulk collection of metadata? 

The changes the President announced today relate to the NSA’s Section 215 bulk telephony metadata 
program, under which certain telephone companies are compelled to provide their call detail records in 
bulk to the NSA. That bulk collection should end. 

Beyond that, I can’t comment on other alleged intelligence activities. But, I would note generally, that 
as PPD-28 makes clear “locating new or emerging threats and other vital national security information 
is difficult, as such information is often hidden within the large and complex system of modern global 
communications. The United States must consequently collect signals intelligence in bulk in certain 
circumstances in order to identify these threats.” 

However, when signals intelligence are collected in bulk, they will only be used to meet specific 
security requirements: combatting (1) espionage and other threats and activities directed by foreign 
powers; (2) terrorism; (3) weapons of mass destruction; (4) cybersecurity threats; (5) threats to U.S. or 
allied forces; and (6) transnational criminal threats, including illicit finance and sanctions evasion. 

We’ve heard from some in Congress that they weren’t consulted. Is that right? 

Considering changes to such complex policy and legislative issues requires extensive consultation 
between the Administration and Congress — as well as privacy groups, industry, and other 
stakeholders. 

Without listing what we consider to be an extensive effort to date soliciting stakeholder input from 
outside the Administration, we now have Presidential policy direction from which we will begin the 
next phase of consultations as Congress develops and considers legislation. 

Did you consult with PCLOB? 

Yes, and we believe this approach is in line with the recommendations in PCLOB’s report regarding 
Section 215. The bulk collection of this data under the existing Section 215 statute will stop, and the 
information will be obtained pursuant to individualized legal process. 


As both the NYT editorial board and Senator Leahy said, if the President wants to end bulk 
collection under Section 215, it’s in his power to do so, why is he seeking a renewal of the FISC 
order? 
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As the President said, and as his announcement makes clear, he understands the concerns that have 
been raised with this program, and has determined that the bulk collection of these records under 
Section 215 should end. 

At the same time, he must consider our security needs. The transition we’ve announced, including the 
reforms to the current program announced in January, is a responsible path forward to ensure that we 
appropriately balance our security needs and privacy concerns until new legislation can be enacted. 

What are you going to do with the data already collected under the existing program? 

For now, the existing program will continue, with the substantial modifications in place. 

We hope that new legislation will be enacted soon that allows us to end the existing program; when 
that happens, we’ll address the question of the old data, of course taking into account the fact that a 
District Court in California has ordered us to preserve the data for now because of the pending civil 
lawsuits. 

How would NSA handle the results it receives from the providers? Would those go into the 
“corporate store” and be searchable by any analyst? 

Under our proposal, the retention and dissemination of any data received would be subject to FISC 
approved minimization procedures. 

The details of where the data would be stored and accessed once it is received would be governed by 
those minimization procedures, just as minimization procedures govern how we handle the data we 
currently receive. 

Would the FBI still need to be involved with the applications under your proposal? 

Not necessarily. Under Section 215, the FBI was required to be involved because of the way the 
statute, which pre-dates this program, was written. Since our proposal focuses on the NSA being able 
to analyze these records, that’s a question we can expect to address in working through new legislative 
language with Congress. 

Of course, the program is designed to help locate individuals inside the US with possible ties to 
terrorists, so from an investigative perspective we’d expect the FBI and NSA to work closely together in 
response to any leads developed. 

Under your proposal, would the companies produce the data on a continuous prospective basis? 

Our proposal would require the government to go to the FISC and seek a court order for each number 
that is used to query the data. That order would then compel the companies to produce the historical 
records up to two hops. 

We would envision that the government could also request that the Court direct the continuous 
prospective production of those records for a limited period of time, provided that there was a 
documented national security need for such continuous production approved by the judge . 

Any continuous production would be for a limited time period, absent re-approval by a judge that the 
need for the production still exists. We will work with Congress on what that time period should be, 
but it should be limited and set forth in the statute. Other provisions of FISA provide for similar 
renewals of Court authority, for instance at 90 day intervals. 

The current program allegedly only collects less than 30% of the data. Is this an expansion of 
the program? 

Currently, we are collecting the data in bulk, a process which will be ending. 

While I can’t get into specifics, obviously there are costs and technical limitations to the amount of 
data that can be collected and held in bulk. Under our proposal, rather than collecting it in bulk, we 
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would send individual queries to the companies. 

Presumably the companies would run those queries against all of the records in their possession, 
thereby providing comprehensive results back to the government. But, the government would only 
receive back responsive records, not all records, so we’d be holding less data, not more. 

There’s a story out in the press that SSCI previously considered this option back in 2011 and 
rejected it? 

I’m not going to comment on specifics of engagements with the Committee, but we’ve long said, including in 
congressional hearings and other engagements last fall, that we were open to alternatives where the data 
would stay with the companies, provided that appropriate legislation is enacted. We believe what we’re 
proposing accomplishes that.

Hello from UN HQ in New York, where the post-201 5 development agenda was just agreed by acclamation! 
Thought I'd give you an update of how things ended up, and pass along the attached agreement. 

Negotiations continued non-stop since Friday night until 6pm on Sunday. USUN, led by Tony Pipa, was 
negotiating hard on means of implementation, climate, and peace and security, which became the biggest 
sticking points in the document. 

The US was perceived as the bully in the room by developed and developing countries alike, due to the tone 
of a few of their statements and what was seen as a patronizing presence of Amb. Power on Friday. Not much 
support from EU colleagues, who wished to close days ago. Wild rumors that the U.S. was trying to "blow up" 
the process were counteracted by the team here, who instead instructed DC that the momentum in the room 
meant that they must reach agreement now, rather than punt to September. 

A deal on climate was struck late Saturday night, by using language (see below) that has all been previously 
agreed in prior climate agreements. 

The final deal-making revolved around language on foreign occupation and self-determination... i.e. Palestine. 
The co-facilitators were able to pull together language that everyone could live with, without forcing any new 
commitments. 

In the end, all delegations are left extremely exhausted, but pleased with the work of the last three years. 

Many harkened to the legacy of the High Level Panel. Next step is September, when the 1 7 goals and 
accompanying declaration will be adopted by Heads of State.

Dear John - I hope this email finds you well. I’ve been reading that the President’s climate change agenda 
is moving forward and see that your impact on the Administration has been felt immediately. 

I write to you because GE notified us yesterday that next Friday. June 20. 2014 , it will announce that it’s 

closing two of its plants in Puerto Rico. One of the plants employs 400 people and its operation will be 
outsourced to a company in the Dominican Republic. The other plant employs 180 people, and 40% of its 
operation will be transferred to GE-Mexico, the balance of the operation will be terminated because of 
downsizing. These plants, as most of GE’s operations in Puerto Rico, are part of the Company’s Industrial 
Solutions division and manufacture electrical equipment such as circuit breakers. GE contemplates to begin 
the drawdown fairly soon and complete the closings by the end of 2015. 

GE and Puerto Rico have a long history of working together, in fact, GE was one of the first American 
companies to establish operations in Puerto Rico when the island embarked on the industrialization of its 
economy. And as recently as September 2013, GE and the Puerto Rico Industrial Development Company 
(“PRIDCO”) executed an agreement whereby PRIDCO extended the term of the lease agreements of all 
the sites that GE leases from PRIDCO (approximately 41 1 ,690 square feet) until 2018. These leases are 
heavily subsidized. PRIDCO also provided GE with $3,771 ,500 in job creation/retention incentives. As part 
of the agreement, GE agreed to preserve the 1 ,900 jobs it sustains in Puerto Rico and create 25 additional 
jobs in its factory in the island of Vieques. 

We had been hearing rumors that a restructuring of GE’s operations might be in the works and tried to 
engage GE’s senior management but have had little success. All we want is an opportunity to meet with 
GE’s senior management to discuss how we can try to save these jobs. We’ve been successful in 
competing against Mexico and other countries with low labor costs and trust that we can present a 
compelling case to GE to keep these jobs on American soil. As you know, Jeffrey Immelt was part of the 
President’s Jobs Council and has been a strong advocate of the Administration’s agenda of creating jobs in 
the United States. I would be terribly grateful if you can ask the Company’s senior management to grants 
us an opportunity to meet before they proceed with this decision to outsource jobs. In the current juncture 
that Puerto Rico is facing, to have a company like GE announce that it is leaving us to move to other 
countries, threatens whatever success we’ve had so far in restoring confidence in our economy. 

I’ve also reached out to Senator Menendez on this matter and hope to be able to connect soon with Ms. 
Valerie Jarrett. 

I know you have many matters on your plate but we just can’t afford to lose these jobs. I thank you for any 
help you may provide.

New Data Show Slow Health Care Cost Growth is 
Continuing 


New data released today by the Kaiser Family Foundation show that premium growth in employer-sponsored coverage remained slow in 201 5, 
extending the recent streak of unusually slow growth. Taken together with estimates of current trends in Medicare spending released this 
summer, these data suggest that underlying growth in per-enrollee health care costs remains low, even as the dramatic expansion in coverage 
since early 2014 drives a temporary uptick in the growth of aggregate health care spending. Recent years’ slow growth in health care 
costs — which is thanks in part to the Affordable Care Act — is already generating major benefits for workers and our fiscal outlook. Looking 

ahead, keeping these positive trends going will require that we continue to make good use of the tools provided by the Affordable Care Act, 
including: moving our health care system toward payment models that reward efficient, high-quality care; continuing to foster a transparent 
and competitive Health Insurance Marketplace; and implementing the law’s tax provision that encourages high-cost employer plans to become 
more efficient. 


SIX KEY POINTS ON NB/V DATA ON EMPLOYER COVERAGE IN 201 5 


1. Premiums in employer-based coverage continued to grow slowly in 2015. The new Kaiser survey finds that the average premium for 
employer-based family coverage grew 4.2 percent in 201 5. While slightly faster than the record-tying 3 percent rate recorded in 2014, this reading 
for 201 5 continues the recent pattern of unusually slow growth; the last four years account for four of the five lowest growth rates since the 
survey began in 1 999. The Kaiser estimates corroborate earlier estimates from the Bureau of Labor Statistics’ Employer Cost Index that showed 
that slow growth in employers’ health benefit costs continued into 2015, as well as results from a national survey released last week by the 
consulting firm Mercer, which found that employers have seen slow growth persist through 2015 and expect it to continue into 2016. 


Sustained slow premium growth is generating major benefits for families and businesses. Had premium growth since 2010 matched the average 
rate recorded over the preceding decade, the average total premium for employer-based family coverage would have been nearly $2,600 higher in 
201 5. A large portion of these savings have accrued directly to workers in the form of lower premium contributions. Employers’ savings on their 
portion of premium spending may be reducing total compensation costs in the short run, helping to boost job growth; economic theory and evidence 
indicate that these savings will be passed on to workers as higher wages in the long run.

2. Recent estimates suggest that Medicare spending per enrollee is continuing to grow slowly as well. In July, the Office of the 
Actuary at the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services released updated projections of growth in per-enrollee spending in Medicare for 
2014 and 201 5. While these estimates are projections, they reflect data on actual Medicare spending for all of 2014 and part of 201 5, so they tend 
to be particularly reliable. Nominal Medicare spending per beneficiary is projected to grow just 1 .0 percent in 201 5, only slightly faster than recent 
projections of overall inflation in 2015 and slower than measures of inflation that exclude the recent sharp decline in energy prices. If this 
projection holds, then 201 5 will be the sixth consecutive year in which growth in Medicare spending per beneficiary was roughly in line with 
overall inflation economy-wide, a stark contrast to trends over the decade preceding 201 0.

3. The continued slow growth in per-enroiiee spending in employer coverage and Medicare shows that the pickup 
in aggregate health care spending growth since the start of 2014 largely reflects transient effects of expanding coverage. Data for 
the last several quarters have shown a turn toward faster (though still moderate in historical terms) growth in aggregate spending on the three 
largest categories of health care goods and services: hospital services, ambulatory services, and prescription drugs. 


However, this faster aggregate growth does not reflect rapid growth in the cost of health care for an individual or a family; the data presented 
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above for the two largest segments of the United States health care system indicate that growth in per-enrollee costs has ticked up only modestly, 
if at all. Rather, the driving factor is likely the significant expansion in insurance coverage since late 201 3 as the main coverage provisions of the 
Affordable Care Act have taken effect, an expansion of coverage that is by far the largest since the decade following the creation of Medicare 
and Medicaid. As we have noted on several prior occasions , it is not a surprise, nor a cause for concern, to see a temporary period of 
faster growth as newly insured individuals begin to access care. 


The exception is prescription drug spending, where the uptick in spending growth is much larger than can be accounted for by recent coverage 
expansions. Available data indicate that the main factor driving faster drug spending has been the arrival of costly, though often effective, new 
therapies. While the implications of the recent acceleration in drug spending for the overall health care spending outlook should not be overstated 
since drug spending currently accounts for only about one-tenth of total health care spending and drug spending growth may decline somewhat 
relative to its recent rapid pace, trends in this area have raised concerns about access and affordability in both the public and private sectors.

4. Average deductibles in employer coverage rose again in 2015, but the increase was in line with trends stretching back more 
than a decade. Typical deductibles in employer coverage have been rising for more than a decade, and the new Kaiser data indicate that that 
trend continued in 201 5. As demonstrated in the figure above, however, neither the Kaiser data nor the Medical Expenditure Panel Survey (which 
provides a longer-term view on these trends) indicate that deductibles have risen more quickly in recent years. This means that there is no sense 
in which continued growth in deductibles is “cancelling out” the benefits to workers stemming from recent years’ very slow premium growth and 
that rising deductibles are unlikely to be an important reason that premium growth has been so much slower recently than in the past.

5. Virtually all workers enrolled in employer coverage now have a limit on their annual out-of-pocket spending, a protection that 
more than one in six enrolled workers lacked when the ACA became law. One core function of health insurance is to provide protection 
against catastrophic costs in the face of serious illness. Starting in 201 4, the ACA required that all non-grandfathered health insurance plans place 
a limit on total annual out-of-pocket spending, protection which 1 8 percent of workers enrolled in single coverage lacked as of 2010, according to 
the Kaiser survey. The share without an out-of-pocket limit drifted lower after 2010 (possibly in part because firms were preparing for 2014), then 
fell sharply as the ACA requirement took effect; today’s data show that just 2 percent of workers in single coverage lacked such a limit in 2015. If 
the prevalence of out-of-pocket limits had remained at its 2010 level, we estimate that at least 22 million people enrolled in employer coverage 
would lack this protection today.

6. The persistence of slow health care cost growth raises the likelihood that much of the health care cost slowdown reflects 
long-lasting structural changes in the health care sector, including changes in public policy, not the aftereffects of the Great 
Recession or other transitory factors. As we have discussed previously , the Great Recession likely played some role in reducing health 
care cost growth during the downturn itself and in the early stages of the recovery (at least in the private sector). However, the United States is 
now more than six years into an economic recovery that has created 13.1 million private sector jobs over 66 months of job growth and driven the 
unemployment rate back to levels last seen in the spring of 2008, before the worst of the financial crisis hit. It is therefore increasingly likely that 
whatever role macroeconomic factors may have played in the immediate aftermath of the Great Recession, structural changes in the health care 
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system — including changes in public policy and other factors that would have a persistent effect on health care spending over the long run — are 
playing the lead role in keeping health care cost growth low today.

Dear Friends: 

As he departed the presidency in 1961, Dwight D. Eisenhower summarized the foreign 
policy accomplishments of his administration. Ending the Korean War and preserving 
peace in the Middle East were among them. But, he also noted a few of the world's 
continuing dangers, starting with what he called the "Communist penetration of Cuba" 
which he labeled a real and serious threat. 

Defining the challenges of his final year in office, President Obama used his last State of 
the Union address to make his most forceful appeal to Congress to "lift the embargo" on 
Cuba since he announced the new U.S. policy toward Cuba in December 2014. 

"Fifty years of isolating Cuba," he said, "had failed to promote democracy, setting us back 
in Latin America. That's why we restored diplomatic relations, opened the door to travel 
and commerce, and positioned ourselves to improve the lives of the Cuban people. You 
want to consolidate our leadership and credibility in the hemisphere? Recognize that the 
Cold War is over. Lift the embargo ." 

Congress had heard the appeal before; during last year's address, after explaining the 
purpose behind his shift in policy, the President said , "Congress should begin the 
work of ending the embargo." 

Tuesday night he hit it harder - making it two years in a row that he urged Congress to 
take down what presidents dating back to Eisenhower had built up. 

Everything is happening so fast. Our compassion, concerns, and anxieties are pulled in a 
dozen different directions. But, isn't this a time when we could stop and admire the beauty 
of this historical moment? 

Two years in a row a U.S. president actually said the state of the union would be stronger 
by ending the embargo against Cuba. "The mere knowledge that such a work could be 
created makes me twice the person I was," Goethe said. 

Tuesday night we felt that way, too; even more, after dozens of Members of Congress 
heard what the president said and rose from their seats to applaud. Stop for a minute and 
smell that coffee! 

As we previously reported , there is majority, bipartisan support nationally for ending the 
embargo, including among Floridians and Cuban Americans. With Congress hesitant to 
act, the upcoming election, and the impending close of President Obama's second term, 
there is a greater sense of urgency in Washington and Havana to push Cuba policy 
forward in 2016. 

In just a few weeks, Representatives Tom Emmer (MN-6) and Kathy Castor (FL-14), lead 
sponsors of legislation to repeal the trade embargo t are bringing a partisan delegation 
from the U.S. Congress to visit Cuba to build support for opening travel and trade relations 
with Cuba among the new or uncommitted colleagues who will accompany them. 

Aside from the difficult task of adopting such sweeping legislation in an election year, 
diplomacy has brought changes to the U.S. -Cuba relationship, such as the restoration of 
commercial airline service, direct mail service, and direct phone service, and U.S. ports 
and U.S. businesses are seeking ways to use the new authorities granted by administration 
policies to create commercial relationships with Cuban counterparts. All of this builds on 
the policy opening in anticipation of a new president taking office in January 2017. 

Josefina Vidal, who leads the Cuban side of the normalization talks, told the official 
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Cuban News Agency that she's "beginning to feel a certain bit of realism as the electoral 
process in the United States approaches; we don't know what's going to happen." 

Neither do we. But, just like Governor McAuliffe hit the accelerator of the 1957 Chevy he 
drove through the streets of Havana during his trade mission to Cuba last week, we're part 
of a larger effort to encourage policymakers, business leaders, advocates and experts to 
wrench as much change as possible out of U.S. policy before the next president is sworn 
in. We have a year and hope to put it to good use.

Cuba will participate in U.S. co-sponsored regional security conference 

Cuba will participate in an annual Caribbean regional security conference in Jamaica later 
this month co-sponsored by the U.S. military's Southern Command later this month, 
according to Marine Corps Gen. John F. Kelly. "We've normalized now and, regardless of 
how we think of each other in terms of politics, we have very, very common challenges," 
Gen. Kelly said at a briefing at the Pentagon, AP reports . 

Senior military officials from 16 Caribbean countries, the U.S., UK and others will 
participate in the three-day conference, which will focus on cooperation to combat the 
drug trade, human trafficking, and weapons smuggling. Cuba may use the conference as 
an opportunity to raise its objection to the U.S. Navy base at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, AP 
reports . Gen. Kelly thinks the U.S. Navy base could be run jointly with the Cubans, but 
recognizes that "It wouldn't be appropriate" at this stage in relations. 

Port of Miami eyes new ferry terminal to Cuba, showing evolution in Miami 
politics 

Last week, Juan Kuryla, Miami-Dade port chief, discussed the possibility of a new ferry 
terminal in Miami after receiving several requests from major worldwide ferry operators 
for a location to launch ferry service from Miami to Havana, the Miami Herald reports . 
The day after Kuryla made the public announcement, Miami-Dade Mayor Carlos Gimenez 
clarified that, "We don't do business with countries. We just do business with carriers... 
Where the ferry services decided to go in order to make money, etc., well, that's up to the 
ferry service as long as it's legal." Xavier Suarez, Miami-Dade County Commissioner, 
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added that "We don't want to get left behind if ferry service is in fact started," according 
toNPR . 

Mayor Gimenez and County Commissioner Suarez are both Cuban-Americans. Their 
statements reveal a growing interest in economic possibilities that, in turn, are reshaping 
politics in Miami around Cuba. "There was criticism from some in the Cuban-American 
community, but compared to the firestorm anything involving Cuba has often sparked in 
the past, it's a sign that in Miami, times have changed," NPR noted . 

Several U.S. operators have already been granted ferry licenses from the U.S. 

Treasury , but approval in Havana has taken longer than expected and executives 
estimate that Florida-Cuba ferry service isn't likely to start until late 2016. "Cuba needs to 
develop terminal facilities for proposed ferries from Florida, complete with customs and 
immigration processing and room to handle passengers and freight. That requires millions 
of dollars in investment," the Sun Sentinel reports . 

Meanwhile, three U.S. -based cruise lines are awaiting pennission from Cuban authorities 
to begin sailing to Havana from Miami this winter and spring, according to the Miami 
Herald . Reuters reported in December that Switzerland-based MSC Cruises was the 
first of the four global cruise lines in the world to start operations in Cuba. 

Update: First group of Cuban migrants in Costa Rica flown to El Salvador, 
headed for the U.S. 

On January 12, 180 Cubans were flown from Costa Rica to El Salvador and taken on a 
bus to Mexico and on to the U.S., according to the Economist . On January 13, 

Granma, the Cuban state-run newspaper, reported that the group of Cuban migrants 
arrived in Mexico, where the National Institute of Migration (INAMI) provided permission 
documents to allow them to continue their journey to the U.S. "This disjointed itinerary is 
the result of an agreement among several Central American countries and Mexico to allow 
the migrants through while discouraging new arrivals. " the Economist explains. 

In November, Nicaragua closed its borders to Cuban migrants, leaving 8,000 stranded in 
Costa Rica and 2,000 in Panama, according to Univision . The International Organization 
of Migrations said the first group was selected based on their ability to afford the trip, 
which costs about $550, Univision reports . Katia Rodriguez, Director of Costa Rica 
Migration, said that the countries involved will meet next week to decide the next stages 
for those who remain. 

In 2015, more than 43,000 Cubans arrived in the U.S. between January and September, an 
80% increase over the same period in 20 14. This significant uptick in migration is often 
attributed to a fear that as relations with the United States improve, Cubans will lose the 
special immigration status they receive under the Cuban Adjustment Act (CAA) of 1966, 
as we have reported . The editorial boards of several major newspapers, including the 
New York Times, have called for ending the CAA, and one bill has been proposed in 
the U.S. House of Representatives which would do just that. Others, like CubaNow 
executive director Ric Herrero, argue that the CAA should be dealt with at the same 
time as the embargo itself. 

Sommerhoff, Miami-Dade's director of Emergency Management, says the county is ready 
to "absorb" the 8,000 Cuban migrants who are currently stranded in Central America, 
reported the Miami Herald in December 2015 . "Not everyone has family in the United 

States - and although the mayor of Miami is concerned that the city's not prepared, at the 
county, there's confidence . Que vengan. Let them come," the Miami Herald advocated. 
Musicabana Foundation announces Major Lazer concert in Cuba 
Major Lazer - whose records include Peace Is the Mission and Free the Universe 
will be one of the first major American musical acts to perform in Havana since U.S. and 
Cuba restored diplomatic relations, announced the Musicabana Foundation , a new 
nonprofit organization developing year-round U.S. -Cuba cultural events. Major 
Lazer will perform in Havana on Sunday, March 6, 2016 as part of the four-day 
Musicabana festival. 

Fabien Pisani, founder and festival director of Musicabana, expressed his excitement about 
partnering with Major Lazer, as well as his hope to highlight "Cuba's music scene[, which] 
is bursting with the same raw talent and energy of decades past." 

Musicabana will host concerts in three venues, Plaza San Francisco de Asis, Salon Rosado 
of la Tropical, and La Piragua. The festival will be free to the Cuban public; international 
visitors will be able to purchase special travel packages and VIP tickets. 

Musicabana will feature performances by Cuban and international artists including Pablo 
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Milanes, Carlos Varela, Los Van Van, Sean Paul, Habana d'Primera, Carlinhos Brown, 
Ibeyi, Yoruba Andabo, Juana Bacallao & Tembla Tierra, Interactive, and Kelvis 
Ochoa. Cubadebate quotes Diplo. one of the members of Major Lazer. who explained 
that "Cuba has played an influential role in my love for music."

Cuba's 2016 Economic Outlook 

The self-emploved sector in Cuba continues to capture U.S. attention and investment 
The majority of "cuentapropistas," self-employed Cubans, work in food services, followed 
by transportation, and house and event space rentals, according to data from the Ministry 
of Work and Social Security cited by EFE . The Ministry of Work details that of the 
total number of cuentapropistas, 17% are Cubans who maintain state sector jobs, 30% are 
youth, 30% are women, and 12% are retired Cubans. 

On Monday, EFE published an article on the status of Cuba's self-employed sector, 
citing a slight decrease in the number of Cubans working in outside the state sector since 
June 2015. On the same dav. OnCuba published an article bv Cuban economist Dr. C. 
Juan Triana Cordovi, who reports that the self-employment sector employs 27% of the 
country's work force. While Dr. Triana is optimistic about the growth of the self- 
employment sector, he is advocating further changes in his country's economic model. 
Specifically, he hopes 2016 will bring access to wholesale markets and an increase in 
Foreign Direct Investment (FDI) to mitigate the negative factors of the decline in 
economic growth, which President Raul Castro announced will be 2% in 2016. According 
to Reuters . President Castro attributed the decline to "financial limitations associated 
with the fall in earnings from traditional exports," including nickel and sugar. 

Unilever invests $35 million in joint venture at Mariel Special Development Zone 


On Monday, Unilever announced its plans to return to Cuba with a $35 million investment 
in a joint venture, Unilever-Suchel S.A., to create a toothpaste and soap factory in the 
Mariel Special Development Zone. The Dutch-British company is the ninth firm to get 
approval from Cuba's government to operate in Mariel. Cleber LLC, a tractor assembly 
companv based in Alabama, was the first U.S. finn to receive approval in November 
2015. 

Last week, the Dutch Minister for Foreign Trade and Development Cooperation Lilianne 
Ploumen announced that she hopes that the Netherlands will "acquire a pole position" in 
Cuba.accordinu to Forbes . Representatives from maior Dutch companies, including 
Philips andHeineken. joined Minister Ploumen on her trip to Cuba. Telegraph reports. 

In 2012, Unilever left Cuba after a dispute over the stipulation that the state hold the 
majority stake in joint ventures with foreign companies. "Now Unilever NV will have a 
majority 60 percent stake compared to 40 percent for the Cuban state company 
Intersuchel S.A.." Reuters explains . 

The factory, planned to open by 2018, will produce shampoo, detergent, soap, and 
toothpaste, items that are in high-demand on the island and especially in the growing 
tourism sector.

On Wednesday, the FARC-EP delegation and the Colombian government resumed 
discussions to end the armed conflict that has persisted in their country for more than a 
half centurv. according to Cuba's Ministry of Foreign Relations . MINREX. Thev have 
sustained peaceful negotiations in Havana since November 2012. 

In September 2015, President Juan Manuel Santos and FARC-EP leader, Timoleon 
Jimenez, announced that they would sign a peace accord on March 23, 2016. However, 
the FARC-EP negotiator, Joaquin Gomez, said that there are factors that could make it 
difficult to sign an accord by that date.

Draft Medium Post on Iowa 

There's been even more bluster than usual from the Sanders 
campaign, this time in an effort to disqualify Hillary Clinton's historic 
victory in Monday night's Iowa caucus. 

Disparaging good news for Hillary Clinton has become a pattern for 
the Sanders camp. It you support someone else? You're dismissed 
as part of the " establishment ," unless of course they want 
to claim your support in ads anyways.

This week, President Obama did something no president has ever done. He announced that 
he’ll take new steps to take on the epidemic of gun violence in America — and not a moment too 
soon. Gunshots have now surpassed car crashes as a leading cause of death in our country. 
African Americans are four times more likely to die from a gunshot than any other cause. There 
were 330 mass shootings in 2015. And 147 people in the U.S. were killed by guns in just the first 
four days of 201 6. We can’t go on like this. 

Like most Americans, I’m grateful to President Obama for taking action, and calling on all of 
us — including responsible gun owners — to do the same. I’d expect nothing less from someone I 
voted for twice. And I expect nothing less from our next president. 

I like Senator Sanders, and there are a lot of issues where I agree with him. But when it comes to 
gun violence, he’s not on my side — in fact, he’s taken the side of the gun lobby. 

Senator Sanders talks about supporting gun violence measures. Today, his campaign even said 
that there is “zero daylight between the President and Senator Bernie Sanders on guns.” But 
when you look at his voting record, his actions don’t match his words. 

Senator Sanders voted against the Brady Bill five times. That’s legislation that instituted federal 
background checks for gun sales, and has kept 2 million guns out of the hands of people who 
shouldn’t have them. Senator Sanders voted against it. And against it. And against it. And against 
it. And against it. 

As it turns out, that’s not even his worst vote on guns. He voted to make it more difficult to crack 
down on gun dealers who break the law. And he voted twice for a bill the head of the NRA called 

the most significant piece of pro-gun legislation in 20 years — legislation that gave gun 
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manufacturers sweeping immunity for their actions. 

The second time the bill came before Congress, President Obama — then a Senator from 
Illinois — and Hillary Clinton both voted against it. 

Senator Sanders voted with the NRA. He said it was “complicated.” 

In America, auto companies, food producers, toy companies, chemical companies — all of these 
industries have to take steps to make sure their product is being used correctly and safely. Not 
gun manufacturers. They’re able to make billions in profits, without being subject to the most 
basic safety standards. And when they make lethal products, they’re able to avoid facing any 
consequences whatsoever, or being held accountable to the people they hurt. 

That’s not complicated. It’s wrong. 

Senator Sanders has been pressed on this vote in every Democratic debate. And the truth is, 
even Hillary Clinton has cast votes she later said she regretted. So I’d understand if Senator 
Sanders would just stand up and say, “I got this one wrong. I made a mistake. I’m sorry.” 

But he hasn’t. He’s defended the vote time and again. Three months ago, he said he would 
“consider” some changes to the law — but he hasn’t come forward with anything since. That 
means more than 8,000 Americans have died from gun violence since Senator Sanders told us 
he might change his position. 

This week, President Obama wrote in the New York Times: 

“Even as I continue to take every action possible as president, I will also take every action I can 
as a citizen. I will not campaign for, vote for or support any candidate, even in my own party, who 
does not support common-sense gun reform.” 

The President is right. This should be an issue we vote on. And no American should be able to 
vote in good conscience for any candidate who is wrong on gun safety. And until he changes his 
position on immunity for gun sellers and gun makers, Senator Sanders is wrong on gun safety. 
And he’s the wrong candidate for President.

Nomi Prins: The Clintons and Their 
Banker Friends

The past, especially the political past, doesnt just provide clues to the present. In the realm 
of the presidency and Wall Street, it provides an ongoing pathway for political-financial 
relationships and policies that remain a threat to the American economy going forward. 

When Hillary Clinton video-announced her bid for the Oval Office, she claimed she wanted 
to be a champion for the American people. Since then, she has attempted to recast herself 
as a populist and distance herself from some of the policies of her husband. But Bill 
Clinton did not become president without sharing the friendships, associations, and 
ideologies of the elite banking sect, nor will Hillary Clinton. Such relationships run too 
deep and are too longstanding. 

To grasp the dangers that the Big Six Banks (JPMorgan Chase, Citigroup, Bank of 
America, Wells Fargo, Goldman Sachs, and Morgan Stanley) presently pose to the financia 
stability of our nation and the world, you need to understand their history in Washington, 
starting with the Clinton years of the 1990s. Alliances established then (not exclusively witl 
Democrats, since bankers are bipartisan by nature) enabled these firms to become as 
politically powerful as they are today and to exert that power over an unprecedented 
amount of capital. Rest assured of one thing: their past and present CEOs will prove as 
critical in backing a Hillary Clinton presidency as they were in enabling her husbands years 
in office. 

In return, todays titans of finance and their hordes of lobbyists, more than half of whom 
held prior positions in the government, exact certain requirements from Washington. 

They need to know that a safety net or bailout will always be available in times of 
emergency and that the regulatory road will be open to whatever practices they deem 
most profitable. 

Whatever her populist pitch may be in the 2016 campaign and she will have one note that, 
in all these years, Hillary Clinton has not publicly condemned Wall Street or any individual 
Wall Street leader. Though she may, in the heat of that campaign, raise the bad-apples or 
bad-situation explanation for Wall Streets role in the financial crisis of 2007-2008, rest 
assured that she will not point fingers at her friends. She will not chastise the people that 
pay her hundreds of thousands of dollars a pop to speak or the ones that have long 
shared the social circles in which she and her husband move. She is an undeniable 
component of the Clinton political-financial legacy that came to national fruition more than 
23 years ago, which is why looking back at the history of the first Clinton presidency is 
likely to tell you so much about the shape and character of the possible second one. 

The 1992 Election and the Rise of Bill Clinton 

Challenging President George H.W. Bush, who was seeking a second term, Arkansas 
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Governor Bill Clinton announced he would seek the 1992 Democratic nomination for the 
presidency on October 2, 1991. The upcoming presidential election would not, however, 
turn out to alter the path of mergers or White House support for deregulation that was 
already in play one iota. 

First, though, Clinton needed money. A consummate fundraiser in his home state, he 
cleverly amassed backing and established early alliances with Wall Street. One of his key 
supporters would later change American banking forever. As Clinton put it, he received 
invaluable early support from Ken Brody, a Goldman Sachs executive seeking to delve into 
Democratic politics. Brody took Clinton to a dinner with high-powered New York 
businesspeople, including Bob Rubin, whose tightly reasoned arguments for a new 
economic policy, Clinton later wrote, made a lasting impression on me. 

The battle for the White House kicked into high gear the following fall. William Schreyer, 
chairman and CEO of Merrill Lynch, showed his support for Bush by giving the maximum 
personal contribution to his campaign committee permitted by law: $1,000. But he wanted 
to do more. So when one of Bushs fundraisers solicited him to contribute to the 
Republican National Committees nonfederal, or soft money, account, Schreyer made a 
$100,000 donation. 

The bankers alliances remained divided among the candidates at first, as they considered 
which man would be best for their own power trajectories, but their donations were 
plentiful: mortgage and broker company contributions were $1.2 million; 46% to the GOP 
and 54% to the Democrats. Commercial banks poured in $14.8 million to the 1992 
campaigns at a near 50-50 split. 

Clinton, like every good Democrat, campaigned publicly against the bankers: Its time to end 
the greed that consumed Wall Street and ruined our S&Ls [Savings and Loans] in the last 
decade, he said. But equally, he had no qualms about taking money from the financial 
sector. In the early months of his campaign, BusinessWeek estimated that he received $2 
million of his initial $8.5 million in contributions from New York, under the care of Ken 
Brody. 

If I had a Ken Brody working for me in every state, Id be like the Maytag man with nothing 
to do, said Rahm Emanuel, who ran Clintons nationwide fundraising committee and later 
became Barack Obamas chief of staff. Wealthy donors and prospective fundraisers were 
invited to a select series of intimate meetings with Clinton at the plush Manhattan office of 
the prestigious private equity firm Blackstone. 

Robert Rubin Comes to Washington 

Clinton knew that embracing the bankers would help him get things done in Washington, 
and what he wanted to get done dovetailed nicely with their desires anyway. To facilitate 
his policies and maintain ties to Wall Street, he selected a man who had been instrumental 
to his campaign, Robert Rubin, as his economic adviser. 

In 1980, Rubin had landed on Goldman Sachs management committee alongside fellow 
Democrat Jon Corzine. A decade later, Rubin and Stephen Friedman were appointed 
cochairmen of Goldman Sachs. Rubins political aspirations met an appropriate opportunity 
when Clinton captured the White House. 

On January 25, 1993, Clinton appointed him as assistant to the president for economic 
policy. Shortly thereafter, the president created a unique role for his comrade, head of the 
newly created National Economic Council. I asked Bob Rubin to take on a new job, Clinton 
later wrote, coordinating economic policy in the White House as Chairman of the National 

Economic Council, which would operate in much the same way the National Security 
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Council did, bringing all the relevant agencies together to formulate and implement policy 
[l]f he could balance all of [Goldman Sachs] egos and interests, he had a good chance to 
succeed with the job. (Ten years later, President George W. Bush gave the same position 
to Rubins old partner, Friedman.) 

Back at Goldman, Jon Corzine, co-head of fixed income, and Henry Paulson, co-head of 
investment banking, were ascending through the ranks. They became co-CEOs when 
Friedman retired at the end of 1994. 

Those two men were the perfect bipartisan duo. Corzine was a staunch Democrat serving 
on the International Capital Markets Advisory Committee of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York (from 1989 to 1999). He would co-chair a presidential commission for Clinton on 
capital budgeting between 1997 and 1999, while serving in a key role on the Borrowing 
Advisory Committee of the Treasury Department. Paulson was a well connected 
Republican and Harvard graduate who had served on the White House Domestic Council 
as staff assistant to the president in the Nixon administration. 

Bankers Forge Ahead 

By May 1995, Rubin was impatiently warning Congress that the Glass-Steagall Act could 
conceivably impede safety and soundness by limiting revenue diversification. Banking 
deregulation was then inching through Congress. As they had during the previous Bush 
administration, both the House and Senate Banking Committees had approved separate 
versions of legislation to repeal Glass-Steagall, the 1933 Act passed by the administration 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt that had separated deposit-taking and lending or commercial 
bank activities from speculative or investment bank activities, such as securities creation 
and trading. Conference negotiations had fallen apart, though, and the effort was stalled. 

By 1996, however, other industries, representing core clients of the banking sector, were 
already being deregulated. On February 8, 1996, Clinton signed the Telecom Act, which 
killed many independent and smaller broadcasting companies by opening a national market 
for cross-ownership. The result was mass mergers in that sector advised by banks. 

Deregulation of companies that could transport energy across state lines came next. 
Before such deregulation, state commissions had regulated companies that owned power 
plants and transmission lines, which worked together to distribute power. Afterward, 
these could be divided and effectively traded without uniform regulation or responsibility 
to regional customers. This would lead to blackouts in California and a slew of energy 
derivatives, as well as trades at firms such as Enron that used the energy business as a 
front for fraudulent deals. 

The number of mergers and stock and debt issuances ballooned on the back of all the 
deregulation that eliminated barriers that had kept companies separated. As industries 
consolidated, they also ramped up their complex transactions and special purpose 
vehicles (off-balance-sheet, offshore constructions tailored by the banking community to 
hide the true nature of their debts and shield their profits from taxes). Bankers kicked into 
overdrive to generate fees and create related deals. Many of these blew up in the early 
2000s in a spate of scandals and bankruptcies, causing an earlier millennium recession. 

Meanwhile, though, bankers plowed ahead with their advisory services, speculative 
enterprises, and deregulation pursuits. President Clinton and his team would soon 
provide them an epic gift, all in the name of U.S. global power and competitiveness. 

Robert Rubin would steer the White House ship to that goal. 

On February 12, 1999, Rubin found a fresh angle to argue on behalf of banking 

deregulation. He addressed the House Committee on Banking and Financial Services, 
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claiming that, the problem U.S. financial services firms face abroad is more one of access 
than lack of competitiveness. 

He was referring to the European banks increasing control of distribution channels into the 
European institutional and retail client base. Unlike U.S. commercial banks, European 
banks had no restrictions keeping them from buying and teaming up with U.S. or other 
securities firms and investment banks to create or distribute their products. He did not 
appear concerned about the destruction caused by sizeable financial bets throughout 
Europe. The international competitiveness argument allowed him to focus the committee 
on what needed to be done domestically in the banking sector to remain competitive. 

Rubin stressed the necessity of HR 665, the Financial Services Modernization Act of 1999, 
or the Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act, that was officially introduced on February 10, 1999. He saic 
it took fundamental actions to modernize our financial system by repealing the Glass- 
Steagall Act prohibitions on banks affiliating with securities firms and repealing the Bank 
Holding Company Act prohibitions on insurance underwriting. 

The Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act Marches Forward 

On February 24, 1999, in more testimony before the Senate Banking Committee, Rubin 
pushed for fewer prohibitions on bank affiliates that wanted to perform the same functions 
as their larger bank holding company, once the different types of financial firms could 
legally merge. That minor distinction would enable subsidiaries to place all sorts of bets 
and house all sorts of junk under the false premise that they had the same capital beneath 
them as their parent. The idea that a subsidiarys problems cant taint or destroy the host, 
or bank holding company, or create catastrophic risk, is a myth perpetuated by bankers 
and political enablers that continues to this day. 

Rubin had no qualms with mega-consolidations across multiple service lines. His real 
problems were those of his banker friends, which lay with the financial modernization bills 
prohibition on the use of subsidiaries by larger banks. The bankers wanted the right to 
establish off-book subsidiaries where they could hide risks, and profits, as needed. 

Again, Rubin decided to use the notion of remaining competitive with foreign banks to 
make his point. This technicality was unacceptable to the administration, he said, not least 
because foreign banks underwrite and deal in securities through subsidiaries in the United 
States, and U.S. banks [already] conduct securities and merchant banking activities abroa< 
through so-called Edge subsidiaries. Rubin got his way. These off-book, risky, and barely 
regulated subsidiaries would be at the forefront of the 2008 financial crisis. 

On March 1, 1999, Senator Phil Gramm released a final draft of the Financial Services 
Modernization Act of 1999 and scheduled committee consideration for March 4th. A bevy ol 
excited financial titans who were close to Clinton, including Travelers CEO Sandy Weill, 
Bank of America CEO, Hugh McColl, and American Express CEO Harvey Golub, called for 
swift congressional action. 

The Quintessential Revolving-Door Man 

The stock market continued its meteoric rise in anticipation of a banker-friendly conclusion 
to the legislation that would deregulate their industry. Rising consumer confidence 
reflected the nations fondness for the markets and lack of empathy with the rest of the 
worlds economic plight. On March 29, 1999, the Dow Jones Industrial Average closed above 
10,000 for the first time. Six weeks later, on May 6th, the Financial Services Modernization 
Act passed the Senate. It legalized, after the fact, the merger that created the nations 
biggest bank. Citigroup, the marriage of Citibank and Travelers, had been finalized the 
previous October. 
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It was not until that point that one of Glass-Steagalls main assassins decided to leave 
Washington. Six days after the bill passed the Senate, on May 12, 1999, Robert Rubin 
abruptly announced his resignation. As Clinton wrote, I believed he had been the best and 
most important treasury secretary since Alexander Hamilton He had played a decisive role 
in our efforts to restore economic growth and spread its benefits to more Americans. 

Clinton named Larry Summers to succeed Rubin. Two weeks later, BusinessWeek reporter 
signs of trouble in merger paradise in the form of a growing rift between John Reed, the 
former Chairman of Citibank, and Sandy Weill at the new Citigroup. As Reed said, Co- 
CEOs are hard. Perhaps to patch their rift, or simply to take advantage of a political 
opportunity, the two men enlisted a third person to join their relationship none other than 
Robert Rubin. 

Rubins resignation from Treasury became effective on July 2nd. At that time, he 
announced, This almost six and a half years has been all-consuming, and I think it is time 
for me to go home to New York and to do whatever Im going to do next. Rubin became 
chairman of Citigroups executive committee and a member of the newly created office of 
the chairman. His initial annual compensation package was worth around $40 million. It was 
more than worth the hit he took when he left Goldman for the Treasury post. 

Three days after the conference committee endorsed the Gramm-Leach-Bliley bill, Rubin 
assumed his Citigroup position, joining the institution destined to dominate the financial 
industry. That very same day, Reed and Weill issued a joint statement praising Washingtor 
for liberating our financial companies from an antiquated regulatory structure, stating that 
this legislation will unleash the creativity of our industry and ensure our global 
competitiveness. 

On November 4th, the Senate approved the Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act by a vote of 90 to 8. 
(The House voted 36257 in favor.) Critics famously referred to it as the Citigroup 
Authorization Act. 

Mirth abounded in Clintons White House. Today Congress voted to update the rules that 
have governed financial services since the Great Depression and replace them with a 
system for the twenty-first century, Summers said. This historic legislation will better 
enable American companies to compete in the new economy. 

But the happiness was misguided. Deregulating the banking industry might have helped th 
titans of Wall Street but not people on Main Street. The Clinton era epitomized the vast 
difference between appearance and reality, spin and actuality. As the decade drew to a 
close, Clinton basked in the glow of a lofty stock market, a budget surplus, and the 
passage of this key banking modernization. It would be revealed in the 2000s that many 
corporate profits of the 1990s were based on inflated evaluations, manipulation, and fraud. 
When Clinton left office, the gap between rich and poor was greater than it had been in 
1992, and yet the Democrats heralded him as some sort of prosperity hero. 

When he resigned in 1997, Robert Reich, Clintons labor secretary, said, America is 
prospering, but the prosperity is not being widely shared, certainly not as widely shared a« 
it once was We have made progress in growing the economy. But growing together again 
must be our central goal in the future. Instead, the growth of wealth inequality in the 
United States accelerated, as the men yielding the most financial power wielded it with 
increasingly less culpability or restriction. By 2015, that wealth or prosperity gap would 
stand near historic highs. 

The power of the bankers increased dramatically in the wake of the repeal of Glass- 

Steagall. The Clinton administration had rendered twenty-first-century banking practices 
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similar to those of the pre-1929 crash. But worse. Modernizing meant utilizing government- 
backed depositors funds as collateral for the creation and distribution of all types of 
complex securities and derivatives whose proliferation would be increasingly quick and 
dangerous. 

Eviscerating Glass-Steagall allowed big banks to compete against Europe and also 
enabled them to go on a rampage: more acquisitions, greater speculation, and more risky 
products. The big banks used their bloated balance sheets to engage in more complex 
activity, while counting on customer deposits and loans as capital chips on the global 
betting table. Bankers used hefty trading profits and wealth to increase lobbying funds 
and campaign donations, creating an endless circle of influence and mutual reinforcement 
of boundary-less speculation, endorsed by the White House. 

Deposits could be used to garner larger windfalls, just as cheap labor and commodities in 
developing countries were used to formulate more expensive goods for profit in the upper 
echelons of the global financial hierarchy. Energy and telecoms proved especially fertile 
ground for the investment banking fee business (and later for fraud, extensive lawsuits, 
and bankruptcies). Deregulation greased the wheels of complex financial instruments 
such as collateralized debt obligations, junk bonds, toxic assets, and unregulated 
derivatives. 

The Glass-Steagall repeal led to unfettered derivatives growth and unstable balance sheets 
at commercial banks that merged with investment banks and at investment banks that 
preferred to remain solo but engaged in dodgier practices to remain competitive. In 
conjunction with the tight political-financial alignment and associated collaboration that 
began with Bush and increased under Clinton, bankers channeled the 1920s, only with 
more power over an immense and growing pile of global financial assets and increasingly 
open markets. In the process, accountability would evaporate. 

Every bank accelerated its hunt for acquisitions and deposits to amass global influence 
while creating, trading, and distributing increasingly convoluted securities and 
derivatives. These practices would foster the kind of shaky, interconnected, and opaque 
financial environment that provided the backdrop and conditions leading up to the 
financial meltdown of 2008. 

The Realities of 2016 

Hillary Clinton is, of course, not her husband. But her access to his past banker alliances, 
amplified by the ones that she has formed herself, makes her more of a friend than an 
adversary to the banking industry. In her brief 2008 candidacy, all four of the New York- 
based Big Six banks ranked among her top 10 corporate donors https:// 
www.opensecrets.org/pres08/contrib.php?cycle=2008&cid=N00000019 . They have also 
contributed to the Clinton Foundation. She needs them to win, just as both Barack Obama 
and Bill Clinton did. 

No matter what spin is used for campaigning purposes, the idea that a critical distance car 
be maintained between the White House and Wall Street is naive given the multiple 
channels of money and favors that flow between the two. It is even more improbable, given 
the history of connections that Hillary Clinton has established through her associations 
with key bank leaders in the early 1990s, during her time as a senator from New York, and 
given their contributions to the Clinton foundation while she was secretary of state. At 
some level, the situation couldnt be less complicated: her path aligns with that of the 
countrys most powerful bankers. If she becomes president, that will remain the case.

What the carried interest tax loophole reveals about our corrupt political system 

Running a government that works for 300 million Americans is expensive. Running a corrupt American 
government is unsustainable. 

There is no more striking example of the cost of corruption than tax loopholes that benefit the 1 percent of 
the 1 percent. 

In 2014, the top 25 hedge fund mangers made more money than every single kindergarten teacher in 
America. Yet, because of the “carried interest” tax loophole those 25 people actually paid a lower tax rate. 

To put it more starkly, individuals making more than $450 million a year on average are taxed at a lower rate 
than teachers making around $50,000 on average. 

Carried interest allows money managers to treat much of their fees on their clients’ investments as capital 
gains, which are taxed at a maximum rate of 23.8 percent instead of the 39.6 percent rate applied to ordinary 
income. At a time when wages for working people have stagnated at 1 990 levels, it is an outrage for a small 
group of hedge fund operators to have their income taxed at a lower rate. 

Closing the carried interest loophole would be an important step toward a more economically equitable 
America. 

Taxing carried interest at ordinary income rates would raise $18 billion over 10 years, according to a 
Treasury Department estimate. Other tax experts say it would actually generate closer to $180 
b lior in revenue. 

That’s just enough to cover the shortfall in the Highway T rust Fund. That’s half the cost of guaranteeing 
every worker paid family and medical leave. With that money we could ensure every child - rich or poor - has 
the opportunity to attend a pre-K program. 

But when Wall Street has unlimited access to politicians because of campaign contributions, Main Street 
America travels on crumbling roads and bridges, working mothers give birth one day and are back in the 
office the next, and children in lower and middle class families miss out on critical education in their formative 
years. 

President Obama last week renewed his call on Congress to do away with this indefensible tax break ahead 
of the next budget showdown at the end of the month. Leading presidential candidates in both parties - 
Hillary Clinton, Donald Trump, and Jeb Bush - advocate closing the loophole and taxing capital gains as 
regular income. 

But bi-partisan opposition also runs deeps. Last year then-Rep. Dave Camp (R-Mich.) proposed a 
sweeping tax reform plan that included treating carried interest as regular income. The plan was dead on 
arrival. In 2010, the House passed a bill closing the loophole, but it was scuttled in the Senate by members of 
both parties with strong ties to Wall Street. 
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In 2012 and 2014, financial interests spent 


to help elect politicians from both 


parties to Congress. Managers of Paulson & Co., one of the largest hedge funds, dropped nearly $2.5 
million in the last two federal election cycles. Executives of Elliot Management, another large fund, 
spent $23 million over that time. Savvy investors don’t throw around this kind of money if they aren’t 
getting something back in return. 

Whether it’s a contracting process that awards the companies with the best lobbyists instead of the best 
services, taxpayer funded subsidies to the same multi-billion dollar companies spending millions of dollars to 
elect politicians to office, or the carried interest loophole, everyday Americans pay a heavy price for a 
government of, by, and for wealthy special interests. 

It’s great to see a growing consensus among some White House hopefuls to end preferential tax treatment 
for hedge fund managers, but the fact remains that Congress is still beholden to the wealthy donors funding 
their reelections. 

Severing the ties between Wall Street and Congress with, for example, a small donor matching system that 
incentivizes candidates to raise campaign funds from everyday Americans would not only help us realize the 
promise of democracy envisioned by the Founders, it would also turn the political tide against the carried 
interest loophole and other welfare for the wealthy. 

If we don’t rebalance our democracy so it responds to the needs of the many instead of the few, the middle 
class will continue to bear the costs of corruption.

Tech giants don’t want Obama to give police access to encrypted phone data 

Tech behemoths including Apple and Google and leading cryptologists are urging President Obama to reject 
any government proposal that alters the security of smartphones and other communications devices so that law 
enforcement can view decrypted data. 

In a letter to be sent Tuesday and obtained by The Washington Post, a coalition of tech firms, security experts 
and others appeal to the White House to protect privacy rights as it considers how to address law enforcement’s 
need to access data that is increasingly encrypted. 

“Strong encryption is the cornerstone of the modern information economy’s security,” said the letter, signed by 
more than 140 tech companies, prominent technologists and civil society groups. 

The letter comes as senior law enforcement officials warn about the threat to public safety from a loss of 
access to data and communications. Apple and Google last year announced they were offering forms of 
smartphone encryption so secure that even law enforcement agencies could not gain access — even with a 
warrant. 

“There’s no doubt that all of us should care passionately about privacy, but we should also care passionately 
about protecting innocent people,” FBI Director James B. Comey said at a recent roundtable with reporters. 

Last fall, after the announcements by Apple and Google, Comey said he could not understand why 
companies would “market something expressly to allow people to place themselves beyond the law.” 

FBI and Justice Department officials say they support the use of encryption but want a way for officials to get the 
lawful access they need. 

Many technologists say there is no way to do so without building a separate key to unlock the data — often 
called a “backdoor,” which they say amounts to a vulnerability that can be exploited by hackers and foreign 
governments. 

The letter is signed by three of the five members of a presidential review group appointed by Obama in 201 3 to 
assess technology policies in the wake of leaks by former intelligence contractor Edward Snowden. The 
signatories urge Obama to follow the group’s unanimous recommendation that the government should “fully 
support and not undermine efforts to create encryption standards” and not “in any way subvert, undermine, 
weaken or make vulnerable” commercial software. 

Richard A. Clarke, former cybersecurity adviser to President George W. Bush and one of three review group 
members to sign the letter, noted that a similar effort by the government in the 1990s to require phone 
companies to build a backdoor for encrypted voice calls was rebuffed. “If they couldn’t pull it off at the end of the 
Cold War, they sure as hell aren’t going to pull it off now,” he said. 

Comey, he said, “is the best FBI director I’ve ever seen,” but “he’s wrong on this [issue].” 
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Congress, too, is unlikely to pass legislation that would require technology companies to develop keys or other 
modes of access to their products and services in the post-Snowden area. 

Lawmakers on both sides of the aisle have expressed skepticism toward the pleas of law enforcement agencies. 
Rep. Ted Lieu, a California Democrat with a computer science degree, called backdoors in 
software “technologically stupid.” 

Ronald L. Rivest, an inventor of the RSA encryption algorithm (his name is the “R” in “RSA”), said standards can 
be weakened to allow law enforcement officials access to encrypted data. “But,” he said, “you’ve done great 
damage to our security infrastructure if you do that.” 

The issue is not simply national, said Rivest, a computer science professor at MIT who signed the letter. “Once 
you make exceptions for U.S. law enforcement, you’re also making exceptions for the British, the French, the 
Israelis and the Chinese, and eventually it’ll be the North Koreans.” 

The signatories include policy experts who normally side with national-security hawks. Paul Rosenzweig, a 
former Bush administration senior policy official at the Department of Homeland Security, said: “If I actually 
thought there was a way to build a U.S. -government-only backdoor, then I might be persuaded. But that’s just 
not reality.” 

Rosenzweig said that “there are other capabilities” that law enforcement can deploy. They will be “less 
satisfying,” he said, but “they will make do.” 

Privacy activist Kevin Bankston organized the letter to maintain pressure on the White House. “Since last fall, the 
president has been letting his top law enforcement officials criticize companies for making their devices more 
secure and letting them suggest that Congress should pass pro-backdoor legislation,” said Bankston, policy 
director of the New America Foundation’s Open Technology Institute. 

“It’s time for Obama to put an end to these dangerous suggestions that we should deliberately weaken the 
cybersecurity of Americans’ products and services,” he said. “It’s time for America to lead the world toward a 
more secure future rather than a digital ecosystem riddled with vulnerabilities of our own making.”

ENCRYPTION — Nearly 150 civil society groups, trade groups and cybersecurity experts this morning 
are sending a letter to President Barack Obama trying to force the administration to reject encryption 
workarounds for law enforcement, Pro Cybersecurity’s Tal Kopan reports.

Signers include Access, 
ACLU, Center for Democracy & Technology, Electronic Frontier Foundation, The Tor Project, Apple, Cisco, 
CloudFlare, Facebook, Google, Hewlett-Packard, Microsoft, Mozilla, Twitter and Yahoo. “We thought it was 
time for the community to draw a line in the sand,” OTI’s Kevin Bankston told Tal. “It’s time for the White 
House to come out strong in support of strong encryption.”

Dear Bruce, WJC called earlier today to say we should explore this and be helpful to the extent we think it makes sense within the 
structures of CF and CGI.

Here’s a little background on the Gonda Family. 

The Gonda story very interesting. Leslie Gonda is a Holocaust survivor; his wife, Susie, who passed away 2 
years ago was a Concentration Camp survivor. They moved to the United States in the early 1 960’s. Leslie is a 
businessman and entrepreneur. He and his son, Lou (Eva’s father) started International Lease Finance in 1973. 
They have been named among Forbes list of riches American billionaires.

Helping Laid Off Workers About to Lose Their Health Care 

I am grateful that the House of Representatives included my legislation to extend 
COBRA health benefits in the jobs bill that passed this week. Since I introduced the 
bill in October to assist workers who are still looking for jobs by continuing the 
government's 65 percent subsidy of COBRA'S premium costs for the unemployed, my 
office has been getting emails and calls from coast to coast. The assistance, which I 
helped pass as part of the Economic Stimulus Bill, began to expire starting at the 
beginning of this month. When I recently met with over a dozen people who have lost 
or are about to lose their health care coverage if Congress fails to act, one could so 
readily see the damage unaccountable leadership in Washington has brought about, 
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and why we need to help those who are being laid off and losing health care through 
no fault of their own.

Keeping Families in Their Homes 

My Congressional office has already worked to help hundreds of Pennsylvania 
families facing foreclosure stay in their homes. A survey of five central Pennsylvania 
offices shows that families living in that region could be at the greatest risk -- 
foreclosures are on pace to increase by 30 percent. 

We've taken a number of critical steps to stem the tide of foreclosures, but it is clear 
that more comprehensive action is needed. That's why I introduced a bill to provide 
$100 million in competitive federal matching grants to states and localities that initiate 
foreclosure diversion programs. Philadelphia's program, which brings mortgage 
holders and lenders together for a "conciliation conference," has already helped 
boost the number of mortgage modifications to keep families in their home. Click

Many school districts throughout Pennsylvania are suffering from high costs for 
transportation for special education students because of a failure to effectively 
coordinate these services between school districts. So I introduced legislation to 
encourage broader cooperation between school districts.

Schools in the 
Lehigh Valley are already leading by example. Bethlehem's school district partners 
with Northampton Area School District to cover the costs of sending special education 
students to an out-of-district school. If the two districts did not split the costs, it would 
cost Bethlehem Area double.

Just months after passing an Economic Stimulus Bill to rescue America from the worst 
economic downturn since the Great Depression, I helped pass new legislation that will 
restore oversight to the financial markets, provide mechanisms for limiting executive 
pay, and prevent predatory lending practices.

These difficult times require leaders who will challenge Wall Street on behalf of 
working families. Still, there are some who will neither stand up and correct the 
abuses that occurred in the gambling with earnings of working families, nor admit 
responsibility for removing the referee from Wall Street and for their role in backing 
the Bush Administration's failed economic policies.

I disagree with the record of voting by our present Senator, Arlen Specter, when he 
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supported policies that failed to protect the interests of the working family: 

• De-regulating Wall Street, forbidding any requirement for reporting derivative 
transactions, tearing down the walls between investment companies and 
consumer banks, and removing requirements that banks keep sufficient cash 
reserves on hand. (S. 900, Vote #105, 5/6/99) (H.R. 4577, 12/15/2000) 

• Repeatedly backing Bush's deficit-funded tax breaks for multi-millionaires, 
doubling our national debt from $4.5 trillion to over $9 trillion. 

• Eliminating "pay-as-you-go" (PAYGO) rules, which had created 3 budget 
surpluses under President Clinton by requiring Congress to offset the cost of 
any new spending programs. (H.R. 5708, Vote #482, 1 1/14/2002) 

• Voting to strip a key provision to save homes from foreclosure by empowering 
bankruptcy judges to reduce principal and interest rates for homeowners in

WASHINGTON, DC — Today, SEIU announced a new, multi-state television and field campaign aimed at targeting 
undecided voters in the final weeks of the presidential election with information on the difference between the Obama and 
McCain health care plans. 

On Friday, the Associated Press reported that while voters prefer Barack Obama’s health care plan to John McCain’s, 
many voters - particularly independents and seniors - do not have a clear understanding of the differences between the two 
proposals. SEIU’s new effort - which incorporates advertising, mail, phone calls, and door-to-door canvassing - aims at 
providing undecided voters with detailed information about the candidates’ health care plans. 

Beginning Monday, SEIU will begin airing a new television ad, titled “Worried Sick,” in two battleground states. The ad 
underscores the deep concerns working families have about health care - and how John McCain’s health care plan would 
make a bad problem worse by taxing health benefits and denying coverage for pre-existing conditions. In addition to the 
ad, SEIU is engaging voters directly in battleground states across the country: 

• SEIU members are knocking on doors and sharing a new, side-by-side comparison of the Obama and McCain health 
care proposals with voters; 

• SEIU’s Americans for Health Care campaign is distributing a side-by-side comparison to voters; and 

• Nurses, home care aides, and other SEIU healthcare workers are using mail, phone calls, and internet technology to 
reach one million union and non-union healthcare workers with information about the candidates’ plans. 

“With the economy continuing to sour, more and more voters are taking a good, hard look at what how the policy proposals 
offered by Barack Obama and John McCain are going to affect their families’ bottom line,” said SEIU Secretary-Treasurer 
Anna Burger. “Health care is a critical part of that equation, and SEIU members are focusing all of their energy to make 
sure that in these final weeks of the election, voters have the facts about where the candidates stand on health care.” 

Over the past year and a half, SEIU members have made health care a central issue in the presidential election: 

• In March, 2007, SEIU and the Center for American Progress Action Fund hosted the first presidential forum 
focused on health care; 

• In August, 2007, Barack Obama spent the day working alongside home care worker Pauline Beck as part of SEIU’s 
“ walk a day in my shoes ” program; 

• In April, 2008, SEIU launched its first ad of the general election , featuring nurses and other healthcare workers 
expressing their concerns about John McCain’s health care proposals; 

• For four months, SEIU’s Road to American Health Care bus tour traveled 8500 miles, holding events in 17 states 
that featured real people struggling to keep up with rising health care costs; 

• SEIU’s report, “ Making a Bad Problem Worse ,” details how John McCain’s health care proposal would make it 
harder for average families to get quality, affordable health coverage; 

• SEIU has targeted key Senate and House races with mail, phone calls, and earned and paid media - including 
television ads - in order to help elect a pro-health care majority in Congress ; 

• SEIU has helped host dozens of press conferences highlighting how McCain’s health care plan would impact key 
groups, such as women and veterans, and helped release a Center for American Progress state-bv-state analysis 
of McCain’s proposal.

After toppling the Taliban in Afghanistan, the Bush administration shifted its focus to Iraq - a country that had nothing to do 
with 9/1 1 — instead of finishing the job. Today, we are still paying for this terrible strategic mistake. In Afghanistan, the 
situation continues to deteriorate as the American commander asks for 15,000 additional troops on top of the increases 
already planned for later this year. In Pakistan’s FATA region, al Qaeda has established a new safe haven. Today, Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs Admiral Mullen is in Pakistan trying to salvage an understanding on how we work with the Pakistani 
government to go after al Qaeda terrorists. And in Yemen we had another reminder of the continued threat as the U.S. 
embassy came under attack. Clearly, the Bush administration’s focus on Iraq - a focus John McCain promises to continue — 
has not helped the U.S. deal with terrorism. 

Six years after the Bush Administration turned from Afghanistan to Iraq, the mission there is under tremendous 
strain, and the American Commander is calling for 15,000 additional troops. Starting in 2002, the Bush Administration 
let its fixation with Iraq draw resources and attention away from this front where the 9-1 1 attacks originated. As a result, 
matters are more dire. In Afghanistan, “about 194 foreign soldiers have been killed this year, the highest number since the 
U.S. -led invasion in October 200 1 . . .On his fourth visit to Afghanistan as defense secretary, Mr. Gates endorsed calls by the 
senior American commander, Gen. David McKiernan, for three more combat brigades (15,000 troops), in addition to the 
extra battalion and extra brigade that President Bush has ordered deployed by early next year.” Moreover, Afghan security 
forces remain incapable of standing on their own, sometimes even imperiling U.S. efforts to hunt Al Qaeda and the Taliban.

Lacking a plan to combat the extremist safe-havens in northwest Pakistan, the U.S. struggles to contain instability 
and deal with increasing frustration from Pakistan’s government. Tensions in Pakistan have jeopardized the U.S.’ 
most important counter-terrorism effort. “The United States' top military officer flew unexpectedly into Pakistan on 
Tuesday night to meet with senior officials amid a tense confrontation between the two allies over recent U.S. military 
incursions into Pakistan in pursuit of al-Qaeda and Taliban extremists.” Events have brought into relief the consequences of 
the Bush Administration’s failure to meet “its national security goals to destroy the terrorist threat and close the safe haven in 
Pakistan’s FATA region.” [Washington Post, 9/16/08 . NSN, 4/24/08 . GAO, 4/17/08 ] 

Attacks on the U.S. embassy in Yemen serve as chilling reminder of how our counter-terrorism strategy has fallen 
short. “Heavily armed militants opened fire on the United States Embassy in Sana, Yemen, on Wednesday and detonated a 
car bomb at its gates, in an attack that left at least 16 people dead including six of the attackers, Yemeni officials said.” 
“Yemen has long been viewed as a haven for jihadists. It became a special concern for the United States in 2000, after Al 
Qaeda operatives rammed the U.S.S. Cole in Aden harbor, on Yemen’s southern coast, killing 17 American sailors.” 
President Bush has expressed his firm belief that Iraq is the “central front” on the war on terror, since al Qaeda will fight 
“wherever we are.” “But, over the past two years, jihadists claiming allegiance to Al Qaeda appear to have reorganized, 
releasing more propaganda material on the Internet and carrying out attacks.” [NY Times, 9/17/08 . President Bush, 6/

O’Malley’s amnesia on marriage 

There he goes again. Former Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley, who once extolled the virtues of centrism, now wants us to believe — in an 
unintentionally hilarious rewriting of history — that he's more liberal than Hillary Clinton and a “profile in courage” when it comes to fighting for 
marriage equality. 

In a not-so-subtle jab at Clinton, O’Malley in a February speech said, “History celebrates profiles in courage, not profiles in convenience. The 
dignity of every person tells us that the right to marry is not a state right, it is a human right.” 

A Clinton aide last week, responding to a Blade inquiry, affirmed that the 2016 hopeful views same-sex marriage as a constitutional right. That 
statement marked a change from her earlier position, articulated in an infamous NPR interview last year, that she viewed marriage as a state 
issue. 

Clinton, like President Obama and Martin O’Malley and many others evolved on the issue. 

The problem with O'Malley is that he’s had more positions on marriage than all the 2016 hopefuls combined. And after pushing for civil unions 
right up until 2011, he now wants voters to believe that he's a pioneer on the issue. What nerve! 
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Let's revisit O’Malley’s actual record rather than listen to his calculated amnesia. 

In 2004, O’Malley told a Baltimore TV station, “I'm not opposed to civil marriages.” Also that year, he emailed a plaintiff in the state marriage 
lawsuit that read, “I’m just supporting something I strongly believe in,” referring to marriage equality. But by 2006, O'Malley's position was 
shifting and he said, “I was raised to believe that marriage is between a man and a woman. This is a fundamental issue of the state’s public 
policy, and a decision that ultimately should not be made by a single trial court judge.” When confronted by gay activists after issuing that 
statement, O'Malley disavowed any previous support of marriage equality. 

After a 2007 Maryland court ruling limiting marriage to opposite-sex couples, O’Malley issued the following statement as heartbroken gay 
residents were busy cancelling their weddings and mourning the court's misguided decision: “I look forward to reading the court’s full opinion, 
but as we move forward, those of us with the responsibility of passing and enforcing laws have an obligation to protect the rights of all 
individuals equally, without telling any faith how to define its sacraments. I respect the court’s decision.” 

Privately, O’Malley had assured gay rights activists and plaintiffs in the case that he supported marriage equality, only to reverse course and 
ultimately invoke his Catholic religious beliefs to justify his support of discrimination. 

From 2008-2010, O'Malley publicly backed civil unions as bills to legalize marriage equality were defeated in committee. He was even booed 
off the stage at a private LGBT donor gathering after advocating for civil unions overfull marriage rights. 

In 201 1 , O’Malley finally said he would sign a marriage bill if passed. “I have concluded that discriminating against individuals based on their 
sexual orientation in the context of civil marital rights is unjust.” That bill ultimately failed. 

It wasn't until New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo embraced the cause of marriage equality as a civil rights issue — and well after Maryland Attorney 
General Doug Gansler did the same — that O’Malley evolved yet again. Whereas Cuomo made it clear even before he was elected that he 
supported full marriage rights and then lobbied for the needed votes to pass it, O'Malley was — until 2012 — the reluctant advocate, offering 
meek, private assurances of support but refusing to publicly embrace the cause, even after winning a second term in a landslide. 

Though he eventually came around to full support and was instrumental in preserving the law after it went to referendum, O’Malley was late to 
the marriage party and certainly doesn't deserve credit for its success. 

O’Malley has, for years, embodied the poll-driven milquetoast politician who checks the wind before staking out a position. Now he wants us to 
believe otherwise. 

“We have the ability as a party to lead by our principles or are we going to conduct polls every time we try to determine where the middle is on 
any given day,” he told NPR this week. 

We should welcome O'Malley’s more progressive positions without forgetting his disappointing record of saying one thing in private and the 
opposite when the cameras are rolling.

Top aides to former U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Clinton fretted over how she would be portrayed after the 
2012 Benghazi attacks that killed the U.S. ambassador to Libya and three other Americans, emails released on 
Friday showed. 

The emails from Clinton's personal email account made public by the State Department do not appear to contain 
any revelations that could badly damage her bid for the presidency in 2016 or provide fodder for Republicans 
who accuse her of being negligent before the Benghazi attacks. 

But they offer a glimpse into how Clinton's team was concerned about her image immediately afterward. 

A senior adviser to Clinton forwarded a fawning email from a State Department official about positive media 
coverage of a statement she gave on Sept. 12, 2012, the day after the killings. 

"Really nice work guys," State Department official Matthew Walsh said in the email to other staffers, which linked 
to a story on the Slate news site praising Clinton's comments about Benghazi as "eloquent." He forwarded the 
email to Clinton with the letters "FYI." 

In another email from September 2012, Sullivan assured the secretary of state that she had used the correct 
language to describe the lead-up to the Benghazi attack by Islamist militants on a U.S. diplomatic compound and 
CIA base. 

U.S. officials' exact wording of the attacker's motivation had become important because the Obama 
administration initially said the assaults were a spontaneous protest against an anti-lslamic film posted on the 
Internet. 


The U.S. ambassador to the United Nations at the time, Susan Rice, drew heavy criticism from Republicans for 
defending this view on Sunday TV shows, even though intelligence indicated within hours that the attacks were 
the carefully planned work of Islamist militia members. 

Sullivan assured Clinton that her language when discussing the attacks in public had been correct. 

"You never said spontaneous or characterized the motives, in fact you were careful in your first statement to say 
we were assessing motive and method," he wrote in an email. 
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Long a focus of Republican investigators in Congress, accusations that Clinton was negligent on Benghazi are 
putting her under more intense scrutiny now that she is running for the Democratic Party nomination in the 2016 
presidential election. 

Republicans say the Obama administration was lax about the security of U.S. personnel in Libya and then misled 
the public about the nature of the attacks, but various congressional probes have produced little damaging 
evidence. 


The 296 pages of Clinton emails from her time as secretary of state between 2009 and 2013 that were released 
on Friday were the first installment of a rolling release of 55,000 pages of emails ordered by a federal judge on 
Tuesday.

Sorry, GOP. There’s No Smoking Gun 
In Hillary Clinton’s Benghazi Emails. 

Conspiracy-minded conservatives, be warned: The trove of Clinton emails don’t prove much 
about her culpability for the infamous 9/11 anniversary attacks. 

If Republicans were looking for a silver bullet to use against Democratic presidential candidate 
Hillary Clinton, the State Department’s Friday document dump about Benghazi wasn’t it. 

There’s no illicit weapons Libyan program to be found in the emails, as some have speculated. 
No ‘stand-down’ order. Just a hectic flow of information to and from Hillary Clinton — about 
danger, about death, and ultimately, about condolences. 

The State Department released Friday 296 emails involving Hillary Clinton during her tenure as 
Secretary of State, from 2009 to 2013. The documents include some 300 emails related to 
Benghazi, which were turned over to the Congressional committee investigating the 2012 
attacks. The attacks left four Americans dead, including the U.S. ambassador to Libya. 

The hundreds of emails released by the agency show a Secretary of State who was deeply 
engaged on Libyan issues — but usually just in a crisis. While Clinton was a key proponent of 
intervening in Libya to protect civilians under threat from then-Libyan leader Moammar Qadhafi, 
her emails show that she took a largely hands off approach towards the country. 

Of course, this document trove is an incomplete view, at best. It excludes any phone calls, 
briefings or memos. It doesn’t include the emails that were deleted by Clinton — and we know 
there were many. (Republicans noted “inexplicable gaps” in Secretary Clinton’s emails over 
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several time periods, such as from Oct. 201 1 to Jan. 2012, and from April 2012 to July 2012. ) 
And it was released by a State Department that was formerly helmed by Clinton and is still part 
of a Democratic administration. 

But according to her Benghazi-related email traffic, Clinton appears to be only been involved at 
times of crisis and even then deferred to those on the ground, including Stevens and friends 
outside government. 

Clinton’s emails show that the late Amb. Christopher Stevens had multiple brushes with danger 
in Benghazi in 201 1 — more than a year before the September 2012 attacks that would 
ultimately take his life. 

Then-Secretary of State Hillary Clinton received an update about Stevens’ 201 1 security 
situation: that there had been intelligence indicating a credible threat to his safety, and that 
officials were moving swiftly out of the hotel he was staying at in Benghazi. 

“There is credible threat info against the hotel that our team is using — and the rest of the Inti 
community is using, for that matter... DS [Diplomatic Security] going to evacuate our people to 
alt locations. Info suggested attack in next 24-48 hours,” wrote top Clinton aide Jacob Sullivan 
in an email to Clinton on June 10, 201 1 , with the subject line, ‘Hotel in Benghazi.’ 

At the time Stevens was a special envoy to Libya, and the U.S. had joined a U.N. campaign to 
set up a no-fly zone to assist rebels in the overthrow of Muammar Oadhafi. 

In a separate incident, in April 201 1 , a State Department official wrote: 

“The situation in Ajdabiyah has worsened to the point Stevens is considering departure from 
Benghazi. The envoy’s delegation is currently doing a phased checkout (paying the hotel bills, 
moving some comms to the boat, etc). He will monitor the situation to see if it deteriorates 
further, but no decision has been made on departure.” 

The communications received by the Secretary of State illustrate the fast pace of security 
decisions made on the ground — but don’t show Clinton with a direct role in these decisions. For 
example, there’s no indication that Clinton intervened in the decision-making process when told 
about Stevens’ 201 1 security scares. 

Clinton was heavily criticized when it emerged in March that she had used a private email 
server to conduct business while she was Secretary of State. Her private email accounts 
prevented the normal process of archiving official government records. Clinton’s staff had 
turned over some 55,000 pages of email correspondence to the State Department in 
December 2014. 

Democrats on the Select Benghazi Committee had urged the release of Benghazi-related 
emails for months. Clinton herself had urged the State Department to swiftly publish the emails, 
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telling reporters earlier this week that she wanted them in the public domain as soon as 
possible. 

“I am pleased that the State Department released the complete set of Secretary Clinton’s 
emails about Benghazi — as Democrats requested months ago,” said Rep. Elijah Cummings, the 
top Democrat on the committee. 

The American people can now read all of these emails and see for themselves that they contain 
no evidence to back up claims that Secretary Clinton ordered a stand-down, approved an illicit 
weapons program, or any other wild allegation Republicans have made for years. 

In the time between the June 201 1 security scare and the September 2012 terrorist attacks, 
the mood in Libya ebbed and flowed — Stevens left Libya in November 201 1 before returning as 
U.S. ambassador in May 2012. 

In July, Libya held national elections which went off well, leading to people heralding the country 
worldwide. Meanwhile, Islamist flags had emerged on buildings throughout Benghazi. 

The correspondence in summer 2012 shows a somewhat positive situation in Libya: the last 
email from Stevens that Clinton receives paints a rosy picture: in July 2012 Sen. John McCain 
is in Tripoli, Libya, being lauded for his support of the rebels. 

“The atmosphere in Tripoli is very festive,” Stevens wrote in one email on July 7, 2012. “The 
gov’t declared today a holiday and people are driving around honking and waving flags and 
making peace sign gestures... McCain was applauded and thanked for his support wherever 
we went.” 

The world’s focus doesn’t dwell on Libya, and Clinton doesn’t receive additional emails about 
Benghazi again until the 2012 attacks on U.S. facilities. 

By September 2012, the situation in Libya had deteriorated. In a diary entry on Sept. 6, 
Stevens wrote about a “security vacuum” and “dicey conditions,” even suggesting that he was 
on an “Islamist ‘hit list’ in Benghazi.” 

On the fateful day of Sept. 1 1 , 2012, at approximately 4 p.m. in Washington, D.C., the first 
attack on the U.S. diplomatic compound occurred. Clinton had previously testified (PDF ) that 
she was at the State Department that day, which could explain why she did not send or receive 
a large volume of emails about Benghazi. 

She becomes more active on emails that evening, and at 1 1 :3 7 p.m., she receives word 
through her Chief of Staff Cheryl Mills that the Libyan government had confirmed Amb. 

Steven’s death. 

“Cheryl told me the Libyans confirmed his death. Should we announce tonight or wait until 
morning?” Clinton wrote in an email to top aides. 
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“The situation has 
worsened to the 
point Stevens is 
considering 
departure from 
Benghazi. The 
envoy's delegation is 
currently doing a 
phased checkout.” 


Throughout the morning after the initial attacks she has a lot of 
activity: in particular she received a large number of messages 
expressing condolences to her and the State Department over 
the death of the ambassador. 

“The Ambassador was a perfect role model of the kind of 
person we need representing us around the world, and the 
others had so much to give — and already had given so much,” 
said former Secretary of Defense Bob Gates. 


“What a wonderful, strong and moving statement by your boss, please tell her how much Sen. 
McCain appreciated it. Me too,” wrote a top national security aide for Sen. John McCain. 


That weekend, Clinton continued to exchange emails on the Benghazi issue. On Saturday Sept. 
15, the day before Susan Rice appeared on cable shows to make the since-rescinded claim 
that the Benghazi attacks were the result of protests-turned-violent, Clinton was involved 
arranging calls from her home and the collection of an action memo via classified courier. 


The emails give insight into how Clinton operated at the time: using classified couriers to move 
memos and getting on the phone with other world leaders, rather than using email. 


None of the released emails show Clinton being involved with Rice’s appearance on the Sunday 
shows, or the discussion of what Rice should say. She does, however, receive a transcript of 
what Rice would eventually say. 


Findings of the Republican-led Select committee on Benghazi may not be released until 
sometime in 2016, in the thick of campaign season. 


If the Select Committee continues to operate through the end of the 2015, its estimated cost 
will rise to $6 million dollars. The House Select Committee on Benghazi was established in May 
2014. If it continues through to the end of 2015, it will have been investigating for 19 
months — longer than other major, comparable investigations. 


(To compare, the joint inquiry into the intelligence community’s actions with regard to the Sept. 
1 1 , 2001 attacks took less than a year. The Senate Watergate committee operated for about 
17 months before presenting its findings. And the Warren Commission on the assassination of 
President Kennedy operated for under a year.) 


The release of Friday’s Benghazi-related emails has itself been months in the waiting: the State 
Department had been going through an excruciating process of assessing the emails for any 
information that would show sensitive or personally identifiable information, and then removing 
it. The State Department will now turn its attention to performing the same task on thousands 
of Clinton emails that are not related to Benghazi. 
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In fact, Hillary Clinton’s email correspondence has the potential to generate headlines at least 
through the end of the year, acting as a disruptive force that distracts from her presidential 
campaign. 

For Republican committee chairman Trey Gowdy, the release of these emails are just the first 
step in a long slog to “collect and evaluate all of the relevant and material information 
necessary.” Gowdy said that the emails released Friday had all been exclusively reviewed and 
released only after review by her own lawyers. 

Earlier this week, a federal judge had dismissed a State Department plan to release her email 
archives, comprised of some 55,000 pages of emails, by January 2016. Instead, the judge 
asked the State Department to come up with a plan to gradually release the emails in stages. 

In the nearer term, Hillary Clinton is expected to appear before the Select Committee on 
Benghazi, Gowdy said last week that he will not schedule the former Secretary of State’s 
testimony until the State Department turns over more documents. 

“The Select Committee should schedule Secretary Clinton’s public testimony now and stop 
wasting taxpayer money dragging out this political charade to harm Secretary Clinton’s bid for 
president,” Cummings, a Democrat, said Friday. 

The New York Times obtained and published about a third of the Clinton Benghazi emails 
earlier this week, revealing that longtime Clinton friend Sidney Blumenthal had frequently 
written to her about Libya, serving as a source of information about the country before and 
after the 2012 attacks. 

While Blumenthal had originally blamed demonstrators in the American diplomatic facility in 
Benghazi, a subsequent memo fingered a Libyan terrorist group for the attacks, arguing that 
they had used the demonstrations as cover for the violence. This week, the Select Committee 
on Benghazi subpoenaed Blumenthal to appear before the panel.

The sort of intra-Washington chicanery that is not scandalous, but not often revealed. 

The just-released batch of emails from Hillary Clinton's tenure as Secretary of State is full of sausage- 
making. It's the sort of intra-Washington chicanery that is not scandalous, but not often revealed, because 
human beings are capable of embarrassment. One of the more excruciating exchanges comes when Sidney 
Blumenthal, the journalist turned Clinton confidant, offered up pro bono spin work during the weeks before 
the 2012 election when Republicans started to ask why the attack on America's consulate in Benghazi had 
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not been stopped. 

On the morning of October 1 , journalist Craig Unger — best known for the 2004 cui bono bestseller House of 
Bush, House of Saud — published a column in Salon that revealed a "Jimmy Carter strategy" being 
formulated by Mitt Romney's presidential campaign. 

"According to a highly reliable source," wrote Unger, "as Mitt Romney and President Barack Obama prepare 
for the first presidential debate Wednesday night, top Republican operatives are primed to unleash a new 
two-pronged offensive that will attack Obama as weak on national security, and will be based, in part, on 
new intelligence information regarding the attacks in Libya that killed U.S. Ambassador Chris Stevens on 
Sept. 11." 

More than that, the "scoop" made no sense. 

This source of this scoop, wrote Unger, had "firsthand knowledge of private, high-level conversations in the 
Romney camp that took place in Washington, D.C., last week." According to the source, "over and over 
again they talked about how it would be just like Jimmy Carter’s failed raid [on Iran in 1980]," and "they feel it 
is going to give them a last-minute landslide in the election." Curiously, the source predicted that the 
strategy would fail. 

The story went up at 9:30 a.m. Eastern time. Forty-three minutes later, Blumenthal sent Hillary Clinton an 
email with the text of the story and the subject "Romney's last gambit. Got done and published." In other 
words, Blumenthal, formerly a Salon columnist, was taking credit for the Romney story being placed in 
Salon. 

In a now-deleted tweet, Romney strategist Stu Stevens snarked that it was "a mistake" to invite Blumenthal 
into a secret strategy session. "This was just a joke," Stevens added in an e-mail, "highlighting he knew 
nothing." 

More than that, the "scoop" made no sense. The Romney campaign was based in Boston, not Washington. 
The idea of hitting the White House over the Benghazi attacks was hardly being dreamed up in 
secret — Romney had done it weeks earlier, and been chastened by a media blowback. Surrogates, 
however, continued to talk plenty about Benghazi. The only point to the story was that it made Romney's 
team look callow, which was how allies of the Obama administration wanted them to look. 

The running theme of Blumenthal's missives to his "old friend," the Democratic frontrunner, is that 
Blumenthal is a gusher of terrible advice. The revelation of these emails is that even terrible advice could 
pay off, if the media was willing to accept a narrative that made the Clintons' enemies look malicious. 
Republicans did not quite need a FOIA to discover that, but it certainly didn't hur

U.S. News & World Report and the National Council on Teacher Quality (NCTQ) announced last week the launch of 
a landmark survey. The survey will consist of more than 1,000 schools of education across the country. 
Unprecedented in its scope and comprehensiveness, the project will rate the quality of teacher preparation 
programs from which more than 200,000 new teachers graduate each year. 

The new rating survey, to be published in the second half of 2012, will be useful for both consumers and policymakers. 
Teacher education is a critical national issue, and preliminary data indicates that there are wide variances in the 
quality of programs. Aspiring teachers will be able to identify which programs will best prepare them for the 
classroom, and school districts will know where they should target their recruitment efforts for new hires. Education 
leaders, including university presidents, state superintendents of education and state legislators, will be able to 
evaluate best-and worst - practices across all 50 states. 

"We now know beyond any shadow of a doubt that teacher effectiveness is the single biggest school-based 
contributor to learning," said Kate Walsh, President of NCTQ. "Just like in every other profession, the quality of their 
training has a tremendous impact on how well teachers perform. The only way we will meet the challenge of ensuring 
that all our country's students get the excellent teachers they deserve is to transform teacher preparation." 

U.S. News has long ranked the graduate schools of education as part of its college and university ranking guides. 
The new teacher education review is a separate survey, which will be a more detailed examination of a wide variety 
of graduate and undergraduate programs. 

"We want to know what teachers are being taught," said Brian Kelly, editor of U.S. News. "We're partnering with NCTQ 
because they've developed a great methodology to look deeply into these important institutions and compare them 
across the country." 

U.S. News and NCTQ will award grades to each of the programs under review. They will identify the top schools of 
education in the country as well as the institutions whose program designs fall so far below standard that they leave 
their graduates ill equipped to teach. 

Programs will be rated by their performance on 17 different standards, which were developed by evaluating the 
highest caliber research on education, best practices from both the U.S. and foreign countries with excellent 
educational systems, and the advice of national experts across many subject areas. The standards are calibrated for 
undergraduate and graduate levels, and can be applied to programs that prepare elementary, secondary and special 
education teachers. 

Program ratings will be derived from a digest of course materials (including course syllabi and textbooks) supplied by 
education schools themselves, as well as surveys and other publicly available information. 

NCTQ honed its methodology for the national review by conducting a number of similar, smaller studies across the 
past decade, most recently of the teacher preparation programs of Texas and Illinois. Those reports revealed the 
wide variability of the design quality of teacher training programs -- even within a single institution -- and have 
provoked calls for reform. 

Funding for the project is provided by dozens of foundations across the country with principal funding provided by 
Carnegie Corporation of New York, The Eli and Edythe Broad Foundation, Gleason Family Foundation, The Lynde and 
Harry Bradley Foundation, Searle Freedom Trust, and The Teaching Commission.

Campaign Money Watch Announces Expanded Television Buy In

Group's spending nears $ 1.2 million to challenge McConnell on his "clout" 


Washington, D.C. - Campaign Money Watch, a national nonpartisan campaign finance watchdog group, announced 
today that it has increased by $800,000 its television ad campaign in Kentucky aimed at holding Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell (R-KY) accountable for using his "clout" to help donors and special interests, not his constituents. 

The group's ad, available online at http://www.bigmoneymitch.com, will now air in virtually every media market in 
the Commonwealth. 

"Mitch McConnell has made a long career out of blocking and obstructing legislation in Washington, but he is known 
principally for his radical opposition to all campaign finance reform and his love of special interest fundraising," said David 
Donnelly, Campaign Money Watch's director. "Now he's telling Kentuckians that he has clout and power. It's fair to ask, as 
our ad does, who does he use the clout for?" 

Last week, Campaign Money Watch announced a $385,000 purchase of airtime in three markets - Lexington, 
Louisville and northern Kentucky. This week's additional buy brings the group's spending to $1,185,000 across broadcast 
and cable in seven media markets. 

"McConnell wanted a debate on his own clout and now he's got one," Donnelly said. "I think Mitch McConnell, in 
talking about his power in the Senate, is the only politician in America who is running with Washington, not against it." 

Republican Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell's opposition to campaign finance reform and public financing of 
elections is well documented. He led filibusters against campaign finance reform throughout the late 1990s. McConnell 
threatened business leaders who supported reform with implied legislative retribution. He sued the federal government - 
and lost - over the McCain-Feingold law. In June 2007, McConnell testified before his own Senate Rules Committee in 
opposition to the bipartisan Fair Elections Now Act, a bill to make public money available to candidates who agree to 
spending limits. 

Campaign Money Watch has a successful history of holding politicians accountable who oppose reform. The group 
led the effort to drive indicted former Majority Leader Tom DeLay from office, as well as conducted a voter education effort 
in Ralph Reed's primary race for lieutenant governor in Georgia. Campaign Money Watch is a project of Public Campaign 
Action Fund.

Judge Griesas impact upon CDS, derivatives, and sovereign bond markets 

In order to avoid a new default in less than three weeks, Argentina and all of the holdouts must reach an agreement that is 
acceptable to every restructured bondholder of Argentine debt and Judge Thomas Griesa. 

Otherwise, some of the possible outcomes include: 

(1) An international cascade of competing legal claims involving many other sovereign defaults besides Argentinas 
And/or... 

(2) A pseudo-Lehman Brothers CDS and derivatives scenario, possibly with new 2008-type bail-outs 
And/or... 
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(3) Deepening of the current de-dollarization of international finances, with markets, governments and the Federal Reserve 
befuddled and dysfunctional as in the 2008 limbo. 

The setting 

The glaring absence of internationally acknowledged legislation on sovereign bankruptcy to abide by forced common sense 
to prevail without the need for judicial intervention. Thus, the largest nation state default in history was successfully left 
behind, and by 2015, Argentina was expected to return to international credit markets after 13 years of ostracism. 

Nobel Prize laureate Paul Krugman, in a front-page high-impact 2012 New York Times piece, praised Argentinas remarkable 
success story. Many other world-renowned authorities agreed that the decades-long conundrum of debt traps had finally 
been solved, with implications of genuine growth. 

Enter the US Judiciary and Vulture Funds 

The US judiciary decided to treat a sovereign debt default as if it were a run-of-the-mill New York business bankruptcy. The 
minuscule (1.6 percent) albeit horribly powerful holdout vulture funds had taken advantage of the occasion to implement 
their cunning and fully vetted business model based on the purchase of defaulted Argentine debt that was handed over at dirt 
cheap prices. 

This utterly suspicious class of plaintiffs had simultaneously engaged in swift and handsomely expensive lobbying. 

Finally, they gained heavy-weight legal support, manifest namely in very curious US judiciary rulings in disdain of the very 
nature of a sovereign debt default. 

Judiciary overreach 

Now, circumstances are pushing financial momentum for a brand new Argentine default with as of yet unfathomable un- 
intended consequences, including multi-multi-billion arithmetically unpayable new claims worldwide as the decisions of the 
US judiciary decisions would be taken as precedent. 

The problem is that such sanctions were imposed on a nation state without internationally-acknowledged sovereign 
bankruptcy rules to back them up. As per sovereign immunity (something to which nation states cannot waiver) and also 
by definition, sovereign debt is unenforceable. The patient has died, and no miracle drug can revive the corpse. Debtors 
may have rights, but not remedies. US law, judges, and a special master do not apply to nation states. Judge Griesas pari 
passu interpretation has been hotly and widely contested worldwide, even in the US. 

As a matter of fact, Judge Griesas own moaning for months along these lines is on record. The US Judiciary has 
overstepped the mark of common sense and violated several important clauses of the delicate, unwritten code that rules 
amicable foreign relations. The US judiciary should not establish US foreign policy, nor is it a world court. As per Justice 
Ruth Bader Ginsburgs dissent, the Supreme Court should not exorbitantly approve vulture funds direct access to US 
listings of Argentinas seizable assets worldwide. 

Eyes wide shut 

Obviously, in view of the default that is being actively pursued, financial terrorists worldwide may now surely join the party 
by filing additional multi-billion claims through CDS Credit Default Swaps. 

As the IMF is painfully aware, all of the above is bound to fuel a worldwide cascade of competing legal claims from 
vulture funds, plus restructured sovereign bond creditors and CDS holders, all of which would severely affect counterparties 
and possibly trigger systemic events that were absolutely unimaginable only a week ago. 

Its worth mentioning that CDS counterparty risk is concentrated in only ten ultra-highly leveraged too-big-to-fail banks, 
which may have to be bailed out yet again depending upon how events unfold. 

Thus, the international financial system could needlessly find itself running around in circles, clueless and deeply submerged 
in a J.K. Galbraith type of Age of Uncertainty. 

The question is whether the Fed is ready for any of this.

Growing Economic Inequality the Root Cause of Economic Stagnation 

Last Friday’s jobs numbers showed a net growth of only 1 8,000 new jobs nationwide - while the economy 
must produce 150,000 jobs each month just to absorb population growth. Clearly the economic recovery has 
stalled and Republicans are pointing to the slowdown as evidence that American economic policy must once 
again turn sharply to the right. 

Trouble is, rather than being a solution to our country’s economic woes, the growing economic inequality 
their policies have caused was the root cause of the 2008 economic collapse and the economic stagnation that 
America has experienced since. That burgeoning economic inequality must end if we are to restore the 
American middle class - and give our children an opportunity for a prosperous future. 

The chief characteristic of private sector economic activity is that it is incredibly responsive to consumer 
demand. At its best, that’s what makes it such an innovative, efficient and powerful engine of economic growth. 
If private sector entrepreneurs and businesses can identify even a glimmer of consumer demand for some new 
product or service, someone will figure out how to provide it. But there’s a hitch. The consumers who want the 
product or service need to have the money to pay for it. 

So the private sector’s greatest strength is also potentially its greatest weakness - its Achilles Heel. If, for 
whatever reason, consumers as a group don’t have the money to buy a growing number of products and 
services, the private sector economy will stagnate. 

Right now there are plenty of people out there who desperately need all sorts of products and services that 
they don’t have the money to buy. The problem isn’t that businesses don’t have the capital to meet the 
demand. Corporations are sitting on almost two trillion dollars in cash. They are looking for somewhere to 
deploy that money where it can earn them a return - where consumers have the money to buy some new 
product or service. 

The problem is that there aren’t enough consumers with money in their pockets. 

But that is not simply a problem that has resulted from the financial crash and subsequent loss of eight 
million jobs. This problem has been developing for many years. 

The bottom line is that most of the considerable economic growth of the last several decades has gone into 
the pockets of a tiny percent of the population. As a result, wages and consumer buying power have stagnated, 
and consumers don’t have the money to buy the new products and services upon which economic growth 
depends. 

This generates a vicious cycle - laid-off workers, lower wages, less consumer demand, less economic growth 
and so on. 

You can’t fundamentally break this cycle without addressing the root cause - the increased concentration of 
wealth that is strangling economic growth and destroying the American middle class upon which long-term 
economic growth completely depends. 

Let’s look at this process in a little more detail. 
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The incomes of the middle class Americans, and those who aspire to be middle class - 90% of Americans -- 
have been stagnant for almost three decades. This trend, which was briefly interrupted during the Clinton 
Administration, is the chief defining characteristic of our recent economic history. 

The stagnation of middle class incomes has not happened because our economy has failed to grow over this 
period. In fact, real (adjusted for inflation) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) increased more than 80% 
over the period between 1975 and 2005. In the last ten years, before the Great Recession, it increased at an 
average rate of 1 .8% per year. That means that if the benefits of economic growth were equally spread 
throughout our society, everyone should have been almost 20% better off (with compounding) in 2008 than they 
were in 1998. 

But they weren’t better off. In fact, median family income actually dropped in the years before the recession. 

It went from $52,301 (in 2009 dollars) in 2000 to $50,1 12 in 2008. And, of course it continued to drop as the 
recession set in. 

How is that possible? 

Was it - as the Right likes to believe - because of the growth of the Federal Government? Nope. In fact, the 
percentage of GDP going to federal spending actually dropped during the last four years of the Clinton 
Administration. When Bush took office it began to increase again as the Republicans increased spending on 
wars. Over the last 28 years, federal spending has averaged about 20.9% of the GDP and varied within a range 
of only about 5%, with the high being in 1983 (in the middle of the Reagan years) and the low in 2000 before 
Bush took office. It has never even come close to the 43.6% of GDP that it consumed during World War II in 
1943 and 1944, or the 41 .9% it consumed in 1945. The percent of GDP that goes to Federal spending went up 
in 2009 and 2010 - but that was mainly because the economy shrunk on the one hand, and a major, temporary 
stimulus bill was need on the other to prevent another Great Depression. 

Was it because taxes have skyrocketed? No again. In fact, according to the Census Bureau, the median 
household tax burden actually dropped from 24.9% in 2000 to 22.4% in 2009. 

Was it that labor became less productive? No. In fact, there has been a major gap between the increase in 
the productivity of our workforce and the increase in their wages. Even when wages were improving at the end 
of the Clinton years, productivity went up 2.5% per year and median hourly wages went up only 1 .5%. 

From 2000 to 2004, worker productivity exploded by an annual rate of 3.8% but hourly wages went up only 
1% and median family income actually dropped .9%. 

The bottom line is that people who work for a living (most of us) are getting a smaller and smaller slice of the 
nation’s economic pie. 

In August of 2006, the New York Times reported that a Federal Reserve study showed that “(w)ages and 
salaries now make up the lowest share of the nation’s gross national product since the government began 
recording data in 1947; while corporate profits have climbed to their highest shares since the 1960’s.” 

So the answer to the question is simple. Virtually all of the increase in our gross domestic product over the 
ten years before the Great Recession went to the wealthiest 2% of the population. 

These changes in income distribution are not the result of “natural laws.” They are the result of systems set 
up by human beings that differentially benefit different groups in the society. 

Economist Paul Krugman has summarized the history of income distribution in America. 

At the beginning of the Great Depression, income inequality, and inequality in the control of wealth, was very 
high. Then came the great compression between 1929 and 1947. Real wages for workers in manufacturing 
rose 67% while real income for the richest 1 % of Americans fell 1 7%. This period marked the birth of the 
American middle class. Two major forces drove these trends - unionization of major manufacturing sectors, and 
the public policies of the New Deal. 
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Then came the postwar boom, 1947 to 1973. Real wages rose 81% and the income of the richest 1% rose 
38%. Growth was widely shared, but income inequality continued to drop. 

From 1973 to 1980, everyone lost ground. Real wages fell 3% and income for the richest one percent fell 
4%. The oil shocks, and the dramatic slowdown in economic growth in developing nations, took their toll on 
America and the world economy. 

Then came what Krugman calls “the New Gilded Age.” Beginning in 1980, there were big gains at the very 
top. The tax policies of the Reagan administration magnified income redistribution. Between 1980 and 2004, 
real wages in manufacturing fell 1%, while real income of the richest one percent rose 135%. 

The single largest contributor to this stagnation of middle class incomes has been the corporate attack on 
organized labor. The percentage of private sector workers in unions has shrunk from 35 % to 7%. The 
exception has been the public sector, where 35% of teachers, firemen and public service workers now have 
access to collective bargaining. 

What is the economic effect of this growing inequity? 

Economies are in balance if productivity gains result in commensurately higher salaries for employees that 
allow them to buy the larger number of products and services that those productivity increases allow 
corporations to manufacture and sell. If they don’t have increased buying power - if all of the income growth 
goes to the top 2% -- then a demand deficit will inevitably develop that will lead to stagnation, recession - or 
depression. That gap in buying power can be filled for a while - as it was in the early 2000’s - with greater 
consumer debt. But after a while the bubble bursts and the house of cards comes tumbling down. 

And of course this isn’t all about cold economic theory. Growing economic inequality directly impacts million 
of lives and destroys millions of dreams. It’s not just about economic policy. It’s about right and wrong. 

The growing inequality can be seen in the explosion of the ratio of average worker salaries and the 
compensation paid to corporate CEO’s. In 1980 the average CEO made 42 times more than the average 
worker. Today he (or sometimes she) makes 262 times as much as the average worker. 

New numbers just came out showing that CEO pay last year skyrocketed by a whopping 23%. The new top 
earning CEO is Gregory Maffei of Liberty Media Corporation who was compensated $87,493,565 for his 
services. That’s about $42,064 per hour. 

Of course that’s nothing compared to hedge fund manager John Paulson. According the Wall Street Journal 
he made $5 billion last year. That’s $2.4 million dollars an hour - or $40,064 per minute. So Mr. Paulson made 
as much as a minimum wage worker every 23 seconds. Note also that Mr. Paulson and all hedge fund 
managers paid Federal taxes at only 15% instead of the 35% due to a special tax break. 

What do people like Mr. Paulson and Mr. Maffei do with their massive incomes? Like many executives they 
might choose to purchase a Rolex Oyster Perpetual Submariner Date Watch for about $8,000. 

You might remember that many of the CEO class have spent a good deal of time lately telling America that we 
have to trim back Social Security benefits. The average Social Security benefit for retirees is the princely sum of 
$14,160 per year - $38.79 per day (for all 365 days per year). 

It would take the average beneficiary 206 days of benefits to pay for that Rolex watch. It would take Mr. 
Maffei 1 1 .4 minutes of his compensation. 

In order to generate new jobs and get the economy moving over the long haul, America needs to assure that 
everyday Americans receive the fruits of productivity growth. Otherwise our economy will continue to stagnate. 
That means more unionization, trade and tax policies that encourage higher wages, and right now it requires a 
massive jobs program to put America back to work. 
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The Republican notion that we can’t burden the “job creators” like Maffei or Paulson with new taxes is 
mortally dangerous for our economy and our future. Just the opposite is true. The “job creators” are the 
everyday consumers that have to have money in their pockets to create the demand to make our economy 
grow. 

But this is not just bad economics. It’s morally wrong. 

The idea of asking Social Security recipients or people on Medicare or Medicaid to sacrifice a part of their 
meager income to assure that people like Gregory Maffei can afford to buy a new Rolex watch every 1 1 minutes 
- or get a taxpayer subsidy to ride in a corporate jet - is simply obscene. 

The outcome of the current budget debate can be judged by only one central criteria. What will a budget deal 
do to create new jobs and get the economy moving again? That is not mainly about giving “confidence” to the 
markets or cutting the ratio of long-term debt to GDP. To truly address the root problems of our economy, a 
budget deal must help increase the incomes of the middle class and reduce the swelling economic inequality that 
is a cancer growing on our society and our economy. 

You don’t do that by cutting Social Security or Medicare benefits -- or by slashing Medicaid as the 
Republicans proposed. You do it, as President Obama has proposed, by asking the new economic aristocracy 
to dip into their vast stores of wealth and help pay their fair share for the society from which they have so richly 
benefited.

We commend The Post for initiating a forum on polarization, which is indeed the dominant political phenomenon 
of our time. Consider that for the first time in modern history, in both the House and the Senate, the most 
conservative Democrat is slightly more liberal than the most liberal Republican. This is more than an interesting 
scholarly finding; it has consequences for the legislative process. The most conservative Senate Democrat (Ben 
Nelson) ended up supporting health reform; the most liberal Republican (Olympia Snowe) ended up opposing it. 
For decades, the operational core of bipartisanship in Congress was the overlap between the parties. Through 
a long process triggered by the politics of the 1960s, that core has disappeared. 

Polarization is not confined to elected officials and political elites. While the American people are not as divided 
as the parties are, they are more divided than they were a generation ago. As Emory University's Alan 
Abramowitz notes in his new book, "The Disappearing Center," the percentage of the electorate that places itself 
at or near the ideological midpoint of American politics has shrunk from 41 to 28 percent since the mid-1 980s, 
while the left and right extremes have expanded. 

In addition, because people increasingly prefer to live near others who share their cultural and political 
preferences, they are voting with their feet and sorting themselves geographically. Many more states and 
counties are dominated by one-party supermajorities than in the past. Contrary to widespread belief, reducing 
the gerrymandering of congressional districts would make only a small dent in the problem. And unfortunately, 
homogeneous groups tend to reinforce and purify the views that bring them together: Sorting not only reflects 
polarization but also intensifies it. 

What The Post's editorial missed, however, is that these developments have not produced two mirror-image 
political parties. We have, instead, asymmetrical polarization. Put simply: More than 70 percent of Republicans in 
the electorate identify themselves as conservative or very conservative, while only 40 percent of rank-and-file 
Democrats call themselves liberal or very liberal. It is far easier for congressional Republicans to forge and 
maintain a united front than it is for Democrats. George W. Bush pushed through his signature tax cuts and Iraq 
war authorization with substantial Democratic support, while unwavering Republican opposition nearly 
torpedoed Barack Obama's health-reform legislation. When Democrats are in the majority, their greater 
ideological diversity combined with the unified opposition of Republicans induces the party to negotiate within its 
ranks, producing policies that not long ago would have attracted the support of a dozen Senate Republicans, 
adjcon 
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Consider the episode that The Post cited as Exhibit A for polarization: Sen. Robert Bennett's commendable work 
with Democratic Sen. Ron Wyden to develop a bipartisan health bill, which was used against him by 
conservative Utah activists to deny him renomination. The Post failed to note, however, that Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell pulled the plug on the Wyden-Bennett initiative well before health reform was taken up 
last year. 

Bennett and other Republican co-sponsors of this bipartisan bill were told in no uncertain terms that the party 
strategy was to block every major domestic policy initiative of the new administration and not to engage in 
substantive negotiations that could produce bipartisan majorities on the floor. During the lengthy health debate, 
not one Senate Republican spoke in support of the Wyden-Bennett bill. Tea Party activists outraged at 
Republican incumbents for cavorting with the enemy (i.e., Obama and the Democrats) took their cue from 
Republican Party leaders. 

Under these conditions of asymmetrical polarization, Congress can become a haven for obstruction and gridlock 
rather than deliberation and compromise. David Price, an 11-term North Carolina Democrat and distinguished 
political scientist, has just published a frank account of the reasons that led Democrats leaders to abandon their 
hopes of reinstating more open, less restrictive rules of procedure in the House. His essay is required reading 
for those who want to understand the ground-level dynamics of polarization in action. 

This is not to say that Congress is prevented from acting in a less purely partisan manner. When a supermajority 
of people, of any partisan stripe, wants something to happen -- financial regulatory reform, for example -- 
chances are good that it will. But when the people are divided, the most strident voices tend to dominate, and 
Congress reverts to the all-too-familiar pattern of behavior that has driven its public esteem to a record low. And 
a Republican Party dominated at the grass roots by angry rejection of all bipartisanship -- and of all but the most 
limited government -- may win support in the short term, but it will be hard put to cooperate productively in the 
serious tasks of governance.

6 radio interviews and 2 coffee shops this morning. Interviews were all live or taped 
Detroit stations with the exception of one we did into Flint. Quick hits, mostly centered 
around getting out to vote. Flint came up in every one, and then education, and ACA. 
No flags. Every single interviewer was for her. Highlight of the morning was one of the 
hosts, whose stage name is "Foolish" asked a question, to which HRC replied "Well, 
Foolish, that is far from a foolish question." Awkward chuckles all around. 


We did 2 OTRs, both at very hip coffee shops a couple of miles outside of downtown 
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Detroit. 


The first was Avalon, not too far from the Shinola Store. HRC walked in and chatted 
with the baristas a little, then went to one of two small sitting areas and shook a lot of 
hands. She had several interesting conversations, one with a woman who has cystic 
fibrosis, and her friend who also has it had met and chatted with HRC in NH. We'll get 
the audio and have the exchanges transcribed. 


Second OTR was at Astro coffee, near the old Detroit train station, which was pretty 
striking. HRC shook a lot of hands and ordered yet more coffee. Lots of people 
seemed to have voted, and lots said they'd voted for her. 


Back at the hotel now, likely until we leave for Cleveland this evening.

ICYMI, HRC did a 7 minute pre-taped hit on Face the Nation this morning. 
Dickerson began by asking if Senator Sanders should stay in the race until the 
end. She said that's for him to decide, she's proud to have more delegates and to 
have built a broad coalition that can win in November. He asked about 
enthusiasm on the Republican side. She said that she was proud to have gotten 
more votes than anyone in this race, and mentioned that she has more white 
support than anyone if you exclude Vermont. She got asked about Trump bring 
people into his coalition, she said she wanted everyone in hers. Asked about 
emails and played a little offense on the WaPo report this morning that made clear 
how many state officials, including career, we're sending what's now considered 
classified. Name-checked Powell and mentioned that he called this all absurd. 
Final question was about Libya, stemming from the NYT 2-parter last week. 
Handled it well. 


Then we went to church. 3 to be exact. 


We began at the Holy Ghost Cathedral, with about 400 congregants I'd guess. 
The Bishop gave a rousing introduction about how much she loves Hillary Clinton, 
because HRC is a woman who's been through difficult times and come out on the 
other side with the Glory of God. 


HRC's remarks were powerful, she talked about the need for us to unite. That we 
need citizenship and stewardship in addition to leadership. Real togetherness 
message. She told the story of the prodigal son, and used it to talk to the 
congregation about the discipline of gratitude. She then did Flint, schools in 
Detroit, and then a litany on breaking down barriers. Ended by talking about the 
need to never grow weary doing good. 
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Next up was Russell Street Missionary Baptist Church 


Pastor gave a nice intro, started by praising President Clinton, said "today she 
comes before us standing in her own shoes, with her own record, and her own 
vision." Mentioned Debra and other strong women from the bible. 


HRC opened with love and kindness. Talked about Flint, ended by saying that we 
need to stand up for each other and our future. 


Final church was Triumph Church. The sanctuary was a beautiful wooden dome 
with stained glass windows. She opened with barriers here, then praised Obama 
and the ACA. Talked about togetherness, and did Flint at the end. 


Very good morning.

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HRC, Dayton, and the Lieutenant Governor made it to the counter ordered 
coffee (HRC got something called the Big Bang). 


A guy came over to her at the counter and told her that he had just received 
a letter back from her yesterday. He had written HRC about a health 
problem (I think with his dad).

If you would like help on the transition team for energy matters I 
would be happy to help out. I have attached my resume. 

Washington generally regards Oklahoma as a black hole when it comes to 
alternative energy. We're seen as part of the old guard, an oil and 
gas state, enemies of alternative energy initiatives and hostile to 
concerns about global warming.

I am joining others in a new venture to invest primarily in the 
alternative energy sector, However, if I can be of help, let me know.

First batch of Hillary's State Department emails released

The first batch of emails from Hillary Clinton’s four years running the State Department was released 
Friday. 

Even before the emails were made public, the State Department argued that the nearly 900 pages of 
documents do not fundamentally alter the findings of the State Department’s Accountability Review 
Board that probed the Benghazi terrorist attacks. 

“The emails we release today do not change the essential facts or our understanding of the events 
before, during, or after the attacks, which have been known since the independent Accountability 
Review Board report on the Benghazi attacks was released almost two and a half years ago,” wrote 
the department’s deputy spokeswoman Marie Harf. 

These highly anticipated emails, some of which have already leaked out, give insight into Clinton’s 
tenure as the top U.S. diplomat. They’re also serving as fodder for critics of the Democratic 
presidential front-runner, who is still dogged by questions about a 2012 terrorist attack in Benghazi 
that killed Ambassador Chris Stevens. 

And they are sure to raise more questions about the administration’s and Clinton’s response to what 
quickly became a political scandal. There is an email dated Sept. 15 with Clinton providing “talking 
points” for an upcoming closed-door hearing before the House Select Committee on Intelligence, but 
with the exception of Jake Sullivan the recipients are blacked out, along with the entire document. 

It states only: “Per the discussion at Deputies, here are the revised TPs for HPSCI.” 

The emails also show that Clinton received now-classified documents on her personal email address. 
One of the documents State recently deemed classified was a November 201 2 email reporting possible 
arrests in Libya related to the Benghazi attack. The memo was sent through unclassified State 
Department channels and forwarded to Clinton’s private account by Sullivan, State’s Director of Policy 
Planning. A notation on the document released says it was classified as -“SECRET” — the middle tier of 
national security classification — on Friday, the same day the records were released. 

Clinton has been under intense pressure for weeks since it was revealed that she used a non-official 
email address while at the State Department and stored those emails on a personal server in her New 
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York home. Republicans jumped on those revelations to accuse Clinton of attempting to runaround 
federal records laws and keep key documents about Libya and Benghazi from the public. 


Republican Rep. Trey Gowdy, chairman of the House Select Committee on Benghazi, has subpoenaed 
the State Department for all documents on Libya from Clinton’s time at the State Department and is 
refusing to schedule the former secretary to testify until the Obama administration turns the emails 
over to congressional investigators.

Gowdy said in a statement Friday that the committee will continue to seek all documents from Clinton’s 
tenure at the State Department on Libya and Benghazi and not the “self-selected” emails the former 
secretary made available. 

“To assume a self-selected public record is complete, when no one with a duty or responsibility to the 
public had the ability to take part in the selection, requires a leap in logic no impartial reviewer should 
be required to make and strains credibility,” Gowdy said. 

The Benghazi Committee has had access to this first batch of email, which represents less than 2 
percent of the 55,000 emails Clinton returned to State, for months. Leaked portions of the emails 
contain extensive communications between Clinton and Sidney Blumenthal — a longtime family ally. 
Blumenthal would often send Clinton memos on the security in Libya before the 2012 attacks that left 
four Americans dead. 

Blumenthal’s analyses of Libya was often met with skepticism from senior State Department officials, 
including Clinton. Gowdy asked the U.S. Marshals Service to serve Blumenthal with a subpoena on 
Tuesday. 

The emails also give a personal look at Clinton’s habits and relationships. 

A Oct. 7, 2012 email from Blumenthal invited Clinton and her husband, former President Bill Clinton, to 
a dinner. 

“Postelection, we’d like to have you over for dinner. Bill can come, too, if he’s in town. Whatever 
works,” Blumenthal wrote. 

The rest of the 55,000 emails will be released to the public in stages. State proposed releasing those 
records next January, but a judge rejected that plan and ordered the agency to come up with a rolling 
schedule, which has yet to be finalized. 

The documents released Friday are from January 2011 to Dec. 31 , 2012, “and relate to the security of, 
and attacks on, the State Department facility in Benghazi and to the United States’ diplomatic presence 
in Libya, including in Benghazi,” Harf said. 

Maryland Rep. Elijah Cummings, the top Democrat on the Benghazi panel, said in a statement that the 
committee should now schedule Clinton to testify. 

“Instead of the selective leaking that has happened so far, the American people can now read all of 
these emails and see for themselves that they contain no evidence to back up claims that Secretary 
Clinton ordered a stand-down, approved an illicit weapons program, or any other wild allegation 
Republicans have made for years,” Cummings said.

Then-Secretary of State Hillary Clinton discussed with aides the chatter on cable news about 
whether she actually suffered a concussion in 2012, according to emails released by the State 
Department on Friday. 

A week before she was to testify before Congress in December 2012 about the attacks in Benghazi, 
Clinton postponed her appearance with aides explaining she had fainted and suffered a concussion. 
On Dec. 20, chief of staff Cheryl Mills forwarded Clinton by email a transcript of Fox News host Greta 
Van Susteren discussing Clinton’s health with Arizona Republican Sen. John McCain. 

“Senator,” Van Susteren said during that segment, “there is a report from the State Department that 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton will testify on Benghazi before the middle of January. There has 
been some criticism of whether or not she has a concussion. I believe she has a concussion. What 
do you think?” 

McCain replied: “I have never seen her back down. And I believe that she is now not physically well 
enough to testify and she will testify the middle of January.” 

Mills sent a transcript of that interview to Clinton’s personal email — hrod@clintonemail.com — and 
to close aide Huma Abdein. 

Speaking of McCain, Clinton replied: “Huma called him and [South Carolina Sen. Lindsey] Graham.” 
“Also,” Clinton added, “someone should call Greta VS to thank her for ‘knowing the truth.’” 

The emails released Friday, ahead of the Memorial Day weekend, are a few of the thousands the 
Democratic presidential candidate has turned over to the State Department from her personal email 
account. Clinton acknowledges she used that email account for both personal and official business.

Statement on the Release of Secretary Clinton’s Benghazi 

Emails 


Washington, DC — Select Committee on Benghazi Chairman Trey Gowdy, R-S.C., today 
issued the following statement after the State Department released 300 self-selected emails from 
former Secretary Hillary Clinton, over which the department had no control and no custody for 
nearly two years. These emails were turned over to the State by former Secretary Clinton in the 
fall of 2014 in reaction to a request from the Select Committee: 


“More than six months after the Select Committee first discovered Secretary Clinton’s unusual 
email arrangement with herself, and after the media discovered Secretary Clinton relied 
exclusively on a personal server housing a personal email account eschewing any official email 
address, State Department transferred 300 messages exclusively reviewed and released by her 
own lawyers,” Gowdy said. “These lawyers, it must be noted, owed and continue to owe a 
fiduciary responsibility to Secretary Clinton to protect her interests. To assume a self-selected 
public record is complete, when no one with a duty or responsibility to the public had the ability 
to take part in the selection, requires a leap in logic no impartial reviewer should be required to 
make and strains credibility." 


“It is also important to remember these email messages are just one piece of information that 
cannot be completely evaluated or fully understood without the total record. The Committee is 
working to collect and evaluate all of the relevant and material information necessary to evaluate 
the full range of issues in context. We will not reach any investigative conclusions until our work 
is complete, but these emails continue to reinforce the fact that unresolved questions and issues 
remain as it relates to Benghazi.” 


“The Select Committee continues to believe the American people have a right to the full and 
complete record of her official emails and, therefore, asked Secretary Clinton to turn her server 
and the full body of emails over to a neutral, detached, independent third party for review. This 
is also why the State Department must comply with a months-old subpoena for emails of the 
former Secretary’s top aides, whose emails have never been received or reviewed by any 
congressional committee." 


“The Committee’s interest is in building a complete record from which the final, definitive 
accounting regarding the terrorist attacks in Benghazi can be provided. The best way to answer 
all questions related to the attacks in Benghazi continues to be having access to the full public 
record, not a "record" controlled, possessed and screened exclusively by Secretary Clinton's 
personal lawyers.”

Background Information on Released Emails: 


Among the emails the Select Committee finds highlight the existence of significant 
investigative questions: 

September 24, 2012 — “Compiled protest and Benghazi Statements.” A document that reinforces issues relating to 
characterization of the motives for the attacks. For example, Jake Sullivan noted, “You never said spontaneous or 
characterized the motives. In fact you were careful in your first statement to say we were assessing motive and 
method. The way you treated the video in the Libya context was to say that some sought to ‘justify* the attack on 
that basis.” 

August 24, 2012 — “H: Intel on new Libya president. Sid.” In this document two and a half weeks before the 
attacks, Jake Sullivan writes to the Secretary, “Some warning signs,” in response to the deteriorating security 
situation in Benghazi, which forced the Red Cross to suspend activities, and reinforces questions about what was 
done in response to these warnings. 

April 4, 2012 — “Secretary Clinton’s Leadership on Libya.” This document characterizes Secretary Clinton’s 
ownership of U.S. policy in Libya. 

April 8, 201 1 — “UK game playing; new rebel strategists; Egypt moves in. Sid” In this document, Secretary Clinton 
responded to a Blumenthal memo with, “Fyi. The idea of using private security experts to arm the opposition should 
be considered.” 


There are several instances of State personnel notifying the Secretary about 
security concerns and issues: 

April 10,2011 - Forwarded email about deteriorating security 

April 22, 201 1 - Request for continuous coverage in Benghazi, “security permitting” 

April 24, 201 1 - Forwarded email about hotels being targeted 

June 1 0, 201 1 - Email including information about credible threat info against hotel and that personnel are 
evacuating to alternate locations 

August 21, 201 1 - Email regarding concerns about Islamist militias 

January 9, 2012 - Email stating that disarming and reintegrating of militias isn’t going as well as they had hoped 
February 24, 2012 - Email stating that militia rivalries are dangerous 
August 24, 2012 - Email stating that there are “some warning signs” 


The Committee also has an interest in understanding the inexplicable gaps in the 
Secretary’s emails during key times of her involvement in Libyan policy, including: 


June 10-August 8, 201 1 — Time period where Secretary Clinton was heavily involved in Libya 
policy 


September 14-October 21 2011 — Dates of Secretary Clinton’s trip to Libya, when the now- 
famous picture of Clinton on her blackberry was taken 


October 21 , 201 1 -January 5, 2012 — Time period when the State Department was extending the 
Benghazi mission for another year 
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April 27- July 4 2012 — Time period of increased security during which an IED was thrown at the 
compound blasting a hole through the wall and during which the British ambassador was 
attacked

First Batch of Hillary Clinton's Emails on Libya Made Public

A batch of Hillary Clinton's personal emails made public on Thursday morning offers a glimpse 
into her team's initial exchange of information in the wake of the Benghazi attacks as well as her 
relationship with longtime confidante Sidney Blumenthal, who sent her at least two dozen memos 
regarding Libya during her tenure as Secretary of State. 

The State Department plans to release about 850 pages of the emails, which had been handed 
over to the congressional panel investigating the Benghazi attacks. But on Thursday, the New 
York Times released about a third of that batch of correspondence, which Clinton exchanged 
using a private server rather than a government email account. 

The documents show that, while Clinton used her personal email account to receive information 
the government calls "sensitive," she did not appear to use her private server to exchange 
classified information. 

The "sensitive" information included details like the location of State Department officials in Libya 
during a time of instability in the country in 201 1 . 

The documents released by the New York Times also show that Clinton received numerous 
briefing memos about Libya from Blumenthal, a longtime friend of the Clintons who was not 
employed by the State Department. The New York Times reported earlier this week that 
Blumenthal was also involved with a possible business venture in the country at the time. 

Two of those memos from Blumenthal came in the days immediately following the September 1 1 , 
2012 Benghazi attacks. 

In one, sent on September 12, Blumenthal suggested that top security officers in the country 
believed that the attacks "were inspired by what many devout Libyan viewed as a sacrilegious 
internet video on the prophet Mohammed originating in America." Clinton forwarded that 
information to top adviser Jake Sullivan with the message "more info." 

But another memo sent the following day indicated that the attacks may have actually been 
carried out by a militia group. Blumenthal wrote that officials in the country "believe that the 
attackers having prepared to launch their assault took advantage of the cover provided by the 
demonstrations in Benghazi protesting an internet production seen as disrespectful to the 
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The release of the emails comes after a prolonged political fight for Clinton over her use of a 
private email server while serving as Secretary of State. 

On Tuesday, Clinton urged the State Department to expedite the vetting of the emails after initial 
reports suggested that the data trove would not be ready for public release until January of next 
year

WASHINGTON (AP) — Former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton received 
information on her private email server about the deadly attack on U.S. diplomatic facilities in 
Benghazi that was classified Friday at the FBI’s request. 

The email in question, forwarded to Clinton by her deputy chief of staff, relates to reports of 
arrests in Libya of possible suspects in the attack. 

The information was not classified at the time the email was sent and was upgraded from 
unclassified to “secret” on Friday, according to State Department officials. The officials said 
23 words of the November 2012 message were redacted from the release of 896 emails 
totaling 296 pages, to protect information that may damage foreign relations. 

They said no other redactions were made for classification reasons. 

Spokeswoman Marie Harf says publication includes 296 e-mails given to a House committee 
investigating the 2012 attack on the US diplomatic post in Benghazi, Libya. 

She says redactions were made according to Freedom of Information Act standards. The 
emails will be released via the State Department’s FOIA website, foia.state.gov 

The documents cover e-mails between 201 1 and 2012 related to the Benghazi facility and 
its security, and to the broader issue of a US diplomatic presence in Libya. 

Harf says the e-mails don’t provide new facts about how four Americans were killed on Sept. 
11, 2012. The State Department also said on Twitter that the emails don’t provide a change 
in its understanding of the events. 

The State Department is still reviewing 55,000 further pages of e-mails from Clinton’s private 
email account. They’ll be published on a rolling basis.

I thought it went well and was well-timed -- there was a strong sense that the upcoming Indian elections provided 
an opening to elevate cooperation in this space, which gave the discussion a little more focus and urgency. The 
fact that we had such high-level administration interest and participation at the meeting and dinner from you, 
Moniz, etc. really impressed on the Indian side that this is something that the Obama administration cares about.

The House Intelligence Committee, led by Republicans, has concluded that there was no deliberate wrongdoing by the Obama administration in the 
2012 attack on the U.S. Consulate in Benghazi, Libya, that killed Ambassador Chris Stevens and three other Americans, said Rep. Mike Thompson 
of St. Helena, the second-ranking Democrat on the committee. 


The panel voted Thursday to declassify the report, the result of two years of investigation by the committee. U.S. intelligence agencies will have to 
approve making the report public. 


Thompson said the report "confirms that no one was deliberately misled, no military assets were withheld and no stand-down order (to U.S. 
forces) was given." 


That conflicts with accusations of administration wrongdoing voiced by Rep. Darrell Issa, R-Vista (San Diego County), whose House Government 
Oversight and Reform Committee has held hearings on the Benghazi attack. 
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Stevens, who grew up in Piedmont, and the other Americans died when Libyans attacked the consulate on Sept. 1 1 , 201 2. Among the Intelligence 
Committee's findings, according to Thompson: 


- Intelligence agencies were "warned about an increased threat environment, but did not have specific tactical warning of an attack before it 
happened." 


- "A mixed group of individuals, including those associated with al Qaeda, (Moammar) Khadafy loyalists and other Libyan militias, participated in 
the attack." 


- "There was no 'stand-down order' given to American personnel attempting to offer assistance that evening, no illegal activity or illegal arms 
transfers occurring by U.S. personnel in Benghazi, and no American was left behind." 


- The administration's process for developing "talking points" was "flawed, but the talking points reflected the conflicting intelligence assessments 
in the days immediately following the crisis." 


Those talking points included assertions that those who attacked the compound were angered by an obscure anti-Muhammad video posted to 
YouT ube in the U.S. There is disagreement to this day about whether that was the case.

An unlikely friendship drew former President Bill Clinton to a sunny hilltop in the Laurel Highlands on Saturday, where he paid tribute to the late 
Tribune-Review owner Richard Mellon Scaife. 


“If someone had asked me the day I left the White House what's the single most unlikely thing I would ever do, this would rank high on the list,” 
Clinton told about 150 Trib Total Media employees, who gathered around the pool at Scaife's boyhood home in Penguin Court for the memorial. 
Scaife died July 4, a day after his 82nd birthday. 


A founder and funder of conservative think tanks and advocacy groups, Scaife's opposition to Clinton marked much of the latter's two terms as 
president. But the acrimony softened after Clinton left office in 2001 , and the two became friends, with Scaife supporting Clinton's foundation and 
his wife's 2008 presidential campaign. 


Clinton said he's “grateful” to former New York Mayor Ed Koch, a mutual friend, for convincing Clinton that he and Scaife had more in common than 
he thought. The two met on July 31, 2007, in the Harlem offices of the Clinton Foundation. Scaife later donated more than $100,000 to the 
foundation. 


“Our differences are important. Our political differences, our philosophical differences, our religious differences, our racial and ethnic differences, 
they're important. They help us to define who we are," Clinton said. “But they don't have to keep us at arm's length from others.” 


Clinton used his reconciliation with Scaife and the friendship the two forged as an example of what's missing in conflicts from Capitol Hill to Gaza. 
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“I think the counterintuitive friendship we formed is a good symbol of Richard Mellon Scaife's legacy. He fought as hard as he could for what he 
believed, but he never thought he had to be blind or deaf to re-evaluating his positions, no matter how closely held, Clinton said. 


The description “counterintuitive” was borrowed from his wife, former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, who used the word to describe her 
meeting with Tribune-Review reporters and editors in 2008, during the hotly contested Democratic presidential primary in Pennsylvania. 


The paper's editorial board endorsed Hillary Clinton in the April primary election, and Scaife penned an opinion piece praising the New York 
Democrat. 


“You need to know that she treasures that column and that experience,” Clinton said. 


The sprawling hilltop estate in Ligonier, with sweeping views of the Laurel Highlands, was named for the 1 0 penguins that once roamed the 
grounds after Scaife's mother, Sarah, bought them following a famed Antarctic expedition by Richard Byrd. 


H. Yale Gutnick, Scaife's longtime friend and attorney, introduced the 42nd president, saying Scaife asked him before his death to invite Clinton to 
the memorial to make it a special day. Gutnick is chairman of the Trib Total Media board of directors. 


A 50-room mansion built by Scaife's parents once stood on the estate. After they died, Scaife built his own estate, Vallamont, on a nearby 
mountain in 1 961 . He tore down the stone mansion at Penguin Court, but preserved a portion of the broad stone foundation that extends from the 
hillside and supports a wide, flat lawn, as well as the property's cobblestone driveway, ornate stone benches and 120-foot-long greenhouse. A 
passionate horticulturalist who kept fresh flowers throughout his homes, he built a conservatory near where the house once stood. 


Scaife willed the property and $1 5 million for its maintenance to the Philadelphia-area Brandywine Conservancy, on whose board of trustees he 
served. 


Clinton said he was “moved” by a series of columns Scaife wrote in the Trib, first announcing his terminal cancer and then explaining the passions 
of his life, newspapers chief among them. 


“I wish he'd have been able to write more,” Clinton said. “I was really moved by what he said about all of you and journalism as a profession and 
making sure that his papers were in a position to be there for our children and our grandchildren.”

Speaking at a private memorial service in southwestern Pennsylvania for Richard Mellon Scaife, who died last month, Clinton recalled how, after 
his presidency, he built a “counterintuitive friendship” with the conservative billionaire, according to an account of the speech in one of the 
newspapers Scaife owned. 


“He fought as hard as he could for what he believed, but he never thought he had to be blind or deaf to other views, the Pittsburgh Tribune- 
Review quotes Clinton saying of its former publisher. A spokesman for Clinton declined to comment. 
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Scaife, who inherited a fortune from the Mellon banking and oil empire, steered millions of dollars to groups that savagely attacked the Clintons 
throughout the 1 990s. Scaife backed media outlets and nonprofits that pushed scandal after scandal that buffeted the Clinton administration — 
from the Whitewater real estate controversy to the Paula Jones and Monica Lewinsky sex scandals to raising doubts about the deaths of Clinton 
aides Vince Foster and Ron Brown. 


Scaife confidant Christopher Ruddy, who rose to prominence on the Clinton scandal beat at the Tribune-Review, arranged Clinton’s appearance at 
Saturday’s memorial. Afterward, he acknowledged his former boss “was the bete noire of the Clinton administration during those years, sort of like 
what the Kochs are to the Obama administration today.” 


But Scaife became enamored with Clinton’s post-presidential philanthropic work on AIDS in Africa and other issues, and a thaw began, said 
Ruddy, now CEO of the conservative Scaife-backed media outlet Newsmax. 


Ruddy and the late former New York City Mayor Ed Koch helped broker a July 2007 meeting with Scaife and the former president in the Clinton 
Foundation’s Harlem office, and Scaife donated more than $1 00,000 to the foundation. Still, Scaife raised eyebrows by praising Hillary Clinton 
during her 2008 campaign for the Democratic presidential nomination, and his Tribune-Review later endorsed her over Barack Obama ahead of the 
Pennsylvania primary. 

In introducing Clinton on Saturday, the chairman of Scaife’s media company, H. Yale Gutnick, a longtime Scaife friend, said the former president and 
Scaife “shared a mutual love of America,” according to Ruddy, who said Clinton talked about how Thomas Jefferson and John Adams initially 
clashed before finding common cause and becoming allies and friends. 


And the Tribune-Review quoted Clinton saying, “Our differences are important. Our political differences, our philosophical differences, our religious 
differences, our racial and ethnic differences, they’re important. They help us to define who we are. . . . But they don’t have to keep us at arm’s 
length from others.” 


The ex-president’s ability to find common cause with former adversaries is a model that other political figures in an increasingly polarized 
Washington would be wise to emulate, Ruddy said. 


“Think about the outrageous things that were said about him, including by me, and he was able to overcome that and reach out to his critics and his 
adversaries and make them his friends and work together on the things we agree with,” Ruddy said. “It’s on the level of Nelson Mandela — that 
type of higher thinking and ability to forgive and forget, and it’s an example of how people who have partisan and ideological differences can work 
together for the common good.” 


At Saturday’s memorial, which was held at the Ligonier, Pennsylvania, estate where Scaife grew up and which was attended by more than 100 
employees of his media outlets, Clinton was presented with a photo of Hillary Clinton meeting with Scaife before the 2008 Ftennsylvania primary. 


And Ruddy predicted that her husband’s willingness to reach across the aisle will cause some major Republican donors who fought the Clinton 
administration alongside Scaife to be less hostile if Hillary Clinton runs for president in 2016. 


“There is a realization among high-level donors and sophisticated politicos on the Republican side that Hillary Clinton is a centrist Democrat who is 
pro-American business and is very strong on national security,” he said. “There is a sense that she and her husband share a similar worldview.”

Paul's scathing words could provide an early look at the arguments he will deploy against Clinton if they both decide to run for president. They 
came during a speech in Kentucky before a crowd of several hundred GOP activists. 


Paul opened his speech by joking that he was losing sleep over Clinton's money problems, according to National Journal. 


During her recent book tour, Clinton drew flack for claiming at one point that she and former Resident Bill Clinton were "dead broke" when they left 
the White House in 2001 . Although they were deeply in debt when Mr. Clinton's presidency ended, they would go on to earn millions on the 
speaking circuit. 


Paul asked his audience to observe a "moment of silence" for Clinton's finances. 


"Somebody must have been praying for her," he said, "because she's now worth 100, 200 million. I tell you, it was really tough giving those 
speeches." 


But at least she didn't suffer alone, Paul joked: "She had her limo driver with her for the last 1 7 years to commiserate." 


"I certainly wish she becomes preoccupied with something else," he added, "because I don't think she's fit to lead the country." 
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Paul also ripped Clinton's response to the attack in Benghazi, which killed four Americans, including U.S. Ambassador to Libya Chris Stevens. Fhul 
faulted Clinton for neglecting to read the memos requesting additional security for the Benghazi facility during her time as secretary of state. 


She treated Benghazi "as if it were Paris," Paul said. "Benghazi's not Fhris. Benghazi is a lot like Baghdad ... if you don't read the cables from one 
of the most dangerous spots on earth, frankly, you preclude yourself from ever being our commander in chief." 


The speech fired up GOP troops in Kentucky, but it was only a prelude to Paul's swing through Iowa next week. Starting Monday, Paul will visit at 
least eight different communities representing each of the state's major media markets, according to the Des Moines Register. 


Iowa, which holds the leadoff caucuses in the presidential nominating process, is a must-visit state for anyone mulling a presidential bid. The state 
has already seen a flurry of visits from potential 201 6 contenders this year. 


In addition to Paul, Sen. Ted Cruz, R-Texas, is in Iowa this weekend, and he's scheduled to attend an event sponsored by notable Iowa Republican 
Bruce Rastetter, the Register reports. 


Cruz, whose high-profile fights with Democrats and his own GOP leaders have endeared him to grassroots conservatives, has emerged as a 
favorite among the activists who traditionally power Iowa's Republican caucuses. 


"Whenever we need a voice in Washington, he seems to be the most eager to stand up for we out here in the grassroots," Steve Deace, a 
conservative radio host based out of Iowa, told The Hill newspaper. "The more people disdain him in D.C., the more they're going to improve his 
chances in 2016." 


Paul and Cruz are also scheduled to attend the Family Leadership Summit in Ames, Iowa, later this month, where they'll be joined by several other 
potential presidential contenders, including Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., former Sen. Rick Santorum, R-Pa., and Govs. Rick Perry, R-Texas, and Bobby 
Jindal, R-La.

No doubt it’s the height of folly to forecast the results of a presidential election that’s still more than two years away. But most observers of any 
political orientation, regarding the landscape right now, would conclude that it’s more likely than not that America’s first black president will be 
directly followed by our first female president. Are you celebrating yet? 


Of course we don’t know for sure whether Hillary Clinton is running in 2016, but at this point she’s just toying with us, like a cat with a badly injured 
mouse. She stands in a virtually unprecedented position of dominance, relative to her own party and the electorate as a whole. While the 
Democratic left harbors impotent fantasies of defeating her (Bernie Sanders LOL!) and the Republican right prepares for a predictable series of 
apoplectic seizures about how she’s a lesbian murderess who personally shot up the Benghazi consulate, the public seems generally OK with 
Clinton’s impending coronation. As numerous commentators have observed, her principal opponent is probably not Jeb Bush or Rand Paul but 
herself, or at least the possibility that we’ll all feel sick of her before she gets elected. It’s a strange situation, and not a healthy one. 


Let’s take a second to recognize that I’m a white dude delivering a dismissive take on events of undoubted historical and symbolic significance that 
were, or will be, immensely meaningful for many people. But after the disheartening first three-quarters of the Obama era, it’s difficult to avoid the 
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conclusion that symbolic meaning is the last layer of meaning left in our quadrennial electoral circus. Maybe it’s not Hillary Clinton’s fault that her 
likely ascension feels like the event that will mark the final Dracula-suckage of lifeblood from American electoral politics, just as it’s not entirely 
Barack Obama’s fault that his “transformational presidency” blundered into a stagnant swamp infested with whining Republican mosquitoes and 
never got out again. They are just two people, after all! Two imperfect people with the best intentions, supposedly trying to do their best in a 
screwed-up situation. 


Except that I don’t really buy that argument. Obama and Clinton and everybody else in the partisan duopoly are simultaneously the casualties, 
beneficiaries and perpetrators of a broken system, in which Democrats and Republicans draw their voters from opposing social castes (not 
classes) but actually represent the interests of rival cliques within a tiny moneyed elite. The onetime Seven Sisters student radical “had to” evolve 
into a mouthpiece for Wall Street and the entrenched foreign-policy establishment, just as the onetime Chicago community activist “had to” leave the 
financial sector in the hands of exactly the same criminals who wrecked it and renege on a whole range of hopey-changey campaign promises. 

I’m well aware of the spin their defenders will put on that stuff - politics is a dirty business and we ail need to grow up and anyway SCOTUS! - 
and we’re not going to settle that debate today, or at any other time. 


As you will no doubt recall, people got immensely excited on both sides of the heated Obama-Clinton primary battle in 2008, hurling all kinds of 
invective about racism and sexism at each other, predicting catastrophic defeat for the other candidate and promising to rip the fragile Democratic 
coalition apart. (Remember the PUMA demographic, angry Clinton supporters who threatened to bolt for the McCain-Palin ticket out of spite? Ah, 
memory!) Whatever that was really about - and my former Salon colleague Rebecca Traister has explored it in depth - it had very little to do with 
those two candidates, except in their roles as symbols or signifiers. 


All that fevered discussion about who rigged the Nevada caucus and who made the most obnoxious comments on TV feels like a lifetime ago, the 
product of an innocent age when politics seemed charged with possibility and hope. But the thing is, it wasn’t all that long ago and we weren’t 
innocent. We should have known better and basically did. It’s just that presidential elections exert a seductive allure that keeps suckering us back 
into the tent, like a bunch of Ohio farm boys at a 1 9th-century carnival, hoping against hope that this time the magic will turn out to be real. It’s a lot 
easier to write snarky, dispassionate analysis now than it will be in a year or so, when progressives are trying to gin up excitement for a 
nonexistent Bizabeth Warren campaign or we all have to have a hysterical meltdown about Ted Cruz’s “surprising” poll numbers from a fondue 
dinner held in an Iowa cornfield. 


There’s no precise historical parallel, at least in the contemporary party-politics era, for the commanding position Hillary Clinton appears to hold 
roughly 1 6 months out from the first caucuses and primaries. It’s not that there haven’t been heavy favorites or heirs apparent in previous elections 
- that’s a feature of the system. But it seems not just possible but probable that Clinton will face no serious or significant opposition within her own 
party, which as far as I can tell is a brand new situation for a non-incumbent candidate. Warren is nowhere near foolish enough to torch her 
political future on a futile campaign of resistance. While Joe Biden will almost certainly run if Clinton doesn’t, he’s not enough of a masochist to take 
her on directly and endure yet another public humiliation. If Sanders runs (and he’d have to change his political registration, for one thing) he’ll make 
the Dennis Kucinich campaigns of 2004 and 2008 look like devastating political whirlwinds. 


If there’s a historical precedent to Hillary-zilla it is to be found in the Republican Party, where big-money donors and a Washington-based 
establishment have long done their best to control the presidential nomination process and quell populist uprisings. Specifically, it’s Ronald Reagan 
in 1980. Most Republicans assumed going into that campaign that Reagan - who had been waiting around as the conservative savior since nearly 
wresting the nomination from Gerald Ford in 1 976 - would sweep to victory in the primaries and then drive cardigan-clad malaise-monger Jimmy 
Carter from the White House and restore America to its true greatness. They were ultimately correct about all that (except for the “true 
greatness”), but Reagan actually faced brief but spirited opposition from George H.W. Bush, who played the role of responsible centrist in that 
campaign and memorably denounced Reagan’s “voodoo economics.” Bush emulated the Carter-McGovern strategy of slogging through all the 
meaningless straw polls and small-town dinners in the fall of 1 979 while Reagan stayed home in California, and after winning the Iowa caucus 
Bush momentarily looked like the front-runner. Reagan ultimately swamped him in the South, of course, but Bush won six primaries and more than 3 
million votes, essentially forcing himself onto the ticket as the vice-presidential nominee. Who’s going to put up that level of resistance to Hillary 
Clinton? 


I guess the 1 988 Republican campaign also looks similar, but only at first glance and only in the rear-view mirror: After two terms as Reagan’s vice 
president, Bush coasted to the nomination just as everybody expected. (And then to victory over Michael Dukakis, one of the more bathetic also- 
rans of recent political history.) But those who remember that era in Republican politics can testify that the intra-party divisions were highly 
acrimonious. Sen. Bob Dole won the Iowa caucus and several Midwestern primaries, and deserves a special footnote in American history for 
decrying the lies and dirty tricks of Lee Atwater, Bush’s infamous campaign strategist. Televangelist Pat Robertson terrified the world that year by 
packing a few caucuses with his followers (he got 82 percent of the vote in Hawaii!), thereby compelling all future Republican candidates to pay 
ritual obeisance to the Christian right. 


There is certainly a cadre of disgruntled liberal Democrats who aren’t thrilled about the incoming tsunami of the Clinton campaign, and in the age of 
social media they’ll get to vent their spleen repeatedly in the months ahead by promising to draft Warren or vote Green or get so stoned that Rand 
Paul appears palatable. But it’s not at all clear that they represent a significant voting bloc, or that any plausible candidate wants to be their 
standard-bearer. This tells us a number of things about the contemporary Democratic Party and about politics in general, none of them terribly 
encouraging. 
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Among the obvious notes here is the fact that electoral politics has increasingly become an oligarchic or dynastic enterprise, open only to the 
immensely wealthy and/or the immensely well connected. If we get a Clinton facing a Bush in the 2016 general election - which is not just plausible 
but reasonably likely - that would mean that 50 percent of the major-party presidential nominees over the last 28 years and eight electoral cycles 
have had one or the other of those surnames. If politics is a blood sport for the new aristocracy — an American cognate to fox hunting, with you 
and me as the fox - that does more than symbolize our widening social inequality. It embodies it, and enacts it. You can’t separate the fact that only 
rich people can run for president from the fact that both parties are fueled by rich people’s money, or from the fact that beneath all their partisan 
bickering Democrats and Republicans have vigorously collaborated for more than 20 years on a set of deregulatory, low-tax and cheap-credit 
economic policies that have made rich people a whole lot richer. It’s not like those are unrelated coincidences. 


I’m not saying there are no differences between the two parties, or that given the binary choice with a gun to my head, I might not prefer Hillary 
Clinton as president to whomever the Republicans nominate. (This is a topic for another time, but Democrats clearly have the most to fear from 
Rand Paul, who represents a potentially significant reboot of the Republican brand.) Generally speaking, the Democratic Party stands for what 
might be termed the metropolitan caste in American life, a diverse group of people who live in or near major cities and tend to support a range of 
rights-based issues around race, gender, sexuality and related factors. You can’t say the party represents that caste with much force or courage, 
and it does so more by following than by leading. Democrats took years to commit fully to a pro-choice position, were late to the party on marriage 
equality, and are still way behind their metropolitan base on marijuana. Nonetheless that’s a big contrast to the Republicans, who at least for 
marketing purposes view the metropolitan caste as a bunch of socialistic tree-huggers who will take away your guns and your F-1 50 and compel 
you to drive a Prius to your gay marriage. 


But what Hillary Clinton and Obama and most other prominent Democrats of the 21 st century definitely don’t represent is any form of progressive 
or class-based economic philosophy. Elizabeth Warren’s election to the Senate caused such a stir because she appears to be a mild exception to 
this rule. As former Bill Clinton aide Bill Curry wrote recently in Salon, the deregulation of the telecommunications and financial services industries 
under his onetime boss in the ’90s was a more far-reaching and corporate-friendly policy shift than anything in Ronald Reagan’s wildest trickle- 
down dreams. That marked the moment, Curry says, when “issues of economic and political power [grew] invisible to Democrats.” When Ralph 
Nader ran for president in 2000 on precisely those issues, he was viewed as a traitor who cost Al Gore the White House. But if the Democrats 
had nominated a pro-lifer and Gloria Steinem had run as an independent, it might well have split the party in half. 


All of which brings me back to the final point of similarity between Hillary Clinton and Reagan, the man who dominated one election cycle from end 
to end and the woman who hopes to repeat that feat. They could hardly be more different as political personalities and (one imagines) as human 
beings, and their electoral appeal is directed at totally divergent audiences. But both function in the political marketplace first and foremost as 
powerful symbols: Reagan was a symbol of American manhood and the mythical American past, while Clinton stands (I guess) for the upward 
progress of American women and a more egalitarian future. (It’s not entirely accidental that both have provoked exaggerated hatred among their 
opponents.) 


I write about the movies, and would be the last person on Earth to tell you that symbols don’t matter. But they often do not mean what they seem to 
mean, and neither Clinton nor Reagan actually represents what they seem to represent. Reagan did little or nothing for the working-class white 
Americans who elected him, and if Clinton reaches the White House she will not be there to serve metropolitan women. Beneath the scrim of 
symbolic meanings, which are meant to reassure and distract and most importantly to win elections, the same force works through both of them: 
the force of money and those who wield it. 


The Daily Beast: “For 2016. Take Martin O’Malley Seriously”

[Subtitle:] The Maryland governor is a problem-solver and a social-justice Catholic who can transcend the left-right divide. Keep an eye on him. 

As Martin O’Malley dips his ankles into the deep end of national politics - most recently with his full-throated plea earlier this month against the 
deportation of immigrant children — I recalled the first time I saw him on a national stage. 


I had a pretty good view: I was standing right next to him. 
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The two of us were being paraded as rising stars by the Democratic Leadership Council at the 2000 Democratic National Convention - and even 
featured together on the cover of The New Democrat magazine. 


Alas . . . may the DLC rest in peace. (So too with my own political career.) But give the late Third Way vanguard some crystal ball credit: O’Malley 
could be the next Resident of the United States. 


In his potential White House run, however, O’Malley won’t be pursuing the DLC’s lurch-to-the-center path. Nor will he be following the liberal 
orthodoxy. Indeed, it’s the Maryland Governor’s uniquely post-Clinton, post-Obama positioning that makes him this handicappefs pick to emerge as 
the dark horse with the most potent stretch kick in the 2016 presidential derby. 


The most compelling reason? As O’Malley demonstrated in the immigration debate, he’s the rare progressive to frame his strongly felt policy 
positions in the language of faith. It’s the passionate application of universal moral values by this devout Catholic that has the potential to upend the 
usual partisan and ideological categories that are choking today’s body politic. 


I sat down with O’Malley on July 1 1 , a few hours after he stole the platform at the National Governors’ Association annual conference in Nashville 
and broke with the Resident by forcefully and emotionally calling for a more compassionate policy on the treatment of Central American children 
who’ve recently come to the United States illegally: “It is contrary to everything we stand for to try to summarily send children back to death.” 


With the potential primary still flooded with fluid contingencies, O’Malley demurs about the prospects of challenging Hillary Clinton. "I haven't even 
decided if I'm running yet, so I'm not thinking about other potential candidates,” he told me. “I'm focused on governing Maryland, helping Democrats 
win in 2014, and preparing responsibly so that I can make a decision when the time is right." 


O’Malley’s record as governor of Maryland, and before that mayor of Baltimore, provides plenty of manna to nourish starving progressives. Long 
before his immigration comments, the Governor punched through a succession of liberal hot-buttons: Marriage equality? Check. Gun control? 
Check. Death penalty repeal? Check. Decriminalizing pot and legalizing medical marijuana? Check and check. Some might argue that he’s even been 
too liberal for solid blue Maryland. In fact, some do, and vociferously: Discontented residents of four western counties have been pushing an 
initiative for months to secede from the rest of the state. 


O’Malley has ticked off plenty of liberals as well. Inheriting a $1 .7 billion structural deficit and then plunging into the headwinds of the Great 
Recession, the Governor pushed through more than $9.5 billion in budget cuts, requiring sizable state employee layoffs, and the downsizing of 
critical health and transportation programs. And the state’s largest public employee unions expressed considerable displeasure with O’Malley’s 
signature pension reform efforts 


Overall, however, O’Malley can point to a fiscal track record that most progressives would embrace: investing record sums in education to 
produce the nation’s top ranked public schools five years in a row and lowest college tuition hikes since 2007; expanding the earned income tax 
credit and increasing the minimum wage to $1 0.1 0 an hour; and recovering all of the jobs lost in the national recession. 


Of course, you can’t win enough electoral votes in our purple nation by tacking completely left — especially in 2016, when Obama fatigue likely will 
be weighing on the nation. 


But O’Malley understands that the left/right/center paradigm isn’t important to the Americans who actually determine our national elections in today’s 
deeply polarized polity. Swing voters and independents aren’t clamoring for moderation or centrism: They are looking for leaders who will put aside 
party and ideology on occasion and actually get stuff done. 


Over the past few years, the national bi-partisan grassroots organization No Labels (I’m a co-founder) has been polling and focus-grouping these 
voters. Our surveys have consistently shown that a majority of Americans are looking not at party or ideology; but rather for problem-solving. And 
O’Malley can make a plausible case that he’s been a problem-solver above all. 


Time’s best mayor of 2005 and Governing’s public official of 2009 has defined his brand as a stickler for non-partisan, data-driven management 
and administrative competence. In his coming out speech in Iowa - keynoting this June’s state Democratic convention — O’Malley devoted several 
minutes to discussing the technocratic approach he used to fight crime: “When I was elected mayor in 1 999 . . . Baltimore had become the most 
violent, most addicted, most abandoned city in America ... So we set out to make our city work again. We saw trash in our streets and alleys, so 
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we picked it up every day. We saw open air drug markets, and we began to relentlessly close them down . . . Over the next 1 0 years, Baltimore 
went on to achieve the biggest reduction in part 1 crime of any major city in America.” 


He has used the same non-ideological approach on issues ranging from biotechnology and aerospace to roads, bridges, transit projects, new 
schools, and rural broadband connectivity. 


But the most interesting thing about O’Malley is his exploration of an intriguing, heart-centered strategy that could potentially shake up our national 
political paradigm: using the language of faith and universal moral values to ground public policy. Republicans have owned the faith space since 
the Reagan era. Presidential candidate Barack Obama tried valiantly to take it back in 2008, but after the embarrassment of Reverend Jeremiah 
Wright and the right wing’s maniacal campaign to brand him a Muslim, Obama’s rhetorical strategy was mostly abandoned. 


O’Malley appears to be reaching to pick up the scepter. The regular weekday Mass attendee — who brings to mind the beer-drinking, Irish Catholic 
everyman rather than the pious moral scold — described his religious beliefs to me as the underpinning of his public vocation. He referred me to a 
speech he delivered to his high school alma mater way back in 2002 in which he connected his Catholic education with his passion for problem 
solving: 


“I learned ... to search for Christ in the faces of others including, and especially, the faces of the poor, the faces of the homeless men who lined 
up for a meal every morning alongside the foundations of this church ... I learned ... to recognize and confront the enemy within - the original sin 
of our own culture and environment that would have us think less of people who - because of race, or class, or place - are not like us . . . And I 
learned that it is not enough to have faith, you must also have the courage to risk action on that faith, to risk failure upon that faith: the faith that one 
person can make a difference and that each of us must try.” 


It’s no wonder, then, that he grounded his angry denunciation of Obama’s immigration policy in the faith tradition: “Through all of the great world 
religions, we are told that hospitality to strangers is an essential human dignity. ... It is a belief that unites all of us.” 


Note that he didn’t mention his Christianity, nor even the slightly more politically correct construct of “Judeo-Christian values.” Instead, he reached 
to a broader audience, with the understanding that all religious and spiritual traditions in world history share at their core the same universal moral 
values, of welcoming the stranger and loving one’s neighbor — of compassion and community. This appeal to unity — to a common higher ground 
— can potentially disrupt the GOP’s monopoly on faith, without frightening religious minorities, or even agnostics, from the Democratic fold. 


Most significantly, by embracing shared moral values, O’Malley might even find the path to counter today’s dominant politics of self-interest that 
underlies both Tea Party libertarianism and the more cynical, transactional-based politics that serves as Washington’s greatest bi-partisan 
consensus. 


Perhaps that’s enough dreaming. Back here in the real world of politics, O’Malley has quite an arduous journey ahead of him, especially if Clinton 
decides to run. He can expect bruising personal and professional scrutiny from a cruel and punishing new media, which may constrain his ability 
to define himself and articulate the vision. Most pertinently, recent critical focus on a Baltimore jail scandal and Obamacare’s rocky roll out in 
Maryland could directly undermine both his problem-solver and moral paladin narratives. 


But at least from my vantage point, Martin O’Malley could be the right messenger with the right message. And the rising star still standing just might 
be in the best position to offer some elixir to our deeply ailing political system. 


Washington Examiner: “Why some donors are giving to dark horse Martin O'Malley”

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Though former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, the presumed Democratic frontrunner, leads by as much as 50 percent in some polls, there is 
some evidence that some former supporters are looking with interest at Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley. 


As many Democrats might have expected, O’Malley has attracted respectable support from within Maryland, as well as from some prominent 
former Obama supporters, such as the bundler Stewart Bainum. 


But, more surprisingly, O’Malley’s early base of support also overlaps somewhat with Clinton’s network, even as she appears as poised as ever to 
run for president and swamp him in the race, at least at the outset. 


There are several reasons why potential donors or aides might eschew supporting Clinton for O’Malley, at least for now. 


On the staffing side, there is a sense among some young, up-and-coming Democratic operatives that the waiting list for a potential Clinton 
presidential campaign is already closed — but not so with a fresh candidate like O’Malley, whose campaign could be a prime launching pad for 
new political talent. 


One senior position on O’Malley’s political team has already been scooped up by a Clinton alum. Adam Goers, who served as Clinton’s midwest 
finance director during her bid for president, is the executive director at O’Malley’s federal political action committee, O’ Say Can You See PAC, 
known colloquially as “O’PAC.” 


A similar story is being told in donations to the FAC, which brought in nearly $800,000 during the most recent fundraising quarter. Already, two 
former Clinton bundlers — so-called “Hillraisers” from the 2008 campaign — have stepped up to contribute thousands of dollars to O’Malley: Lainy 
Lebow-Sachs of Maryland and C. Thomas McMillen of Washington. 


The donations don’t necessarily reflect dissatisfaction with Clinton. 


Paul DiNino served as the Democratic National Committee’s national finance director under President Clinton, and he supported Hillary Clinton in 
2008 — but he’s steering potential donors to O’Malley, making the case that it is a wise investment. Because O’Malley does not possess a vast 
donor network on par with Clinton’s, each big-money donor could wield that much more influence within O’Malley’s campaign, should it take flight. 


DiNino, who lives in Maryland but has deep ties to Iowa politics, has also stressed O’Malley’s role as a party surrogate during the 2014 midterm 
elections. The Maryland governor has, unlike Clinton, been crisscrossing the country to campaign for Democrats — in early presidential primary 
states, of course, but in others as well. 


“Right now, it's Martin O’Malley, and it's only Martin O’Malley,” DiNino said. “He’s filling a giant void for Democrats.” 


A spokesperson for the pro-Clinton group Ready For Hillary told the Washington Examiner earlier this year that the group would “look to amplify the 
efforts that Hillary engages in for the midterms.” But those efforts, if they develop, likely won’t come to fruition until late in the fall. 


In the meantime, O’Malley is one of the few Democrats making all the overtures characteristic of a would-be presidential candidate, including 
frequent, publicized trips to early primary states. 


He has traveled on multiple occasions to Iowa, including last week, when O’Malley, the former chair of the Democratic Governors Association, 
campaigned with the state’s Democratic nominee for governor, Jack Hatch. 


O’Malley has also traveled twice to New Hampshire to raise money for Gov. Maggie Hassan and Sen. Jeanne Shaheen, campaigned in South 
Carolina in May for Democratic gubernatorial candidate Vincent Sheheen, and even made a trip in May to Nevada, another early primary state. 
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O’Malley has not yet decided, officially and publicly, to run for president, although he has been candid about seriously considering that avenue. 
There is also a sense, however, fortified by hints from O’Malley’s allies, that he might not follow through with a campaign should Clinton run for 
president. 


O’Malley, after all, does not have an adversarial history personally or on policy with the Clintons. In fact, he was a bundler for Clinton during her 
2008 campaign. O’Malley, 51 , is also young enough to wait to run for president later should he decide the opportunity is not ripe this time. 


“He's not going anywhere,” DiNino said. “He has a long political career ahead of him.” 


And at least as long as Clinton publicly hems and haws about whether she will run for president, O’Malley will welcome some of her allies into his 
fold in support of that career, wherever it might lead.

The instructions got me a bit off, as they say "Every student is required 
to write a paper of at least 20 double-spaced pages, excluding footnotes." I ask because if the paper has 
footnotes as opposed to endnotes, it will be more difficult to tell if the text itself is at least 20 pages.

Obama ’s Secret Weapon: OFA 


In a season when the political punditry stampeded its way into prognostications of Democratic political disaster this fall, it 
is well to remember that Democrats — and the Obama political operation - have a weapon, the importance of which 
Washington types don't fully understand: Organizing for America (OFA). 

There is no question that the mid-term elections are fraught with political danger. For Democrats to hold our own this 
fall will require that we do six things: 

Demonstrate to voters that we are fighting tooth and nail for the fundamental change that they supported in 2008 — 
and still support today; 

Deliver real economic recovery for average Americans that average people can begin to see for themselves by next 
fall; 

Pass a legislative agenda that lays the foundation for long-term, widely-shared economic growth - health care reform, 
re-regulation of Wall Street, creation of clean energy jobs, and comprehensive immigration reform; 

Frame the battle in personal, populist terms that puts the blame for our economic crisis where it belongs - on the Wall 
Street bankers whose reckless greed cost millions of Americans their well-being; 

Continue to take the offensive at framing the entire debate in terms of our progressive values; 

Engage everyday Americans directly in the many battles — including the November elections — that will come at us 
rapid-fire for the next ten months. 

OFA provides a vehicle to help accomplish each of these goals that has never existed before. 

Organizing for America (OFA) - formerly Obama for America — was reorganized after the 2008 election with the object 
of creating a permanent army of ordinary Americans that could create the grassroots fire necessary to pass Obama’s change 
agenda. Over the first months of 2009, the organization hired staff, set up local operations, began to transform itself from a 
purely electoral operation into one that could simultaneously line up Congressional votes for Obama’s initiatives - and 
demonstrate to Members of Congress that it would have their backs next November. 

It was built upon the premise that fundamental change is impossible without massive grassroots activity. After all, the 
insurance companies, big Wall Street banks, energy industry and the Chamber of Commerce had no plans to roll over and 
play deadjust because Obama had been elected with a mandate for change. 

The correctness of that assumption became starkly clear in August when the right wing organized — and big business 
financed - the Tea Party movement to try to put a stake in the heart of health insurance reform. 

In 2005, 1 served as the National Field Director of the campaign to stop the Bush proposal to privatize Social Security. 
That year we ran a massive, successful effort to kill privatization during the August recess. When Republicans returned to 
Washington in September of that year, they marched into the Republican Leadership’s office and demanded that they throw 
in the towel on Social Security privatization. 

Exactly the same thing would have happened with health care reform in September of 2009 had OFA had not stepped up 
to coordinate a counter-offensive. For those of us working to pass health insurance reform it was like the cavalry 
arriving over the hill. OFA chaired a task force of progressive organizations - and mobilized thousands of health care 
reform supporters to attend town meetings across the country. That effort turned the tide in the last weeks of August and 
saved health insurance reform. 
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AFSCME, SEIU, the AFL-CIO, MoveOn, Americans United for Change, Families USA, AARP, NEA and especially 
Flealth Care for America Now (HCAN) — that spearheaded the fight — have all played critical roles in this battle. None of 
them would dispute the decisive role played by OFA. 

Together these organizations generated millions of contacts with Congress supporting health insurance reform. But no 
one has produced more than OFA, which by itself has generated over a million calls to Congress. 

Last year, OFA organized their members to take over 2.5 million individual actions - calls, door knocks, emails, faxes, 
and letters to the editor. They have held over 25,000 events across the country on health care reform just since last June. 

In one day in August, 65,000 OFA members descended upon the offices of Members of Congress in support of health 
care reform. 

You can say without question, that if OFA did not exist, that the House and Senate would not be negotiating the final 
terms of health insurance reform - that there would have been no health care reform at all. 

There are many Progressives - like me - who believe strongly that to fulfill the promise of health insurance reform, we 
must soon have a strong public option. I believe that before many of the provisions of the current bill go into effect, that we 
will have a public option. But that will happen because we are organized to defeat the insurance industry on the ground. 

To do it, we can’t just complain that it’s not as easy to get it done as we had hoped. We have to continue the kind of 
organizing that OFA has been doing for the last three years - involving millions of everyday people. In other words we have 
to live by the slogan: “don’t whine, organize.” 

Let’s be clear. If some of the dire pundit prognostications come true, Progressives won’t have any hope at all 
of passing our agenda beginning in 2011. If we lose vast numbers of seats in Congress, this extraordinary 
opportunity for serious progressive change will be brought to a screeching halt. 

To avoid that fate, we have to deliver economic and legislative success this year. We have to pass a health care bill 
that provides affordable health insurance to most Americans, eliminates pre-existing conditions, reins in the power of the 
insurance industry and doesn’t tax average workers’ benefits. We have to re-regulate the Big Wall Street Banks. We have to 
pass comprehensive immigration reform and take major steps on the road toward creating clean energy jobs. 

Most importantly, we have to deliver jobs for everyday Americans - beginning this year. 

And in the process we have to keep the base of our party energized. In 1994, the Republicans took over 
Congress mostly because Democrats did not go to the polls. That cannot be allowed to happen again. 

To all of these tasks, the organized energy of OFA’s 13 million members is indispensable - just as it was to the 
campaign that elected Barack Obama president in the first place. It is indispensable online, in the precincts, in 
town meetings and going door to door. 

In the fall of 2007 there was deep pundit skepticism that the Obama campaign’s enormous investment in intensive, no 
stone unturned, grassroots organizing had any chance at all of vaulting the underdog Obama to victory in the Iowa caucuses. 
The campaign provided the infrastructure and culture that mobilized the activity of thousands of Labor and party activists, 
and thousands more average individual voters. Of course by Election Day in 2008, no one any longer doubted the power of 
grassroots political organizing. But in Washington, it’s easy to forget. 

The thing that made the Obama field operation unique was its culture. Two aspects were particularly critical: 

* It taught everyone in the organization how to think like an organizer — how to engage people based on their own self- 
interests and engage those interests to further the goals of the campaign. It believed in fully engaging volunteers - not simply 
using them to accomplish a task. It was committed to empowering everyone in the organization. OFA understood the 
central secret of good organizing: that meaning is the greatest motivator - that you get self-motivation through 
inspiration. OFA understood that for someone to feel meaningful - to feel inspired - two things were required. First they 
had to feel that they were part of something that was very important and larger than themselves. But second, they had to 
believe that they could personally play a significant role in achieving the goal. That understanding of what motivates people 
has permeated the organization to this day. 

* To its core, the Obama field operation was committed to excellence in execution - to the proposition that no 
stone could ever be left unturned - that no task was ever too small to be done right. That’s why it won caucuses in tiny 
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states. That’s why it never left votes on the table. 

In my 40 years of work doing grassroots organizing for issue and electoral campaigns I have never seen a better field 
operation that the one created by OFA. It was, without doubt, the best field program in American political history. 

Many of the same organizers who build OFA during the campaign have created the new OFA. They have crafted a 
growing infrastructure that will allow millions of everyday people to team up with MoveOn members, rank and file union 
activists, and leaders from the faith, minority and women’s communities to take on the vested interests in every comer of 
America. Just as it did in the Iowa caucuses, that infrastructure could well provide the foundation for surprising victories — 
both in Congress and the November elections — that the Washington pundits think are impossible. After all, surprising the 
pundits is what OFA does best.

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Poll: Veterans oppose plans to 'privatize' VA 


Veterans like choice. 

But they don't like privatization. 

That’s the bottom line from a new poll out Tuesday from the Vet Voice Foundation, designed to counter recent proposals 
that left-leaning advocates say would move Department of Veterans Affairs hospitals to an outsourced, privatization 
model. 

The poll of 800 veterans, conducted jointly by a Republican-backed firm and a Democratic-backed one, found that almost 
two-thirds of survey respondents oppose plans to replace VA health care with a voucher system, an idea backed by 
some Republican lawmakers and presidential candidates. 

“Veterans overwhelmingly feel that health care was a promise made for their service and oppose vouchers that may not 
cover all costs,” group officials said in their report. “Veterans worry that private insurance companies care too much 
about profit and would make decisions for the care of veterans based on money.” 

The results push back poll numbers released by Concerned Veterans for America last month that found nearly 90 
percent of veterans surveyed believe officials need to increase health care choices for VA patients, including expanded 
access to private care physicians. 

They also point to a larger fight between Republicans and Democrats over VA reform efforts, and how each side is 
labeling moves to expand health care offerings for veterans in the private sector, but still at government expense. 

“This poll confirms what nearly every veterans service organization has always said — privatization and voucherization of 
the VA is a nonstarter for veterans,” said retired Army Maj. Gen. Paul Eaton, managing director of the Vet Voice 
Foundation. 

“There is a lot of debate about ‘choice’ in veterans care, but when presented with the details of what ‘choice’ means, 
veterans reject it," Eaton said. "They overwhelmingly believe that the private system will not give them the quality of care 
they and veterans like them deserve.” 

The new Vet Voice poll also hints that the issue could be a factor in the 201 6 elections, with 57 percent of those surveyed 
stating they would be less likely to vote for candidates who support "privatizing the VA health care system.” 

Only one in four said that stance would strengthen their support for a candidate. 

Major veterans advocates have long opposed proposals for privatization, but have been more cautious in their use of the 
term in recent years, as lawmakers have backed initiatives to increase private care access, like the Choice Card 
program.

The Obama administration is developing labor rules that will require seniors and people with disabilities to bring strangers into their homes, force 
others into institutions, and reduce the take home pay of attendants. In California, in anticipation of these Department of Labor Rules passing is 
causing the state to gear up to cut back IHSS worker's hours to no more than 40 hours a week, because of the state's fiscal limitations.

From Michael Condon — STOP THE UNINTBMDED CONSEQUENCES OF THE DOL PROPOSHD RULES 

My name is Michael Condon. I’m a disabled Veteran, paralyzed from the neck down for the last 40 years. I live in San Diego, CA, in a home I 
rent, and I am assisted by a caregiver paid for by In-Home Supported Services (IHSS). IHSS employs nearly 400,000 caregivers across the State. 
Almost 50% of these caregivers currently work more than 40 hrs/week. In addition, 70% of the IHSS caregivers in this program care for family 
members, many of whom require protective supervision (24 /7 care). 

The State has neither the funds nor the inclination to pay overtime. This will put me, and hundreds of thousands like me, at risk of 
institutionalization. Because our caregivers will be limited to a 40 work week, I will be forced to have multiple caregivers while there are already 
not enough to meet the current need. Please do not institute the DOL regs. requiring overtime. The disabled, elderly and blind on . . .this program 
would love to have their caregivers receive time and a half, but that will not happen. What will happen (unintended consequences) instead, the 
caregivers hours will be cut driving many deeper into poverty. The caregiver loses, the senior/disabled loses and the Unions almost double their 
membership dues.

DOL Proposes Changes to Companionship Exemption HURT people with disabilities! 

The Department of Labor (DOL) has proposed changes in federal labor rules that, although well-intentioned, will have a negative impact on 
people with disabilities and most seriously impact people who have the most significant disabilities who rely on Medicaid home and community 
based services to be independent. 

Labor advocates have urged people to support these rules which are intended to assure that attendants get paid minimum wage and are paid 
time-and-a-half for overtime work. The disability community recognizes the invaluable role that attendants play in supporting the independence of 
people with disabilities and has advocated for increased funding for attendant services to improve wages, however the way DOL is 
implementing this rule change will have a serious negative impact on people with disabilities and promote unwanted institutionalization. 

Detailed Policy Implications 

Most notably, people with disabilities could face unwanted institutionalization as a result of implementing these proposed rules. 

• Increasing the cost of home and community based services by requiring overtime pay, without increasing the Medicaid rates or raising the 
Medicaid caps for available funding, will result in a reduction in hours of personal assistance, forcing some people with disabilities into 
unwanted institutionalization. 

• Requiring minimum wage payments for overnight assistance may raise the cost of serving individuals above established Medicaid caps, 
resulting in people with significant disabilities either going without needed assistance or being forced into unwanted institutionalization. 

• The proposed DOL change will limit the availability of family and friends as paid attendants in consumer directed personal assistance 
programs. Reducing the availability of this vital component of the attendant workforce threatens the independence of Americans with 
disabilities. 

The DOL also significantly mischaracterizes consumer directed services. DOL describes consumer directed services “as a ‘grey market;’ that 
contains an element of ‘over-the-back-fence network of women [who are] usually untrained, unscreened, and unsupervised, but more 
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affordable without an agency’s fee, less constrained by regulations and hired through personal recommendation.’ The term ‘grey market’ is 
sometimes used to suggest that at least some of these private arrangements are designed to avoid applicable labor laws. . .” 

DOL notes that “There is no consolidated source of data on state consumer-directed programs" even though there are several resources within 
the disability community, and DOL fails to assess the impact that the proposed changes will have on that system for providing services and 
supports to people with disabilities. 

It is also likely that the proposed changes will not significantly improve the lives of attendants . Because Medicaid and Medicare rates are not 
being increased to cover the additional cost associated with these changes, home care agencies will limit the hours attendants can work, 
forcing attendants who currently to work for multiple agencies in order to match their current standard of living. 

The necessity to balance efforts to enhance workers’ wages and benefits with the needs of people with disabilities was identified and 
addressed in Guiding Principles which were developed between SEIU and disability advocates. According to those Guiding Principles, signed on 
November 16, 201 1 , “As a general principle, enhancements to workers’ wages and benefits shall be paid for through increased funding.” The 
DOL proposal does not do this. 

ADAPT, NCIL and the Disability have proposed a compromise solution! 

At this point, we have proposed a solution that allows the White House to keep its promise AND work with the disability community on the 
sections of the rules that affect consumer directed services. 

DOL can finalize the change in the companionship exemption that would eliminate the exemption from third-party employers. After clarifying that 
this change would not affect consumer-directed fiscal intermediaries, the proposed change would cover 70 percent of attendants - including 
those who are taken advantage of by the home care industry. By leaving the rest of the rules intact, DOL could start formal discussions with the 
disability community about how to handle the companionship exemption in consumer directed services. 

This compromise position is consistent with the Guiding Principles signed between SEIU and the disability community last Fall. Under it, the 
administration covers 70% of all attendants and we get an opportunity to sit at the table! If the Obama Administration doesn't even do this, it's 
clear how little the Administration regards our community.

After sorting through hundreds of stories, certain themes emerged.

Nick Nyhart, president and CEO of Public Campaign, said Napolitano's ascendance to a Cabinet post is a deserved 
achievement for the Arizona governor. Gov. Napolitano twice ran and won gubernatorial elections while participating in 
Arizona's ground-breaking Clean Elections system of full public financing. 


"We congratulate Gov. Napolitano and wish her every success as she moves to the Department of Homeland 
Security," Nyhart said. "In Gov. Napolitano, President-Elect Obama has chosen an executive with a record of independent, 
strong judgment and leadership for a position that is vital to our nation's well-being. Having run and won public office without 
relying on private donations from wealthy special interests, Gov. Napolitano, should she be nominated and confirmed, would 
enter this critical position without any appearance that she's depended on wealthy donors to finance her political career. That 
would be a positive development after years of crony contracts and special interest favoritism throughout the federal 
government." 

Napolitano first ran under Arizona's Clean Elections program in 2002. Her leadership on the program has helped 
make it a mainstay of Arizona politics - Clean Elections candidates will hold 54 percent of the seats in the incoming 
legislature, up from 42 percent today. Additionally, candidates that ran under the Clean Elections program will hold eight of 
Arizona's 11 statewide offices in 2009. 

Napolitano has spoken out in praise of the effect Clean Elections had on her own campaigns, saying "I got to spend 
time with voters as opposed to dialing for dollars, or trying to sell tickets to $250-a-plate fundraisers. This was much better." 
The program provides a limited amount of public financing for candidates who raise a large number of small donations and 
who agree to swear off big money. Similar laws have worked well in Connecticut, Maine, North Carolina and elsewhere. 

Nyhart said the Homeland Security Department would be well-served being led by an official free of entanglements 
with big-money donors and powerful lobbyists. 

"With the great challenges facing this nation, Americans should believe that our elected officials are working for ail of 
us, not just those who can afford to write a big check or hire a lobbyist," Nyhart said. "We appreciate Gov. Napolitano's and 
President-Elect Obama's long, steadfast support for comprehensive public financing of elections."

SENATOR CLINTON CALLS FOR INVESTIGATION OF HOMELAND SECURITY 

CONTRACTOR BONUSES 

Washington, DC - Senator Hillary Rodham Clinton today called on the Inspector 
General of the United States Department of Homeland Security (DHS) to expand an 
investigation of federal contracting practices to investigate the practice of award fees 
by DHS, especially when it comes to no-bid contracts. Senator Clinton's call comes 
in light of a recent report by DHS Inspector General Richard Skinner that DHS 
improperly awarded a $475 million no-bid contract to Chenega Technology Services 
Corporation, which according to the report "likely did not provide the government the 
best value" and that DHS "did not comply with federal regulations". According to the 
IG's office, the agency also provided award fees to the company as part of its 
contract. In calling for the investigation, Senator Clinton underscored that despite 
federal law requiring DHS to link award fees with successful acquisition outcomes, 
there have been a number of reports of DHS providing award fees regardless of 
performance. 

"This disconnect between performance and award fees appears to be part of a 
troubling pattern," said Senator Clinton. "In too many cases, DHS appears to be 
awarding bonuses without evaluating work or, even worse, despite poor 
performance. Failing contractors should be rooted out not rewarded." 

The following is Senator Clinton's letter to DHS Inspector General Richard L. Skinner 
requesting an investigation:

Dear Mr. Skinner: 

I write regarding a disturbing report you issued last month that raises serious 
questions about contracting practices at the Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS). The report - Customs and Border Protection Award and Oversight of Alaska 
Native Corporation Contract for Enforcement Equipment Maintenance and Field 
Operations Support (OIG-08-10) - details how DHS improperly awarded a $475 
million, no-bid contract to Chenega Technology Services Corporation to maintain X- 
ray, radiation and other screening machines at U.S. border checkpoints. Your report 
concludes the contract "award likely did not provide the government the best value" 
and that DHS "did not comply with federal regulations." 

Additionally, your staff informs me that award fees were given to Chenega as 
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a part of its contract with DHS. Given that your report did not focus on award fees to 
Chenega, the details of these fees are unclear. However, taken together with your 
conclusion that the Department improperly awarded the underlying contract to 
Chenega, it is disturbing to hear that DHS has provided an award fee to this 
corporation. 

This disconnect between performance and award fees appears to be part of a 
troubling pattern. The Federal Acquisition Regulations (FAR) state clearly that cost- 
based award fee contracts are intended to motivate excellent contractor 
performance in areas such as quality, timeliness, technical ingenuity, and cost- 
effective management. Despite this guidance, during the course of the past several 
years there have been a number of reports documenting how award fees are being 
doled out by DHS to contractors regardless of performance: 

• Evaluation of TSA's contract for the installation and maintenance of explosive 
detection equipment at United States Airports (DHS Inspector General, 
September 2004) - TSA awarded a contract to Boeing for the installation and 
maintenance of explosive detection equipment at airports. TSA paid more 
than $44 million to Boeing without any evaluation of Boeing's performance. 

• Transportation Security Administration Review of the TSA Passenger and 
Baggage Screening Pilot Program (DHS Inspector General, September 2004) - 
TSA awarded four pilot program contracts to determine whether private 
companies could provide and maintain passenger screening performance at 
levels equal to or greater than the TSA screener force. The Inspector General 
found the award fee determinations lacked performance criteria, were highly 
subjective and based primarily on contractor self-assessments and input from 
TSA officials. 

• Observations on the Department of Homeland Security's Acquisition 
Organization and on the Coast Guard's Deepwater Program (GAO-07-453T) 
(February 8, 2007) - GAO found that despite documented problems in 
schedule, performance, cost control, and contract administration throughout 
the first year of the Deepwater contract, the contractor had received a rating 
of 87 percent, which fell in the "very good" range and resulted in an award fee 
of $4 million. 

In too many cases, DHS appears to be awarding bonuses despite poor 
performance, or worse, without even evaluating work. Failing contractors should be 
rooted out, not rewarded. Given your report of what appears to be noncompliant 
federal contracting practices on the part of the DHS and a pattern of providing award 
fees to contractors without justification, I request that you expand your investigation 
into the practice of award fees by the Department, especially when it comes to no- 
bid contacts. Specifically, I would ask that your investigation review the following 
questions: 

• Section 3501 of the U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans' Care, Katrina Recovery, 
and Iraq Accountability Appropriations Act, 2007 (P.L. 110-28) states, "The 
Secretary of Homeland Security shall require that all contracts of the 
Department of Homeland Security that provide award fees link such fees to 
successful acquisition outcomes (which outcomes shall be specified in terms of 
cost, schedule, and performance)." DHS has engaged in a number of 
contracts in Fiscal Year 2007. How many of these contracts included award 
fees and were these award fees based on successful acquisition outcomes? 
What was the total amount of these award fees? 

• Did the Department of Homeland Security violate P.L. 110-28 in providing 
award fees to contractors Fiscal Year 2007? 

• Were award fees given to Chenega Technology Services Corporation justified 
and based on successful acquisition outcomes? 

• What mechanisms are currently in place at DHS to ensure that award fees are 
awarded in a proper manner? Are these mechanisms enforced in providing 
award fees for DHS contracts? What can the Department of Homeland 
Security do to ensure that award fees are justified and based on successful 
acquisition outcomes?

[Subtitle:] It went much better than another recent meeting between Democratic leadership and black clergy, 
sources say. 


WASHINGTON — Ready for Hillary, the political action committee that raised $12 million in 2014 in anticipation of 
Hillary Clinton’s announcement to run for president in 2016, has been reaching out to faith groups this month. 


Just hours before the State of the Union address on Jan. 20, Ready for Hillary held an introductory call to rally 
clergy — many who supported Obama in the 2008 primary election — on what role they might play in 201 6. 


In addition to Burns Strider, senior adviser to Clinton in her 2008 campaign for faith and values outreach and the 
Rev. Leah Daughtry, Joshua DuBois, former head of the White House Office of Faith Based and Neighborhood 
Partnerships, joined to discuss what the Obama campaign built in 2008. The faith community was instrumental 
“in moving the needle, and taking the temperature of the American people” in 2008, DuBois said, according to a 
source. 


Outreach to the black faith community has played a significant role in the Obama administration, though not all 
Democratic outreach has gone smoothly recently. Months before the Ready for Hillary call, a similar kind of 
meeting — this one in Washington, D.C. — between national Democrats didn’t go as planned. 


Three sources confirmed a meeting between black clergy members and DNC leadership, including DNC chair 
Rep. Debbie Wasserman Schultz, took place at the Democratic National Committee last month. 


The group, one source said, felt slighted that DNC leaders seemed to differ on the level of importance placed on 
the meeting; another source said DNC leaders showed up to the meeting late and left early. 


A DNC official confirmed the meeting in a email statement BuzzFeed News, but said the departure was related to 
Wasserman Schultz’s other role. 


“We value these relationships highly but the congresswoman was pulled out of the meeting on congressional 
business,” the official said. “She followed up with the attendees immediately and maintains a dialogue with those 
in attendance.” 
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Barbara Williams-Skinner, president of Skinner Leadership Institute, a leadership conference for black ministers, 
confirmed her own attendance at the meeting but did not want to rehash the particulars. 


“It’s just not helpful,” she said. “We’re trying to do something positive and we’ve got a big agenda of advancing 
African-American interests. You’re bringing up old stuff that was just a misunderstanding.” 


The call with clergy leaders with Ready for Hillary “didn’t feel like it was reactive to anything,” said a source with 
direct knowledge of the Jan. 20 call. “It would was more pulling back and refocusing on who Secretary Clinton is 
and how she is setting an independent agenda.” 


“African-American pastors did a lot of getting out the vote, not just for candidates but for progressive issues as 
well,” said a Democratic political operative with strong ties to faith-based organizations across the nation. “I think, 
beyond that, they want to think about what the party’s relationship is with them. Party officials want to know what 
concerns they’re hearing from people in the pews. They want to know how they can be more responsive to 
concerns.” 


Quentin James, black Americans director for Ready for Hillary, who confirmed the political action committee’s 
outreach to ministers, said building a coalition of faith leaders around issues early is key for Hillary Clinton’s 
momentum should she decide to run this spring. 


“The purpose of our call was to start our outreach to the faith community because we realize they’re going to 
play a very important role in determining the next president of the United States,” he said. “Secretary Clinton has 
a long history for working closely with that community, so as we’re organizing, we know we must engage them in 
this movement.” 


CNN: Jim Webb: Democrats need to focus more on 'white, working people'

Washington (CNN) If Jim Webb had his way, the Democratic Party would return to its "Franklin Roosevelt, Harry 
Truman, Andrew Jackson roots" and put a greater focus on "white, working people." 


Webb, the former Democratic senator from Virginia who is entertaining a run 2016 presidential nomination, told 
NPR Friday morning that his party has not focused enough on white, working class voters in the past elections. 
In order to be successful in the future, Webb said, that will need to change. 


"I think they could do better with white, working people and I think this last election showed that," Webb said, 
referencing the 2014 midterms where Republicans took control of the Senate and added more power in the 
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House. "The Democratic Party could do very well to return to its Franklin Roosevelt, Harry Truman, Andrew 
Jackson roots where the focus of the party was making sure that all people who lack a voice in the corridors of 
power could have one through the elected represented." 


Pressed on his statement by NPR's Steve Inskeep, Webb said that he doesn't think Democrats' distancing from 
white, working people was a byproduct of President Barack Obama's election. 


"This was happening before President Obama," Webb said. 


Looking ahead to a 2016 race that he may run in, Webb added: "You are not going to have a situation again 
where you have 96% of the African American vote turning out for one presidential candidate. ... We need to get 
back to the principles of the Democratic Party that we are going to give everyone who needs access to the 
corridors of power that access regardless of any of your antecedents. I think that is a fair concept." 


In 2012, the last presidential election, Republican Mitt Romney won nearly 60% of all white voters, compared to 
Obama's 40%. That difference is an increased split from 2008, when Obama won 43% of the white vote and 
Republican John McCain won 55%. 


If Webb were to enter the 2016 presidential race, he would do so as a longshot candidate. Not only would he 
likely be challenging Hillary Clinton for the 2016 nomination, but he told Inskeep that raising money would be a 
big challenge. 


Like other Democrats toiling about a presidential run, Webb declined to directly attack Clinton. 


"I really don't have an answer for you on that," he said when asked how he would differentiate himself with the 
former secretary of state. "She has not announced that she is running, I haven't announced that I am running. If I 
were to run, it would not be as a counterpoint to her. I have issues that I care about, I want to put them on the 
table and we'll see."

So Hillary Clinton is thinking about delaying the start of her presidential campaign until the summer, according to 
Politico's Mike Allen. As a strategic move, this makes sense to me: Why spend money and time getting a head 
start in a race where she has no credible opponent? All this could possibly do is give her time to make gaffes 
and give her opponents insights they could use to get a jump on their campaigns against her. 


Of course, they'll be doing that anyway. All across the land, there are nameless moles digging through Clinton's 
every utterance ... every Gawker post, every speech video and high school term paper. And at every campaign 
office, people are even now mapping out the strategies that our presidential hopefuls will use to run against her. 


The advantage of being the front-runner is that she has all the money locked up, and she won't need to run to 
her left in the primaries in order to placate the base. The disadvantage is that she has no idea who she is 
running against, while everyone else knows exactly what they will be fighting. They'll have over a year to lock in 
their message -- no, better than that, they'll be able to start their campaigns against her during the primaries, 
while she can't mount an effective response until she knows who her opponent will be. Any rejoinder she makes 
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before then will only serve to raise the profile of the people making the most effective criticisms. 


Meanwhile, she'll need to spread her opposition research across multiple candidates, while all of theirs is laser- 
focused on her. To be sure, she'll also benefit from the research they do on each other. But of course, the 
winning candidate will also have the benefit of everyone else's anti-Hillary research operations -- and they're 
more likely to pool their research for the general campaign, while they probably won't be sharing any unused 
tidbits with the Democrats. 


Overall, I wonder if this early lead won't ultimately turn out to be a disadvantage, not just because the candidates 
will be focused on her, but because the public will be, too. By the time she actually gets around to running 
against an opponent, she will already largely be defined in the public mind, and not by her side. People will have 
been listening to Republican campaigns talking about Hillary Clinton more than they'll have been listening to her 
talk about herself. 


Her best hope is a bruising primary season from which the Republican victor staggers forward, bloody and 
battered and ready for Clinton to deliver the killing blow. That wouldn't exactly be surprising, given the last race. 
But I suspect that by then, Clinton will be nursing a few wounds herself.

American Crossroads is coming for Hillary Clinton, and soon. 

The premiere Republican-aligned super PAC plans to spend many months targeting the likely Democratic 
presidential nominee before the Republicans have chosen a candidate. 


According to the PAC's president and CEO, Steven Law, American Crossroads will start off with opposition 
research and polling. Paid advertising to undermine Clinton's candidacy will come later. 


Law detailed the approach of American Crossroads, which was formed in 2010 by former White House strategist 
Karl Rove, during an interview with the Washington Examiner. Rather than indiscriminate attacks, Law's 2016 
goal is to digest and analyze all of the information American Crossroads compiles on President Obama’s former 
secretary of state, and chart a disciplined, competent battle plan that doesn’t backfire on Republicans. 


“My concern about Hillary is that [there] are new micro groups starting up on almost a weekly basis, all which 
have as their mission to destroy Hillary, and I worry that there’s potentially a thin line that could be crossed from 
somebody being a pariah and somebody being a victim,” Law said. “A surgical approach is a lot more effective 
than just carpet-bombing, and so we’re going to try to develop a sense of doctrine ourselves about what the 
most effective way would be to challenge her and the right timing for that and the right messages and the right 
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audience.” 


American Crossroads, which is still advised on an unpaid basis by Rove, picked sides in a few Senate primaries 
in 2014, supporting so-called Establishment candidates. But Law confirmed that the super PAC would not play in 
the 2016 presidential primary, instead husbanding its resources for the fight against Clinton. The launch this 
month of Senate Leadership Fund, a dedicated super PAC to support Republican Senate candidates in 2016, 
also run by Law, frees up American Crossroads to attend more exclusively to the presidential contest. 


The Republican field of potential White House candidates is crowded with sitting senators, sitting governors, 
former governors and private sector entrants. The primary could be a super slugfest for the next 15 months, with 
a presumed nominee possibly not emerging until April of 2016, just three months before the GOP’s national 
convention kicks off in Cleveland on July 18. 


Federal law prohibits presumed nominees from accessing funds raised for the general election prior to being 
officially crowned as the party standard bearer at the nominating convention. American Crossroads is focused 
on filling the void between then and now, an 18-month period. Law wants American Crossroads to help prevent a 
repeat of 2012, when GOP nominee Mitt Romney had trouble defending against Obama’s attacks over the 
summer because he couldn’t use money he’d raised for November. 


Law said American Crossroads has a projected budget for the presidential race but would only describe it as 
“plenty.” The group has a mixed record on effectiveness. American Crossroads and its nonprofit sister 
organization, Crossroads GPS, spent $50 million on direct advocacy in House and Senate races in the 2014 
cycle, which ended with decisive GOP gains in both chambers; but it also spent more than $85 million against 
Obama in 2012, which came to nothing as the president handily defeated Romney and his party picked up seats. 


Law is still considering the best way for American Crossroads to make an impact in 2016. 


“It’ll be important for groups like ours,” Law said, “to fill the interregnum period between when the nominee is 
selected by our party and when they’re actually able to step into the ring.” 


Law said American Crossroads and other entities were active on this front in 2012, but he believes they missed a 
critical strategic element that might have helped Romney: positive ads to build up the Republican, not just attack 
ads seeking to tear down the Democrat. 


“The part that was not present [in 2012] that I think everyone would have to take a hard look at is defending the 
nominee as opposed to defining the opponent. That’s something that I think everybody’s going to have to sort 
through,” Law said. 


Bloomberg: How Bored Are Reporters by the Clinton Restoration?

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[Subtitle:] Fantasy campaigns break out across America. 


Very, very bored. On a boredom scale of "Michael Bay action scene" to "Ingmar Bergman dinner scene," we are 
somewhere near that part of Shame in which Liv Ullman and Max Von Sydow eat potatoes. The most in-your-face 
evidence this week came in the Washington Post and the New York Times, both of which published big, fun take- 
outs by two of their best writers on presidential campaigns that are not happening — but, you know, if they did, 
would really roil the Hillary Clinton juggernaut. 


On Wednesday, the Post's Ben Terris asked why Ohio Senator Sherrod Brown was not being promoted by 
progressives for a 2016 bid. The answer, midway through the piece, was the same as it had been for years: 
"He’s an older white guy." A Democratic Party that has made up for losses with white male voters by stronger 
identity politics and turnout with everyone else was not inclined to block the first serious female presidential 
candidate with a white guy. (At 62, Brown is just five years younger than Hillary Clinton.) Brown really didn't 
sound bothered by it. 


"I don’t say, ‘I’m not running now,”' he told Terris. "I don’t know what it is. I know you don’t believe this, but I don’t 
really think about it all that much." 


The big question in Terris's piece was why progressive groups were boosting Elizabeth Warren (who is 65) 
instead of Brown. The cynical reason, that Warren is better for building lists of names and raising money, was 
elided. The progressive movement-building is a larger part of Amy Chozick's "Hillary Clinton vs. Elizabeth Warren 
Could Delight Republicans," the news hook of which is the much-hyped wave of "Run Warren Run" happening 
this weekend. 


Chozick focuses on a few undeniable facts. One: Clinton has struggled to adapt to the populism embodied by 
Warren and Brown, and Republicans are still mocking her for muffing a line about how "corporations don't create 
jobs" when campaigning at the same event as Warren. (She meant "tax breaks for corporations," which still 
doesn't sound like her.) Republicans and progressives have tried to brand the woman who lapped Barack 
Obama with working-class white Democrats as a rich banister, and the branding has sort of worked. 


Two: Republicans, facing a cacophonous primary currently led by 1) the loser of the 2012 presidential race, 2) 
the brother of the unpopular last Republican president, 3) a neurosurgeon, and 4) the senator son of the GOP's 
iconic gold bug and isolationist, would really like the Democrats to join them in disarray. Chozick quotes Mike 
Huckabee, Michele Bachmann, Rush Limbaugh, the editor of the Arkansas Project's own American Spectator, 
and the executive director of America Rising, the conservative PAC that tracks Democrats and has been trolling 
Warren to enter the race against Clinton. (A sample: "Warren Takes Shots at Clinton in Key AFL-CIO Speech.") 


The assumption is not that Warren would beat Clinton. That's smart: There's little evidence that she could. A Fox 
News poll released this week has been covered as worrying for Clinton, as her total support from Democrats (the 
390 polled by Fox, anyway) had fallen from a high of 69 percent to a post-State Department low of ... 55 percent. 
Her nearest rival was not Warren, but Vice President Joe Biden; they polled at 12 percent and 17 percent 
respectively. If Clinton decided against a run, the frontrunner would be Biden, not Warren, with a 37-21 lead. 


For comparison, at this point in the 2008 cycle, the week Clinton actually entered that race and John Kerry 
abandoned it, Fox emerged with a poll showing Clinton's strongest numbers — 43 percent against the field. 
Barack Obama, who was not as well known with Democrats then as Biden is now, polled at 15 percent. 
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But 2008, exciting as it was, was not a policy contest that dragged any Democrat to an extreme. That's the 
conservative theory of goading a progressive to challenge Hillary — and it's based on a calcified idea of what the 
"extremes" are. In this theory, a law professor who was once registered Republican is more "left-wing" than Saul 
Alinsky scholar Hillary Clinton or socialist conference attendee Barack Obama. Hillary Clinton's fumbling attempt 
to say the tax code shouldn't include corporate giveaways was like a lost verse from L'lnternationale. As we all 
know, attacking corporations and saying they benefit from the tax code is left-wing. 


Hang on. What was it Sarah Palin said in Iowa a few years ago? 


Casting herself as the ultimate outsider, the former Alaska governor used a Tea Party rally to chastise the 
President and a “permanent political class” that she said has protected their powers and enriched them, their 
friends, and their contributors at the expense of ordinary Americans and the country’s well-being. 


“There is a name for this,” Palin said. “It’s called corporate crony capitalism. It’s not the capitalism of free men 
and free markets, of innovation and hard work and ethics, of sacrifice and of risk. No, this is the capitalism of 
connections and government bailouts and handouts . . . and influence peddling and corporate welfare.” 


When Sarah Palin says the political system is rigged for corporations, it's Tea Party populism. When Elizabeth 
Warren says it, it's red-flag socialism. Isn't it more likely that both are explicating a popular political concept, and 
that both parties are going to try to perfect that in 2016? If so, the idea that Hillary Clinton would hurt herself by 
unconvincingly appealing to the left is sound. Right now, Democratic voters mostly want her to be president, and 
the left is not trying to make her as much as it's trying to make the Democrats understand how popular this 
rhetoric is.

You probably missed it, but General David Petraeus' easy ride through Congress yesterday was interrupted by 
three members of the House Armed Services Committee: Chellie Pingree of Maine, Carol Shea-Porter of New 
Hampshire and Niki Tsongas of Massachusetts. Fortunately for Petraeus, mainstream media had already fled 
the committee room before it was their turn to question the General. 

"I disagree with you, basically, on the premise that our continued military presence in Afghanistan actually 
strengthens our national security," Congresswoman Pingree told Petraeus. "Since the surge of troops in 
southern and eastern Afghanistan started, we have seen only increased levels of violence, coupled with an 
incompetent and corrupt Afghan government. I am of the belief that continuing with this surge and 
increasing the level of American forces will have the same result -- more American lives lost, and we will be 
no closer to success." 

Isn't it great when a member of the House of Representatives is willing to represent the truth - even a politically 
inconvenient one? 

At issue for these courageous Members, and now a majority of the American public, are two key questions: 

When do you accept that your military strategy is not working? At what point do you recognize the evidence 
before you and change course? When it comes to the US strategy in Afghanistan, these questions are a matter 
of life and death for our soldiers in harm's way and countless innocent Afghans. It's also the matter of hundreds 
of billions of US dollars. Here are some of the inconvenient truths that the Pentagon is trying desperately to 
avoid about its war in Afghanistan: 

• Just over half way through June and already it is the 12th straight month of record-setting 
casualties in Afghanistan . US casualties in the first six months of this year are more than twice their 
total in the first six months of 2009, and the peak fighting season has yet to begin. 

• What our top commander in Afghanistan, Gen. Stanley McChrystal, was once describing as a "model" 
operation in Marja he now calls a "bleeding ulcer". 

• The Pentagon's most recent quarterly report to Congress on Afghanistan confirmed that efforts to 
strengthen the Afghan National Army have been stymied by "high attrition and low retention" of 
recruits. Meanwhile, the insurgency continues to grow: "A ready supply of recruits is drawn from a 
frustrated population where insurgents exploit poverty, tribal friction and a lack of governance to grow 
their ranks." 

• The Karzai government remains mired in corruption and incompetence under its mercurial and less 
than stable leader. After threatening to join the Taliban this spring, this week we learned that 
President Karzai "has lost his confidence in the capability of either the coalition or his own 
government to protect this country" and "that he can't trust the Americans to fix the situation" in 
Afghanistan. 

• Our NATO allies refuse to provide the military trainers they once promised as opposition to the war 
among their citizenry climbs ever higher. Canada and the Netherlands begin to pull their troops out of 
Afghanistan in a few months. 

• Here at home, polls now show that a majority of Americans do not believe the US military campaign 
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Still, as was the case in Vietnam, Pentagon officials trooped up to Capitol Hill yesterday to ask for more time, 
money and patience. And despite growing public opposition to the failed escalation strategy, pro-war hawks like 
Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) were joined by none other than Senate Armed Services Committee Chairman, Carl 
Levin (D-MI), in challenging not the failures of our current strategy, but the Administration's increasingly thin 
promise to begin withdrawing troops in July 201 1 . According to Gen. Petraeus and Undersecretary of Defense 
for Policy and Planning Michelle Flournoy, who also testified, those who favor our unending commitment to 
Afghanistan have little to fear from that date. It is simply "an inflection point" at which time "a process begins." 

Bottom line: How many more soldiers need to die during that "process" and how many more 
billions of taxpayer dollars wasted before reality trumps the hope-based US strategy in 
Afghanistan? 

Thank you, Congresswomen Pingree, Shea-Porter and Tsongas. Now it's time for your colleagues to join you. 
For our soldiers in harm's way, it is literally a matter of life and death.

It is no secret that I support Hillary without profound enthusiasm and have spent months praising 
Bernie with huge enthusiasm. I have a ton of credibility with Bernie, his senior staff and above all his 
grassroots and small donor base, who consider me the mainstream columnist who has given Bernie 
the most fair shake in the media. 

Now, I am beginning to cash in the chips by setting the stage carefully and tactfully for Bernie's people 
to gravitate to Hillary by convention time.

The next thing I intend to propose is that Bernie, Elizabeth Warren and Bill de Blasio announce before 
the convention the People's PAC, raise a huge amount of money from small donors using the 
convention as a launching pad, to support liberal Dems in the House and Senate (and Hillary). 

The convention itself would be an ideal launching pad combining old and new media, television and 
social media, for fundraising and organizing. A reasonable goal would be to raise from small donors 
$100 million to $200 million which could help elect some very key liberals to the House and Senate. 
That's a lot of dough to influence 8 key Senate races and 35 swing House races and would make a 
material difference in who controls Congress. The project would help fuse together the Clinton and 
Sanders people, and Democrats in the presidential and Congressional campaigns using the 
convention as an organizing and motivating vehicle. 

One of the reasons I made it a point to praise Podesta in my column today as a genuine progressive is 
not only that I believe it is true, but that I wanted to put my credibility as a progressive behind John's 
credibility. The Sanders insiders know this already, and I assume some of these conversations are 
privately going on now, but the Sanders grassroots know me well by now, since I was writing about 
Bernie long before others in the media would give Bernie the time of day.

Simply being the party that is not Trump alone 
is not nearly enough-we need to create a sense as conservatives have done that this is a movement 
for change which the People's PAC would help motivate and quantify with real money that can help us 
win Congress, without which a Democratic presidency will be a formula for frustration. 

If Republicans nominate Trump, we have a strong chance of regaining the Senate and winning enough 
House seats to be within reach of a working majority and long shot chance of control.

Elections are about the candidates on the ballot. They are not about “issues” - though issues can become 
symbols for whether a candidate is “on my side” or a “strong effective leader.” They are not even “about” the 
voter’s objective experience with, for example, the economy - though that experience can have a huge impact 
on the way we size up the qualities of a leader. 

People think about political questions, candidates and leaders through symbols - symbolic issues, symbolic 
events, symbolic stories. 

Yesterday, President Obama created an overpowering political symbol. He succeeded at accomplishing a 
mission that seemed nearly impossible. It had eluded the tough-talking President Bush. It had taken many 
years. 

Obama was directly - personally - involved in the planning of that mission. He demonstrated the kind of 
patient, cool-headed, laser-focused, iron-willed leadership that everyday people are confident to follow. 

His statement announcing the mission’s success demonstrated dignity and pride - not boastful swagger. 
Barack Obama did not stride across a carrier deck in a flight suit and conjure up “mission accomplished.” He 
confidently announced that he - and the forces under his command -- had actually accomplished the mission. 

In one searingly memorable event, Obama swept away any Republican posturing that he - or Democrats - 
are not tough enough - or advocate a “weak-kneed” foreign policy. His success - and his style - made all of the 
gun-toting Palin and Bachmann rhetoric sound childish and irrelevant. 

But the moment did not just communicate a feeling that Obama is a strong, effective leader. It also made 
Americans feel empowered and inspired. 

Obama’s ability to use rhetoric to inspire has always been one of his greatest political assets. Inspiration is 
the feeling a charismatic leader communicates that gives a feeling of empowerment to the listener. It is one of 
those rare leadership qualities that simultaneously persuades swing voters and mobilizes base voters. 

This time Obama inspired by his actions. By succeeding at bringing Bin Laden to justice, Obama inspired 
Americans. 

One of the lingering effects of 9/1 1 was to make Americans feel powerless. They felt their country was 
unable to bring the perpetrators to justice. And they quite correctly believed that the misguided wars that were 
justified by the need to “fight terrorism” had become quagmires. 

Obama’s success made them feel empowered. The spontaneous gatherings at the White House and Ground 
Zero after the President’s announcement were not celebrations of Obama’s success. They were a celebration 
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of the feeling that all of us - that America - had succeeded at bringing justice to the victims of 9/1 1 . You didn’t 
hear people saying “Obama got Osama” - you heard people saying “we got Osama.” 

The ability of a President to make people feel good about themselves is a critical measure of leadership. 
President Obama made people feel good about themselves when they voted to elect him in 2008. The long 
slog back from the 2008 economic collapse has made it difficult since. Across America people feel good about 
themselves today. 

The success of the Bin Laden mission ended a week that has already begun to turn the political tide. 

The President’s speech on his budget two weeks ago closed the political trap door on Republicans who had 
been lured by their own ideological blindness and hubris to propose a budget that eliminates Medicare and 
replaces it with a privatized program of federal support for insurance company premiums. 

Throughout the Easter recess, Republican Members of Congress ran into a buzz-saw of opposition at home. 

Obama’s success with Bin Laden strengthens his position in dealing with the Republicans who are 
threatening to allow America to go into default without draconian cuts in Medicare and other critical and popular 
programs. But more than that, it accelerates the velocity of the already-shifting political winds. If you’re a 
Republican candidate or donor you’re going to start feeling it in your face. 

His success makes the silly controversy over his birth certificate -- that had been revived by Donald Trump 
and until recently had been parroted by many other “serious” candidates -- look even more marginal. 
Appropriately, in many part of the country, the announcement of the successful mission interrupted Donald 
Trump’s so-called reality show “Celebrity Apprentice,” with its cast of B-list personalities, many of whom are 
famous for “doing nothing.” As Roger Catlin wrote on courant.com ,“And while Obama endeavored to provide 
some hope in his announcement, Trump eliminated Hope. Hope Dworacyzk, that is, the Playboy model 
eliminated on Celebrity Apprentice." The contrast was tangible, and striking. 

While the President was planning the action that brought Osama Bin Laden to justice, Trump and the 
Birthers were trying to convince America - against all evidence - that he was born in Kenya. 

Of course what they were really trying to do was imply to swing voters that “Obama is really not one of us - 
not really an American.” Yesterday’s success did more than any long form birth certificate to convince many 
ordinary voters that Barack Obama is precisely the kind of leader that makes them proud to be an American.

Bill Clinton Defends His Economic Legacy

Former President Bill Clinton, who has grown increasingly frustrated that his economic policies are viewed as 
out-of-step with the current focus on income inequality, on Wednesday delivered his most muscular defense of 
his economic legacy. 

The speech reflected a strategic effort by Mr. Clinton and his advisers to reclaim the populist ground now 
occupied by Senator Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts and other ascendant left-leaning Democrats, and, 
potentially, to lay out an economic message that could propel his wife, Hillary Rodham Clinton, to the White 
House in 2016. 

“My commitment was to restore broad-based prosperity to the economy and to give Americans a chance,” Mr. 
Clinton told students at Georgetown University, his alma mater, as Mrs. Clinton looked on from the front row. 
For nearly two hours, the former president defended the impact of policies like welfare overhaul and the 
earned-income tax credit, and displayed a series of charts detailing the number of people his policies lifted out 
of poverty. 

“You know the rest,” he said of the 1990s. “It worked out pretty well.” 

As president, Mr. Clinton presided over one of the healthiest economies in recent memory, but he also forged 
a new model of a pro-business, pragmatic Democrat who championed public-private partnerships and open 
markets. His language as president was more focused on lifting the middle class than castigating the wealthy. 
That should not be confused with a lack of concern for the poor, Mr. Clinton says now.

That nuance has grown harder to communicate in recent weeks, especially as Ms. Warren has promoted her 
best-selling book, “A Fighting Chance,” which argues that the deck is stacked in favor of big banks and 
against ordinary people. A cadre of economic advisers has been helping Mr. Clinton crunch data and think 
about how to better frame his economic legacy — one that included a balanced budget and the creation of 
22.7 million jobs — in the context of the current climate of economic populism. 

The effort began early this year, when the Clintons were accused of using the swearing-in of Mayor Bill de 
Blasio of New York as a way to shore up their progressive credentials ahead of Mrs. Clinton’s potential 2016 
campaign. 

“Today, when someone talks about inequality they’re supposed to be a real left winger,” Mr. Clinton said at a 
book party in January. Mr. Clinton told the small crowd, which included Martin O’Malley, the governor of 
Maryland and a potential rival to Mrs. Clinton, that he had been fighting income inequality since his earliest 
years in Arkansas politics. 

He slyly mocked critics who suggest that he had discovered the inequality issue recently, saying: “ ‘Oh, look at 
Bill Clinton, he went to the swearing-in of Bill de Blasio. He really is slick still.’ ” 

Framing his policies effectively has implications beyond Mr. Clinton’s legacy. As she decides whether to run for 
president in 2016, Mrs. Clinton has come under criticism from some left-leaning Democrats who view her as 
too cozy with Wall Street. During her 2008 bid, Mrs. Clinton had to balance promoting the economic success 
of her husband’s administration with distancing herself from policies less popular with Democratic primary 
voters, like the North American Free Trade Agreement and the deregulation of the financial industry. 

Last week, dozens of labor scholars and activists, including Ralph Nader, sent Mrs. Clinton a letter asking her 
to use her influence with Walmart to urge the retailer to raise wages for its predominantly female work force. 
From 1986 to 1992, Mrs. Clinton served on the board of Walmart. 

“She has been going around the country getting awards and making $200,000 per speech giving soft, cushy 
addresses on mother and apple pie issues,” Mr. Nadar said in an interview. “It just surprises me as to why she 
wouldn’t come out for something so obvious.” 

Mrs. Clinton did advocate raising the minimum wage at a speech in Boston last week. Burns Strider, executive 
director of Correct the Record, an outside group that defends Mrs. Clinton said, “Prior to it being in style to 
hold court on the issue of income inequality or lack-of-opportunity, Hillary Clinton was there, not just looking at 
the issue but taking action.” 

Voters generally have a rosy view of the 1990s: Median family income increased to $48,950 in 1999 from 
$36,959 in 1993. And, from 1992 to 2000, unemployment fell to 7.6 percent from 14.2 percent for African- 
Americans and to 5.7 percent from 1 1 .6 percent for Hispanics, according to Department of Commerce data. 

“People can make their criticisms, but if you look back on the economy, people thought it was pretty darn 
good, especially for working-class people,” John Podesta, a former chief of staff to Mr. Clinton, and a senior 
adviser to President Obama, said in an interview last fall. 

In his speech on Wednesday, Mr. Clinton called inequality “a severe constraint on growth” and said it had not 
been as much of an issue in the 1 990s, when incomes grew more slowly for the richest 20 percent of families 
than for the poorest 20 percent. 

And, he said, he faced a contentious Republican-led Senate and House that would have rejected overheated 
talk that castigated the wealthy or focused solely on wealth redistribution. Mr. Clinton aimed to appease the 
other side by also devoting energy to deficit reduction and reforming the welfare system. 

Al From, an adviser to Mr. Clinton who worked on his 1992 campaign, said, “We argued starting in 1991 that 
the progressive position ought to be that nobody who works full time in America to support a family ought to be 
poor.” 
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He added, “I'm sure he feels that he doesn’t get the credit he deserves for the economic gains that happened 
during his administration.” 

Critics have accused Mr. Clinton of trying to be all things to all people and said that some of his policies, 
namely the trade agreements and legislation that allowed the commingling of commercial and investment 
banks, might have exacerbated the current inequality. Others point out that the Internet boom coincided with 
his presidency. 

“You can say, ‘Oh, Clinton was lucky, he caught the tech boom.’ ‘Clinton was lucky, he came out of a 
recession,’ ” Mr. Clinton said on Wednesday. He pointed to a chart that showed that 7.7 million people were 
lifted out of poverty during his administration, compared with 77,000 during the Reagan years. 

If she runs in 2016, Mrs. Clinton would confront the inequality issue from a very different place than her 
husband did in 1 992, when he made $35,000 a year as governor of Arkansas. Back then, Mr. Clinton seemed 
to have a natural connection to people of modest means while his opponent, the elder President George 
Bush, struggled to say how much a gallon of milk cost. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Clinton said he thanked God every day that “Hillary and I and some of our friends in this 
audience who live in New York probably pay the highest aggregate tax rates in America.” 

The challenge is not about personal wealth, but policies, said Robert B. Reich, a secretary of labor under Mr. 
Clinton. And some policy experts argue that the era of centrist Clinton economics may have expired. 

When asked by CNN last fall whether it was “the end of the Clinton Democrats,” Mr. Clinton replied: “There’s 
probably something to that. America is growing more liberal culturally and more diverse.” 

“But, again, let’s not get carried away here,” he added. “I ran on income inequality in 1992.”

First batch of Hillary's State Department emails released

The first batch of emails from Hillary Clinton’s four years running the State Department was 
released Friday. 

Even before the emails were made public, the State Department argued that the nearly 900 
pages of documents do not fundamentally alter the findings of the State Department’s 
Accountability Review Board that probed the Benghazi terrorist attacks. 

“The emails we release today do not change the essential facts or our understanding of the 
events before, during, or after the attacks, which have been known since the independent 
Accountability Review Board report on the Benghazi attacks was released almost two and a half 
years ago,” wrote the department’s deputy spokeswoman Marie Harf. 

These highly anticipated emails, some of which have already leaked out, give insight into 
Clinton’s tenure as the top U.S. diplomat. They’re also serving as fodder for critics of the 
Democratic presidential front-runner, who is still dogged by questions about a 2012 terrorist 
attack in Benghazi that killed Ambassador Chris Stevens. 

And they are sure to raise more questions about the administration’s and Clinton’s response to 
what quickly became a political scandal. There is an email dated Sept. 15 with Clinton providing 
“talking points” for an upcoming closed-door hearing before the House Select Committee on 
Intelligence, but with the exception of Jake Sullivan the recipients are blacked out, along with the 
entire document. 

It states only: “Per the discussion at Deputies, here are the revised TPs for HPSCI.” 

The emails also show that Clinton received now-classified documents on her personal email 
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address. One of the documents State recently deemed classified was a November 2012 email 
reporting possible arrests in Libya related to the Benghazi attack. The memo was sent through 
unclassified State Department channels and forwarded to Clinton’s private account by Sullivan, 
State’s Director of Policy Planning. A notation on the document released says it was classified as 
-“SECRET” — the middle tier of national security classification — on Friday, the same day the 
records were released. 

Clinton has been under intense pressure for weeks since it was revealed that she used a non- 
official email address while at the State Department and stored those emails on a personal server 
in her New York home. Republicans jumped on those revelations to accuse Clinton of attempting 
to runaround federal records laws and keep key documents about Libya and Benghazi from the 
public. 

Republican Rep. Trey Gowdy, chairman of the House Select Committee on Benghazi, has 
subpoenaed the State Department for all documents on Libya from Clinton’s time at the State 
Department and is refusing to schedule the former secretary to testify until the Obama 
administration turns the emails over to congressional investigators.

Gowdy said in a statement Friday that the committee will continue to seek all documents from 
Clinton’s tenure at the State Department on Libya and Benghazi and not the “self-selected” 
emails the former secretary made available. 

“To assume a self-selected public record is complete, when no one with a duty or responsibility to 
the public had the ability to take part in the selection, requires a leap in logic no impartial 
reviewer should be required to make and strains credibility,” Gowdy said. 

The Benghazi Committee has had access to this first batch of email, which represents less than 2 
percent of the 55,000 emails Clinton returned to State, for months. Leaked portions of the emails 
contain extensive communications between Clinton and Sidney Blumenthal — a longtime family 
ally. Blumenthal would often send Clinton memos on the security in Libya before the 2012 attacks 
that left four Americans dead. 

Blumenthal’s analyses of Libya was often met with skepticism from senior State Department 
officials, including Clinton. Gowdy asked the U.S. Marshals Service to serve Blumenthal with a 
subpoena on Tuesday. 

The emails also give a personal look at Clinton’s habits and relationships. 

A Oct. 7, 2012 email from Blumenthal invited Clinton and her husband, former President Bill 
Clinton, to a dinner. 

“Postelection, we’d like to have you over for dinner. Bill can come, too, if he’s in town. Whatever 
works,” Blumenthal wrote. 

The rest of the 55,000 emails will be released to the public in stages. State proposed releasing 
those records next January, but a judge rejected that plan and ordered the agency to come up 
with a rolling schedule, which has yet to be finalized. 

The documents released Friday are from January 2011 to Dec. 31 , 201 2, “and relate to the 
security of, and attacks on, the State Department facility in Benghazi and to the United States’ 
diplomatic presence in Libya, including in Benghazi,” Harf said. 

Maryland Rep. Elijah Cummings, the top Democrat on the Benghazi panel, said in a statement 
that the committee should now schedule Clinton to testify. 

“Instead of the selective leaking that has happened so far, the American people can now read all 
of these emails and see for themselves that they contain no evidence to back up claims that 
Secretary Clinton ordered a stand-down, approved an illicit weapons program, or any other wild 
allegation Republicans have made for years,” Cummings said.

Then-Secretary of State Hillary Clinton discussed with aides the chatter on cable news about 
whether she actually suffered a concussion in 2012, according to emails released by the State 
Department on Friday. 

A week before she was to testify before Congress in December 2012 about the attacks in 
Benghazi, Clinton postponed her appearance with aides explaining she had fainted and 
suffered a concussion. 

On Dec. 20, chief of staff Cheryl Mills forwarded Clinton by email a transcript of Fox News host 
Greta Van Susteren discussing Clinton’s health with Arizona Republican Sen. John McCain. 

“Senator,” Van Susteren said during that segment, “there is a report from the State Department 
that Secretary of State Hillary Clinton will testify on Benghazi before the middle of January. 
There has been some criticism of whether or not she has a concussion. I believe she has a 
concussion. What do you think?” 

McCain replied: “I have never seen her back down. And I believe that she is now not physically 
well enough to testify and she will testify the middle of January.” 

Mills sent a transcript of that interview to Clinton’s personal email — hrod@clintonemail.com 
— and to close aide Huma Abdein. 

Speaking of McCain, Clinton replied: “Huma called him and [South Carolina Sen. Lindsey] 
Graham.” 

“Also,” Clinton added, “someone should call Greta VS to thank her for ‘knowing the truth.’” 

The emails released Friday, ahead of the Memorial Day weekend, are a few of the thousands 
the Democratic presidential candidate has turned over to the State Department from her 
personal email account. Clinton acknowledges she used that email account for both personal 
and official business.

Statement on the Release of Secretary Clinton’s 

Benghazi Emails 


Washington, DC — Select Committee on Benghazi Chairman Trey Gowdy, R-S.C., today 
issued the following statement after the State Department released 300 self-selected 
emails from former Secretary Hillary Clinton, over which the department had no control and 
no custody for nearly two years. These emails were turned over to the State by former 
Secretary Clinton in the fall of 2014 in reaction to a request from the Select Committee: 


“More than six months after the Select Committee first discovered Secretary Clinton’s 
unusual email arrangement with herself, and after the media discovered Secretary Clinton 
relied exclusively on a personal server housing a personal email account eschewing any 
official email address, State Department transferred 300 messages exclusively reviewed 
and released by her own lawyers,” Gowdy said. “These lawyers, it must be noted, owed 
and continue to owe a fiduciary responsibility to Secretary Clinton to protect her interests. 
To assume a self-selected public record is complete, when no one with a duty or 
responsibility to the public had the ability to take part in the selection, requires a leap in 
logic no impartial reviewer should be required to make and strains credibility." 


“It is also important to remember these email messages are just one piece of information 
that cannot be completely evaluated or fully understood without the total record. The 
Committee is working to collect and evaluate all of the relevant and material information 
necessary to evaluate the full range of issues in context. We will not reach any 
investigative conclusions until our work is complete, but these emails continue to reinforce 
the fact that unresolved questions and issues remain as it relates to Benghazi.” 


“The Select Committee continues to believe the American people have a right to the full 
and complete record of her official emails and, therefore, asked Secretary Clinton to turn 
her server and the full body of emails over to a neutral, detached, independent third party 
for review. This is also why the State Department must comply with a months-old subpoena 
for emails of the former Secretary’s top aides, whose emails have never been received or 
reviewed by any congressional committee." 
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“The Committee’s interest is in building a complete record from which the final, definitive 
accounting regarding the terrorist attacks in Benghazi can be provided. The best way to 
answer all questions related to the attacks in Benghazi continues to be having access to 
the full public record, not a "record" controlled, possessed and screened exclusively by 
Secretary Clinton's personal lawyers.”

Background Information on Released Emails: 


Among the emails the Select Committee finds highlight the existence of 
significant investigative questions: 

September 24, 20 1 2 — “Compiled protest and Benghazi Statements.” A document that reinforces issues 
relating to characterization of the motives for the attacks. For example, Jake Sullivan noted, “You never said 
spontaneous or characterized the motives. In fact you were careful in your first statement to say we were 
assessing motive and method. The way you treated the video in the Libya context was to say that some 
sought to ‘justify* the attack on that basis.” 

August 24, 2012 — “H: Intel on new Libya president. Sid.” In this document two and a half weeks before 
the attacks, Jake Sullivan writes to the Secretary, “Some warning signs,” in response to the deteriorating 
security situation in Benghazi, which forced the Red Cross to suspend activities, and reinforces questions 
about what was done in response to these warnings. 

April 4, 2012 — “Secretary Clinton’s Leadership on Libya.” This document characterizes Secretary 
Clinton’s ownership of U.S. policy in Libya. 

April 8, 201 1 — “UK game playing; new rebel strategists; Egypt moves in. Sid” In this document, Secretary 
Clinton responded to a Blumenthal memo with, “Fyi. The idea of using private security experts to arm the 
opposition should be considered.” 


There are several instances of State personnel notifying the Secretary about 
security concerns and issues: 

April 1 0, 201 1 - Forwarded email about deteriorating security 

April 22, 201 1 - Request for continuous coverage in Benghazi, “security permitting” 

April 24, 201 1 - Forwarded email about hotels being targeted 

June 1 0, 201 1 - Email including information about credible threat info against hotel and that personnel are 
evacuating to alternate locations 

August 21 , 201 1 - Email regarding concerns about Islamist militias 

January 9, 2012 - Email stating that disarming and reintegrating of militias isn’t going as well as they had 
hoped 

February 24, 2012 - Email stating that militia rivalries are dangerous 
August 24, 2012 - Email stating that there are “some warning signs” 


The Committee also has an interest in understanding the inexplicable gaps in 
the Secretary’s emails during key times of her involvement in Libyan policy, 
including: 


June 10-August 8, 2011 — Time period where Secretary Clinton was heavily involved in 
Libya policy 
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September 14-October 21 2011 — Dates of Secretary Clinton’s trip to Libya, when the now- 
famous picture of Clinton on her blackberry was taken 


October 21 , 201 1 -January 5, 2012 — Time period when the State Department was 
extending the Benghazi mission for another year 


April 27- July 4 2012 — Time period of increased security during which an IED was thrown 
at the compound blasting a hole through the wall and during which the British ambassador 
was attacked

First Batch of Hillary Clinton's Emails on Libya Made Public

A batch of Hillary Clinton's personal emails made public on Thursday morning offers a 
glimpse into her team's initial exchange of information in the wake of the Benghazi attacks 
as well as her relationship with longtime confidante Sidney Blumenthal, who sent her at 
least two dozen memos regarding Libya during her tenure as Secretary of State. 

The State Department plans to release about 850 pages of the emails, which had been 
handed over to the congressional panel investigating the Benghazi attacks. But on 
Thursday, the New York Times released about a third of that batch of correspondence, 
which Clinton exchanged using a private server rather than a government email account. 

The documents show that, while Clinton used her personal email account to receive 
information the government calls "sensitive," she did not appear to use her private server 
to exchange classified information. 

The "sensitive" information included details like the location of State Department officials in 
Libya during a time of instability in the country in 201 1 . 

The documents released by the New York Times also show that Clinton received 
numerous briefing memos about Libya from Blumenthal, a longtime friend of the Clintons 
who was not employed by the State Department. The New York Times reported earlier this 
week that Blumenthal was also involved with a possible business venture in the country at 
the time. 

Two of those memos from Blumenthal came in the days immediately following the 

September 11, 2012 Benghazi attacks. 
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In one, sent on September 12, Blumenthal suggested that top security officers in the 
country believed that the attacks "were inspired by what many devout Libyan viewed as a 
sacrilegious internet video on the prophet Mohammed originating in America." Clinton 
forwarded that information to top adviser Jake Sullivan with the message "more info." 

But another memo sent the following day indicated that the attacks may have actually been 
carried out by a militia group. Blumenthal wrote that officials in the country "believe that the 
attackers having prepared to launch their assault took advantage of the cover provided by 
the demonstrations in Benghazi protesting an internet production seen as disrespectful to 
the prophet Mohammed." 

The release of the emails comes after a prolonged political fight for Clinton over her use of 
a private email server while serving as Secretary of State. 

On Tuesday, Clinton urged the State Department to expedite the vetting of the emails after 
initial reports suggested that the data trove would not be ready for public release until 
January of next year

WASHINGTON (AP) — Former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton received 
information on her private email server about the deadly attack on U.S. diplomatic 
facilities in Benghazi that was classified Friday at the FBI’s request. 

The email in question, forwarded to Clinton by her deputy chief of staff, relates to 
reports of arrests in Libya of possible suspects in the attack. 

The information was not classified at the time the email was sent and was upgraded 
from unclassified to “secret” on Friday, according to State Department officials. The 
officials said 23 words of the November 2012 message were redacted from the release 
of 896 emails totaling 296 pages, to protect information that may damage foreign 
relations. 

They said no other redactions were made for classification reasons. 

Spokeswoman Marie Harf says publication includes 296 e-mails given to a House 
committee investigating the 2012 attack on the US diplomatic post in Benghazi, Libya. 

She says redactions were made according to Freedom of Information Act standards. 
The emails will be released via the State Department’s FOIA website, foia.state.gov 
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The documents cover e-mails between 201 1 and 2012 related to the Benghazi facility 
and its security, and to the broader issue of a US diplomatic presence in Libya. 

Harf says the e-mails don’t provide new facts about how four Americans were killed on 
Sept. 1 1 , 2012. The State Department also said on Twitter that the emails don’t 
provide a change in its understanding of the events. 

The State Department is still reviewing 55,000 further pages of e-mails from Clinton’s 
private email account. They’ll be published on a rolling basis.

SENATOR HILLARY RODHAM CLINTON INTRODUCES LEGISLATION TO 
IMPROVE GLOBAL AIDS PROGRAMS FOR WOMEN AND GIRLS 

Bill Would Require President to Develop Strategy to Address Women's Specific 

Vulnerabilities to HIV 

WASHINGTON, DC— Today, Hillary Rodham Clinton introduced the Protection 
Against Transmission of HIV for Women and Youth (PATHWAY) Act of 2007, the 
Senate companion of legislation introduced by Representative Barbara Lee. This 
legislation would require the President to develop and implement a comprehensive, 
integrated and culturally relevant global HIV prevention strategy that addresses the 
vulnerabilities of women and girls. It would also strike the requirement that one third 
of prevention funding under the President's Emergency Plan for AIDS Relief be spent 
on abstinence-until-marriage programs. 

"Women account for about half of those living with the epidemic worldwide, and 
represent more than 60% of those living with HIV and AIDS in sub-Saharan Africa," 
Senator Clinton said. "Our government pledged to prevent seven million new 
infections through the PEPFAR program, but we cannot make any progress against 
this disease unless we address the circumstances, like gender-based violence, that 
increase women's vulnerability to HIV infection. We also must ensure that we use 
science, not ideology, to guide our prevention programs, and repeal funding 
restrictions that limit the success of activities at the local level." 

According to UNAIDS, 33 million people around the world are living with HIV. Women 
account for about half of those living with the virus, but in certain populations, they 
are disproportionately affected. Among sub-Saharan African youth aged 15-24— the 
group which accounts for about two thirds of all new infections— women account for 
three out of every four new infections. Young women are not only getting infected at 
greater rates, but they do not have the knowledge to protect themselves. In studies 
of youth in 17 countries completed in 2003, more than 75 percent of young women 
surveyed could not identify ways to protect themselves from HIV. And the 
circumstances of women often limit their ability to prevent HIV infection. According to 
UNICEF, more than 40 percent of girls in Africa and South Asia are married before 
their 18th birthday - meaning that abstinence-until-marriage messages will not teach 
them how to protect themselves against HIV. 

The PATHWAY Act will require our government to develop a strategy to address 
these many factors. It will focus attention on the stigma surrounding HIV, the links 
between gender-based violence and HIV infection, the ways in which increasing 
educational and economic opportunities for women can prevent HIV infection, and 
ways in which to improve access to female-controlled prevention methods. This 
legislation will also strike funding restrictions that require a certain percentage of 
funds to be spent on non-comprehensive prevention programs, which, according to 
the Government Accountability Office, limits the ability of programs on the ground to 
address the need in communities being served by U.S. funding. 

This legislation is supported by the International Women's Health Coalition, Global 
AIDS Alliance, the Center for Health and Gender Equity, Physicians for Human 
Rights, Advocates for Youth, Population Action, the International Center for Research 
on Women, and Population Services International.

Democratic think tank taking shape

The Democrats are ramping up efforts to launch a liberal 
think tank in September that they say will give their party 
the unified message it lacked in 2002 and counter the well- 
funded network of conservative policy shops. 

John Podesta, who served as White House chief of staff 
during the Clinton administration, is spearheading the project 
and consulting with Democratic leaders on Capitol Hill. 

The think tank, known for now as the American Majority 
Institute, will have an amiual operating budget of at least 
$10 million, a sum that would immediately make it the 
largest Democratic think tank in town. 

By comparison, the Progressive Policy Institute, the think 
tank affiliated with the centrist Democratic Leadership 
Council, has an annual operating budget of around $3 
million. 

Key Democrats attribute Republican control of the White 
House and both branches of Congress in part to their 
party’s lack of an effective mechanism for disseminating 
liberal ideas to the public and the media. They say such 
wealthy conservative groups as the Heritage Foundation and 
the American Enterprise Institute (AEI) have helped 
Republicans gain the upper hand in the battle over ideas. 

“Certainly right now the conservative right does a much 
better job of feeding the media beast facts and arguments 
that make their case,” said Joe Lockhart, a Democratic 
consultant who served as White House spokesman in the 
Clinton administration. “On the progressive side of the aisle, 
we’ve been asleep at the wheel.” 

“This will be part of the push-back effort,” he added, 
referring to the American Majority Institute. 

Indicating the importance of the project, Senate Minority 
Leader Tom Daschle (D-S.D.) convened a meeting of 
leading Senate Democrats to review and discuss it shortly 
before the Memorial Day recess. 
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“We have to begin building a structure similar to that which 
the Republicans have funded for many years,” said Sen. 
Byron Dorgan (D-N.D.), chairman of the Democratic 
Policy Conference. “We’re trying to begin that process, but 
it’s slow. We don’t have the same easy funding sources 
that the Republicans have had.” 

The American Majority Institute moved into new offices at 
15th and H Streets N.W. this week and has already filled 
some key slots. Podesta will serve as president; Laura 
Nichols, who worked as communications director for 
former House Minority Leader Dick Gephardt (D-Mo.), will 
be senior vice president; Sarah Wartell, who served as chief 
of staff for the National Economic Council in the Clinton 
administration, will be the chief operating officer; and Neera 
Tanden, former policy director and deputy campaign 
manager for Sen. Hillary Clinton (D-N.Y.), will oversee 
domestic policy. 

Organizers will spend the summer raising money and hiring 
more staff before the formal launch in September. 

Nichols said the institute will be a think tank “with a 
muscular communications component to it.” 

“There are a number of excellent policy think tanks on the 
progressive side, but what they’re lacking is a serious 
marketing and communications component,” she said. 

Sen. Jon Corzine (D-N J.), chairman of the Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, said many in his party 
think liberal think tanks devoted to narrow topics need to be 
better organized. 

“It’s not a holistic view,” he said. “There’s a belief that you 
need something central, you need to be able to partner with 
other [groups] that might do specific work and pull those 
things together.” 

Some Democratic strategists view the new think tank as a 
vehicle for crafting a unified message, something the party 
struggled to find before last year’s election, when it lost 
control of the Senate and six seats in the House. 

“It would serve as a communications hub for a lot of the 
policy ideas people have,” said a strategist familiar with the 
American Majority Institute. “It would be a place where 
people are brought together to hash out policy in a lot of 
different areas.” 

Although some conservatives view the Brookings Institution 
— one of the largest policy think tanks in Washington, with 
an annual operating budget of around $36 billion — as left- 
leaning, many Democrats complain that it is too 
independent, academic and aloof to give their party much of 
a boost. 

Indeed, Brookings describes itself as a “nonpartisan 
organization devoted to research, analysis, education and 
publication focused on public policy issues.” 

By contrast, the Heritage Foundation, which has an annual 
operating budget of around $30 million, states its mission 
unambiguously: “To formulate and promote conservative 
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public policies based on the principles of free enterprise, 
limited government, individual freedom, traditional American 
values, and a strong national defense.” 

Republicans can rely on a slew of other well-funded 
conservative think tanks, such as the AEI (annual expenses: 
about $16 million), the Hudson Institute (annual budget: 
about $7 million), and the Cato Institute (annual budget: 
about $15 million). 

Democrats have fewer allies, with less money. The Center 
on Budget & Policy Priorities has an annual budget of 
around $8 million; the Economic Policy Institute has a 
budget close to $5 million. 

The idea of creating a new Democratic think tank gained 
momentum when Steve Kirsch, the billionaire founder of the 
Internet search engine Infoseek, began pushing it. 

“What happened is I started talking to various people in 
Washington saying, ‘We need a Heritage Foundation for the 
left.’” said Kirsch. 

Soon after, a committee was set up to find someone to put 
the think tank together. 

“John Podesta was on virtually everybody’s shortlist,” 
Kirsch said. 

However, Democrats say they realize it will take some time 
to build a policy network that can match conservative 
groups. 

“The Heritage Foundation, the Cato Institute and other 
conservative think tanks have been at this for 40 years since 
[former Senator Barry] Goldwater [R-Ariz.] lost in 1964,” 
said Steve Grossman, a former chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. 

Grossman said conservatives have achieved “a gradual 
dominance of think tanks, magazines, talk radio, and TV.” 

“The intellectual capital for that [dominance has been fueled 
by] . . . what think tanks have been pouring out in thoughtful 
pieces that have been gradually accepted by other people,” 
he said. 

“I think this is part of the push-back.”

President Clinton encouraged this fund to help with Mayor Weaver’s plans to 
replace the city’s lead pipes. Mayor Weaver’s Fast Start Plan would replace the city's 15,000 lead 
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pipes in one year. This $55 million project would target high-risk households first, and expand in 
phase two to replace pipes for all Flint water customers. While the Mayor is awaiting the federal and 
state resources for the project, Union Labor Life Insurance Company (ULLICO) believes they can 
provide $25 to $30 million in “gap financing” in the form of a low-cost loan. They also have 
experience investing in and managing municipal water systems (Rialto, CA). The Building Trades are 
also an important partner on the workforce side. The Mayor said one of their biggest challenges is 
"lack of capacity" and manpower to move this project and will be working with the building trades to 
get the manpower she needs. The Plumbers Union has provided early help (Chelsea visited the 
Plumbers Hall to thank them when she went to Flint), but the city will likely need to draw on the 
skilled trades from around the region to complete a project of this scale.

Dear Brothers and Sisters, 

A little over a year ago, you stood up and showed a nation that Yes, We Can. You knocked on doors, picked up phones, 
wrote your friends and family and neighbors and helped ring in a resounding victory. It was a win not just for a candidate, 
but for a people. For a country. For a promise of a better future for all of our kids and grandkids and generations to come. 

And after that bright and shining day in November, you hung in there. At a time when people usually pack up, go home, and 
play the spectator sport of complaining about the system, you got up each and every day and did things both heroic and 
small to make sure that this time, we didn't leave change to chance. 

For nearly a century, Presidents and congressional leaders have debated how to fix our health insurance system. It has 
become a given that we can and must do better as a nation. But as surely as each generation has tried, each time, politics, 
special interests and scare tactics have blocked progress and made us come to believe we can't: We can’t change, we can’t 
make our country better - plain and simple, we just can’t. 

I am writing to you today because I believe this is the moment when we must stand as one and say enough. 


We talked to more than 200,000 of our sisters and brothers all around the country as part of a Town Hall-style telephone call last 
week to talk about your questions, your concerns and your frustrations about what is happening in Washington with health 
insurance refonn. 


Cynthia from Maryland was worried about her health benefits being taxed. 


Maria in California didn’t understand why the public option might be off the table. 


Gerry from West Virginia wanted to know if he would be able to afford his health coverage. 


One thing was clear: When SEIU stands up for affordable care every American can count on, we stand 2.2 million strong and ready to 
fight for the change our families, friends and neighbors; our patients and our nation need. 


But at the very moment that we saw real and meaningful changes within our grasp, one Senator came forward to say "no 
we can't." He can't let the Senate have an up-or-down vote on health insurance reform. 

And the result of this Senator saying "we can’t?" The public option is declared impossible. Americans cannot purchase 
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Medicare at an earlier age. The health insurance reform effort we have needed for a century is at risk. 

SEIU does not accept that this monumental effort - that this reform that is so necessary to the health and wellbeing of our 
economy, our families and our future - can be over without a fight. A fight to make it work for you and your families. 

Last night, we held a meeting with your International Executive Board - leaders from across the country. Leaders who know 
you, who understand what you are going through, and above all else, who believe that every one of you deserves a chance to 
weigh in on our next steps. 

We talked about everything that makes this refonn meaningful: 


The 30 million more people who will have healthcare they can count on; 

The people who will no longer lose their coverage if they get sick; 

All of us who no longer have to worry about being denied coverage because of pre-existing conditions; 
Women who will no longer be discriminated against just because of their gender. 


But we also recognized, that like you, we have concerns. And while it is not entirely clear what the Senate bill will look like, 
it is becoming clearer that: 


For many people, care will still be too expensive to afford. 

Some of you would face an additional burden because your health insurance benefits would be taxed. 
And the best way we saw possible to hold insurance companies accountable was no longer an option. 


So we asked ourselves - and we are asking you - the most critical question we have of this entire debate: where do we go 
from here? 

We know we will fight. We will continue to fight for everything we know is important. We will fight to make care 
affordable. We will fight for real health insurance reforms. We will fight for employers to provide their employees 
with coverage. And, we will fight to pay for all of it responsibly without a tax on your benefits. 

But we aren’t the only ones who must fight. 

President Obama must remember his own words from the campaign. His call of “Yes We Can” was not just to us, not just 
to the millions of people who voted for him, but to himself. We all stood shoulder to shoulder with the President during his 
hard fought campaign. And, we will continue to stand with him but he must fight for the reform we all know is possible. He 
must fight for Cynthia, Maria, and Gerry — for every American. 

Our challenge to you, to the President, to the Senate and to the House of Representatives is to fight. Now, more than ever, all 
of us must stand up, remember what health insurance refonn is all about, and fight like hell to deliver real and meaningful 
reform to the American people.

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David Axelrod, a former adviser to President Obama, said Tuesday that Hillary Clinton needs to establish a rationale for her 
presidential candidacy, saying when he hears "Ready for Hillary," he thinks, "Ready for what?" 


"What happened in 2008 was that Hillary's candidacy got out in front of any rationale for it, and the danger is that that's 
happening again," Axelrod, who was a top adviser to Barack Obama's come-from-behind win over Clinton in 2008, said on 
MSNBC's "Morning Joe." 

"You hear Ready for Hillary; it's like, 'Ready for what?' " 


Axelrod said Clinton could be using the time before she announces her candidacy to decide the answer to that question. 


"Now Hillary's task is to define what it is that she's running for and running about," Axelrod said. "And what would the future 
look like under another President Clinton, and I suspect that's what she's taking her time working through now, but she has 
to answer that question." 


Liberal groups have been pushing forward with an effort to convince Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) to challenge Clinton 
from the left on economic issues. 


MoveOn.org, one of the groups, announced Monday that it has passed 100,000 signatures on its "Run Warren Run" 
petition. Warren insists she is not running but always phrases the denial in the present tense, which some see as leaving 
the door open. 


Asked if there is an opening for Warren, Axelrod said, "I suppose there is. 


"My suspicion is that what she's doing is trying to influence how Hillary frames her candidacy and the issues she focuses 
on," Axelrod said. "I think Elizabeth is very sincere about her concerns about what's happening in the American economy, 
and Hillary hasn't yet said what exactly her program will be, what she's running on. I think Elizabeth knows she's got 
maximum leverage by still being in the conversation." 


Many of Axelrod's fellow Obama campaign alumni are now working for Clinton's campaign-in-waiting in some capacity. Jim 
Messina, Obama's 2012 campaign manager, for example, signed on as co-chairman of the pro-Clinton super-PAC Priorities 
USA. 


Two more top campaign aides, Mitch Stewart and Jeremy Bird, have joined Ready for Hillary.

Is Progressive Foreign Policy Dead on Arrival? 

It will be some time before we know the full extent of Obama's ambitions on domestic policy, but progressives are sure to feature prominently in any 
debate over health care, energy, banking, etc. In the realm of foreign policy, however, progressives seem already to have been marginalized, or dismissed 
entirely. 

Barack Obama's national security team is beginning to take shape and there is not a progressive in sight. Assuming the leaks and rumors are true, Hillary 
will be at State . Jones will serve as national security adviser , Brennan will head the CIA , Gates will stay on at Defense , and Obama will be taking 
counsel from Scowcroft all the while. These people are not progressives (except Clinton on domestic policy); they are generally considered to be in the 
realist camp, with the possible exception of Clinton, a liberal internationalist. Jones, Gates and Scowcroft aren't even Democrats. 

None of this is surprising. Obama never seemed to take progressives very seriously on foreign policy. Throughout the campaign he signaled his respect for 
the foreign policy of Bush 41 , and his advisers tended to split between realists like Richard Danzig and liberal internationalists like Samantha Power. In the 
one instance that Obama did genuinely excite progressives -- his call to sit down with the leaders of rogue states for direct and unconditional negotiations -- 
there was no formal roll out or set-piece speech announcing the policy. Instead, even supporters of the idea acknowledged that his arrival at the position 
had been 'accidental,' and Obama backpedaled over the course of the campaign. 

What is clear is that the split between realists and neoconservatives has been resolved, for the time being, in favor of the realists, whose titular leader, 
Colin Powell, endorsed Obama at the end of the campaign. Over the last eight years this split produced some genuine personal animosity between the two 
camps, and, in fact, it may have been personal animosity more than anything else that drove Powell away from McCain and into the arms of Obama. So 
what had been an intra-Republican fight has now led the realists to take refuge in an ascendant Democratic party. 

But the real losers here seem to be progressives. If progressives can't get their foot in the door on national security in an Obama administration, it's 
difficult to imagine precisely what conditions would bring them to power, since we are unlikely to see a more liberal president for decades. 

Meanwhile, in foreign policy, the fight for the soul of the Republican party - realists vs. neocons - has shifted venues, with realists drifting into prominent 
positions in a Democratic administration and neoconservatives staying behind. The liberal internationalists, led by Hillary, will also be a powerful force in 
the new administration, and in their battles with Obama's realists they may find willing allies among the neocons on the right. After all, liberal 
internationalists have been allied with out-of-power neoconservatives before, most notably during the fight inside the Clinton administration over U.S. 
policy in the Balkans. 

Since progressives will have their hands full with domestic policy over the next four years, they could well be completely locked out on matters of national 
security. The same fights that riled the Bush administration could then continue into the Obama administration - with different winners and losers 
perhaps, but the same basic framework guiding the debate. Progressives are getting wise to this pretty quickly. From their point of view, neocons,

realists, and liberal internationalists are separated by only a few degrees of difference. Their frustration may be some small consolation to conservatives of 
all stripes.

Why Does America Torture?

On December 21, the New York Times called editorially for the 
prosecution of torturers, based on the Senate Intelligence Committee's 
6oo page Executive Summary on torture. The Times says rightly that 
the US government will only be considered a defender of human rights 
if it acts against these powerful torturers under the law. And beyond 
the Senate report, it names Cheney and his minions as those who need 
to be prosecuted, though interestingly not President George W. Bush 
who is plainly guilty of ordering torture.

On December 21, the New York Times called editorially for the 
prosecution of torturers, based on the Senate Intelligence Committee's 
600 page Executive Summary on torture. The Times says rightly that 
the US government will only be considered a defender of human rights 
if it acts against these powerful torturers under the law. And beyond 
the Senate report, it names Cheney and his minions as those who need 
to be prosecuted, though interestingly not President George W. Bush 
who is plainly guilty of ordering torture. 

For the Times, in its effort to restore the law, criminal Presidents 
must apparently, no matter what their crimes, must go scot-free. But 
if the President need pay no attention, so much for the rule of law.

The Times and others need to shed their surviving obsequiousness 
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to torture and murder... See here . 

As intelligence professionals like Ray McGovern have long insisted, 
torture never gets useful information. Why then is it done? 

In an article from Veterans Today, a journal of the "Clandestine 
Community," Jim W. Dean underlines the likely planting of false 
information which leads to repulsive foreign policy decisions - the 
second Iraq aggression, the disgrace of black sites, the corrupting of the 
European community (the carefully blacking out of names of allies in 
the Senate Report by the solicitous CIA\ Obama administration), and 
most importantly, the trashing of the law against torture as the 
centerpiece of international law and of American law. (h/t Darrol) It is 
this last point on which the Times' editorial finally touches. 

Habeas corpus - the right of each prisoner to a day in court and not 
to be tortured - is, as Philip Soper argues, the central feature of a 
system of law as opposed to despotism. It is what 
had distinguished (somewhat, if one does not disregard genocide 
against indigenous people, the ordinary practice of slavery, Jim Crow 
and the like, which mark American history...) the US or English system 
of law from, say, the Chinese. 

The Chinese Communists were modern revolutionaries, but their 
view and practice of law were from the Emperors. To be just now in 
Dharamsala, to hear from Ama Adhe about her torture - 
see here and here - where she ended up eating the leather off 
boots, and was one of three women, out of 400, who survived 3 years in 
a Chinese prison in the late 1950s (she went on to be brutalized for 
another 27 years; she has no hearing in her right ear so Yeshi, 
the translator had to sit to her left for the questions; she has the Dalai 
Lama's spirit of compassion, wanting a happy life for the Chinese so 
long as Tibet is independent, and is a kind of angel...) is to understand 
how barbaric the Chinese rulers were and are. 

The Chinese have but to point to American practices in the black 
sites and Guantanamo underlined in the 600 page Executive Summary 
of the Senate Torture Report - published against the will of Obama and 
the CIA under tremendous pressure from below and from some 

determined Senators - and there is no difference in kind... 

** * 

But the clash between habeas corpus, enshrined in the Magna Carta 
in 1215 and then fought over for 400 years or 
the international agreements making an absolute ban on torture and 
which are also centerpieces of American law (and for which the 
Nuremburg and Tokyo tribunals, under American prosecutorial 
leadership, executed Nazi and Japanese war criminals after World War 
II), and these Chinese/ Bush-Cheney enacted/ Obama-protected 
practices is noisome. 

Writing for intelligence professionals, Jim Dean says that Israeli 
intelligence could plant false stories, and these would gain high currency 
in the US through torture. Here is the core of his account: 

“'Here is why torture is a horrible problem, because corrupt 
interrogators can lead a person while they are interrogating them, 
telling them what they really want them to tell them and they will stop 
torturing them,'” he continued [no, ripping human bodies apart is 
horrible and not because of the bad information it elicits]. 
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“'And then what will happen is that someone would submit a false 
report like the Israelis, and the US intelligence... will end up torturing 
two people to confirm it, and then the government actually gets hustled 
in doing something based on a completely false report,'” he explained. 

“'And this actually makes it a threat to the national security, 
because corrupt insiders inside the government can rig events, like 
they had done for the Iraq war,... to initiate a war,'” the journalist 

noted." 

*** 

There is a large element of truth here: once a government goes in 
for torture, it does not get the truth and is extremely easy to 
manipulate, plant false information on from on high (most likely) and 

below. 

•*** 

Dean's argument is the theory of disillusioned CIA critics of why the 
US invaded Iraq yet again (now we are on the third round with 
Obama...). For there is no plausible "national interest" in these elite 
aggressions. They have forfeited American strength and revealed the 
rottenness of American power, including its harms to most Americans. 

But Dean's explanation is too convenient, blaming Israel (however 
reactionary its apparent ethnic cleansing in Palestine) for what are 
plainly crimes executed in accordance with (fantasies about) American 
"interests".... 

For the CIA, not Israel, under the urging of Bush and Cheney, 
enacted torture; the decent people both there (such as Ray McGovern) 
and in the FBI - Ali Soufan - have criticized these crimes relentlessly. 
McGovern even rightly calls for the abolition of the CIA. See here . 

I conjoin with Dean's comments a post I put up in 2009 on Mr. 
Cheney "What the Torturer Knew." What is most clear about the 
barbarity of American torture is that the CIA torturers were even 
repulsed themselves by water boarding Abu Zubaydah 82 times, 
asking in the middle to stop. For this was the practice, as the Senate 
Report makes clear, of "ensuring" the prisoner knew nothing beyond 
what he had confessed not under torture, a criminal policy that took 
torture on many individuals, without any justifiable suspicion, to 
the max.... David Addington, Cheney's "man," stilled them: "Be Men!" 
But torture did not - ever, once - get any useful information (see the 
Torture Report and Andrew Sullivan here and th eNew York 
Times editorial below). 

What it did do was seek for ties between Saddam and Al-Qaida. The 
US plan was to invade Iraq from the first day of the 
Bush administration - see the Treasury Secretary Paul O'Neill's 
memoir, The Price of Loyalty. O'Neill who had been in the Ford and 
Reagan administrations, was rightly confused by a cabinet discussion at 
the first meeting in January 2001 which assumed 
the administration would invade Iraq, making tactical plans... but 
failed to discuss: why? 

Bush and his minions fixed on this policy without any clear 
justification. Cheney looked for any "prop" for his assertion of ties 
between Al-Qaida and Saddam; the "dark side" was his means. 
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But no such ties between Saddam and Al-Qaida existed... 

Torture is also, as Elaine Scarry underlines in her remarkable 
book, The Body in Pain, a way of asserting domination, of threatening 
or trying to scare people widely. 

But Richard Cheney is more frightening to Americans than to 
others. And in fact, his policy also yields justified hatred among many - 
recall the Count of Monte Christo and then ask: how many Monte 
Christos has the US minted at Guantanamo... 

It was Cheney's desire - underlined in his loathsome "Meet the 
Press" interview last Sundav here , a former Secretary of Defense, 
Ford Chief of Staff, V-P Mafioso, strutting and screaming - to get the 
information he already knew by torture. 

So "What the Torturer Knew" - see below - is the primary and 
obvious aspect of torture. That the neocons, including Israelis or 
certain influential Straussians, ran Cheney is not obvious. That Cheney 
bought much of their lies/fantasies and sought to carry them out is 
clear. 

That Israel is becoming, in its Occupation of Palestine, more and 
more of a depraved racist regime, murdering 426 children in Gaza last 
summer for one Israeli child murdered by Hamas rockets, is clear. 

That Israel and the United States, its endless supplier of weapons 
like the named for genocide "Apache" helicopter, need to be stopped is 
clear. 

■*** 

But that the tail wags the dog, that the US, across administrations, 
does not benefit from its relation with Israel, is not clear. For a long 
time, the US played divide and rule in the Middle East to control the oil 
and establish military bases. 

Now, with the arrival of nonviolent Palestinian resistance (BDS, in 
the villages and the like), with the increasing knowledge of Americans 
(AIPAC has given up on the campuses now; there is too much evidence 
about what Israel does, and “hasbara” - Israeli public relations - will 
not cover forced transfer, lies about negotiations, and wanton 
murders...). 

Israel is becoming increasingly isolated even in America... 

The American invasions of the Middle East starting with the first 
Gulf War reveal 25 years of decline, the latest with no boots on the 
ground except some mercenary “invisibles,” are signs of an 
unpromising, decadent, militarist addiction. 

Better the US clean up its torture act; read the Senate Report and ask 
yourself - are “we” better, in kind, than the hideous IS - and the 
difficulty in the answer may startle you. For as Cheney said on Meet 
the Press, torturing innocents to death, hung up when their legs were 
broken, in stress positions, and anal rape, no biggie. The only criminals 
are those who did 9/11. ..See here . 


Defending the Bill of Rights and human rights promise something 
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different... 

Nonetheless, Dean's commentary does suggest one route by which 
those determined to plant false information can gull credulous CIA 
torturers (the latter are sometimes breathed on by Mr. Cheney to 
spread lies; one self-described "Troglodyte"/reactionary on the second 
floor of Langley described how frightened he was when Cheney came 
down and "breathed" on him). 

*** 

But the Iraqi engineer "curveball" made up for German intelligence 
a story about mobile bioweapons laboratories. Germany, a 
comparatively civilized nation, did not use torture, though they 
"interrogated" him for a year and a half. The engineer wanted and got 
asylum in Germany. Yet both German and British intelligence warned 
the US about his "information." See here . 

Nonetheless, Bush and Powell also picked up and used this 
"information" in speeches pushing for aggression (as Cheney planted 
front page stories in theiVeu; York Times through access to Judith 
Miller - via his minion Scooter Libby - and then cited thoseTimes's 
stories as "evidence" for Iraqi wmds). 

*** 

It is mainly the danger of winds blowing from the top - the thuggish 
Cheney, the hapless and easily incited Bush - and the pressures of 
American militarism or war complex dominated politics funded at a 
trillion dollars a year (the official Pentagon and "intelligence" budgets) - 
pushing things ever to the Right. The latter is what I call the "right 
wing two step" in which one oligarchic party calls out for craziness 
hoping to win elections given a compliant mainstream press, coupled 
with the other oligarchic party putting up little fight - Obama's bombing 
of Syria is the latest illustration. 

Now Senator Mark Udall on the torture report, Obama on 
recognizing Cuba are counterexamples, which in their difficulty/ 
exceptionalism - Udall and Obama no longer face elections - underline 

the point. 

*** 

The Senate Report misleadingly concentrates on the CIA, leaves aside 
the criminal Bush administration. And the Times editorial restricts the 
matter too much. So I also include a piece by William Boardman on 12 
top war criminals, CIA director George Tenet and Mitchell and Jesson, 
the “psychologist” novice interrogator /torture enthusiasts being but 
numbers 11 and 12 - see also here . It is worth taking in how 
extensive this program was (only Colin Powell objected to it, was 
apparently out of the loop...). 

But while it is surely true, for example, that Jay Bybee or John Yoo 
should be disbarred, the act of rationalizing torture in a position of legal 
responsibility, if Americans still value the rule of law and the physical 
and moral security of citizens, is a war crime for which they should be 
tried.... 
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Even Boardman thus adjusts somewhat to the “politics” of the 
powerful. But Obama, who represented some hope when he came into 
office, has become an accomplice to torture, and the next election 
(unless Rand Paul is nominated and holds onto some principle) will be, 
without a movement from below, between abettors of neo-cons /friends 
of torturers (Hillary supports Obama's initial renunciation of water 
boarding, yet opposes bringing war criminals to justice. . .see here ). 

But enough pressure from below on Obama and the appointment of 
an independent prosector who does his job (unlike the one who, as 
the Times pointed out, was charged with finding acts of torture beyond 
those permitted by the Bush administration and scandalously brought 
no charges) may become possible. 

I also link here to an article on the edits from the Senate Report by 
the CIA/Obama of names/places of allied torturers (Poland, for 
example, where one notorious black site was). This corrupt editing 
underlines the wreckage of international law, of which the absolute ban 
on torture is the centerpiece, brought about by the Bush 
administration. But there will be a fight in Europe to restore these 
things. And the UN special rapporteur on torture again called, with the 
Senate report, for trials of the Bush\Cheney administration under the 
Convention against Torture. Further, as the Times' editorial insists, 
the US needs to repudiate these actions across the board - Cheney and 
Bush and the others need to be confronted with trials and jail time 
(capital punishment is a barbaric American thing so probably, despite 
US legal precedent, they haven’t quite earned that...)... 

Even Senator Feinstein, a collaborator with torturers, spoke up. 

See here . Even the Times, which under Bill Keller, propagated the 
euphemism "very harsh interrogations" and refused to look at torture, 
has now spoken out strongly against it. 

It is only being a decent society, having law at all, which hangs in 
the balance...

Prosecute Torturers and Their 
Bosses

Since the day President Obama took office, he 
has failed to bring to justice anyone responsible 
for the torture of terrorism suspects — an 
official government program conceived and 
carried out in the years after the attacks of Sept, 
n, 2001. 

He did allow his Justice Department to 
investigate the C.I.A.'s destruction of 
videotapes of torture sessions and those who 
may have gone beyond the torture techniques 
authorized by President George W. Bush. But 
the investigation did not lead to any charges 
being filed, or even any accounting of why they 
were not filed. 

Mr. Obama has said multiple times that “we 
need to look forward as opposed to looking 
backwards,” as though the two were 
incompatible. They are not. The nation cannot 
move forward in any meaningful way without 
coming to terms, legally and morally, with the 
abhorrent acts that were authorized, given a 
false patina of legality, and committed by 
American men and women from the highest 
levels of government on down. 

Americans have known about many of these 
acts for years, but the 524-page executive 
summary of the Senate Intelligence 
Committee’s report erases any lingering doubt 
about their depravity and illegality : In 
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addition to new revelations of sadistic tactics 
like “ rectal feeding scores of detainees were 
waterboarded, hung by their wrists, confined in 
coffins, sleep-deprived, threatened with death 
or brutally beaten. In November 2002, one 
detainee who was chained to a concrete floor 
died of “suspected hypothermia.” 

These are, simply, crimes. They are prohibited 
by federal law , which defines torture as the 
intentional infliction of “severe physical or 
mental pain or suffering.” They are also banned 
by the Convention Against Torture , the 
international treaty that the United States 
ratified in 1994 and that requires prosecution of 
any acts of torture. 

So it is no wonder that today’s blinkered 
apologists are desperate to call these acts 
anything but torture, which they clearly were. 

As the report reveals, these claims fail for a 
simple reason: C.I.A. officials admitted at the 
time that what they intended to do was illegal. 

In July 2002, C.I.A. lawyers told the Justice 
Department that the agency needed to use 
“more aggressive methods” of interrogation that 
would “otherwise be prohibited by the torture 
statute.” They asked the department to promise 
not to prosecute those who used these 
methods. When the department refused, they 
shopped around for the answer they wanted. 
They got it from the ideologically driven lawyers 
in the Office of Legal Counsel, who wrote 
memos fabricating a legal foundation for the 
methods. Government officials now rely on the 
memos as proof that they sought and received 
legal clearance for their actions. But the report 
changes the game: We now know that this 
reliance was not made in good faith. 

No amount of legal pretzel logic can justify the 
behavior detailed in the report. Indeed, it is 
impossible to read it and conclude that no one 
can be held accountable. At the very least, Mr. 
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Obama needs to authorize a full and 
independent criminal investigation. 

The American Civil Liberties Union and Human 
Rights Watch are to give Attorney General Eric 
Holder Jr. a letter Monday calling for 
appointment of a special prosecutor to 
investigate what appears increasingly to be “a 
vast criminal conspiracy, under color of law, to 
commit torture and other serious crimes.” 

The question everyone will want answered, of 
course, is: Who should be held accountable? 
That will depend on what an investigation finds, 
and as hard as it is to imagine Mr. Obama 
having the political courage to order a new 
investigation, it is harder to imagine a criminal 
probe of the actions of a former president. 

But any credible investigation should include 
former Vice President Dick Cheney; Mr. 
Cheney’s chief of staff, David Addington; the 
former C.I.A. director George Tenet; and John 
Yoo and Jay Bybee, the Office of Legal Counsel 
lawyers who drafted what became known 
as the torture memos . There are many more 
names that could be considered, including Jose 
Rodriguez Jr., the C.I.A. official 
who ordered the destruction of the 
videotapes; the psychologists who 
devised the torture regimen; and the C.I.A. 
employees who carried out that regimen. 

One would expect Republicans who have gone 
hoarse braying about Mr. Obama’s executive 
overreach to be the first to demand 
accountability, but with one notable 
exception . Senator John McCain, they have 
either fallen silent 

or activelv defended the indefensible . 
They cannot even point to any results : 
Contrary to repeated claims by the C.I.A., the 
report concluded that “at no time” did any of 
these techniques yield intelligence that averted 
a terror attack. And at least 26 detainees were 
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later determined to have been “ wrongfully 
held.”

Insiders mislead US based 
on false CIA interrogation 
reports: Analyst 

US Senate Intelligence Committee released a report last week detailing 
CIA torture techniques.

A political commentator says “insiders” mislead the 
US government to make crucial decisions based on 
false information they receive from terror suspects 
under harsh tactics. 

Speaking to Press TV on Thursday, Jim W. Dean, managing 
editor of Veterans Today from Atlanta, said the CIA uses very 
skilful interrogators who lead suspects into telling them what 
they want to hear. 

“It has tremendous potential for abuse because if you get 
somebody like the Dick Cheney crowd looking for some kind of 
a justification for launching an attack or about an incoming 
threat, they can put out the word that they need confirmation 
on this or that and that they need to have the interrogators 
bring in people to confirm things,” Dean said. 

“Here is what torture is a horrible problem, because corrupt 
interrogators can lead a person while they are interrogating 
them, telling them what they really want them to tell them and 
they will stop torturing them,” he continued. 

“And then what will happen is that someone would submit a 
false report like the Israelis, and the US intelligence... will end 
up torturing two people to confirm it, and then the government 
actually gets hustled in doing something based on a completely 
false report,” he explained. 

“And this actually makes it a threat to the national security, 
because corrupt insiders inside the government can rig events, 
like they had done for the Iraq war,... to initiate a war,” the 
journalist noted. 

Dean said this is “one of the biggest threats that we face and 
they are always done by insider people.” 

The US Senate Intelligence Committee released a report last 
week detailing torture techniques used by the Central 
Intelligence Agency during the presidency of George W. Bush. 
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The report confirmed that the CIA used extreme methods such 
as waterboarding, sleep deprivation, mock executions and 
threats that the relatives of the prisoners would be sexually 
abused. 

An analysis of the report by the Nation Magazine showed that 
human experimentation was a “core feature” of the spy 
agency’s torture program.

What the Torturer Knew 

The FBI interrogator Ali Soufan recently reported in testimony to the 
Senate that he connected with Abu Zubaydah by treating his wounds and 
talking to him. Abu Zubaydah gave him information which led to the 
capture of Khalid Shaikh Mohammed. As Soufan testified in answer 
to Senator Lindsay Graham from South Carolina who tried to defend Vice 
President Cheney, outsmarting people for information is tougher than 
beating them to a pulp. Graham used to know this - he once opposed 
torture. But now he said “these techniques have been used since the Middle 
Ages”; there must be, he tried to suggest, a reason. Thuggery - scaring the 
life out of many people by randomly brutalizing whomever one can lay 
one’s hands on - is, I am afraid, the ordinary reason of corrupt kings and 
princes. Waterboarding has been used since the Inquisition, as was 
burning Jewish teenagers at the stake (see Montesquieu, Spirit of the Laws, 
book 26). Thus, the mark of law and civilization at all - as opposed to 
tyranny - is the absolute ban on waterboarding and torture. The rump 
elements of the Republican Party have zealously become the partisans of 
Torquemada. 

In one of now “Judge” Jay Bybee’s torture memos released recently by 
Obama, it reports that Khalid Shaikh Mohammed was waterboarded 183 
times in a month. This was plainly crazy even for torturers and the CIA 
men who did the job apparently complained about it. Zubaydah was 
waterboarded over 80 times. But Soufan had procured the only 
information Zubaydah had. What the torturer wanted wasn’t information 
from Zubaydah; what the torturer wanted was what the torturer already 
knew. 

Vice President Cheney wanted Zubaydah or anybody else (didn’t matter 
who) to give up the information that Al-Qaida had ties with Saddam. The 
fact that this claim was untrue and bizarre - Al Qaida is a fanatical 
offshoot of the Sunnis and Saddam was secular and locked up and killed 
fanatical and other Sunnis and Shia - did not interfere. Cheney is way 
smart compared to most bureaucrats and politicians, but he works best 
through silence and intimidation. His own ignorance was not obstacle. If 
he forced enough torture, he could get a “justification” for aggressing 
against Iraq. And Cheney knew with a passion that this must be right. He 
even went down into the lower floors of the CIA to breathe on lower level 
CIA officers and get the information he wanted. He would break his 
subordinates in order to break the prisoners. 

Cheney, Rice and Bush are all still quick to summon up 9/11. But not 
only did they give up the search for Osama Bin Laden; they used “enhanced 
interrogation,” that is torture, to try to force what they already knew out of 
the tortured. That is the only thing torture is good for. Note the particular 
criminality of the torture - it was not a bizarre response to 9/11; it was an 
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obsessively calculated action to justify a long planned aggression against 
Saddam. All the excuses for the criminals cannot hide the fact that what 
they did was not an attempt to gain information about 9/11. That was not 
what Cheney knew, and Ali Soufan had already done this. Note: even the 
threadbare rationalizations for torture of the American establishment and 
the Democratic Party (these people were desperate and had lost their 
bearings because of 9/11) do not justify this policy. Gaining information to 
prevent an attack from Al-Qaida had nothing to do with the 
torture. Instead, it was designed to confirm a war which the “Cheney- 
Rumsfeld” cabal had determined on long before 9/11. Secretary of 
Commerce Paul O’Neill in his book with Ron Suskind, The Price of Loyalty 
tells the fascinating story that he walked into his first cabinet meeting with 
Bush and the others were discussing the tactics of going to war with 
Iraq. Weren’t you supposed, he wondered, to discuss whether and why to 
go to war first? He had been in the Ford and Reagan administrations and 
also wondered what happened to cabinet discussions of policy. Under the 
influence of Rove and Cheney, cabinet discussions under George W. Bush 
only focused on politics. Perhaps that is a reason for the singular disasters 
in every aspect of public policy which the Bush-Cheney regime 
achieved. In any case, what the torturer did to these “high value detainees 
in secret prisons” later became the American way at Abu Ghraib, 
Guantanamo and Bagram. The torturer used naked power to enact his 
own fantasies, which had nothing to do with protecting the United States 
against another 9/11. 

In addition, the use by the CIA of the techniques of the psychologists 
Mitchell and Jesson, who advised the SERE (Survival, Evasion, Resistance, 
Escape) program for American soldiers who might be captured was also an 
offshoot of Cheney’s move to “dark side.” But as sloppy as Cheney (instilling 
fear substitutes for finding out anything) or perhaps a blowhard intimidated 
by Cheney, CIA chief George Tenet could not be bothered to find out 
whether either of these “psychologists” had ever done an 
interrogation. They hadn’t. The FBI agent Ali Soufan knew how to get 
information. In contrast, the torturer knew already what he would elicit 
from prisoners. Questioning suspects had nothing to do with it. He would 
see to it that the screws were applied to them until they gave up what he 
knew. 

The CIA did not succeed with Zubaydah (though apparently they made 
him quite crazy) or Khalid Shaikh Mohammed. It did succeed with Al-Libi, 
who recently died in a prison in Syria under mysterious 
circumstances. Under torture, Al-Libi told the CIA what Cheney wanted to 
hear. Colin Powell then prepared his February 16, 2003 UN speech, trying 
to weed out some believable claim among the Cheney/neocon fantasies by 
going to CIA headquarters for four days and throwing away papers in 
disgust. Powell tried to resist the craziness, but his obsequiousness to the 
President meant that he had ultimately to choose something that the 
torturer knew. He settled on Al-Libi’s words under torture (he may or may 
not have known that Al-Libi was tortured). He gave a speech in which the 
only true things he said were his name and that he was Secretary of State of 
the United States. As his assistant in the State Department, Richard Haas 
(one of many decent civil servants who resigned from the Bush 
administration) later said, “It was the most embarrassing speech he gave in 
his life.” 

The torturer knew what he wanted. But there was a huge anti-war 
movement of which I was a part, largely unaddressed in the mainstream 
press. The invasion of Iraq - an act of aggression, without even a UN 
Security Council sanction - was never a popular war. Even the initial 
blitzkrieg and careful close-up photographing of the toppling of a statue of 
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Saddam deeply impressed only the mainstream or access media, the talking 
heads who all say what will get the President and Vice-President to give 
them access. The New York times via Judith Miller printed the words of 
Ahmed Chalabi (the corrupt Iraqi exile the neocons, especially Cheney 
relied on) on the front page. Cheney then invoked the New York Times on 
Meet the Press the same day: “Even the Times agrees.” Everyone needs to 
say what the Vice President already knew. 

There is something deeply dishonorable about a war waged at all costs, 
with threadbare stories justifying it. The administration could not find 
weapons of mass destruction. It could not find ties to Al-Qaeda. Still what 
the torturer knew possessed others even prestigious Democratic Senators 
like Hillary Clinton and Joe Biden who feared to be thought weak on 
"national security." What the torturer knew passed for American wisdom 
even in the mainstream news downplaying and distorting 
protests. Months and months passed, and later there was a stolen election 
(exit polling which has never been wrong in Presidential elections indicated 
that Kerry had won). For another four years, the torturer sailed on. 


What the torturer knew was a lie that served the 
torturer. What the torturer knew betrayed what had been 
decent in American policy (at least the CIA tortured in the dark, 
though foreign minions) and had made America comparatively 
respected in the world. What torture obtains is the fantasy that 
the torturer knew. That is the only truth in the show “24.” which 
is television for the torturer. That torture elicits only the 
torturer's fantasies is the truth about torture. That it reveals 
only the degradation of the torturer - Cheney strove long to 
remain silent and hidden - is also the truth about 
torture. Unless President Obama appoints a bipartisan 
commission to gather the facts or Attorney General Holder 
appoints a special prosecutor, torture will remain the truth 
about the United States of America. Barack Obama is decent 
and knows better than this. He courageously released the 4 
torture memos unredacted over the yelps of four former CIA 
heads. The legal side of the case - that American officials 
plainly tortured and that the legal advice on which they 
supposedly authorized the torture was thrown together after 
the torture had already been ordered and occurred, and would 
not, if a student had thrown it together hastily late at night, 
have passed a beginning law school class - is now clear 
internationally and even here at home. It remains to be seen 
whether Obama will reveal more information about torture, or 
whether the Democrats will slide back into acquiescence. Will 
what the torturer knew be enshrined in an American police 
state in which citizens can be indefinitely detained and tortured 
at the whim of a President - as Jose Padilla was turned “into a 
chair” according to his lawyers in his three and a half years 
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under torture in a West Virginia brig? Or will we the people, 
finally, demand that the law to take its course?

Obviously guilty: two presidents and much of two 
administrations 

According to recent polling, something like half of all Americans who 
were asked questions weighted to support torture answered that the 
torture was "justified." The good news here is that something like half 
of all Americans, responding to push-poll type questions, still aren't 
willing to say the government is justified in torturing in their name. 

The more serious question is why "respected" polling 
organizations use biased questions and why "respected" news 
organizations report the results uncritically. ABC News /Washington 
Post asks about "treatment of suspected terrorists" (no hint that 
innocents were tortured). Pew frames the question with "the 
September nth terrorist attacks" (no hint the torture went on for 
years after). CBS News uses a false choice, "sometimes justified" versus 
"never justified," as well as calling the victims "suspected terrorists." 
HuffPost also uses "suspected terrorists" and adds "details about future 
terrorist attacks" to load the question further (no hint that no such 
person with such details has yet been identified). 

In other words, we have dishonest polling organizations asking 
dishonest questions that dishonest media report as if they were not 
dishonest. And still something like half of the manipulated poll-takers 
are unwilling to endorse torture. That is a source of hope. Especially if 
some pollster would ask people if they think torture is legal anywhere? 
Or maybe some pollster could ask people if they know how many times 
Bush and members of his administration have been convicted as war 
criminals for committing torture and other cruel, inhumane and 
degrading treatment of people. The answer is: once. In 2012, the Kuala 
Lumpur War Crimes Commission tried Bush and seven others in 
absentia. Bush and the others refused to participate. Kuala Lumpur's 
attempts to arrest Bush in Canada were blocked by the Canadian 
government. 

George Bush and Dick Cheney knew perfectly well that what they 
wanted others to do in their name was both torture and illegal; that's 
why they went to such lengths to get compliant lawyers to call it 
something else and say that other thing was legitimate. So the list has 
to begin with them. Where it ends is a long way beyond 10. Everyone 
on the list is almost surely a participant or accomplice in years of 
torture. Each, at a minimum, needs to be publicly examined under 
oath, subject to all relevant law, including perjury. 

Top 10 Government Torturers, 2001-2014 

1. George Bush . As president, he's accountable for all the acts of his 
administration, especially the ones he ordered and/or approved. An 
anonymous CIA spokesman says Bush "fully authorized 
torture. " Karl Rove says Bush knew about and approved of torture, 
and participated in it, as did Rove. Dick Cheney says Bush knew and 
approved. In early 2008, Bush vetoed legislation designed to control 
the CIA, including a ban on waterboarding. Congress failed to over- 
ride the veto. Bush was convicted in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. 

2. Dick Cheney . The vice president says he knew, he approved, and 
he would "do it again in a minute." He has famously promoted " the 
dark side ." He was convicted in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. 

3. Condoleezza Rice , National Security Advisor, knew, approved, 
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and participated. She has pleaded bad memory to Congress, but still 
publicly defends torture now. Her assistant and successor, Stephen 
J. Hadley, was either in the loop or unbelievably feckless, as were an 
unknown number of staffers and members of the National Security 
Council . 

4. Andrew Card , White House chief of staff, knew, approved, and 
participated , even though he's a Life Boy Scout. Why should Card, who 
accuses Barack Obama of misleading the American people , continue 
as president of Franklin Pierce University? Card's successor, Joshua 
Bolten . and an unknown number of other White House staffers are 
almost surely accomplices. The son of a CIA father, Bolten is a lawyer 
who teaches at Princeton despite his ties to torture as well as a 
contempt of Congress citation for stonewalling in another matter. 

Bolten is also co-chair of the Clinton Bush Haiti Fund , a non-profit 
organization that's supposedly helping a country the U.S. has tortured 
for the better part of two centuries. 

5. Alberto Gonzales . As White House Counsel, and later as Attorney 
General, he not only knew, approved, and participated, he was one of 
the main legal apologists for the torture regime. His 

successors, Harriet Miers , an especially close Bush aide, and Fred 
Fielding , a Watergate survivor thought by some to be Deep Throat, 
both likely knew and remained silent about official 
torture. Fielding stonewalled Senate requests for documents relating 
to torture. Gonzales was convicted in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. Why 
should they not be disbarred? 

6. Jay Bvbee . As an Assistant Attorney General under the late (but 
guilty) John Ashcroft, Bybee was in charge of the Office of Legal 
Counsel, the office that decides what's legal, subject to reversal only by 
the attorney general or the president. Bybee was the midwife of Bush 
torture policy justifications, a number of legal memoranda that allowed 
the Bush administration to claim that torture and other crimes were 
legal. These are generally known as the " Torture Memos " and 
illustrate the workings of a fine legal mind operating without 
conscience . Before some of his torture memos became public, Bybee 
was confirmed to a lifetime appointment as a federal judge. In 2013, 
Judge Bybee ruled, in an apparently gross conflict of interest , that 
government personnel should be immune from any liability for torture. 
Why should he not be disbarred? Or impeached? Bybee was convicted 
in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. 

7. JohnYoo . Working in the Office of Legal Counsel under Bybee, 

Yoo was the prime author of several of the torture memos, built on the 
philosophical premise that there are no constraints on the president's 
power as commander-in-chief (a legal coup d'etat effectively rendering 
the Constitution irrelevant and the president omnipotent, all done in 
secret). In 2005, Yoo publicly affirmed the authority of the president 
to order the crushing of an innocent child's testicles. In 2009, Barack 
Obama revoked Yoo's torture memos, but in 2010 a secret 
proceeding in the Justice Department "cleared" Yoo of wrongdoing. 
These days, Yoo continues to protect torturers in the White House, 
while shifting any blame to the CIA. He continues to teach lat at the 
University of California, Berkeley. Why should he not be disbarred? He 
was convicted in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. 

8. David Addington . Legal counsel (and later chief of staff) to Dick 
Cheney, Addington was by many accounts among the hardest of the 
hardliners driving to the dark side, backed by Cheney's full authority. 
He knew, he approved, and he participated in U.S. torture program 
and their legal fig leaves . His predecessor as chief of staff, 
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lawyer Scooter Libby , also knew, approved, and participated in 
torture. He was convicted of perjury about other government crimes 
and disbarred (temporarily). Addington is now a vice president at the 
Heritage Foundation. He was convicted in Kuala Lumpur in 2012. Why 
should he not be disbarred? 

9. Donald Rumsfeld . As Secretary of Defense, Rumsfeld knew, 
approved and participated in torture programs wherever the military 
went. Abu Ghraib . Bagram . Guantanamo . And other 

places, some unknown . Rumsfeld expresses no remorse, least of all in 
the documentary " The Unknown Known ." Rumsfeld's deputy, Paul 
Wolfowitz. knew, approved, and participated in torture programs , 
seeking information to justify the war on Iraq. He is now a senior 
fellow at the American Enterprise Institute. William Haynes , general 
counsel for the Defense Department, knew, approved, and participated 
in torture programs. For trying Guantanamo prisoners, Haynes 
designed the military commissions that were later ruled 
unconstitutional. In a 2002 memo , Haynes blocked further 
waterboarding of Guantanamo prisoners , citing the Armed Forces 
"tradition of restraint." Rumsfeld and Haynes were convicted in Kuala 
Lumpur. Why should Haynes not be disbarred? 

10. James Mitchell and Bruce Jessen . Private contractors and 
PhD psychologists who call themselves Dr., Mitchell and Jessen 
were paid $81 million (on a $180 m ill ion contract) to torture 
people . Both are retired Air Force officers on government pension. 
Reportedly the CIA has indemnified them against liability for any 
crimes they've committed. They were hands-on torturers and know, 
literally, where at least some of the bodies are buried. CIA general 
counsel John Rizzo (who also knew, approved, and participated in 
torture) called Mitchell and Jessen's techniques " sadistic and 
terrifying ." No one knows how many private contractors, like 
Blackwater and others, tortured, disappeared, or murdered people, but 
they should be brought to account. 

11 . George Tenet . The Clinton- appointed head of the CIA is awash in 
torture-guilt, but that pales compared to his role in lying the U.S. into 
an aggressive war in Iraq, one of the highest war crimes. In 2004, Bush 
gave him the Presidential Medal of Freedom, which he should give 
back. In 2007 he was still saying, " We don’t torture people ." His 
successors, especially Porter Goss and Michael Hayden , may have 
tidied up the CIA a bit, but they held no one accountable for the crimes 
they continued to deny . The new Director of National 
Intelligence. John Negroponte , forced Goss out at the CIA in favor of 
Negroponte's deputy Hayden , then still a four-star Air Force general. 
As ambassador to Honduras, Negroponte was immersed in the dirty 
wars of Central America and all the unaddressed crimes the U.S. 
sponsored there. In 2004, when the CIA inspector general reported 
that the CIA was violating the Convention Against Torture, assistant 
attorney general Steven Bradbury in the Office of Legal Counsel wrote 
three more "torture memos" to quash the inspector general's concern. 
The new CIA head, John Brennan , remains in denial and cover- 

up mode. 

How does any nation recover from being a rogue state? 

Even though this top 10 list includes way more than 10 people guilty of 
participating in torture, it's by no means an exhaustive list of all the 
government workers with greater or lesser culpability for crimes 
against humanity over the past three presidencies. Kidnapping, 
euphemistically called extraordinary rendition , grew popular in the 
Clinton administration and there's no reason to believe our government 
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has abandoned the practice, any more than the government has given 
up torture, illegal detention, or assassination. The U.S. maybe less of a 
rogue state now than it was a decade ago, but it's still far from an 
honorable member of the international community that accepts 
accountability under international law. 

To be clear, torture has long been a chronic, low level vein of criminality 
by U.S. government operatives, with bipartisan collusion at least since 
the beginning of the Cold War. Torture (and murder) was endemic to 
the American Indian Wars of the 19th century and to U.S. 
military predation in the Philippines (1899-1913), where Mark Twain 
described the troops as " our uniformed assassins ." 

The U.S. Defense Department, formerly the War Department, has 
considered torture one of its options during its entire existence, used 
sparingly perhaps by the U.S. government but encouraged among our 
proxies around the world. Starting in 1946, the School of the 
Americas (now known euphemistically as the Western Hemisphere 
Institute for Security Cooperation) has periodically trained the military 
officers of Latin American dictatorships in the uses of torture in 
peacetime. 

The CIA and its proxies have used torture on an as-needed basis since 
the CIA was created in 1947. The CIA's Phoenix Program in Viet-Nam 
combined torture and assassination in a years-long terror campaign 
against the Viet Cong (also terrorists). What the CIA did in Laos, 
Cambodia, and elsewhere is less well known (if known at all) but not 
less ugly and criminal. Some sense of official atrocity can be inferred 
from the CIA torture manuals supplied to Central American 
dictatorships during the Reagan administration. 

Even in the context of longstanding, institutionalized official torture — 
Torturers 'R' US, in effect — the Bush administration took American 
government crime to a new level not seen in official circles since a 
similar panic produced the Salem witch killings. What George Bush, 
Dick Cheney, and their accomplices did out of blind fear was to embrace 
torture as right and just. Previously, even the structure of torture 
programs reflected guilty knowledge that the practice is abhorrent, 
hence better done by others on our behalf whether in Iran or 
Argentina, Iraq or Guatemala, wherever perceived witches threatened 
supposed American interests. 

The United Nations Special Rapporteur on counterterrorism and 
human rights is a British lawyer named Ben Emmerson . Regarding the 
CIA torture report, he issued a statement saying , in part: 

"The individuals responsible for the criminal conspiracy revealed in 
today's report must be brought to justice, and must face criminal 
penalties commensurate with the gravity of their crimes. 

The fact that the policies revealed in this report were authorised at a 
high level within the US Government provides no excuse 
whatsoever. Indeed, it reinforces the need for criminal 
accountability. 

"International law prohibits the granting of immunities to public 
officials who have engaged in acts of torture. This applies not only to 
the actual perpetrators but also to those senior officials within the US 
Government who devised, planned and authorised these crimes. 

"As a matter of international law, the US is legally obliged to 
bring those responsible to justice... States are not free to maintain 
or permit impunity for these grave crimes. 

"It is no defence for a public official to claim that they were acting on 
superior orders... 

"However, the heaviest penalties should be reserved for those 
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most seriously implicated in the planning and purported 
authorisation of these crimes... There is therefore no excuse for 
shielding the perpetrators from justice any longer. 

The US Attorney General is under a legal duty to bring criminal 
charges against those responsible. 

"Torture is a crime of universal jurisdiction. The perpetrators maybe 
prosecuted by any other country they may travel to. However, the 
primary responsibility for bringing them to justice rests with the US 
Department of Justice and the Attorney General." [emphasis added] 

The Obama administration has a moral and legal duty to bring American war 
criminals of three administrations to justice. Not to do so is to continue to use 
American exceptionalism as a justification for the worst crimes against 
humanity. The national precedent is to honor those most responsible for 
government crimes, but what honor is there in that?"

Sweetwater, TX -- Sweetwater was once known for hosting the world's largest rattlesnake 
"roundup" -- 12,000 reptiles every year. Now it calls itself "the world's wind capital" and, by 
the end of the year, turbines there will be pumping out 3,000 megawatts of wind to provide 
green power to America's electricity customers. Sweetwater is the County seat of Nolan 
County, which by itself would rank as the world's fourth-largest nation for wind power -- 
boasting more wind than the entire state of California. The rattler-friendly pastures and 
cotton fields around Sweetwater are dotted with General Electric, Siemens, and Toshiba 
turbines -- big ones, some generating 2.3 megawatts a pop. 

T. Boone Pickens was first known as an oil and gas man and then as a corporate raider, 
but these days he is jousting to topple Sweetwater from its title. Flying with me to visit his 
wind operations in Sweetwater, he makes it clear that his next wind project is big, Texas- 
style -- 4,000 megawatts up in the Panhandle north of here. Pickens just doesn't believe 
that America's energy future is in oil any more. He dismisses the current calls for opening 
up the coast to drilling, saying that the government's official estimates of oil and gas 
reserves are wildly inflated -- "the geology just isn't there." 

Pickens is infuriated by our continued and increasing addiction to imported oil, which he 
says now costs us $700 billion a year, and will soon climb to an even trillion. (He is 
watching the market as we fly, and as oil hits $143 a barrel, the Dow plummets. Boone 
notes "well, my securities are going to go down, but my commodities book will make up for 
most of today's loss." Pickens is long on oil, meaning he is betting that the price keeps 
going up.) 

To put it plainly, T. Boone Pickens is out to save America. 

But how can wind power, which generates electricity, help us out of our imported oil 
dilemma? Long-term, it will be through plug-in hybrid cars. But Pickens doesn't think we 
can afford to wait for the long term, so he's offering an audacious alternative vision -- 
generate enough wind so that America no longer needs to use natural gas to generate 
electricity, and then use that gas instead to power up to one-third of our vehicle fleet with 
compressed natural gas (CNG). 

The conversion is clearly feasible. CNG cars are already normal in countries like Argentina, 
where they cost no more than conventional models. The barriers in the U.S. have been the 
resistance of the major oil companies and that we would need to install CNG pumps at 
service stations. But many fleets already burn the fuel, which is much cleaner, and emits 
about one-third less carbon than gasoline. And CNG now has another advantage: It costs 
about half as much as gasoline does. If we were to convert any significant part of the U.S. 
fleet, the resulting decline in world oil demand would actually reduce oil prices, potentially 
sharply. It's probably the only short-term (2-3 year) strategy that might. 

How to recruit the necessary public support? This would take, it seems to me, a 
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government mandate to get the distribution network in place. After all, the oil industry has 
hardly rushed to install E85 pumps for ethanol. We can expect that it will fight any effort to 
break its monopoly. And the auto industry would need to be more than a passive partner if 
we're going to get enough CNG vehicles rolling off the assembly lines to make a 
difference. Will it embrace this play? Lastly, the millions of Americans who own gasoline- 
powered trucks and SUVs would need to start buying affordable CNG-conversion kits for 
their vehicles to lower their driving costs. Pickens says he has a game plan, and will 
announce it next week. 

Who knows? I certainly never expected to be inspecting wind operations with Pickens or to 
be hearing his scorn for the current political notion that we can somehow drill our way out of 
the oil-price crisis. He's certainly likely to draw an audience that a green wind-power 
advocate from the Sierra Club could never command. I think we should all stay tuned.

Dear Bruce and John— I am writing to give you an update on the progress of our governance review work since my November 11 update. 

UPDATE 

First, we completed 38 interviews (more than double the original estimate); we reviewed governing documents for the Clinton Foundation and its 
affiliates; we prepared an organization chart of the Clinton Foundation and its affiliates and other offices/activities of the President; we reviewed Doug 
Band's Friday, November 18 memorandum addressed to us and compared its points with our documents and officer/staff comments as we prepared 
our remarks; we compiled the results of all these interviews and document reviews into our oral report; we sorted the interview comments into 
"theme sheets"; and we presented our oral report at our meeting on Wednesday, November 23. 

Second, as requested at the November 23 meeting, we redacted and reformatted the theme sheets and delivered them to the two of you and to 
Chelsea for your confidential information. 

Third, we prepared and delivered to you on Saturday, December 3, our draft governance review memorandum and a draft checklist of 
recommendations. 

Fourth, we researched and delivered to you on Tuesday, December 6 sample COO position descriptions. 

BILLING 

Our billing group advises me that through December 7, we have recorded 298.5 hours of work giving rise to a discounted fee of $176,412. 

Disbursements and similar charges come to $502. This is below the $200,000 fee that I estimated at our first meeting, even though the scope of work 
expanded significantly as events unfolded and our timeframe for completion was accelerated. It is also below the fees for many governance reviews, 
which often total about $300,000, as we had discussed at that first meeting. Bruce, I know that you wanted the bill to be lower but I believe that you 
are aware of the additional work that we have been asked to do and have done along the way. 

Since the Clinton Foundation's taxable year is a calendar year that ends 12/31/11, I thought that you might want a portion of this total amount billed 
and paid this year. In that way, we and you could for optics purposes spread the billing and payment cycle over two Form 990 reporting years 2011 and 
2012. For example, I could prepare and send you an invoice Monday for governance review services for half of the total which the Foundation could pay 
before 12/31 and then send a second bill in January 2012 for the remainder (and any new work you might ask us to do). 

Please advise if you would like me to bill the Foundation in that manner. If not, please advise how you would like me to proceed. 

Please also let me know if you have any questions or if there is anything further that you would like us to do at this time.

French? 


Don’t Americans Deserve a Health Care System as Good as the One In France? 

A few years ago there was a great uproar from the Right Wing against France because its government opposed the War 
in Iraq. The Republican Congress went so far as to rename the “French Fries” in the Congressional cafeteria “freedom 
fries.” 

Of course, the Republican response was stupid and parochial - and not many years after, most Americans had come to 
agree with the French that the War in Iraq was a huge mistake. 

I think of myself as an internationalist, but my latent sense of nationalist competitiveness is indeed aroused by the fact 
that, per capita, France spends less than half of what we do on health care and yet the World Health Organization ranks their 
health care outcomes as number one in the world, and we are only 37 th . 

We spend $7,290 per person and end up in 37 th place. They spend only $3,601 and they are number one. That’s just 
not right. 

On the average, Frenchmen live almost three years longer than the average American. That’s infuriating. 

What’s more, every legal resident of France is covered by health insurance, and in the U.S. 46 million people are 
uninsured. When someone in France goes to the hospital, everything except a small co-payment is covered — it’s that 
simple. 

The government doesn’t deliver health care in France. Private doctors and hospitals do most of that. It just provides 
health insurance for everyone. 

If you walk into one store and a suit you like costs $600 - and next door the very same suit is $300, most people would 
call you a chump for spending $600. In this case the French are paying $300 and getting a better suit. What are we, idiots? 

I, for one, refuse to believe that we are not as smart as the French. I can’t believe that we will willingly allow ourselves 
to continue being fleeced by the private insurance executives who make millions off our current broken health care system. 

In their private moments, those executives must not believe their luck. They are laughing all the way to the bank — 
laughing at us that we could be such suckers — and doing everything they can to keep things just the way they are. 

Just today, they and their Republican defenders in Congress will try to prevent the Senate Finance Committee from 
ending the current practice (put in place by Bush and the Republicans) of subsidizing private insurance firms 14% to provide 
Medicare Advantage members the same benefits as Medicare. Do they think we are complete fools? 

President Obama’s health insurance reform plan finally offers us a chance to end the national embarrassment of being the 
world’s biggest health care chumps. We can finally begin the process of ending the stranglehold of private insurance 
companies over our health care system with strong regulation, and by offering Americans a choice of keeping their private 
insurance or joining a strong public health insurance plan. 

Of course the private health insurance companies hate the thought of a public health insurance option because it would 
force them to compete, cut profit margins, cut executive salaries, and control costs - just what America needs. And most 
Americans understand that.

Attached is an article from the London Times on the launch of the Gujarat solar park. The Clinton Foundation 
role is mentioned and in fact the commemorative book they put out leads with us. The parks in Rajasthan and 
South Africa are also moving and will be much bigger and will be primarily solar thermal. We have also been 
asked to do work in China and Malaysia on solar parks based on success that we are having. It has all taken 
longer than we would have hoped, but it is taking off. And unlike the cities work, this does not require too much 
staff on our part. 

We lost the opportunity to scale up the ground breaking pilots we conceived in waste, LED street lighting, 
building retrofits, climate positive development and electric vehicles when we had to turn over the CCI cities 
program to the Bloomberg Foundation. Fortunately, we do not have to end our role in the solar parks. This will 
take up about $200 thousand of our $975 thousand budget this year.

Solar giant turns the desert green (and blue) in Gujarat By Robin Pagnamenta, 23 April 2012 

Asia’s mightiest solar power farm has been switched on in the Indian desert state of Gujarat. It is part of a drive 
to transform the region into one of the world’s leading green energy producers and to provide electricity to some 
of the 400 million people who still have no access to it. 

The Gujarat Solar Park, which spans a remote 3,000 acres near the border with Pakistan, started generating 
214 megawatts of electricity, sufficient to power 90,000 British households, over the weekend. The huge array of 
solar panels outstrips China’s 200MW Golmud Solar Park as the biggest in Asia. An official said that eventually 
the facility would reach a capacity of 1 ,000MW, bigger than any other single existing solar power plant in the 
world. 

India, which is heavily dependent on imported coal, oil and gas for its energy requirements, is still chronically 
short of electricity and is aiming to build 20,000 megawatts of solar capacity by 2020. 

Alan Rosling, chairman of Kiran Energy, one of about 20 developers involved in the project, said that Gujarat 
was following a unique development model for the solar farm, which was first conceived by the US-based Clinton 
Foundation. 

Rather than a single developer, the Gujarat Solar Park is owned by the government. It has leased out tracts of 
land plus access to common services - including a grid connection, 24 hour security, access to water and new 
roads - to a variety of solar developers, who will then pay an annual rent to use the facility. 

Dr. Horst J. Kayser, chief executive of AEG Power Solutions, a German company which opened a plant in 
Bangalore to manufacture solar panels for the park and other Indian projects, said: “Such multi-user model parks 
are going to be replicated in the future due to the sheer fact that this develops the overall infrastructure and the 
living standards of these areas.” 

About $600 million has already been ploughed into the Gujarat Solar Park by foreign companies including 
Germany’s Bosch, Japan’s Sharp and America’s First Solar as well as Indian groups like Tata. 

The government of Gujarat has also pledged to purchase the electricity generated from the site at a fixed cost, 
to ensure developers can be confident of future returns. “In India, there are a lot of issues around land security 
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and ownership as well as getting the right permits so this is really a very attractive model,” said Mr Rosling. 

The Gujarat Solar Park now represents more than 25 per cent of India’s total installed solar capacity of 840 
megawatts across the country. 

Gujarat is already developing a second solar power park 60km away on the same multi-user principle at another 
location, which is being developed with the assistance of the Asian Development Bank. The organization has 
pledged funding of $500 million. 

“Gujarat is clearly the solar capital of India,” said Mr Rosling, whose company has leased a 150 acre plot on the 
site. 

Dr Horst said India was a highly attractive market for solar, because its economy is growing at 7 per cent and 
there is huge unmet demand for power across the country. India’s “abundant irradiation” - sunshine - makes 
solar power a good commercial proposition, especially with the falling cost of solar technologies, he added.

AFL-CIO Goes After McCain in Battleground States 

The AFL-CIO is preparing to launch television ads in six battleground states tomorrow that take direct aim at 
separating John McCain 's military service from his service and record in the U.S. Senate. 

"Every vet respects John McCain's war record," says Jim Wasser, a Navy combat Vietnam veteran. "It's his 
record in the Senate that I have a problem with." 

Wasser goes on to detail McCain's support for spending $10 billion a month in Iraq "just like Bush" and adds that 
McCain sided with the president "against increasing health benefits for veterans." As Wasser utters those words, 
a picture of a person who lost both legs is shown - a controversial image sure to draw criticism from some 
Republicans who will claim the AFL is seeking to politicize the conflict. 

"People should let John McCain know," Wasser says at the ad's end. "His agenda is not what we need. Not 
now." 

The commercials, which will hit the airwaves tomorrow to coincide with the launch of the AFL-CIO Veterans 
Council -- a group designed to communicate with the more than two million union vets and those currently 
serving in the military. 

"Our nation's veterans deserve much better than the failed Bush economy has given them," AFL-CIO President 
John Sweeney said of the new ads. "With the formation of the AFL-CIO Union Veterans Council, veterans will be 
front and center in the effort to put our country back on track." 

The ads, which were produced by the Democratic media firm Laguens Kully Klose, will run on broadcast stations 
in Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia and Wisconsin for the next three weeks. The AFL-CIO 
would not disclose the exact amount being spent on the buy, only that it was a "significant targeted buy." 

A major television ad buy represents something of a strategic change of pace for the AFL-CIO, which over the 
last decade has focused much more on building their member to member contact operation than on running 
national television ads. 

But, with 2006 clearly an election decided on national issues and 2008 seemingly headed in that direction as 
well, it appears as though the AFL-CIO has decided to re-invest in television ads aimed at reaching a broader 
audience.

Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker’s push for major cuts in education funding and state employee compensation rests 
on his claim of a fiscal emergency he traces mainly to government overspending. 

But Democrats and liberal groups say skewed tax policies favoring the wealthy and business at the expense of 
the middle class are big factors in the state’s budget shortfalls. 

Efforts to make that case have often centered on this phrase: "Two-thirds of Wisconsin corporations don't pay 
state income taxes." 

The liberal advocacy group One Wisconsin Now -- through its affiliated research arm, Institute for One 
Wisconsin -- has been part of the effort to get that phrase before the public 

The institute’s April report , "We’re Not Broke," called that two-thirds number "shocking," arguing it was 
evidence that businesses here don’t pay their fair share because of tax loopholes, credits and Wisconsin’s 
below-average corporate tax rates. 

With Walker advocating repealing the corporate income tax altogether, we thought it was time to get to the 
bottom of this claim. 

When asked to back up the claim, Scot Ross, executive director of both One Wisconsin groups, pointed to a 
201 1 Department of Revenue report and an analysis of corporate taxation by the nonpartisan Legislative Fiscal 
Bureau. Both use 2007 data, which state officials say was the latest and best available as of early 201 1. 

A quick word about the numbers: The universe we are dealing with is corporate income taxes paid by regular 
"C" corporations at the 7.9% corporate rate -- one of the largest sources of state tax revenue. 

The Revenue Department study intentionally excludes "S" corporations and limited liability companies that pass 
through income to multiple owners or partners. They are taxed at lower rates under the personal /ncome tax 
system, rather than corporate. 

Officials at both agencies report this: Of 52,497 corporate returns, 17,564 had a tax liability totaling almost $703 
million. 

By our math, that’s 66.5 percent of the corporations with no liability -- the two-thirds in the claim. 

We wondered if this was a one-year spike. 

It’s not. 

Revenue Department officials ran a special report for us . It showed the same 66% figure with little variation in 
2004, ’05, ’06 and ’07. 

They threw in a bonus year, 2008 -- and the share of corporations that didn’t have any tax liability jumped to 69 
percent in that year. (The 2008 data was not available when the Institute for One Wisconsin did its report). 

In fact, the two-thirds mirrors things at the federal level. 

The Government Accountability Office reported that at least 60 percent of all U.S. companies -- including many 
small ones — reported no federal income-tax liability from 1998 to 2005, according to a Wall Street Journal 
article from 2008 . 

How can it be that at least two out of three corporations pay no tax? Part of the answer lies in the same 
Revenue Department table. 
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Very close to two-thirds of those 52,497 Wisconsin corporate filers reported zero net income or a net loss in 
2007 -- leaving them with no tax liability. 

"Just because some corporations are large and profitable, it does not follow all corporations are large and 
profitable," said John Koskinen, chief economist in the state Department of Revenue. "Most corporations are 
very small with little or no profit." 

The president of Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance, a research organization, put it this way: 

"It’s worth stating the obvious — if a company is making no money after expenses, it will not pay taxes," said 
Todd Berry. "Depreciation is such an expense (deduction) -- and one that is generally accepted." 

Additionally, some companies are inactive in a given year, noted Stephanie Marquis, spokeswoman for the state 
Department of Revenue. 

A significant number of individuals - as opposed to corporations -- also do not have a tax liability. Some 31% did 
not owe income taxes, according to a 2009 revenue department figures. But that understates the number who 
didn’t owe taxes, possibly by a large amount, because households with low incomes do not have to file, 
according to our calculations based on census data. 

We asked Ross, among those who have cited the number, why he called it "shocking" that firms with no net 
income would not pay taxes. 

Ross pointed to the multitude of tax credits and deductions. When used, they can take a profitable firm and 
reduce its bottom line to zero for tax purposes. 

The state revenue report confirms the phenomena: A small number of corporations had net income, but still 
didn’t owe any state income taxes. 

In total, 390 profitable firms that paid no state income tax claimed enough in tax credits that reduced their tax 
liability to zero, the Revenue Department report notes. So that means tax credits allowed 2% of firms with net 
income to avoid taxes. 

But that’s just a slice of how many firms got tax preferences to reduce their corporate income taxes. 

In addition to the dozen or more tax credits for corporations, state records list more than 20 other breaks in the 
form of deductions, exclusions and special treatment, a state report shows. 

The total tax break for all the preferences was more than $254 million in 2008, according to that Revenue 
Department report. 

So it’s clear that tax breaks can have a big impact on corporate tax collections, which in Wisconsin rate in the 
middle of the pack or lower nationally, a Journal Sentinel investigation found in 2010. 

Proponents of business tax breaks say it’s important to give incentives for business expansion and improvement. 
Critics say their pro-business impact is unclear. 

Despite the controversy over the whole issue, no comprehensive study exists to quantify why firms report no net 
income. State officials say that would require an individual review of tens of thousands of tax returns. 

Finally, it’s worth noting two developments that limit the usefulness of the state’s data in drawing conclusions 
about the business tax climate. 

No. 1 : It’s common now for start-up businesses to form as partnerships instead of "C" corporations. So part the 
picture is missing, because the state does not pull out tax-payment data on these firms, many of which are small. 
State revenue officials still say their data on "C" corporations is worthwhile, given the large dollars at stake. 
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No. 2: A relatively new change called "combined reporting" could increase corporate tax revenue collections in 
the years ahead. No data is yet available on that, however. 

What’s the bottom line? 

The liberal Institute for One Wisconsin used state data to assert that two-thirds of Wisconsin corporations pay no 
state income taxes. The two-thirds number is solid, the trend is long-term and it is reflected by federal tax data 
as well. 

For some corporations, tax breaks reduce the bottom line to zero in tax liability. But the group failed to note that 
some share of those non-paying businesses simply don’t make enough to pay taxes. We can’t say how 
significant that detail is because the data doesn’t exist. 

On the Truth-O-Meter that rates as Mostly True.

Subject: Some thoughts on using Zoom 

Hi Everyone, 

Nan Hunter and I used Zoom for the first time yesterday to teach our class and I thought I would share what 
worked well and what didn’t in case this is helpful for others. We were both co-hosts and we had 25 students 
participating. Based on that experience, my sense was that Zoom works surprisingly well for smaller discussions 
or large lecture-based classes. I think it would be too clunky to really do a large socratic-style class with lots of 
back and forth among many participants. To my 20th century mind it does not compare to the in-class 
experience, but it is a fairly effective back up plan for snow days. 

(1) Before you teach, be sure to do a test meeting with someone from 1ST. They have done a great job making 
themselves available and it was enormously helpful. 

(2) It takes a little time, but I think it is worth doing a quick roll call at the start of the class to confirm which 
students are present. You can see up to about 20 video feeds (with names) on your screen at once and you can 
scroll through to see the others, but some students (who have technical or audio problems) will use the 
telephone to call in and you will only see their telephone number. There is not a record of participants afterward. 

(3) Ask your students to mute themselves when they are not speaking to eliminate ambient noise. 

(4) You can ask your students to use the “Raise Hand” function to ask or answer questions — it works pretty well 
and allows to see who wants to participate. 

(5) You can use power point with Zoom, which I thought was helpful for keeping everyone visually focused on 
content, but when you do that the video feeds scroll down the side of your screen and you can see many fewer 
students at one time. Also, when Nan had the power point open she could not manage participants (to see 
raised hands or mute people). As co-host I could do that, but that effectively required two people. So combining 
Zoom with power point has some costs. 

(6) Kick everyone in your household off the internet before you begin! I had some problems with connectivity at a 
couple points. 

If others who have tried Zoom have insights or suggestions, please share. Particularly welcome would be ideas 
for how to structure or design a class to make the most of Zoom.

Insiders expressed confidence in Dennis Cheng, the campaign’s relatively unknown campaign finance director, 
whose selection was seen as a signal the campaign was avoiding another mistake of ’08: The empowering of 
celebrity donors who crowded out the younger, more aggressive bundlers who helped power Barack Obama’s 
money machine. 

Yet in recent days, as Clinton has assessed her daunting challenge, it’s become clear that the force behind 
the fundraising operation is campaign chairman John Podesta, who has been quietly cultivating big donors 
and coordinating fundraising strategy. 

Podesta, people close to the campaign, supports the Cheng-led strategy of creating an army of small- to 
medium-scale campaign bundlers - a “flat” fundraising structure that would give donors the sense of 
ownership in the campaign. Podesta jokingly refers to himself as the “Sultan of Flat,” but the older generation 
of Clinton fundraisers and donors interviewed over the past two weeks said they believed the new structure 
would eventually give way to a more conventional fundraising apparatus that would empower mega-donors on 
the coasts. 

Managing the friction between the old lions of Clinton fundraising - who have no use for the flat org chart -- 
and younger players Cheng hopes to recruit won’t be easy. Cheng recently angered several former Obama 
fundraisers by offering them their old regional finance jobs - even though they had gone onto to bigger, more 
lucrative careers in Washington over the years; They turned him down, according to a former Obama 
campaign official. 

Cheng has also been trying to reassure Obama bundlers and even former lower level Clinton Administration 
aides, who have now grown to have successful careers, that they won’t be left. "Their sense is that unless 
they raise zillions of dollars, they're never going to be noticed and certainly never going to infiltrate their 
already tight-knit inner circle, so why bother," one New York-based fundraiser said. "Everyone knows who 
Clinton's inner circle is, that they are going to raise a boat load of money with relatively little effort, and that 
there is little that can be done by a new person to make their mark

ARLINGTON, VA — U.S. Senator John McCain will deliver the following remarks as prepared for delivery at the 
National Sheriffs' Association's 68th Annual Conference in Indianapolis, IN, today at 1 1 :00 a.m. EDT : 

Thank you, Sheriff Webre, for the kind introduction, and thank you all very much. I appreciate the warm welcome 
to Indianapolis, and I am proud to be in the company of more than two thousand sheriffs and deputy sheriffs. I'm 
very honored, and have never felt safer. 

There is a small fraternity of occupations that deserve every citizen's gratitude, every day. And sheriffs and 
deputy sheriffs are charter members. Some functions of government take place far from public view, and 
success and failure can be hard to measure. But that is never true in your calling. In law enforcement, the 
standard is always 100 percent success, and there is no such thing as "close enough" for government work. 
Protecting innocent citizens from those who would do them harm is the most elementary responsibility of 
government. Law enforcement work is often hard, sometimes heroic, and always necessary. We are all in your 
debt, and I thank you for your service. 

When President Ronald Reagan came before this organization in 1984, he spoke of a "new mandate from the 
American people." He described some of the social theories of the preceding decades, and how these 
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fashionable ideas had fostered a permanent criminal class of violent repeat offenders. In the 1960's and 70's, 
violent crime had increased throughout most of our country. In some cities, people felt as if their neighborhoods 
were under hostile occupation. At the federal level, President Reagan offered a different approach to criminal 
justice, focused on vigorous enforcement and stricter sentencing. Criminal justice reform is a part of the Reagan 
revolution that is often forgotten today. But over time, America became a better, safer, and more just country 
because of those reforms. And you're the ones who helped to make it happen. 

We still hear some academics and politicians speaking as if a rising rate of incarceration and a 
reduction in crime were unrelated facts. But, of course, when the most violent and persistent 
criminals are in prison, crime rates will go down. And this is exactly what happened through the 1990's 
and most of this decade. The progress our country made against crime was the result of smart policies, 
bipartisan cooperation, and, above all, high-quality work by the men and women of law enforcement. 

Many of our cities became safer during the 1990's, thanks to the resolute action of city and county leaders such 
as my friend Rudy Giuliani and his police commissioner Bill Bratton. During both Republican and Democratic 
administrations, Congress continued to supply states and localities with new resources. Under legislation I've 
supported, we have also sought to increase penalties for repeat felons who commit crimes with a firearm, or 
commit violent crimes on behalf of a criminal gang. We have worked to improve the National Instant Criminal 
Background Check System for firearms purchases. And we have sought to increase the fines criminals must pay 
into the Federal Crime Victims Fund and bar all criminals from profiting from their crimes. 

We also expanded public registry requirements for convicted sex offenders — because to prevent and punish 
the exploitation of children, the surest policy is zero-tolerance. When anyone is convicted of a sexual assault on 
a child, they should stay in prison for a long time, and their names should stay forever on the National Sex 
Offender Public Registry. When they are released — if they are released — they should be tracked both in their 
physical movements and in their Internet usage. And under a bill I have authored as a senator, and intend to 
sign into law as president, we're going to get serious against Internet predators: Anyone who uses the Internet in 
the commission of a crime of child exploitation is going offline and into prison for an additional ten years. 

In protecting children and in all criminal justice policy, at both the state and federal level, we have shown how 
much can be achieved when consistent principles are applied and both parties work together. And this spirit will 
be needed in meeting the challenges of our own time. The overall trends in crime are small comfort to the more 
than six million victims of violent crime in America each year, or to the more than 1 8 million victims of property 
crime. In an enterprise measured by the standard of 100 percent success, there is no time to linger on the 
progress of the past. We need to stay on the offensive against crime, and especially crimes of 
violence. 

The federal government has its own well defined set of law-enforcement concerns, such as multi-state criminal 
syndicates, terrorist cells, government corruption, and the protection of America's borders. And from the 
standpoint of state and local law enforcement, often the best service our federal government can render is to do 
these things and do them right. Presidential leadership is essential in all of these responsibilities. But nowhere is 
the influence of a president more critical to law enforcement than in the power of judicial nominations. 

It will fall to the next president to nominate hundreds of men and women to the federal courts. These choices will 
have far-reaching consequences for all Americans, and perhaps especially for law enforcement. When a serious 
crime is investigated, prosecuted, and punished, it takes many hours and the best efforts of police, trial courts, 
and juries. Yet one badly reasoned opinion, by one overreaching judge, can undo it all. Just like that, evidence 
of guilt can be suppressed, or a dangerous predator released because of judge-made laws having little or 
nothing to do with the requirements of the Constitution. Even worse, when such opinions issue from the highest 
court, they set a precedent for many more injustices, and they add one more obstacle to the work of law 
enforcement. 

We saw such presumption again just last week in a matter before the Supreme Court. In the considered 
judgment of the people of Louisiana and their elected representatives, the violent rape of a small child is a 
capital offense. There is nothing in our Constitution to contradict that view. But five justices decided the people's 
judgment didn't take into account "evolving standards of decency," and so they substituted their judgment for 
that of the people of Louisiana, their legislators, their governor, the trial judge, the jury, the appellate judge, and 
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the other four justices of the Supreme Court. 

It's a peculiar kind of moral evolution that disregards the democratic process, and inures solely 
to the benefit of child rapists. It was such a jarring decision from the Court that my opponent, 
Senator Obama, immediately and to his credit expressed his disagreement. I'd like to think this 
signals a change of heart on his part about his votes against the confirmation of two of the four 
dissenters in the case, Justice Samuel Alito and Chief Justice John Roberts. More to the point, 
why is it that the majority includes the same justices he usually holds out as the models for future 
nominations? My opponent may not care for this particular decision, but it was exactly the kind of 
opinion we could expect from an Obama Court. 

Should I be elected president, I will look for accomplished men and women with a proven record 
of excellence in the law, and a proven commitment to judicial restraint. They will be the kind of 
judges who believe in giving everyone in a criminal court their due: justice for the guilty and the 
innocent, compassion for the victims, and respect for the men and women of law enforcement. 

In all of criminal justice policy, we must put the interests of law-abiding citizens first — and above all the rights of 
victims. And when we formulate criminal justice policy, words of praise for the good work of local law 
enforcement are not enough. We must give active support to officers of the peace across America, by providing 
the tools you need to meet new dangers. Even as crime has diminished in some areas, including New York and 
other major cities, crime is spreading in many small and mid-sized jurisdictions. And the general numbers in 
crime reduction conceal one of the most disturbing facts of all — the rise of new, better organized, and more 
widely dispersed gang violence and transnational gangs. Once largely confined to major cities, the threat of 
gang violence is now well known to sheriffs and corrections officers across America. And in all cases of violent 
crime, in both urban and rural areas, it's the poorest among us who are most vulnerable. 

To meet all of these challenges, and others, you will need assistance, critical resources, and new technologies 
that often only the federal government can provide. And one of the most critical of these resources concerns the 
radio spectrum. So that police, fire-fighters, and other public safety agencies can freely communicate with one 
another, we will build a long overdue national, interoperable public safety broadband network. You and all your 
colleagues in law enforcement need seamless communication across every agency and jurisdiction for 
emergency response. For more than a decade now, I have tried to persuade the Congress to provide dedicated 
radio spectrum and funding for communications equipment to local, state, and federal law enforcement officers. 
Just last year, I introduced a bill that provided for more than twice the capacity that the FCC has currently set 
aside for public safety. Special interests in Washington want the FCC to auction off more of that spectrum than I 
do. But no matter what price it might fetch at auction, it should be available for fighting crime and saving lives. 

The Congress, too, needs to get its priorities straight, and that begins by supporting the priorities of front-line 
law-enforcement personnel. As it is, funds distributed by the Department of Justice are too often earmarked 
according to their value to the re-election of members of Congress instead of their value to police. This is 
especially true in the case of grants allocated under the Byrne/JAG program — many of which are urgently 
needed to interdict drugs and track the movement of violent gangs. The result is that millions of dollars are 
wasted every year, and a lot of good ideas and programs in local law enforcement never get funded. 

Earmark spending bills are the broken windows of the federal budget process, and by ending these abuses we 
set a new tone and we set much greater reforms in motion. Earmark spending runs against the public interest in 
many ways, and especially when public safety is in the balance. And that's why, as president, I will veto every bill 
with earmarks, until the Congress stops sending bills with earmarks. It may take a while for Congress to adjust, 
but sooner or later they'll figure out that there's a new sheriff in town. 

Law enforcement professionals know best what they need in the field. And today, what's often needed most are 
more personnel and better technologies for tracking criminals, gathering data, and sharing vital information. We 
need to make certain that every agency is working with others where necessary, so that the miscommunications 
and missed opportunities before 9/1 1 are never repeated. To protect our energy supply, air and rail transport, 
banking and financial services, we need to invest far more in the federal task of cyber security. In this new 
century, and especially with the threat of terrorist attacks, every state, local, and federal agency concerned with 
public safety should have access a shared repository of information. In the case of any suspected terrorist, we 
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must make certain that law enforcement knows who they are, where they are, and what they're up to. 

We know as well that tens of thousands of felons — in custody and at large — entered our country illegally. Why 
has it has fallen to sheriffs and other local officials to protect their citizens from these foreign-born felons? 
Because our federal government failed to protect our borders from their entry, and this serious dereliction of 
duty must end. 

Our compassion for laborers who entered this country unlawfully — our understanding of their struggles, even 
as we act to secure the border — speaks well of America. But this respect does not extend to criminals who 
came here to break our laws and do harm to people. Through the Criminal Alien Program, we have made some 
progress in recent years. Too often, however, states are left to deal with the high costs and excessive regulation 
involved in deportation proceedings, and many local officers are left waiting for immigration agents to show up 
on site. So, as president, I will expand the Criminal Alien Program. We will require that the federal government 
assume more of the costs to deport and detain criminal aliens — because this is a problem of the federal 
government's own making. 

As if all of these challenges were not enough, another has arisen because of your own hard work and success 
these past 25 years in sending serious offenders to prison. Many are due for release, and just last year some 
750,000 inmates reentered society. Unless we change our approach over the next four years, these released 
prisoners are likely to reoffend in very high numbers, committing millions of new crimes and finding millions of 
new victims. And we need to be as committed in preparing them for freedom as we were in taking that freedom 
away. 

Maybe you have heard the story of an ex-inmate named Don Cox, who received a sentence of 90 years for 
being an accomplice to a murder right here in Indianapolis in 1978. Mr. Cox would likely have spent the rest of 
his life in prison, had it not been for the efforts of another man named Tim Streett. In the short version of a 
powerful story, Mr. Streett is the son of the victim, and had even been a witness to his father's murder. He is 
also a witness to the possibilities of redemption. After years of bitterness, Mr. Streett sought out the prisoner. In 
time, he even became his friend. And it was he who asked prosecutors to seek parole for Mr. Cox. As Tim 
Streett explains his change of heart, "Anger and bitterness — that can build up. But true forgiveness says, 'I 
forgive you, and it's over."' 

Across a prison and jail population of 2.3 million souls, there may be some who will never find or 
even seek this path. But the way should be open to all. This was the spirit of the Second Chance 
Act of 2007, a law designed to make the walk out of prison, past the gates and razor wire, a one- 
way journey. Ex-convicts need more than a few bucks and a bus ticket out of town. Many will need job training, 
a place to live, mentors, family counseling, and much more. Beyond government, there are churches and 
community groups all across our country that stand ready to help even more. And these groups will have the 
committed support of my administration. 

With so many sentences about to expire, and so many second chances about to be offered, the stakes are high 
for our country. And nobody understands that better than sheriffs, their deputies, and other officers of the 
peace. Great challenges lie ahead of you, and you will meet them as those who carry the badge of law 
enforcement always have — with courage and with honor. I thank each one of you for the dedication you bring 
to a hard job. I thank all of you for your commitment to the cause of justice. And I thank you for your kind 
attention here today.

The sort of intra-Washington chicanery that is not scandalous, but not often revealed. 

The just-released batch of emails from Hillary Clinton's tenure as Secretary of State is full of sausage-making. 

It's the sort of intra-Washington chicanery that is not scandalous, but not often revealed, because human beings 
are capable of embarrassment. One of the more excruciating exchanges comes when Sidney Blumenthal, the 
journalist turned Clinton confidant, offered up pro bono spin work during the weeks before the 2012 election 
when Republicans started to ask why the attack on America's consulate in Benghazi had not been stopped. 

On the morning of October 1 , journalist Craig Linger — best known for the 2004 cui bono bestseller House of 
Bush, House of Saud — published a column in Salon that revealed a "Jimmy Carter strategy" being formulated by 
Mitt Romney's presidential campaign. 

"According to a highly reliable source," wrote Linger, "as Mitt Romney and President Barack Obama prepare for 
the first presidential debate Wednesday night, top Republican operatives are primed to unleash a new two- 
pronged offensive that will attack Obama as weak on national security, and will be based, in part, on new 
intelligence information regarding the attacks in Libya that killed U.S. Ambassador Chris Stevens on Sept. 1 1 

More than that, the "scoop" made no sense. 

This source of this scoop, wrote Linger, had "firsthand knowledge of private, high-level conversations in the 
Romney camp that took place in Washington, D.C., last week." According to the source, "over and over again 
they talked about how it would be just like Jimmy Carter’s failed raid [on Iran in 1 980]," and "they feel it is going 
to give them a last-minute landslide in the election." Curiously, the source predicted that the strategy would fail. 

The story went up at 9:30 a.m. Eastern time. Forty-three minutes later, Blumenthal sent Hillary Clinton an email 
with the text of the story and the subject "Romney's last gambit. Got done and published." In other words, 
Blumenthal, formerly a Salon columnist, was taking credit for the Romney story being placed in Salon. 

In a now-deleted tweet, Romney strategist Stu Stevens snarked that it was "a mistake" to invite Blumenthal into a 
secret strategy session. "This was just a joke," Stevens added in an e-mail, "highlighting he knew nothing." 

More than that, the "scoop" made no sense. The Romney campaign was based in Boston, not Washington. The 
idea of hitting the White House over the Benghazi attacks was hardly being dreamed up in secret — Romney had 
done it weeks earlier, and been chastened by a media blowback. Surrogates, however, continued to talk plenty 
about Benghazi. The only point to the story was that it made Romney's team look callow, which was how allies of 
the Obama administration wanted them to look. 

The running theme of Blumenthal's missives to his "old friend," the Democratic frontrunner, is that Blumenthal is 
a gusher of terrible advice. The revelation of these emails is that even terrible advice could pay off, if the media 
was willing to accept a narrative that made the Clintons' enemies look malicious. Republicans did not quite need 
a FOIA to discover that, but it certainly didn't hur

White House’s weather deja vu

The stars of meteorology were aligned as the White House made its case on climate change. 

NBC’s Al Roker was there, along with more than 1 00 national and local television weather forecasters — some 
of them doing their TV hits from the White House lawn. They met with the president and his advisers. And the 
administration hoped the broadcasters’ popular appeal would help sell the public on the need to take action on 
global warming. 

No, that wasn’t the big climate-weather outreach<https://www.politicopro.com/story/energy/?id=33545> that the 
Obama White House held on Tuesday. It was a quite similar event <http://www.nytimes.com/1997/10/02/us/ 
clinton-nudges-tv-forecasters-on-warming.html> that the Clinton White House held in October 1997, as that 
administration was preparing for discussions of a global climate agreement in Kyoto, Japan. 

But yes, Roker was invited both times. 

Bracewell & Giuliani energy specialist Frank Maisano pointed out the coincidence Tuesday morning, in an email 
with the subject line: “Seems like we’ve done this before.” 

As with President Barack Obama’s event on Tuesday, the hope for then-President Bill Clinton’s administration 
was that the TV forecasters could reach viewers who weren’t paying attention to — or being informed by — the 
usual White House press corps. 

“You, just in the way you comment on the events that you cover, may have a real effect on the American 
people,” Clinton told the broadcasters, according to The New York Times’ coverage of the two-day seminar. He 
added, “I do think it’s very important, since you have more influence than anybody does on how the American 
people think about this, that at least you know what you believe and how you think we should proceed.” 

The Times remarked: “Playing host to the nation’s television weather forecasters was the most innovative step in 
a White House campaign to rally public support for new binding global targets for restricting greenhouse gases.” 

Of course, the Senate never ratified the Kyoto agreement. 
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The Obama administration is now in a similar position as it prepares for international talks in Paris with hopes of 
reaching a binding global agreement on how to counteract climate change. But Obama has also gone ahead 
with regulations to tackle the problem, including next month’s debut of EPA rules meant to throttle greenhouse 
gas pollution from thousands of power plants. 

“The only difference seems to be the underlying use of regulations to do it more effectively this time,” Maisano 
commented. “Clinton and his folks wanted to regulate power plants, but never went that far.”

In 2015, as the Cuban and American flags rose in the breeze of diplomacy and 
engagement, we had an amazing vantage point - seeing the changes from the inside and 
sharing what we learned and what we believed with all of you. 

We are grateful to the leaders and believers who made all of this possible. 

Among them, we want to recognize diplomats at the U.S. State Department in Washington 
and in our new U.S. Embassy in Havana who encouraged our work and, from time to 
time, made us a part of theirs. 

We thank our friends in Congress, old and new, who came away from our trips to Cuba 
inspired and energized to change U.S. policy, Governors like Andrew Cuomo of New York 
who capitalized on President Obama's opening to partner with Cuba and create economic 
opportunity in their states, and the businesses and artists, experts and advocates, who 
looked to us so they too could become part of this historic change. 

We are grateful to the Cubans - especially the amazing women who are central to much of 
our work - who welcomed us in Havana, Regia, Pinar del Rio, Cojimar and elsewhere; 
they shared their stories and aspirations with our eleven delegations, so we could better 
understand Cuba by listening and exchanging with them. 

We were, to paraphrase Tennyson, a part of all that we met. 

In just a few days from now, we'll be accompanying a delegation led by Governor Terry 
McAuliffe of Virginia. After food sales to Cuba were legalized in 2000, Virginia was one 
of the first states to forge a relationship with Cuba, and overtime became one of its most 
reliable suppliers. Governor McAuliffe has spent years, outside and inside government, 
engaging with Cuba, hosting its diplomats in Virginia and visiting Cuba. When he returns 
to Havana, he will be, to say the least, a known commodity to our Cuban hosts. 

Our country spent decades using food as a weapon of foreign policy against Cuba. Even 
after 2000, the weight of U.S. sanctions prevented a full, two-way trade relationship in 
agriculture products that would have made it easier for Cubans to put food on their tables 
and bring Cuban agricultural products into our supermarkets and stores. 

As this June 2015 report from the U.S. Department of Agriculture makes clear, changes 
in U.S. policy are needed so that Cuba and the U.S. can resume normal agricultural trade, 
allowing Cuban and American farms to prosper. 

No other sector of the U.S. economy has agitated for better relations - more patiently or 
effectively - and worked harder to bring the United States and Cuba together than 
American agriculture. 
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To drive the process of normalization and engagement forwarded, the U.S. business 
community and others could hardly do better than following the example set by our 
farmers. 

We hope you have been enjoying the happiest, safest, and most joyful of holidays.

HILLARY CLINTON: Well, look, I voted numerous times when I was a senator to spend money to 
build a barrier to try to prevent illegal immigrants from coming in, and I do think you have to control 
your borders. But I think that it’s also true that we need to do more to try to, number one, deal with 
the people who are already here, many of whom have been here for decades, because it is just 
never going to happen that we’re going to round up and deport 11 or 12 million people. I don’t care 
how tall the wall is or how big the door is, that is never going to happen. (Applause.) And I think it 
is an unnecessarily provocative thing to say. We need to secure our borders; I’m for it, I voted for 
it, I believe in it. And we also need to deal with the families, the workers who are here, who have 
made contributions, and their children. And we -^/lexican immigration no longer is really the issue. 
The Mexican economy is doing well enough, we’ve had no net Mexican immigration in the last 
several years. We now get immigrants from Central America and Latin America, and a lot of them 
make a very dangerous trip with smugglers and traffickers to try to get into our country, and we 
need to do more to try to put some resources into those countries to try to deal with some of the 
conditions, particularly the violence, the drug dealers and the like that create that. 

And we have an example of how effective the United States can be. When my husband was 
President, as you remember, there was a war going on in Colombia by drug traffickers and 
insurgent rebels. It was such a violent war that elected officials, business leaders, academics were 
being kidnapped, many of them murdered, otherwise held for ransom. And we did something called 
Plan Colombia, where we helped the government figure out how to secure their country from drug 
traffickers and rebels, and it took a number of years, but now it’s a success story. 

So we can do more to stop the problem from where it starts. We can do more to secure our 
border. And we should do more to deal with the 11 or 12 million people who are here, get them out 
of the shadows because we will have a better economic outcome if we do that. Because what 
happens now is if you’re undocumented you will work for as little as you can be paid, and that 
influences the labor market and takes away jobs from Americans because there’s no even playing 
field. If we get them out of the shadows and we enforce the labor laws, we will see a much better 
labor market for Americans and we will also see much more contribution into the Social Security 
and Medicare system as well as the taxes. I mean, right now we know that undocumented workers 
pay into the Social Security system many billions of dollars, but it could be even more. 

So yeah, we have to do all of that. And to talk about just one piece of it I think is misleading and 
doesn’t help us get to where we can solve the problems that we face. (Applause.)

Senator Barack Obama's campaign is steering the candidate's wealthy supporters away from independent Democratic 
groups, calling into question what had been expected to be the groups' central role in this year's Democratic offensive against 
Senator John McCain. 

Obama's national finance chairwoman, Chicago hotel mogul Penny Pritzlcer, told supporters at a national finance committee 
meeting in Indianapolis May 2, and in other conversations, not to give money to the groups, people familiar with her 
comments said. 

"From the beginning of this race Obama has told supporters that if they want to help his effort, they should do so through 
his campaign," said Obama spokesman Bill Burton, who confirmed that Pritzlcer has told donors not to give to the groups. 
"And he means exactly what he says." 

Most presidential candidates say they don't encourage the outside groups, and donors are accustomed to taking those words 
with a grain of salt. The candidates' words are typically seen as mere legal defenses against allegations that the campaigns are 
illicitly coordinating with outside groups. 

The donors have been considering entreaties from Progressive Media USA, run by conservative-journalist turned liberal 
media critic David Brock; from former Clinton aide John Podesta's Fund for America; and from America Votes, a group 
backed by billionaire George Soros that focuses on voter mobilization, among other efforts. 

But in recent days, major donors have begun to conclude that Obama is serious in trying to cut off funds to the outside 
groups. 

"It's given donors pause," said one prominent Democratic donor of Pritzker's words.

STATEMENT ON HIV AND AIDS 
10/18/2016 
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Yesterday, at Nancy Reagan’s funeral, I said something inaccurate when speaking about the 
Reagans’ record on HIV and AIDS. Since then. I’ve heard from countless people who were 
devastated by the loss of friends and loved ones, and hurt and disappointed by what I said, and I 
understand why. I made a mistake, plain and simple. 


I want to use this opportunity to talk not only about where we’ve come from but where we must 
go in the fight against HIV and AIDS. 


To be clear, the Reagans did not start a national conversation about HIV and AIDS. 
Unfortunately, the opposite was true. That distinction belongs to generations of brave men and 
women who started not just a conversation but a movement that continues to this day. 


The AIDS crisis in America began as a quiet, deadly epidemic. Because of discrimination and 
disregard, it remained that way for far too long. When many in positions of power turned a blind 
eye, it was groups like ACT UP, Gay Men’s Health Crisis and others that came forward to shatter 
the silence. They organized and marched, held die-ins on the steps of city halls and vigils in the 
streets. They fought alongside a few courageous voices in Washington, like U.S. Representative 
Henry Waxman, who spoke out from the floor of Congress. 


Then there were all the people whose names we don’t often hear today - the unsung heroes who 
fought on the frontlines of the crisis, from hospital wards and bedsides, some with their last 
breath. Slowly, too slowly, ignorance was crowded out by information. People who had once 
closed their eyes opened their hearts. 


If not for those advocates, activists and ordinary, heroic people, we would not be where we are in 
preventing and treating HIV and AIDS. Their courage - and their refusal to accept silence as the 
status quo - saved lives. 


We’ve come a long way. But we still have work to do to eradicate this disease for good and to 
erase the stigma that is an echo of a shameful and painful period in our country’s history. 


This issue is important to me. At the 1992 Democratic National Convention, when my husband 
accepted the nomination for president, we marked a break with the past by having two HIV- 
positive speakers — the first time that ever happened at a national convention. As First Lady, I 
brought together world leaders to strategize and coordinate efforts to take on HIV and AIDS 
around the world. In the Senate, I put forward legislation to expand global AIDS research and 
assistance and to increase prevention and education. And as Secretary of State, I launched a 
campaign to usher in an AIDS-free generation through prevention and treatment, targeting the 
populations at greatest risk of contracting HIV. 


The AIDS crisis looks very different today. There are more options for treatment and prevention 
than ever before. More people with HIV are leading full and happy lives. But HIV and AIDS are 
still with us. They continue to disproportionately impact communities of color, transgender 
people, young people and gay and bisexual men. There are still 1 .2 million people living with HIV 
in the United States today, with about 50,000 people newly diagnosed each year. In Sub-Saharan 
Africa, almost 60 percent of people with HIV are women and girls. Even though the tools exist to 
end this epidemic once and for all, there are still far too many people dying today. That is 
absolutely inexcusable. 
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I believe there’s even more we can - and must - do together. For starters, let’s continue to 
increase HIV and AIDS research and invest in the promising innovations that research is 
producing. Medications like PrEP are proving effective in preventing HIV infection; we should 
expand access to that drug for everyone, including at-risk populations. We should call on 
Republican governors to put people’s health and well-being ahead of politics and extend 
Medicaid, which would provide healthcare to those with HIV and AIDS. We should call on states 
to reform outdated and stigmatizing HIV criminalization laws. We should increase funding for the 
President's Emergency Plan for AIDS Relief (PEPFAR). And we should cap out-of-pocket 
expenses and drug costs, and hold companies like Turing and Valeant accountable when they 
attempt to gouge patients by jacking up the price of lifesaving medications. 


We’re still surrounded by memories of loved ones lost and lives cut short. But we’re also 
surrounded by survivors who are fighting harder than ever. We owe it to them and to future 
generations to continue that fight together. For the first time, an AIDS-free generation is in sight. 
As president, I promise you that I will not let up until we reach that goal. We will not leave anyone 
behind.

You may have seen media coverage last week of the streets department 
saying that a study to fix our sidewalks would cost more than $ 1 0 
million and take three years to complete — not three years to fix our 
sidewalks, three years to study them. That's outrageous, and I joined 
with Councilmembers Rosendahl and Buscaino to introduce official 
action demanding that this study be sent back to the drawing board. 

But the larger issue that was highlighted is one of jobs and the 
economy and how that fits into the City Hall discussion. And right now 
that discussion is too focused on cuts and taxes. 

When it comes to cuts, there is no doubt that we must act when 
taxpayer dollars are being wasted. But we have to look beyond cuts, for 
example, when the fact is no money has been spent on a full sidewalk 
replacement in Los Angeles since 2008. And when it comes to taxes, 
the current city tax system is unfair, too high, and too complex, and so 
the priority must be on reforming it first. 


We must realize that the resources to pay for sidewalk repairs — and to 
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put cops on the street, firefighters in our stations, books in our 
libraries and facilities in our parks — are generated by economic 
activity. They're generated when more people are working. I'm 
focused on jobs on this Labor Day and every day because 
that's the only way forward, and jobs are what Angelenos 
need most right now.

“Democratic primary voters deserve to know exactly where Secretary Clinton stands on Social 
Security,” said Murshed Zaheed, CREDO’S deputy political director. “Sec. Clinton needs to draw a line in 
the sand and make it clear that she will veto any bill that cuts Social Security benefits or raises the 
retirement age.” 

Secretary Clinton’s full remarks on Social Security at Wednesday’s “politics and eggs” luncheon at Saint Anselm 
College can be found below: 

Yes you know, I think there are three parts to what we have to do with social security and the first is we really 
have to defend social security from the continuing efforts by some to privatize it, which I have been studying and 
opposing for a long time because the numbers just don’t work out. And in the Bush administration when I was in 
the Senate I was one of the leaders in the fight against the Bush plan to privatize and it is something that I 
number 1 , we’ll focus on: we are not going to privatize social security. Secondly, I am concerned about those 
people on social security who are most vulnerable in terms of what their monthly payout is. That is primarily 
divorced, widowed, single women who either never worked themselves or worked only a little so they have either 
just their own earnings to depend on or they had a spouse who also was a low wage worker and the first and 
most important task I think is to make sure that we get the monthly payment for the poorest social security 
recipients up. So that would be the first thing I would look at. Thirdly, we do have to consider ways to make sure 
that the funding of social security does maintain the system. I think we have a number of options, this would be 
something that I would look at, I do not favor raising the retirement age. And I don’t favor it because it might be 
fine for somebody like me, but the vast majority of working people who have worked hard and have had a difficult, 
maybe last couple of decades trying to continue to work, it would be very challenging for them. If there were a 
way to do it that would not penalize or punish laborers and factory workers and long distance truck drivers and 
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people who really are ready for retirement at a much earlier age, I would consider it. But I have yet to find any 
recommendation that I would think would be suitable. And I want to look at raising the cap, I think that’s 
something we should look at how we do it, because I don’t want it to be an extra burden on middle class families 
and in some parts of the country, you know, there’s a different level of income that defines middle class. So what 
do we skip and what level do we start at? And we have to consider that. So those are my three priorities in 
looking at social security.

Bush in Iowa: ’I don't think we should politicize our faith’ 

AP | Thomas Beaumont and Catherine Lucey 

WASHINGTON, Iowa (AP) — Jeb Bush cautioned against blending politics and religion Wednesday, 
signaling he will not necessarily heed the pope or pander to social conservatives in Iowa in his policy agenda 
for the Republican presidential nomination. 
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"I don't think we should politicize our faith," he said, speaking in a state where evangelical Christians wield 
significant political influence. "I think religion ought to be about making us better as people and less about 
things that end up getting into the political realm.” 

His comments came on the eve of an encyclical by Pope Francis that is expected to endorse the scientific 
view that human activity contributes to climate change — a conclusion challenged by many Republicans and 
several of the party's candidates for president. 

Bush, who converted to Catholicism, suggested he will not be beholden to a faith-driven policy agenda 
wherever it comes from because his religion is a personal beacon, not a political roadmap. 

"I go to church to have my faith nourished, to have my faith challenged," the former Florida governor told 
reporters after the outdoor meeting with about 75 eastern Iowa Republicans in the backyard of a local 
supporter. "That's why I go to Mass. I don't go to Mass for economic policy or for things in politics." 

On the coming encyclical, he said he would read and reflect on it. "I think Pope Francis is an extraordinary 
leader of a church whose teachings I try to follow, and it doesn't need to get any more complicated than 
that," Bush said. "But I think it's better to solve this in the political realm." 

Bush has said he accepts the scientific premise that the climate is changing and believes that examining the 
causes should be a priority. But he's contended that the science is not clear on how much global warming 
comes from human activity. 

Bush, on his first visit to Iowa as a declared candidate, was asked at a public event what he would do to put 
God in public life. He sidestepped somewhat, saying he would more broadly promote the defense of religious 
liberty. "The next president needs to establish religious freedom as one of the first freedoms," he said. 

Daniel Wright, a 32-year-old electronics salesman from eastern Iowa, said Bush was unafraid of the question, 
which impressed him, but he felt he dodged it. 

"Specifically, I was talking about God, not religion collectively, from a Christian point of view," Wright 
said. "I would have loved to have kept the question on God and not religion as a whole." 

It was a rapid introduction to Iowa caucus politics for Bush, whose positions on immigration and education 
have raised questions among some on the right about whether he's conservative enough. He's been reaching 
out to influential Christian conservatives for months but has spent less time in Iowa than some other 
leading rivals. 

Iowa Christian conservative groups have already held gatherings for activists where presidential prospects 
have spoken, though Bush has not. Some candidates also aggressively court pastors, who can be influential 
among parishioners, especially in evangelically conservative northwest Iowa. It's a segment of Republican 
primary voters that is also influential in parts of South Carolina, where Bush travels Thursday. 

At least eight candidates have confirmed they plan to participate in the July conference of the Iowa Family 
Leader, a Christian-based policy group. Bush has not attended any such events, although he went to an Iowa 
agricultural policy conference and the Iowa Republican Party's spring dinner last month. 

The past two caucus winners were former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee in 2008, and former Pennsylvania 
Sen. Rick Santorum in 2012, both of whom heavily courted evangelical Christians.

When Jeb Bush

As I have said and 
as I believe, the 
advancement of 
the full 

participation of 
women and girls at 
every aspect of 
their societies is 
the great 
unfinished 
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business of the 
21st century, and 
not just for women 
but for everyone 
— and not just in 
far away countries 
but right here in 
the United States. 

So does Jeb Bush 
object to any or all 
of that? Is he 
against closing the 
gender gap in 
education in the 
developing world? 
(In the U.S., 
women outpace 
men in educational 
attainment, so 
Clinton clearly 
wasn’t talking 
about this 
country.) Is he for 
domestic violence 
(the same is true; 
we have those 
laws here)?

The boon of reduced oil consumption 

By Brian Deese and Jason Furman 

The average American family is on pace to save about $700 at the pump this year. One reason for this has been widely 
reported: A historic increase in U.S. oil production has increased global supply and put downward pressure on prices. 

But a potentially even more important reason has gotten far less attention — a historic decline in the amount of oil that our 
economy is consuming. Indeed, in 2014 Americans used less petroleum than they did in 1997, despite the fact that the 
economy is nearly 50 percent larger than it was 17 years ago. A new report this week by the Council of Economic 
Advisers documents that this drop in consumption is one of the biggest surprises in global oil markets in the past decade. 

If it continues, it will have positive implications for our economy, our national security and our efforts to combat climate 
change. 

After a half-century in which it generally rose, U.S. oil consumption leveled off and has begun to decline. No one expected 
this development. The Energy Information Administration (EIA), which produces some of the most influential and well- 
regarded forecasts in the field, until recently consistently projected increases in oil consumption. In fact, U.S. consumption 
in 2014 was 6.4 million barrels per day below the projection it made in 2003 — an amount greater than the oil produced by 
Iraq and Kuwait combined and about twice the magnitude of the unexpected increase in U.S. oil production. Importantly, 
that decline in consumption is not expected to be just a passing phenomenon: The latest forecasts for U.S. oil consumption 
through 2025 are relatively flat. 


We are already seeing the benefits of this. The drop in consumption relative to expectations has helped reduce U.S. net 
imports of petroleum by nearly half, reducing our dependence on foreign oil and our macroeconomic vulnerability to rises 
and falls in the world price of oil. By reducing net U.S. oil usage by the equivalent of about 10 percent of global 
production, these developments have contributed to the decline in the global price of oil over the past year. And the decline 
in the consumption of oil has contributed to the nearly 10 percent decline in overall U.S. carbon emissions from 2005 to 
2014, one of many ways in which smart energy policies can also be good for our efforts to mitigate climate change and 
protect the health of our children.

Moreover, this is a truly American story. Over this period, we have not seen similar declines in most other advanced 
economies. For example, the percentage reduction among European economies has been roughly half of that in the United 
States. 

So what is behind this trend and what can we do to continue it? The majority of the decline in oil consumption has been in 
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the transportation sector, but the industrial, residential and commercial sectors have come in below expectations as well. 
To date, about three-quarters of the decline in the transportation sector has been due to a reduction in the number of miles 
driven, which is explained not only by the fallout from the Great Recession and gasoline prices that exceeded pre-crisis 
levels until mid-2014 but also demographic shifts, such as the aging of the population and the retirement of the baby 
boomers, that are likely to persist. The other quarter of the decline is due to increased efficiency, in part because of new 
rules requiring a more fuel-efficient fleet. Moreover, the fact that we have replaced about 10 percent of our transportation 
fuels with biofuels, thanks to a bipartisan law enacted by Congress in 2007, has further reduced our reliance on imported 
fossil fuels. 

Efficiency is expected to matter even more — it is projected to account for nearly half of the reduction in consumption in 
2025 relative to past projections — as the vehicle mileage rules continue to phase in. 

New policies the administration is announcing Friday to improve fuel efficiency for heavy-duty vehicles will help build on 
this trend. Heavy-duty trucks are the fastest growing component of the transportation sector and are responsible for about 
one-fifth of its energy use and carbon emissions. 

In addition, the president is pushing for Congress to increase our investments in transportation infrastructure, including a 
70 percent increase in transit investments that would help reduce miles traveled by expanding transportation options. 
Together with other policies to reduce emissions from power plants, cut methane emissions from the oil and gas sectors 
and phase down the use hydrofluorocarbons, this would help us hit the U.S. goal of reducing carbon emissions by 26 
percent to 28 percent below 2005 levels by 2025 — a goal the president formalized this year as part of our efforts to lead 
the world toward a global agreement on climate change. And as the recent trends have shown, it would put to rest the idea 
that we must choose between fighting climate change and growing our economy: Improving fuel efficiency standards for 
cars, trucks and other vehicles allows us to do both.

Hillary Clinton has long avoided addressing whether she supports the construction of the Keystone XL pipeline - a project that earns rare 
bipartisan support in the Senate but is opposed by the Obama administration. Her latest dodge came in Canada, where she gave two paid 
speeches Wednesday and offered no comment on the subject. 


But she's now getting an assist from a leading Democratic opposition research firm in defending her record on energy. Correct the Record, an arm 
of American Bridge which is closely allied with Clinton's campaign, will release a new report today boosting the former Secretary of State's record 
on other energy issues, a move that comes as the new Republican-controlled Senate debates a Keystone vote. 


The report lists nine areas where Clinton was involved in energy-related efforts, including "fighting for clean energy" in the Senate and "prioritizing 
cleaner energy worldwide." 


Speaking at a "Global Perspectives" event in Winnipeg Wednesday, Clinton again declined to state her position on the pipeline, a move that 
dominated much of the coverage following the speech. "We have differences and you won't get me to talk about Keystone because I have steadily 
made it clear that I'm not going to express an opinion," she said. "It is in our process and that's where it belongs." (She's previously said it would be 
inappropriate for her to offer a position either way, given her tenure at State and the State Department's ongoing formal review process.) 


The report, titled, "Hillary Clinton: Smart Energy Innovation," doesn't mention Keystone, but focuses on Clinton's efforts on other aspects of energy 
policy from her tenure in the U.S. Senate and as Secretary of State. 
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"Hillary Clinton's record on energy policy and the environment demonstrates that she acutely recognizes the challenges and realities we face," 
Correct the Record spokeswoman Adrienne Watson said. "She has fought to advance clean, alternative energy solutions to create jobs, boost our 
economy and preserve the environment for future generations." 


While in the Senate, Correct the Record notes, Clinton co-sponsored legislation like the Clean Power Act and the Diesel Emissions Reduction Act 
to encourage better technologies for power plants and vehicles. She also co-sponsored the Electric Reliability Act to help modernize America's 
power grid. 


At State, Clinton helped coordinate a regional partnership with other countries in the Americas to promote clean energy development and reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions. The report also notes her role in launching the U.S.-Africa Clean Energy Finance Initiative, as well as her efforts to 
bring China to the table to cooperate on energy and environmental goals. 


Correct the Record has put out similar reports to bolster Clinton's record on other issues: they began with one on the economy last spring and 
have hit on the former Secretary of State's record on issues such as foreign policy, minimum wage raises and education. As the sole group 
defending Clinton ahead of her expected 2016 campaign, Correct the Record has worked to get out ahead of Clinton critics on issues as they 
arise. 


Keystone, in particular, is a politically fraught issue for Clinton, because taking a stance either way would disappoint different segments of the 
Democratic electorate. By saying she supports construction of the pipeline, which would run from Canada to the Gulf Coast, Clinton would put 
herself at odds with the White House, which has vowed a veto should Republicans pass legislation approving it. And among key Democratic 
constituencies, environmental groups oppose the pipeline, while labor leaders have said it would help create jobs. 


Asked about Clinton's lack of a position Keystone, Watson echoed Clinton's own rationale for not commenting on the issue. 


"Secretary Clinton has repeatedly stated that, as the former Secretary of State who oversaw the department charged with completing the 
environmental assessment of the Keystone project, it would be inappropriate to comment and risk influencing the process until this assessment is 
complete."

White House chief of staff Denis McDonough says he’s not losing sleep thinking about how the dynamic between President Barack Obama and 
likely presidential candidate Hillary Clinton will shake out as the 2016 campaign heats up. 


“I don’t worry about it,” he said Thursday at a POLITICO Playbook Lunch. Clinton showed little distance in a speech Wednesday from the positions 
the president took during his State of the Union address but left room to eventually highlight differences, from his right or his left. 


After working closely with Clinton during her four years as secretary of state and having a clear understanding of how the presidency works, 
McDonough said he’s optimistic about her ability to do the job. “She would be a very good president.” 
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McDonough also described Clinton as “absolutely dogged,” “very strategic” and a “really . . . decent and caring person” who “embodies the best of 
what I’ve seen in this town.” 


McDonough sat down with POLITICO’S Mike Allen just as the White House told reporters that the president will not be meeting with Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu during a March visit that was first announced by House Speaker John Boehner (R-Ohio), who had not consulted with 
the White House. 


The chief of staff wouldn’t say much about the White House’s reaction to the invitation but did say that “the president has always seen the 
relationship with Israel as something that’s above partisan politics.” 


He later added that it’s “not a question of anger so much as a question of making sure that we’re continuing to apply that historic and traditional 
view” about the importance of the U.S.-lsrael relationship. “I don’t want to jump to any conclusions” about whether the flap will derail any 
relationships. 


Drawing on military practice, McDonough’s West Wing forms “red teams” to address issues. One, led by just-elevated senior adviser Brian Deese, 
is a “contingencies group” that began working in the late summer to prepare for the State of the Union address and the new Congress, McDonough 
said. Deese was determined that the lame duck session of Congress last year would be “the start of a new and refreshing period” instead of the 
end of an old period. 


Another red team examined the State of the Union address for potential vulnerabilities and yet another is working on “exactly what we can expect 
from our Republican colleagues in the House and Senate” and preparing to respond to them and work with them. 


The White House chose to send Obama to red states — Idaho and Kansas — for his post-State of the Union tour to emphasize that he is reaching 
out to the whole country and not just heavily Democratic states. “By the use of his time he wants to make clear what he said at the end of his 
speech, which is that the country is not as deeply divided” as some in Washington would suggest, McDonough said. 


Many Democrats on Capitol Hill are opposed to the Trans-Pacific Partnership trade agreement, but it’s an area where some of the president’s own 
party and the vast majority of Republicans agree. Obama is planning to push ahead aggressively this year, McDonough said. Though the odds 
seem good for the administration, “we’re not banking anything — we’re gonna work this hard,” he said. 


McDonough volunteered cybersecurity as another area where he expects to see Congress and the White House make progress this year. 


CNN: “No. Hillary Clinton didn't go to Canada with 65 Secret Service agents”

Hillary Clinton did not have 65 Secret Service agents protecting her in Canada on Wednesday, a Secret Service source told CNN, despite a report 
from a Canadian radio station to the contrary. 
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News Talk 980 CJME, a local radio station in Saskatoon, reported on Wednesday night that a security supervisor from the venue hosting Clinton 
said "approximately 65 agents" were in house to protect the former first lady. 


The news ballooned on Thursday morning when the conservative Weekly Standard cited the radio station in a post, the influential Drudge Report 
linked to the story and the anti-Clinton super PAC America Rising blasted an email to reporters about Clinton's "army of Secret Service agents, paid 
for at taxpayer expense." 


All of this, however, was incorrect, says a source at the Secret Service. 


"Although it's our policy not to discuss specific security measures, in this instance we can say this number is grossly inaccurate and exaggerated," 
the source said. 


A Clinton spokesman declined to comment and referred CNN to the Secret Service. 


Because Clinton is a former first lady and secretary of state, she regularly travels with a cadre of agents who protect her wherever she goes. 
When Clinton is traveling for speaking engagements and events, her personal protection is regularly increased by local agents.

[Subtitle:] Having a familiar last name doesn't ensure a candidate’s victory. Sometimes it hurts. 


The 2016 presidential campaign, now in full swing in the media and the political class, starts with a fundamental question: How can American voters, 
who are so dissatisfied with Washington politics and the state of the nation, name the wife of one former president, and the son and brother of two 
others as top candidates for the White House? National dissatisfaction is at a dismal 68 percent, and Americans’ confidence in their government 
has been in steady decline for years. And yet, voters seem prepared to put two familiar names — Bush and Clinton — back at the helm. In recent 
polls, Hillary Clinton led the Democratic field by an average 49.5 percentage points, according to Real Clear Politics. And Jeb Bush led the crowded 
GOP field by an average 5.8 percentage points, when Mitt Romney is taken out of consideration. (When Romney’s name is included, he becomes 
the top choice of the Republicans by an average 8.8 percentage points, and Bush slips into second.) 


Though neither has officially declared candidacy, Hillary Clinton and Jeb Bush would share a common challenge on the campaign trail: How will the 
legacies of their familial predecessors effect their chances of winning the election? Having a familial tie can be a boon for a presidential candidate: 
two first sons have risen to the White House. But having a familiar last name doesn’t ensure a candidate’s victory. Senator Robert A. Taft, eldest 
child of President William Howard Taft, sought the Republican nomination for president three times and failed. The value of being related to a former 
president when running for the Oval Office can hinge on several factors, including the past president’s own popularity, the severity of his political 
problems, and how closely voters link him to the legacy candidate. On all three measures, Hillary Clinton is in a much better position than Jeb Bush. 


For one, Bill Clinton has been a more popular ex-president than George W. Bush for some time. In a September 2012 Pew Research Center 
national survey, President Bill Clinton had a 68 percent favorability rating, compared to President George W. Bush’s 41 percent. There is some 
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good news for Jeb Bush: Public opinion of his older brother has become considerably more positive since then, and the popularity gap with 
President Bill Clinton has narrowed. A spring 2014 Gallup Poll found 64 percent of the public rating Bill Clinton favorably, while Bush’s ratings had 
climbed to 53 percent. Over time, Americans tend forgive, to some degree, those presidents who were unpopular when they left office. 


Within their own parties, both former presidents have high favorability ratings from likely voters. However, analysis of data from the 2012 Pew 
survey found Clinton’s “very favorable” rating among likely Democratic voters dwarfed Bush’s comparable rating among likely GOP voters (64 
percent to 39 percent). Given W.’s improved overall ratings, that gap in likely-voter opinion has probably diminished, but not disappeared. 


Still, popularity alone doesn’t ensure former presidents will be assets to relatives on the campaign trail. A contentious campaign could resurrect 
some highly charged, negative images from President George W. Bush’s and President Bill Clinton’s pasts, potentially undermining Jeb Bush’s and 
Hillary Clinton’s standings. In Hillary Clinton’s case, that means facing several of her husband’s personal scandals, including Gennifer Flowers, 
Whitewater, and Monicagate. For Jeb Bush, it means answering for some of his brother’s perceived political mistakes: Iraq, Hurricane Katrina, and 
the Great Recession. All will remind voters in their respective parties of incidents they would rather forget. 


But at this very early stage, a Washington Post/ABC News poll released Thursday finds Hillary Clinton is suffering less than Jeb Bush from the 
negative legacy. A greater number of respondents said Bill Clinton’s presidency makes them more likely to support Hillary Clinton (23 percent) than 
said it makes them less likely to support her (14 percent). And 62 percent say the Bill Clinton presidency makes no impact on their support for 
Hillary at all. 


Jeb Bush’s family connections are not as positive. While most respondents (55 percent) said the Bush presidencies don’t affect their position on 
Jeb Bush, when there is an effect, it’s usually negative. In the poll, 33 percent of adults said they are less likely to support Jeb Bush given that his 
father and brother served as president, while just 1 1 percent said they’re more likely to back him. 


Besides the legacy factor, these candidates face another major challenge: neither is likely to be the first choice of the more ideological wings of their 
respective parties. Jeb Bush may well be a hard sell to tea party Republicans, as he has been seen as not conservative enough on immigration 
and economic issues. A mid-December ABC/Washington Post poll of Republican voters found Jeb Bush leading the field with 14 percent, just ahead 
of Rand Paul and Paul Ryan (the poll did not include Romney). But the lead was not statistically significant, and the pollsters noted that the former 
Florida governor lost ground as voters became more conservative: He had 18 percent among moderate Republican voters, but 12 percent among 
very conservative voters. The December CNN/ORC International poll did show Bush significantly ahead of the rest of the field at 23 percent in its 
nomination trial heat (which also didn’t include Romney). But it noted that many Republican respondents said they were less likely to support him 
when heard his stance on important issues for conservatives. When they learned that he never signed a pledge to oppose all new taxes, 38 
percent said they were less likely to support him. When they found out that he described illegal immigration as an “act of love” showing concern 
about families, 42 percent were less supportive. 


At this point there is little indication that liberal Democrats are less enamored with Hillary Clinton than moderate or conservative party members. In 
fact, just the opposite. A February 2014 PRC poll showed 87 percent of liberals saying they would like to see her run for president, while only 69 
percent of other Democrats held that view. However, this preference may be unlikely to stick. In 2008, liberals backed Clinton over Barack Obama 
early on, but by March, they significantly preferred Obama (53 percent) to the former first lady (36 percent). In contrast, conservative Democrats 
were about evenly divided in their preferences for the two leading candidates. 


The increasingly energized liberal wing of the Democratic Party - which has grown as Democrats have moved left on the role of government, 
regulation of business and various social issues - ultimately may be looking for a more progressive candidate than Hillary Clinton. Gallup reported 
last week a record number of self-identified liberals in its national surveys and found that 43 percent of Democrats identify as liberals. A moderate 
candidate like Hillary Clinton, often described as pro-business, might have difficulty satisfying an increasingly liberal party. 


There is a lot to suggest that both legacy front-runners will face significant challenges to hold their ground, though Jeb Bush appears to be at a 
disadvantage. But the economy is a wild card in determining how tough the road will be for both candidates. It will be a while before voters fully 
engage and seriously consider the alternative candidates to the legacy names, especially on the Democratic side. By then, the positive impacts of 
an improved economy may well have reached a larger slice of the electorate and diminished their appetite for change. In turn, this may well lessen 
the electorate’s demand for a fresh name in the White House. In the end, if the economy improves, both Hillary Clinton and Jeb Bush will profit.

Honorary chairs include Sen. Mazie Hirono and 10 members of the House: Reps. Mike Honda, Doris Matsui, Judy Chu, Ami Bera, Madeleine 
Bordallo, Tammy Duckworth, Ted Lieu, Grace Meng, Mark Takai, and Mark Takano. 


Other hosts of the event include Democratic policy experts, like Obama White House economic adviser Ginger Lew, former Clinton White House 
adviser Irene Bueno, and Third Way national security director Mieke Eoyang. 


Tickets go for the group’s signature $20.16 price, and range up to $500 for chairs, according to an invitation. 


Clinton, who spoke in Canada Wednesday night, is expected to announce her presidential ambitions in late spring.

Dear Bruce, Laura, and Doug, the note below requests your guidance regarding CHDI in Rwanda. We'd welcome your feedback and 
would be happy to discuss this further at your convenience. Sincerely, Ami and Walker 

THE CHALLENGE: The Rwandan public and government associate Soyco and Rwandan Farmers with WJC, but we have little or no 
operational input or control of those programs. This presents reputational risks - for example next year if Soyco is accused of 
unjust labor practices, or an accident/fatality occurs at the factory, or if the farmers complain the factory isn't paying them fair 
prices, etc, there is a risk that WJC is held responsible, albeit unfairly. 

POSSIBLE ACTIONS. Options to address this challenge include: 

1. Continue the status quo. Reputational risks persist. WJC and we may talk about continuing to do agricultural work in 
Rwanda but the facts on the ground no longer support that claim. NOT RECOMMENDED. 

2. Try to establish operational input/control with the businesses. This is probably not feasible since we have no 
representation at Board or Management level in Soyco or Rwandan Coffee. Even if feasible, is this really desirable? Do we 
want to be minority stakeholders in these businesses? This would require staff /local resources. NOT RECOMMENDED. 

3. RECOMMENDED OPTION: Declare progress and implicitly distance WJC from the ongoing operations of the business. 
During the next Africa trip, WJC could visit the sites of the businesses, declare the progress that's been achieved, and 
implicitly/overtly say we have succeeded in creating new businesses and that continuing responsibility for the 
businesses now shifts to the shareholders on record. Reality is that going forward, WJC would not be able to say that we 
have ongoing agricultural programs on the ground, but this would resolve the reputational concerns with Rwandan 
government and public. 

4. Establish a support program for soy and coffee farmers who are selling produce to Soyco and Rwandan Farmers. 
Downside is this would require supporting staff/local resources - which could be requested from AGRA. The Hunters are 
focused on processing but there is still a need/opportunity to support farmers in being more productive. AGRA has a 
much more positive feeling about their investment in Malawi than in Rwanda and they could see it as positive if CDI takes 
over responsibility for managing the AGRA grant in Rwanda. We are working on a new proposal to AGRA after recent 
meetings in Nairobi, so the timing would be good to suggest this and ask for more Rwanda funding. More broadly, the 
upside of this option is that this would enable WJC to say rightfully that we have ongoing agriculture programs in 
Rwanda. This also would provide an opportunity to engage donors who approach us with an interest in Rwanda. Please 
note that this could be done as a complement to (but is not needed for) the RECOMMENDED option above. 

5. Withdraw. Send a letter to Rwandan Government and/or others, making clear that WJC / CF have no continuing 
agricultural programs via CHDI in Rwanda. This would attempt to dissolve the optics of an ongoing CHDI program in 
Rwanda. This is probably unnecessarily jarring, especially given the feasibility of the RECOMMENDED option above.

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Dear James, 

Great movements are defined by how they 
respond to setbacks. They either fade away or 
return stronger and more fierce. This is one of 
those moments for our movement to protect our 
oceans. 

Yesterday, the Obama Administration released a 
“record of decision” that will allow seismic 
blasting in an area of the East Coast twice the 
size of California — the same dynamite-like blasts 
that are predicted to injure and possibly kill up to 
138,200 marine mammals, as well as harm 
commercial and recreational fisheries, tourism 
and coastal recreation-putting more than 730,000 
jobs in the blast zone at risk. 

There are two questions to answer: Why did they 
do this? And how can we stop it? 

Why? Because multinational oil companies have 
billions of dollars to throw around, appearing to 
buy favors and spread lies about mythical funds 
that will go to coastal communities. But coastal 
communities and leaders are smarter than that. 

16 coastal towns and 78 local coastal elected officials already have spoken out 
against seismic off their shores. 

So what now? No blasting will happen without specific permits being approved. 
Today’s decision only begins that process. We need to tell the Obama 
Administration today that we know their record of decision is severely flawed and, 
more importantly, we're going to be there every step of the way to stop 
all permits that threaten treasured marine animals and coastal 
livelihoods. 

In the last year, you and Wavemakers like you have stood up for precious ocean life 
like the right whale — of which there are less than 500 left worldwide .

Take action today to tell the Obama 
administration that seismic blasting will be devastating for our coast 
and that we won't let it happen without a fight.

When is a small business not really a small 
business? That may sound like some sort of riddle, 
but it's an important question when it comes to the 
effectiveness of our health, safety, environmental, 
and consumer finance protections. 

In a new report just released today , we found 
that trade associations and big business are 
shutting genuine small business voices out of the 
federal rulemaking process and weakening some 
crucial standards and safeguards meant to protect 
all of us. 

This is happening through a process required by federal law. EPA, OSHA, and the Consumer Financial 
Protection Bureau have to hold special small business review panels if they believe a proposed standard 
may have a significant economic impact on small businesses. But Gaming the Rules: How Big 
Business Hijacks the Small Business Review Process to Weaken Public Protections 
shows that this process has been captured by trade associations and their large corporate members. 

The Office of Advocacy, an independent office within the Small Business Administration, has played a key 
role in this problem by recommending that trade association representatives, rather than small business 
owners, serve as advisors to these panels. 

Small business owners have echoed our concerns. "Big businesses and the trade associations that 
represent them have hijacked this process," said Frank Knapp, small business owner and president of the 
South Carolina Small Business Chamber of Commerce. "This effectively gives corporate interests early 
access to federal regulators and ensures that small business voices are not heard." 

The result: recommendations from the review panels have not been limited to small business concerns, and 
in some cases, agencies have weakened health, safety, and consumer protection standards. This 
happened with an important clean air standard from EPA and an OSHA standard that was designed to 
protect workers from a cancer-causing chemical called hexavalent chromium. 

It doesn't have to be this way. Our report contains recommendations that the agencies and the Office of 
Advocacy can adopt to improve the process. These include identifying qualified small business owners to 
advise the panels and limiting panel recommendations on public protections to specific small business 
concerns. 

Please take a look at our report . Then let these agencies know that they should be listening to the voices 
of real small businesses.

It might feel like pure inside baseball, but the data breach that gave the Bernie Sanders 
campaign staff access to some of the Hillary Clinton campaign’s voter information goes to 
the heart of modern elections. 

At stake are the details that tell a campaign who is persuadable to the cause, and who’s likely 
to actually come out and vote. 

Sen. Bernie Sanders, I-Vt., apologized to the Democratic primary leader Hillary Clinton at a 
weekend debate in New Hampshire. Clinton accepted his apology and said it was time to 
move on. 

But in an interview the next day on NBC’s Meet the Press , host Chuck Todd pressed 
Sanders on exactly what happened when a software glitch allowed his people to see some of 
the Clinton data. The system is run by the Democratic National Committee, and the DNC 
had temporarily blocked the Sanders campaign from using its valuable voter information. 

"As a result of a breach caused by the DNC vendor, not by us, information came into our 
campaign about the Clinton campaign," Sanders said Dec. 20, 2015. 

"Magically," asked Todd? 

"We didn't go out and take it," Sanders replied. 
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Really? In this fact-check, we’ll explore whether the Sanders campaign staff didn’t "go out 
and take information from the Clinton campaign. 

A quick recap 

On Wednesday, Dec. 16, 2015, NGP VAN, the vendor that operates the system, released a 
software modification that had a bug. According to a lawsuit filed by the Sanders 
campaign, "several staff members of the campaign accessed and viewed confidential 
Information" that belonged to the Clinton campaign. 

The breach was reported within the Sanders campaign the same day. The staffer who had 
dug into the Clinton files, Josh Uretsky, told CNN that he had poked around in the system 
to document the extent of the software bug. 

By Wednesday, the DNC knew of the problem and contacted the Sanders campaign. Senior 
staff fired Uretsky at some point on Thursday. The DNC blocked the campaign from using 
the voter system pending an investigation. The Sanders campaign sued on Friday, and by 
Friday evening, access was restored. 

On Saturday, the Sanders campaign suspended two other staff members. 

Steps and missteps 

No one questions that a software error created the opportunity for the Sanders staffers to see 
what they shouldn’t. The press release from NGP VAN plainly says that . 

So then the question is, what did the Sanders campaign staff do? 

Thanks to a leak of the activity logs on the NGP VAN system, we have some idea. The Twitter 
user Iowa Starting Line posted them and you can see those logs here . No one has 

questioned their authenticity. Here’s one example:

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These logs show Sanders people spent a bit under two hours in the data. During that time, 
they called up information from about a dozen states. They queried the database for the 
number of voters who met certain criteria. The "Turnout" variable shows on a scale of l to 
too how likely a person is to vote. A voter with a high "Priority" score would be someone the 
campaign will make every effort to contact. 

The NGP VAN statement said the Sanders campaign could not see actual lists of voters. All 
that would be visible would be tallies of people. The sole exception was "a one page-style 
report containing summary data on a list was saved out of VoteBuilder by one Sanders user." 

That would correspond to the final item on the log above where at 11:41 a.m. there is a 
notation for "Hits counts and cross tabs 4 times." 

It is unclear if that page was printed out or copied. But it was created because a Sanders 
staff member took specific actions. 

Two people who know the NGP VAN system told PolitiFact that even the most minimal data 
gleaned from the Clinton campaign would have been valuable. 

David Atkins, a campaign consultant and county official in the California Democratic Party, 
told us that the information would give the Sanders campaign some idea of how the Clinton 
campaign was targeting voters. And it would offer "a sort of polling snapshot to see how well 
or poorly she was doing in certain states." 

Daniel Kreiss teaches at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill and is the author 
of Taking our Country Back , which looks at Democratic online campaigning. 

"At the very least, topline numbers would provide a ballpark overview of the numbers the 
opposing campaign was working with in these states," Kreiss said. 

Not only could that open a window into the state of the race, it could help the Sanders 
campaign’s measure the accuracy of its own information. 

Atkins cautioned that to this day, only a handful of people actually know what took place. 
But the activity logs don’t help the Sanders campaign’s position. 

"What appears damning is that hours passed where they didn't contact the vendor 
immediately, which is what I — and most campaign operatives — would have done," Atkins 
said. 

We reached out to the Sanders campaign for comment and did not hear back. 

Our ruling 

Sanders said that his campaign did not go out and take information from the Clinton 
campaign. From all accounts, it is true that the Sanders campaign did not attempt to break 
into the voter data of a rival campaign. The Sanders people stumbled upon a glitch. 

But rather than reporting the glitch immediately, they probed the database for a bit under 
two hours. At some point, the staff produced a page of information that at the very least 
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would show the count of certain voters. 

Experts familiar with the Democratic voter data base say that the Sanders campaign would 
have gleaned valuable information. At the end of the day, they knew some things about the 
Clinton campaign that they hadn’t known before, even if they didn’t seek to crack into the 
Clinton data. 

We rate Sanders’ claim that the campaign didn’t "go out and take" information asMostly 
False.

Not just for Wall Street not just for the 
people who are particularly targeted but for anybody who is a little bit out of line,” Blankfein said. “It’s a liability to say I’m 
going to compromise I’m going to get one millimeter off the extreme position I have and if you do you have to back track 
and swear to people that you’ll never compromise. It’s just incredible. It’s a moment in history.” 

Blankfein avoided saying whether he supported former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, though both Clintons have long ties 
to Blankfein and to Goldman Sachs, which has been a heavy donor to Bill Clinton's charity work. 

Sanders: We're 'working very hard' to attract senior voters

In 2012, Blankfein said he was a registered Democrat but a Rockefeller Republican. In 2015, he donated to the campaigns of 
Republican senators Rob Portman and Roy Blunt, but in 2008 he endorsed and raised money for Clinton's failed presidential 
bid. His wife Laura has donated the $2,700 maximum to Clinton's 2016 campaign. 
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But on Squawk Box, Blankfein would say only, “I don’t want to help or hurt anybody by giving them an endorsement." 

During the Democratic debate in January, Sanders criticized Clinton's Goldman Sachs ties, referring four times to tax returns 
released by her campaign showing she received a total of $675,000 for three speeches to the bank in 2013. 

"Goldman Sachs is not going to bring forth a secretary of the Treasury for a Sanders administration," he said. 

According to an account in 2014 by former Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner, Bill Clinton apparently said of the populist 
anger sweeping the country, “You could take Lloyd Blankfein into a dark alley and slit his throat, and it would satisfy them 
for about two days.

> After nearly a week of travel I've made it to my semi-permanent temporary home in Afghanistan.

> A year ago, when I was stationed at Andrews, my boss called a staff meeting on a Friday morning. I was a 
week or so away from what proved to be a week-long court-martial and was burning the candle at both ends 
that week in preparation. I ran my fingers through my hair as I sat in the conference room and discovered my 
hair was particularly greasy. I thought back and realized that in my singular focus on the upcoming trial I had 
managed to forget to bathe all week. As in, the last shower I took was on Sunday night, a full five days earlier.

> I tell you this story so that you have some context for what I am about to declare: Afghanistan is the dirtiest 
place on the planet. The air is thick with smoke and dust. Everything — literally everything-is covered in a coating 
of dirt (one hopes). My room is absolutely filthy and despite my very best efforts all afternoon I've not made a 
dent in the cleanup. The previous tenant left a vacuum cleaner, leading me to believe that he or she made some 
effort to keep it clean and nonetheless the walls are caked in black grime. This place is truly gross.

> Having said that, I'm glad to finally be here. I met my coworkers earlier and it seems like the work will be 
interesting and the experience one of a lifetime. In that last 24 hours alone I've flown in a C-17 and a Blackhawk 
helicopter. My present duty station, McChord Field, is home of the C-17 Globemaster III and yet I am now the 
sole attorney in the legal office with the distinct pleasure to say I've actually flown in one.

> I suspect that the seven months will go by in a flash. Before you know it I'll be unloading off the rotator back in 
the States. You may not recognize me; I'll be the one that looks like I just emerged from a 12 hour shift in a coal 
mine.

I took Ron's riff and condensed to 375 words. What do you think? 

• I was very proud of the President this week making a powerful statement about the urgent need to end the epidemic of 
gun violence in America. His new executive actions include steps that I’ve advocated for throughout this campaign. 
We are losing 90 people a day to gun violence, so the President is right: this is a national crisis. And, as he said, voters 
should not support any candidate who does not support common-sense gun reform. 

• Democrats have a real choice here, because standing up to the gun lobby is a big difference between Senator Sanders 
and myself. The Brady Bill has kept 2 million guns out of the hands of people who shouldn’t have them — Senator 
Sanders voted against it five times. But that may not be his worst vote on gun safety. 

• Ten years ago, gun safety advocates wanted to take gun makers and sellers to court for their reckless disregard for 
human life. If an auto company sells an unsafe car, you can sue them. Unsafe food, unsafe tools, unsafe toys - the 
makers can all be sued. So the NRA wrote a bill that said, “No one can sue a gun maker or a gun seller.” 

• The bill came before Congress. The pressure was intense. The head of the NRA called the vote “the most 
significant piece of pro-gun legislation in twenty years.” And when it really mattered, Senator Sanders voted 
with the NRA and I voted against the NRA. 

• I would certainly understand if Senator Sanders would just stand up and say, “I got this one wrong. I made a 
mistake. I’m sorry.” But he hasn’t. He’s defended his vote time and again. He’s said he would “consider” some 
changes to the law - but that was almost 90 days ago - and where are the changes? 

• And so, go back to what President Obama said — this immunity issue is one of his most important concerns. The 
President of the United States will not support any candidate who is wrong on gun safety.

A decades old legal case is continuing to haunt Hillary Clinton, who said in a new interview on the subject that she had asked to be removed from 
a 1 975 case defending a man accused of child rape. 


In a July 4 interview with Mumsnet, a British online network, Mrs. Clinton said the case came up while she was teaching at the University of 
Arkansas and doing legal aid work, and a local judge appointed her to represent a man accused of raping a 1 2-year-old girl. 


“I asked to be relieved of that responsibility, but I was not,” said Mrs. Clinton, who was 27 at the time. “And I had a professional duty to represent 
my client to the best of my ability, which I did.” 


Some Republicans have seized on the case, and Mrs. Clinton’s defense tactics, to discredit Mrs. Clinton’s claim to be a lifelong defender of 
women’s rights. The old case came back into focus last month after the Washington Free Beacon, a conservative website, disclosed audio clips of 
Mrs. Clinton saying in an interview that she took the case after a prosecutor asked her to as “a favor.” She indicated that she believed the man 
was guilty because she laughed when she told the interviewer, laughing, that it “forever destroyed my faith in polygraphs” when her client passed 
a polygraph test. 


Citing that clip, Joe Scarborough, the Republican host of MSNBC’s “Morning Joe,” during Tuesday’s broadcast said Mrs. Clinton’s latest statement 
that she was forced to represent the defendant contradicted her earlier characterization that she was doing it as a favor to a legal colleague. 


“Hillary Clinton chose to do this,” Mr. Scarborough said. “This completely changes the conversation.” 


The pro-Clinton group American Bridge 21st Century sent out a “Correct the Record” item saying that the controversy amounted to an effort by 
conservative critics to “rehash old news.” 


“The right wing is speculating that Clinton chose to take the case, even though that myth has been widely debunked,” the group said in a memo, 
who cited interviews with the prosecutor who corroborated Mrs. Clinton’s account of the case in her 2003 book, “Living History.”

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It should not be necessary to write this column. 


Lawyers represent clients. Criminal defense lawyers represent clients accused of crimes — sometimes horrible, evil clients accused of heinous 
crimes. It is the ethical and professional responsibility of these lawyers to defend those clients as vigorously as possible. 


Sometimes such representation results in less than perfectly just results. As Justice Benjamin Cardozo famously put it, the criminal goes free 
because the constable has blundered. That is the way — the only way — an adversary system of criminal justice can function. 


End of story, or it would be, except that the decades-old criminal case at issue here involves Hillary Clinton. 


To back up, Clinton — then Hillary Rodham — was a 27-year-old law professor in 1 975 running a newly formed legal aid clinic at the University of 
Arkansas in Fayetteville. 


As reported by Glenn Thrush in Newsday in 2008, “hard-drinking factory worker” Thomas Alfred Taylor had been accused of raping a 12-year-old 
girl, the daughter of a family he was living with. Taylor had asked the judge to fire his court-appointed male lawyer and have a female attorney 
represent him instead. There were only a half-dozen women practicing law in the county at the time, and the judge picked Clinton. 


When the prosecutor, Mahlon Gibson, called to tell her the news, “Hillary told me she didn’t want to take that case, she made that very clear,” 
Gibson told Newsday. Clinton herself described the incident in her autobiography, “Living History”: “I really didn’t feel comfortable taking on such a 
client, but Mahlon gently reminded me that I couldn’t very well refuse the judge’s request.” 


So Clinton went to work. She mounted an attack on the physical evidence against Taylor, enlisting a noted forensics expert to cast doubt on the 
validity of the physical evidence against her client. 


And, as is distasteful but common in rape cases, Clinton prepared to attack the victim’s credibility. Requesting that the victim undergo a psychiatric 
examination, Clinton wrote in an affidavit, “I have been informed that the complainant is emotionally unstable with a tendency to seek out older men 
and to engage in fantasizing. I have also been informed that she has in the past made false accusations about persons, claiming they had attacked 
her body.” 


Was there a basis for this claim? The victim says not; the state’s investigator doesn’t recall such evidence; the records were lost in a flood. In any 
event, the forensic attack carried the day; the prosecutor reduced the charges from first-degree rape to unlawful fondling of a minor. Taylor 
received four years’ probation and a year in jail. 


This story was revived recently after the Washington Free Beacon unearthed audiotapes of interviews conducted by reporter Roy Reed and 
deposited at the University of Arkansas. “I had him take a polygraph, which he passed — which forever destroyed my faith in polygraphs,” Clinton 
recalled and chuckled. 


“What was sad about it was that the prosecutor had evidence, among which was his underwear . . . which was bloody,” she recalled. The crime 
lab “neatly cut out the part that they were going to test," came back with results and promptly sent back the underpants with a hole — having 
thrown away the crucial piece. So Clinton presented the prosecutor with her expert’s credentials and announced, “This guy’s ready to come from 
New York to prevent this miscarriage of justice.” Again, chuckling. 


To the Free Beacon, this story “calls into question Clinton’s narrative of her early years as a devoted women and children’s advocate in Arkansas.” 
In its view, Clinton “struck a casual and complacent attitude toward her client and the trial for rape of a minor.” 


Let’s stipulate: Clinton’s laughter can sometimes be off-putting; she tends to use it as a way to deflect unwelcome questions. Not in this case. 
Certainly, Clinton could express more empathy for the girl. But her laughter, as I hear it, is at the vagaries of the system and bureaucratic ineptitude, 
not the victim. 
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In short: Feel free to dislike Clinton. Feel free to believe she’d be a terrible president. Don’t blame her for doing her job. The real scandal in this case 
would have been if she had let her feminist ideology trump her ethical responsibility — to zealously represent even the most loathsome client.

Maybe the public is obsessed with them but it must be hoped if FI illary runs 
the stories will migrate to a discussion of issues and less of the "Flow much Hillary is paid for a speech" or whether "Bill is involved in strategy." 


The poll number stories aren't new. From the day she became first lady of Arkansas to being appointed secretary of state, her poll numbers have 
swung wildly. When she is out of day-to- day politics her numbers are up and when the opposition is skewering her the numbers go down. So 
what?

Joe Scarborough and Ezra Klein are helping to normalize guilt-by-association smears targeting defense attorneys based on their clients, arguing 
that Hillary Clinton's work defending an alleged child rapist in 1975 is becoming a political liability. 


The American Bar Association has condemned this type of attack as "disturbing." 


Clinton's work on the case, known publicly and reported on for years, re-emerged after the Washington Free Beacon violated library policy and 
published an interview Clinton gave in the mid-1 980s discussing her legal representation of the alleged rapist. 


Clinton defended her work on the case in an interview with Mumsnet that was published July 4, explaining once again that she was assigned to 
the case, that she asked to be relieved from the assignment, and that she "had a professional duty to represent my client to the best of my ability." 


Reporting on the warmed-over scrutiny of the case on Tuesday, Vox claimed that "a criminal defense case from Hillary Clinton's past as a lawyer 
is becoming a political liability." The headline ominously stated: "Hillary Clinton's legal career is coming back to haunt her." 


Klein, the co-founder of Vox, appeared on Morning Joe to expand on the idea that Clinton's legal work was a political liability. "I think it's hard for 
folks to understand why you would go to the mat for a client who had done something terrible who you knew is guilty," Klein said. "And what 
she's saying there is that that was her obligation as a lawyer and that the prosecution had done a horrible job."

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While Scarborough at one point agreed that attorneys "usually take that court appointment and do their best to defend their client," he subsequently 
tried to parse the distinction between a public defender and Clinton's role as a court-appointed attorney from a legal aid clinic: 


SCARBOROUGH: [l]sn't there a distinction, though, between when you are hired by a public defender's office, and the purpose of the public 
defender's office is actually to give people the representation that they are guaranteed by the Constitution of the United States of America? And 
then you have Hillary Clinton's case, where she was running a legal clinic. She may have been court-appointed, but obviously she had a lot more 
discretion on whether she was going to take a child rapist or not on as a client than if you are a public defender, where you are working as a 
public defender, you have no choice. 


Legal and child welfare experts told Newsday that Clinton's work in the case was appropriate in 2008, the last time her work in the case came 
under media scrutiny. Clinton wrote about the case in her 2003 autobiography, Living History. Jonathan Adler, a libertarian law professor, has 
urged Clinton's critics not to attack her representation in this case, specifically warning that it could be chilling to send a message to young 
attorneys that representing unpopular clients could become a "political liability." 


Adler is not alone. Republicans Ken Starr, Lindsey Graham, and Michael Mukasey have ail cautioned against using an attorney's clients as a 
cudgel. 


Scarborough's and Klein's analysis of why this case is a liability for Clinton focused in part on their interpretation of Clinton's tone in the 30-year-old 
interview, which Scarborough claimed amounted to "boasting" about her successful defense of the alleged rapist. "She sounded boastful on the 
tape that she was able to get this 41 -year-old guy who raped a young girl, a minor girl, and get him off and was laughing about the evidence, 
laughing about the lie detector test, laughing about a lot of it. It does sound - it's disturbing to say the least, isn't it?" 


Scarborough did not reconcile his claim that Clinton was being "boastful" with the fact that she called the case "sad" while explaining how the 
prosecution had destroyed evidence, forming the basis of an eventual plea bargain. 


CLINTON: But you know what was sad about it was that the prosecutors had evidence, among which was his underwear. ... His underwear, 
which was bloody. Sent it down to the crime lab [unintelligible]. The crime lab took the pair of underpants, neatly cut out the part that they were 
going to test, tested it, came back with the result of what kind of blood it was, what was mixed in with it, then sent the pants back with a hole in it 
as evidence. So I got an order to see the evidence, and the prosecutor didn't want me to see the evidence. I had to go to Maupin Cummings and 
convince Maupin that yes indeed I had a right to see the evidence before it was presented. So they presented the underpants with a hole in it. I 
said, "What kind of evidence is that?" You know, a pair of underpants with a hole in it. Course the crime lab had thrown away the piece that they'd 
cut out. It was really odd. I mean, I plea-bargained it down because it turned out they didn't have any evidence. 


Morning Joe did air parts of the interview where Clinton discussed what she thought was sad about the case. 


CNN legal analyst Paul Callan has rejected claims that Clinton can be heard laughing about the result of the case and instead argued that Clinton is 
clearly laughing generally about the legal process. "It's a lawyer telling a lawyer tale," Callahan said. 


The criticism of Clinton is part of an alarming trend of using a lawyer's clients as a disqualification for public service. In March, the Senate blocked 
Debo Adegbile's nomination to the Department of Justice's Civil Rights Division amid scrutiny of his work at the NAACP on behalf of an accused cop 
killer. And the American Bar Association condemned the Republican Governors' Association earlier this year for running ads attacking a South 
Carolina gubernatorial candidate for his work as a criminal defense attorney. 


In a letter to RGA Chairman Chris Christie, ABA President James Silkenat warned: "The Republican Governor's Association ad sends a disturbing 
message to lawyers - that their clients' past actions or beliefs will stain their own careers, especially if they want to serve their country in public 
office."

However, when Bernard laid out the New York Times’ reporting that Clinton had been appointed to the case, rather than that Clinton actually took it 
because the prosecutor called and asked her to take it on, Walsh grew indignant and accused Bernard of “filibustering.” 


“This is very serious,” Bernard said. “Hillary Clinton took the case. This is a woman who undoubtedly has always been an advocate for women, 
children and families but she took the case. She knew what the allegations were. She indicated in the tape that she believed that her client, more 
likely than not, was guilty of the crime that he was accused of. People are going to say, inevitably, ‘Who is the real Hillary Clinton?”’ 


An upset Walsh accused Bernard of presenting a “twisted” view of the facts, but even Matthews was puzzled at that accusation, asking, “What 
was twisted?” 


“The facts are the facts,” Bernard replied. 


At one point, Matthews just looked down and sighed while the two argued over Clinton.

It is not a monarchy in which I wake up in the morning 
and abdicate in favor of my son. 

Clinton's right — we do not live in a monarchy. But it might seem like it, surveying the field of popular Democrats who want to run in 2016 whose 
initials are not HRC (cue crickets). 


Which raises the question: Do dynastic families have more of a genetic commitment to public service, as Clinton suggests, or is it just the family 
business? Blake Carrington would never claim to "just have a sense of commitment or even a predisposition to being an oil tycoon." 


Still, one recent study found that inherited political power is more about nurture than nature. 


Researchers at Brown University found that political power in Congress is self-perpetuating, and that the longer a politician holds office, the more 
likely he or she is to see relatives become politicians. They found that, from 1 789 to 1 996, 8.7 percent of members had relatives who previously 
served in Congress. 


The authors of the study concede that "unobserved family characteristics" could contribute to politicians' dynastic powers. They also found that 
children of politicians aren't necessarily more likely to become miniature versions of their parents — nor does having political parents give them a 
predisposition for public service. But if these political offspring do decide to go into politics, they'll have a leg up on the competition: 


“We find that dynastic politicians are less likely to start their career in the House, suggesting they have the ability or means to enter directly through 
the Senate, a much smaller and more prestigious body. This difference cannot be attributed to a later entry into Congress: dynastic legislators enter 
Congress at about 44 years of age, just like non-dynastic legislators. Dynastic legislators are not more likely to come from a state different than the 
one they represent and are significantly less likely to have previous public experience, although they are more likely to have a college degree." 


Americans generally have a love-hate relationship with political dynasties — we say we don't want the same families to continue holding office, but 
as soon as names are named, we flock to their corner. In a recent survey on dynasties, a majority of respondents said they hope the Bushes and 
the Clintons of the world don't dominate the 2016 presidential race. Ironically, most respondents also reported favorable views of the Clinton and 
Bush families. 


Liking a political family is, of course, different from voting one's members into office cycle after cycle. But data presents a startling disconnect 
between how voters want democracy to work in theory and in practice. 


Whether or not having a household name helps your election chances, belonging to a political dynasty certainly conveys some privileges that no- 
name candidates don't have. Ffactically, it's easier to raise money and organize supporters as a candidate when you are (or your family is) a 
known commodity, potentially with a ready-made support network already at your service. And psychologically, the power of incumbency cannot 
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be underestimated, as political reputations trickle down from patriarch or matriarch to family members. 


Of course, this effect could also backfire for politicians whose names bear negative associations. Jeb Bush publicly acknowledged earlier this 
year that his name was "an issue." Then again, it appears that time can heal many wounds — George W. Bush is more popular today than he was 
during his last three years in office. 


Are political dynasties different from other types of dynasties? In U.S. culture, the first family takes on de facto royalty status in a way that other 
family empires rarely do — unless your last name happens to be Kardashian. But unlike in a monarchy, what America's royalty does with the power 
conferred upon them is completely up to them. 


New York Times: “It Takes a Village (and a Composer and a Writer)”

As Hillary Rodham Clinton contemplates another run for the presidency in 2016, she has written a book (“Hard Choices”), delivered upbeat paid 
speeches to trade groups (“Leadership is a team sport”) and pitched in at her family’s foundation. Now she can add another line to her resume: 
musical theater muse. 


Like Eva Peron in “Evita” and Imelda Marcos in “Here Lies Love” (not to mention the Founding Fathers who crowd “1 776”), Mrs. Clinton is a larger- 
than-life political leader whose career cries out for music. Or so believe the creators of “A Woman on Top” and “Clinton: The Musical,” two shows 
currently testing the waters in New York. 


Depending on whom you ask, Mrs. Clinton is either one of the world’s most admired women or a political animal who attracts scandal. The more 
positive view mostly wins out in these stage depictions. 


“A Woman on Top,” which will hold a reading for potential investors on Wednesday, is the inspirational tale of a female political candidate’s battles 
against sexism, set to song. Virginia Stanton is a New York senator who, in her noble quest for the presidency, inspires millions of women but 
ends up suffering a precipitous loss to a charismatic male opponent. (Shock spoiler alert: Her husband, a charming Southern governor, can’t 
control his impulses.) 


“Clinton: The Musical,” a satire about scandals of the 1990s, will make its United States premiere on July 18 as part of the New York Musical 
Theater Festival. Written by Paul and Michael Hodge, Australian brothers, it portrays two sides of Resident Bill Clinton: the jovial id who cannot 
control himself and the pensive policy wonk who cannot stop talking about the intricacies of health care reform. Mrs. Clinton is the struggling-to-be- 
stabilizing force, grappling with the Lewinsky scandal while slyly eyeing her own Senate run. 


Paul Hodge said his inspiration was Mr. Clinton’s 2004 autobiography, “My Life,” in which the former president explored his “outside life” and his 
“internal life.” Dick Morris, the former Clinton aide-turned-enemy, called these parallel lives “Saturday Night Bill” and “Sunday Morning President 
Clinton.” 


Different actors play each side of the former president. “He’s so complex that it seemed like an appropriate device,” Mr. Hodge said. 


There’s only one Hillary. In the song “No!,” she and both versions of her husband struggle to write a 1 998 State of the Union address that will not 
remind people of the Lewinsky affair. Lines like “We can stand erect ...” and “No longer on our knees ...” are promptly rejected. 


The Clintons have already left a big mark on pop culture, from the 1 998 movie “Primary Colors,” based on the roman a clef by Joe Klein, to “The 
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Special Relationship,” a 201 0 HBO movie about Mr. Clinton and Tony Blair. The USA Network’s political drama “Political Animals,” with Sigourney 
Weaver as a fictional version of Mrs. Clinton, lasted a single season. 


Other projects haven’t gotten off the ground. Last fall, NBC abandoned plans to develop a mini-series about Mrs. Clinton, starring Diane Lane. 
Around the same time, CNN scrapped a documentary from Charles H. Ferguson, who won an Oscar for the 201 0 documentary “Inside Job.” 


Mrs. Clinton’s supporters and critics had expressed concerns that the projects would either denigrate her in order to create TV drama or cast her 
in an unfairly positive light ahead of the 201 6 election. (Both networks said the outside pressure had no impact on their decisions to cancel the 
projects.) 


The creators of the musical “A Woman on Top,” Rhonda Kess and Dale Kiken, are unabashed Clinton supporters. They began writing the show in 
the years after Mrs. Clinton’s 2008 defeat by Barack Obama, when talk of sexism permeated cable news. 


“If there’s a way for this piece to stimulate conversation while being extremely entertaining, then we’ll have set out with what we wanted to do,” 
said Ms. Kess, a classical composer who wrote the music that accompanies Mr. Kiken’s dialogue. (They previously collaborated on “Lost and 
Found: The Trial of St. Bernadette,” which had its premiere in Los Angeles last year.) 


As Virginia Stanton seeks the country’s highest office, she says things like “Liberty, freedom and equality still ring true in the ears of America,” 
while her ex-husband and opponent, Gov. George Reitman of Texas, tries to squash her ambitions. “Naw, honey, why would you want to get all 
that muck over your nice skirt,” he says. 


“Clinton: The Musical,” which was nominated for best new musical at the Edinburgh Festival Fringe in 2012, takes a less earnest approach. Paul 
Hodge said he had the idea for the show after he went with his father to a production of “Keating!,” a musical about Paul Keating, the former prime 
minister of Australia. At the end of the performance, his father remarked that he didn’t think politicians were necessarily the best musical subjects. 


“He said, The only politician who would make a good musical would be Bill Clinton,’ ” Mr. Hodge recalled. “And I said, ‘Of course!’ ” For the Hodges’ 
show, Mrs. Clinton’s character always had political ambitions, but the musical has evolved as it became clearer that she could run for president 
again in 2016. And the history of the Lewinsky scandal, which inevitably plays a big part in the musical, had to be rethought after Ms. Lewinsky re- 
emerged with an essay in the June issue of Vanity Fair. “That reminded everyone, us included, that she is a real human being and not just a joke 
that has been going on for all these years,” said Adam Arian, the show’s director. 


The creators of both shows hope to attract attention and backing to reach large audiences. For the “Clinton: The Musical” team, in particular, the 
New York Musical Theater Festival is a chance to gauge the local appetite for ail things Clinton after its debut in Edinburgh. “Paul wanted to know 
what the American audience thought about material developed by an Australian in the United Kingdom,” said Dan Markley, the executive director of 
the festival. 


Will the much debated phenomenon of Clinton fatigue extend to the stage? 


In “Clinton: The Musical,” Duke Lafoon portrays Billy Clinton, the fun-loving side to the serious W. J. Clinton (Karl Kenzler). Mr. Lafoon had 
previously played Mr. Clinton in “Monica! The Musical,” a 2005 Off Broadway show that featured Mrs. Clinton as a scheming strategist. 


He said he’ll hang up his Bill Clinton act after this one. 


“They’re so heavily in the news right now, with Hillary’s book and potential run for the White House, so we’ll ride that wave,” Mr. Lafoon said. “At 
the same time, I understand what people say. Do we need these jokes again?”

Hillary Clinton's wealth is still all the rage - first because of some "inartful" comments she made about it and more recently because of scrutiny of 
her massive speaking fees. 


But just how rich is Clinton? Well, as the chart below shows, she would likely be wealthier than any other major 2016 presidential candidate or 
recent president who has filed an official federal financial report. 


But she's not really in the same ballpark as two other recent candidates: Massachusetts' own Mitt Romney and current Secretary of State John 
Kerry -- or at least she wasn't as of 2012. 


Here's how that looks, according to the most recent federal filings:

And here's the full interactive graphic. 


You'll note that Clinton's maximum estimated net worth ($25 million) was about 1/1 0th that of Romney, with whom Kerry is in the same ballpark. It's 
important to note that the Clintons likely upped their net worth significantly after Hillary Clinton left as secretary of state - some have estimated it at 
$55 million or higher - but that's a lot of ground to make up. 


Does it matter that Clinton's wealth is not quite on-par with the Romneys and the Kerrys of the political world? Maybe not. Clearly, they are all far 
wealthier than the vast, vast majority of Americans, and it's becoming clearer and clearer that, just like Romney, Clinton will have to deal with 
questions about whether she's out of touch with average Americans (and $225,000 speaking gigs won't do anything to quell that). 


But it's also worth noting that, while Romney has spent his life as a part of the upper economic echelon of Americans, the Clintons are relative 
newcomers to extreme wealth. And their extreme wealth isn't quite as extreme as Romney's.

Boko Haram’s horrifying abduction of more than 200 schoolgirls in Nigeria ignited universal calls for help to “bring back our girls.” President Barack 
Obama responded with urgency, but lost in the story is that one tool the United States would like to have at our disposal is hampered by the 
absence of U.S. ambassadors in neighboring Cameroon and Niger. 


Both embassies have been without ambassadors for more than eight months. That means we lost eight months when we would have had full- 
strength, highest-level capacity to build greater regional cooperation and trust to combat the rising threat from this brutal extremist group. Eight 
months when U.S. advice and training could have helped equip these critical countries to better help themselves. Eight months when we could 
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have provided better assistance to respond to a moral outrage. 

This is not an isolated example. The United States continues to operate without a complete diplomatic toolbox to exert our leadership and advance 
our security and economic interests across the globe, because a broken Senate confirmation process has left us without permanent ambassadors 
in 40 countries. 


The nominees for these jobs, including Niger and Cameroon, are victims of a confirmation backlog that grows with each passing day. It leaves too 
many of our best and brightest — particularly career Foreign Service officers — languishing on the sidelines instead of being on the ground 
fighting to protect and promote our interests. 


Who are these diplomats? Fifty-three State Department nominees are pending before the Senate. Thirty-seven of them have been approved by the 
Foreign Relations Committee and could be confirmed immediately with a simple vote. The majority of the nominees, 35 in all, are apolitical career 
diplomats, and none of them are controversial. 


There is a solution staring us in the face — and that answer is the powerful example of how military nominees are traditionally treated by the 
Senate. The administration’s military nominees are confirmed quickly and en bloc, which is the proper way to handle them. For America to play a 
strong role in the world, we need equal treatment for diplomats. The Senate should carve out State’s career nominees and expedite their 
confirmation just as it does for military promotions. 


Make no mistake: Vacancies in so many world capitals send a dangerous message to allies and adversaries alike about America’s engagement. 
This perception makes it much more difficult to do the nonpartisan work at the heart of U.S. foreign policy — defending the security of our nation, 
promoting our values and helping our businesses compete to create American jobs back home. 


The length and number of these vacancies compromise U.S. national security. In the Middle East alone, the tragic conflict in Syria and rising 
extremism threaten a region where we have extensive economic and security interests. The Senate, to its credit, confirmed ambassadors to Egypt 
and Iraq last month, but more remains to be done. The Senate must quickly approve ambassadors to Algeria, Kuwait and Qatar, just three of the 
countries where we have pressing security interests. 


Vacancies also exist in strategic European countries like Flungary, Turkey, the Czech Republic, Moldova and Albania. Without the authority of an 
ambassador, we cannot engage fully with officials at the highest levels in places where shared democratic values are under threat. In yet another 
example, we need an ambassador in Flonduras to help find ways to prevent the crush of unaccompanied minors along our southwestern border. 


Ambassadors also are the front line of our global push on behalf of U.S. businesses large and small. Last year, high-level State Department 
advocacy was responsible for more than $5.5 billion worth of contracts awarded to U.S. companies by foreign governments. These contracts 
translated directly into thousands of jobs for Americans here at home. 


America’s leading companies recognize that our ambassadors are vital to their success overseas. Already this year, U.S. businesses have sought 
embassy assistance in pursuing $1 1 9 billion worth of contracts in countries where a nominee is pending. These opportunities will go to our global 
competitors if we don’t have ambassadors to lead our advocacy. We simply cannot lead if we are not represented. 


In my travels as secretary of state, I have seen as never before the thirst for American leadership in the world. And in my nearly 30 years in the 
Senate, I saw firsthand the determination of most senators to make their institution work effectively. I believe that both of these are powerful 
reasons for the Senate to act now to both provide greater American leadership around the globe and to demonstrate that our democracy can work 
here at home.

If anyone knows the burdens of political fund-raising, it is the biggest political donors — the rich partisans who field the 
constant calls from elected officials pressing for checks to fill their campaign coffers. 

So to help make their case to House Democratic leaders, advocates of stricter campaign financing laws have enlisted a roster of 
about 60 of the biggest donors to the House Democratic campaign committee — donors like Jonathan Soros, son of the 
billionaire financier George Soros; Douglas Durst, the New York real estate magnate; and Herb Sandler, the banker-turned- 
philanthropist. 

A coalition of groups promoting a plan for public financing of Congressional elections has recruited the donors to sign a letter 
urging House leaders to push it forward, arguing for urgency in the aftermath of the recent Supreme Court ruling, known as 
Citizens United, which allows corporations, unions and other groups to finance big political commercials. "As we well know from 
the solicitation calls we receive, our political leaders must fund-raise constantly," the letter declares. 

The donor letter-signers — all among society's wealthiest few— write: "The court's action will clearly lead to an increase in 
independent expenditures by the wealthiest interests in our society, diminishing the voices of candidates and voters alike." The 
threat of "outside intervention in elections," they declare, "will add to the already intolerable pressure on members of Congress 
to raise campaign funds, a consuming distraction for those who are tasked with leading our nation during difficult times such as 
these."

The proposal they are endorsing would provide grants and matching funds to encourage candidates to rely only on small 
donations from private contributors. It would also presumably relieve big donors of a considerable financial burden. Prospects 
this year, however, are uncertain.

BERLIN — Only black-and-white photographs remain of the last time the leaders of the Nationalist 
Party of China, the Kuomintang (KMT), and the Communist Party met. That was Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek and Mao Tsetung in September 1945. Seventy years later, though, when the 
successors of the two - Xi Jinping from Beijing and Ma Ying-jeou from Taipei - met in Singapore 
this past Saturday, everything was in color and on film too. There is a deep sense of the history 
shared by the two parties and the cruel struggles between them that led one into exile in Taiwan 
and the other to power in Beijing. But President Xi does not pursue symbolism alone. Symbolism 
is always linked to forward-looking politics: just as on September 7 of this year when China 
celebrated the defeat of Imperial Japan seventy years ago for the first time ever with an army 
parade in Beijing; reminding friend and foe alike that the new China will not allow itself to be 
pushed around ever again. This meeting, though, seems to have been a miscalculation by Xi. 
The West should not expect more unity between China and Taiwan to result...

CLINTON MEASURE TO BAR BONUSES FOR UNDERPERFORMING HOMELAND 
SECURITY CONTRACTORS INCLUDED IN OMNIBUS APPROPRIATIONS BILL 

Washington, DC - Senator Hillary Rodham Clinton today announced that she has 
secured inclusion of a measure in the Omnibus Appropriations bill that will bar the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS) from giving award fees or bonuses to 
contractors without regard to performance. Senator Clinton's amendment requires 
DHS to give award fees, or bonuses, to contractors only if the contractor meets 
specific outlined stipulations in their contract. The Omnibus Appropriations bill is 
expected to be considered this week by the House and Senate. 

"The Department of Homeland Security should be holding their contractors 
accountable and not rewarding bad behavior. With high risk areas like New York 
fighting for precious homeland security funds, it is outrageous that DHS is awarding 
bonuses to contractors that they haven't even earned," said Senator Clinton. 

A number of reports have revealed that the Department of Homeland Security has 
been giving private contractors award fees without proper justification. In 2005, the 
Transportation Security Administration (TSA) awarded a contract to Boeing initially 
estimated to be worth $508 million. The Inspector General for the Department of 
Homeland Security found that the TSA gave Boeing at least $44 million in award fees 
without evaluating the company's performance. Earlier this year, the Government 
Accountability Office (GAO) found that despite documented problems in schedule, 
performance, cost control, and contract administration throughout the first year of 
the Coast Guard Deepwater contract, a DHS contractor had received a rating of 87 
percent, which fell in the "very good" range and resulted in an award fee of $4 
million. 

Senator Clinton's amendment requires DHS to give award fees or bonuses to 
contractors only if the contractor meets the stipulations related to cost, schedule, and 
performance outlined in the contract. If a contractor receives a poor performance 
evaluation, exceeds costs specified in the contract, or does not meet the deadlines 
specified in the contract, then the contractor will not receive an award fee or bonus 
from DHS. 

Just recently HRC wrote to the DHS Inspector General calling for an investigation into 
the contracting practices by DHS.

^E/arlier this year, Rep. Paul Ryan, a 40-year-old Republican congressman from Wisconsin, published “A Roadmap for 

America’s Future,” his blueprint for balancing the budget. Despite much fanfare, Ryan’s proposal — which rigorously 
tackles federal entitlements, taxes, and spending — was left out of the House OOP’s “Pledge to America.” The omission, he 
says, does not signal a retreat by him or his party. 

“I did not write the pledge,” Ryan says in an interview with NATIONAL REVIEW ONLINE. “I did the first draft of the preamble 
and that’s pretty much what my involvement was.#. . .#1 was consulted on policy ideas, but not on writing the thing. I was 
not one of its architects.” Rather than judge the pledge as an all-encompassing policy document, Ryan calls it an “important 
and necessary first step.” Its text, he notes, does not preclude him from continuing to battle for long-term fiscal solvency. 

Should Republicans win the House, Ryan would likely ascend to the chairmanship of the Budget Committee, a powerful post. 
“We obviously are going to have to take on entitlement reform,” he says. “I don’t know what the budget will look like, but 
its form will be determined by the consensus I can get from at least 218 people. What I would hope to do is get this budget 
needle moving in the right direction.” Still, as he looks toward a possible scenario of divided government, Ryan is quick to 
say that he does not wish to “overpromise.” 

For the moment, Ryan remains unsure about the exact future of the “Roadmap,” and whether he could package its 
components into a passable budget. But he is confident in his party’s ability to have an “adult conversation” on entitlements 
in coming months. Ryan says Republican leaders are supportive of his ongoing budget work and swats away whispers of 
intraparty turmoil.

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Without hesitation, Ryan tells us that Rep. John Boehner, the House GOP leader, understands the economic stakes. “I think 
[Boehner] grasps where America is and what we’re confronting,” Ryan says. “John Boehner never once tried to talk me out 
of pushing these ideas and reforms. There has never been a discouraging comment or word from him on pushing the fold on 
big ideas.” 

Beyond Boehner, Ryan says that his GOP colleagues on the Budget Committee are stalwart in their commitment to 
entitlement reform. “The culture on the Budget Committee is great,” he says. “Anybody who studies this problem or digs 
deep into the numbers is seriously frightened about the future of this country. They realize the urgency of the moment. After 
a sober review of the fiscal condition of this country, most people just put politics aside.” 

“I spend a lot of my time looking at these baselines,” Ryan says. “Most people don’t know this stuff. Most people in 
Congress don’t understand just how quickly our fiscal situation has deteriorated. And now the Left thinks that you can keep 
raising taxes, as if there were no consequences to that.” To fight back, Ryan says Republicans need to focus on two things: 
“economic growth and reforming the structure of spending.” The debt, he warns, will continue to spiral out of control 
unless Congress “literally restructures the programs that are growing so fast.” 

The way forward, Ryan continues, must include a robust platform founded upon “pro-growth tax policies, sound money, 
clear and transparent regulation, and government restraint.” Republicans, he says, “are unanimous on not raising tax rates 
and in getting our tax code more competitive internationally so that we can grow.” 

Repealing Obamacare is another important, and popular, measure. “We should look at every option we have available to us to 
try to repeal and replace this law,” Ryan says. “This law cannot stand. It is a policy disaster and a fiscal explosion.” His plan 
of attack: “We will go at the funding angle from many different directions.” 

An earmark moratorium — also left out of the pledge — is another area where Ryan promises to tangle. “Of course we are 
for an earmark moratorium,” he says. “That just goes without saying. You think, if we get the majority next year, that we 
are going to start turning earmarks on? Some people might think that, but they’re in for a rude awakening.” 

In coming months, winning over new GOP members, and providing them with reams of economic data and an idea of the 
federal government’s long-term fiscal outlook, is high on Ryan’s to-do list. To help the cause, Ryan intends to pen version 
3.0 of the “Roadmap” early next year. “What we need to do is quickly bring them up to speed,” he says. Some, of course, 
are already well-versed on the “Roadmap” and its principles. “Dozens” of House candidates, Ryan confides, have reached 
out to him to offer their support for his budget plan, which, for the moment, has only 13 co-sponsors. “Reinforcements are 
coming,” he assures us. 

Still, such conversations, Ryan sighs, are often private, since Democrats have eagerly targeted the “Roadmap” and Ryan 
himself. Many Republicans are wary of backing Ryan’s ideas publicly. “Look, I get that,” he says. “I’ve experienced their 
demagoguery on entitlements. It’s like being hit by a two-by-four across the head.” 

“Scaring seniors is apparently the past, present, and future of the Democratic party,” Ryan continues. “But they have created 
political paralysis. I’m fed up with it, and I’m not going to let it intimidate me. I’m going to go forward, put ideas out there, 
and get this debate moving one way or the other.” It’s a fight, he says, that he does “not intend to lose.”

Two points I would push them on: 

1) If all they are going to do is prepare a report, I am not sure that gets us anything. PRPPA is fighting hard 
against any change at the moment and a report doesn't move the ball forward. They need to use the report as a 
tool to generate a call for action on some concrete steps, like a law requiring PRPPA to meet specific targets 
with a timeline for the conversion to renewables. They talk about some pretty specific goals but process of 
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making them happen is critical and its not clear from the memo how that will occur. The key challenge they face 
is not figuring out what they need to do but figuring out how to get it done. 

2) The Culebra idea is interesting. In the past the previous Governor has called for making Vieques energy 
independent. Working on these two islands is something the foundation might want to explore as a joint project 
with the Government and PRPPA. Because of WJC's history with Vieques, it also gives us a hook. This would 
require a meeting between someone with the Foundation, PRPPA and the Governor. Don't know if they would 
agree but would be big if they did and would show the rest of PR that it can be done. PRPPA may have a 
lobbyist in DC and it might be easier to make the deal up here than down there where everything is so polarized.

SENATOR CLINTON ANNOUNCES DEPARTMENT OF HOMELAND SECURITY 
INSPECTOR GENERAL TO LAUNCH INVESTIGATION OF CONTRACTOR BONUSES 

AT HER URGING 

Washington, DC - Senator Hillary Rodham Clinton today announced that the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Inspector General (IG) has agreed to 
examine award fees for DHS contractors. In particular, the DHS IG will investigate 
the award fees paid to Chenega Technology Services Corporation and will work with 
DHS to collect information on the number and value of contracts DHS awarded 
during the 2007 fiscal year that include award fee provisions, and the oversight 
mechanisms DHS has to ensure that award fees are awarded in a proper manner. 

In addition to calling for the investigation, Senator Clinton secured a measure in the 
FY2008 Omnibus Appropriations bill to bar DHS from awarding bonuses to 
contractors without regard to performance. 

"The American people deserve to know that precious homeland security funds are 
being used appropriately. It is critical that the Department of Homeland Security 
hold contractors accountable, not reward bad behavior. With high risk areas like 
New York fighting for limited homeland security funds, it is beyond the pale that DHS 
is awarding bonuses to contractors that they haven't even earned," said Senator 
Clinton. 

In announcing the investigation, Senator Clinton noted that she had requested a 
broader based investigation and expressed serious concern about the inability of the 
DHS IG to undertake such an investigation. In a letter to Senator Clinton, the DHS 
IG indicated that, "Generally, insufficient record-keeping, extensive staff turnover in 
key acquisition roles, and inadequate data systems are common challenges we 
encounter in accomplishing our DHS acquisition reviews." 

Senator Clinton wrote to the Department of Homeland Security Inspector General in 
November calling on the IG to expand an investigation of federal contracting 
practices to investigate the practice of award fees by DHS, especially when it comes 
to no-bid contracts. Senator Clinton's call came following a recent report by the DHS 
Inspector General that DHS improperly awarded a $475 million no-bid contract to 
Chenega Technology Services Corporation, which according to the report "likely did 
not provide the government the best value" and that DHS "did not comply with 
federal regulations." According to the IG's office, the agency also provided award 
fees to the company as part of its contract. 

The following is Senator Clinton's letter to DHS Inspector General Richard L. Skinner 
requesting an investigation:

I write regarding a disturbing report you issued last month that raises serious 
questions about contracting practices at the Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS). The report - Customs and Border Protection Award and Oversight of Alaska 
Native Corporation Contract for Enforcement Equipment Maintenance and Field 
Operations Support (OIG-08-10) - details how DHS improperly awarded a $475 
million, no-bid contract to Chenega Technology Services Corporation to maintain X- 
ray, radiation and other screening machines at U.S. border checkpoints. Your report 
concludes the contract "award likely did not provide the government the best value" 
and that DHS "did not comply with federal regulations." 

Additionally, your staff informs me that award fees were given to Chenega as a part 
of its contract with DHS. Given that your report did not focus on award fees to 
Chenega, the details of these fees are unclear. However, taken together with your 
conclusion that the Department improperly awarded the underlying contract to 
Chenega, it is disturbing to hear that DHS has provided an award fee to this 
corporation. 

This disconnect between performance and award fees appears to be part of a 
troubling pattern. The Federal Acquisition Regulations (FAR) state clearly that cost- 
based award fee contracts are intended to motivate excellent contractor 
performance in areas such as quality, timeliness, technical ingenuity, and cost- 
effective management. Despite this guidance, during the course of the past several 
years there have been a number of reports documenting how award fees are being 
doled out by DHS to contractors regardless of performance: 

• Evaluation ofTSA's contract for the installation and maintenance of explosive 
detection equipment at United States Airports (DHS Inspector General, September 
2004) - TSA awarded a contract to Boeing for the installation and maintenance of 
explosive detection equipment at airports. TSA paid more than $44 million to Boeing 
without any evaluation of Boeing's performance. 

• Transportation Security Administration Review of the TSA Passenger and Baggage 
Screening Pilot Program (DHS Inspector General, September 2004) - TSA awarded 
four pilot program contracts to determine whether private companies could provide 
and maintain passenger screening performance at levels equal to or greater than the 
TSA screener force. The Inspector General found the award fee determinations 
lacked performance criteria, were highly subjective and based primarily on 
contractor self-assessments and input from TSA officials. 

• Observations on the Department of Homeland Security's Acquisition Organization 
and on the Coast Guard's Deepwater Program (GAO-07-453T) (February 8, 2007) - 
GAO found that despite documented problems in schedule, performance, cost 
control, and contract administration throughout the first year of the Deepwater 
contract, the contractor had received a rating of 87 percent, which fell in the "very 
good" range and resulted in an award fee of $4 million. 

In too many cases, DHS appears to be awarding bonuses despite poor performance, 
or worse, without even evaluating work. Failing contractors should be rooted out, not 
rewarded. Given your report of what appears to be noncompliant federal contracting 
practices on the part of the DHS and a pattern of providing award fees to contractors 
without justification, I request that you expand your investigation into the practice of 
award fees by the Department, especially when it comes to no-bid contacts. 
Specifically, I would ask that your investigation review the following questions: 

• Section 3501 of the U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans' Care, Katrina Recovery, and 
Iraq Accountability Appropriations Act, 2007 (P.L. 110-28) states, "The Secretary of 
Homeland Security shall require that all contracts of the Department of Homeland 
Security that provide award fees link such fees to successful acquisition outcomes 
(which outcomes shall be specified in terms of cost, schedule, and performance)." 
DHS has engaged in a number of contracts in Fiscal Year 2007. How many of these 
contracts included award fees and were these award fees based on successful 
acquisition outcomes? What was the total amount of these award fees? 

• Did the Department of Homeland Security violate P.L. 110-28 in providing award 
fees to contractors Fiscal Year 2007? 

• Were award fees given to Chenega Technology Services Corporation justified and 
based on successful acquisition outcomes? 

• What mechanisms are currently in place at DHS to ensure that award fees are 
awarded in a proper manner? Are these mechanisms enforced in providing award 
fees for DHS contracts? What can the Department of Homeland Security do to ensure 
that award fees are justified and based on successful acquisition outcomes?

10. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [FLIP-FLOPS] McCain says he is a straight talker, but he has changed 
many of his positions to run for president. He voted against the Bush tax cuts, but now he supports them. He 
said he would never overturn Roe v. Wade, but now he wants eliminate a woman's right to choose. He wrote 
legislation to give illegal immigrants citizenship, but now he won't even say if he would vote for his own bill. 

WE SUGGEST CUTTING THESE MESSAGES. 

1 1 . [BUSH 3RD TERM] McCain would be nothing more than a 3rd Bush term. He has voted with Bush 90 
percent of the time overall and 1 00 percent of the time on Iraq.

ProgressVA Criticizes Governor for Disingenuous Budget Claims 

$311 Million Projected Surplus Dwarfed by State’s Debts And Outstanding Obligations 


Charlottesville, VA - Governor McDonnell today announced Virginia has a budget “surplus” of $31 1 million. 
ProgressVA sharply criticized the Governor’s handling of the state budget for failing to fully fund the state’s 
obligation to the Virginia Retirement System while also cutting funds from vital public safety and health programs. 


“The Governor’s claims to fiscal responsibility are disingenuous at best,” said Anna Scholl, Executive Director of 
ProgressVA. “Our debts and obligations far outstrip the projected budget surplus. The Governor has essentially 
run up the state’s credit card and now wants a pat on the back for leaving a few dollars in the bank account.” 


While Virginia is constitutionally required to have a balanced budget, the burden of that balance has been laid 
on the backs of middle-class workers. The Governor’s pension reform legislation has reduced the take-home 
pay for thousands of state employees while continuing the to leave the pension funds of teachers and police 
officers drastically underfunded. At the same time the state has cut general fund aid to localities, leaving 
localities with a choice between slashing police officers, school teachers, and children’s programs from their 
budgets or increasing property taxes. 


In addition to those cuts, Governor McDonnell has run up the state’s credit card, pushing a $3 billion 
transportation bond plan through the General Assembly and putting off millions of dollars in contributions to the 
Virginia Retirement System. 


“Its time for Governor McDonnell to level with taxpayers about the state’s finances,” said Scholl.

• The Clinton Foundation is a philanthropy, period . They receive contributions from around the world, because they're 
doing groundbreaking, life-changing work around the globe. 

• These contributions are important because they are responsible for millions of people getting access to life-saving HIV/ 
AIDs treatment, more than 40,000 farmers in Malawi, Tanzania, and Rwanda improving their incomes by more than

2) The Background 

From a Friend Describing the problem 

Fred Baron of Dallas, good friend, is in Mayo now with Multiple Myeloma(sp?). There is a drug-Tysabri- made by Biogene that is given for multiple 
sclerosis, but is now in clinical trials for use on Multiple Myeloma. Fred's drs at mayo think this dmg is his only chance, but Bogene won't approve for 
fred because he is too sick and if it fails him, it could skew the outcome of the trials(this told to me by his wife). According to his wife, sen. Kerry called 
andy von eschenbach on friday, andy called biogene, and got this reply from the company. Fred needs a compassionate use release from the company, 
whose ceo is James Mullin ph: 617-679-2000. 1 would like to call him on monday to argue that they could release this dmg for mayo drs to administer to 
fred, and have the FDA "carve" it out of being factored in the clinical trials. So, early monday I need Von eshenbach ph #, and arrange a call later with 
mr. Mullin. See what info you can get me on him, and who represents them in dc. Thanks. 

From his Dr. Lust. Fred's Doctor 

We are requesting approval from Biogen/Idec to obtain compassionate use of Tysabri (natalizumab) for a patient we have that has end-stage myeloma 
and has exhausted all other treatment options. We have discussed the potential risks including the development of PML and the patient wishes to 
proceed with treatment. The Mayo Clinic has been approved to dispense this medication and our neurologists have been using it for the approved 
indication, multiple sclerosis. We also have an IRB approved clinical trial with this agent for myeloma through Biogen Idee entitled “A Phase 1/2, Two 
Arm Dose Finding Study of Natalizumab for the Treatment of Subjects with Relapsed or Refractory Multiple Myeloma. Our patient does not meet the 
eligibility criteria for this trial and the treating physicians would like to treat him with Tysabri off study. If there are any additional questions please 
contact me at 507-250-3606 (cell phone). 


From Harkin 


On Sunday 

I got through to Mullen. He had already had extensive conversations with Senator Kerry and Lance Armstrong and had heard from President Clinton, 
too. The answer he gave in every case was “no. 1 believe that I understood it correctly that Kerry had organized a conference call with Mullen and FDA 
Commissioner Von Eschenbach. I hear that Von Eschenbach said it was fine with him for the drug to be used in Fred’s case. However, Biogen believes 
that Von E does not have that authority given the strict FDA conditions on the use of the drug. (FDA had withdrawn the drug from the market because 
of its harmful effects. It’s the only drug that has ever been reapproved - but its reapproval was with very strict limitations.). I’m having people look 
into FDA’s authorities in this area. Mike, it would be great if Bill Schultz could, too. Also, I’m told that Mayo is what’s called an FDA “touch approved 
program” - which means that it’s one of the institutions in the country authorized to administer Tysabri. Might be worth asking Schultz if there are 
authorities there that could allow Mayo to go ahead even without Biogen or FDA OK. We’re exploring that, too. 

On Mundav after the call with the FDA 

I just had a disappointing call with Dr. Von Eschenbach. FDA had a phone conference with the medical and science officers from Biogen. FDA told them 
there would be no prejudice to the clinical trial if this drug were used for Fred. They were appreciative but gave no indication they would change their 
position, which is that a corporate decision has been made they would not go outside the clinical trial. I am really upset about this, personally, since FDA 
has been great to help.

6) On The Canadian Option 

Dr. Trudel spoke with Dr. Lust about 30 minutes ago. 1 suggest you connect with him and hear his point of view of the conversation. 


From what Dr. Trudel has told me: 

- Dr. Lust still has confidence in the US as an option 

- In Canada, this procedure would be viewed as experimental 

- There would be some need to engage with the hospital executives to secure permission and the appropriate process for paying for 
the drug (which is different in the socialized medical system), but my sense is that this would ultimately be manageable 

- There is the potential that permission from the manufacturer would be required given the use-case of the drug is different than it's 
intention, but she does not know for sure if this would be required. 

Dr. Lust has her contact information. She is waiting in the wings, if put into action she will instruct the pharmacy to do the 
appropriate investigation and put the wheels in motion to make it happen. 

She also told me that Princess Margaret is the likely the only institution in the country capable of doing this type of advanced work 
in the Myeloma field. 
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I will add:Hospitals in Canada are chronically underfunded, and a donation may grease the wheels. I would consider this and be up 
front with a proposal in conversations you have with senior members of the hospital executives.

TRAVERSE CITY, Mich. - Bernie Sanders on Friday said “disastrous” trade deals backed 
by Hillary Clinton decimated Michigan manufacturing, threw Michigan workers out of 
decent-paying jobs and are “one of the reasons that the middle class in the country is 
disappearing.” 

“If the people of Michigan want to make a decision about which candidate stood with 
workers against corporate America and against these disastrous trade agreements, that 
candidate is Bernie Sanders,” he said to cheers from 2,125 supporters here at the 
Streeters Center.

Subject: 1-395 Cosntruction Note -- A Five Week Look-ahead 


Dear colleagues, 

As we approach the end of the semester, I imagine some of you are wondering how the construction project might 
affect students during the examination period. I have been working with the BBC Construction team to minimize disruptions 
during the examination period. We have come up with a work-schedule that reduces noise and vibration between December 
9 and December 20 but allows the construction team to continue working on the utility replacement. The following is a 
description of what we can expect from the construction team between now and the end of the year as they continue utility 
work along 2 nd Street. Work will also be intensifying along Massachusetts Avenue, but except for traffic concerns, that will 
not affect us. 

During the week of November 24, BBC will be working on three utilities during the day along 2 nd Street. They will 
be completing the water lines and making the final connections. There will be no more water shutoffs at Gewirz and no night 
work. 

Installation of electrical lines will reach F Street and a new manhole will be installed near G Street. There will be some 
noise and vibration from earth compactors as the construction team backfills the trenches. The noise and vibration should be 
minimal and should not be louder than that which we heard last week. 

In an effort to minimize noise during final examinations, Washington Gas will begin saw cutting trench lines in 2 nd 
Street this week as a prelude to excavating the street for the new gas lines. 

During the week of December 1, work on the water lines will be completed. Work on the electrical lines will 
continue along 2 nd Street going north from F Street towards Massachusetts Avenue. It will take about three weeks to 
complete the electrical work. Backfilling and compacting will continue this week. Work on 2 nd Street will occur only in the 
daytime. 

The concrete surface of 2 nd Street will be demolished to open the trenches for the gas lines. Washington Gas will be 
pulling the concrete up from the street surface rather than hoe-ramming it. Gas lines are shallower than the other utility lines 
so they will not be lowering deep supports into the trench. As such, we expect that the noise accompanying these activities 
will not be too disruptive. Removing the concrete will be completed by the end of the week. 

A great deal of work will be occurring at the corner of Massachusetts Avenue and 2 nd Street so you can expect some 
serious traffic disruptions. 

During the weeks of December 8 and 15, final examinations will occur. I have had a series of conversations with 
the utility companies and BBC and we believe that the only noise we will hear will come from the ground compactor as work 
on gas lines and electrical lines continue. I have stood in the classrooms on the second floor and believe that the sounds 
coming from the compactor will actually be drowned out by the sounds from our own fan coil units. Nonetheless, we will 
have some sound-baffling insulation ready to install over the windows if that becomes necessary. The Registrar will provide 
ear-plugs in each room during finals. I doubt that the students will need them but we will have some available just in case. 
Work along 2 nd Street during this period will occur only in the daytime. 

Sometime after December 20, probably as late as January 1, the gas company will begin to install a gas-line that 
runs down the Tower Green. You can now see the path staked out on the Green. This will involve removing some pavers on 
the south sidewalk in front of the Gewirz exit, excavating beneath the Tower Green, and then laying the new gas pipeline. 
This new line will provide redundant service to Gewirz, thereby eliminating the possibility of long-term gas shut-offs in the 
future. We may need to create a small temporary sidewalk in front of Gewirz so that residents will be able to cross over the 
excavated ditch. The work in the Tower Green is expected to take approximately two to three weeks depending on the 
weather. 
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The construction team has been given sub-surface drawings of our property to ensure that none of our services are 
disrupted. Reconstruction of the Tower Green, however, will not be completed until the spring planting season. 

Sometime after January 1 , work will begin on the highway itself. The work will include dismantling the retaining 
walls along the highway, lowering piles into the earth, and setting lagging boards to hold back the earth when the current 
retaining walls come down and the platform foundations are set. I will provide more information about that as we get closer 
to the date. 

A variation of this email will be sent to the students after Thanksgiving. I hope you all have a joyful holiday.

I wanted to alert you all to what I have heard indirectly are requests from CHAI for another Haiti grant of $1M. We currently 
don't have the funds to grant them. We have enough to cover the work that we need to finish in 2012. BC would like additional 
money (that we would need raise) - approximately 500K to announce additional small grants in 2012. So there is no money for 
CHAI unless we want to raise an additional $1.5M for Haiti if you assume we want the additional 500K for 2012 CF grants for 
education, capacity building, agriculture and investment project support, our focus areas. I know there is a CHAI board call 
tomorrow so wanted to flag it for you and I will also mention to BC shortly when I see him - not to make any commitment and to 
downplay expectations until we have our year end meeting and decide on whether we will stay status quo on Haiti (which we can 
cover within our remaining CF Haiti Fund money) or go for the additional grant money up to 500K that BC wants (which we would 
have to raise). I am finalizing a haiti strategy memo (already have 2 budget options) to help inform our decision at the cf year- 
end meeting.

NEW SURVEY FINDS AMERICANS SKEPTICAL THAT

WAS FI I N GTO N , D . C . — The Progressive Policy Institute (PPI) today released the results of a new 
survey finding that most Americans are unfamiliar with the term “net neutrality,” want greater 
disclosure of the details of the FCC’s proposal to regulate the Internet, and think that the government 
regulating the Internet like a public utility will not be helpful. 

The nationwide survey, by Hart Research Associates, was conducted from February 13 to 15, 2015 
on behalf of PPI. The survey was conducted by telephone (both landline and cell phone) among a 
cross section of 800 adults age 18 and over. It found: 

• Three out of four (75%) Americans are unfamiliar with the term “net neutrality” and what it 
refers to. 

• 73% of Americans want greater disclosure of the details of the FCC’s proposal to regulate the 
Internet. 

• Nearly eight in ten (79%) Americans favor public disclosure of the exact wording and details of 
the FCC’s proposal to regulate the Internet before the FCC votes on it. 

• Only one in three Americans thinks that regulating the Internet like telephone service will be 
helpful. 

“The public neither understands nor supports the FCC voting on net neutrality rules without greater 
disclosure of the exact wording and the details of the proposal,” said Peter Hart, Founder of 
Hart Research Associates. “Net neutrality is near net zero understanding: just one in four 
Americans knows what the term refers to, and just one in 10 Americans has positive feelings about it. 
In addition, a majority of Americans think ‘the government should not take a stronger and more active 
role in overseeing and regulating the Internet.’” 

“These findings suggest that the FCC’s bid to impose outdated telephone regulations on the Internet 
is driven more by professional activists than by the public, which seems instinctively to resist the 
idea,” said Will Marshall, PPI President. “That’s why Congress should take a closer look at what 
the FCC is up to and make sure these issues get a thorough public airing.” 

The survey’s margin of error is ±3.46 percentage points for 800 adults at the 95% confidence level. 
Sample tolerances for subgroups are larger. This is the first of several public opinion surveys PPI 
plans to release on issues related to regulation of the Internet and telecommunications law.

The Best Way to Vilify Clinton? G.O.P. Spends Heavily to Test It

ORLANDO, Fla. — Inside an office park here, about a dozen women gathered to watch a 30-second 
television spot that opened with Hillary Rodham Clinton looking well-coiffed and aristocratic, toasting 
champagne with her tuxedoed husband, the former president, against a golden-hued backdrop. 

The ad then cut to Mrs. Clinton describing being “dead broke” when she and her husband left the White 
House, before a narrator intoned that Mrs. Clinton makes more money in a single speech, about $300,000, 
than an average family earns in five years. 

The message hit a nerve. “She’s out of touch,” said one of the women, who works as a laundry attendant. 

“Her reality is just so different than mine,” murmured another, as operatives from American Crossroads, a 
Republican “super PAC,” watched closely from behind a one-way mirror. 

In rooms like this one around the country, an expensive and sophisticated effort is underway to test and 
refine the most potent lines of attack against Mrs. Clinton, and, ultimately, to persuade Americans that she 
does not deserve their votes. While the general election is 16 months away, Republican groups are eager 
to begin building a powerful case against the woman they believe will be the Democratic nominee, and to 
infuse the public consciousness with those messages. 

Shaping a Campaign Against Hillary Clinton 

American Crossroads, a Republican “super PAC,” conducted two four-hour focus groups in Florida to test 
a series of attack ads against Hillary Rodham Clinton. 
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The effort could ultimately cost several hundred million dollars, given the variety and volume of political 
organizations involved. 

The typical voter has not necessarily fully tuned in to election coverage or followed the intricacies of Mrs. 
Clinton’s use of a private email account or foreign donations to her family’s foundation. But Republicans 
are acutely aware that early attacks labeling Mitt Romney as elitist were impossible for him to shake in 
2012, and they view these next several months as critical in laying the groundwork to taint, and ultimately 
defeat, Mrs. Clinton. 

That is why, on a rainy night here, Crossroads, which was founded by the Republican strategist Karl Rove, 
gathered about 50 voters representing groups that it believes can be persuaded to vote against Mrs. 
Clinton — an all-white mix of young men, low-income adults, married mothers and politically moderate 
women. 

One problem in developing negative messages about Mrs. Clinton, Republican strategists have found, is 
that she and her husband have survived so many controversies by dismissing them as partisan attacks. So 
the Republican organizations are seeking to develop lines of attack that resonate more deeply or raise 
unsettling questions about Mrs. Clinton’s character. 

They showed the voters, who received $100, sandwiches and soft drinks for their time, more than a dozen 
30-second ads. (Crossroads allowed a reporter to observe the focus groups under the condition that the 
participants’ names be withheld.) 

The ads highlighted Mrs. Clinton’s deleting of emails from her private account, tried to tie her to President 
Obama, portrayed her as distant from middle-class Americans and sought to persuade women that they do 
not need to support her because of her gender. 

But many, essentially, struck the same theme, depicting Mrs. Clinton as untrustworthy, an image that even 
Democrats supporting the Clinton campaign acknowledge is a weakness. About 57 percent of Americans 
do not believe Mrs. Clinton is honest and trustworthy, according to a CNN poll released June 2.

“She’s got an open wound, and part of our job is to pour salt in it,” said Glen Bolger, a co-founder of Public 
Opinion Strategies, the Republican polling firm that conducted the focus groups. 

Mrs. Clinton’s allies point to relatively low trust numbers for Mr. Clinton in the 1992 and 1996 elections and 
his ability to win voters despite his personal failings. 

An ad titled “Shadow,” which ranked among the most effective ads that Crossroads tested in Orlando, 
argued that scandal trailed Mrs. Clinton like a menacing shadow. “Whitewater, Travelgate and Filegate,” a 
narrator began, referring to scandals from decades ago, including one over a real estate deal. Then the 
narrator moved on to more recent controversies, including her deleted emails, the foreign donations to her 
family foundation and the four Americans killed in the 2012 attacks on the United States compound in 
Benghazi, Libya. 

“There’s a sense of distrust, a sense of unease about her authenticity and her candor, that isn’t hard to 
stimulate,” said Steven Law, the president of Crossroads. 

In modern campaigns, given the fragmented way media is consumed, television ads are important but not 
always enough to create a narrative, especially over a long period. 

Crossroads plans to use a kaleidoscopic approach for its anti-Clinton campaign. In order to target 
particular voters with tailored messages, the campaign will feature tools including television and radio 
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spots, digital ads on mobile devices, and pre-roll, the commercials that play before videos online. 

Crossroads is eager to establish itself as the leading attack dog against Mrs. Clinton, but it is a crowded 
field, especially as other super PACs are emerging as bigger players in the Republican money world. 

Right to Rise, a super PAC supporting former Gov. Jeb Bush of Florida, recently held its own briefing for 
Republican groups to highlight data it gathered from its own focus groups and polling of women, 
information that can be used in attacks against Mrs. Clinton. It stressed that Mrs. Clinton’s “dead broke” 
comments were particularly devastating, as were her deleted emails, though they required more 
explanation. Though the Clintons were in fact dealing with debt and legal fees when they left the White 
House, Mrs. Clinton later called her comments “inartful.” 

In addition, America Rising PAC, an opposition research group that focuses heavily on attacking Mrs. 
Clinton, began its effort with Twitter and other online posts more than a year ago before moving to paid 
digital ads. 

Mrs. Clinton’s campaign and Democratic groups believe that attacks on her trustworthiness and wealth 
could be the most damaging if they do not aggressively combat them. Rather than debating policies that 
would help working Americans, “they’re trying to make her Mitt Romney in a pantsuit,” said David Brock, 
the founder of several pro-Clinton outside groups and author of the forthcoming book, “Killing the 
Messenger: The Right Wing Plot to Derail Hillary and Hijack Your Government.” 

The Clinton campaign has also tried to turn the trust issue around by arguing that while voters may not 
trust how Mrs. Clinton handled her email as secretary of state, they can trust her more than Republicans to 
look out for middle-class Americans. 

Christina Reynolds, a spokeswoman for the campaign, said billionaires funding the attacks “are committed 
to keeping the policies in place that keep the deck stacked in favor of them at the expense of the voters 
she talks to around the country.” 

Democratic political groups, of course, will undertake their own offensive to attack a Republican nominee or 
front-runner, much as they did with Mr. Romney. But their task has been made more difficult by the large 
and uncertain Republican field. 

Both sides agree that the work undertaken long before the election, often in the year before it, creates the 
foundation for the most damaging attacks.

Ahead of the 2004 election, Mr. Rove and others involved in President George W. Bush’s re-election 
campaign tried to convince voters that Senator John Kerry was an opportunistic flip-flopper. The critique 
did not catch on until March of that year, when Mr. Kerry, in response to a question about funding for the 
military operations in Iraq and Afghanistan, said he “actually did vote for the $87 billion before I voted 
against it.” 

“The groundwork had been laid pointing out all the examples of flip-flopping in the past,” said Colin Reed, 
the executive director of America Rising. 

Republicans could hardly hide their giddiness when Mrs. Clinton made her “dead broke” remark last year. 
To many in the political world, the comment evoked Mr. Romney’s misstep at a 2012 fund-raiser where he 
said “47 percent” of Americans were overly dependent on government. 

Long before Mr. Romney made that comment, Priorities USA Action, the Democratic super PAC, had 
devoted months to portraying the Republican candidate as “a plutocrat who doesn’t care about people like 
you,” said Bill Burton, a Priorities co-founder. 

“The best thing you can do is set the table for a key vulnerability and hope the candidate lives up to the

hype, which they likely will do,” Mr. Burton said. 

In Orlando, the “dead broke” ad emerged as the most effective spot, partly because it captured the gulf 
between Mrs. Clinton’s life and those of the less affluent people gathered. 

“She’s broke at another level,” said one man, who owns an electrical company and makes less than 
$50,000 annually. “She could be broke, you know, compared to the people in her world. O.K., in her status. 
‘Oh, my God, I can’t buy a jet this year — we’re broke, we’re not going to Europe, sorry.’ ” 

Another ad that resonated, called “Throw Away,” opens with Mrs. Clinton saying she never throws anything 
away and is “two steps short of a hoarder” before a narrator points out that she deleted about 30,000 
emails from her time at the State Department. 

But Crossroads still has some fine-tuning to do. A few women watching expressed sympathy for Mrs. 
Clinton, saying they sometimes felt like hoarders, too, and often deleted spam and other personal emails. 
Maybe that was what Mrs. Clinton had done? 

“They could have been from Bed Bath & Beyond,” one woman said of the emails. “Who knows?”

U.S. Sen. Rand Paul took a break from his Lexington weekend to offer some free advice to Kentucky media who sponsored a poll showing U.S. 
Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell trailing Democrat Alison Lundergan Grimes. 


"I'd re-check it if I were y'all, because I think you're probably an outlier," Paul said. 


In an interview Saturday morning before he headed to Commonwealth Stadium for the Kentucky Wildcats football game, Paul voiced confidence 
that McConnell will win in November and took a few swipes at Grimes and Bill and Hillary Clinton. 


Joining in on the media and Republican onslaught over Grimes' recent refusal to tell the Louisville Courier-Journal's editorial board whether she 
voted for President Barack Obama, Paul called Grimes' evasion "bizarre" and "really unbelievable." 


Everybody knows who she voted for," Paul said. "She knows who she voted for, and she's not going to tell us, and I think that's an unacceptable 
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answer. I think she still could have a chance when she acknowledges it, but it just shows you how unpopular the leader of her party is and how 
unpopular her party is nationally." 


Grimes spokesman Preston Maddock replied, "What's really bizarre is that Rand Paul has had an impossible time explaining why he supports Mitch 
McConnell in this race." 


Paul also took aim at the Clintons, something he does with regularity as he continues to consider a 2016 run for the White House. Paul has been 
intensely critical of Hillary Clinton's tenure as secretary of state, specifically how her department responded to a terrorist attack on the U.S. 
Embassy in Benghazi, Libya. 


When asked whether he thought Hillary Clinton would be of help to Grimes when she comes to the state to campaign Wednesday, Paul argued that 
the popularity of the Clintons in Kentucky has been overstated. 


"I think they've fooled themselves on the whole popularity of the Clintons in Kentucky," Paul said. "You know Clinton won Kentucky when there 
were three candidates in the race." 


Bill Clinton won Kentucky in 1 992 with 45 percent over former President George H.W. Bush and Ross Fterot. In 1 996, Clinton won the state with 
about 46 percent of the vote over Perot and former Kansas Sen. Bob Dole. 


"I don't think that really means he's that popular," Paul said. "I think they've fooled themselves to think that he — or she — will help Alison in the 
end." 


Mary Rutherford Jennings, a spokeswoman for the pro-Hillary Clinton super FAC Correct the Record, said Saturday that "the only one who's fooled 
himself is Rand Paul thinking Americans are interested in taking a step backward with his extremist policies. Hillary Clinton's focus on moving our 
country forward is what makes Americans, and Kentuckians, so excited about her." 


In May, the Herald-Leader, along with the Courier-Journal, WHAS-TV and WKYT-TV, polled a hypothetical showdown between Paul and Clinton 
and found Fhul leading the former secretary of state 48 percent to 44 percent. 


Paul, who is drawing increasingly larger media crowds as he continues his tour of states that hold early contests in presidential races, making 
stops to help Republicans along the way, said he anticipates a "big" Republican wave this year, similar to what Republicans enjoyed in 2010 in 
what Obama later referred to as a "shellacking." 


"I think the wind is at our back," Paul said. "We're a fairly evenly divided country, and so sometimes if the wind's blowing strongly at the end you 
can pick up quite a few seats, sometimes even more than anybody predicts." 


He continued: "My sense is it's going to be big, and that we are going to take over the Senate. But we're not taking anything for granted. I'm trying 
to help as many candidates as I can get across the finish line." 


Paul's travel schedule is hectic. On Friday, he took in the horse races at Keeneland after meeting with community leaders in Ferguson, Mo. On 
Saturday, he attended the football game as part of the University of Kentucky's parents' weekend. Two of the senator's sons attend UK. 


A relative by marriage, Jesse Benton, was Paul's campaign manager during his successful 2010 race, but resigned as McConnell's campaign chief 
in late August after his name was connected to a bribery scandal in the closing days of the 201 2 Iowa presidential caucuses. 


"I don't really have any comment on that," Paul said. "He's been a good friend and he's married to my niece, and I'm supportive of him, and I believe 
that everything will work out in the end." 


McConnell and a number of other top Republicans in the state are scheduled to gather in Bowling Green on Sunday for Paul's "Barnburner and 
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BBQ" event, a fundraiser for the Rand Paul Victory Committee. 


Paul reiterated that he is still mulling a White House run, with a spring decision likely. 


The senator said that even as he travels around the country building support and trying to grow the Republican Party's brand, he gets back to 
Kentucky almost every weekend and feels confident he will win his Senate re-election bid regardless of whether he pursues the presidency. 


"I haven't sensed any real problems with people thinking I'm not doing a good job," Fhul said.

Hillary Clinton lent encouragement Sunday to pediatricians who are trying to promote parents reading to children, while weighing in on the debate 
over how much electronic screen time is healthy for infants and toddlers. 


At the San Diego Convention Center, Clinton announced the distribution of an early literacy tool kit to help promote the verbal development of young 
children. The effort capitalizes on the trusted role of pediatricians in encouraging parents to read out loud, chat freely and even sing more with 
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their young children from day one. The tool kits will be shared with 62,000 members of the American Academy of Pediatrics, which is holding a 
conference in San Diego this week. 


“As we have learned in the last 15 years, scientists can literally watch the synapses and the neurons firing when parents are reading and talking 
with children from their very earliest days,” said Clinton, a former U.S. Secretary of State. The Academy of Pediatrics touched off a national debate 
about the use of electronic devices by young children in June when it recommended no TV or electronic screen time for children under the age of 
2, and less than two hours for older children. 


Clinton, the author of “It Takes a Village: And Other Lessons Children Teach Us” and “Dear Socks, Dear Buddy: Kids’ Letters to Their First Pets,” 
embraced those concerns during extended comments about the “word gap” among children whose vocabulary development falters in early life. 


“Now technology is of course changing how Americans read and in many ways it is opening up exciting new avenues for learning,” Clinton said. 
“We don’t have enough research, but I think what we are learning is that the earliest years before a child is 2, televisions, iPads and screens are 
no substitute for actual parent-child interactions like talking, reading and singing.” 


The academy has joined forces on literacy development with the Bill, Hillary and Chelsea Clinton Foundation and Next Generation, the California- 
based policy group on Climate change and childhood issues. Their initiative, dubbed “Too Small to Fail,” responds to a growing body of research 
highlighting language sensitivity starting in infancy. 


Speaking for nearly 30 minutes on stage without a Teleprompter or notes, Clinton touched on health care policy milestones of the 1 990s, including 
the defeat of her own health care reform initiative as First Lady. 


Clinton brushed off a jarring interruption by a man with a megaphone and siren who was escorted out of the room. 


“You know there are some people who miss important developmental stages,” she said to applause. 


Among those in the audience, Clinton’s prospects as a possible presidential candidate in 2016 were on almost everyone’s mind. 


“I think they would be lying if they weren’t interested,” said Maria Fung, a Boston-area pediatrician in her mid-30s. 


Beth Pollard, a history professor at San Diego State University, heard notes of politicking in Clinton’s remarks. 


“She started to talk about the erosion in our leaders and people working hard to make ends meet,” said Pollard, who watched with her father, a 
pediatrician, and her own 7-year-old daughter. “She was beginning to distance herself from this administration.”

All of this isn't to say that Castro hasn't thought about higher office. When asked if he would be interested in become the executive of his home 
state, Castro finally gave the calculated non-answer you'd expect from a young, ambitious politician.

episodes of Netflix’s “House of Cards” in Baltimore.

In 1 992, Holland’s Holocaust film, “Europa, Europa,” was nominated for an Academy Award. 


“She’s maybe the most political filmmaker they’re having direct ‘House of Cards,’ ” said Washington-based filmmaker Aviva Kempner, who plans to 
film a documentary on Holland’s career.

[Subtitle:] Let’s be blunt: Democratic Senate candidates in red states — like Alison Lundergan Grimes in Kentucky — need to say ‘Barack who?’ But 
doing so can look craven, or it can be crafty. 


Monday night’s a big night in this campaign season. In Kentucky, Alison Lundergan Grimes gets her one shot at Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell in a debate. I know most of the smart people have written the Democrat off. But a major Kentucky poll last week put her up two points. 
And she seems to be drawing big and enthusiastic crowds. And McConnell keeps making mistakes. In other words, there’s oxygen. 


Grimes is going to hit her themes — that McConnell hasn’t delivered jobs to the state and that he’s a big part of the Washington problem. McConnell 
will hit his — that GrimesObama isObama aObama shiftyObama DemocratObama by the way did I mention this guy Obama? But as we all know, if 
there ever is a clear victory in any of these debates, it usually come down to a moment, one good or bad moment that gets replayed over and over 
on local TV news and masticated on the state’s political radio shows. And for Grimes, unless she has a great putdown stocked away she’s been 
working on, fate has recently decreed what that moment is likely to be. 


As you should know by now, Grimes has been refusing to say whether she voted for President Obama. It’s been embarrassing. Chuck Todd even 
said she’d “disqualified herself.” That’s a bit over the top, but it was plenty bad. And of course she is going to be asked this question on 
Monday night, and of course everyone is going to be waiting, and of course she is going to have to be ready. 


I’ve been a reporter covering these things. In 2000, when Hillary Clinton was debating Rick Lazio in Buffalo, we all knew that she was only partially 
debating Lazio. She was also debating Tim Russert, the moderator who had been a Javert-like figure in his capacity as Meet the Press host vis-a- 
vis the Clintons and the Lewinsky scandal. So all the reporters gathered in the studio of Buffalo’s public television station that September night 
were waiting for the moment when Russert would hit Hillary with the Monica question. 
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When it happened, interestingly, it was Russert, not Hillary, who blew it. He asked her if she regretted “misleading the American people” that first 
morning she went on the Today show to talk about the “vast right-wing conspiracy” out to get Bill. But she believed what she was saying at the 
time, and everyone accepted that. So Russert’s over-aggressive question helped Clinton, as did Lazio’s subsequent pushiness. 


Grimes can’t count on that. She will likely get a tough but fair and straightforward question: i.e., Why won’t you answer the question? You’re a 
Democrat, what are you ashamed of? And at that moment — that pivotal moment in her career and life, and potentially that crucial moment for the 
contemporary Democratic Fhrty and indeed for Obama himself, inasmuch as how Grimes handles the moment could help decide whether Obama 
has to deal with Harry Reid or McConnell for the last two years of his public life — what must she do? 


The temptation here for people like me is to insist that she should stand up and say “you’re damn right I did,” and Obamacare this and Kynect that. 

I’d love for her to say that, but alas the reality is such these days that the opposite might be better. All the McConnell campaign wants at this point is 
a three-second clip of her saying, “OK, maybe I did vote for him, but...” That would be edited down to “I did vote for him” and replayed nine jillion 
times in attack ads. 


One can see the argument that she shouldn’t give McConnell the satisfaction of having that clip. So maybe she has to throw the president under 
the bus. Obama got 41 percent of the vote in Kentucky in 2008, and 38 percent in 2012. His approval rating right now is 30 percent. Behind 
numbers like that, it’s kind of hard for her to say, “You’re damn right I did.” But what exactly should she say? 


Here we arrive at what I believe to be a central tenet of campaigning that lots of candidates forget when they’re under the klieg lights: When you 
have to deal with an uncomfortable reality, you can do it in a way that suggests to voters that you’re weak and waffle-ish, or you can do it a way 
that makes you look like you have “character.” 


What would character mean in this case? It means answering the question in a way that reduces it to the importance it deserves. Because it’s an 
unimportant question. We all know Grimes voted for Obama. Of course she did. She’s a Democratic office-holder. There is a way for her to 
acknowledge this winkingly without really admitting it while saying to voters, “Isn’t this whole thing kind of ridiculous?” That’s the best play she has: 
Turn the whole question into an indictment of McConnell and the gotcha media and the whole electoral process. This was done masterfully by 
Newt Gingrich in the debate before the South Carolina primary. I was in that hall. The rage of the crowd — on his behalf, as he answered CNN’s 
John King’s question about his alleged open marriage, was as palpable as anything I’ve ever felt. 


Gingrich emerged that night looking bigger than King, bigger than everyone on stage, and he won the primary. Granted, voters tend to see the 
personal life as more off limits. But if Grimes can summon some outrage within her that’s something like what Newt did that night, she can take the 
Obama question out of the conversation once and for all.

Students take back seat in House spending proposal 

WASHINGTON— President Barack Obama today released his Fiscal-Year 2012 budget, making the tough choice to focus 
scarce financial resources on education. His budget comes on the heels of a proposal by House Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Hal Rogers (R-KY) to make draconian budget cuts in the FY 2011 Continuing Resolution Obama requested. 

"Money is tight in every American household," said NEA President Dennis Van Roekel. "In tough economic times, it's 
reassuring that President Obama continues to make education a national priority by calling for important investments in 
quality public education to keep America moving forward. Reckless cuts, like those proposed by the House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman, would dash the dreams of countless American students and stall the engine that drives our economy. 
We urge House Republicans to rethink their approach and ensure that our students can 'out-innovate, out-build and out- 
compete' the world." 

Rogers is seeking deep budget cuts to the tune of $100 billion in the FY 11 Continuing Resolution that President Obama 
requested, effectively gutting special education grants to local school districts, Head Start for children and Pell Grants to 
disadvantaged college students, among other proven programs. 

The proposed cuts would put additional strain on states' budgets already cut to the bone. Wisconsin faces a two-year budget 
deficit of $3.6 billion. Ellsworth Community School District in Wisconsin is slashing 24 of its 150 school personnel positions to 
save $1.1 million. Educators and students already are feeling the economic pinch. 

One of the educators not returning to school next year is Shelly Moore, a 13-year English and drama high school teacher at 
Ellsworth Community High School. Moore teaches grades 9-12. She also is the school's only Advanced Placement instructor. 
Moore took her message to Congress last week, pleading with lawmakers to put students first and reminding them that 
investing in education is the right thing to do for students, communities and the nation. 

"Policymakers need to make tough choices to restore fiscal discipline, but we hope they do not jeopardize our students' 
education, which is tied to all of our futures," said Van Roekel. "How many working families will see their children's future 
vanish before their eyes if one wing of the House Republican caucus has its way?"

NEA is urging Congress to oppose any proposals that put the nation at great risk by decimating public education and other 
programs that ensure a competitive workforce and future economic vitality. "We know that there is a diversity of opinion 
within the House of Representatives about our national budget priorities," said Van Roekel. "We encourage House leaders to 
allow for a full debate and hope that a majority of the House will support investments that support students and our country's 
progress."

The Web site falsely claims that the 
new health care law funds abortion and suggests that Congressman Bart Stupak (MI-1 ), the leader of the Democratic pro-life caucus, sold out his 
principles by voting for health care reform. Readers of the site are asked to sign a petition that reads, "Tell the Stupak Sellouts that the federal 
funding of abortion is wrong." This generalized statement is not supported with any corroborating evidence and suggests that the true intention of 
the NRCC is to use the life issue for political gain. Multiple news outlets and policy experts have verified that that the new health care reform law 
does not include federal funding of elective abortion. 

"The Republican Party has once again demonstrated that it is more concerned with using the abortion issue for its partisan interests than it is in 
having a serious conversation about what constitutes a culture of life," said Chris Korzen, executive director of Catholics United. "Members of 
Congress who voted for health care reform should be commended for expanding affordable health care to 32 million uninsured Americans and 
providing vulnerable pregnant women with additional support, all while maintaining the existing ban on federal funding of abortion." 

In the lead-up to the final health care vote, Catholics United ran "Health care reform is pro-life" ads in 5 congressional districts whose 
representative is now being targeted by NRCC,. These representatives are Chris Carney (PA-10), Kathy Dahlkemper (PA-3), Joe Donnelly (IN-2), 
Steve Driehaus (OH-1 ) and Tom Perriello (VA-5). After the vote, Catholics United ran "Thank you" ads for two of the members of Congress who 
voted for health care reform and are now NRCC targets. These representatives are Chris Carney (PA-10) and Tom Perriello (VA-5).

I wanted to give a quick update. 

Over the course of the weekend, we've been conducting analytics tracking calls to check in on our models and see if we need to make any last 
minute adjustments. Though we are not changing our Friday forecast of a four point lead, I wanted to update you on the calls we have conducted 
since then. 

The weekend data has been encouraging - voters are telling us that they support us at higher rates than we expected and indicate slightly more 
enthusiasm and caucus awareness than Sanders supporters. However, the sample from the last two days is too small to change the topline. 

And none of this is to say that Monday will not be extremely competitive (it will be) nor that the caucus process is still inherently favorable to a 
candidate like Sanders who appeals to the activist base (it still is), but I wanted to share that the limited recent data has been promising. 

I’m going to set up a call for later today to discuss. In the meantime, please let me know if you have any questions.

Cheryl, 

I wanted to give you immediate reaction to the polling and research materials you sent yesterday. 


At a high-level, I believe the plan that Robby has outlined is robust and appropriate to an ongoing 
polling approach. Additionally, I believe it can have utility from a brand positioning and tracking 
perspective. I see the quantitative polling piece as an ongoing tracker that will allow us to 
understand results on key imagery metrics that will inform ongoing work. 

That said, there are particular aspects I have questions around. 

1. While I believe in the mix of online and telephone surveying, I question how representative the 
home phone population are to our necessary target reach. Additionally, we should think hard about 
polling calls to mobile phones, not sure how socially acceptable that is. As a point of reference, 
Coke's continuous tracking survey fielded 365 days a year is all handled online. As a point of input I 
have asked a friend at AT&T for home phone penetration and attrition numbers so we can better 
consider. 

2. I think the ongoing online discussion boards are a great idea. I have this in place and use it often 
with a firm called Communispace -- 1 had mentioned this when we spoke. I'd be interested in 
understanding the recommended firm for this and having a dialog around the methodology. 
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3. For the qualitative groups, I would really like to engage/lead these, the methodology, the desired 
outcomes, the firm that would lead, etc. These will be material to brand positioning and there's a 
great opportunity to not duplicate efforts. 

4. I'd also seek involvement in the engagement of an analytics firm. The materials indicate Blue 
Labs. I'm familiar with Bluefin Labs which is an exceptional analytics firm. Not sure if this is the 
same. More broadly, among our analytics deliverables we should be able to tie the movement in 
key attributes/imagery to likelihood to vote. This is a key need of the analytics model which can 
then be tracked continuously through the polling. 

5. I recognize that sub groupings will follow this initial push out. That said, understanding 
multicultural voters -- unacculturated, acculturated and bi-cultural Hispanics, African Americans and 
multicultural Millennials as a starting point -- will be important. Also other clusters are certain to 
materialize -- women/Moms, community activists, youth/millennial, etc. We will want this 
understanding post exploratory to truly inform actions/content once a campaign is underway. 

6. The media consultant at GMMB appears to be an earned media expert (vs paid). Would want to 
confirm this. I am familiar with GMMB with my work with the American Beverage Association, they've 
done a good job there. On paid media I would want to leverage a general market media firm. 

7. On the handful of mentions RE branding and design (website, etc) I agree with the input -- eg 
branding's role. That said we'll want to lift the role of branding to overarch all decisions and 
outputs under the moniker of Everything Communicates. So being on-brand will be critical and a 
starting point for everything we do and execute. 

8. On the production of any materials logo/mark, exploratory or announcement videos, website 
development and all associated content, I would want to lead these aspects. I believe the 
exploratory materials will be judged as the equivalent of announcement materials. They must set 
the tone, create momentum, be shareworthy... I could keep going. They're really important. $45kfor 
videos is a bit tight in my mind, but again, we can be creative on this. 

9. A final thought on research and measurement. As a basis we need to be asking all of these 
questions against "the ideal leader" and then in reference to our candidate. The qualitative learning 
on the ideal candidate and our candidate starting point informs the ongoing imagery that the polling 
would track which informs our messaging and content adjustments in realtime. 

10. Ok, I lied, now a real final thought. One area of exploratory research we need is to understand 
the role and importance of a movement. Change was a movement and BO became the leader of 
that movement. On our discovery we need to probe for this in terms of what the ideal candidate 
represents and the learnings around voters mood, desires, actions wanted, etc. and then spend 
time thinking about the packaging of the position and whether it can/should be a movement. 
Movements are important and welcomed by Millennials particularly. There is something for us to 
truly understand and potentially leverage in a big way, IF the data supports. This also helps to 
deflect the negativity toward her versus the movement. It's an interesting strategy but again has to 
be authentically true of her/her agenda. 

I really look forward to engaging directly with Robby. I believe we are complementary in talent set 
and can create a win/win approach (and outcome) together. I like/support his thinking in these 
documents. 

I owe you email 2 on the communication/cadence for me here that I know will inform the timing of my 
meeting with Robby. 

Working on that shortly.

Mr. Lowell, 

it’s an honor to virtually meet you. I should preface this by saying I’m a jailhouse lawyer as a result of being around Cheryl and others for so long and so 
intensely. 

Flere is what we are thinking and hoping you can help us with: this kerfuffle with the Secretary’s email is obviously one we are trying very hard to work through 
and to explain to people. Comes down to the right to know, transparency, etc. Which we strongly believe in, and why we turned over her email. Obviously, the 
committee investigating the Benghazi attacks have latched on to this, as well as others in and out of Congress who claim this subverted several processes, 
including FOIA. We do not agree with that, but in the course of this we’ve discussed an ironic hypocrisy that we believe the public would benefit in knowing 
before judging anyone’s intentions and practices: 

Congress is exempt from FOIA. 

Because Congress exempted itself from FOIA. 

Congressional offices do not have to even respond to FOIA requests, let alone fulfill them. I worked on Capitol Hill for seven years and always found it 
hypocritical (right before I filed the request in the circular cabinet as they say). So while the Republicans and conservative groups tie the Federal Government 
up in stitches working on FOIA requests for my communications with reporters or Cheryl’s with HRC, their own communications with entities such as the RNC 
or FOX where they are likely coordinating — or at the very least discussing - is blinded from the public eye. 

So we thought one way to demonstrate this would be for someone to submit a series of FOIA requests to a number of Hill offices, specifically, the Chairman of 

the Select Committee, Rep. Trey Gowdy, along with his fellow Republicans on the Committee, as well as others such as Darrell Issa, Jason Chaffetz, Lyndsey 
Graham — all those who pound their chests about the public’s right to know how their government functions. Just not their 1 /3 of it! And let them respond or 
not. My guess is that most requests would come back on letterhead with a standard answer. And btw, there is nothing preventing someone from voluntarily 
complying with such a request. Obviously, those responses would be very compelling to the news media. 

You can probably guess who we thought that someone could be. Given your stature and career, we can’t think of anyone better to make the point that the 

representatives of the people, including the People’s Flouse, does not want the people to see what they are doing.

It is correct that AFSCME has endorsed her for each of her runs for public office. I do think it 
would be helpful if she specifically thanked them though for their support of her Presidential 
race in 2007. They were huge and they were there until the end. 

Last, these remarks cover a lot of great ground around labor issues but something that would 
helpful to add is on her plan to win the Iowa caucus, the Democratic nomination and the 
general election. I think it would be helpful to take a bullet point or two and make that case a 
bit to this audience as well. Her organizations strength, the endorsements of Senators Harkin 
and Shaheen and Governor Vilsack and her work to earn more labor support.

So, my take is that the best way for HRC to connect with this audience is to show some empathy as opposed self-deprecating 
humour which at some level is making the event about her.

Richmond, VA - The Virginia Senate Privileges and Elections Committee this evening approved SB719, new voting restrictions that could 
make it harder for hundreds of thousands of Virginians to cast a ballot. Voting rights advocates sharply condemned the proposals. 

"The integrity of our elections is paramount, but the real threat to democracy are politicians who are trying to change the rules to make it 
harder for hundreds of thousands of Virginians to vote," said ProgressVA Executive Director Anna Scholl. "Our elections should be free, 
fair, and accessible. Mandating eligible voters show a specific kind of ID, which these politicians know many voters don't have, reduces 
access to democracy." 

Virginia Organizing Chairperson Sandra Cook also spoke out on the restrictive new legislation. "Voting is a sacred right in our democracy. 
Requiring a specific ID creates a barrier to access to the polls and it is unfathomable why our legislators would choose to support efforts to 
decrease civic participation. 

Any new Virginia voter ID requirement would likely be subject to pre-clearance by the federal Department of Justice under Section 5 of the 
Voting Rights Act. Contrary to insinuations in the hearing by Committee Chairman Mark Obenshain and Senator Tom Garrett that no voter 
education would be necessary on new restrictions, the Commonwealth would be required to submit such a plan to DOJ. In 2012, the State 
Board of Elections spent close to $2 million dollars educating Virginians about the new voter ID law. Additionally, the state would be required 
to provide identification free of charge to any citizen without appropriate photo ID under the new restrictions.

Washington, DC — Select Committee on Benghazi Chairman Trey Gowdy today issued the following statement 
regarding former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton’s response to the committee’s subpoena. She failed to 
produce a single new document and refused to relinquish her server to a neutral, detached third party for an 
independent review of potential public records: 
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“After seeking and receiving a two week extension from the Committee, Secretary Clinton failed to provide a 
single new document to the subpoena issued by the Committee and refused to provide her private server to the 
Inspector General for the State Department or any other independent arbiter for analysis. 


“We learned today, from her attorney, Secretary Clinton unilaterally decided to wipe her server clean and 
permanently delete all emails from her personal server. While it is not clear precisely when Secretary Clinton 
decided to permanently delete all emails from her server, it appears she made the decision after October 28, 
2014, when the Department of State for the first time asked the Secretary to return her public record to the 
Department. 


“Not only was the Secretary the sole arbiter of what was a public record, she also summarily decided to delete 
all emails from her server ensuring no one could check behind her analysis in the public interest.” 


“In light of the Secretary’s unprecedented email arrangement with herself and her decision nearly two years after 
she left office to permanently delete all emails and because the equities at stake involve not only those of the 
Select Committee and Congress more broadly, but also those of the American people and their right to the full 
record of her tenure as secretary of State, we will work with the leadership of the House of Representatives as 
the Committee considers next steps. But it is clear Congress will need to speak with the former Secretary about 
her email arrangement and the decision to permanently delete those emails.”

• She reiterated her commitment to fight for CIR with a pathway to citizenship; protect and implement DACA and DAPA; and explore other ways 
to protect undocumented people via executive action ("create new categories"). 

• She stated support for UFW's legislative proposal to expand overtime pay for farm workers in CA, so overtime is av. after 40 hours/week or 8 
hours/day. 

• She was asked to help in the dispute between the UFW and CA-based Gerawan Farming. She said she's do everything possible. After the meeting, 
she had a private conversation with Arturo and expressed caution b/c of campaign. 

• She was asked about healthcare for the undocumented community. Stated her support for all undocumented people to be able to buy in the 
exchange, but acknowledged that most people don't have the resources to afford it. She also said she would work to make the exchanges available 
to all, including subsidies, but immediately linked it to CIR. Also wants to work with states like CA and the UFW to explore other ways to provide 
HC 

• Re Central American kids, she said government funded legal counsel for UCs and working with El Salvador, Guatemala, and Honduras to take down 
drug cartels and build the region. 

• She was asked if she would appoint Obama to the SCOTUS. She said he would be a very good candidate, but she wouldn't have that power., .and he 
probably wants a normal life. It was a fun exchange bet. her and the farm workers.

You probably already are aware but just to be sure: yesterday in the CHAI board meeting, Ira discussed the formation of an 
advisory board for CHAI - he said he is targeting 10 people to each give $500k per year for 3 years. He mentioned the names 
below. He also said he is looking to do a series of dinners on the west coast, east coast, and overseas to raise money for a CHAI 
Innovation Fund that would "invest" in projects / businesses that CHAI deems worthy. He said the first dinner is on west coast 
with 30 people and hosted by Christian Anthony who he said he found via the Brown University alumni network. Given the 
enormous range of things that Ira is proposing the Fund be empowered to invest in, it occurred to me that IF the organization is 
comfortable with the creation of such a Fund bearing WJC's name (via CHAI), then why not have CF do it, so that CF can decide 
whether to invest in CHAI projects or also in other things like a farm in Africa, etc - and also to give WJC better control of it? The 
proposed CHAI Innovation Fund seems poised to go well beyond what we would consider to be the core traditional work of CHAI 
on HIV/AIDS, malaria, etc (at least based on the investment examples in the documents Ira provided) and I therefore just 
wondered why we'd cede this to CHAI to do/control. It's probably safe to assume that any Fund that bears WJC's name will attract 
"investors" or donors or whatever we call them. Maybe I am over-thinking this, but just wanted to brainstorm aloud and I'm 
happy to drop this if it's not worth discussing further. Thanks, Ami

May 17 Brown v Board of Education Separate 
Is Inherently Unequal and Violates Equal 
Protection of the Laws US Supreme Court 


A unanimous U.S. Supreme Court held in Brown v Board of Education on May 17, 1954, as 
follows: 

Today, education is perhaps the most important function of state and local 
governments. Compulsory school attendance laws and the great expenditures for 
education both demonstrate our recognition of the importance of education to our 
democratic society. It is required in the performance of our most basic public 
responsibilities, even service in the armed forces. It is the very foundation of good 
citizenship. Today it is a principal instrument in awakening the child to cultural 
values, in preparing him for later professional training, and in helping him to 
adjust normally to his environment. In these days, it is doubtful that any child may 
reasonably be expected to succeed in life if he is denied the opportunity of an 
education. Such an opportunity, where the state has undertaken to provide it, is a 
right which must be made available to all on equal terms. 

We come then to the question presented: Does segregation of children in public 
schools solely on the basis of race, even though the physical facilities and other 
"tangible" factors may be equal, deprive the children of the minority group of 
equal educational opportunities? We believe that it does. 


To separate them from others of similar age and qualifications solely because of 
their race generates a feeling of inferiority as to their status in the community that 
may affect their hearts and minds in a way unlikely ever to be undone. 


We conclude that, in the field of public education, the doctrine of "separate but 
equal" has no place. Separate educational facilities are inherently unequal. 

Therefore, we hold that the plaintiffs and others similarly situated for whom the 
actions have been brought are, by reason of the segregation complained of, 
deprived of the equal protection of the laws guaranteed by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

Brown v Board of Education , 347 U.S. 483 (1954). 

Brown v Board was the result of decades of legal strategizing by black and Latino organizations. The 
Civil Rights Revolution includes attorneys taking cases to court, ground breaking judicial decisions, 
grass roots organizing, legislation by Congress, action by the President, implementation by 
administrative agencies, and people voting to support civil rights. The Civil Rights Movement is a 
paradigm for social change.

released a poll showing a majority of Floridians 


Next week, the Cuban Research Institute at Florida International University will release 
results from its 2014 survey of Cuban Americans in South Florida. 

So, there's a flood of new data. Since public opinion research had a rocky week in 
Washington - just ask Rep. Eric Cantor, or, even better, ask his pollster - we thought it 
would be a good time to look at recent surveys on Cuba policy and think about how public 
opinion affects public policy. 


If foreign policy issues turned less on how politicians calculated their domestic political 
interests and more on how public servants weighed the national interest, U.S. policy 
toward Cuba would have changed long ago. 

After all, Mikhail Gorbachev ended the Cold War before the invention of the Internet. U.S. 
intelligence agencies, in a report published in 1997 , said "Cuba does not pose a significant 
military threat to the U.S. or to other countries in the region." Foreign policy elites - 
including diplomats known to fear communist influence in the region - recently united 
behind a letter to President Obama urging meaningful changes in the policy. 

As with national experts, public opinion in the U.S. settled the Cuba debate decades ago. 
Since 1974, as Gallup reported, "a majority of Americans have consistently said they 
support establishing diplomatic ties with Cuba, with the exception of one poll conducted in 
1996." 

Yet, the policy, conceived in the Cold War, is largely unchanged. This produces truly 
loopy outcomes - consider a recent House-passed defense bill that prohibits U.S. 
cooperation with Cuba on efforts to control drug trafficking despite Cuba's exemplary 
record in this area - along with the more troubling and continuing U.S. efforts to 
overthrow Cuba's government. 

Cuba continues to be, as the Atlantic Council says, "the third rail of Latin American 
foreign policy in the United States," thanks, as the data consistently shows, to inaccurate 
positioning of Florida's importance in electoral politics. 
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*** 

Until the 2008 presidential campaign, when Senator Obama promised to reopen family 
travel to Cuba, and expressed his willingness to negotiate with Cuba's government , no 
serious candidate - Democrat or Republican - promised anything less to Florida voters than 
complete loyalty to the Cuba sanctions agenda. Until former Secretary Clinton released her 
memoir last week , no serious contender offered to undo the embargo before declaring 
for the White Flouse. 

The received wisdom for standing behind a failed policy was simple. Candidates were told 
they could not win office, nationally or locally in Florida, without carrying the Cuban 
American community, because it was resolutely opposed to normalizing relations with 
Cuba's government. 

That is why we suggest paying close attention to the data released this year, this week, 
and next Tuesday. 

In February, the Atlantic Council released a comprehensive survey that found substantial 
support nationally for normalizing relations with Cuba (56% to 35%) but even greater 
support in Florida for re-engaging. Floridians supported normalizing relations by a 63% 
to 30% margin, and approved of eliminating all restrictions on travel by 67% to 29%. 

Public Policy Polling , which conducted a Florida survey this month, recorded 53% of 
Floridians, including 64% of independents and 57% of Democrats, supporting an end to 
the embargo with only 22% of respondents in support of maintaining the embargo. 

But the bigger news came in a Miami Herald poll , which tested voter preferences in 
Miami-Dade County for Florida's upcoming Governor's race. As we previously reported, 
former Governor Charlie Crist astounded observers when he called for ending the embargo 
and announced plans to visit Cuba in the midst of his campaign against the incumbent 
Governor Rick Scott. 

Crist's announcements have had no effect on the state's most feared voters. Despite 
losing the county's Hispanic vote, the Herald reports that Crist leads Governor Scott by a 
47%-35% margin; sustained by 84% support among African-American voters, 58% 
support among "White Anglo" voters, and a 49% to 49% split among voters of Cuban 
descent born in the U.S. More telling, 67% of all respondents said that Crist's Cuba 
position had no impact on their vote. 

Given the link between public opinion in Florida and public policy on Cuba in Washington, 
these results are really important. 


*** 

In recent years, hardliners have demonstrated they will not give up the perception of their 
lock on Florida's votes without a fight. In 2008, they predicted Obama would lose Florida 
when he promised to restore family travel. He won 35% of the Cuban vote, won Florida, 
won the election, kept his promise, and family visits surged from 50,000 in 2004 
to nearly half-a-million in 20 1 3 . 

When the President restored people-to-people travel in 201 1, Capitol Hill Cubans called it 
a sure way to lose votes. After he won Florida by a larger margin in 2012 than he did 4 
years before, and split the Cuban vote with Governor Romney, Mauricio Claver- 
Carone said, "I have a problem with exit polls," and his organization later issued a report 
aimed at disproving Cuban American support for the President. When the Atlantic Council 
poll demonstrated vast support in Florida for changing the policy, he and others denounced 
it as a push-poll. 

This is why we're eager to see the 2014 results from the Florida International University 
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poll , the longest-running survey of public opinion in the Cuban American communities of 
South Florida. When FIU began its project in 1991, 87% of Cuban Americans favored 
keeping the embargo in place without changes. When FIU released its last survey in 201 1, 
that figure had fallen to 56%. We won't be surprised if the 2014 results - in line with these 
other findings - show even less support among Cuban Americans for the embargo. 

*** 

Two points in conclusion. At a time when more than 400,000 Cuban Americans are 
returning to the U.S. after visiting their families on the island each year, it's hard to imagine 
that they are unaffected by what they see. As these visits affirm that travel to Cuba helps 
their families, Cuban American support for further reforms in the policy, in our judgment, 
is likely to grow. So, we predict more positive movement in the FIU poll (thanks, we 
should say, to President Obama's family travel policy). 

Alternatively, if you prefer to believe that nothing has changed, you can consult 
the Capitol Hill Cubans website . There, you will find a presentation from 2009 showing 
that the existing embargo policies are strongly supported by the Florida Cuban-American 
community. Keep in mind, the analysis is based on a survey by McLaughlin and 
Associates, Eric Cantor's pollster. 

Still, you can't predict polls. With you, we'll wait to see what the Florida International 
University survey says next Tuesday.

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Hillary Clinton elaborates on position against embargo 

Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton spoke at the Council on Foreign Relations 
(CFR) Thursday, June 12 about her book Hard Choices. Richard N. Haass, president of 
CFR, led the discussion. Among other topics, Clinton talked about the revelation in her 
book that she advocated privately for loosening the embargo on Cuba as Secretary of 
State. 

Secretary Clinton offered several reasons for supporting changes in U.S. policy, including 
her belief that the U.S. needs to "change the psychology of this issue." She said that 
moving on the embargo would eliminate the opportunity for Cuba and other Latin 
American countries to place blame on the U.S. for the stagnation of U.S. -Cuba relations. 
She also measured the impact this would have on the foreign relations of the U.S. in 
general: 

"Probably the most important long-term commitment this country can make is to 
a much closer, more constructive relationship within our own hemisphere. And if 
we do that, we will be much better positioned to deal with all else that goes on in 
the world. It will be difficult to get it to the point I would like to see it unless we 
clear away the accusations against the United States over the embargo. " 

In a report on Secretary Clinton's "Hard Choices" interview on NPR, reporter Frank 
James sees Clinton's public opposition to the embargo as "something close to a sea change 
in American politics." 

The Havana Times suggests that U.S. policy toward Cuba could become a major issue 
in the 20 1 6 presidential election if the contest is between likely candidates Sen. Marco 
Rubio (FL) and Clinton. Rubio criticized Clinton's support of normalization, saying, "Now 
we see how far Secretary Clinton came to undermine the defenders of democracy in Cuba 
to try to help the Castro regime get more dollars with which to continue their repression."

Poll measures Miami-Dade voters' opinions on Cuba, governor's race 

In the same week that Public Policy Polling released results from its survey showing 
that 53% of Florida voters want to end the embargo and only 22% want to continue it, 
the Miami Herald/Nuevo Herald released its own poll, looking only at voters in Miami- 
Dade County. It focuses on Cuba policy and examines the impact on the preferences of 
Cuban- American voters, following the announcement by gubernatorial candidate Charlie 
Crist that he plans to visit Cuba and supports lifting the embargo. 

The poll, conducted June 3-5 by Bendixen & Amandi International, sampled 400 Miami- 
Dade registered voters with a margin of error of +/- 4.3 percentage points. Overall, Crist 
leads the incumbent Governor Rick Scott by a margin of 47-35%, with 18% undecided. 

To put these numbers in perspective, Crist led Scott in March 2013 by a margin of 50% 
to 34% according to a survey conducted by Quinnipiac University Polling Institute. 

The Herald reports that Crist's positions on Cuba are hurting him politically among certain 
survey respondents in the Miami-Dade electorate: 

"Cuban American voters, who accounted for more than half of Hispanics polled 
and dominate the county’s political power structure, back Scott over Crist 58-30 
percent. Hispanics overall account for 55 percent of the county's 1.3 million 
registered voters. " 

However, the Herald also reports, "67 percent say Crist's Cuba position makes no 
difference in their vote between him and Gov. Rick Scott." In its demographic 
breakdowns, the poll shows that Crist has a sizable lead among blocs identified as "White 
Anglo" and "Black," and among voters ages 18-64. Scott leads in the crucial senior citizen 
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demographic, by a margin of 7%. Seniors comprise a quarter of Miami-Dade voters. The 
candidates are tied among U.S.-born Cuban voters. 

Five Days for the Cuban Five presents concert, rally, videoconference 

A series of planned events called "Five Days for the Cuban Five," held from June 4-11, 
included a concert by hip hop group Dead Prez on Friday, June 6 and a rally outside the 
White House on Saturday, June 7. The White House rally drew 500 people to Pennsylvania 
Ave., reports the International Committee for the Freedom of the Cuban Five . 

Rene Gonzalez and Fernando Gonzalez, the two released members of the Cuban Five, 
participated from Havana in a videoconference with U.S. panelists on Tuesday, June 10, 
reports EFE . The panelists, along with Rene and Fernando, said that they felt 
encouraged by recent pushes for change in U.S. policy toward Cuba, but emphasized that 
now the U.S. government needs to act. 

State Dept, condemns detentions in Cuba 

The U.S. Department of State issued a statement on Thursday condemning Cuba's 
government for its recent detentions of pro-democracy activists. The State Department 
said that among the detained were Jorge Luis Garcia Perez ("Antunez") and his wife, Yris 
Perez Aguilera; Berta Soler, spokesperson for Ladies in White; and Angel Moya, Soler's 
husband. In addition, journalist Roberto de Jesus Guerra claimed that a "plainclothes agent" 
beat him, UPI reports. Over forty dissidents in total were detained, and most were 
released the same day. 

One day earlier, Florida Representative Ileana Ros-Lehtinen issued a statement about the 
arrests, which read in part: "The Obama administration must immediately condemn this 
new repressive wave and stop providing concessions to the Castro regime." 

U.S. seismologists visit Santiago 

Experts from the U.S. Geological Survey (USGS) visited Santiago de Cuba from 
Wednesday, June 1 1 to Friday, continuing USGS's cooperation with Cuba on earthquake 
tracking, reported Progreso Weekly . The group toured Oriente University and Cuba's 
National Seismological Service and met with Bladimir Moreno Toiran, the director of 
Cuba's National Center for Seismological Research, the agency of the Ministry of Science 
that monitors earthquakes. 

Cuba is prone to earthquakes because it lies atop the Oriente fault line. The largest 
earthquake in Cuba this year was a 5.0 magnitude quake on January 9. 

"Coincidentally," Progreso reported, " a 3.2-magnitude tremor shook the area as the 
Americans arrived for their meeting with Moreno." 

CUBA’S FOREIGN RELATIONS 

United Arab Emirates will open embassy in Havana 

The United Arab Emirates will open its own embassy in Cuba, reports Cuba Standard . 
The UAE government will also be opening embassies in Angola and Mozambique, as well 
as a consulate in Toronto. 

While statistics vary, there are approximately 104 foreign embassies and consulates in 
Cuba. The U.S., which does not recognize Cuba's government, signed a bilateral 
agreement with Cuba during the presidency of Jimmy Carter, which permits both 
countries to operate "Interests Sections" in Havana and Washington. 

IN CUBA 
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Editors of Catholic magazine Espacio Laical resign 

Roberto Veiga and Lenier Gonzalez Mederos, editors of the Catholic magazine Espacio 
Laical, announced their departure from the publication, reports the Associated Press . 

The two men have edited the magazine, a project of the Havana Archdioceses' Felix Varela 
Cultural Center, for a decade. Veiga and Gonzalez announced their departure in an email to 
colleagues and friends: 

"We want to inform you that after a decade of hard work, in which we sought to 
help build roads for prosperity and stability in our country, we have been dismissed 
as Editor and Vice-editor of the magazine...It's been a pleasure being able to share 
with you during this time, clinging to the belief that building a better Cuba is 
possible. Without you this beautiful adventure would not have taken place. " 

The AP reported that Veiga and Gonzalez had submitted their resignations on May 2, but 
the magazine only now accepted them. Cafe Fuerte and several other sources had 
originally reported that the editors were dismissed. 

Veiga and Gonzalez issued a clarifying message confirming that they chose to resign, 
and explaining that they had noticed divisions the magazine was causing in the Church 
community, and felt that: 

"It was not morally right to continue managing a publication that was provoking 
divisions within our own ecclesiastic community, which contains the positions of 
those who think that the Church should not interfere 'in politics' and those who 
think that it should not open its spaces to all the members of Cuban civil society. In 
this sense...we came to understand the impossibility of maintaining the editorial 
line of the magazine Espacio Laical as it has been... " 

The magazine, a publication of the Archdiocese of Havana is overseen by Cardinal Jaime 
Ortega, the Archbishop of Havana. The editors say that on two previous occasions they 
had submitted their resignations to Cardinal Ortega; however, the Cardinal had not 
accepted the resignations until now. 

The publication has come to represent a space for dialogue-based, politically moderate 
debate in Cuba. Espacio Laical is described by the AP as "a rare exception" to 
government-controlled media, publishing both pro-government and critical articles written 
by authors from both within and outside of Cuba. The online version of the magazine 
describes its objectives: 

"We want to create a space for everyone. A space for different spheres of social, 
political, economic, and cultural activity..., with the purpose of inserting ourselves 
and contributing in a humble way to the creative work of a society that is more 
prosperous and fraternal every day. " 

Gustavo Andujar, the director of Espacio Laical, said that a new team would take over 
following Veiga and Gonzalez's departure, and that the magazine "will have its defenders 
and detractors, just like now, though criticisms and praise will not necessarily have the 
same content or come from the same groups as now." 

Four murdered in Artemisa province 

The bodies of four homicide victims have been found west of Havana, reports the BBC . 
According to state newspaper Granma , the bodies were found on Tuesday, June 10 in 
the municipality of Bauta in Artemisa province. According to Cuba's Ministry of the 
Interior, the deaths were related to a plan to leave the country illegally "with outside 
support," and six individuals have been detained in relation to the deaths. 

Private businesses take out leases in Santiago 
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The Santiago de Cuba municipality is renting vacant commercial properties to private 
businesses as part of a larger urban renewal project for its historic district, reports Cuba 
Standard . The Office of the Curator in Santiago is directing the project. Those leasing the 
buildings will pay rent based on their budget and the type of business they are running. 
Rent will include the cost of any renovations to the buildings. Santiago's strategy is 
important, writes Cuba Standard, because it differs from that program in place in Old 
Havana, where the state oversees all businesses in the historic district.

The Clean Water Rule does not create new permitting requirements for agriculture nor add an economic burden 
for farmers. The EPA and Army Corps of Engineers recognize the value of farmers input — over the course of 
crafting the Clean Water Rule, they met with over 400 stakeholders and collected over 1 million comments. EPA 
and the Army Corps made significant changes between the proposed and final CWR to accommodate the 
agriculture community’s concerns: 

The final rule retains all of the traditional Clean Water Act exemptions for agriculture, including exemptions 
for normal farming, silviculture, and ranching (plowing, seeding, cultivating, minor drainage, harvesting, and 
moving livestock). 

In addition, the final Clean Water Rule defines tributaries more clearly, emphasizing that it is not meant to 
cover erosion in a farmer’s field. A tributary must show physical features of flowing water- a bed, bank, and 
ordinary high water mark. 

It also clearly sets limits on covering nearby waters that physical and measurable (1500 feet for adjacent 
waters and wetlands, 4000 feet for more isolated waters) 

Lastly, it focuses on streams, not ditches. It limits protection to ditches that are constructed out of streams 
or function like streams. Ditches that are not constructed in streams and only flow when it rains are not covered. 

The final rule does not: expand jurisdiction beyond the historic scope of the CWA, change private property 
rights, add new requirements for agriculture, regulate more ditches, address land use, and excludes 
groundwater, shallow subsurface flow, and tile drains. 

The Farm Bureau is never going to be satisfied- their goal is to have no rule at all, or one that severely limits 
protections for our waterways. While the CWR doesn’t address agriculture runoff, it’s important to note that Iowa 
is having serious problems with nitrogen contamination and algae blooms in their waterways. Des Moines Water 
Works has identified that their drinking water sources are highly susceptible to contamination, and over 600 
bodies of water in Iowa have been classified as “impaired” under the Clean Water Act. DMWW may need to build 
a new system to deal with this pollution at the cost of $150 million. 

Vilsack has been helpful behind the scenes, but has mostly tried to avoid saying anything publicly about the rule. 
This is USDA’s press release: “USDA urged the EPA to listen to input from farmers and agri-business owners 
who need clear expectations and long-term certainty so they can effectively run their operations. EPA is seeking 
to provide that certainty with the development of this Clean Water Rule, and we appreciate that Administrator 
McCarthy and her staff have made a very concerted effort to incorporate the agricultural community’s views.”

ISIS supporters and supporters of other terrorist groups have used social media to praise Trump 
for furthering their cause in the wake of his recent proposal to ban Muslims from entering the 
United States. 


SITE Intelligence Group : "Following Donald Trump’s statement to ban Muslims from entering the U.S., jihadists 
on Twitter expressed a lack of surprise, characterizing his proposal as Western oppression against Muslims. The 
following statements were made from December 9-12, 2015. 


User “Ali Abdillahi,” an Islamic State (IS) supporter, was nonplussed by Trump’s statement, claiming most 
non-Muslims likely share the same sentiment: 


0 “Why are people shocked with trump he only said what most kufar [disbelievers] are afraid of saying.” 


A fighter for al-Nusra Front, “Abu Saeed Al-Halabi,” found Trump’s statement hypocritical and proposed a 
rhetorical “deal” with Trump in the context of U.S. foreign policy: 


o “I agree with Trumps muslim remarks if the Americans stop invading muslim countries. We have a deal here 
Mr. Trump?” 


A pro-IS account under the name “Warrior” made a similar request of Trump. He argued if Muslims are 
banned in the U.S., they should be allowed to make travel to Muslim countries: 


o “i wonder if president trump will allow muslims to leave the US for dalwah. he hates muslims so much, allow 
those that want to leave and live with other committed brothers and sisters without kuffar oppression, put your 
money where your mouth is Trump, more likely he will throw all muslims in US in prison as matter of "national 
security" #cowards” 


Furthermore, the account of “Amriki Mujaher,” who implies himself to be American turned IS fighter, seemed 
to make a similar message: 


o “You can be a good Muslim in America if you join the army or if you interpret for the troops. Otherwise, Trump 
has a point about you"

Race looks wide open in 13th 
Congressional District

What was once viewed as a slam- 
dunk comeback for former U.S. Rep. 
Marjorie Margolies is turning into a 
knock-down, drag-out brawl with her 
three opponents in the 1 3th 
Congressional District, political 
observers say. 

Margolies had been considered the 
front-runner in the race to replace 
Allyson Schwartz. A poll her 
campaign commissioned in August 
found 62 percent of likely Democratic 
primary voters recognized her, and 55 
percent viewed her favorably. 

But that early advantage has failed to 
push her opponents - State Rep. 
Brendan Boyle, physician Valerie 
Arkoosh, and State Sen. Daylin Leach 
- from contention. Each has built 
niches of support, with endorsements 
and money matching or exceeding 
Margolies'. 


"I can give you a winning scenario for 

Marjorie Margolies can't tap her general election funds every one of those candida tes," said 

Larry Ceisler, a political consultant who has ties to all four candidates but who said he wasn't backing one over 
the others. "As we get closer, it's going to tighten up even more," he said. 


The candidates are scheduled to debate at 7 p.m. Tuesday at the Philadelphia Portuguese Club, 2019 Rhawn St. 


Over the last six months, Margolies' fund-raising has not kept up with her spending, and she has been battered 
by negative reports about her charity, her ex-husband's financial crimes, and her campaign's reliance on the 
Clintons (Chelsea Clinton is her daughter-in-law). 


Last week, that criticism was amplified when Leach filed a complaint with the Federal Section Commission, 
alleging that Margolies misused money designated for the general election. 


Six months ago, "I would have said [Margolies] is a 2-to-1 or 3-to-1 favorite," said Neil Oxman, a Democratic 
consultant who is not affiliated with the race. "Given what's happened with her finances, I think she's no longer 
the front-runner." 


Margolies' campaign has denied breaking any finance laws. Her campaign manager, Ken Smukler, said internal 
polling indicated that she still had a strong lead in the race. 

But with three weeks until the May 20 primary, independent observers said it was anyone's game. 

"Each of the four candidates really has a strong argument that they're best equipped to win the primary," said 
Mark Nevins, a consultant with Dover Strategy Group who said he was "officially agnostic" on the race. He said 
the result would come down to "who has the most compelling message and the resources to get that message 
out on TV and by mail aggressively." 

Leach and Boyle are running TV ads, and Arkoosh has independent radio ads and direct mail going out. 

Margolies' campaign on Monday will open a Northeast Philadelphia office. But as of late March, it had spent no 
money on advertising or direct voter outreach, according to FEC reports. Her first TV ad is set to air this week.

The nominee will square off in the fail against the winner of the GOP race between retired U.S. Air Force Col. 
Beverly Plosa-Bowser and businessman Carson "Dee" Adcock. 

Any Democrat is likely to have the advantage. The 1 3th District is reliably Democratic - roughly 60 percent - and 
the population is split evenly between Northeast Philadelphia and southern Montgomery County. 

Margolies, Leach, and Arkoosh hail from Montgomery County - which could give Boyle an edge. 

Oxman, a consultant with the Campaign Group in Philadelphia who isn't supporting any candidate, likes Boyle's 
odds. 

He and others praised Boyle's ground game and said his support among trade unions and Philadelphia ward 
leaders would pay off on Election Day. 

Boyle is "certainly going to win the city," Oxman said. "The question is, will he win the city by a large enough 
margin that whoever wins the suburbs will not matter?" 

Ceisler and Nevins agreed the suburban split could be a deciding factor in Boyle's favor. 

Margolies and Arkoosh have been campaigning hard on the importance of electing a woman to replace 
Schwartz, currently the only woman in Pennsylvania's congressional delegation. 

Margolies has spent 20 years leading a charity that promotes women's leadership, and she casts herself as the 
leading proponent for women. 

Arkoosh, who lobbied around the country for the Affordable Care Act and its women's health provisions, in the 
spring received a high-profile endorsement from the Women's Campaign Fund. Last week, the Women's 
Campaign Fund named Arkoosh one of its 40 "game changers" in U.S. politics. 

Emily's List, a leading national women's political group, has yet to issue an endorsement in the 1 3th District. 

Nevins said gender could sway some voters and noted that women tend to vote in "slightly larger numbers in 
elections like this." But because there are two women in the race, he said, "I'm not sure there's an obvious 
winner." 

Going negative 

Last week, the campaign took a negative turn when Leach accused Margolies of deliberately misusing campaign 
money. 

Margolies' campaign has denied the allegations and hired a former FEC commissioner to represent her in the 
case. 

The candidates have also turned up the heat to highlight their few policy differences. 

Arkoosh has been attacking Margolies' 1 994 plan to cut Social Security benefits and raise the retirement age. 
"Marjorie Margolies tried to slash our Social Security benefits," one of her campaign mailers declared. 

In an e-mail Friday, Margolies called those mailers "intellectually dishonest" and has said she does not agree to 
benefit cuts or raising the retirement age. 

"My opponents continue to attempt to scare seniors by citing positions I took over two decades ago as though 
they are current," Margolies wrote. 

She has criticized Leach for supporting positions she says are politically untenable, among them legalizing 
marijuana and shifting to a single-payer health-care system. 

Leach, Arkoosh, and Margolies have criticized Boyle for voting to tighten regulations on abortion providers. Five 
of the state's 22 clinics closed after the bill passed. 

Boyle said he supported women's right to choose but defended the vote. 

"I think it's a reasonable step to say there need to be reasonable health requirements and inspections," he said 
Friday.

The Clean Water Rule does not create new permitting requirements for agriculture nor add an economic burden 
for farmers. The EPA and Army Corps of Engineers recognize the value of farmers input — over the course of 
crafting the Clean Water Rule, they met with over 400 stakeholders and collected over 1 million comments. EPA 
and the Army Corps made significant changes between the proposed and final CWR to accommodate the 
agriculture community’s concerns: 

■ The final rule retains all of the traditional Clean Water Act exemptions for agriculture, including exemptions for 
normal farming, silviculture, and ranching (plowing, seeding, cultivating, minor drainage, harvesting, and moving 
livestock). 

■ In addition, the final Clean Water Rule defines tributaries more clearly, emphasizing that it is not meant to cover 
erosion in a farmer’s field. A tributary must show physical features of flowing water- a bed, bank, and ordinary 
high water mark. 

■ It also clearly sets limits on covering nearby waters that physical and measurable (1500 feet for adjacent 
waters and wetlands, 4000 feet for more isolated waters) 

■ Lastly, it focuses on streams, not ditches. It limits protection to ditches that are constructed out of streams or 
function like streams. Ditches that are not constructed in streams and only flow when it rains are not covered. 

■ The final rule does not: expand jurisdiction beyond the historic scope of the CWA, change private property 
rights, add new requirements for agriculture, regulate more ditches, address land use, and excludes 
groundwater, shallow subsurface flow, and tile drains. 

The Farm Bureau is never going to be satisfied- their goal is to have no rule at all, or one that severely limits 
protections for our waterways. While the CWR doesn’t address agriculture runoff, it’s important to note that Iowa 
is having serious problems with nitrogen contamination and algae blooms in their waterways. Des Moines Water 
Works has identified that their drinking water sources are highly susceptible to contamination, and over 600 
bodies of water in Iowa have been classified as “impaired” under the Clean Water Act. DMWW may need to build 
a new system to deal with this pollution at the cost of $150 million. 

Vilsack has been helpful behind the scenes, but has mostly tried to avoid saying anything publicly about the rule. 
This is USDA’s press release: “USDA urged the EPA to listen to input from farmers and agri-business owners 
who need clear expectations and long-term certainty so they can effectively run their operations. EPA is seeking 
to provide that certainty with the development of this Clean Water Rule, and we appreciate that Administrator 
McCarthy and her staff have made a very concerted effort to incorporate the agricultural community’s views.”

John Kerry Set To Rip Into McCain 

Those waiting to hear a more aggressive critique of John McCain at the Democratic National Convention need 
to tune in tonight for Sen. John Kerry. 

In prepared remarks, the 2004 Democratic nominee pillories McCain with the strongest language yet uttered 
from the convention podium. 

Kerry describes McCain as "insulting" and "desperate 1 for questioning Obama's patriotism, and "pathetic" for 
continuing to support President Bush's war policy; he digs at McCain's age, saying voters should elect a 
president based on judgment and character, not "years on this earth"; and he hammers McCain and Bush on 
foreign affairs, charging that their policies have left "Hamas, Hezbollah, the Taliban and dictators 
everywhere. ..on the march." 

"I have known and been friends with John McCain for almost 22 years," Kerry says at one point during a riff on 
the GOP nominee's flip-flops, "but every day now I learn something new about candidate McCain." 

"Let me tell you, before he ever debates Barack Obama, John McCain should finish the debate with himself," 
Kerry charges. "Candidate McCain says he would now vote against the immigration bill that Senator McCain 
wrote. Are you kidding? Talk about being before it before you're against it." 

Finally, Kerry ties McCain to the "fear and smear" tactics of Karl Rove, saying his campaign has "nothing left but 
personal attacks." 

Beyond the harsh criticisms, Kerry's speech also includes a great deal of praise for Barack Obama's character 
and record, and also a nod to the Massachusetts Senator's failed presidential run. "I will always remember how 
we stood together in 2004, not just in a campaign, but for a cause," he concludes. "Now again we stand together 
in the ranks, ready to fight."

She joined the board soon after stepping down as secretary of state in 2013.

Hillary Clinton on Sunday resigned from the board of the Clinton Foundation to focus on her just-launched 
presidential campaign, POLITICO has learned. 

Clinton announced her resignation in an email to the foundation’s employees Sunday afternoon, not long after 
launching her presidential campaign with a digital media blitz. 

“While I have cherished my time serving on the board and engaging in the day-to-day work of the Foundation, in 
order to devote myself to this new, all-encompassing endeavor, I have resigned from the Board of Directors 
effective today,” she wrote in an email obtained by POLITICO. “As I step down from that position, I know that I am 
leaving the Foundation in great hands. I am equally as excited that Chelsea will continue to lead the 
Foundation’s mission with Bill, building upon our family’s commitment to help all people live their best life story.” 

Hillary Clinton had joined the board of the $2-billion foundation soon after stepping down as Secretary of State 
in February 2013. Her daughter Chelsea became vice chair at the same time, and the foundation, which had 
been established as the William J. Clinton Presidential Foundation, was renamed the Bill, Hillary and Chelsea 
Foundation. 

Foundation officials did not immediately respond Sunday afternoon to questions about whether they intended to 
rename the non-profit group again or whether they would re-impose a ban on accepting new foreign 
contributions now that Hillary Clinton is a declared presidential candidate. The foundation indicated it would 
consider foregoing foreign cash during a presidential campaign and potential Clinton administration. 

The foundation had accepted restrictions on foreign donations and meetings before Clinton’s confirmation as 
secretary of state, at the urging of President Barack Obama’s transition team. But the foundation resumed 
accepting foreign cash and holding foreign meetings after Clinton stepped down, drawing fire from Republicans, 
who have alleged that the money constitutes a conflict of interest. 

Former President Bill Clinton started the foundation with nine staffers in Little Rock, and grew it into an 
international charitable powerhouse with 2,200 employees around the world and various initiatives and affiliates, 
including fighting AIDS in Africa and childhood obesity at home. 

Hillary and Chelsea Clinton championed efforts at the foundation to fight the illegal ivory trade in Africa and had 
launched a high-profile initiative called “No Ceilings” to increase the rights and public life participation of women 
and girls around the world. 

In her Sunday email, Hillary Clinton said she was “thrilled by the opportunity to work together as a family and to 
contribute to the life-changing work that Bill began here in New York City nearly 15 years ago.” 

She told foundation employees it had been an “honor to work alongside and collaborate with you.” She signed 

off, “You have been an integral part of the Foundation’s success, and I look forward to seeing how the 
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Foundation will continue to make a difference in the years to come.”

South of Half Moon Bay, billionaire venture capitalist Vinod Khosla is fighting the 
[the people of California,] California Coastal Commission and the Surfrider 
Foundation, an environmental group, over a half-mile road that snakes across his 
53-acre rural property. The road is the only dry land access from Highway 1 to 
what's known as Martins Beach. Since the 1920s, people have walked or driven it 
to the beach to fish, surf and swim. The previous owners even did a little business 
with the beachgoers, charging for parking, running a convenience store near the 
shoreline and maintaining restrooms. 

Khosla, who bought the property in 2008 for $32.5 million but does not live on it, 
says he initially kept the road open but closed it intermittently — as, he says, the 
previous owners did. But in 2009, he ran afoul of San Mateo County officials who 
said the access was intended to be year-round, and ordered him to keep the gate 
open or apply for a permit to do otherwise. Khosla went to court. A San Mateo 
County Superior Court judge ruled that Khosla should either get permission to 
close the gate or work out an alternative. Instead, Khosla closed the gate and 
halted all public access. . . . 

Up and down California, public access is constantly under siege as beachfront 
property owners battle with the Coastal Commission over pathways, parking, decks 
and fire rings. . . . 

The reason the pathway should stay open is that the public has been using it for 
nearly 100 years. The Coastal Commission has begun a survey to make a case 
that the public has "prescriptive rights" to it by virtue of that long tradition. 

Already, dozens of beachgoers have submitted declarations documenting — 
sometimes with photos — their use and their families' use of the pathway going 
back to the 1920s. 

The road should not be closed. . . . Property owners in the California coastal zone 
do not have an automatic right to tamper with the public's access to the water.

» NBC’s Al Roker was there, along with more than 100 national and local television weather forecasters — 
some of them doing their TV hits from the White House lawn. They met with the president and his advisers. And 
the administration hoped the broadcasters’ popular appeal would help sell the public on the need to take action 
on global warming. 

» 

» No, that wasn’t the big climate-weather outreach<https://www.politicopro.com/story/energy/?id=33545> that 
the Obama White House held on Tuesday. It was a quite similar event <http://www.nytimes.com/1997/10/02/us/ 
clinton-nudges-tv-forecasters-on-warming.html> that the Clinton White House held in October 1997, as that 
administration was preparing for discussions of a global climate agreement in Kyoto, Japan.

» But yes, Roker was invited both times.

» Bracewell & Giuliani energy specialist Frank Maisano pointed out the coincidence Tuesday morning, in an 
email with the subject line: “Seems like we’ve done this before.”

» As with President Barack Obama’s event on Tuesday, the hope for then-President Bill Clinton’s administration 
was that the TV forecasters could reach viewers who weren’t paying attention to — or being informed by — the 
usual White House press corps. 

» 

» “You, just in the way you comment on the events that you cover, may have a real effect on the American 
people,” Clinton told the broadcasters, according to The New York Times’ coverage of the two-day seminar. He 
added, “I do think it’s very important, since you have more influence than anybody does on how the American 
people think about this, that at least you know what you believe and how you think we should proceed.” 

» 

» The Times remarked: “Playing host to the nation’s television weather forecasters was the most innovative 
step in a White House campaign to rally public support for new binding global targets for restricting greenhouse 
gases.” 

» 

» Of course, the Senate never ratified the Kyoto agreement. 

» 

» The Obama administration is now in a similar position as it prepares for international talks in Paris with hopes 
of reaching a binding global agreement on how to counteract climate change. But Obama has also gone ahead 
with regulations to tackle the problem, including next month’s debut of EPA rules meant to throttle greenhouse 
gas pollution from thousands of power plants. 

» 

» “The only difference seems to be the underlying use of regulations to do it more effectively this time,” 

Maisano commented. “Clinton and his folks wanted to regulate power plants, but never went that far.”

In case this is of interest. The tobacco lawsuits against countries are made under investor-state dispute 
mechanism (ISDS) whose expansion appears to be a key part of the European and Pacific trade deals being 
negotiated by our US Trade Representative. 


The article below references a letter to Congress and the US Trade Rep expressing concerns about ISDS, signed 
by over a hundred legal scholars. 


Here’s a brief on ISDS lawsuits, from notes I had taken a few months ago: 

Under the "Investor-State” dispute system, individual corporations have equal standing with national governments of 
signatory countries. They can skirt domestic laws and courts and sue governments directly before tribunals of three 
private sector lawyers, under a World Bank or UN system. 

o Tribunals are made of panels of three attorneys who rotate between being "judges” and bringing cases against 
governments on behalf of corporations. 

o $3.5 billion has been paid to foreign investors under such deals, there are around $14 billion in claims pending, 
targeting environmental, energy, and public health policies for "indirect expropriation." 
o Corporations like Exxon and Dow have launched 500 cases against 95 governments under similar rules in other 
trade agreements 

o The rules allow for compensation for loss of "expected future profits" caused by health, labor, and environmental 
laws (indirect or regulatory "takings" compensation) 

"Minimum standard treatment" provisions in the new trade deals could have a chilling effect or in some cases hold 
regulation at a standstill, because new protections on health and the environment affecting a company’s profit would 
entitle the company to compensation.

(Reuters) - Law professors from across the United States urged lawmakers to keep rules to protect foreign investors 
out of trade pacts on Wednesday, warning they would give big companies too much power. 

The warning came in a letter from 129 law professors and lecturers, from schools including Columbia and Harvard. 
It marked the latest step in a campaign against investor-state dispute settlement, or ISDS, laws spearheaded by 
influential Democratic Senator Elizabeth Warren. 

"ISDS threatens domestic sovereignty by empowering foreign corporations to bypass domestic court systems and 
privately enforce terms of a trade agreement," the letter said. 

Warren told reporters that the letter showed rules allowing private companies to seek compensation from 
governments "should raise alarm bells for everyone." 

United Nations figures show investor-state claims have jumped since 2002, with high-profile cases such as a 
challenge by tobacco company Philip Morris' Asian arm to Australia's plain cigarette packaging law. 

Consumer group Public Citizen and the libertarian Cato Institute have both warned that cases against the United 
States may increase as more large companies are headquartered outside the country. 

The U.S. Trade Representative's office released a fact sheet to rebut what it said were incorrect claims and said 
most ISDS cases were brought by individuals or small and medium sized businesses. 

"ISDS arbitration is needed because the potential for bias can be high in situations where a foreign investor is 
seeking to redress injury in a domestic court, especially against the government itself," USTR said. 

National Association of Manufacturers Vice President Linda Dempsey said many foreign governments 
discriminated against U.S. companies, stole technology and denied them fair treatment. 

"ISDS provides an internationally recognized enforcement mechanism that ensures investors an objective hearing 
if a foreign government denies the most basic internationally recognized rights," she said. 

A Center for Strategic and International Studies report found 40 percent of claims arose in sectors with high levels 
of state intervention, such as oil, and most are against countries with weak legal institutions, like Argentina and 
Venezuela. 

U.S. companies have brought 15 percent of pending cases before the World Bank's International Center for 
Settlement of Investment Disputes. There are no pending cases against Washington, which has never lost a case. 

The rules are also a source of controversy in a proposed trade pact with the European Union, with particularly 
fierce opposition in Germany, Europe's largest exporter.

Nere, a worker in the state’s Department of Labor and Industry and a member of the Minnesota Association of 
Professional Employees, began chatting with a student representative from Minnesota College Republicans 
about the numbers behind the budget dispute that has caused a historic shutdown. 

“This is going to be a tragedy,” Nere said, scanning a growing crowd at the Capitol. “It’s going to be a huge 
hardship. Are we going to look like Minnesota, or are we going to look like Mississippi?” 

With Gov. Mark Dayton unable to come to terms with Republican legislative leaders on a budget deal late 
Thursday night, the state government shut down and the fate of up to 23,000 state employees who have 
received layoff notices is highly uncertain. 

A crowd of hundreds of state workers, including members of Minnesota’s two largest public employees’ unions 
— MAPE and AFSCME Council 5 — filled the steps of the Capitol Thursday night for a Shutdown Eve Vigil. 
Protesters held small signs — most calling for increased taxes on the state’s wealthiest 2 percent — as they 
dabbed sweat from their faces. Cries of “We want to work for Minnesota!” and “Tax the rich!” rang through the 
area. Participants ranged from those in wheelchairs to infants to disgruntled, but motivated state workers. 

Even a few legislators made their way to a window at the front of the Capitol, holding candles and watching the 
protest. 

“The Republican legislature has spent the last six months bashing and demonizing public employees,” AFSCME 
Council 5 director Eliot Seide shouted into a microphone at the top of the steps to a chorus of boos.

Throughout the night, religious leaders and public employees made their way to the microphone, using rhetoric 
of “brothers and sisters” to address the crowd. The Twin Cities Labor Chorus sang “This land is your land,” 
among other songs. Speakers discussed the importance of the public sector, bashing the GOP-controlled 
legislature for what they perceived as disdain towards state employees. They spoke in support of Dayton, calling 
for the DFL governor to stay strong through the conversations. 

“Tonight, our hearts and souls go out to all of you because it’s the public sector that makes this state work,” said 
Marcia Zimmerman, a rabbi at Minneapolis’ Temple Israel. 
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But ralliers with highly negative attitudes flooded the Capitol entrance. 

Rebecca Carpentier works for HIRED, an agency which helps low-income adults, dislocated workers, welfare-to- 
work individuals, refugees and youth find jobs and job training. 

“We’re putting people to work only to find out they can’t work,” said Carpentier. “That’s bullshit ... Everyone 
wants the workforce working. I work at an agency to do that. But they’re cutting our fingers and toes off.” 

Nearby, B.J. Wuollet engaged members of the College Republicans — seemingly the only conservative 
representation on the steps of the Capitol — in an argument about the role of government. 

“My sister will not be able to feed her children or take them to the doctor,” said Wuollet, who was frequently 
heard telling the small group of Republicans they were “bumming Jesus out.” 

Ryan Lyk, chairman of Minnesota College Republicans, fired back, calling Dayton’s unwillingness to sign a 
budget bill a “bad move.”

“At the very least, they need to figure out their differences,” Lyk said. “We need to keep government going to 
some extent.” 

Dayton addressed the press and many Republican legislators as protestors continued to shout and sing, the St. 
Paul skyline behind them. 

“I deeply regret that the last week of intense negotiations between the Republican legislative leaders and 
Senator Bakk, Representative Thissen, and myself have failed to bridge the divide between us,” Dayton said 

After Dayton and Republicans put all their offers on the table, a $1.4 billion gap remained between the two 
proposals, the governor said. He added that he, Thissen and Bakk made two offers Thursday, which involved 
raising revenues by increases taxes only on Minnesotans who make more than $1 million per year. Dayton said 
the Department of Revenue reported that figure includes 0.3 percent of the state’s population. 

“I will continue — tonight, tomorrow, and however long it takes — to find a fair and balance compromise,” Dayton 
said to close his speech. “I welcome Republicans to join with me - my door is always open. I believe the people 
of Minnesota are with me. I ask them to join me in standing up for our State’s future.” 

Republican lawmakers said the rift remains because they can’t support Dayton’s plan for dealing with the state’s 
$5 billion deficit. 

“We will not saddle our children and grandchildren with mounds of debts, with promises for funding levels that 
will not be there in the future,” House Speaker Kurt Zellers, R-Maple Grove, said, according to the Star 
Tribune . “This is debt that they can’t afford. It’s debt that we can’t afford right now.” 

As the midnight deadline neared and Twitter buzzed with thoughts on the shutdown and complaints about the 
state’s politicians, the gathering at the Capitol began to disperse. 

“It’s time for [Republican legislators] to act responsibly,” Seide told the Minnesota Independent after the vigil. “A 
little adult action would be nice. I just hope the legislators can come to their senses quickly.”

On Monday, a Maine tea party blog created a sensation when it published a “ visitor's guide ” to Washington, D.C. for 
tea party activists coming to the city this weekend to attend Fox News host Glenn Beck’s big rally. The guide was widely mocked 
on blogs and cable news for its paranoid warnings about the vast majority of the city, but overlooked so far is the author of the guide — right- 
wing activist Bruce Majors. 

While the guide’s absurd warnings could be dismissed as written by an overly-cautious out-of-towner who doesn’t understand that D.C., Majors should 
know better — he’s “ lived and worked in DC since 1980 (in 3 of the cities 4 quadrants),” according to his blog. Majors should also be intimately 
acquainted with the unsafe zones of the city, as he is a Realtor who is currently listing several homes this company has many more ) deep 
within the forbidden zone, and even near the dreaded Green and Yellow Metro lines. And apparently his political views seep into his business, as one 
client was forced to find another agent after Majors “was extremely inappropriate when he began discussing President Obama and how evil he is .” 

But “Majors is no mere small-time troll or newcomer.” He is an active “Tea Party community organizer in Washington, D.C.,” and a major online 
organizer, especially at Tea Party Patriots . On that site, he is the second biggest poster of all time, with 2277 messages, to the group’s official 
email listerv:

He's organized protests online, and is the owner of the Tea Party Professionals group on Linkedin. He was also identified as a “LP [Libertarian 
Party] campaigner and everyone’s-facebook-friend” by a libertarian blog. He also appears to have written for the American Spectator, among other 
publications. 


A frequent commenter on progressive blogs, Majors describes himself on his OpenSalon.com profile as an “ Anarcho-capitalist 

revolutionary sharpening his guillotine.” On Talking Points Memo — where he was flagged with a “Troll Alert” and the subject to a lengthy profile — 
his bio states that he is “[Ijooking for employment as auillotine operator for citizens' tribunal.” 


Indeed, elsewhere in Majors ‘extensive online presence, there is a clear flirtation with violence as a political tool. In a Facebook note titled “ We will 
remember in November .” Majors listed the names of all the members of Congress who voted for the Affordable Care Act — dubbed the “The 
Executioner’s List” — followed by a picture of a guillotine and accompanied by this call to action: 

Call Capitol Hill and promise them retribution. Not just in their next race, but in their attempt to run for or be appointed to ANY office, and 
any private enterprise they will engage in in the future. And any member of their family. 

Commenting on a TPM story, Majors wrote, “Poor walking cadaver [Senate Majority Leader] Harry Reid [D-NV] shouldn’t run fake tea party candidates 
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to split the opposition vote against him. Someone might drop a plane on him. They already dropped a truck on his family,” referring to a car accident 
that seriously injured Reid's wife and daughter. His Facebook page also features two jokes about President Obama’s death (and that he is a 
Muslim), and a picture of a sign referencing the Thomas Jefferson quote, “The tree of liberty must be refreshed from time to time with the blood of 
patriots and tyrants .” 

Like his visitor’s guide, which offered advice to dealing with “ African immigrants ,” Major’s other writings have clear racial undertones. In a tweet 
linking to an article about Supreme Court Justice Elena Kagan and affirmative action, Majors wrote, “ Kagan says Obama is 'mv niggah In 
another tweet linking to a video of Obama, Majors tweeted, “ Poor little flop eared bitch . People are so mean to him.” Upon news of White House 
economic adviser Christina Romer’s upcoming departure, Majors tweeted, “Congratulations Christiina Romer! A house slave is now free . But all us 
field slaves are still in chains!” On the Shirley Sherrod dust up, Majors wrote 

[Ijt is clear that most black Democrats in politics & the media are complete knaves and idiots (much like their white counterparts). 
The purpose of their constant race focus is, as Angela Codevilla discusses in his American Spectator article, to have a charge, racism, which 
which they can convict average Americans of a crime so they can then demand to enslave them. 

Majors also posted a picture on his Facebook page comparing Fist Lady Michele Obama to Chewbacca from Star Wars: 



Separated at Birth? 


In addition, Majors appears to be a birther, posting images on his Facebook page of a foraed Kenyan birth certificate that birthers claim is authentic, 
and several birther ioke images , including a sign saying, “Illegal immigration is destroying this county — look what it did to the White House.” 

TPM’s Troll Watch reported that Majors has also conducted “ direct e-mail harassment and identity theft against liberals,” using stolen screen names 
to harass commentors on blogs he has been banned from. Indeed, he is the subject of several threads on online forums warning about his 
harassment, and he reportedly told one woman who accused him of using multiple screen names to hide his identity, “ you silly facist bitch . Do not 
tell me what screen name I can use or what I am free to say.”

Steve Phillips, whose California-based pro-Obama PowerPAC.org backed the Illinois Senator with paid media 
and minority voting drives in the primaries, writes on Huffinaton Post that independent groups will continue to 
play a major role on the Democratic side of the campaign. 

That's in spite of the directives out of Chicago that donors should give their money to the campaign and the 
DNC, which have essentially shut down other groups after Obama donors closed their checkbooks.

Through an effort dubbed the Jimmie Lee Jackson Project, PowerPAC will collaborate with groups like the 
NAACP, National Coalition on Black Civic Participation, the Pushback Network, and others to coordinate 
non-partisan registration, education, and mobilization efforts of African American voters during the General 
Election. Jimmie Lee Jackson was a 24-year-old civil rights demonstrator whose death at the hands of 
Alabama State Troopers led to the Selma-Montgomery march and passage of the Voting Rights Act in 
1965. Our coordinated Black voter drive will register and mobilize one million new Black voters through a 
$10 million, multi-state mobilization in states such as Virginia, North Carolina, Mississippi, and Georgia. 

PowerPAC will also collaborate with the major grassroots mobilization efforts led by America Votes and its 
30-plus partner organizations, representing the largest progressive issue-based organizations in the 
country. In a national collaborative table and a series of collaborative tables in 14 states, these groups are 
dividing up constituencies and coordinating communication and mobilization efforts to educate voters about 
the national and down-ticket races. 

Working from a common voter file, long-standing groups like the Sierra Club will contact 700,000 members 
and other voters concerned about environmental issues; the Campaign for Community Change will 
organize immigrant advocates and workers; Emily's List and Planned Parenthood will carry the message to 
female voters; and the United States Student Association, Young Democrats of America and League of 
Young Voters will mobilize the millennial generation.

On June 9, 1 954, Republican Sen. Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin, chairman of a House subcommittee investigating 
communism in government, was confronted by attorney Joseph Welch during nationally televised hearings. McCarthy had 
carried on his anti-communism innuendo campaign through congressional investigations for several years. Now, before a 
national audience, he attacked a young legal associate of Welch as a member of a communist “front” organization when he 
was at law school. 

In what will go down in history as the moment of McCarthy’s undoing, Welch reacted with outrage to this attack. “You’ve 
done enough. Have you no sense of decency, sir, at long last? Have you left no sense of decency?” 

The Senate censured McCarthy six months later and his career was over. 


So I ask a similar question of Rep. T rey Gowdy (R-S.C.), the chairman of the House Select Committee on Benghazi, and 
the other five Republicans on the panel: Reps. Susan Brooks (Ind.), Jim Jordan (Ohio), Martha Roby (Ala.), Peter Roskam 
(III.) and Lynn Westmoreland (Ga.). 

Have you lost all sense of shame? 

The decision to call private citizen Sidney Blumenthal, former President Clinton’s assistant and Hillary Clinton’s longtime 
friend, on June 16 fora behind-closed-doors sworn deposition is emblematic of the shameful, shamelessly partisan 
conduct of Gowdy and the Republicans on his committee — and their constituents should be asking them each this same 
question. 

There are facts they cannot deny. 

Blumenthal had nothing to do with the Benghazi attack or the government’s reaction to it. He passed along to Hillary 
Clinton, then secretary of State, via email information from a former high-ranking CIA official about Libya. She, in turn, 
passed along some of Blumenthal’s emails to see if they contained anything useful. That is it. Both acted responsibly. 
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He volunteered to come to the committee to respond to all questions, without the need for a subpoena. Yet the committee 
Republicans sent two federal marshals in the middle of the day to his doorstep to serve a subpoena on his wife — and 
leaked to the media the fact they were serving a subpoena. 

Blumenthal was questioned for nine hours. Democratic members estimate the questions asked by Gowdy and the 
Republican members of a committee that’s supposed to be investigating the tragedy of Benghazi to be as follows: 

• more than 160 about his relationship and communications with the Clintons, and fewer than 20 about the Benghazi 
attack; 

• more than 50 about the Clinton Foundation, and just four about security in Benghazi; 

• more than 270 about Blumenthal’s humanitarian Haitian assistance idea, which came to nothing and in which no 
money was ever exchanged, and zero about the U.S. presence in Benghazi; 

• forty-five questions about David Brock, Media Matters and related organizations, and zero about former Ambassador 
Christopher Stevens, who with three other Americans was killed in the attack. 

The nature of the questions asked exposes the committee’s true intent. Many of the questions amounted to this: Are you 
now or have you ever been a Democrat? Are you now or have you ever been a friend of Hillary Clinton? 

The Republicans on the committee refuse to make the transcript of the embarrassing deposition public. Why? I wrote 
Gowdy to ask him for a copy. No answer. Yet one day after the deposition, the National Review published a leaked email 
that Blumenthal provided to the committee; a conservative on Bloomberg News released a different email; 
and Politico published a story quoting “another GOP select committee member” to characterize Blumenthal’s document 
submission and testimony. None of these selective leaks reported what the committee Republicans asked or what 
Blumenthal answered. 

The committee was created despite the fact that numerous other committees had already investigated Benghazi, costing 
millions of tax dollars, including the Republican-led House Intelligence and Armed Services committees. None of them 
found intentional distortion of the causes of the tragedy by the White House or State Department; there was no stand-down 
order, no political cover-up. The panel has spent more than $3.5 million so far and maintains an 18-member staff, whose 
full-time employees are paid an average of $128,750 per year. (Yes, self-proclaimed fiscal conservatives, they!) Yet it’s held 
so far only three public hearings — and they are still refusing Clinton’s repeated requests to appear and testify publicly. 

Is there anyone who can doubt that Gowdy and these five other Republicans are participants in nothing neither more nor 
less than a partisan sham, out to harm Hillary Clinton and existing for no other reason? 

To repeat: Have they no sense of shame?

Nation-Building in Afghanistan Instead of at 
Home Will Produce New "Misery Index" 

Congressional Democrats Beware: Unemployment At Home + Casualties Abroad = Defeat at the 
Polls in 2010

President Obama's decision to nation-build in Afghanistan in the midst of the worst economic recession since the 
Great Depression is likely to produce a new Misery Index for Americans: The escalating numbers of dead and 
wounded American soldiers in Afghanistan PLUS the likely high level of unemployed Americans at home. For 
Congressional Democrats, the Misery Index could add up to big trouble at the polls in November 2010. 

Presidential candidate Ronald Reagan coined the term "misery index" as a very effective way to focus attention 
on the Carter administration's double barrel headache in 1980: rising unemployment and inflation. President 
Obama's decision to double down on a failing Afghanistan strategy by ordering an immediate military escalation 
is likely to present Democratic Congressional candidates with a Misery Index of their own in 201 0. 

President Obama wants to rush the troops that General McCrystal has requested for Afghanistan as soon as 
possible so that they can be in place for the so-called spring "fighting season". The significantly larger military 
footprint of foreign forces will, inevitably, swell the ranks of Taliban fighters who have been successfully using 
the presence of these forces as their most potent recruitment weapon. The result is not hard to predict: a 
significant spike in US casualties in Afghanistan in the summer and fall of 2010 at precisely the time that 
Members of Congress are facing voters in the 2010 elections. 

The dreadful reports of these escalating numbers of American casualties abroad will be in addition to the 
number of local news stories of the casualties of escalating unemployment at home. The numbers of Americans 
who are unemployed and underemployed - not to mention those who are worried that they will soon join the 
ranks of both - are increasing steadily. So is the view of voters that the nation is on the wrong track. While Wall 
Street is basking in profits and brokers are getting well publicized bonuses, workers are getting pink slips. It 
begs the question: what are the priorities of those we elect to represent us in Washington? 

Political leadership is about setting priorities and making choices. Those who support the president's military 
escalation in Afghanistan will be charged with being more interested in nation building abroad than in nation 
building at home. And, the nation building policy that they have chosen to support abroad is not only generating 
new levels of casualties to Americans in uniform, it is producing absolutely no discernible progress in making 
America safer. 

To make it worse, Democratic Congressional candidates who support the President's Afghanistan policy will 
likely be hit with another political misery indicator: declining support from the political base that was so critical to 
their success in 2006 and 2008. There is real danger that the hope and enthusiasm that drove so many 
progressive Democrats in those election cycles will be transformed into cynicism and apathy in 2010. That is bad 
news for any incumbent Democrat running in 2010. 

I hope that Congressional Democrats will do the right thing and oppose the president's military escalation in 
Afghanistan because it's the right thing to do. But, if they need more of an inducement, they may want to 
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consider the electoral misery index that may await them in 201 0.

On HFCs, the fundamental issue is whether India can be made to 
relent in the foreseeable future to international pressure to address HFCs through an amendment to the 
Montreal Protocol, or if they will just continue to block/slow walk the process in spite of our best efforts. I suspect 
that you could find out which it is through high-level outreach in May — and if indications are discouraging, it 
could be worth developing/launching an alternative international approach that could meaningfully curb HFC 
growth while Montreal remains gridlocked.

AUTHORITY TO MANAGE FRACKING EMERGENCY RESPONSE 

Cites record of accidents and failures 

COLUMBUS - - Today 40 Ohio community and environmental groups fires off a challenge to the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources’ (ODNR) authority to manage chemical reporting and emergency response 
for the state’s oil and gas industry. The challenge, carried in a letter to U.S. EPA Administrator Gina 
McCarthy, is based on the fact that Ohio law appears to contradict federal law with respect to what agency 
should receive hazardous chemical information and also respond to chemical accidents and emergencies. The 
letter to US EPA seeks clarification of these federal requirements in order to forestall an oil and gas industry 
agenda in Ohio’s legislature to shift custody of the industry’s chemical use data from front-line emergency 
responders to the industry’s accommodating but unqualified supporters at ODNR. 

The federal Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act (EPCRA) states that authority to accept 
hazardous chemical information and respond to chemical accidents resides with the State Emergency 
Response Commission (SERC), as well as local emergency planning committees and fire departments. Indeed, 
every other chemical-intensive industry in the state reports to SERC and SERC coordinates and plans 
emergency response for them. Ohio law, however, carves out an exception for the oil and gas industry, 
diverting its hazardous chemical information and emergency response authority to ODNR. 

The groups point out sections of existing Ohio law (ORC 1509.231) and proposed legislation (2014’s HB 490) 
that it says allows ODNR to, “...adopt a new and separate program tailored exclusively for its patrons in the 
oil and gas industry.” The group alleges that ODNR is “captured” by the industry it regulates and 
“...routinely ignores and ridicules the concerns of sensible citizens regarding fracking while reflexively 
repeating the industry’s public relations talking points on this important subject...”. 

Furthermore, the group says that ODNR’s lack of expertise in emergency response puts public health and 
natural resources at risk. 

To back up its claims, the groups cite several recent incidents, including a June fire and chemical spill in 
Monroe County that dumped 54,000 gallons of hazardous chemicals into a tributary of the Ohio River. Gaps in 
reporting meant volunteer firefighters lacked information on what chemicals were stored on site and had to 
guess at the appropriate response. Despite being the current custodian of fracking chemical information, 
ODNR’s Division of Oil and Gas didn’t arrive at the scene until 3 days after the fire broke out and failed to 
share trade secret chemical information with other state and federal emergency responders until 2 days after 
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that. By that time, 70,000 fish had been killed and the plume of contamination had reached drinking water 
intakes located downstream. 

The letter calls upon U.S. EPA to clarify that while the state might allow chemical reporting to additional 
state agencies, it mav not divert that information from the State Emergency Response Commission, as Ohio 
has done. 

Beyond the issue of public safety, the groups require this clarification to ensure public access to information 
about local chemical hazards. Under federal law, any citizen may access non-trade secret chemical 
information for any facility in their community, through their Local Emergency Planning Committee. Accessing 
this information through the ODNR is currently fraught with frustration and delay, even, as in the Monroe 
County incident, for firefighters. “The law is called the Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know 
Act for a reason,” says Center for Health, Environment and Justice organizer Teresa Mills. “ODNR has no right 
to keep this information from us,” she adds.

— On August 1 , the chancellor at Illinois wrote Salaita a letter, saying 

the university would not be forwarding his application to the board of trustees for approval, after all, because an 
affirmative vote was 

unlikely. Until the board approves hires, which are typically just 
rubber-stamped, they're not final. 

— The chancellor cited a “duty to our students to ensure that they live in a 

community of scholarship that challenges their assumptions about the world but that also respects their rights as 
individuals.” 

— After pressure from students and faculty, the board of trustees did 
indeed take a vote on whether to approve Salaita’s appointment. Same 
result — by an 8-1 margin. 

— A disappointed Salaita says he plans to pursue legal action. His legal 
team plans to file constitutional and employment claims against the 
university. 

— Salaita says he wants the job he agreed to, not money. “We’ll be seeking injunctive relief to request a court to 
order the University of Illinois 

to do to what it failed to do, that is, complete the employment process,” 
said Anand Swaminathan of Chicago-based Loevy & Loevy.

It is our hope that this law firm 
will be a model that law schools and law firms across the country will follow. I am grateful for your help in conceptualizing the residency model 
that underlies the firm, and I am pleased to share with you an op-ed that Vice Dean Jane Aiken and I wrote about the firm, which appeared in 
Sunday's Washington Post.

Too many lawyers? Not in D.C.

Imagine a 60-year-old widow who's been living in the same two-bedroom apartment in Anacostia for decades. It was the first apartment she 
shared with her late husband: she raised two kids there, hosted countless friends and relatives, celebrated her granddaughter’s first birthday 
party. It’s her home. 

Now, after all those years, for reasons she doesn’t understand, she faces eviction. 

In hopes of remaining in her longtime home, she goes to court. She can’t afford a lawyer, and so she joins the 97 percent of defendants in 
the District who appear without a lawyer in the Landlord and Tenant Branch of the D.C. Superior Court . And she has just enough income to 
disqualify her from free legal aid . Her landlord, or more likely, his lawyer, shows up with basic documentation. She doesn’t ask — because 
she doesn’t know to ask — whether her notice to vacate was properly served or whether the grounds for eviction are legal and given in good 
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faith. She is evicted. 

This happens almost every day in the District. Lower-income residents who don’t qualify for free legal aid but can’t afford lawyers suffer 
devastating consequences in court. And yet even as they fall, unrepresented, through the cracks, we keep hearing about a glut of 
unemployed lawyers, many of them recent law-school graduates. 

It would be nice if it were as simple as matching up all the unemployed lawyers with all the people who need affordable legal advice. But, in 
the absence of new initiatives, the match won’t happen. New graduates lack the experience they need to handle important cases effectively. 
They need office space, phones, copiers and library resources that a new lawyer working alone can’t afford. 

One idea gaining momentum: “low-bono” legal services, where lawyers charge affordable fees to work for those who can’t afford the District’s 
average rate of $250 per hour but who make a little too much to qualify for legal aid. While pro-bono work is offered for free, the low-bono 
models provide adequate financial support for attorneys. 

More than 15 law schools provide recent graduates with hands-on training by offering affordable legal services. 

Yet the incubator model, which is making a difference, has limits. Because of resource constraints, the new lawyers often receive limited 
training, supervision and support. This is where big commercial law firms can come in. There are signs that Big Law is coming around to low- 
bono, recognizing a critical need to make legal services affordable to working people. 

In the District, a new organization called the D.C. Affordable Law Firm (DCALF) is helping big firms commit to low-bono to great effect by 
bringing in new law graduates. 

It works like this: For each of the next three years, we at Georgetown Law will send six graduates into 1 5-month fellowships at DCALF. The law 
firm Arent Fox will provide technological support and space in its K Street offices, while DLA Piper, the world’s third-largest law firm, will take 
the lead role in training and creating DCALF’s policies and procedures. Lawyers from both firms will do the important work of serving as 
mentors for the young graduates who will gain valuable experience and invaluable supervision and training from veteran colleagues. 

DCALF presents a replicable economic model that rewards doing what’s right. The hope is that it will inspire law firms and law schools across 
the country to launch their own low-bono firms organized like DCALF. If the model catches on, more and more talented young lawyers will 
devote an early stage of their career to communities in need. They will get great hands-on experiences as they start their careers — the legal 
equivalent of a medical residency. And they will make a difference, especially for the thousands of lower- and lower-middle-income Americans 
who face a staggering injustice any time they enter our courts.

One Wisconsin Now Congratulates Graduates With Information on Student Loan Debt 

With college graduations starting this week, One Wisconsin Now wants to be sure that students are 
aware of the realities they face, and the effect their student loans have on the economy. The 
Congressional Budget Office is now projecting the government will make a $51 billion profit from 
student loans in fiscal year 2013, roughly $6 billion more than Exxon-Mobil, the most profitable 
corporation in the U.S. in 2012, according to a report in the Huffington Post . One Wisconsin 
Now Executive Director Scot Ross commented, “It is obscene that our government is projected to 
make more off the loans students have taken out to pursue their higher education, than the most 
profitable corporation in the country made in net profits last year." 

Original research by the One Wisconsin Institute (the ProgressNow Education affiliate in Wl) 
found that the impact of the trillion-dollar student loan debt crisis goes far beyond students and 
their families. Graduates with a Bachelors degree report making average monthly payments of 
$350 for an average term of 18.7 years. The economy-wide detrimental impacts of this debt 
include over $200 million in lost new auto sales every year and significantly lower rates of home 
purchasing and ownership among graduates earning solid middle class incomes but are saddled 
with student loan debt.

This includes implementing research and 
communication campaigns, with the hope of not only informing the public but also encouraging 
voter turnout and engagement among younger voters in 2014 and 2016 elections.

Randi personally called today to mention this exchange with Stuart along with the importance of prep 
for the Executive Council meeting and reconnecting on policy. She stated that she will be directly 
following up with Appelbaum and was very shocked by his comments at the meeting. Randi is in 
Canada or would have been there in person. 

I am attaching a letter from Lee Saunders in the response to attacks Randi has received over the 
past week, FYI. 

2. The Political Committee decided that there would not be a President endorsement 
recommendation coming off of the Executive Committee meeting by July 30th. This is not news for us 
but it was formally voted on. This still allows them to move in the future, internally I have heard a lot 
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of talk that they know they need to endorse and would be looking to before February 201 6 (how it 
looks today, we'll see). 

3. The Bricklayer Unions (HRC spoke with President Boland on 6/10/15 and he also attended the 
Podesta's reception) announced that they will be making a endorsement recommendation at their 
Convention on 9/14-17/15. I will follow up with them tomorrow, but this is good news for us. BAC was 
a 2007 HRC endorsers. 

4. Write off APWU and the Flight Attendants (affiliated with CWA)-Both Presidents publicly stated 
their support for Sanders in the Political Committee meeting today. I think our work is to keep them 
neutral. 

Preparation for the Executive Council Meeting: 

Randi mentioned today she very much wants to be on the offense going into the July 30th Executive 
Council meeting. She is going to be asking for a point of privilege at the meeting to emphasize the 
importance of her early endorsement. She has already lined support in the room among AFSCME, 
Trade Unions and 1AM. She wants HRC to go into the room on offense too. I flag this because I think 
it could be helpful to have a strategy session around the July 30th meeting for the Secretary. Randi 
also raised the Cadillac Tax issue with me today. Randi is really an amazing HRC champion. 

Other Follow Up Items: 

AFT will be in the HQ tomorrow in department meetings from 1 1-4pm. 

*Flag for you, UTU President Mike Mulgrew will be attending the Policy meeting from 1-2pm. This 
was at the request of Randi. 

We will be meeting in the Nevada room if anyone would like to stop by. 

I am reviewing tonight/tomorrow the research on ATU/APWU/CWA and will circle back. 

I am setting up meetings with Suzie Ballentine this week and have a meeting with Heather and Erin 
next week. I'm going to only be asking Suzie for her insights on the CWA and ATU, but not asking for 
assistance beyond her thoughts. FYI.

Today’s upward revision indicates that the economy grew in the third quarter at the fastest pace in over a decade. The strong GDP growth is 
consistent with a broad range of other indicators showing improvement in the labor market, increasing domestic energy security, and continued low 
health cost growth. The steps that we took early on to rescue our economy and rebuild it on a new foundation helped make 2014 already the strongest 
year for job growth since the 1990s. Indeed, 2014 was a breakthrough year for the United States across a wide range of metrics important to middle- 
class families. Nevertheless, there is more work to be done to ensure that all Americans can share in the accelerating recovery. 

FIVE KEY POINTS IN TODAY’S REPORT FROM THE BUREAU OF ECONOMIC ANALYSIS 

1. Real gross domestic product (GDP) grew 5.0 percent at an annual rate in the third quarter of 2014 — the strongest single quarter since 
2003 — according to the third estimate from the Bureau of Economic Analysis. While quarterly growth reports are volatile, and some of the growth in 
Q3 reflected transitory factors, the recent robust growth data indicate a solid underlying trend of recovery. Indeed, the strong growth recorded in each of 
the last two quarters suggests that the economy has bounced back strongly from the first-quarter decline in GDP, which largely reflected transitory factors 
like unusually severe winter weather and a sharp slowdown in inventory investment. Consumer spending, business investment, and net exports all 
remained positive contributors this quarter. Real gross domestic income (GDI), an alternative measure of the overall size of the economy, was up 4.7 
percent in Q3.

2. Third-quarter real GDP growth was revised up 1 .1 percentage point from the second estimate released in November. Most of the upward 
revisions were in personal consumption and business investment, the most persistent and stable components of GDP. The contributions of consumer 
spending and business investment were revised up 0.7 and 0.2 percentage point, respectively, including increased contributions from health care and 
other services, nonresidential structures investment, and intellectual property investment. An upward revision to inventory investment also accounted for 
0.1 percentage point of the revision.

3. In the third quarter, personal consumption expenditures rose 3.2 percent at an annual rate. With real wages rising for two years, consumer 
sentiment at its highest level since 2007, and households having substantially deleveraged, consumption growth continues to trend upward. Consumers 
cite improved employment and wage expectations — along with declining gasoline prices — as major drivers of improved economic optimism, according 
the Reuters/University of Michigan consumer sentiment survey. The improved optimism is borne out in broad-based consumption growth, with durable 
goods spending continuing its pattern of strong growth in the recovery, and nondurable goods and services consumption picking up from the previous 
quarter. But challenges remain for consumers, and we have more work to do to boost wages for middle-class families.

4. The current account deficit remained near its lowest level since the late 1990s as the declining federal budget deficit has boosted domestic 
saving. The current account balance is a measure of net transactions between the United States and the rest of the world, including our trade balance 
and other income flows across our borders. When the current account is in deficit, as it has been for most of the past 30 years, the United States borrows 
from abroad to finance its spending. But our current account deficit has narrowed sharply since the crisis, in large part because of increased domestic 
saving including the fall of the federal budget deficit from 9.8 percent of GDP in FY 2009 to 2.8 percent in FY 2014. The U.S. current account deficit 
now stands at 2.5 percent of GDP, down from more than 6 percent in the fourth quarter of 2005. The smaller deficit reduces our reliance on foreign 
borrowing, encouraging a more sustainable recovery.

5. Real private domestic final purchases (PDFP) — the sum of consumption and fixed investment — is up 3.3 percent over the last four quarters, a 
faster four-quarter growth rate than real GDP. Real PDFP growth is generally a more stable and forward-looking indicator than real GDP because it 
excludes highly volatile components like inventory investment and net exports. In the first and second quarters of this year, GDP growth fluctuated 
widely, but PDFP was positive in both quarters, showing a less sharp pattern of decline and rebound. In the third quarter, PDFP grew a bit more slowly 
than GDP, but on balance, it has risen faster over the past year and continued its historical pattern of more steady growth.

Victor Pinchuk is relentlessly following up (including this morning) about a meeting with WJC in London or 
anywhere in Europe. Ideally he wants to bring together a few western leaders to show support for Ukraine, with 
WJC probably their most important participant.

If it's not next week, that's fine, but he wants a date. I keep saying we have no Europe plans, although we do 
have those events in London in June. Are folks comfortable offering Victor a private meeting on one of those 
dates? At this point I get the impression that although I keep saying WJC cares about Ukraine, Pinchuk feels like 
WJC hasn't taken enough action to demonstrate that, particularly during this existential moment for the county 
and for him. 

I sense this is so important because Pinchuk is under Putin's heel right now, feeling a great degree of pressure 
and pain for his many years of nurturing stronger ties with the West.

Dear Colleagues, 

It is the time of year at which I request information for salary determinations and summer research grants. Like 
last year, I invite you to submit both together. In order to provide timely decisions, please submit the information 
and requests no latter than Monday, March 16. You can send them to Alec Soto, who is cc’d on this email. You 
are welcome to amend the memos with any additional accomplishments or other information after that date. 

Every faculty member should submit a salary memo describing their scholarship, teaching and institutional 
service over the past year. If you were on sabbatical or a research leave in the spring or fall of 201 1 , please also 
include in the memo a report on your work product during that period. If you received a research grant in 
summer 2014, please include in the memo a report on your activities and the work product. Finally, if you wish to 
apply tor a research grant for summer 2015, please request it in the same memo. 

Most of you will recall that these various reports were previously made in multiple memos. Because I am now 
asking you to combine them all into a single document, here is some guidance on the structure would be most 
helpful to me. 

1 . If you had a sabbatical or research semester in the previous year (Spring 2014 or Fall 2014), describe the 
work product that resulted. 

2. If you received a summer 2014 research grant, describe the work product that resulted. 

3. If you are requesting a summer 2015 research grant, your plans for that summer. 

4. For the purposes of salary determinations: 

(a) your scholarly accomplishments over the past three years. 

(b) your teaching over the past year, including any overloads or special circumstances. 

(c) Service to the institution. 

(d) A copy of your current CV. 

As has been done in the past, I will determine salary increases on the basis of the scholarship, teaching and 
service. Because of its central importance to our academic mission, scholarship, including works in progress, will 
continue to count for somewhat more in this evaluation process. With respect to your service, I am interested in 
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knowing not only about Law Center and university committee work, but also about your involvement with 
students outside the classroom, in such capacities as serving as an advisor to a student law journal, assisting 
with the Moot Court program, and attending student events. It would also be helpful to know about your public 
interest work outside the law center. I consider attendance at faculty meetings, especially those where a vote is 
taken, an important part of faculty responsibility. You are welcome to use this opportunity to explain the reasons 
for any absences. 

This year the summer research grants will be for $15,000. A proven record of scholarship and plans for a 
substantial scholarly written product in the future is a requirement for grant eligibility. I will continue the prior 
practice of awarding bonus grants of $5,000 to faculty who have made exceptional scholarly contributions in the 
past few years and provide a prospectus for continued exceptional work this summer. Funding for qualifying pro 
bono activities is also available, pursuant to a policy adopted by the faculty in 2000 and amended in 2003. A 
copy of that policy is attached. 

This year I will again consider applications for summer grants to work on curricular innovation. As with summer 
scholarship grants, any funded curricular design project must result in a substantial product (as distinguished, 
from say, simply preparing a course you have not taught before). To apply for a summer curricular grant, please 
(1) identify the goal for the project, (2) describe how that goal fits into overall curricular changes at the law 
school and/or nationally, (3) provide a detailed plan for developing the curricular innovation over the summer, 
and (4) describe what the work product will be. At the close of the summer, those faculty who have received 
curricular innovation grants will be required to deliver a description of the work, a syllabus, lesson plans that 
incorporate the innovation, instructions for replicating the innovation in other courses, a description of how this 
innovation fits into the literature on curricular change and any other work products described in the application.

David Axelrod, a former adviser to President Obama, said Tuesday that Hillary Clinton needs to establish a rationale for 
her presidential candidacy, saying when he hears "Ready for Hillary," he thinks, "Ready for what?" 


"What happened in 2008 was that Hillary's candidacy got out in front of any rationale for it, and the danger is that that's 
happening again," Axelrod, who was a top adviser to Barack Obama's come-from-behind win over Clinton in 2008, said 
on MSNBC's "Morning Joe." 

"You hear Ready for Hillary; it's like, 'Ready for what?' " 


Axelrod said Clinton could be using the time before she announces her candidacy to decide the answer to that question. 


"Now Hillary's task is to define what it is that she's running for and running about," Axelrod said. "And what would the 
future look like under another President Clinton, and I suspect that's what she's taking her time working through now, but 
she has to answer that question." 


Liberal groups have been pushing forward with an effort to convince Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) to challenge Clinton 
from the left on economic issues. 


MoveOn.org, one of the groups, announced Monday that it has passed 100,000 signatures on its "Run Warren Run" 
petition. Warren insists she is not running but always phrases the denial in the present tense, which some see as leaving 
the door open. 


Asked if there is an opening for Warren, Axelrod said, "I suppose there is. 


"My suspicion is that what she's doing is trying to influence how Hillary frames her candidacy and the issues she focuses 
on," Axelrod said. "I think Elizabeth is very sincere about her concerns about what's happening in the American economy, 
and Hillary hasn't yet said what exactly her program will be, what she's running on. I think Elizabeth knows she's got 
maximum leverage by still being in the conversation." 


Many of Axelrod's fellow Obama campaign alumni are now working for Clinton's campaign-in-waiting in some capacity. Jim 
Messina, Obama's 2012 campaign manager, for example, signed on as co-chairman of the pro-Clinton super-PAC 
Priorities USA. 


Two more top campaign aides, Mitch Stewart and Jeremy Bird, have joined Ready for Hillary.

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Too many families have stories like Erin’s - or worse. 

We’ve seen yet another mass murder - this time, in a community college in Oregon that’s probably a lot like this 
one. That same day, a five-month-old baby girl strapped into her car seat was killed by a stray bullet in Cleveland. 
She was the third child killed by a gun in Cleveland in the last month alone. 

We can’t just pray for the victims and their families, and pretend like that’s enough. It’s not nearly enough. We 
need to act. We need to build a movement. 

You shouldn’t have to be afraid to go college, or the movies, or a Bible study class, or to drive around your 
hometown with your kids in the backseat. What’s wrong with us that we can’t we stand up to the NRA and gun 
manufacturers? 

I’m sick of politicians reacting to gun deaths with what amounts to a shrug. Here’s what Jeb Bush actually said 
about the massacre in Oregon: “Look,” he said. “Stuff happens. There’s always a crisis. And the impulse is always to 
do something. And it’s not necessarily the right thing." 

Governor: you couldn’t be more wrong. This kind of violence doesn’t just happen . We let it happen. We let it 
happen when we don’t take sensible steps to keep guns out of the wrong hands. We let it happen when we don’t do 
anything to gun dealers who break the rules. We let it happen when children die and we don’t do a thing about it. 

People who claim they want to lead America shouldn’t just accept the mass murder of Americans. You deserve so 
much better than that. 

As President, I’ll take on the gun lobby. I’ll fight to stop domestic abusers and people with mental illness from 
getting guns... to revoke the licenses of gun dealers who break the rules... to get military-style weapons off our 
streets... and to end the special immunity that protects gun-makers from accountability. 

If Congress doesn’t act to prevent gun violence, as President, I will. That’s a promise.

Is it the way it's 
made — from the treatment of the people involved in its construction to the stitching 
along the seams? 

As a Not For Sale supporter, we’re willing to bet your answer is “all of the above.” 
And while the fashion world has a long way to go to catch up, the 2015 Apparel 
Industry Trends Report -- created by Not For Sale and Baptist World Aid Australia -- 
shows important, if imperfect, progress. 

We hope you find the whole report fascinating, but here's a quick snapshot: 

• We're moving in the right direction. Two-thirds of brands rated in 2013 
had improved their grades in 2015, and brands were 39% more responsive 
when approached for feedback in 201 5 than in 201 3. 

• Some of the biggest brands are on board. H&M and Inditex (Zara) are 
among the best-rated brands in the report, making real efforts to pay better 
wages to workers throughout the supply chain. 

• We still have a long way to go. Only 12% of companies demonstrated 
any action toward paying wages above the legal minimum and -- even then -- 
only for part of their supply chain. 

• Supply chain transparency is critical. Of those rated, 91 % of companies 
still don’t know where all of their cotton comes from and 75% don’t know the 
source of all of their fabrics and inputs.

Clinton. I reach out to you today in my current role as Director of Government Relations for Huawei 
Technologies, Inc. (USA) and yours as Counselor to the President with responsibility for big data and 
privacy issues. 

You are no doubt aware of the report on the front page of the New York Times about the penetration 
of Huawei's equipment and internal servers by the National Security Agency (NSA). In light of the 
story, I write to request your indulgence for the opportunity to meet with you, informally and perhaps 
over coffee.

The United States military could stay in Iraq for "maybe a hundred years" and that "would be fine with me," John 
McCain told two hundred or so people at a town hall meeting in Derry, New Hampshire, on Thursday evening. 
Toward the end of this session, which was being held shortly before the Iowa caucuses were to start, McCain 
was confronted by Dave Tiffany, who calls himself a "full-time antiwar activist." In a heated exchange, Tiffany told 
McCain that he had looked at McCain's campaign website and had found no indication of how long McCain was 
willing to keep U.S. troops in Iraq. Arguing that George W. Bush's escalation of troops has led to a decline in 
U.S. casualties, McCain noted that the United States still maintains troops in South Korea and Japan. He said he 
had no objection to U.S. soldiers staying in Iraq for decades, "as long as Americans are not being injured, 
harmed or killed." 

After the event ended, I asked McCain about his "hundred years" comment, and he reaffirmed the remark, 
excitedly declaring that U.S. troops could be in Iraq for "a thousand years" or "a million years," as far as he was 
concerned. The key matter, he explained, was whether they were being killed or not: "It's not American 
presence; it's American casualties." U.S. troops, he continued, are stationed in South Korea, Japan, Europe, 
Bosnia, and elsewhere as part of a "generally accepted policy of America's multilateralism." There's nothing 
wrong with Iraq being part of that policy, providing the government in Baghdad does not object. 

In other words, McCain does not equate victory in lraq--which he passionately urges at campaign events--with 
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the removal of U.S. troops from that nation. After McCain told Tiffany that he could see troops remaining in Iraq 
for a hundred years, a reporter sitting next to me quipped, "There's the general election campaign ad." He 
meant the Democratic ad: John McCain thinks it would be okay if U.S. troops stayed in Iraq for another hundred 
years 

Well, it was straight talk. And McCain's combativeness livened up a session during which he alternated between 
the old McCain (as in punchy, feisty, humorous) and the old McCain (as in just plain old). He moved a bit stiffly 
on the stage set up in the middle of the Adams Memorial Opera House. And he--somewhat oddly-shared the 
spotlight with Senator Joseph Lieberman, who has endorsed him. Lieberman did not merely introduce McCain; 
he stood by McCain during the entire event, helping McCain to answer questions about education, climate 
change, and the Iraq war. Several times, Lieberman gave more coherent and animated replies than did McCain. 
Repeatedly, Lieberman maintained that McCain could rack up bipartisan successes as president. (The 
Lieberman sidekick bit was curious. But an elementary-age girl in the audience did say, after being handed a 
microphone, that Lieberman was her role-model and that she fancied McCain. Lieberman hugged her, and the 
whole crowd oohed at this cuteness.) 

McCain has been coming on strong in New Hampshire, where he beat George W. Bush by 18 points in the 2000 
Republican primary. (Some polls place him in the lead.) Eight years ago, McCain thrived as an independent- 
minded GOPer willing to blast the corruptions of Washington. These days, his stock appears to be rising 
because he has stuck with the Iraq war and boasts of years of national security experience. "If the world was 
stable, we could afford Mitt Romney as the national CEO," says a McCain campaign aide (who asks not to be 
identified). "But in an unsafe and unstable world, Republican voters, and some independents, are coming to see 
that we need a warrior in the White House." The crisis in Pakistan, this aide notes, was a timely reminder. 

So McCain is not doing so bad for a candidate who was on life-support last summer. But it's not that he has 
craftily orchestrated his revival; the other campaigns have fallen flat. Romney has hard a tough time selling 
himself as a fellow ready to be commander in chief. Rudy Giuliani cast himself as Mr. 9/1 1 -which is different 
from persuading voters you are Mr. Win the War. Fred Thompson, who highlighted the foreign policy experience 
he obtained on the Senate intelligence committee, has mounted a lackluster bid. Mike Huckabee has had little to 
say about national security and has gaffed too often on foreign policy. Regarding national security and the war, 
McCain has become the default Republican. 

"The Mac is back," Lieberman exclaimed in Derry. Perhaps it's merely that McCain managed to stay on his feet 
while his rivals have faltered. In the next few days, McCain and his supporters will be pushing him as the 
Republican who is ready for wartime. This is a potent argument. But will it win over the New Hampshire 
independents who swooned over McCain in 2000? This slice of the electorate is not particularly fond of the war 
McCain champions. Michael Dennehy, McCain's political director, says that independents "will agree to disagree 
on the war with him if they think he's being honest." Well, with McCain boldly declaring he doesn't give a damn 
how long U.S. troops are deployed in Iraq, his strategists can certainly say he is not holding back. Whether that 
indeed impresses independents (and Republicans) in New Hampshire won't be known until this Tuesday.

Glass Half Full: House Democratic Caucus Backs 
McGovern Afghanistan Exit Amendment

For those concerned the U.S. is becoming mired in a military quagmire in Afghanistan there was good news and 
bad news on the House floor this afternoon: 

The good news is that a majority of House Democrats just voted (131-1 14) to support the McGovern 
amendment to the House Defense Authorization bill that requires the Pentagon to develop a military exit strategy 
from Afghanistan. 

The bad news is that the overwhelming majority of House Republicans voted against the amendment (164-7), 
leading to its defeat. 

For opponents of endless war in Afghanistan, it is a question of the glass being half empty or half full. 

One the one hand, the glass is half full: this was a strong first vote on what will likely become a prolonged 
struggle. The early Congressional votes on the Vietnam and Iraq wars were lopsided affairs as Members took 
the bait that a vote against administration policy is a vote against our troops. With this vote, it's clear that a 
majority of Congressional Democrats understand that establishing a clear mission that includes a strategy for 
getting our troops home is necessary to support and protect the men and women we're sending into harm's way. 
Endless war is not. 

On the other hand, the glass is half empty: Congressman McGovern's proposal was very modest. It did not 
proscribe what the exit strategy should be or on what time-line it should be accomplished. It simply required the 
administration to come up with one. As Congressman McGovern argued on the floor today: "This should not be 
controversial." How does something that does what the president himself told a national television audience last 
month was needed in Afghanistan go down to defeat in the House? How does one oppose such a reasonable 
and modest proposal? 

Simple. You find yourself under pressure from your party leadership-be it Democratic or Republican-and the 
administration. Leaders on both sides of the aisle pulled out all the stops to defeat this measure. The Democratic 
and Republican leaders of both the Armed Services and Foreign Affairs Committees lobbied hard. They 
circulated a letter from all four leaders of the committees imploring a no vote while the debate was underway on 
the House floor. The administration enlisted the direct engagement of Secretary of State Clinton and 
Ambassador Holbrooke to convince Members to say no. The president may believe in the necessity of an exit 
strategy for US forces in Afghanistan but his administration is loathe to actually come up with one. 

The McGovern amendment may have come up short today, but nevertheless count me in the glass-half-full 
camp. Winning the House Democratic Caucus on an issue opposed by Democratic leadership and the White 
House is no small feat. Indeed, it is hard to vote against the position of a president who you so desperately want 
to succeed. But this is precisely why many did just that. They do not want to see this administration-and all of the 
hope and promise that it brings-mired in an endless war that ends in a disaster for all. The very real prospect 
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that the escalation of our forces in Afghanistan will make things much worse and not better is why 80% of 
Afghans oppose it. 

Our congratulations and thanks go to Congressman McGovern (D-MA), Congressman Walter Jones (R-NC), 
Congresswoman Barbara Lee (D-Ca), and Congresswoman Chellie Pingree (D-ME), the lead sponsors of this 
amendment. They deserve our thanks not only for taking a principled stand on an important and controversial 
issue, but for going to work to make this a significant vote - one that will stand as a marker for the struggle 
ahead. Come to think of it, with friends like these in Congress, our glasses are more than half full.

These are days of rage in American politics. Americans 
believe that the political and economic systems are rigged 
against them, that the government works only for the wealthy 
and that billionaires are buying elections.

Coupled with this rising 
impulse is a demand for bold reform of how America does 
politics. Understanding this dynamic may be the difference 
between winning and losing this year, and could spark a 
transformation in the way we run elections and our 
government.

The Rising American Electorate — the combination of 
unmarried women, people of color and millennials — makes 
up the majority of eligible voters and this year, for the first 
time in history, could comprise the majority of votes cast in a 
national election. This year the Rising American Electorate 
will be voting for change. Many of them, particularly white 
unmarried women, stand out as among those most 
disaffected with the direction of the country, and share a lot of 
emotions with white working class women and men, the first 
audiences for the candidates of rage. They all crave 
fundamental government and political reform and are likely 
to vote for candidates who share their alarm and frustration, 
according to recent research conducted by Democracy 
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Corps and the Women’s Voices Women Vote Action Fund. 

Over the course of last year, other major polls confirmed 
deepening voter belief in the need for reform. In November, 
a Pew Research Center poll found 59 percent of voters 
saying the government needs “very major reform,” up from 
37 percent in 1997. A June New York Times/CBS News 
poll found a stunning 98 percent believe campaign financing 
needs changing - with 85 percent saying that the system 
needs fundamental changes or to be rebuilt completely. 

Tapping into this desire for reform and acknowledging the 
need to end the influence of special interest money in 
elections and reduce waste in government - in combination 
with an agenda that helps working families - brings core 
constituencies including swing and Independent voters into 
the 2016 conversation. It also produces significant shifts in 
the electorate and helps address three big challenges: 


• Closing the enthusiasm gap: Our December 2015 
Democracy Corps/WVWVAF poll showed unmarried 
women, millennials and people of color significantly 
less excited about the election than older, white, 
conservative voters. 


• Ensuring unmarried women and millennial voters turn 
out in numbers large enough to drive wins not just in 
the presidential race but in Congressional and other 
races on the ballot too — a result that will help achieve 
their policy interests and goals. 


• Seizing the opportunity to align and find common 
cause with white working class women. 


We believe these challenges can be overcome by adopting 
a narrative that puts a middle class agenda at the center of 
the economic debate and leads the conversation with an 
embrace of reform: reform of BOTH politics and 
government. 

Many candidates from the highest level down have 
embraced a bold work and family agenda that aims to level 
the playing field for the middle class. The agenda includes 
policies that protect Social Security, make college affordable 
and cut student debt and help working families with child 
care, paid sick days and equal pay for women. 

But to engage, excite and increase turnout of progressive, 
independent and swing voters, these Americans must see 
that the parties and candidates themselves are enraged by 
the crony capitalism that is denying ordinary citizens a voice 
and a government that works for special interests, not 
taxpayers. That is why progressives must embrace upfront 
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the call for systemic political and government reform that 
includes barring corporate and secret contributions, ensuring 
taxpayers get their money's worth and rooting out waste. 

It is this sequencing of the message, starting with the 
demand to fix what’s broken, that captures voters’ attention 
and produces big increases in enthusiasm. In our most 
recent poll, 62 percent of Rising American Electorate voters 
described themselves as very enthusiastic about voting in 
2016, up from 56 percent after hearing the linked reform/ 
middle class agenda message. The message also produced 
a 10-point increase among millennials. 

Progressives should welcome the rage about politics 
because this momentum can be translated into electoral and 
policy changes. Messaging that combines a core 
progressive economic message with a powerful statement 
on reforming our politics and our government produces 
significant changes in the electorate that, if fully realized, 
could lead to increased voter participation and convert voter 
anger into positive action that starts to repair our political 
system and government. This year and this election might 
just be the moment when voters’ outrage triggers a new age 
for our nation, when our democracy delivers on the promise 
of majority rule.

Data Debunks Claim That Hillary Clinton 
Paid Women Less Than Men 


The following post first appeared on FactCheck.org 

The Republican National Committee chairman says Hillary Clinton paid women in her Senate office less 
than men. But annual salary data provided by the Clinton campaign show median salaries for men and 
women in Clinton’s office were virtually identical. 

What gives? The answer may be unsatisfying, but it boils down to methodology. 

RNC chairman Reince Priebus based his claim on a report by th eWashington Free Beacon of publicly 
available expense reports submitted biannually to the secretary of the Senate. Looking at median salaries 
among full-time, year-round employees, the Free Beacon concluded that women working in Clinton’s 
Senate office were paid 72 cents for each dollar paid to men. 

Pushing back against that analysis, the Clinton campaign provided FactCheck.org a list of the names, titles 
and annual salaries of every full-time person employed in Clinton’s Senate office between 2002 and 2008. 
Those data show the median salary for men and women to be the same at $40,000. The data also show 
Clinton hired roughly twice as many women as men. 

The Clinton list of salaries included full-time workers who may have worked only part of the year, or who 
took brief unpaid leaves of absence. The Free Beacon list excluded anyone who did not work for an entire 
fiscal year. Left off the Free Beacon list, for example, was a male assistant to the chief of staff earning a 
salary of $35,000, because he took a two-week unpaid leave of absence to work on a House campaign. 

“There are many different ways to measure these things and you will get slightly different answers,” Eileen 
Patten, a research analyst at the Pew Research Center told us in a phone interview. “It’s not that either data 
set is flawed. They just show different things.” 

American Enterprise Institute scholar Norman Ornstein, who regularly sifts through disbursement reports 
from the secretary of the Senate while doing research for the annual Vital Statistics on Congress report , 
said the data are difficult to use to track salaries because Senate staffers often toggle between Senate and 
campaign work. That churn was particularly true on Clinton’s staff, he said, because she was running for 
president in 2007 and 2008. For that reason, he believes the Clinton campaign methodology provides a 
more accurate measure of her record on pay equity. 
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We take no position on which may be the superior methodology — as Patten told us, both have benefits and 
tradeoffs. But we think it’s instructive to consider those benefits and tradeoffs. 

Pay in Clinton’s Senate office figures to be an issue because Clinton has made pay inequality, and gender 
discrimination, a focus of her campaign for president. 

Priebus’ Attack 

On the day Clinton formally announced her candidacy for president, Priebus went on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” and attacked Clinton on one of her signature causes — equal pay for women — claiming that she 
paid women in her office less than men. 

“[She] can’t have it both ways,” Priebus said. “She can’t pay women less in her Senate office and claim that 
she is for equal pay.” 

“We don’t know she did that,” host Bob Schieffer interrupted. 

Said Priebus: “Well, the facts don’t bear that out, the facts show that she didn’t pay women an equal amount 
of money in her Senate office.” 

As we said, Priebus’ claim is based on an analysis by the Washington Free Beacon, which concluded that 
women in Clinton’s Senate office were paid 72 cents for each dollar paid to men. Using publicly available 
disbursement reports, the Free Beaconbased its conclusion on the median salary for men and women — 
regardless of position — among employees who worked full-time for an entire fiscal year from 2002 to 
2008. 

“Salaries of employees who were not part of Clinton’s office for a full fiscal year were not included,” the Free 
Beacon report states. 

Using that methodology, the Free Beacon found the median annual salary for women working in Clinton’s 
office was $40,791, and it was $56,500 for men. The Free Beaconreporter who prepared the report, Brent 
Scher, declined to provide us with the raw data from his analysis to compare with the data from the Clinton 
campaign. But he said the Free Beacon stands by its report and its methodology, and his methodology was 
transparent enough to see how he arrived at his numbers. 

The Clinton campaign doesn’t dispute the accuracy of the Free Beacon data, but it argues the data and 
methodology lead to a misleading conclusion. 

“The Free Beacon based their analysis off an incomplete, and therefore inaccurate set of numbers,” said 
Josh Schwerin, a spokesman for the Clinton campaign. “The fact is, Hillary paid full-time men and women 
equally.” 

Schwerin provided FactCheck.org a list of the name, gender, title and annual salary of every full-time 
person employed in Clinton’s Senate office between 2002 and 2008. Notably, the Clinton campaign’s 
figures show the annual salaries of employees regardless of how long they worked in any given year. So if a 
woman was hired at an annual salary of $50,000 but only worked part of the year (and therefore earned 
some fraction of that $50,000), the Clinton data would include that salary in the women’s salary column. 
The Free Beacon report would not have included that employee at all. The Clinton campaign data also 
include employees who may have taken a brief leave of absence (sometimes to work for Clinton’s 2008 
presidential campaign). Because they did not work the entire fiscal year, they were not included in the Free 
Beaconreport. 

Taking out Hillary Clinton’s salary — we didn’t think it was fair to include her since she didn’t hire herself — 
the median annual salary for both men and women, regardless of how much of the year they worked, was 
identical: $40,000. 

(We spot checked dozens of the salaries provided by the Clinton campaign against the expense reports filed 
with the secretary of the Senate. Direct comparisons were not possible because the Clinton salary data was 
based on calendar years, while the public disbursement records are based on fiscal years. The annual 
salary numbers also do not take into consideration any bonuses an employee might have earned. But pro- 
rated for the amount of the year worked by the employee, the figures we checked generally matched up.) 
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The 77-Cent Figure 

The Free Beacon notes that its methodology more closely mirrors the methodology used by the Census 
Bureau to arrive at the oft-cited statistic that women earn 77 cents for every dollar earned by men in the 
U.S. Like the Free Beacon, the Census Bureau only considered full time, year-round employees. And so, 
the Free Beacon argues, Clinton leaves herself vulnerable to this kind of attack because she has, in the past, 
repeatedly cited that same 77-cent figure. 

For example, on Clinton’s Senate Web page just before she left the Senate (accessed via the Internet 
Archive Wayback Machine), it stated, “More than forty years after the Equal Pay Act was signed into law by 
President Kennedy, women still earn only $.76 cents for every dollar men earn for doing the same work.” 

More recently, Clinton tweeted this last year: 


@HillaryClinton, April 8, 2014: 20 years ago, women made 72 cents on the dollar to men. Today 
it’s still just 77 cents. More work to do. #EqualPay #NoCeilings 


We at FactCheck.org have been critical of this statistic in the past when it is portrayed as the pay 
disparity “for doing the same work.” That’s not what it represents. 

As we noted when Obama cited the statistic in a campaign ad, the Census Bureau figure is the median 
(midpoint) for all women in all jobs, not for women doing “the same work” or even necessarily working the 
same number of hours as men. In fact, women on average work fewer hours than men and are generally 
under-represented in jobs that pay more. In other words, it is inaccurate to blame the entirety of that wage 
gap on discrimination against women doing the same jobs as men for the same number of hours. 
Furthermore, the raw gap for all women is not quite as large when looking at weekly earnings rather than 
yearly earnings. 

The Pew Research Center, for example, did estimates based on hourly earnings of both full- and part-time 
workers and found that women earn 84 percent of what men earn. Why? According to Pew’s surveys, 
women were more likely to take career interruptions to care for their family, which can hurt long-term 
earnings. In addition, Pew noted, “women as a whole continue to work in lower-paying occupations than 
men do.” And last, Pew noted “some part of the pay gap may also be due to gender discrimination.” Women 
were nearly twice as likely as men to report that they had been discriminated against at work because of 
their gender. 

In a recent speech at the United Nations Conference on Women on March 10, Clinton did not cite the 77 - 
cent figure, and she noted that in addition to fighting for equal pay for equal work, closing the pay gap will 
require “encouraging more women to pursue [higher-paying] careers in science, technology, engineering 
or mathematics” (about the 11:35 mark). 

But the Clinton campaign isn’t arguing that the Free Beacon report is skewed because it is not a comparison 
of similar-level positions. It says the data show there was no pay disparity in Clinton’s office when looking 
at the median salaries of men and womenreparcZZess of job title. For that reason, we would caution that 
neither methodology — neither the Free Beacon's nor the Clinton campaign’s — purports to compare the 
salaries of men and women who were doing the same jobs. 

Using the salary data supplied by the Clinton campaign, we looked at median and average salaries for men 
and women in Clinton’s office year by year and found relatively minor differences. In five out of the seven 
years, the median salaries were slightly lower for women without Clinton’s salary included. But when all the 
years were combined, the median salary was $40,000 for both groups. The average salary — again, taking 
out Clinton’s salary — was nearly identical, $50,398 for men and $49,336 for women. And again, Clinton 
hired nearly twice as many women as men. 

So what accounts for the difference between the two sets of findings? Is it just because one includes 
employees who worked only part of the year (or had a leave of absence)? The example of 2008 is 
instructive. 
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According to the 2008 salaries provided by the Clinton campaign — which, again, includes anyone who 
even worked part of the year - the median salary for women was $39,500, while the median for men was 
$43,ooo. That works out roughly to women making 92 cents for every dollar earned by men. (In other 
years, it was the opposite — but as we noted earlier, the median for all seven years combined showed 
median salaries to be the same.) 

We then compared the annual salary data provided by the Clinton campaign with disbursement data 
available from the secretary of the Senate for fiscal year 2008 (Oct. 1, 2007, to Sept. 30, 2008). That 
doesn’t perfectly match up with the Clinton campaign’s calendar year figures, but it’s close. 

Of the 44 women listed in the annual salary data provided by the campaign, 26 of them worked only a 
portion of the year. And 10 of 24 men worked only part of the year. That means they either started or 
ended their employment sometime during the fiscal year, or, as was often the case, they took unpaid leaves 
of absence at some point during the fiscal year. Those would be the people not included in the Free 
Beaconanalysis. If those part-year employees are excluded, the median gap widened to $42,500 for 
women and $59,000 for men. That translates to women earning just 72 cents for every dollar earned by 
men. 

In other words, the Clinton campaign has a good point: Not counting those who worked only part of the 
year results in a wider pay gap for women in Clinton’s office. 

A comparison of both data sets shows that those who only worked part of the year represent a little over 
half of the men and women who worked in Clinton’s Senate office that year. Among those who only worked 
part of the fiscal year, and would not have counted in the Free Beacon analysis, the average and median 
salaries were higher for women. The median annual salary for women who worked only part of the year was 
$38,000, compared with $35,000 for men, our analysis of the Clinton salary database showed. The Clinton 
campaign argues that including those who only worked part of the year makes more sense, because it 
shows that women and men were offered comparable salaries. 

Some Examples 

The Clinton campaign also argues that any analysis ought to consider the salaries paid to Senate staffers 
who also worked for any of Clinton’s three political entities: Hill PAC, Friends of Hillary or Hillary Clinton 
for President. Often, employees were splitting their time between the Senate and political entities and 
earning significant salaries from those campaign entities, sometimes more than their work for the Senate 
office. 

For example, Huma Abedin, Clinton’s longtime assistant/senior adviser, was making a modest salary in 
Clinton’s Senate office ($14,000 in 2002 to $20,000 a year in 2008), but in the latter years of that time 
period, she was making significantly more money working for Clinton’s political entities (Friends of Hillary, 
Hill PAC and then the presidential campaign beginning in 2007 ). Public records filed with the Federal 
Election Commission show in 2008 that she was paid a total of nearly $97,000 in wages from Friends of 
Hillary, Hill PAC and Hillary Clinton for President. 

Another employee, Sarah Gegenheimer, was being paid a $20,000 salary as deputy communications 
director for Clinton’s Senate office in 2007, but she was also making $40,000 a year in the 
communications office of the Democratic Leadership Offices — Office of Senate Majority Leader and Office 
of the Democratic Whip, the Clinton campaign says. In addition, FEC records show she was paid another 
$24,000 in wages for work provided to Hillary Clinton for President and Friends of Hillary. 

In other words, both of those employees would have been counted in the Free Beacontally, and both were 
paid less than the median in Clinton’s Senate office, even though their combined salaries were much higher 
than the median. 

On the other hand, Dan Schwerin, a system administrator/assistant to the chief of staff, was not counted in 
the Free Beacon report, Scher said, because disbursement records show he was not on the payroll from 
Nov. 2 to Nov. 15, 2007 — even though his salary for the first half of the fiscal year was $15,349 and 
$20,333 for the second. The Clinton campaign said Schwerin took a brief unpaid leave of absence to help 
out on a House campaign. 
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Ornstein said this kind of movement is typical in Senate offices, particularly if the senator is running for 
reelection or higher office. Some full-time employees are permanently on the payroll year to year, but 
others bounce back and forth. The better way to make pay comparisons, he said, would be to look at the 
annual salaries adjusted for the amount of the year someone worked. 

“You have to try to compare apples to apples and that is difficult to do, but there is more sense in the way 
the Clinton people said to do this,” Ornstein said. 

LegiStorm, a nonpartisan group that tracks congressional salaries, warns on its website that the 
disbursement figures in the reports filed with the secretary of the Senate do not represent annual salary 
figures. On its FAQ page , LegiStorm explains, “Because of fluctuations associated with things like holiday 
bonuses or leaves of absence to work on political campaigns, annual salaries must be calculated with great 
caution. Some staffers receive additional non-taxpayer-paid income for political work they perform in 
their free time.” 

According to the Hatch Act, federal employees like those in Clinton’s Senate office are prohibited from 
engaging in partisan political activities while they are working on government time. However, as 
the Congressional Research Service explains, the law allows “most federal employees to engage in a wide 
range of voluntary, partisan political activities on their own off-duty time and away from the federal 
workplace.” Indeed, as the New York Times noted in 2001, “Virtually every member of Congress enlists 
government employees to do some campaign work.” 

As the data show, heavy turnover in the office together with movement between Senate and campaign 
staffs can make a big difference when comparing salaries in Clinton’s Senate office.

Here are updates and success stories in each of our ProgressNow partner states: 



CALIFORNIA/Courage Campaign: 

Camp Courage. Inspired by the "Camp Obama" trainings that powered neighbor-to-neighbor organizing across America in 2008, Camp Courage is 
an intensive two-day training designed to teach the principles and skills of community organizing to activists working to restore marriage equality to 
California. To date, Courage has held four Camp Courage events across the state - in Los Angeles, Fresno, San Diego and Oakland. Over 500 
people have attended. The camps seed the development of local grassroots activist teams and networks, especially in communities of color and in 
so-called "red" parts of California often overlooked by marriage equality activists. http://www.couragecampaign.org/CampCourage 

Equality Teams: Organized by volunteers county-by-county, the Courage Campaign has mobilized 23 Equality Teams in 1 5 counties across 
California. These teams are creating infrastructure to restore marriage equality to California, enabling community organizers to recruite a 
grassroots army of marriage equality activists, identify undecided voters, and participate in coordinated statewide Courage Campaign events. In 
the two months, Equality Teams have canvassed neighborhoods across California, recruiting scores of volunteers and conducting important

COLORADO/ProgressNow Colorado: 

Online and new media success with Angie Zapata trial the first successful prosecution of a hate crime for murder of a 
transgender 

In April, ProgressNow Colorado partnered with 50 progressive organizations including GLAAD and the Colorado ACLU to advocate for passage of 
federal hate crimes legislation by organizing around the hate crimes trial of Angie Zapata's killer in rural Greeley, Colorado. Angie Zapata was 
brutally beaten to death with a fire extinguisher because she was a transgender woman. The trial of Angie's killer marked the first time that 
Colorado's recently-expanded hate crimes law was applied in a case with a transgender victim, and it was also the first time that any state's hate 
crimes law resulted in the conviction of a transgender person's killer. 

We placed full-page ads in four major-market daily newspapers and 1 9 regional weekly newspapers to raise awareness of Angie's murder and 
the need for federal hate crimes legislation. We placed op-eds in papers around the state signed by opinion makers as diverse as a community 
organizer in Denver to a Pueblo city D to Congressman Jared Polis and U.S. Senator Mark Udall. We brought in nationally-recognized blogger 
Autumn Sandeen of Pam's House Blend to live-blog the trial from a transgender person's point of view. Her 975 updates on Twitter during the trial 
kept the world informed moment-by-moment, and her personal interactions with reporters at the trial had a noticeable influence on the traditional 
media coverage both locally and nationally. 

Before the trial, ProgressNow Colorado's Jen Caltrider interviewed members of Angie Zapata's family and produced a poignant video that has been 
watched over 1 7,000 times online and played on CBS Television's Logo network. We organized and advertised on Facebook, with 1 , 1 25,000 
people seeing our message at least nine times each, and building a list of over 5,000 supporters in two weeks. We also advertised with Google 
Adwords, with our message being shown over 1 3 million times and seen by over 2 million people. 25,000 people visited AngieZapata.com to learn 
about federal hate crimes legislation. The U.S. House of Representatives passed the bill with a large bipartisan majority two weeks ago, and the 
U.S. Senate is poised to take up the legislation in the next few weeks. 
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FLORIDA/Progress Florida: 

Working with NAACP and other progressive partners, Progress Florida distributed a letter among targeted members of the press from the Florida 
NAACP to Gov. Crist regarding his next Supreme Court appointment and the need for diversity. After following up the letter distribution with phone 
calls to contacts in the media, Progress Florida helped generate press for the NAACP on this critical issue. Working in coalition with Planned 
Parenthood, ACLU, Equality Florida and the NAACP, we recently succeeded in helping convince Gov. Crist to appoint a more moderate minority 
judge rather than the radical right wing jurist pushed by the NRA and Conservative Christian Coalition. 

Progress Florida successfully drove continued media scrutiny and helped orchestrate a major public backlash that forced the resignation of House 
Speaker Ray Sansom (R-Destin) after ethics violations and corruption were unearthed by the St. Petersburg Times. 

Ourwww.SackSansom.com website was featured and staff quoted, in numerous newspapers , radio programs and political/news 
blogs across the state. The public outcry led to a grand jury investigation and on April 1 7 th , Rep. Sansom was indicted on felony charges of 
"official misconduct". The implications of this are much greater than one person, as the grand jury indictment has sent shockwaves throughout the 
Florida capital and it calls for major reforms in the budget process. 


MICHIGAN/Progress Michigan: 

Progress Michigan's Lansing Can Do Better campaign targeted for defeat a proposal to build a new coal-fired power plant in the state's capital. 
Through strong messaging, earned media and online organizing pressure was put on Lansing Board of Water and Light Commissioners and City 
Council members. In less than a year, the utility's initially steadfast pro-coal position has eroded and they are now looking at clean energy 
alternatives. 

In our work with the Cure Michigan Campaign, the Embryonic Stem Cell Ballot Initiative, Ffogress Michigan was responsible for the online marketing 
and grassroots support of the issue. Through our efforts on Facebook, Twitter, YouT ube and working with progressive bloggers across the state, 
we were able to mobilize activists and supporters on an issue that we were not expected to win. It won 53-47 on the ballot. Pollsters and pundits 
after the fact attributed much of that success to the online activism. This week the Cure Michigan Campaign was awarded 'Best in Show' by the 
Central Michigan Public Relations Society of American (CMPRSA) for it's efforts in both traditional press outreach efforts as well as online outreach 
and marketing. In the year since the creation of our Twitter feed, we now have over 644 followers, who we engage regularly and in turn often 
retweet our calls to actions, blog posts, rapid responses out to their network, which has lead to spontaneous organic blog posts follows by 
influential online activists and members of the media. 

Progress Michigan worked with the America Votes table on the Obama Budget, and helped to organize, with the national support of Renew and 
Rebuild America, a press event around the Obama Budget. We were able to bring together environmental organizations, health care organizations, 
and labor organizations to call on Senator Stabenow to continue support for the Obama Budget. Progress Michigan took the lead on organizing the 
press event, putting together press materials, and writing talking points, as well as reaching out to the press. We also put out an online take action 
to call on members to write Senator Stabenow. 



MINNESOTA/Alliance for a Better Minnesota: 

Pre-Tea Party Blogger Briefing: 

Before the national tea parties - several that were being held in Minnesota - on the evening of April 1 4 ABM shared with the progressive bloggers 
in our state a memo we put together outlining the facts about the tea parties. The memo was titled "tea party primer" and was used extensively by 
bloggers throughout the rest of the week to counter the news coverage put out by the right wing. In addition to ABMs news conference, this 
groundwork gave the bloggers the tools and facts needed to smack down any untruths about the activities - and also forced several right wing 
bloggers to spend the time talking about the tea parties defending their organizing, participants, etc - in other words, we got them off their 
message. 

Tea Party Pushback: 

ABM took on the right wing on the day it's claimed as its own in Minnesota for more than 1 0 years - tax day. Building on the resources provided by 
national groups, ABM held a news conference on tax day that garnered coverage from every tv, radio and newspaper outlet (and most online) in 
direct response to the right-wing "tea party" concept. The coverage provided an argument for the things taxes pay for (services like teachers, 
police and roads) as well as cast doubt on the organizing and real intent of the events. The result: their tea party looked more like a whiny brat 
festival. ABM's response was used in several national meme's as well - and we started an online twitter fight that also got mainstream attention - 
when we asked folks to tweet about the things they are thankful that taxes pay for. 



NEVADA/ProgressNow Nevada: 

ProgressNow Nevada partnered with Si Se Puede to plan, organize, promote and moderate a forum designed to raise awareness about different 
types of immigration reform. The event was conducted in both Spanish and English and featured a wide variety of experts ranging from local 
attorneys, Hispanic business owners, teachers, legal and undocumented immigrants and grassroots political organizers coming together to 
discuss progressive immigration reform. This event generated significant Spanish media. 

ProgressNow Nevada successfully completed an online petition campaign urging the governor to accept federal stimulus funds for unemployed 
Nevadans. The governor had previously written to the president rejecting the funds. After the petition campaign, our press event and resulting 
media coverage the governor changed his mind and agreed to accept hundreds of millions of dollars in unemployment benefit money. The majority 
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of Nevada's unemployed are lower-income service workers and ethnic minorities. ProgressNow Nevada led a coalition of non-profit social service 
groups, many of which were quoted in news stories about pressuring the governor. 



NEW HAMPSHIRE/Granite State Progress: 

Granite State Progress has focused on helping partner organizations increase their online capacity, providing tools and language to increase online 
participation. For example, Granite State Organizing Project wanted to participate in the Good Jobs petition action but wouldn't have been able to 
collect many petitions in person on the four-day lead time. Using GSP's online tools, GSOP generated dozens of petitions from their membership in a 
couple of days. 

Progressive in New Hampshire were at a loss of how to handle President Obama's offer of a Cabinet position to Republican U.S. 

Senator Judd Gregg, and the Democratic Governor's likely appointment. 

Granite State Progress quickly presented the message frame that Gregg was refusing the hand of bipartisanship by dictating his successor, and 
then built on that message when Gregg chose not to take the position. Appearing in all major political columns and regional TV news, GSP 
successfully directed some of the attention away from Obama and Lynch's actions and focused in on criticism of Gregg's 



NEW MEXICO/Clearly New Mexico: 

Clearly New Mexico coordinated an all out pr blitz on pending legislative attacks on the nonprofit sector, working with over 30 organizations, a 
dozen letter to the editor, three op-eds and a half a dozen radio shows, we also coordinated a radio ad and grassroots calls with 4 nonprofit allies 
to kill a $400 million tax increment development district in the legislative session.

Clearly New Mexico created over 200 news stories this year, leading to the first ever limit on contributions in New Mexico campaigns and 
heightened awareness on the role of political contributions and pro-industry votes.

OHIO/Progress Ohio: 

Health Care: As part of HCAN, national leaders needed a Senate champion of a public financing option for the pending Healthcare debate. 
ProgressOhio was the direct HCAN conduit with Sen. Sherrod Brown's staff throughout the Fall of 2008 and Winter of 2009 to secure 
his role as the "champion" in the Senate of a public insurance option. ProgressOhio committed and arranged a date for a rally in support 
of the Senator with our partners in HCAN. Their was some concern about the date and time allotted - a Friday at 1 0:1 5 in the morning - but through 
our online to offline work and collaboration with traditional organizing groups we delivered over 500 people to a rally where Sen. Brown publicly 
committed his leadership to the public plan option. 

Youth: Sweatfree came to ProgressOhio for help in obtaining an executive order eliminating state purchasing from sweatshops oversees that take 
advantage of underage children. ProgressOhio launched a public relations program for them including a Shadows On High column, two press 
conferences that got statewide play, and worked with a local High School Girl's Field Hockey team which requested their school send back their 
uniforms and purchase others not made in Sweatshops. The result was an Executive Order by Governor Strickland changing State purchasing 
policy. 



PENNSYLVANIA/Keystone Progress: 

Held 2 RootsCamps, training and networking over 200 activists across Pennsylvania, Created news service for progressive bloggers and other 
new media. More than 75 participants who have placed hundreds of stories we forwarded to them from national and state partners. Assisted 
partners in conducting news conferences and developing media campaigns. Also wrote news releases and contacted media for numerous 
partners including SEIU BJ 32, ACORN, Sierra Club, Planned Pamethood Advocates, Equality Advocates, SEIU Healthcare PA, AFL-CIO, SEIU PA 
State Council, Alliance of Retires Americans. 

Built online network of 1 50,000, with over 40,000 active participants in first 8 months of existence. Created network of nearly 30 partner 
organizations doing cooperative netroots organizing. 



WASHINGTON/Fuse Washington: 

Budget Crisis Communications Program: Earned Media and Progressive Coordination 
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Fuse coordinated communications strategies and collaborative grassroots organizing for the progressive groups working on the State budget 
crisis. As the only group who was not focused on protecting specific programs, we were in the best position to coordinate collaborative efforts 
and promote cross-cutting themes. Our work directly generated ten TV news stories, over 60 radio news stories, and dozens more direct 
(quoting Fuse) and indirect (other groups using our messages) news hits. This story from KIRO news is a good example: http://

Veto Prevention Strategy: 2 days, 3 bills, 42 organizations, 2500 activists, 1 powerful message. After the Governor indicated she was 
seriously considered vetoing three of the biggest progressive wins of the 2008 legislative session (including the conservation community's Toxic 
Toys and Local Solutions bills), Fuse launched an urgent campaign to send the Governor a compelling message from progressives on ail three 
bills. Fuse was the only group in Washington that had actually worked on all three bills. 

Our two-day campaign recruited 40 of the leading progressive organizations in the state to cross issue lines and send a message to the Governor 
urging her to stand with the people of Washington and sign all three bills. Dozens of labor unions and social justice groups weighed in on behalf of 
the two conservation bills, while conservation groups supported a tax fairness bill. The message was reinforced by a letter from more than 2,500 
progressive activists- over 50 single spaced pages of signatures. She signed all three into law. 



WISCONSIN/One Wisconsin Now: 

One Wisconsin Now led the pushback effort against the "teabaggers" in Wisconsin, generating and providing talking points for coalition partners 
and leading the countermedia effort. OWN was featured in television, print and radio across the state, ensuring a progressive taxation message 
was featured universally in stories about the teabagging events. OWN pushback included earned media at the main teabagging event at the state 
capitol, press releases and follow-up opinion pieces in the state's largest newspapers. 

The Institute created and executed a successful strategy to draw media attention and pressure on the state's chamber of commerce, Wisconsin 
Manufacturers and Commerce, WMCWatch.org, which has spent millions of dollars on advertising and lobbying to promote a conservative policy 
agenda. As result of the Institute's work at WMCWatch.org and media attention to its effort, WMC publicly-announced its decision to refrain from 
continuing to run anti-progressive issue advertisements. 

OWN developed the Wisconsin Research Project, a collaborative legislative and judicial research program that is creating a permanent in-state 
progressive opposition issue research program. This program includes a research database which allows the categorization and organization of 
information on a permanent basis - the goal being a lasting resource for the progressive movement to assist with issues polling and strategic 
earned and paid media communications.

Jeb Bush eyes new role for his super PAC during 2016 
campaign 

DES MOINES, Iowa — Jeb Bush is preparing to embark on an experiment in presidential politics: delegating 
many of the nuts-and-bolts tasks of seeking the White House to a separate political organization that can raise 
unlimited amounts of campaign cash. 

The concept, in development for months as the former Florida governor has raised tens of millions of dollars for his 
Right to Rise super PAC. would endow that organization not just with advertising on Bush's behalf, but with many 
of the duties typically conducted by a campaign. 

Should Bush move ahead as his team intends, it is possible that for the first time a super PAC created to support a 
single candidate would spend more than the candidate's campaign itself - at least through the primaries. Some of 
Bush's donors believe that to be more than likely. 

The architects of the plan believe the super PAC's ability to raise unlimited amounts of money legally outweighs its 
primary disadvantage, that it cannot legally coordinate its actions with Bush or his would-be campaign staff. 

"Nothing like this has been done before," said David Keating, president of the Center for Competitive Politics, which 
opposes limits on campaign finance donations, "ft will take a high level of discipline to do it." 
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The exact design of the strategy remains fluid as Bush approaches an announcement of his intention to ran for the 
Republican nomination in 2016. But at its center is the idea of placing Right to Rise in charge of the brunt of the 
biggest expense of electing Bush: television advertising and direct mail.

Right to Rise could also break into new areas for a candidate-specific super PAC, such as data gathering, highly 
individualized online advertising and running phone banks. Also on the table, tasking the super PAC with crucial 
campaign endgame strategies: the operation to get out the vote and efforts to maximize absentee and early voting on 
Bush's behalf. 

The campaign itself would still handle those things that require Bush's direct involvement, such as candidate travel. It 
would still pay for advertising, conduct polling and collect voter data. 

Bush's plans were described to The Associated Press by two Republicans and several Bush donors familiar with the 
plan, who spoke on condition of anonymity because the former Florida governor has not yet announced his 
candidacy. 

Bush spokeswoman Kristy Campbell said: "Any speculation on how a potential campaign would be structured, if he 
were to move forward, is premature at this time." 

The strategy aims to take maximum advantage of the new world of campaign finance created by a pair of 2010 
Supreme Court decisions and counts on the Federal Election Commission to remain a passive regulator with little 
willingness to confront those pushing the envelope of the law. 

For Bush, the potential benefits are enormous. Campaigns can raise only $2,700 per donor for the primary and 
$2,700 for the general election. But super PACs are able to raise unlimited cash from individuals , corporations and 
groups such as labor unions. 

The main limitation on super PACs is that they cannot coordinate their activities with a campaign. The risk for Bush is 
that his super PAC will not have access to the candidate and his senior strategists to make pivotal decisions about 
how to spend the massive amount of money it will take to win the Republican nomination and, if successful, secure the 
270 electoral votes he will need to follow his father and brother into the White House. 

Super PACs got their start in presidential politics when former aides to GOP nominee Mitt Romney set one up to 
support him at the outset of the 2012 campaign. The group, called Restore Our Future, raised and spent more than 
$142 million. By comparison, his formal campaign raised $446 mi llion. 

The primary complication is the ban on coordination. For example, if the campaign decided to change its focus from 
one issue to another, it could not share that decision with the super PAC. 

One way Bush is already addressing the coordination ban is by frontloading his efforts inside Right to Rise. Because 
he is not yet a candidate, he can now spend time raising money for the super PAC and take part in strategic campaign 
planning under its auspices. 

Critics also believe that coordination can take place surreptitiously, and such illegal activity isn't punished by an FEC 
comprised of three Democratic and three Republican members unable to agree on most anything.

Former FEC commi s sioner Scott Thomas, a Democrat, doubts the Justice Department would ever look at such a 
case because the FEC has been so precise in detailing what is allowed and what is not. 

"You'd have to show a true smoking gun, showing the candidate controlling the campaign and the super PAC," said 
Thomas, a lawyer now in private practice in Washington. He can't see campaign operatives being that clumsy: "It 
would have to be a smoking gun left by someone who had the intelligence of an advanced fern."

Another option, 
which Jake and I find more attractive, would be to use this as a hook for driving a contrast message on tax 
policy. I've taken a stab below at what that might look like. This could be a post on The Briefing or Facebook 
or however we're planning to roll out the returns. If folks don't like this, I'd be happy to try the more personal 
narrative instead. 


Over the past few months, I’ve listened to Americans’ concerns about an economy that still seems 
stacked for those at the top. Nowhere is this imbalance more apparent - or more problematic - than 
in our tax code. It’s full of loopholes that allow the wealthiest Americans and most powerful 
corporations to game the system and avoid paying their fair share. It shouldn’t be possible for a 
highly-paid Wall Street trader to ever pay a lower tax rate than a teacher or a nurse, but too often that’s 
what happens. The current tax code also creates perverse incentives that discourage long-term 
investments that would grow our economy and raise incomes for hard-working Americans. 


I’ve made reforming our tax code to promote strong, fair, long-term growth a centerpiece of my 
campaign, and I will continue detailing specific new ideas in the months ahead. 


Today, I’m releasing my own family’s tax returns, on top of previous releases going back all the way to 
1977. Since 2008, we have paid $38,648,195 in federal taxes - with an effective tax rate of 35.7% in 
2014 - and donated $1 1,867,350 to charitable organizations. For those who remember Mitt Romney 
paying just a 14.1% effective tax rate, our bill may seem surprisingly high. But the truth is, for people 
who have been blessed with as much good fortune as Bill and I have been, it should probably be even 
higher. 


I believe tax reform should be guided by some simple principles. 


First, hard-working middle class families and small businesses need and deserve tax relief and 
simplification. 


Second, those at the top have to pay their fair share. That’s why I have called for closing the carried 
interest loophole, which lets wealthy financiers pay an artificially low rate, and implementing the 
Buffett Rule, which makes sure millionaires don’t pay lower rates than their secretaries. 


Third, the tax code shouldn’t reward companies for shipping jobs or profits overseas, or encourage 
quick trades on Wall Street at the expense of long-term investments that create jobs and raise incomes 
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here at home. I’ve proposed raising short-term capital gains tax rates for those in the top bracket and 
then going to a six-year sliding scale that will encourage longer-term investments. 


We hear very different principles from the Republican candidates running for President. For example, 
Jeb Bush would eliminate capital gains taxes for wealthy investors with no incentives for long-term 
holding. Marco Rubio’s plan would cut taxes for households making [around $3 million] a year by 
[almost $240,000] - more than three times the earnings of a typical family. That’s a budget-busting 
give-away to the super-wealthy and the sort of bad economics you’re likely to get from any of the 
Republican candidates. 


Families like mine that reap so many of the rewards from our economy have a responsibility to pay 
our fair share. And it’s not just the right thing to do — it’s also good for growth. To create jobs and 
raise incomes, our country needs resources to make big investments in infrastructure, innovation, 
clean energy, and education. That’s vital if we’re going to make the economy work for everyone, not 
just those already at the top. 


I believe that we all have to do our part to renew the basic bargain of America: If you work hard and do 
your part, you should be able to get ahead and stay ahead. And when you get ahead, America gets ahead 
too.

Two points I would push them on: 

1) If all they are going to do is prepare a report, I am not sure that gets us anything. PRPPA is fighting hard 
against any change at the moment and a report doesn't move the ball forward. They need to use the report as a 
tool to generate a call for action on some concrete steps, like a law requiring PRPPA to meet specific targets 
with a timeline for the conversion to renewables. They talk about some pretty specific goals but process of 
making them happen is critical and its not clear from the memo how that will occur. The key challenge they face 
is not figuring out what they need to do but figuring out how to get it done. 

2) The Culebra idea is interesting. In the past the previous Governor has called for making Vieques energy 
independent. Working on these two islands is something the foundation might want to explore as a joint project 
with the Government and PRPPA. Because of WJC's history with Vieques, it also gives us a hook. This would 
require a meeting between someone with the Foundation, PRPPA and the Governor. Don't know if they would 
agree but would be big if they did and would show the rest of PR that it can be done. PRPPA may have a 
lobbyist in DC and it might be easier to make the deal up here than down there where everything is so polarized.

McCain Has Rejected Goldwater Legacy. Says 
Granddaughter 

John McCain is prone to tout himself as a "Goldwater Republican," the inheritor of a party and ideology that his 
Senate predecessor from Arizona, Barry Goldwater, helped shape decades ago. 

But Goldwater's own family members say that, if the family patriarch were alive today, he would be sour on 
McCain and shudder at the kind of conservatism that the current GOP nominee is proposing. 

"I don't know if he would recognize the Republican Party today," Alison Goldwater Ross, a registered Democrat 
and granddaughter of the 1964 GOP presidential candidate, told The Huffington Post. "I'm sure if we were to 
raise his ashes from the Colorado River... he would be going, 'What? This is not my vision. This is not my party.'" 

Such bewilderment, Ross offered, would extend to McCain, the man who took over Goldwater's seat in the 
Senate in 1987 and currently is the GOP standard-bearer. The two Arizonans clashed on several occasions 
during their political careers. Goldwater, as documented in "Pure Goldwater." a book by the Senator's son 
Barry Jr., was depressed and angered by McCain's involvement in the Keating Five scandal. Later in his career, 
a rift developed between the two after McCain used Goldwater's name -- without his permission -- for 
fundraising purposes. 

"My grandfather felt that he was deceived by McCain," she said. "Because he looked at McCain and said, here 
was this young guy who has a lot of potential in the Republican Party, who is coming through the ranks, and 
then he pulled something like this. My grandfather had to ask, 'Is this something I want to be close to?"' 

That Goldwater's grandchild says McCain doesn't represent her grandfather's political tradition is not an 
insignificant revelation. McCain has, in the past, acknowledged a deep desire to impress the elder Goldwater 
and continue his conservative legacy. In his memoir, "Worth the Fighting For." McCain said of his 
predecessor: "I admired him to the point of reverence, and I wanted him to like me.... He was usually cordial, just 
never as affectionate as I would have liked." 

And on several occasions, McCain has deliberately taken steps to position himself as the inheritor of the 
Goldwater revolution. In the final speech of his "biography tour," McCain traveled to the historic Yavapai 
County Courthouse, a location where Goldwater started all his bids for office. 

The reality, some observers claim, is that McCain and Goldwater are two contrasting breeds of Republicans. 
Ideologically, Matt Welch writes in "McCain: The Myth of a Maverick," the two have a fundamentally different 
idea about the role and scope of the federal government. But, on a broader level, the Republican Party as a 
whole has shifter drastically away from Goldwater's vision. 

"I think, at the end of my grandfather's career, first of all he would be looking at what state we are in today with 
what Bush has done, and I think he would be just incredibly appalled," said Ross. "I think his head would be 
spinning. How in the world did we get ourselves in this state? How did this happen? What went wrong? Where 
did this Republican Party go?" 

On the issues of Iraq, women's rights, and the separation of church in state, Goldwater's granddaughter says 
the gulf between Barry and McCain is vast. 

"I don't think my grandfather would ever pander to the religious right like McCain did. That would get him angrier 
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than anything. He believed in the division between church and state, he fought that constantly. And these guys 
are getting in there... religion is a wonderful thing but it does not have any place or purpose in politics," she said. 
"My grandfather was for women's rights. The idea that my body is mine, and what I want to do with it, I will do 
with it... McCain isn't of that mindset." 

So, whom would Goldwater support if he were alive today? Ross, whose dissatisfaction with McCain was first 
expressed on the website of BraveNewFilms . wouldn't say. But she herself is "leaning towards" Sen. Barack 
Obama, despite believing that Sen. Hillary Clinton has gotten the short end of the stick in terms of press 
treatment because of her gender. 

"Hillary, you know, was a Goldwater girl. And she has this great tenacity," Ross said. "Unfortunately, she has 
been directed in some ways that haven't really worked for her campaign... I really like what Obama is 
representing. I like the fact that if he becomes our next president, the walls will come down; people around the 
world will view the U.S. as a more enlightened, open-minded country. It will be, overall, an extremely positive 
mood."

Trying to counter Republican opposition to sweeping climate change legislation moving through Congress, a 
liberal-labor coalition is calling them obstructionists tied to Big Oil. 

Americans United for Change, in a TV ad that is to begin airing Wednesday in Washington, in contrast compares 
President Obama to another young, ambitious Democrat. 

"Fifty years ago a young President challenged us to put a man on the moon. John Kennedy’s vision put America in 
the forefront of the technological revolution that created the jobs of the future — for a generation Americans," the 
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announcer says. 

"Today President Obama has challenged us again - to create the jobs of the future for our generation - millions of 
clean energy jobs. But the oil companies and the Republicans just say no. There have always been those who said 
no to progress. But America has never taken no for an answer." 

The spot ends with a plea to call Congress to urge passage of the bill, which supporters say will create clean energy 
jobs and reduce carbon emissions. 

The ad is the latest in a series trying to paint Republicans as the "party of no" — opposing Obama's agenda, but bereft 
of any ideas of their own. 

Republicans say the cap-and-trade global warming bill would mean huge energy tax increases — the last thing the 
economy needs during a recession.

I’m worried that the hostility toward 
Obama among donors who buy Bibi’s line about his commitment to Israel could cause you to run away from his 
(and your) overall foreign policy record, which would be a big mistake in the same way that it will squeeze you 
into a corner that you do not need to be in and prevents you from making a bold case for your success as 
Secretary of State. 

Let’s assume a deal with Iran gets done. Then, as I write here, http://www.project-syndicate.org/commentary/ 
obama-foreign-policy-record-by-anne-marie-slaughter-20 15-04 . Obama will have a foreign policy legacy to be 
proud of — doing exactly what he said he would do when he came in by opening up relations with Myanmar, 
Cuba, and Iran and thereby helping to to transform US relations with three distinct regions. These are diplomatic 
achievements rather than military, and economic as much as political. George W. Bush isolated us in the world; 
Barack Obama reconnected us in ways that allow us to advance peace and prosperity, etc. There’s still a gaping 
hole in terms of your kind of leadership, but he kept his eyes on the prize and did things that mattered. And you 
did one of those with him (Myanmar) and laid the indispensable groundwork for the other two. 

Finally, the entire “Obama doesn’t care about Israel” narrative shifts attention from the real issue with Israel, 
which is that this government is missing one of the greatest opportunities in Israel’s history to move from pariah 
state to political broker and economic anchor of the Middle East. I made that case in a few short paragraphs in 
the New York Times Up for Debate (reprinted below) yesterday; Fareed’s column this week makes almost 
exactly the same case. It’s not even about what is right for the Palestinians; it is about what Israel could be and 
do if it could just move to the next phase of its history rather than remaining mired in insecurity and hostility of its 
past. 

This didn’t seem like Mother’s Day reading, so wanted to get it off today!

Israeli government been so resolutely opposed even to serious negotiations. 

Real peace could allow Israel to form political, military and economic alliances to make it a regional power broker 
and let Palestinians thrive. 

The center of the Middle East - Iraq and Syria - is disintegrating, mixing virulent and horrifically violent religious 
fanaticism with civil war and criminal and corrupt governments. But that conflagration has created a new set of 
actual and potential alignments. Saudi Arabia and the Gulf States are openly willing to work closely with Israel - 
against Assad, and in the Saudi case, against Iran. But Turkey and Iran would be willing to work with Israel - 
drawing on its superlative intelligence and military capabilities - against ISIS. And Egypt under President Abdel 
Fattah el-Sisi is once again willing to work with Israel against Hamas. 

With a Palestinian peace that included normalizing relations with all Arab countries, as the Arab Peace Initiative 
of 2002 and 2007 proposed, Israel could move from pariah state to power broker overnight. 

On the economic front, the opportunities are even greater. An Israeli-Palestinian peace would lay the 
groundwork for Ispajor (an economic union of Israel, Palestine and Jordan), the Middle East equivalent to 
Benelux (Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg). It’s hard for us to remember now, but Benelux was 
created as a customs union in 1944, when World War II was still raging and the entire European economy was in 
a shambles. It became the nucleus for the entire European Union. 

Israel and Palestine have the strongest tech economies in the region; a peace that would allow Israeli economic 
growth to extend to Palestine would then create opportunities for Jordan to join and turn its current divide 
between Palestinian Jordanians and native Jordanians into an advantage. Investors worldwide would flock to a 
stable and relatively well-governed bright spot in the region, with oil and gas resources, a port on the 
Mediterranean and highly educated Israelis and Arabs. It seems like a mirage today, but with an Israeli- 
Palestinian peace it would become a logical next step. 

Abba Eban, the great Israeli diplomat and author with a flair for epigrams, is supposed to have said, after the 
Geneva Peace Conference in 1973: “The Arabs never miss an opportunity to miss an opportunity.” Today it is 
the Israeli government that never misses an opportunity to miss an opportunity. 

But Eban also said: “History teaches us that men and nations behave wisely once they have exhausted all other 
alternatives.” Let us hope that the current Israeli government is the last alternative Israelis exhaust before they 
finally realize the tremendous opportunity of peace - if it is not too late.

Defeat ISIS 
By Hillary Clinton 
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These past few days, all of us have tried to make sense of yet another 
senseless terrorist attack. I know that Americans are anxious and fearful, and 
we have reason to be. The threat is real. The need for action is urgent. 


Our intelligence and law enforcement agencies will continue learning about 
what led to the massacre in San Bernardino just as French and Belgian 
authorities are doing so in Paris and Brussels. But this much we do know: 
The threat from radical jihadism has metastasized and become more complex 
and challenging. We’re seeing the results of radicalization not just in far-off 
lands but right here at home fueled by the internet. It’s the nexus of terrorism 
and technology, and we have a lot of work to do to end it. 


As hard as this is, Americans now have to move from fear to resolve. 

America has beaten bigger threats before, and we will defeat this one as well. 


Resolve means depriving jihadists of virtual territory just as we work to deprive 
them of actual territory. They are using websites, social media, chat rooms, 
and other platforms to celebrate beheadings, recruit future terrorists, and call 
for attacks. We should work with host companies to shut them down. It’s time 
for an urgent dialogue between the government, and not just our government 
- government and the high-tech community to confront this problem together. 


Resolve means supporting also our first responders, like the officer in San 
Bernardino who said he would take a bullet for the civilians he was rescuing. 
We owe them our support and gratitude and whatever help they need. Local 
law enforcement should get the support, training, and coordination they need 
in their communities from counterterrorism experts in Washington. It also 
means taking a close look at safeguards in visa programs and working more 
effectively with our European allies on intelligence and information sharing. 
And yes, Congress must act to ensure that no one who is a suspected 
terrorist can buy guns anywhere in America. 


Resolve means going after the threat at its source in Iraq and Syria and 
beyond. Our goal must not be to deter or contain ISIS; our goal must be to 
defeat ISIS. And I have put forth a three-prong plan to do that. 


First, deny ISIS territory in Iraq and Syria by leading an intensified air 
campaign and working with local and regional forces on the ground. Second, 
dismantle the global infrastructure of terror, the networks that supply radical 

jihadists with money, weapons, and fighters, and stop them from recruiting 
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and inspiring. And third, toughen our defenses at home and those of our 
partners against external and homegrown threats. 


An effective fight on the ground against ISIS is essential, but that does not 
mean deploying tens of thousands of American combat troops. 


It does mean stepping up efforts to get more Arabs and Kurdish fighters into 
the fight against ISIS on both sides of the Iraq-Syrian border, supporting the 
Iraqi Security Forces while pressuring Baghdad to pursue a more inclusive and 
effective approach, and immediately deploying the Special Operations Forces 
that President Obama has already authorized with more to follow as more 
Syrians get into the fight. We also have to demand that our Arab and Turkish 
partners carry their share of the burden with military, financial, and diplomatic 
contributions. We will do our part, but it’s their fight too, and they need to act 
like it is. 


Dealing with the conflict in Syria with respect to Assad is central to this whole 
effort. We need to continue Secretary Kerry’s efforts to move toward a 
diplomatic solution to the civil war in Syria that paves the way for new 
leadership and enables Syrians from every community to take on ISIS. 
Investing the Russians in this outcome and getting them to step up and do 
their part will be difficult but essential. And we have to pursue a transition 
away from Assad and an intensified fight against ISIS simultaneously. We’re 
not going to get Syrian opposition forces to fight ISIS in earnest without the 
credible prospect of a transition, and that’s going to take more pressure and 
leverage. It’s one of the reasons why I have proposed creating a no-fly zone 
as well as safe havens and more robust support for opposition forces. 


And finally, it’s crucial that we embed our mission to defeat ISIS within a 
broader struggle against radical jihadism. 


Extremist groups like ISIS feed off instability and conflict, and there is no 
shortage of that in the Middle East today. Decades of repression, poverty, 
corruption, a lack of pluralism and tolerance turn the region into a powder 
keg. That’s why we have to keep working with our friends and partners to 
support economic and political modernization; train effective and accountable 
local intelligence, law enforcement, and counterterrorism services. And once 
and for all, the Saudis, the Qataris, the Kuwaitis, and others must stop their 
citizens from funding extremist organizations and stop supporting radical 
schools and mosques around the world that have set too many young people 
on a path toward extremism. 
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So across the board, we must act with courage and clarity. And it’s important 
to remind ourselves that Islam itself is not our adversary. This is not and we 
should not let it become a clash of civilizations. It is a clash between hate and 
hope -- and the vast majority of Muslims are on our side of the battle unless 
we drive them away. We can’t buy into the very narrative that radical jihadists 
use to recruit new followers or alienate partners we want and need at home 
and abroad with reckless rhetoric. Declaring war on Islam or demonizing the 
Muslim American community is not only counter to our values; it plays right 
into the hands of terrorists. 


Muslim Americans are our neighbors, our co-workers, loved ones, friends. 
Many are working every day all over our country to prevent radicalization. We 
should be supporting them, not scapegoating them. But, at the same time, 
none of us can close our eyes to the fact that we do face enemies who use 
Islam to justify slaughtering innocent people. We have to stop them and we 
will. Radical jihadists, like so many adversaries in our history, underestimate 
the strength of our national character. Americans will not cower or cave, and 
we will not turn on each other or turn on our principles. We will defeat those 
who threaten us. We will keep our country safe and strong, free and tolerant.

HuffPost: The Obama Test: Personnel is Policy

Forget the election. With November 4 just days away and Barack Obama positioned to become the nation's first African 
American president, the question has begun to turn to: Who gets what? 

Does former South Dakota Senator and Majority Leader Tom Daschle have the inside track to become the White House chief 
of staff (COS), or maybe William Daley, Secretary of Commerce in the Clinton administration? 

Obama campaign manager David Plouffe could seek the COS post himself, and he has a lot of chits outstanding. Sources 
say John Podesta, a former COS to President Clinton and head of Obama's transition team, has indicated he does not want to 
go back to the same job, but some think he could change his mind if pressed. 

If Obama wants to pick a close personal friend and trusted adviser for the job, he may look to Valerie Jarrett, an African 
American mover-and-shalcer in Chicago who, in 1991 while deputy chief of staff to Chicago Mayor Richard Daley, hired 
Michelle Robinson, Obama's wife-to-be. 

The Chief of Staff choice may prove to be one of the most important Obama makes at a time when the country faces a 
severe economic crisis, and when newly enlarged Democratic majorities in the House and Senate will be pressing for 
approval of their special projects after eight years in the wilderness. President Clinton, who took office after 12 years of 
Republican administrations, picked a weak manager as his first chief of staff, Thomas F. "Mack" McLarty III, and many 
believe the choice contributed to Clinton's problematic first two years in office. 

It's widely agreed that John Kerry would give up his Senate seat if offered Secretary of State, but does Obama want him? 
Kerry is keenly watching at least two potential competitors, Greg Craig, a top Obama foreign policy adviser, and Indiana 
Republican Senator Richard Lugar, who would bring bipartisanship to the Cabinet. Would Kerry take UN Ambassador? 
Richard Holbrooke is a possible, but not likely, choice at State, given the view inside the Obama camp that Holbrooke lost his 
shot in trying to persuade foreign policy types to sign up with Hillary instead of the Illinois Senator. 

One source raised the question: "Is there a role for Tony Lalce?"Lake put the Obama foreign policy team together but has said 
that his job ends on November 4, and that he wants nothing. Could Obama make him an offer — like CIA director — that he 
can't refuse? Lake was willing to take the job under Clinton, but withdrew in the face of Republican opposition in the Senate. 
Lake might also be tempted by the UN job, "although he has a second marriage and young kids." 

Craig, Susan Rice, Samantha Power and a number of others are considered likely candidates for National Security Adviser. 
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Craig and Rice have been speculated about for the UN. 

Within days of winning, Obama is expected to announce his economic team. One theory is that he will try to calm the 
markets by appointing Larry Summers at Treasury, and Laura Tyson as his number two. Summers has a brilliant academic 
record and relevant experience, but he also has enemies, especially among women angered by his comments about female 
under-representation at the top levels of research science. Obama is known to be looking closely at Timothy F. Geithner, the 
respected president of the New York Fed, as another possibility for Treasury. 

Obama has indicated that he will consider reappointing Flenry Paulson at Treasury, but Paulson's performance has not been 
receiving high grades lately, diminishing this possibility. 

The appointments Obama makes are not only the blood and guts of Washington gossip, but, more importantly, they are clear 
signals of the direction the new administration will take, reflecting the accuracy of the observation that "personnel is policy." 
For the Washington lobbying and special interest group community, appointments are crucial, determining success, access, 
and business. 

A key test will be Secretary of Defense. Obama has indicated he is considering keeping Bush appointee Robert Gates. Such a 
move could signal that the new president wants Republican cover for a relatively quick troop withdrawal, or that he is 
acceding to pressure from generals on the ground to go slow on the promised pull-out. There are others on the Defense list, 
including Nebraska Republican Senator Chuck Flagel who would lend a bipartisan aura, and Thomas Pickering, a career 
foreign service officer who became Under Secretary of State for Political Affairs during the Clinton administration. 

Pickering, in the view of some Obama watchers, is a man of parts who, after making good money working for Boeing, 
could take over at the CIA, the National Security Agency, or become Director of National Intelligence. 

Another man mentioned as a potential candidate in the Defense-National Security orbit is Richard Danzig, who served as 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense for Manpower, Reserve Affairs and Logistics under President Carter, and as 
Secretary of the Navy under President Clinton. Danzig has also emerged more recently as a Middle East expert. 

A 'Class A' Cabinet post, Attorney General, could go to Arizona Governor Janet Napolitano, or possibly to African American 
Obama adviser Eric Holder, or to Jamie Gorelick, considered a top-flight lawyer and a star at both the Pentagon and as 
Deputy Attorney General at Justice under Clinton. Massachusetts Governor Deval Patrick has been mentioned as a possible 
AG, although sources in the state say that he has told them he wants to complete a first term and run for a second. Other 
AG possibles include Alabama Congressman Artur Davis and Chicago US Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald, who prosecuted the 
Scooter Libby CIA leak probe. 

There has been talk that Napolitano could be picked as Secretary of Homeland Security, as there has been that fonner 
Indiana Congressman Tim Roemer, who sponsored legislation creating the Department and who later served on the 9/1 1 
Commission, is in the running. Roemer has also been discussed as a possible head of the CIA 

If Daschle does not make the cut for COS, he could be offered Secretary of Health and Human Services (HHS), according 
to yet another source. Additional prospects for the HHS post are Connecticut Representative Rosa DeLauro and Howard 
Dean, who is a medical doctor as well as the current Democratic Party chairman. 

Two high-ranking Democrats in the House, Norm Dicks of Washington and George Miller of California, could be in the 
running for Secretary of the Interior; Miller has also been mentioned as a possible Education Secretary. Another politician 
with a shot at Interior is Former Alaska Governor Tony Knowles. 

The list of potential Education Secretaries includes Joel Klein, New York public schools Chancellor, and Stanford's Linda 
Darling-Hammond. 

While not as important as Chief of Staff, the White House Counsel has in many administrations played a crucial role, 
especially in fights with Congress over executive branch testimony and over access to information. Top campaign finance 
expert, Robert Bauer, who is a key Obama advisor and a widely admired legal advisor, may have an inside track for this job 
if he wants it, but he has told associates that he plans to remain outside the administration while providing advice to the 
political wing of the operation. 

California Republican Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger has not ruled out serving in a Democratic administration and is 
viewed as a possible Secretary of Energy or as the administrator of the Enviromnental Protection Agency. Another potential 
choice for Energy Secretary is Massachusetts Congressman Ed Markey, although if Kerry were to get State, Marlcey might 
fix his attention on an appointment to Kerry's Senate seat.

Cassandra Butts, "a pal of Obama's at Harvard," could be a candidate for Housing and Urban Development or for the 
Education Department. She may have to fight off competition from a powerful interest group, the US Conference of 
Mayors, however. At least three current and former chief executives of major cities have been mentioned for HUD, including 
the District of Columbia's Tony Williams, Detroit's Dennis Archer and Atlanta's Shirley Franklin. 

There could be some intense competition for the Labor Secretary spot, with Service Employees Institutional Union (SEIU) 
president Andy Stem, former Democratic House Leader Dick Gephardt, and former House Democratic Whip David Bonior 
looking at the post. 

Among those under consideration for Transportation are Minnesota Congressman James Oberstar, chairman of the 
Transportation & Infrastructure Committee, and Pennsylvania Governor Ed Rendell, a Hillary supporter in the primaries. 
Rendell has also been discussed as a possible Commerce Secretary, along with former Dallas Mayor Ron Kirk and Kansas 
Governor Kathleen Sebelius. 

Montana Governor Brian Schweitzer has been mentioned for Agriculture, but sources say that coming to Washington could 
damage Schweitzer's appeal as a Western politician and his potential as a candidate for national office in the future. Former 
Iowa Governor Tom Vilsack, who also backed Hillary in his state's caucus, is another prospect for the post. 

A choice that would probably win widespread support would be the selection of former Georgia Senator Max Cleland, who 
lost both legs and one arm in Vietnam. Many Democrats remain deeply bitter over Cleland's defeat in his 2002 re-election bid 
at the hands of Saxby Chambliss who ran an ad showing Cleland's face morphing into Osama bin Laden. 

The prospects after November 4 for all of these competitors remain highly uncertain. One of the most consistent qualities of 
the Obama operation is that key players hold their cards close to the vest. From all outward appearances, Obama intends to 
make his appointments quickly and has reportedly already started the vetting process on 700 possible candidates for jobs at 
all top levels. Facing two wars and the threat of a brutal recession, Obama will have little leisure time after election day, 
when he will have to negotiate the tricky two-and-a-half-month transition process during which he will be the president-elect 
with an adversary still holding the powers of office.

Hi all, 

Wow. What a huge week. The Adani Carmichael mine and the whole Galilee Basin fossil fuel 
industrial complex is in its death throes. 

First the big win in the Federal Court that overturned the approval of the Adani mine, followed closely 
by the announcement that Australia's biggest bank (Commonwealth Bank) is no longer working with 
Adani. The media coverage has been epic and it has been a big struggle to try to shape the story in 
the face of the coal industry and federal Government attacking the environmental movement. 

There is so much media coverage it is hard to know where to start - no doubt you have seen quite a 
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lot of it from your google alerts. I have copied a couple of pieces below. The first is a picture from a 
news-stand that says it all, followed by an article that will run in the Australian Financial Review 
tomorrow by the most senior resources writer in the country who sums up the situation pretty well. 

The campaign is not over yet - but it is getting closer by the day and we have some more ammunition 
yet to fire. Next week Tim Buckley & the IEEFA team will be launching their Indian Energy Sector 
report (Tim has actually built a financial model of the Indian energy sector) that shows that India will 
cease coal exports within the next few years and building the case for Adani (and everyone else) to 
invest in renewables instead. 

The coalition of groups that have been campaigning to get the banks to rule out financing the project 
have already pivoted today to escalate the campaign towards the other 3 big Australian banks who 
are all holding their AGMs at the same time as the Paris COP. And on Monday we have a meeting to 
thrash out the federal election strategy to build on the momentum from the Galilee/Reef campaign. 

The court win and the imminent win against the Adani project is only hardening the resolve of the 
mining industry and the Federal Government to try to smash the environmental movement. They are 
claiming that the court win was 'a technicality' a 'bureacratic stuff up' and a 'loophole' when it was 
clearly a case of the Minister failing to examine the impact of the mine on endangered species. Of 
course it isn't the first time that the coal industry has treated endangered species (or indeed climate 
change) as a 'technicality'. 

The industry have also dusted off the old 2012 leaked coal strategy to try to claim that there is some 
kind of foreign funded and tightly orchestrated conspiracy to systematically destroy the Australian 
coal industry. (I seriously don't know where they get these whacky ideas from!) Shudder to think that 
environmentalists would use environmental laws to protect the environment! 

The attacks will no doubt continue over the coming weeks but the movement here is really firing well 
and is continuing to build more and more momentum. 

Anyhow, I'm going to have the evening off. And then tomorrow afternoon I am going to buy a few 
bottles of bubbly for a celebration with the EDO legal team, our colleagues at Getup, Greenpeace, 
350.org , EOF, Australian Youth Climate Coalition, Mackay Conservation Group, Market Forces and 

the brilliant and tireless Sunrise team. 

You should all drink a toast for a very successful week. Without your support none of this would have 
happened and the mine might have been half built by now. 

The fight isn't over yet but we are on the trajectory to win and it is important to celebrate the big 
milestones along the way.

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Time-out for Adani's Queensland coal pariah

The existential struggles of a hard-working skink and slightly poisonous but otherwise unremarkable snake have left Queensland's $16 
billion Carmichael coal project on life support and its sole proponent, Adani Group, in emergency-room discussion with the state 
government. 

But it is increasingly difficult to believe that Adani will linger too much longer before pulling the plug on this pariah of a coal project 
that has, so far fruitlessly, absorbed just shy of $2 billion. 

Carmichael was planned to be Australia's biggest coal mine. The first phase of the central Queensland mine was supposed to cost 
$US6.5 billion ($8.9 million), making it one of the bigger countercyclical resources investments in Australian history. And 
preconstruction work was supposed to begin at the mine site some time in September so that first coal could start sailing off to Adani's 
power stations in India by late 2017. 

But a bureaucratic stuff-up that was cleverly identified, and then impressively prosecuted in the Federal Court, by the coalition of anti- 
coal lobbies that have lined up against a fleet of six Galilee Basin projects means that Adani's September deadline will be missed. 

In May and June, the head of Adani's Australian operations, Jeyakumar Janakaraj, told The Australian Financial Review that there was 
ever less tolerance at head office for further delay of progress at Carmichael and the window of investment opportunity would be put at 
risk of closure if schedules were again pushed out by Australia's approval lethargy. 

Time is the factor of critical importance to an investment decision most often overlooked by politicians and observers alike. It is an 
issue, though, well-appreciated by the activists armed to stop coal. 

Projects are designed and costed around schedules. Carmichael's milestones, ultimately, reflect Adani's increasingly immediate need 
for coal to feed its own power stations. By our reckoning Adani needs about 10 million tonnes a year of reliable high-quality coal 
supply by 2017. For four years Adani has worked to make Carmichael the solution. But all the evidence suggests the project is now the 
problem and that Adani is close to burying Carmichael and seeking more certain alternatives. 

Depending on you view point, that is either a massive win for the environment regionally and globally, or a highly indicative setback for 
the Australian economy and for the people whose current and future welfare depended on development of the Galilee Basin's coal. 


Carmichael the frontier project 

That is the great thing about living in a democracy: people can own and propagate vastly different views on matters trivial or important. 
And let's be very clear here: this one is important. Carmichael is the frontier project in the Galilee Basin. If Adani walks then this new 
energy horizon closes for the forseeable future and possibly permanently. 

To appreciate what is up for grabs here, you need to understand that Carmichael is about 800 kilometres from the coast. Adani, in the 
form of either the company or its billionaire senior owner Gautam Adani, wants to build the mine and the railway that will link it to an 
already expanded coal terminal at Abbot Point. 

There are five other proposals to build mines around the Galilee Basin. Only one other had a realistic plan to build a railway and that 
project (the Hancock-GVK joint venture) has collapsed into legal contest over the Indian group's failure to meet payment schedules. 

So, as coal globally reaches what the anti-coal lobby hopes is an investment tipping point of no return, Adani's is the first and maybe 
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last hope of any sort of progress for the Galilee. 

Coal is a relatively ubiquitous and cheap source of energy. That is why it is a cornerstone of most serious long-term forecasts of global 
and regional energy needs. Coal is also the biggest single contributor to the global accumulation of carbon emissions that an informed 
consensus says is changing our climate. That is why the Financial Times has dubbed coal the world's most hated commodity. 

The First World's problem with coal has, in a moment of classic economic perversity, made it all the more attractive to the emerging 
world. Coal is suddenly in relatively shallow and apparently permanent oversupply, and that means the price is flat-lining at historically 
low levels. 

So, while the underlying economics of Carmichael are being tested by the current low coal price, Adani suddenly has a whole lot of 
choice about where it might source its coal. The market for mines and the commodity they produce is highly liquid. Adani needed to 
spend another $US4 billion to bring the first phase of the Carmichael story to a close. The fact is that Adani's capital might easily be 
redirected to more mature opportunities less likely to be critically delayed by activists legal and direct. 

There is a lot of talk, for one example, that Rio Tinto's Hunter Valley coal system is on the market, with both Glencore and Mick 
Davis' X2 said to be circling the dataroom. 

Since March there has been gathering evidence of Adani's growing ambivalence about Carmichael as work on planning, 
preconstruction preparations and project financing was either pulled or slowed. Most recently, Adani withdrew a funding mandate from 
the Commonwealth Bank, which had been the Australian bank charged with marketing Carmichael's three-layered funding package. 

Skewed confusion 

There has been some typically skewed confusion over this decision. Some have preferred to believe that the CBA dropped Adani's 
business, and to market this as a sea-change in Australian banking's embrace of coal as an asset class. But we have been reassured 
by both bank and former client that Adani ended the mandate, and that Australia's biggest bank remains open for coal business. 

Certainly this fits with advice consistently offered by the CBA's chief executive, Ian Narev. Like his peers among the pillars, Narev 
routinely receives anti-coal's most important advocates and, just as routinely, insists that just walking away from coal would be as bad 
for his shareholders as it would be for the Australian economy. 

Until the canning of the CBA, Adani presented each of these retreats as sensible brinkmanship. The foreign investor was simply 
announcing to governments state and federal that it would spend no more without final tick-off on the last of its Commonwealth 
environmental approvals. But closing the door on finance appears to signal more enduring intent. 

Just to be clear on the approvals issue, the one Adani regarded as its investment trigger was a Commonwealth sign-off on the week's 
worth of dredging needed to drive a new shipping lane between Adani's new coal export pier at Abbot Point and the existing shipping 
channel that take boats through the Great Barrier Reef. 

This approval has been a matter of local and global contention. It sat central to the environmental lobby's sustained effort to get the 
GBR placed on UNESCO's list of "at risk" environmental wonders. Had that happened, then Carmichael's goose would already have 
been cooked. But it didn't: in late May UNESCO decided not to risk-list the Reef. 

Adani and the state government (which is the applicant for the dredging approval because the port authority will do the digging and the 
spoil dumping) expected Commonwealth indulgence to arrive finally in August. And with that Adani would get work started at the mine 
site. 

But that potential has been blown out of the water by Canberra's stuff-up. By failing to indicate that the Environment Minister had 
adequately contemplated the impact of the mine on a pair of endangered species that live around the impact area, the environment 
department has undermined the legal sustainability of Carmichael's approval and this little part of the whole has to be addressed all 
over again. 

That is going to take maybe two months. But that might be time that Carmichael just doesn't have. And can we really expect that the 
even more fraught dredging approval will arrive in happy tandem with the redrafted mine sign-off? If not, then we might be into 
November and possibly beyond before Adani's approval-chickens are lined up. Again, that might be time that this project doesn't have.

When former Iowa Attorney General Bonnie Campbell's husband died in 2010, the first condolence phone call she 
received was from Bill Clinton. The second came from Hillary Clinton. 


The Clintons checked in on Ed Campbell every few weeks as he battled a long illness, Bonnie Campbell recalled in an 
interview last week, serving if only over the phone as a shoulder to lean on. 


"They have many more friends than just me, and closer friends," Campbell said of the former president and perhaps 
future president. "But when I hear people say Hillary seems cool and distant — that's just not right. She's one of the 
warmest, most genuine people I know." 


When Hillary and Bill Clinton arrive in Indianola this afternoon for the 37th Harkin Steak Fry, they'll rekindle relationships in 
the nation's leadoff presidential voting state that go back three decades — and perhaps begin forming new ones as she 
deliberates another run at the presidency. 


Campbell, a veteran of Bill Clinton's Department of Justice whom he later nominated (unsuccessfully) for a federal 
judgeship, is just one of many lowans sharing a long history with the powerful couple. 


A 201 6 campaign in Iowa would almost certainly combine members of that trusted network with a new generation of 
campaign talent, many of whom came up over the past seven years in the Obama campaign machine, Iowa politicos said 
last week. 


Beyond Campbell, the loyalists include Jerry Crawford, an Iowa fixer dating to Bill Clinton's presidency, and former Gov. 
Tom Vilsack and his wife, Christie. The new crew will skew younger, and comes with resumes mentioning President 
Barack Obama's victorious Iowa campaigns and Ready for Hillary, the independent pro-Clinton group active in the state. 


Hillary Clinton is well-known for surrounding herself with a core of longtime, forever-loyal aides, said Jonathan Allen, a 
Bloomberg News reporter and co-author of "HRC: State Secrets and the Rebirth of Hillary Clinton." 


"Hillary Clinton values loyalty, and she's a pretty insular person," Allen said. "She wants people around her she can trust." 


But Allen said Clinton and her top aides are looking to expand the circle in 2016. 


"There is a desire on the part of Hillary Clinton and some of the people closest to her to hire new people this time, to try 
to welcome folks who are better with modern technology, and who have a better feel for grass-roots campaigning in 
various states and particularly in Iowa," he said. 
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Nationally, speculation has been running high as to who might lead a new Clinton campaign. Politico reported early this 
month that John Podesta, a longtime Clinton associate who serves as counselor to Obama, was most likely to serve as 
chairman or in another top executive role. 


Longtime advisers and aides Minyon Moore, Cheryl Mills, Huma Abedin, Jake Sullivan and Dan Schwerin are expected to 
have roles in the national campaign as well, Politico reported. 


The old guard 


A run for president in 2016 won't be Hillary Clinton's first statewide campaign in Iowa, of course, and she'll have plenty of 
pre-existing relationships to draw on as she looks to build support. Here are a few: 


Jerry Crawford 


Crawford, 64, might be thought of as the dean of Iowa Democratic political strategists. The Des Moines attorney's resume 
includes chairman or director roles on six presidential campaigns. His history with the Clintons runs deep. He was state 
director for Bill Clinton's presidential campaigns in 1992 and '96 and a Midwest regional co-chair of Hillary Clinton's '08 
race. He's now advising the independent Ready for Hillary group ahead of a possible 2016 run. 


Bonnie Campbell 


Campbell, 66, a former Iowa attorney general and candidate for governor, traces her history with the Clintons to 1987, 
when she was chairwoman of the Iowa Democratic Party and Bill Clinton was exploring the possibility of a presidential run 
in '88. After her gubernatorial defeat in '94, she joined the Clinton Justice Department, working on violence-against-women 
issues that are dear to Hillary Clinton. In 2008, she was Hillary Clinton's Midwest co-chair alongside Crawford. 


The Vilsacks 


Tom and Christie Vilsack — Iowa's first couple from 1999 through 2007 — are longtime Clinton friends and backers of 
Hillary Clinton's presidential aspirations. One early connection comes through Christie Vilsack's brother, Tom Bell, who 
served with Clinton on the Watergate Committee in the 1970s. More recently, Tom Vilsack endorsed Clinton and served 
as a national co-chair for her 2008 campaign (after ending his own short run for president). 


Andy McGuire 


McGuire, 57, a doctor and health care executive, has a long history of activism and support for Democratic candidates in 
Iowa, not the least of whom is Hillary Clinton. McGuire was a co-chair of Clinton's 2008 campaign and made several 
appearances with the candidate and on her behalf throughout the caucus campaign. In one high-profile appearance, 
McGuire lunched at Palmer's Deli on Ingersoll Avenue in Des Moines with Hillary Clinton; her mother, Dorothy Rodham; 
and Hillary's daughter, Chelsea Clinton. 


The new guard 


Several prominent Iowa politicos who weren't part of Clinton's machine in 2008 are signaling allegiance — or at least 
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hearing their names floated — for a second run in 2016. 


Derek Eadon 


Eadon, 30, has Iowa campaign experience dating to 2002, and was one of the first Iowa politicos to join then-U.S. Sen. 
Barack Obama's caucus campaign team in January 2007. He was state director for the '08 campaign's successor 
organization, Organizing for America, and worked for Obama's re-election through 2011 and 2012. For the past several 
months, he's been Midwest regional organizing director for Ready for Hillary, the independent group building grass-roots 
support for a Clinton candidacy in 201 6. 


Sarah Benzing 


Benzing, 37, is running Bruce Braley's campaign for the U.S. Senate, previously managed his congressional campaign 
and was chief of his House staff. The Neola native and University of Northern Iowa grad also has extensive campaign 
experience across the country. She was campaign manager for Sens. Kirsten Gillibrand of New York in 201 0, Sherrod 
Brown of Ohio in 2012 and Edward Markey of Massachusetts in a 2013 special election — all winners. 


Tyler Olson 


The four-term state representative was an early supporter of Obama in 2007, served briefly as state party chairman in 
2013 and was a declared candidate for governor before withdrawing amid a divorce from his wife. Although he's not on the 
ballot this year and won't hold office in 2015, he's not quitting politics and has already signaled support for Clinton's 
candidacy. Olson, 38, was the emcee last January at a Ready for Hillary event in Des Moines. 


Jackie Norris 


Once a fixture of ObamaWorld, Norris sent signals this year that she's backing Clinton for president in 2016. The 44-year- 
old New York native has a long history in Iowa, serving as finance director for Tom Vilsack's successful 1998 run for 
governor and state director for Al Gore's 2000 presidential campaign. She was a senior Iowa adviser to Obama in 2007-08 
and followed him to the White House to be first lady Michelle Obama's chief of staff. Like Olson, she has appeared 
publicly on behalf of Ready for Hillary. 


Steak fry basics

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — White House speculation in overdrive, Hillary Rodham Clinton returns to Iowa to pay tribute 
to the state's retiring Democratic senator as anticipation builds over the possibility of another presidential campaign. 


Clinton and her husband, former President Bill Clinton, were to headline Sen. Tom Harkin's annual steak fry fundraiser in 
rural Indianola. Sunday's event is expected to draw more than 5,000 party activists who form the backbone of Iowa's 
presidential campaigns every four years. 


Following a summertime book tour, Clinton was making her biggest campaign splash in 2014 so far, opening a fall of 
fundraising and campaigning for Democrats who are trying to maintain a Senate majority during President Barack 
Obama's final two years. The event was serving as a farewell for Harkin, a liberal stalwart and former presidential 
candidate who is retiring after four decades in Congress. 


Obama defeated Clinton in the state's leadoff presidential caucuses in January 2008, and the former secretary of state 
has not returned since. Iowa Democrats said Clinton remained widely popular and predicted she would receive broad 
support if she chooses to run again. 


"Barack Obama was a phenomenon. He just was. I'll give him credit, he worked hard in Iowa, but so did she,” Harkin said, 
when asked if Clinton would do things differently in Iowa if she runs in 201 6. "I don't think she ran a bad campaign at all. I 
just think Obama was on a roll." 


The hotly-contested 2008 caucus created a record turnout of more than 239,000 lowans, far above the 124,000 who 
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participated in 2004. 


The Clintons' arrival offered the possibility of a fresh start for the former New York senator and first lady, whose campaign 
stumbled in the months leading up to the caucuses. 


Anti-war activists opposed her vote to authorize the Iraq war in 2002 and coalesced around Obama, who had opposed the 
war as an Illinois state senator. Clinton was often insulated by a large entourage in a state where face-to-face retail 
politics has long been a hallmark of campaigns. 


Clinton, who has conferred with Iowa Democrats in recent days, would enter a presidential campaign with a large 
advantage over potential rivals. Early polls have shown her leading other Democrats by wide margins, including Vice 
President Joe Biden and Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley. 


Biden is traveling to Des Moines next week and has not closed the possibility of another campaign while O'Malley has 
made several visits to the state and dispatched staffers to Iowa this fall. 


Harkin's final steak fry was expected to be the largest since Hillary Clinton's last appearance in 2007, when she was 
joined by Obama, Biden and other Democrats running for president. Bill Clinton has appeared at the event three previous 
times. 


It was also serving as a pep rally as Democrats try to hold onto Harkin's seat. Democratic Rep. Bruce Braley faces 
Republican state Sen. Joni Ernst in one of the nation's most competitive Senate campaigns. Clinton is also expected to 
make the case for Staci Appel, a Democrat running in an open congressional seat against Republican David Young. No 
woman has ever been elected to Congress or governor in Iowa. 


Clinton has said she expects to decide on another campaign early next year. 


The Clintons were attending a private reception for Harkin at Principal Park, the home of Des Moines' minor league 
baseball team, before traveling to the hot-air balloon field where the senator has held the fundraiser since the early 1 990s. 


The Clintons count Harkin and his wife, Ruth, as longtime friends. Harkin was a vocal supporter of Bill Clinton during the 
impeachment crisis and Hillary Clinton served alongside Harkin for nearly a decade. Bill Clinton faced Harkin in the 1992 
presidential primaries but never competed in Iowa. The candidates bypassed the state because of the Iowa senator's role 


Ready for Hillary, a super PAC laying the groundwork for a Clinton campaign, plans to be visible at the steak fry, handing 
out T-shirts and signing up volunteers.

DES MOINES — Hillary Rodham Clinton will wade back into Iowa and the unique brand of retail politics that so 
confounded her during the 2008 campaign on Sunday, taking her first steps back toward the presidential stage in the 
state that did so much to doom her White House ambitions. 


Mrs. Clinton’s attendance at the 37th and likely final steak fry hosted each year by Senator Tom Harkin, a Democrat who 
is retiring, will bestow some much-needed heft on Democratic candidates in Iowa who are stuck in tight midterm races 
and who, unlike Republicans in the state, have not benefited from the support of many 2016 presidential hopefuls. 


But the handshaking, speechmaking and beef eating will also allow Mrs. Clinton, alongside former President Bill Clinton, 
to take a measure of the pivotal early caucus state, which came to symbolize the dysfunction and disappointment of her 
last presidential campaign. 


More than 5,000 people are expected to attend the steak fry, the most since Mrs. Clinton last went in 2007, along with 
then-Senator Barack Obama and other Democratic presidential hopefuls. Over 200 journalists have requested credentials. 


Mrs. Clinton has not been in the state since January 2008, when she finished in third place in the caucuses and Mr. 
Obama was first propelled toward the nomination. For many Iowa Democrats counting on the Clintons to bolster their 
ticket this year, the once and perhaps future first couple’s return cannot come soon enough. 


“I’m anxious to see them Sunday and chat,” said Mark Smith, the Democratic leader of the Iowa House. He said he would 
ask the Clintons, who have been in demand in tight 2014 races, “for help and to explain to them the value of investing in 
Iowa and a Democratic House here.” 


Iowa Democrats need to gain only four State House seats to win a majority, and particularly at the local level, party 
officials here rely on the fund-raising prowess of national figures. 


The Clintons are expected to arrive with their personal staff on a private jet early Sunday and attend an expensive fund- 
raiser at a minor-league baseball stadium in Des Moines for Mr. Harkin’s To Organize a Majority PAC before going to 
Indianola for the steak fry. 


Excitement to see Mrs. Clinton will not necessarily translate to votes, as she learned in 2008, when she finished behind 
Mr. Obama and John Edwards. 


Activists in Iowa, like those in New Hampshire, famously demand personal attention from White House prospects, a ritual 
that can grate on the candidates and their staffs. For all the talk about whether Mrs. Clinton’s centrist tendencies match 
her party’s liberal moment, winning in Iowa is often as much about paying respect to its one-vote-at-a-time tradition as it 
is about ideology. 


After Mrs. Clinton’s unexpected 2008 defeat, aides bruised lowans’ egos by playing down the state’s influence in 
presidential elections. “The worst thing would be to overcount Iowa and its importance,” Mark Penn, Mrs. Clinton’s chief 
strategist in 2008, said after the votes were counted. “Iowa doesn't have a record of picking presidents.” Another aide 
compared the Iowa caucus to “a mayor’s race in a medium-sized city.” 
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Organizationally, Mrs. Clinton’s campaign struggled with the Iowa style of politics. For example, Jan Bauer — the 
Democratic chairwoman of Story County, north of Des Moines, who supported Mr. Obama — received three calls from 
him and only one from Mrs. Clinton, she said. And, unlike Mr. Obama, Mrs. Clinton did not ask for Ms. Bauer’s vote when 
she did call. “If you’re not willing to ask, you’re not going to get a commitment,” Ms. Bauer said. 


Asked whether she would get behind Mrs. Clinton in 2016, Ms. Bauer said: “I haven’t gotten to that point yet. I’m looking 
to see what kind of an organization they’re going to put together.” 


Mrs. Clinton’s supporters said she had learned her lesson. “The challenges she saw in 2008 would be fixed this time 
around,” said Jennifer M. Granholm, a former governor of Michigan and an adviser to Ready for Hillary, an outside group 
that builds grass-roots support for Mrs. Clinton’s candidacy. 


Ready for Hillary has already signed up backers in all 99 Iowa counties and has 250 volunteers at 84 county conventions. 
It has run phone and email drives to promote the steak fry and rented a billboard near the Des Moines airport. 


“One of the lessons from last time is that people have to feel very attended to at the most local level,” said Jerry 
Crawford, a Des Moines lawyer and longtime Clinton supporter. 


Mitch Stewart, director of Mr. Obama’s field operations in Iowa in 2008, said it was important to remember how unusual 
that election was. “She got 70,000 people to caucus for her,” he said of Mrs. Clinton. “By any other standard, it would 
have been a gigantic success.” 


Mr. Stewart, who now advises Ready for Hillary, said several early supporters of Mr. Obama had already signed up to 
support Mrs. Clinton in 2016, including State Representative Tyler Olson of Cedar Rapids and Jackie Norris, who was Mr. 
Obama’s Iowa caucus director. 


Mrs. Clinton is not expected to say anything explicit about the 2016 race on Sunday. Mr. Crawford said her team had 
been “very precise about what they want to do”: honor Mr. Harkin’s long career in public service and fire up Democrats for 
this November’s elections, with a particular emphasis on the tight Senate race here, which could decide which party 
controls the chamber. 


Mrs. Clinton’s position as the presumptive Democratic front-runner has lessened the usual swarm of would-be candidates 
to Iowa. The only Democrat with serious presidential aspirations to engage extensively here so far is Gov. Martin 
O'Malley of Maryland, who has contributed over $30,000 to Iowa candidates and committees, raised more by hosting 
fund-raisers and held 12 events. 


But Republicans have had the benefit of near-constant visits by 2016 hopefuls. 


“It’s been six years since Mrs. Clinton came to Iowa after her third-place finish, and definitely we are curious to hear what 
her explanation is,” said Jeff Kaufmann, chairman of the Republican Party of Iowa. 


He said he did not expect Mrs. Clinton to receive an improved reception, “unless there’s been some kind of born-again 
experience in terms of how to interact with the common people.” 


At least one master of Iowa politics, Mr. Harkin — like others who want to ensure that Mrs. Clinton competes here —

disagreed with that assessment. “There’s this myth that somehow she screwed up,” he said. “It’s just that Barack Obama 
was a phenomenon. He just outhustled everyone. She knows that. I think she knew it then.” 


Washington Post: “Tom Harkin. Bill Clinton and the changing Democratic Party”

DES MOINES — Sen. Tom Harkin keeps two mementos on the wall of his office, reminders of where he came from. One 
is a picture of his mother’s birthplace in Slovenia, a house with a dirt floor, a house that her family shared with the 
animals. The other is the card his father received when he joined the Works Progress Administration during the New Deal. 


His mother died when he was 10. His father never got beyond sixth grade and was in his 70s and suffering from black 
lung and other maladies by the time Harkin was in high school. He watched one of his brothers, who was deaf, struggle 
and eventually lose his job when the factory owners broke the union. 


Harkin learned his politics from those experiences growing up in tiny Cumming, Iowa, whose 2010 population was 351. He 
saw what the New Deal and Social Security, and later Medicare, did for his father. Out of all that, he came to believe that 
“government could do good things for people. It could help lift people up and give people hope.” 


He has been described in many ways over the years: brash, in your face, a no-excuses Democrat, a partisan and bare- 
knuckle orator with a zest for political combat. When he announced his candidacy for president in the fall of 1 991 , he 
said, “I'm here to tell you that George Herbert Walker Bush has feet of clay, and I intend to take a hammer to them.” 


During times of changing political fashions, Harkin never wavered in his beliefs. As the country shifted to the right, as 
public dissatisfaction with big government rose, as organized labor went into retreat, Harkin continued on the same path. 
Today he is seen as one of a dying breed of Democrats. At a time when many in his party have run from the label and 
government’s effectiveness has been called into question by Republicans, he remains unabashedly an old-fashioned 
liberal. 


Richard Bender, who worked for Harkin from 1977 to 2013, told my colleague Phil Rucker this weekend: “To staff, he is 
not Senator Harkin. He is Tom. There’s too much of a tendency for these guys to become something that’s super-special 
— the elevator’s always open, the senator sits where the senator wants to sit — and he’s still this little guy from 
Cumming.” 


At the end of the year, Harkin will retire from elective office after five terms in the House and five in the Senate. Among 
his accomplishments is the one of which he is most proud: passage of the Americans With Disabilities Act. He is also 
proud of the fact that he has defeated more sitting members of Congress (five) in his elections than anyone else in 
history. 


Steak fry politics 
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On Sunday, Harkin will convene his annual steak fry and political rally at a balloon field near Indianola. It will be the 37th 
and last steak fry. The featured speakers are former president Bill Clinton and former secretary of state Hillary Rodham 
Clinton. It will be her second appearance and his fourth. 


With the 2016 presidential campaign looming, more attention Sunday will be on Hillary Clinton than her husband. But in 
many ways, the event will highlight a relationship between Harkin and the former president that offers a window into the 
ebbs and flows within the Democratic Party over the lifetime of their careers. 


Harkin and Bill Clinton ran against each other for the Democratic presidential nomination in 1992 — the old-fashioned 
prairie liberal vs. the Southern New Democrat. Harkin was a throwback to the party’s proudest days under Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. Clinton was out to redefine the party after the Democrats had lost three consecutive presidential elections to 
Ronald Reagan and Bush. 


The 1992 campaign began with Bush appearing almost unbeatable, with an approval rating touching 90 percent in the 
winter of 1991 after the Persian Gulf War. Democrats were terribly demoralized. Long before Clinton even announced his 
candidacy, it was Harkin who began to rouse his party back to life. 


In that summer of 1991 , Harkin traveled the country preaching his brand of the old-time religion. He offered hot rhetoric 
that brought audiences to their feet cheering. “It’s time to get up off our knees and fight back,” he would thunder at labor 
rallies and party dinners. 


Clinton entered the race in the fall of 1991 and soon became the front-runner for the nomination, despite the scandals that 
hit his campaign. A frustrated Harkin lashed back at his rival during the heat of the primaries. He said Clinton had “bought 
into Reaganomics” and that his tax policies “did to Arkansas what Reagan did to this country.” 


Reminded of those lines on Friday, Harkin chuckled. “I wonder who wrote those lines for me,” he said. But then he said 
this: “It became clear to me that Clinton was much better prepared to run for president than I was and really had it all put 
together. And watching him in the campaign, I became convinced that he really had the right stuff.” 


Shortly after dropping out of the race, Harkin endorsed Clinton. That fall, Clinton made his first appearance at the Harkin 
steak fry. He came back in 1 996, when he was cruising to reelection but when Harkin was in one of the toughest 
reelection battles of his career. Harkin has never forgotten. 


Clinton returned again on a rainy Saturday in 2003. The other speakers included the party’s 2004 presidential candidates. 
Clinton overshadowed them all. No other speaker has appeared as often. 


Yet, though they have become friends and allies, their politics remained at different ends of the Democratic Party 
spectrum. Even as his party under Clinton and later was moving to the center and becoming more business friendly, 
Harkin never shed or hid his liberal identity. 


“I couldn't do that,” he said. “So I had to win elections by being the liberal, the progressive that I am, the pro-labor 
candidate that I am.” 


Thoughts on Hillary Clinton 
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I asked Harkin on Friday where he thinks his party is today and where he fits into it. He paused a few seconds to think. 
“As a whole, I think the Democratic Party is much more progressive, liberal, now — oriented that way now — than it has 
been for a long time.” 


He believes that it has moved back toward the left both because of the Republican Party moving to the right and because 
of President Obama. “Obama was pretty damn progressive ... when he ran and the issues he ran on,” he said. “That was 
a very liberal person. Still is, I think.” 


And where does he think Hillary Clinton fits along the spectrum? “Well, I think that’s probably yet to be determined,” he 
replied. “I think that from what I know of Hillary — I’m not terribly close, but we’ve known each other for a long time — 
she’s very smart, very intelligent and, I tell you, she is much more progressive in her thoughts and her inclination than 
most people may think.” 


Harkin almost became an airline pilot. He took steps to become a life insurance salesman. He said he narrowly escaped 
becoming part of a small law firm whose principal later went to jail for embezzling his clients’ money. Now he is about to 
become an ex-senator. Where does he fit in? “I hope that I’ll continue to have an outlet for my progressive views,” he 
said. “I'm looking for different outlets for that. But I know one thing. Once you leave the Senate, you’re out. I got that.”

"We're always nervous about people moving too far to the right," Harkin replied. "See we -- a lot of us believe the center 
ought to be moved back, that the that center has moved too far right."

"Well, I don't know," he said. "I mean I think this is something that will be developed and we'll find out when she - if -- 
when and if she decides to run. You know, what's her vision for America?" 


He noted that he thought President Barack Obama-- whose presidential candidacy took off in Iowa in 2008, though Clinton 
was initially considered the frontrunner--was "a great progressive and a great populist," but that he hasn't always been 
happy with the president's record, either.

Sen. Bernie Sanders said on Sunday he’s considering running for president in 2016, but maybe not as an independent. 

“The issue is setting up the infrastructure of running,” the independent senator from Veront said on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” “One of the reasons I’m going to Iowa is to get a sense of how people feel about it.” 


Sanders said he believes more people are frustrated with their political parties and could align with an independent 
presidential candidate, but that setting up the infrastructure needed for a serious candidacy throughout the states could 
be difficult. 


Whether he runs for president as a Democrat, he said, doesn’t have anything to do with whether former Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton runs. 


“The issue is not Hillary. I’ve known Hillary Clinton for many years. I have a lot of respect for Hillary Clinton," Sanders 
said. "The question is at a time when so many people have seen a decline in their standard of living, when the wealthiest 
people and the largest corporations are doing phenomenally well, the American people want change.” 


Sanders said he would be a voice for working and middle class Americans, if he runs for president by addressing the 
growing influence of money in politics as well as defending Social Security, Medicare and Medicaid. 


“I know that the middle class of this country is collapsing. I know the gap between the very, very rich and everybody else 
is growing wider. I know there is profound anger at the greed on Wall Street and corporate American, anger at the political 
establishment, anger at the media establishment,” Sanders said. “The American people want real change.” 


Economist: “She's in harness now”

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“WE WANT to alternate ‘Ready’ and Thank You Tom!’ signs all the way down,” volunteers were told by a staffer for 
Ready For Hillary, the shadow presidential campaign machine being built by fans of Hillary Clinton, should she decide to 
seek the White House in 2016. The instruction was well-advised. The scene was a lovely, sun-dappled field outside 
Indianola, Iowa. The time was lunchtime on Saturday, September 13th, a day before the annual “Harkin Steak Fry”, a 
giant festival of steak grilling and political fundraising hosted by the Democratic senator for Iowa, Tom Harkin. 


Senator Harkin, who is retiring this year, has gently lobbed a rock into the swirling waters of 2016-speculation by inviting 
Mrs Clinton and her husband to speak. For the former secretary of state, senator and First Lady, it marks her first visit to 
Iowa since her bruising third-place finish in the 2008 presidential caucus, behind Barack Obama and John Edwards. 


Some 200 reporters are expected at Sunday’s steak fry. Almost all will be there to write stories about 2016, and whether 
Mrs Clinton’s return to Iowa is a sign that she is preparing for a fresh presidential run (yes, of course) or whether it signals 
that she has taken a firm decision to run (not yet, would be Lexington’s guess). Yet for Iowa Democrats, the 37th and 
final Harkin Steak Fry is also a grand farewell for their beloved senator. 


That makes the day tricky for the Clintons: guest stars who must not upstage their host. The puzzle is doubly fiendish for 
the bosses of Ready for Hillary, who are essentially trying to lay the foundation for a presidential campaign without a 
candidate. As a Super PAC, or political action committee, it may raise political funds as long as it does not co-ordinate 
its work with Mrs Clinton. The ginger group has thus spent many months following her at a distance — signing-up 
grassroots supporters and donors, especially in early presidential primary states, building e-mail and address lists, 
holding house parties for fans, voter registration drives and generally trying to build excitement for their hoped-for 
contender. 


The Ready for Hillary team have come close to their heroine before. Their campaign bus has parked outside bookshops 
during her book tour for her memoir of her time at State (a grim slog of a read, reviewed by Lexington here). Plenty of 
supporters have asked Mrs Clinton about her 201 6 plans while sporting “Ready for Hillary” badges and shirts. 


On Sunday at the steak fry, for the first time, Mrs Clinton will find herself speaking at an event decorated with Ready for 
Hillary signs and banners, next to her shadow campaign bus. Lexington, in a nerdy moment, found himself recalling the 
Ghostbusters film, and “Don’t cross the beams!” How close, he wondered, could a non-candidate come to her not-yet-a- 
campaign paraphernalia without tearing the fabric of the political universe? 


But for Ready for Hillary the benefits outweigh the risks, as they seek to build a grassroots operation across Iowa, erasing 
memories of how that ornery farm state never quite warmed to Mrs Clinton or her Blackberry-toting city-slicker team in 
2008. The group has rented half-a-dozen buses to bring students from eight Iowa colleges to the steak fry, in an effort to 
recruit an inner core of Iowa campus organisers. Still, they know they must not push aside Mr Harkin or the local 
Democratic machine. After all, the day is meant to raise money and drum up votes for Democratic candidates in Iowa in 
the mid-term congressional elections this November. Hence the careful instructions to alternate “Thank You Tom!” signs 
with those tastefully oblique “Ready” signs along the sidelines of the steak fry. The group also brought large signs 
thanking Ruth Harkin, the senator’s wife. The graphics are simple, the colours laden with meaning (blue lettering giving 
way to an exclamation mark in a grown-up shade of pink). 


All in all, a delicate dance. Some 6,000 people are expected for the steak fry. It promises to be interesting. Your 
columnist was glad to have arrived a day early. It was an oddly moving scene. A perfect early autumn sun bathed the 
site, as seats, hay bales and a red antique tractor straight from a children’s book were arranged just so. Mr Harkin toured 
the field to thank long-time staff, followed by a young grandson. 


Democrats are due to have a bruising 2014. As he retires from 40 years in elected politics, Mr Harkin admits to gloom 
about the role of big money in politics. But “people will still beat money,” he said, surveying the field sloping below him. 
“That’s what this is about, getting the vote out.” Asked why he had invited Mrs Clinton to his final steak fry, he said she 
was a friend, and he expressed hope that she was coming to “get the vote out for 2014”. Aides had signalled that they 
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preferred questions about the mid-terms and Mr Harkin’s own legacy, not 2016. But Mr Harkin is a politician, and he 
knows why 200 journalists are making their way to Indianola for some barbecue. Mrs Clinton had been out of active 
politics as secretary of state, he noted. Now he sounded glad to see her back in the Democratic fray, for whatever 
ultimate purpose. “She’s in harness now,” he volunteered. “And she’s leading now.” With that, he hopped in a golf cart and 
was gone. 


MSNBC: “For Hillary Clinton in Iowa. 6 years makes a huge difference

DES MOINES, Iowa — Hillary Clinton left Iowa 2,444 days ago as a third-place loser, an experience she called 
“excruciating.” This weekend, she returns to the first-in-the-nation presidential voting state with almost no one standing in 
her way. 


Clinton is set to take the stage at the final Harkin Steak Fry, an event hosted by retiring Iowa Democratic Sen. Tom 
Harkin that will take place late Sunday afternoon in Indianola, Iowa. Officially, Clinton’s Iowa visit serves as a “thank you” 
to Harkin for his decades of work and for his efforts as a Democratic fundraiser. 


“She’s very clear about her mission coming to Iowa: They are coming to thank Tom Harkin and [wife] Ruth Harkin for their 
service, and they are there to rally the troops from the Democratic ticket up and down the ticket,” said Teresa Vilmain, a 
longtime Clinton confidante who ran her Iowa campaign in 2008. 


Unofficially, the Steak Fry is the starting gun for the 2016 presidential race in Iowa. Five thousand people have bought 
tickets to the fundraiser, where Hillary and then Bill Clinton will close out a speaking program featuring Democratic 
candidates, including Senate hopeful Bruce Braley. More than two hundred reporters have RSVPed. The super PAC 
“Ready for Hillary” has posted a billboard with Hillary Clinton’s picture just outside the airport in Des Moines, and the 
group is holding an all-day session to organize volunteers, as well as a dinner at the Marriott downtown. Democratic 
operatives with Iowa ties have also descended on the state, holding events to celebrate Harkin but wondering openly 
about how a future Hillary Clinton campaign will be structured. 


All that already has Republicans attacking like it’s 2016. 


“The thing that lowans are going to expect is a presidential candidate who can sit down in their living rooms, talk the talk,” 
Iowa GOP chairman Jeff Kaufmann told reporters. “I don’t think Mrs. Clinton fits the bill ... unless there’s been some kind 
of born again experience in her ability to interact with the common Iowan.” 


The farm fields of Iowa have been fraught — and sometimes foreign — territory for the Clintons. Bill Clinton didn't 
compete here in 1991 because Harkin, the state’s favored son, was running; Harkin won Iowa with 77% of the vote. 


In 2008, Hillary Clinton stumbled in her campaign when a leaked memo suggested she should simply skip Iowa and 
instead focus on “Super Tuesday” contests elsewhere. That was interpreted as a major slight in a place that holds deep 
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pride in being the first to have a say in presidential politics. 


In the end, Clinton competed aggressively here, though the process itself was a difficult one — Iowa voters and activists 
expect time consuming one-on-one interaction. She faced criticism for running a traditional, top-down campaign that 
prioritized winning endorsements from local political figures instead of reaching new voters. Her campaign focused 
primarily on trying to win over people who had come to lengthy, hours-long caucuses in previous years. 


Barack Obama’s 2008 campaign, meanwhile, reached out to Democrats and independents who had never caucused 
before. That was a new strategy. 


“She ran a really aggressive campaign in 2008. She just sort of ran into a buzz saw with Obama, who ran a campaign like 
[one] never seen before in Iowa,” said Jeff Link, a longtime Democratic strategist and Harkin adviser who was unaligned 
in 2008. 


Operatives and activists widely say that the landscape in Iowa has changed for Clinton now, largely because there’s no 
significant alternative candidate at this point in the emerging race. That’s not to say other Democrats aren't trying. Later 
this week, Vice President Joe Biden will visit Iowa with Nuns on the Bus, Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders is in the state 
this weekend, and former Sen. Jim Webb paid a visit recently. In addition, Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley is paying more 
than a half-dozen staffers who are working inside the Democratic Party and for Democratic campaigns. 


Several Iowa activists privately suggested that there is an appetite for a Clinton alternative among core Democrats — 
Braley’s Senate campaign is picking up that sentiment from focus groups asked about the former secretary of state. 


However, Clinton’s lock on Iowa at this stage is overwhelming. Link, the Harkin adviser, points out that even the longtime 
Iowa senator lost almost 25% of the vote in the state’s 1992 caucuses. “There will be other candidates that get a share of 
the vote, even if she articulates a clear message,” he said. 


There are also some signs that many of the voters who backed Obama in 2008 are excited about the prospect of a 
Clinton candidacy in 2016. 


“In 2008, that hope and change message really resonated, and we really believed that people could compromise,” said 
Chris Diebel, a key Obama supporter in Iowa in 2008 who helped with outreach to young people and the LGBT 
community. “Then, eight years later, you get far more pragmatic. For me, at least, it’s much less about hope and change 
and more about, ‘who’s going to get in there and fight the good fight?”’

Former President Bill Clinton on Friday offered an optimistic appraisal of Democrats’ midterm chances, saying he thought 
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his party has a better-than-even shot at retaining control of the Senate. 


Democrats, he said on PBS’s “NewsHour,” “will “do better than people think.” 


“I think we have a slightly better than 50% chance to hold the Congress. I still think we've got a chance win in Georgia 
and Kentucky. We're now competitive in Kansas. And we have to, I think, we've got a great chance to win in North 
Carolina,” he said. 


“I think we're now going to hold Michigan, and I believe we'll win in Iowa. And I think [Sens.] Mark [Pryor (D-Ark.)] and 
Mary Landrieu [D-La.] will win, so I'm not with the skeptics. I think we're going to do better than people think.” 


Most independent election forecasters have, over the past two weeks, found Republicans favored to pick up the six seats 
they need to regain control of the Senate. 


Georgia and Kentucky are Democrats’ main offensive opportunities — in the former, Sen. Saxby Chambliss’ (R) 
retirement has opened up what Democrats believe is a competitive seat, especially with their candidate, Michelle Nunn, 
whom they see as a strong recruit against Republican David Perdue. Polling has indeed shown a tight race there, with two 
polls out Friday offering a conflicting outcome: One gave Perdue the edge, while one showed Nunn up, both with a margin 
under five points. 


In Kentucky, Democrat Alison Lundergan Grimes is working to take down Sen. Mitch McConnell (R) in one of this year’s 
fiercest and most expensive contests. Recent polling has, however, shown McConnell breaking open a slim but 
significant lead over the past month, though his margin still remains in single digits. 


And Democrats found a new opportunity in Kansas, where Sen. Pat Roberts (R) has emerged as surprisingly vulnerable 
following a fierce primary fight. The most recent survey found independent Greg Orman leading the pack of four 
candidates, and Democrat Chad Taylor is attempting to remove himself from the ballot to give Orman — seen as the 
stronger candidate against Roberts — a better shot at taking him down. 


Taylor’s attempt was blocked by the Kansas secretary of State, a Republican, and heads to the state Supreme Court this 
week. But Roberts is taking no chances against Orman, revamping his campaign team and going on offense against 
Orman, painting him as a liberal Democrat in an independent’s clothing. 


Roberts’s campaign manager, Corry Bliss, issued a statement Saturday suggesting Clinton labeling Kansas as one of 
Democrats’ offensive opportunities is further proof Orman isn’t who he says he is. 


"So-called 'Independent' Greg Orman has run for office as a Democrat, donated money to Democrats, and now Bill Clinton 
is talking up Orman's candidacy as a way for Democrats to retain control of the Senate," Bliss said. "Greg Orman isn't 
being honest with voters and he will say and do anything to get elected, even if it means pretending he's not a Democrat." 


Clinton’s other predictions are still somewhat rosier than most independent prognosticators. Sen. Kay Hagan (D-N.C.) is 
seen as the strongest of the party’s four red-state incumbents, and is currently favored to hold her seat, though she 
continues to face a tough race through the fall. And Rep. Gary Peters (D-Mich.) has held a solid lead over Republican 
Terri Lynn Land in the Michigan Senate race, and is also favored to hold that seat. 
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Democrats believe Rep. Bruce Braley (D-lowa) will benefit from the blue lean of the state and from some of his 
opponent’s more controversial remarks, once voters begin to tune into the race, but polling has so far shown that contest 
to be close. 


And Arkansas and Louisiana are typically listed near the top of the list of Democratic-held seats most likely to flip. There, 
the red lean of the states coupled with strong GOP challengers have put Democrats in tough spots heading into 
November. 


They all may, however, receive a boost from Clinton himself, and perhaps his wife. Bill Clinton has proven to be a prolific 
and effective surrogate for vulnerable Democrats this cycle, and Hillary Clinton is expected to hit the trail for the party’s 
top candidates this fall as well. The Clintons will be in Iowa Sunday at the final steak fry hosted by retiring Sen. Tom 
Harkin (D-lowa). 


Washington Post: “O'Malley returning to South Carolina to campaign with gubernatorial candidate”

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley plans to return to South Carolina next weekend to campaign for the state’s Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee, party officials there confirmed Sunday. 


The trip will provide the latest chance for O’Malley (D) to mingle with Democratic activists who could prove helpful if he 
moves forward with a White House bid. South Carolina is scheduled to hold an early primary in 2016. 


On Saturday, O’Malley plans to join gubernatorial nominee Vincent Sheheen at a meet-and-greet event and at a fish fry, 
both in the Midlands of South Carolina, according to Kristin Sosanie, a party spokeswoman. 


O’Malley has helped Sheheen out previously, hosting a fundraiser for his campaign in Charleston in early May. 


O’Malley’s latest South Carolina trip is part of a busy stretch of travel for the Maryland governor, who also plans to be in 
New Hampshire, the nation’s first presidential nominating state, later this month. 


O’Malley has said he is moving forward with preparations for a possible White House bid regardless of whether Hillary 
Rodham Clinton decides to run for the Democratic nomination. Clinton is in Iowa this weekend for the first time in six 
years. 


In South Carolina, Sheheen, a state senator, faces incumbent Gov. Nikki Haley in November.

How Bernie Sanders’ Campaign ‘Disappointed And Offended’ Nevada’s Most Powerful Union

Reports surfaced Thursday alleging that campaign employees of Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-VT) had posed as hotel workers on 
the Las Vegas Strip in order to preach to members of the Culinary Union — one of the biggest and most politically influential 
unions in the key early caucus state. 

The Culinary Union confirmed the reports, telling ThinkProgress in a statement that the campaign's actions left them 
"disappointed and offended." 

"It's completely inappropriate for any campaign to attempt to mislead Culinary Union members, especially at their place of 
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work," said the union's Secretary-Treasurer Geoconda Arguello-Kline. "We strongly condemn anyone falsifying their affiliation 
with the Culinary Union in order to gain access to properties and we will cooperate with casinos and hotels so that this matter 
is fully resolved." 

Sanders campaign workers visited four unionized hotels. The Rio, Paris, The Mirage and Planet Hollywood, and by wearing the 
union's iconic yellow button, accessed employee dining rooms to speak with and give Sanders literature to workers. 

The Sanders campaign did not respond to inquires from ThinkProgress about the incident. 

In 2008, the Culinary Union endorsed Barack Obama over Hillary Clinton, though Clinton went on to win the popular vote in 
the state. 

This year, the union says it will not make an endorsement in the primaries. Instead, they will focus on making sure as many 
of their 57,000 members as possible are registered to vote and trained the caucus process. Many members are naturalized 
U.S. citizens who will be voting for the first time this year. 

In this election cycle, both Sanders and Clinton have sought endorsements from unions on the national and local level. Some, 
including National Nurses United . American Postal Workers Union, and Iowa’s Steelworkers Union came out for Sanders, 
while the massive Service Employees International Union (SEIU) and American Federation of Teachers were among several 
endorsing Clinton so far. 

Until now, Nevada's Culinary Union has maintained a good relationship with all three Democratic candidates, who have all 
traveled to the state to speak , and in some cases march, with hotel workers. 

Instead of choosing and stumping for one candidate, the union says it is putting its energy into fighting organizing battles at 
several Vegas establishments, including at the hotel run by Republican frontrunner Donald Trump .

Questions raised on authorship of chemicals 
bill 

By David McCumber 

March 16, 2015 

WASHINGTON — It’s certainly well-known in Washington that when it comes to the making of 
the sausage, lobbyists frequently have their thumbs in the pork. But usually, they don’t actually 
leave their electronic signatures on bills. 

The elaborately titled Frank Lautenberg Chemical Safety for the 21st Century Act makes its debut at a 
Senate Environment and Public Works Committee healing Wednesday. It’s a high-stakes bill: If it 
becomes law, it would be the first update in 39 years of federal regulation of toxic substances like 
asbestos, formaldehyde and hundreds of other che mi cals. 

hi recent days, a draft of the bill — considered the product of more than two years of negotiation and 
collaboration between Sen. David Vitter, R-La., Sen. Tom Udall, D-N.M., and both chemical industry 
and environmental groups — was circulated by Udall ’s office ahead of the healing. The draft bill, obtained 
by Hearst Newspapers, is in the form of a Microsoft Word document. Rudimentary digital forensics — 
going to “advanced properties” in Word — shows the “company” of origin to be the American Chemistry 
Council. 

The ACC, as the council is known, is the leading trade organization and lobbyist for the chemical industry. 
And opponents of the Vitter-Udall bill have pounced on the document’s digital fingerprints to make the 
point that they believe the bill favors industry far too much. 

“We’re apparently at the point in the minds of some people in the Congress that laws intended to regulate 
polluters are now written by the polluters themselves,” said Ken Cook, president of the Environmental 
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Working Group, who will testify against the bill at Wednesday’s hearing. 

“Call me old-fashioned, but a bill to protect the public from harmful chemicals should not be 
written by chemical industry lobbyists. The voices of our fam ili es must not be drowned out by the 
very industry whose documented harmful impacts must be addressed, or the whole exercise is a 
sham,” Sen. Barbara Boxer, D-Calif., said Monday. 

Boxer, who chaired the committee when the Democrats held the majority, and Sen. Edward 
Markey, D-Mass., have introduced an alternative version of the bill with much more stringent 
regulatory provisions. 

Udall’s office was a little indignant and somewhat embarrassed Monday. “That document originated in our 
office,” said Udall’s communications director, Jennifer Talhelm. “It was shared with a number of 
stakeholders including at least one other senator’s office. One of those stakeholders was the ACC. 

“We believe that somebody at the ACC saved the document, and sent it back to us,” Talhelm said, 
accounting for the digital trail. “Sen. Udall’s office has been very, very engaged with bringing various 
stakeholders to the table as part of the process of writing the best possible bill,” Talhelm added. “This is 
just one example.” 

Earlier this month, a New York Times story detailed Udall’s alliance with the che mi cal industry on the bill. 
In that story, ACC President Cal Dooley, a former California Democratic congressman, said “the 
leadership (Udall) is providing is absolutely critical” to the industry. 

On Monday, ACC spokeswoman and vice president An ne Kolter said, “It doesn’t mean the original 
document was generated here. Anyone could have put that (digital signature) in there. You could change 
it.” 

Asked if that meant she was denying ACC wrote the document, she said, “I have no idea. ... There’s no 
way for anyone to tell.” 

“You’re not the first reporter to ask about this,” she said. “We’ve been able to raise enough questions” 
that nobody else has written about it, she added. 

Cook of the Environmental Working Group said the copy of the draft he received bore the same 
electronic signature, and a Boxer staffer on the committee confirmed that their copy did as 
well. A Senate IT staffer told Boxer’s office, “We can confidently say that the document was 
created by a user with American Chemistry Council. Their name is specified as Author and their 
Organization is specified as American Chemistry Council.” 

The Vitter-Udall version of the bill is expected to gain enough bipartisan support to pass out of committee 
to the Senate floor. 

The bill’s fate from there is uncertain, and some of the Boxer-Markey provisions could possibly 
be included in the final bill. 
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In its current form, the bill is opposed by many environmental, health and labor organizations and several 
states, because it would gut state chemical regulations.

Learning the business in the 1988 campaign(Terry McCauliffe and David Jones with Gephardt ;Peter knight , Ken Jarin ,Alan 
Kessler, Gordon Giffin , Vance Opperman , Elizabeth Bagley, Pam Eakes, yours truly and others with Gore, Michael Adler with 
Biden, Bob Farmer and Marvin Rosen with Dukakis, )and in 92 fully emerged to put a new generation of leadership into office. 
David Wilhelm , Rahm Emmanuel, George Stephanopoulos, Michael Whouley ., Paul Carey , Regina Montoya , emerged in the 92 
campaign along with a new infusion of time line younger fundraisers like Jorge Perez, Chris Korge, Paul Cejas Clay 
Constantine, Alan Solomont, Jack Rosen, Arthur Schechter... 


There are others who came along Carol Penske., Beth Doesertz ,to name a few.. 


Kerry recruited a few new ones like Alex Heckler but essentially it was still the same group. ..Lew Solomon was always an

This group and others took rotating leadership roles in various important campaigns until 2008 .. 


Then a new group of bundlers emerged in their late 30's and early 40's people like Matthew Barzun, Frank Sanchez, Henry 
Munoz, Paula Boggs, Kurt Wagar, Suzie LeVine , Andrew Weinstein along with them a new group of political talent emerged 
many of whom are currently employed by you. These types of individuals were not well represented on Thursday. 


It seems to me that many more of your 100 plus bundlers must emerge from the 35 to 45 group. Ideally they should not be 
legacies but individuals who are making their way up the latter to leadership in their communities and wish to promote large 
amount of time and resources to this effort because they believe that the effort will insure a better future for their families, 
businesses , communities and country will be well served by their effort here. They also wish to network with like -minded 
entrepreneurial emerging professionals and business leaders. It is their networks, employees , business associates, that are 
the back bones of communities day in and day out. The 55 plus crowd has money yes, but the 35 plus crowd makes or breaks 
campaigns. They bring money , marbles and chalk. ..the whole package. 

This group also needs to understand sending a group email is not the type of networking needed to bundle large sums of money 
, unless the rules of fundraising for bundlers have completely changed during the last decade. 


These platitudes aside , 


And you may have already given some thought to this and if you have , please forgive the redundancy. 

If my observations present a concern -what can be done to attract the 35 plus bundler to this campaign 
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Some suggestions. Have your political staff who used to work for Obama identify the young Obama bundlers who did not 
perform or underperformed to date, set time aside from the candidate and campaign leadership to meet with them and talk to 
them separately. You might do a series of dinners with them in New Hampshire , Iowa, South Carolina, and Nevada in which 
they are invited to bring 10 k a piece. Theoretically , they would be asked to come to a primary /caucus state to engage taking 
less of the candidates time while giving them a unique experience to 

Meet the local staff on the ground and talk to HRC in a primary ,or caucus setting; this should be done by specific word of 
mouth invitation and emphasize it is for those who bundled large sums in the past but have not yet fully participated in the 
2016 campaign .Preferably everyone in the room would be under 45 who has come to meet HRC and by coming they show they 
would like to be persuaded to be more engaged. By keeping the meetings word of mouth it will add to the exclusivity and 
importance of them. 


Identify the new performers and promote them .Have your staff Identify the next generation of fundraisers those who have 
raised in the 27k range and are 35 to 45 years old .Have them mentored by your established fundraisers.

Lawmakers in Alberta are considering upgrading its current carbon tax policy to one that is broader in nature, a move that could improve the 
region's environmental credibility. 

Last week, Municipal Affairs Minister Diana McQueen was appointed to lead the debate on revamping the policy. Since 2007, large 
emissions producers like oil sands and power producers are required to pay $1 5 per metric ton of carbon produced past their facility limit, 
purchase offsets or reduce their emissions. About $500 million has been collected from the tax so far and can be used toward emissions- 
reduction technologies. 

Since emissions have continued to grow in Alberta, the province has not received a lot of credit for this policy on the international stage, 
according to Financial Post columnist Claudia Cattaneo. 

"I think Alberta knows, and the government knows, that its current system is not a perfect system," said Chris Ragan, an associate 
professor of economics at McGill University in Montreal and head of Canada's Ecofiscal Commission. "There is a belief that Alberta can do 
better in terms of designing a system with better coverage ... that might improve its credibility. And that might feed positively on the market- 
access issue for getting Alberta's products to market." 

The tax has not been overhauled in part because of the collapse of oil prices, but talks are currently underway with multiple stakeholder 
groups. A broader carbon tax, similar to that of British Columbia, would have support from both the oil community and environmental lobby, 
Cattaneo wrote. 

If the policy was expanded to tax consumers, such as in the form of a gasoline tax, for example, experts said that would decrease 
pressure to increase taxes for large emitters. 

"For good policy on carbon pricing, we need to look further west, at British Columbia," said Amin Asadollahi, program director at the 
environmental think tank Pembina Institute. "Their emissions have gone down, while their [gross domestic product] has grown, and what 
they did was economywide carbon pricing." 

He said Alberta could start with a low carbon price and gradually increase it. The type of policy would encourage industry to innovate and 
make it more resilient, while also recycling money back into the local economy, Cattaneo wrote (Claudia Cattaneo, Financial Post , March 
19). -BP

Debt Since WWII» 


Sen. John McCain promises that, as president, he would “cut taxes and balance the budget.” But his current 
economic plan would create deficits as deep as 5.7% of GDP by the end of a two term presidency — the highest 
federal budget deficit in 25 years — and would accumulate the biggest debt since the second World War, 
according to a new analysis by the Center for American Progress Action Fund. McCain’s current fiscal plan 
would recklessly exacerbate the fiscal irresponsibility of the Bush Administration further by gutting revenues far 
below the average level of the past 25 years. 

For the past 25 years, deficits have never been more severe than 5% of GDP, with surpluses as high as 
2.4% of GDP in the year 2000. Under McCain, yearly deficits would increase sharply, beginning with $505 billion 
in FY2009 (3.4% of GDP) and skyrocket to $1 .2 trillion (5.7% of GDP) by FY2017. In 2018 these deficits would 
reach 6% of GDP, tied with the largest deficits since WW2 in 1983. Current Bush policies would keep the 
deficit in 201 7 to $660 billion (3. 1 % of GDP). 

According to the study, McCain’s economic plan, (which includes a corporate tax cut, a full repeal of the AMT, 
and an extension of the Bush tax cuts) would leave a debt of $12.7 trillion (the highest since 1951 when 
America was still holding debt from WW2) by the last budget of a two term presidency starting in 2009 (FY2017). 
This debt is $3.5 trillion more severe than the one resulting from an extension of current Bush policy, which 
would leave a debt of $9.2 trillion (43% of projected GDP). 

McCain would slash government revenues, which have averaged 18.3% of GDP for the past 25 years, to their 
lowest levels since before 1962. Revenues would average only 16.3 percent of GDP for the duration of his two 
terms. Under current Bush policy, revenues would remain above 18 percent of GDP. 

This analysis currently incorporates the most generous possible savings McCain has offered thus far: an $18 
billion cut of wasteful earmarks and a $15 billion “freeze” in wasteful spending, with the savings grown at the rate 
of GDP growth over his presidency. These “savings,” which come no where near paying for his reckless tax cuts, 
already include “ heavy cuts in after-school programs, student aid, public broadcasting, and job training.” To 
fill the gaping remaining hole, McCain supporters have suggested policies that would lead to “ massive cuts ” in 
Social Security.

Background 

Rep. Boehner will speak today at a manufacturing plant in West Chester, OH that is owned by United Group Services. The owners 
of the plant are all long-time donors to Boehner and other Republicans. As Roll Call reported today < http://www.rollcall.com/ 
news/50590-1. html > , "Mark Mosley, Daniel Freese and Kevin Sell, three top executives at the [United Groups Services], have 
contributed thousands to Boehner as well as other Republican candidates, according to Federal Election Commission records." 

All week long, there have been questions raised about the U.S. Chamber of Commerce receiving foreign corporate dues and buying 
attacks ads against Democrats with funds that could include this money. When asked questions about the commingling of 
foreign and domestic dues, a Chamber spokeswoman said, "We don't feel obligated to answer that." 

At least 22 Republican House candidates are benefiting from nearly $5 million in advertising this week from the Chamber. 

Outside special interest groups are not required to disclose their donors because the DISCLOSE Act was opposed by Republicans 
in Congress. These groups are spending tens of millions of dollars, overwhelmingly largely for Republicans. 

Questions 

Rep. Boehner, as a leader of his party, ought to answer questions from the media regarding what he thinks of the outside money 
in general and the possibility that the Chamber is using foreign corporate dues to fund its multi-million dollar ad buys. Here are 
five questions: 


1 . Do you believe special interest groups - Democratic or Republican - should be able to spend unlimited sums in elections 
anonymously without accountability? 

2. Do you believe the Chamber should provide evidence that the foreign money it raises isn't funding ads? 

3. If the Republicans take the House, can you give us any major policy matter that you'd oppose the Chamber on, or are the 
Chamber and Republican leadership in lockstep together? 

4. If you become speaker, what legislation will you advance to ensure elections are transparent? 

5. Do you think it's right that an organization like the Chamber that supports outsourcing of jobs is also apparently 
outsourcing funding for its operation? 


These questions, obviously, are not exhaustive. But we encourage members of the news media to find out what the man who 
wants to be Speaker thinks about the influence of corporate money in the 2010 elections. 


Boehner urged to repudiate Chamber of Commerce's controversial advertising 

Watchdog group demands Boehner stand up to Chamber's reported use of foreign corporate 
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money; sends letters to five Democratic House members 


Washington, DC - Stepping up its pressure on candidates benefiting from controversial political spending by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, the nonpartisan Campaign Money Watch called on Republican Minority Leader John Boehner and five congressional 
Democrats to speak out against the use of foreign corporate money in the elections. 

The move came one day after the group sent letters to 31 separate federal candidates to urge them to tell the Chamber to pull 
advertising in their races because of the controversy surrounding the Chamber's acceptance of foreign corporate money into the 
same account from which it makes political advertising expenditures. 

"John Boehner is auditioning to lead the People's House, but if he gets that job, it will be largely because these elections were 
bought with special interest money," said David Donnelly, Campaign Money Watch's Director. "If John Boehner wants to show 
he's a true leader, he will speak out today about the foreign corporate money raised by the U.S. Chamber of Commerce - an 
organization that is spending tens of millions to give him the gavel. To not do so can only be understood as acquiescing to the 
hijacking of our elections by corporate special interests, or the buying of his silence. 

"Whether we are Democrats, Republicans, or independents, we can all agree that foreign corporate money has no role in our 
elections," continued Donnelly. "All candidates benefiting from the Chamber's spending - including the five Democrats for whom 
the Chamber began advertising yesterday - should speak out." 

The U.S. Chamber reportedly began advertising yesterday to promote the candidacies of five Democrats: Reps. Frank Kratovil (MD- 
01), Bobby Bright (AL-02), Glenn Nye (VA-02), Dan Boren (OK-02), and John Barrows (GA-12). 

"After spending $10.5 million earlier this week attacking Democrats, it will be interesting to note how much the Chamber is 
spending in these five districts praising them," Donnelly said. 

Of the five, Rep. Kratovil is the only cosponsor of the Fair Elections Now Act (HR 6116), which would place elections into the 
hands of everyday voters. All five Democrats voted against the DISCLOSE Act, which would have required that the sources of the 
funding of the advertising now running in their districts was made publicly available.

This weekend, The New York Times Magazine ran a long analysis of the 2012 election headlined, "Is 
Obama toast?" 

It uses a mathematical formula to conclude who will win this race. 

In other words, it says neither you nor Barack Obama has a role to play in this election, because the 
outcome is essentially predetermined. 

We disagree. 

The outcome will depend on what we do every single day between now and November 6th, 2012. 

And I want to give you an idea of how we know that. 

Our Republican opponents, from Mitt Romney and Herman Cain to Rick Perry and Michele Bachmann, 
have endorsed the same set of Tea Party policies that drive the Republicans in Washington: letting Wall 
Street write its own rules again and giving special treatment to millionaires and billionaires while asking seniors and middle-class families to pay for it. 

All of them would return to the failed economic policies that led us into recession. 

Yet the Times piece assigns each of them a score on an ideological scale, ignoring the obvious reality that there has been virtually no difference 
among the GOP candidates -- or between them and the Republican congressional leaders who refuse to do anything to restore economic security for 
the middle class. 

Whoever wins the nomination will no doubt try to appear more "moderate'' as they compete for undecided voters in the general election. But they have 
all made their positions clear. And we will hold them accountable for that. 

The only true difference in this race is between their agenda and President Obama's. Facing historic challenges when he came into office, he has 
fought every day for a fairer economy where everybody who does their fair share gets a fair shake. 

He's stood up to credit card companies to ensure they can't target consumers with hidden fees. He's stood up to insurance companies, who can no 
longer deny health care coverage on the basis of a pre-existing condition. He's stood up to Wall Street to end taxpayer bailouts and rein in the kind of 
risky financial behavior that nearly toppled our economy. 

These dramatic differences between the Republican nominee and President Obama will be crystal clear to Americans as the 2012 election 
approaches, because our grassroots organization in all 50 states will be having conversations every single day with their friends, families, co-workers, 
and neighbors. 

That grassroots organizational advantage is a critical factor in this election that the 77mes'"formula" doesn't consider at all. 

More than 1 million people have already taken ownership of this campaign. Millions more are organizing their communities on behalf of the President, 
online and off. This weekend, we had our single biggest day of action of the campaign -- more than 2,000 volunteer events took place across the 
country, and more than 10,000 volunteers participated. 

This work is already having an impact across the country. 

We expanded the electoral map in the last election, fighting hard for -- and winning — states like North Carolina, Colorado, and Virginia so that the 
entire election didn't hinge on the results in a single state, as it had in 2000 and 2004.

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The truth is this isn't the first time you've been written out of the story by many in Washington and the media — and it's not the first time they've been 
completely wrong about that.

Poll Confirms Massachusetts Election Was Not A Rejection Of Health Care 
Reform 



Following the surprise victory of Sen. -elect Scott Brown (R-MA) in last week’s special election, conservatives have 
attempted to paint the election as a rejection of healthcare reform and progressive policies more generally. 

Appearing on ABC’s This Week yesterday, Sen. Jim DeMint (R-SC) said, “what happened in Massachusetts” shows that 
“people are alarmed and angry about the spending, the debt, the government takeovers [including health care].” 
Conservative Washington Post columnist George Will said on This Week that Massachusetts “ really was a health care 
election .” “This was a referendum on a particular piece of legislation that is the signature legislation of the administration, and 
the people of Massachusetts and the country are hotly angered over its substance,” Will said. 

Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell (R-KY), on Meet the Press yesterday, said, “ the message in Massachusetts was 
absolutely clear . The exit polls that I looked at said 48 percent of the people in Massachusetts said they voted for the new 
senator over health care.” McConnell added: “The people are telling us, ‘Please don’t pass this bill.’” 

This “referendum” on health reform meme has become near-conventional wisom, with the media and even some 
Democrats echoing it. But a new Washington Post/Kaiser/Harvard poll undermines this assertion. The poll suggests that 
while the election was a “ protest of the Washington process it was not a rejection of progressive policy. Only 1 1 percent 
of voters, including 19 percent of Brown voters, want Brown to “ stop the Democratic agenda 

- 70 percent of voters think Brown should work with Democrats on health care reform, including 48 percent of Brown 
voters. 

- 52 percent of voters were enthusiastic/satisfied with Obama administration policies. 

- 44 percent of voters believe “the country as a whole” would be better off with health care reform, but 23 percent 
believe Massachusetts would be better off. 

- 68 percent of voters, including 51 percent of Brown voters approve of Massachusetts’ health care reform. 

- 58 percent of all voters, including 37 percent of Brown voters, felt “dissatisfied/angry” with “the policies offered by 
the Republicans in Congress.” 

A different poll, from Rasmussen Reports , cast doubt on the notion that Brown voters were primarily motivated by 
opposition to health care reform. The poll found that 52 percent of Brown voters said health care was their top issue, while 
an even greater percentage of people who voted for state Attorney General Martha Coakley (D) — 63 percent — placed it 
first. 

And as the Wonk Room’s Igor Volsky noted, Brown “doesn’t make a very convincing messenger for opposing the policy 
behind health reform,” considering he voted for his state’s health reform legislation in 2006. “He promised to be the 41st 
vote against reform because Massachusetts had already passed its own health reform bill, arguing that the state shouldn’t pay

Brown's victory in Mass, senate race hardly a repudiation of health 
reform

While many are describing the election to fill the late Edward M. Kennedy 's Senate seat as a referendum on 
national health-care reform, the Republican candidate rode to victory on a message more nuanced than flat-out 
resistance to universal health coverage: Massachusetts residents, he said, already had insurance and should 
not have to pay for it elsewhere. 

Scott Brown, the Republican state senator who won a stunning upset in Tuesday's election, voted for the state's 
health-care legislation, which was signed by then-Gov. Mitt Romney (R) and has covered all but 3 percent of 
Massachusetts residents. That legislation became the basic model for national health-care legislation. Brown has 
not disavowed his support for the state's law, which retains majority backing in Massachusetts. 

Instead, he argued on the campaign trail that Massachusetts had taken care of its own uninsured, and it would 
not be in the state's interest to contribute to an effort to cover the uninsured nationwide. 

"We have insurance here in Massachusetts," he said in a campaign debate. "I'm not going to be subsidizing for 
the next three, five years, pick a number, subsidizing what other states have failed to do." 

In a news conference Wednesday, he said, "There are some very good things in the national plan that's being 
proposed, but if you look at -- and really almost in a parochial manner -- we need to look out for Massachusetts 
first. . . . The thing I'm hearing all throughout the state is, 'What about us?' " 

Brown's message underscores a little-noticed political dynamic in a country where rates of the uninsured vary 
widely, from Massachusetts to Texas, where 25 percent are uninsured. Seeking national universal coverage 
means sending money from states that have tried hard to expand coverage, mostly in the Northeast and 
Midwest, to states that have not, mostly in the South and West. 
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Supporters of the national legislation say this transfer is an unfortunate but unavoidable aspect of expanding 
coverage. But, they argue, the nation is misinterpreting expressions of self-interest in Massachusetts as grand 
opposition to universal health insurance. 

"Massachusetts's reforms continue to be popular in Massachusetts -- sufficiently popular that Brown did not 
repudiate them," said Paul Starr, a Princeton public affairs professor. "Here is a state that has enacted a similar 
reform and it is popular. That should encourage people that if it's done at the national level, that it would work as 
policy, and that it would be popular." 

Conservative analysts disagree, saying the Massachusetts law has been less successful than advertised and 
that this helped motivate residents to cast a vote they knew would set back national reform. In a new report from 
the libertarian Cato Institute, Michael Cannon argues that the law has covered fewer people than state data 
suggest and that it has cost residents and businesses more than supporters say. "Things are not as hunky-dory 
as people have been saying," he said. 

Divining voters' motivation is difficult. In a Boston Globe poll taken in October, 59 percent of state voters said 
they supported the state law, a drop of 1 0 percentage points from the prior year, and only 1 1 percent said they 
wanted the law repealed. There were no exit polls Tuesday to gauge voters' views on health-care reform. 

Federal programs often divert money from richer states to poorer ones, but the regional dynamic is more stark in 
health-care reform. As it stands, the federal government shares the cost of Medicaid coverage based on states' 
income, ranging from a 50-50 split in the richest states to 80 percent in the poorest. 

But under the legislation, that disparity could grow in a way that does not necessarily accord with state wealth. 
Many states, and not necessarily the poorest, set stringent terms for Medicaid eligibility, while others have eased 
entry. In Texas, parents qualify for Medicaid only if their family income is below $5,720, while in Virginia, the limit 
is $6,380. In Wisconsin, New Jersey, Maine, Minnesota, Illinois, Connecticut and the District of Columbia, the 
cutoff is $40,000 or higher. In Maryland, it is $25,500. 

The legislation would set a single standard for Medicaid eligibility, about $28,000 or $33,000 for a family, and the 
federal government would pay almost the entire cost of newly eligible people. That means that states with looser 
standards would continue to pay as much as half the cost for a broad swath of people that in other states would 
be paid for almost entirely by the federal government. This disparity, which would largely benefit Republican- 
leaning states, would be exacerbated if Congress decided to extend to other states a deal that the Senate gave 
Nebraska to fund the entire cost of covering newly eligible people. 

Both the House and Senate bills attempt to address this disparity: The Senate bill includes extra money for 
Massachusetts and Vermont; the House bill helps additional states, including New York. But John Holahan of the 
Urban Institute said Congress could have done more to even out the state-by-state impact. 

"It's really striking," he said. "The real beneficiaries of this are the states in the South and the West who are 
opposing health-care reform." 

Some health policy experts say that the legislation in Congress would help Massachusetts by starting to bring 
down health-care costs nationally and by supplementing the state's efforts with federal funding, which is less 
vulnerable during economic downturns than deficit-constrained state budgets. 

"The notion that 'we have ours so we don't need the feds' is wrong because the long-term viability is at the 
federal level," said Jonathan Gruber, an MIT economist and paid consultant to the Obama administration. 

But what voters heard instead, said Harvard health policy professor Robert Blendon, was Brown's message that 
the national bills would require Medicare cuts and taxes on some of their health insurance plans. The state 
reforms had been implemented during better economic times, without a dedicated tax increase and without 
involving Medicare. 

Brown "was pounding away: Massachusetts took care of its own, why are you asking them to pay all these taxes 
in a bad economic time?" Blendon said.

I 
present the conflicting issues around plan positioning, enrollment and risk selection. I 
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think you will find it to be consistent with our conversation. You will note that besides 
raising the issues, I make a recommendation about HRC being a bit more aggressive 
about the need to strengthen the ACA over time. I also raise a few very preliminary new 
policy outlines that may spur further conversations with Ann, Jake and the rest of the 
team. Hope helpful for you all.

Brad Woodhouse, President of Americans United for Change: "Voting to extend unemployment benefits to 
millions of out-of-work American families is the very least Bush's allies in Congress can do after voting time 
and again to enable this President failed policies that have contributed to and even exasperated the economic 
downturn. We understand many of them believe that more Bush tax cuts for millionaires are the only 
prescription for the ailing economy - tax cuts that never manage to 'trickle-down' to the people who really 
need it. But, we hope they can make an exception this time and vote to extend a helping hand to the 
Americans hit hardest by the Bush economy." 

Andrew Stettner, Deputy Director of the National Employment Law Project: "With data confirming the 
realities faced by workers across the nation, it would show a new level of callousness by Congress and the 
President to not find a way to immediately enact an extension of jobless benefits." 

Jared Bernstein, Economic Policy Institute: "There is simply no good rationale for denying jobless workers 
an extension to their UI benefits. Any arguments against it-the labor market's still strong, it creates the wrong 
incentives for job seekers-have been swept from the table by the deepening downturn in the job market." 

Dean Ambrosini, 44, of San Diego, CA was laid off last July from BSM Financial LP, a mortgage-banking 
company in Allen, Texas, where he helped sell housing loans to investors. His unemployment-insurance 
benefits ran out in February. "I have a resume full of worthless skills and 10 years of experience basically 
down the drain. I've applied for more than 50 jobs with no luck, including at retailers like Home Depot and 
Lowe's, even a Burger King near my home. But even that has a 'No Hiring' sign."

Subject: Faculty Handbook Changes 


At its January 20th meeting, the Faculty Senate approved a set of changes to the Faculty Handbook, which were either non-substantive or required by 
law. 

1 . The FMLA Leave Policy needs to be revised to bring it into compliance with new Federal and DC legal requirements concerning military families. In 
addition, the separate statements currently in Section V “Benefits” of the Faculty Handbook and in the Human Resources Policy Manual will be replaced 
by a single document that will appear in Faculty Handbook section IV “Other Policies Governing Employment at Georgetown University.” The revised 
policy can be viewed on the Senate website: 

http://facultysenate.georgetown.edu/pending-business 

2. In addition to the FMLA Leave Policy, which applies to staff as well as faculty, Section V of the Faculty Handbook contains the Family Care Leave 
Policy, which applies to all faculty but not staff. This will be moved to Faculty Handbook section III. C. 10 “Absence and Leave.” No substantive change 
will be made to this policy. The rest of Section V of the Faculty Handbook will be replaced by a link to the Office of Faculty and Staff Benefits website, 
which is the current and authoritative source of information about health care, tuition, retirement and other benefits available to faculty and staff. For 
more information about this reorganization, see “Overview of Proposed Changes to the Faculty Handbook Benefits and Leave Sections” at the Senate 
website above 

The “New Parent Leave Option for Tenure-Line Faculty,” which applies to Main Campus faculty only, is not affected by these changes. It can be found 
on the Provost’s website: https://georgetown.app.box.eom/s/6qbejgwsnmrqtdlpusmy . 

Finally, at its November 13, 2014 meeting, the Senate approved the proposed policy on the confidentiality and transparency of the rank and tenure 
process, which can be found at the Senate website above. All three of these revisions will go to the Board of Directors for final approval in February.

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BACKGROUND ON BOBZIEN EVENT: 

Reno City Councilman David Bobzien is available to do an event with JP after 12p on Saturday. He is a HUGEEEE JP fan and one of the 
leading conservationists/energy advocates in the state. 

We got word that Bernie will be in Reno on Saturday as well and he plans on sitting down with solar workers who lost their jobs due to the net- 
metering decision in NV (it's really, really wonky).

Feel free to ignore this email if you 
were just passing on. 

I agree with a couple of the through-lines embedded in this feedback, specifically: 

- In general, our stuff looks very polished, which is better than sloppy (!) but not altogether ideal in an election 
where voters manifestly want what they think is the genuine, unpolished article. We are working on a variety of 
approaches to feel more grassroots-y and less corporate that I am happy to walk anyone through. 

- Our font. It's fat and blocky and sometimes tough to read, and it generally rubs people the wrong way. You may 
recall that we all disliked it during the branding process, and somehow managed to get rolled by Michael Beirut. 
We are finally going to make a change here. 

Otherwise, though, I find this feedback a little strange. A lot of the notes on the graphic are matters of personal 
preference masquerading as incontestable fact (and the son's suggested redesign is obviously lousy). Indeed, 
the only reason these kids even saw this graphic is that it won a multivariate email test -- and actually did very 
well, raising $85,000. And we routinely get excellent feedback on our work from the graphic design world -- 
there are dozens of articles from design blogs and publications about how our stuff is the best in the presidential 
field that I am happy to share! 

In any event, keep the feedback coming; we read and take seriously every single piece. Just wanted to defend 
my team a little bit....

4 Trillion Reasons China’s 
Currency Isn’t Ready for Prime 
Time 

China isn't ready to supply the rest of the world with RMB. So why does it matter if the currency gets the 
IMF's stamp of approval?

JUNE 16, 2015 

A lot of hyperventilation has lately been devoted to the future international role of China’s currency, 
the renminbi (RMB). The latest flurry of excitement centers on China’s bid to have the RMB included 
in the basket of currencies represented in the Special Drawing Rights issued by the International 
Monetary Fund. According to accepted wisdom, the RMB’s inclusion in the SDR basket would be a 
landmark step, formal recognition of its coming-of-age as a global reserve currency. SDR status, many 
say, would give central banks the green light to add RMB to their reserves and encourage investors to 
pour money into Chinese stocks and bonds. 


But SDR status is a red herring. What really matters is not whether the IMF uses the RMB, but who else 
does. 

If anything, inclusion in the SDR basket would be a political gesture, not a financial or economic game- 
changer. That may seem a strange thing to say, given the obvious stock Chinese officials place in 
winning SDR status. Surely, they wouldn’t devote so much effort and make it such a high priority, if it 
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wasn’t really important. But China wouldn’t be the first country to mistake the form of reserve 
currency status for the substance. 

There are two keys to any nation’s currency functioning as a global reserve currency: It must be 
desirable (as both a means of exchange and store of value), and it must be accessible (people can 
accumulate bank balances in it abroad). Official recognition can acknowledge these realities, but does 
not fulfill them, as the United States found out in the wake of World War II. 


In 1944, the Bretton Woods Conference designated the U.S. dollar as the world’s reserve currency, 
linked to gold (which the United States owned virtually all of). Washington also made sure that 
exchange rates to the dollar were fixed to ensure its continued dominance as an exporter. But after the 
war, the problem quickly became apparent: Europe had no dollars, and no way to earn them. Unless 
the United States was willing to supply dollars via trade, aid, or investment — in other words, by 
running a balance of payments deficit — a global economy depending on the dollar as its reserve 
currency would collapse. 


The solution to this dollar shortage was the Marshall Plan, followed by a series of currency 
devaluations that put its trading partners on a more competitive footing with the United States. 
Eventually, Washington essentially exported dollars by running large and persistent trade deficits — a 
state of affairs that continues to this day and would be unsustainable if the United States did not remain 
a profitable place to invest. 

SDR status may fall far short of Bretton Woods, but the principle still operates. Any country that wants 
its currency to actually function as an international reserve must supply the rest of the world with claims in that 
currency, either by running trade deficits or by providing large amounts of aid or investment capital. Until now, 
at least, China’s development model has been based on precisely the opposite: running trade surpluses and 
attracting foreign investment. In the process, rather than exporting its own currency, it has imported an 
astonishing $4 trillion in other countries’ currencies, which it holds as central bank reserves. (In the past few 
years, China has seen some capital flow outward, drawing down on those huge foreign currency balances by a 
few billion dollars.) 


So where do SDRs fit in? SDRs are a unit of account, assigned a value (based on a basket of widely used 
and traded currencies), and allocated to countries by the IMF. Think of them as vouchers, which can — 
in theory, at least — be exchanged for actual currencies. If the RMB were added to the SDR basket — 
along with the dollar, euro, pound, and yen — it could be argued that countries holding SDRs would be 
holding some sort of claim on RMB as part of their reserves. The official imprimatur of the IMF might 
also encourage central banks to hold RMB directly, on their own. 


It’s possible — but where would the RMB come from? Any RMB sent abroad, in excess of China’s 
(currently modest) balance of payments deficit, would result in China accumulating that much more 
foreign exchange reserves of its own. In effect, it would be a kind of swap, which could be done (as long 
as both central banks are willing) with any two currencies. Even using RMB to settle China’s payments 
deficit would leave it stuck holding the excessive quantities of foreign currency reserves it has already 
stockpiled. Far from eclipsing the U.S. dollar as the lead global currency, sending RMB abroad — 
absent a significant shift in China’s balance of payments — would only perpetuate, and perhaps even 
exacerbate, China’s own reliance on (and exposure to) the dollar and other foreign reserve currencies. 
Others, including the authors of a recent report by Barclays, argue that SDR status would establish the 
RMB as a “safe asset,” which would encourage investors to buy Chinese stocks and bonds, thereby 
paving the way for it to serve as a reserve currency. It is certainly true that more liquid, better- 
developed capital markets in China would make it a great deal more attractive to hold RMB. 


But the question, again, is where does the money come from? If foreigners are buying Chinese bonds 
(or even non-Chinese bonds) with RMB they earned selling (net) exports to China, or if they are buying 
Chinese goods (or even non-Chinese goods) with RMB they borrowed from Chinese lenders, then the 
RMB has truly gone global, supplied by (initial) Chinese balance of payments outflows. 


But if foreign investors are simply changing their own currency into RMB in order to buy RMB assets 
in China, that’s a capital inflow. From a flow of currency perspective, it’s no different from a tourist 
changing U.S. dollars into RMB at the Beijing airport, or the foreign direct investment that’s been 
flowing into China for years. Each of these transactions involves China importing foreign currency in 
exchange for goods and assets, not exporting RMB. To the extent that SDR status makes China a more 
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attractive magnet for foreign investors, it actually raises the hurdle that much higher for China to 
supply the world with RMB reserves. 


Many observers seem to believe that anything that raises the RMB’s profile puts it on track to 
becoming an international reserve currency. This is far from the truth. 

Adding the RMB to the IMF’s SDR basket would certainly raise its profile, but would do nothing to help 
— and could even complicate — the ability of other countries to acquire meaningful reserve holdings of 
RMB. Just as was true for the U.S. dollar, the key to the RMB’s future role depends not on official 
designations from above, but on the balance of payments. For the RMB to function as a reserve 
currency, China would have to develop a profoundly different relationship with the rest of the world 
economy from the one it has now — a change it is far from clear the Chinese are willing to embrace.

Hillary Clinton 2016: The Anti-'08 Campaign

As she inches closer to her expected campaign launch, staffing decisions offer clues into how her operation 
might work. 


This time is going to be different. 

So say members of the skeleton team already working for Hillary Clinton, future staffers preparing to make the 
move from Washington D.C. to the expected campaign headquarters in New York, and some veterans of the 
2008 campaign. It’s a reflection of what Clinton and her husband want as well as they prepare to launch her 
candidacy next month: A clear statement that they have learned from missteps and aren't dwelling on what might 
have been. 

Clinton’s strategy is still being formulated and her total message has yet to be unveiled, but her early staffing 
choices are seen as a signal that she is aware of the infighting and drama that plagued her 2008 campaign and 
is trying to change that. 

“If she gets in the race, of course this time will be different. And her team will reflect that,” said Nick Merrill, who 
is currently Clinton’s only on-the-record spokesman. 

The expected campaign manager, Robby Mook, values organizing as much as he does data, strategy and 
messaging. He and campaign chairman John Podesta will be tasked with juggling competing interests and 
personalities within the campaign and outside of it, from the Clintons on down. Communications head 
Jennifer Palmieri, who left the Obama administration last week, is seen by reporters and operatives alike as 
someone who can disagree with those who cover the campaign but will do so respectfully and professionally. 

During her last campaign, Clinton’s team was rife with backstabbing, credit claiming, and finger-pointing. 
Decisions were often put off indefinitely and then made under duress. Her communications staff could be 
abusive and uncooperative with reporters. For much of the campaign, she was cloistered from voters, 
reluctant to even hint at the historic nature of her candidacy. And Bill Clinton, at times one of his wife’s greatest 
assets, was also often huge liability, letting his anger toward Barack Obama show throughout the early 
months of 2008. 

Clinton is expected to announce her next steps in early April. She is in a stage where she doesn’t have to 
report spending on staff or travel, though she will need to do so retroactively once her campaign launches. 

In a sign that the interim phase is approaching its end, Clinton has just two public appearances on the horizon, 
both set for Monday. 

In the morning, she’ll speak at a Center for American Progress forum on urban issues co-hosted by the 
American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees. It’s a friendly environment-the moderator for 
the event is CAP President Neera Tanden, Clinton’s 2008 policy director-but it’s also a substantive one, where 
she’ll be able to talk about her policy positions in depth. 

That night, Clinton will address the awards ceremony for the Toner Prize, presented to journalists in memory of 
the late New York Times political reporter Robin Toner, who led the paper’s coverage of Bill Clinton’s 1992 
campaign. The irony of the famously media-adverse Clinton addressing a journalism awards ceremony is not lost 
on reporters who remember that in 2008, her campaign set up a filing center in a men's restroom. 

While people joining the campaign are confident about its potential, longtime Clinton supporter Donna Brazile 
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cautioned that staffing itself is just one piece of the dynamic. "If it was just personnel, it would be easy," she said. 
"But it's about how you deploy all of the available resources at your disposal, how you manage it all, especially in 
the age of the super-PAC." 

One strategist said that the primary reason people are attracted to working for the Clinton campaign is Clinton 
herself, but that the team she’s building is also a big draw. 

Some joining the team, like pollster and strategist Joel Benenson and media adviser Jim Margolis, have deep 
roots in the two Obama presidential campaigns. Others, like Mandy Grunwald, have more than two decades of 
history with the Clintons. But plenty of other staffers have a mix of experiences. Marlon Marshall worked in the 
Obama White House and was deputy national field director in 2012. In 2008, he was Clinton's state field director 
in Nevada, Ohio and Indiana. 

Mook has a loyal following and was described by two people who have worked with him as the only candidate 
for the campaign manager job who would have joined the team even if he hadn’t been given that role. 

Kristina Schake, Michelle Obama’s former communications director, will be a deputy to Palmieri, while Attorney 
General Eric Holder’s top press aide, Brian Fallon, will leave his job at the end of the month to join as a press 
secretary. Other early hires for press jobs include the Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee’s Jesse 
Ferguson, the Democratic National Committee’s Ian Sams and Jesse Lehrich of American Bridge, which has 
been conducting opposition research on the potential Republican candidates. 

Merrill will continue to serve as a spokesman. "You need an infrastructure and operation in place and one guy 
can't do it all," said Jim Manley, the former top communications adviser to Senate Democratic Leader Harry 
Reid, referring to Merrill. "They seem to be building that, but we'll have to wait to see how it runs." 

Lehrich's hiring is a sign of how much the Clinton/Obama dynamic has changed since 2008. His uncle is David 
Axelrod, Obama's political messaging guru. 

Just as important to defining the team as who’s on it is who isn’t. Clinton’s longtime communications adviser, 
Philippe Reines-who spent the 2008 cycle as her Senate press secretary-will not be on the campaign staff and 
has told people close to Clinton that he has made a deliberate decision to back away from day-to-day 
involvement. Known for his often-aggressive style, his less-central role is viewed as another signal of the Clinton 
campaign's media relations. 

What's not clear is exactly what role those new mid-level staffers will fill. One future staffer who didn't want to 
speak on the record before the campaign launches and his hiring is announced said he felt comfortable leaving 
his current job because of his trust in the senior members of the team. Mook in particular is cited as someone 
who is unlikely to allow intramural disagreements between former Obama and Clinton staffers to disrupt the 
campaign. 

The Democratic strategist said that the current team's organizational chart is a huge change from 2008, when 
seemingly everyone on the campaign was a senior adviser. 

“It’s a different season, it’s a different set of challenges,” Brazile said. “So of course you’re driving with a different 
set of tires.”

Subject: Home Care Workers Meet with Hillary Clinton 


Sisters and Brothers, 


Like many of you, I watched the first Republican debate last night — and it was hard to watch at 
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times. It was a reminder of why we must build a movement that fights for justice on all fronts and 
forces candidates to talk about the issues that our families care most about, like raising wages, 
creating a pathway to citizenship, ensuring justice in every community, and prioritizing 
affordable, quality home care and child care for all families. 


The debate stood in stark contrast to our home care roundtable event with Hillary Clinton earlier 
in the day in Los Angeles. This was the second roundtable event we’ve held with Secretary 
Clinton since the Executive Committee directed us to begin engaging presidential candidates on 
our agenda for working people back in March. 


Secretary Clinton listened to the stories of home care providers like Aretha Peters from 
Cleveland. Aretha’s story follows below. You can watch video of the event here , and read a 
great story in the Los Angeles Times here . 


Aretha Peters - home care worker from Cleveland. OH 

“I’m a single mom who works hard to provide for my kids. But I only make $8 an hour and I don’t 
have vacation or sick time. I work more than 50 hours a week, yet I’m unable to support my 
family’s basic needs. I struggle to keep food on the table and spend hours in line at the food 
bank. This month I had to choose between paying a full month’s rent and buying new shoes for 
my eight-year-old to replace her pair with holes in the bottom. 


And now Hillary Clinton knows it. She learned from all the home care workers in the room that we 
are not just making sacrifices; we are making them with love and compassion for others. These 
jobs aren’t easy and we are worth more. 


I was encouraged when the Secretary said: 


“This movement to give dignity and respect and better pay and benefits and training to 
home care workers is one of the most important missions that we should take on together. 
You are on the front lines and the rest of us have to be supporting and advocating for 
you. ” 


And when she recognized how special home care workers are: 


“It’s not just anybody who’s good at this work. It’s not just anyone you can trust in your 
home. The union, the training, it makes a huge difference. ” 


I was so encouraged to look in her face and see compassion. Secretary Clinton asked 
questions, she wanted to know more about us. This day has been the highlight of the last two 
years of reaching out to our fellow home care workers, marching in the streets, and fighting for 
$15. Hillary Clinton knows we need higher wages, paid time off, sick time, vacation, and a union 
and why that matters; not just to home care workers, but to our consumers, too. 


I want to say thank you to SEIU for this amazing opportunity. I was honored to be at the table 
with amazing home care workers from across the country. 
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I am inspired by Kindalay Cummings-Akers from Massachusetts, who just won $15 an hour 
with her union sisters and brothers. She made clear that home care workers are a force in the 
2016 election, saying the best president is “someone who supports the home care 
workers and our consumers, especially seniors and veterans. We home care workers 
will be out there knocking on doors to get word out, talking to our neighbors. Home 
care workers and our issues should be right out front.” 


I learned about the training course Regina Sutton from California took part in “This has 
helped us learn how to be care team. Me as the provider, Karen as the consumer, her 
doctor, her therapist, we come together and make sure we know the needs Karen 
has.” I think all home care workers and consumers should have access to a program like that. 


And Karen Johnson, a consumer from CA, made clear that Regina is such an important part of 
her life. She shared that her chronic pain drove her to attempt suicide. And then she met 
Regina. “I like to be independent and make people laugh and now I have that back. 

And it’s just a blessing.” 


Susie Young told us about the better health outcomes her clients have thanks to the great 
programs SEIU has built in Washington State. And, Washington home care workers have won 
the first - and only - retirement plan in the country. “We found our voices. We came out of 
our shadows. We became invisible no more.” 


Sumer Spika fought for years to win her union and says her greatest victory is paid time off - 
as a single mom, I can really relate to that. She is living the struggle of caring for a family on 
home care wages. “When I first became a caregiver there were no benefits. I found 
myself in the grocery store with a baby on my hip and a screaming toddler at my side 
having to choose between buying toilet paper or laundry soap.” 


Lizabeth Bonilla has been a home care worker for four decades and is sounding the alarm 
about the senior care gap and is worried about what happens when it’s her turn. “I’m 60 years 
old. It’s going to be my turn to be the client. What do I have? Nothing. I have nothing 
to show for 42 years of my life. If I get sick, I get sick, but I don’t get paid. So I have 
absolutely nothing. Nothing at all. I had to humble myself after 42 years of work to get 
food stamps.” 


And Latonya Allen is fired up about the Fight for $15 and spreading the word in the South. “I 

love the job that I do, I’m very passionate about it. Home care workers don’t get the 
pay they deserve. I’ve been hurt on the job, with no worker compensation. We have 
no benefits, no vacation, no sick time. So what I’m asking is for you to please stand by 
us, walk with us, and help us win a living wage.” 


Now more than ever, home care workers know what’s possible when we stick together and 
demand change for our families. Together, we will keep uniting with thousands of homecare 
workers across the country to make a difference for home care workers and all working families 
in 2016. 


I’m going to go back home and tell everyone we need to keep fighting. We are out of the 
shadows and we are not going to stop until everyone across the nation has a living wage and a 
union.”

I must chime in because I had the honor of knowing Justice Scalia, though we were far from close friends. For a short time, he 
was a visitor at Georgetown Law, where I first met him. Then, for a short time, he "worked" for me, teaching contracts in a bar 
review course, and later, also for a short time, he hired me as a consultant at the Administrative Conference of the United States. 

I also recruited him twice to talk to the annual black-tie banquet of the American Inns of Court, and our paths continued to cross 
in connection with the American Inns as well as at Georgetown. While we were not close, one of my cherished memories was 
two hours in a cocktail lounge in San Francisco - he saw me register at the hotel and asked if I had time — while he waited for his 
son - the talk was warm and meaningful, and he listened to me even when he disagreed. 

Of course, he was a vicious questioner on the Court. I expect that most of us watched him in action. But he was not alone. 

Going back a decade or two, I experienced the questioning of Justice Frankfurter and Black in a case in which they did not like my 
position one bit. Frankfurter particularly, and Black a little less so (and with more of a southern graciousness), were just as 
vicious in their questioning. Of course, he voted in some (many?) cases differently than I would have liked. But, let us recall, he 
won only when he had four colleagues who went along - and he also did not always win. As far as I know, he was well liked by 
his colleagues, ever after he skewered them in dissents. FH is friendship with Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg is well known - and her 
graciousness yesterday should be the pattern for all of us. 

Yes, I disagreed with many of his views and votes. But that does not take away from my admiration of his mind - and of the 
many hours he spent at Georgetown (I assume elsewhere as well) speaking with students. Indeed, perhaps the latter is a 
characteristic that we all should emulate. 

Thus, I join with Mike Gottesman and Mitt Regan and the gracious words of the Dean - as well as of Justice Ginsburg.

With respect to the votes Justice Scalia cast on the Supreme Court, I'd probably agree with Mike Seidman and Gary Peller 100% of 
the time. But I don't agree with their disapproval of the Dean's statement. Justice Ginsburg has said roughly the same as the 
Dean. Whatever one thinks of his jurisprudence, Scalia was an extraordinarily significant figure who also, coincidentally, was a 
friend of our institution. As for bullying and humiliating advocates who appeared before the Court, nobody on our faculty 
experienced that anywhere close to what I did. I didn't like it as it was happening, but I never doubted his "brilliance." It would 
be a sad day if, as an institution, we were incapable of honoring important public figures upon their death simply because most 
of us disagree with the positions they took. Our public face as an institution of scholars should suggest that we're open-minded 
and receptive to all views, even if (sadly) it's not always true. 

I do think it would have been prudent (if only to fend off the criticisms Mike and Gary have surfaced) to have included a qualifier 
in the public statement that suggested Scalia's views were controversial and not shared by all in our institution, but I think it's a 
big stretch to read the statement as seemingly embracing Scalia's views. It doesn't say that, and I didn't think it inferred it, 
either.

Dean Treanor and Colleagues: 

Like Mike Seidman, I also was put-off by the invocation of the "Georgetown Community" in the press release that Dean T reanor issued Saturday. I 
imagine many other faculty, students and staff, particularly people of color, women and sexual minorities, cringed at headline and at the 
unmitigated praise with which the press release described a jurist that many of us believe was a defender of privilege, oppression and bigotry, one 
whose intellectual positions were not brilliant but simplistic and formalistic. 

I am not suggesting that J. Scalia should have been criticized on the day of his death, nor that the "community" should not be thankful for his 
willingness to meet with our students. But he was not a legal figure to be lionized or emulated by our students. He bullied lawyers, trafficked in 
personal humiliation of advocates, and openly sided with the party of intolerance in the "culture wars" he often invoked. In my mind, he was not a 
"giant" in any good sense. 

It is tricky knowing what to say when a public figure like Scalia, or the late Robert Byrd, or other voices of intolerance, meet their death. But as an 
academic institution, I believe that we should be wary of contributing to the mystification of people because of the lofty official positions they 
achieved. I don't want to teach our students to hold someone like Scalia in reverence because he's a "Supreme Court Justice." Our proximity to 
official Washington provides an opportunity to see many public officials close-up, and to learn that there is nothing special that titles bestow-even 
a Supreme Court Justice can be a bigot, and there is no reason to be intimidated by the purported "brilliance" that others describe because, when 
you have a chance to see and hear such people close-up, the empowering effect is often, as it should be, de-mystification. (I was happy to meet 
Warren Burger as a law student for this very reason). We should never teach our students to be obsequious to those with power. 

The "Georgetown Community" could mean many things. In one sense, it is simply a legally constituted set of formal relations, and in that sense 
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perhaps "the Dean," duly appointed by "the President," speaks for that "institution" of formal legal relations. 

But there is also a lived community that we inhabit, within the interstices of the formal and contractually defined roles, a community that exists in 
our relations with each other and with our co-workers and our students, a community that is constituted in our hallways and class rooms and lunch 
rooms, and in our affection for and commitment to one another, and, for many of us, a vision of how we could all be together in the law school, 
disagreeing often but always trying to be sensitive and empathic to all members of our community. 

That is the "Georgetown Community" that I feel a part of, a lived community of tolerance, affection, and care that so many have built for so long 
here. That "community" would never have claimed that our entire community mourns the loss of J. Scalia, nor contributed to his mystification 
without regard for the harm and hurt he inflicted. That community teaches critique, not deference, and empowerment, not obseqiuosness. 

Sometimes the two senses of community might merge-the formal, legal institution might be so at one with the lived community that its legitimacy to 
speak for the "community" flows organically. But that is not our situation.

Pharmacy benefits manager Express-Scripts told the Center for Media and Democracy today that it has ended its membership in the 
American Legislative Exchange Council (ALEC), making it the twenty-sixth business to dump ALEC in recent months. 

Antoine's Restaurant in New OrleansExpress-Scripts' head of corporate communications David Whitrap 
confirmed to CMD that the corporation has dropped its ALEC membership but did not provide a reason. The 
St. Louis, Missouri-based Express-Scripts had been a member of ALEC and its Health and Human Services 
Task Force since at least 201 0 . At the 201 1 ALEC Annual Meeting, Express-Scripts sponsored the 

"Missouri Night" party for legislators from the state at Antoine's Restaurant in New Orleans. 

On Tuesday, Color of Change announced that Express-Scripts competitor CVS would be dropping its ALEC 
membership, along with four other companies . CVS and Express-Scripts are the country's largest 
pharmacy benefits managers, handling prescription benefits for employers and health plans and using 
their clout to negotiate discounts from drug makers. After Walgreens terminated a contract with Express- 
Scripts, many customers were reportedly diverted from Express-Scripts to CVS, tightening competition 

between the two companies. 

Walgreens' move to terminate its contract with Express-Scripts was denounced by civil rights leaders like Al Sharpton, as it would increase 
prescription drug costs for low-income individuals whose only neighborhood pharmacy is Walgreens, but whose health care plans use Express- 
Scripts. Walgreens remains an ALEC member and is a member of the ALEC Health and Human Services Task Force. 

Express Scripts is the 26th corporation to leave ALEC in recent months. The corporate "bill mill" has come under increasing scrutiny in recent 
months as the public has become aware of its role in advancing the "Stand Your Ground" law initially cited to protect Trayvon Martin's killer, as 
well as voter suppression bills, union-busting policies, and other controversial legislation. A full list of corporations that have dropped their 
ALEC memberships can be viewed here .

Boston Globe: Poll: Mass. Democrats would back Clinton over Warren

More than three times as many Massachusetts Democrats would vote for Hillary Clinton if she ran for president in 
2016 than would back the state’s senior senator, Elizabeth Warren, according to a poll released Monday by 
Suffolk University and The Boston Herald. 


Clinton, the former secretary of state and first lady, would garner 55 percent of the vote among 400 
Massachusetts Democrats likely to vote in next month’s gubernatorial primary, while Warren -- who has 
repeatedly said that she is not running for president -- would curry 17.25 percent. Vice President Joe Biden drew 
just 7.75 percent of the vote. Warren would be the second choice of 27 percent of those polled, while Biden 
would get almost 24 percent of the back-up vote. 


Warren unseated former Republican senator Scott Brown in 2012, with a winning margin of 8 percentage points. 
On the same ballot, President Obama beat Mitt Romney, the state’s former governor, by 23 percentage points. 
Warren has disavowed on multiple occasions interest in running for president, but has not foreclosed entirely on 
the option. 


The same poll shows Attorney General Martha Coakley leading the gubernatorial primary with more than 42 
percent of the vote, with Treasurer Steve Grossman at 30 percent -- portraying a race significantly closer than a 
series of public polls have showed. Coakley advisers have acknowledged they expect the race to tighten as 
the Sept. 9 primary draws near and Grossman’s on-air presence has outpaced Coakley’s. 


Former federal health care administrator Don Berwick drew 16 percent of the vote. More than 1 1 percent of 
voters were undecided. Asked how they would vote if their preferred candidate loses in the primary, 26 percent 
of voters said they were undecided, while 60 percent said they would back the Democratic nominee. 


Conducted Aug. 21 to Aug. 24 among 400 likely Democratic primary voters, the poll carries an error margin of 
plus or minus 4.9 percent. 


The Suffolk/Herald poll also quizzed 400 Republicans likely to vote in the GOP primary. More than 70 percent 
said they planned to vote for venture capitalist Charlie Baker over Tea Party-affiliated Mark Fisher, who slightly 
more than 1 1 percent of the vote. 


When asked to compare Baker to Romney, 44 percent said Romney was a better statewide candidate. Less than 
24 percent selected Baker. 


By a smaller margin, less than 5 percentage points, Republican voters said Brown was a better candidate than 
Baker. 
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The poll showed New Jersey governor Chris Christie, former Florida governor Jeb Bush, Kentucky senator Rand 
Paul, and Wisconsin congressman Paul Ryan, the GOP’s 2012 vice presidential nominee, clustered atop the 
leaderboard of the Massachusetts presidential primary. Each earned between 10 and 11 percent of the vote. 


When the question was asked with Romney added to the list, 49 percent said he would be their first choice, while 
all the other candidates plunged below 8 percent.

In Politico, Maggie Haberman notes that Hillary Clinton has not yet commented on the situation in Ferguson: 

Hillary Clinton ignored reporters’ questions about the racial conflict in Ferguson, Missouri, on Sunday at the end 
of a book-signing event in Westhampton Beach, a vacation enclave near her rented summer house. 


Clinton, the potential 2016 Democratic presidential hopeful who has been vacationing in the Hamptons since the 
first full week of August, has not yet commented on the situation in Ferguson, a suburb of St. Louis, where an 
unarmed black teenager named Michael Brown was killed by a police officer two weeks ago. 


So what? As a general rule, we really do not need to hear from absolutely everybody in the political class each 
and every time that something dramatic happens. If Hillary Clinton wishes to pronounce upon the topic, I’m sure 
she will. If she doesn’t, then she doesn’t have to. Either way, there’s no particular reason we need to hear her 
take. She’s not an elected official. She has no authority over Ferguson, Missouri. She has no more information 
than anybody else. She is, for now at least, a citizen of the United States. Nothing more, nothing less. 


Now, it might be politically interesting that she has stayed silent. Reticence, after all, is not a virtue that is 
typically associated with the family. But one suspects that this is not why she is being urged to speak. Instead, 
those doing the urging seem to want to add her voice to whatever agenda they are trying to sell. Haberman 
writes: 


The Rev. Al Sharpton, at a rally in Ferguson last weekend, pushed toward the future, calling on all the 2016 
potential candidates, including Clinton and Republican Jeb Bush, to comment on the situation. Clinton is the 
clear front-runner for the Democratic nomination. 


This, frankly, is absurd. At the heart of the situation in Ferguson is a question that neither Clinton nor Bush can 
possibly answer. That question: “Was the killing of Michael Brown justified?” Neither Bush nor Clinton know the 
answer to this. Indeed, they cannot possibly know the answer to this. In consequence, asking them to pronounce 
upon the secondary issues is downright silly. What, pray, can they say? They don’t know whether the protests 
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are justified or misplaced because they don’t know whether there was any wrongdoing. Presumably neither of 
them is going to endorse rioting, nor are they likely to defend some of the poor policing we have seen. Worse 
still, anything either one of them were to say would immediately be taken as an endorsement of one side or 
another — an endorsement that they cannot and should not be making at this juncture. Let’s leave the post- 
mortems to those involved.

Rand Paul is continuing his unrelenting criticism of former Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, saying on Sunday that she was "a war hawk" who could get the United States involved in 
another Middle East conflict. 


Paul appeared on NBC's "Meet the Press," interviewed while on his humanitarian mission to Guatemala 
performing eye surgeries. 


A possible 2016 Republican presidential candidate, Paul went after Clinton, a possible 2016 Democratic 
presidential candidate. 


"I think that's what scares the Democrats the most, is that in a general election, were I to run, there's gonna be a 
lot of independents and even some Democrats who say, 'You know what, we are tired of war. We're worried that 
Hillary Clinton will get us involved in another Middle Eastern war, because she's so gung-ho,"' Paul told NBC's 
Chris Jansing. 


"If you wanna see a transformational election in our country, let the Democrats put forward a war hawk like Hillary 
Clinton, and you'll see a transformation like you've never seen," the Kentucky senator said. 


Paul added that he believes "the American public is coming more and more to where I am" on American 
engagement overseas. 


The senator also discussed the shooting of an unarmed black teenager in Ferguson, Mo., that touched off days 
of protests and unrest, as well as a military-style response from area police. 


Paul has been calling for an overhaul of drug laws and sentencing, saying that the legal system is 
disenfranchising minorities far more than whites and is hurting the ability of those who commit non-violent crimes 
from getting jobs. 


"Let's say none of this has to do with race," Paul said of the Ferguson situation. "It might not, but the belief-- if 
you're African American and you live in Ferguson, the belief is, you see people in prison and they're mostly black 
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and brown, that somehow it is racial, even if the thoughts that were going on at that time had nothing to do with 
race." 


"So it's a very good chance that had this had nothing to do with race, but because of all of the arrest and 
the. ..way people were arrested, that everybody perceives it as, 'My goodness, the police are out to get us,' you 
know? And so that's why you have to change the whole war on drugs. It's not just this one instance," he said. 


"And I don't know what happened during the shooting, so I'm not gonna make a judgment on the shooting. But I 
do know what's happening, as far as that you look at who's in our prisons," Paul said. 


But the senator himself came under fire from Michael Gerson, a former speechwriter for President George W. 
Bush and now a Washington Post columnist. 


Gerson said on "Meet the Press" that "it is wonderful, what he's doing" in Guatemala performing eye surgeries 
for the poor. 


"But he's a senator, and a possible presidential candidate, and his policy views matter," Gerson said. 


"He's called for the gradual elimination of all foreign aid. Now, I've seen its effect in sub-Saharan Africa and other 
places. This would cause misery for millions of people on AIDS treatment. It would betray hundreds of thousands 
of children receiving, you know, malaria treatment," Gerson said. 


"These are things that you can't ignore in a presidential candidate," he added. "This is a perfect case of how a 
person can have good intentions but how an ideology can cause terrible misery. He will need to explain that. This 
is his policy views." 


The Democratic National Committee, which is responding to Paul just about every time he makes a public 
statement, pounced on the senator's criticism of Clinton. 


"Senator Paul's foreign policy vision is to retreat from our responsibilities abroad by ending all foreign aid to our 
allies - including Israel," charged DNC spokesman Michael Czin. "That's the vision he's laid out and defended 
time and time again. ..If Senator Paul wants to have a debate between his fringe, isolationist vision and that of 
Democrats who have restored our credibility around the world and brought countless service members safely 
home, that's a debate we're eager to have." 


CBS News: Few Americans identify as libertarian, survey finds

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Sen. Rand Paul, R-Ky., appears to be a competitive contender for the 2016 GOP presidential nomination, but 
few Americans identify with his political ideology, according to a new survey. 


Only 14 percent of Americans identify as libertarian, according to new Pew Research Center data. Fewer, just 1 1 
percent, identify as libertarian and also correctly define the term as "someone whose political views emphasize 
individual freedom by limiting the role of government." 


Additionally, Pew found that self-described libertarians do not always subscribe to libertarian views. For instance, 
libertarianism is often associated with non-interventionist foreign policy beliefs. Paul over the weekend said 
derisively, "Let the Democrats put forward a war hawk like Hillary Clinton." However, Pew found that as many as 
43 percent of self-described libertarians think "it is best for the future of our country to be active in world affairs." 
By comparison, just 35 percent of the general public said the same. 


In other areas, the views held by self-described libertarians were more in line with typical libertarian believes. As 
many as 82 percent say "Americans shouldn't have to give up privacy and freedom in order to be safe from 
terrorism." Nearly three-quarters of the general public said the same thing. 


Additionally, more self-described libertarians (56 percent) than the public overall (47 percent) say government 
regulation of business does more harm than good. Self-described libertarians are also more likely than the 
general public to disapprove of social safety-net programs and more likely to support legalizing marijuana. 


Pew found that men were twice as likely as women (15 percent compared with 7 percent) to identify as 
libertarian, while college graduates (15 percent) were more likely to identify as libertarian than those with just a 
high school education (7 percent). 


While just 6 percent of Democrats identified as libertarian, 14 percent of independents and 12 percent of 
Republicans did so. 


Pew's data comes from its political typology and polarization survey conducted earlier this year, as well as a 
recent survey of a subset of those respondents, conducted April 29-May 27 among 3,243 adults.

(68%) give him negative ratings. This is down from last month, when 34% gave him positive ratings and 66% 
gave him negative marks; this is the second time this year (January being the other) that his ratings have been 
this low. 


These are some of the results of The Harris Poll® of 2,537 adults surveyed online between August 1 3 and 1 8, 
2014. (Full results, including data tables, available here ) 


After hitting a "high" mark for the past two years in June with a positive rating of 10%, Congress also drifts 
downward. Last month 9% of Americans gave them positive ratings and this month 8% do so, while 92% of 
Americans give them negative marks on the overall job they are doing. Looking at the country as a whole, one- 
third of Americans (32%) say things are going in the right direction in the country, while almost seven in ten 
(68%) say things have gotten off on the wrong track. Last month, three in ten (31%) said things were going in 
the right direction, while seven in ten (69%) said things were going off on the wrong track. 


If Washington was like a high school yearbook 


As kids around the country go back to school, it is interesting to look at some visible politicians in Washington 
and around the country and harken back to those high school yearbook lists. There was that one person who 
was class clown and another who was voted most likely to be President. Well, when given a list of 12 politicians, 
here is how Americans would vote (top two for each category shown): 


Class Clown: Joe Biden (21%) and Chris Christie (14%) 

Most Likely to Succeed: Hillary Clinton (15%) and Chris Christie/Rand Paul/Elizabeth Warren (7%) 
Teacher's Pet: Joe Biden/Nancy Pelosi/Hillary Clinton (9%) and Harry Reid (7%) 

Best Hair: Marco Rubio/Elizabeth Warren (8%) and Nancy Pelosi (7%) 

Most Likely to be President: Hillary Clinton (34%) and Chris Christie/Marco Rubio (6%) 

Most Annoying: Nancy Pelosi (19%) and John Boehner (1 1%) 

Most Popular: Hillary Clinton (13%) and Chris Christie (9%) 


Presidents as High School Teachers 


While many U.S. Presidents taught law and at the college level, John Adams, Millard Fillmore, James Garfield 
and Chester Arthur taught at the primary and secondary levels as well. So, what if recent U.S. Presidents were 
high school teachers? Are there ones people wish they could have had as a teacher and ones they never would 
have wanted to have? Over one-third of Americans (37%) say they wish they could have had Ronald Reagan as 
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a teacher, while one-quarter (26%) wish they could have had Bill Clinton. Just over one in ten wish they could 
have had Barack Obama (13%) and Jimmy Carter (12%), while under one in ten wish they could have had 
George H.W. Bush (6%) and George W. Bush (5%). 


On the other side, two in five Americans (40%) say they would never want to have had Barack Obama as a 
teacher, while three in ten (30%) say they same about George W. Bush. One in ten (10%) say they would not 
have wanted to have George H.W. Bush as a teacher, while less than one in ten say that about Ronald Reagan 
(7%), Jimmy Carter (7%) and Bill Clinton (6%).

Methodology 


This Harris Poll was conducted online within the United States between August 13 and 18, 2014 among 2,537 
adults (aged 18 and over). Figures forage, sex, race/ethnicity, education, region and household income were 
weighted where necessary to bring them into line with their actual proportions in the population. Propensity score 
weighting was also used to adjust for respondents' propensity to be online. 


All sample surveys and polls, whether or not they use probability sampling, are subject to multiple sources of 
error which are most often not possible to quantify or estimate, including sampling error, coverage error, error 
associated with nonresponse, error associated with question wording and response options, and post-survey 
weighting and adjustments. Therefore, The Harris Poll avoids the words "margin of error" as they are misleading. 
All that can be calculated are different possible sampling errors with different probabilities for pure, unweighted, 
random samples with 100% response rates. These are only theoretical because no published polls come close 
to this ideal. 


Respondents for this survey were selected from among those who have agreed to participate in Harris Poll 
surveys. The data have been weighted to reflect the composition of the adult population. Because the sample is 
based on those who agreed to participate in our panel, no estimates of theoretical sampling error can be 
calculated.

From my preliminary review of the memo, I have three observations to make (well, actually four, with governance of the whole 
project being the fourth, but we should discuss that on the phone). 

DISCONNECT OF MESSAGING AND MOBILIZATION 

The biggest concern I have is the seemingly total disconnect between the Voter Contact/Mobilization section and the 
Messaging section. Mobilization does not occur in a vacuum, and effective and strategic messaging can play a big role in 
mobilizing the targeted constituencies identified in the memo. The massive immigration marches and the recent mass 
mobilization to Jena, Louisiana did not come about primarily through direct voter contact and organizing; they occurred 
because mass communication channels (ethnic-specific radio, for the most part, augmented by blogs and text-messaging) 
conveyed specific messages that framed the issues, touched people deeply, and moved them to action. 

The way the memo is drafted now, it looks like ACORN, US Action and some others will go door-to-door, and then Wes Boyd or 
the Hollywood folks will come up with the mass media. Almost by definition, then, the media and messaging will not be 
tailored to or effective with the base constituencies. These two areas must be much more closely intertwined, and the folks on 
the ground need to have input into the media because they're the ones taking the pulse of the community. 

LATINOS 

The memo correctly points out that prioritizing reaching Latino voters should be a "top priority." Overall, the existing 
infrastructure is quite weak in the Latino community, especially when it comes to large-scale organizations. The We Are 
America coalition, however, does show significant promise from everything I hear and could emerge as a significant vehicle for 
mobilizing this community. It has a cross-section of community-based groups as well as labor, and they are all at the table 
trying to work together. Much as Los Angeles has changed the face of local politics through a Latino-led labor and community 
coalition, We Are America could emerge as such a force with sufficient resources and the right leadership. 

AFRICAN AMERICANS 

This is the area of greatest weakness, and it's somewhat of a national quandry at the moment. We are locked in a vicious 
cycle of limited existing capacity among the national groups, a reluctance of funders to publicly acknowledge that lack of 
capacity, and a regular allocation of electoral funding that bypasses the existing groups (NAACP, National Coalition for Black 
Civic Participation) which, while understandable in the short term, simply perpetuates the problem in the long run. 

While We Are America shows promise in the Latino area, THERE ARE NO CLEAR OPTIONS IN THE AFRICAN AMERICAN 
COMMUNITY. This problem is additionally acute given the possibility of bringing at least three or four Southern states 
(Mississippi, Georgia, South Carolina, and Virginia) into play if Obama does win the nomination. The best and most rigorous 
operation in the Black community is Anthony Thigpenn's PushBack Network which is building on the excellent and effective 
work he's done in Los Angeles to nurture community-based and highly-disciplined electoral programs in New York, Mississippi, 
Kentucky, and a few other states. This operation is not yet at scale, but it would be worth exploring how to help it get to scale 
or at least solidify its funding. It's my understanding that OSI is giving them a significant grant. 

My best thinking, after a couple years of traveling the country and meeting with all manner of activists, is that someone has to 
develop and invest in a sustained leadership and capacity-building project in the African American community. If it's just left 
to who has capacity each cycle, then there will never come a cycle where there is capacity. I would look at a very rigorous and 
numbers-based program that gives limited amounts to existing groups such as NAACP and also has an intensive training and 
development component. That way, the numbers can identify who has potential and talent, while making sure that a cohort of 
effective, young organizers is developed. I think that Anthony Thigpenn could oversee such an effort if he had sufficient 
administrative support to cover his existing work in LA and California. Anthony has nurtured a very, very impressive network 
of organizers who have gone on to go great work in Oakland, New York (NY Jobs with Justice), and D.C. (national Jobs with 
Justice). 

There might be a better way to configure such a program, but something has to be done to break out of this cycle, and 
someone has to take leadership on a sustained capacity-building effort that transcends any particular election. 

Those are my thoughts for the moment, and I may have more when I've had a chance to read the memo in greater detail.

Knife, Vehicle, Rocket Attacks Continue as Terror 
Victim Dies 

The wave of stabbing and vehicle attacks continued yesterday as six Israelis were 
wounded in three separate incidents, while a fourth attack occurred early this 
morning. On Sunday, four Israelis including a pregnant woman were wounded 
when a Palestinian rammed his car into a hitchhiking stop at the Tapuach 
Junction in the West Bank. The attacker was shot at the scene. Later that morning, 
a Palestinian woman approached a guard at the gate to Beitar Nit attempting to 
gain entry. In a video widely shared online, the woman can be seen talking calmly 
to the guard until she reaches into her bag, produces a knife and lunges at him. 
Sgt. Benjamin Yaakovovich, a 19-year old border guard, died yesterday of wounds 
sustained in a vehicle ramming attack at Hilhul Junction last Wednesday.

IDF Calls Up Four Reserve Battalions 

Against the backdrop of the ongoing wave of terrorism, the IDF has issued call-up 
orders to the reservists from four battalions. The plan is to have the reservists 
replace troops from the standing army who were dispatched to operational 
activity in Judea and Samaria. Despite the fact that they knew the chances were 
slim, some IDF officials had hoped that the wave of terrorism would subside and 
that the plans to call-up reservists, which Yedioth Ahronoth first reported about in 
October, would be shelved. However, the isolated attacks have since evolved into 
a reality of daily terrorism, and no solution is currently visible on the horizon.

53% of Israelis Support Killing Palestinian Terrorists 
on the Spot 

A majority of Israeli Jews support the killing of Palestinian terrorists “on the 
spot,” while 58 percent were against Jewish prayer at the Temple Mount during 
times of heightened tensions, a survey conducted by the Peace Index in 
October revealed. Fifty-three percent of Israeli Jews agreed with the statement, 
“Any Palestinian who has perpetrated a terror attack against Jews should be 
killed on the spot, even if he has been apprehended and no longer poses a 
threat.” This finding may give credence to fears expressed by Israel’s Arab public, 
with 78 percent saying they were “apprehensive of being harmed” in the ongoing 
violence.

Israel Moves to Green Light 2.200 New Settlements 
Units 

Israel's civilian planning committee for construction in the West Bank moved last 
week to green light some 2,200 new housing units within existing settlements and 
retroactively recognize two outposts, most likely in a bid to preempt legal 
attempts by Palestinians and rights groups to see the sites evacuated. The move 
is only preliminary and is still subject to changes before the new units break 
ground." The Higher Planning Council of the Civil Administration agreed to 
advance a master plan for the Ma’aleh Michmash area east of Ramallah that will 
retroactively approve two outposts and add thousands of homes to the 
settlements in the region.

Abbas. Sisi Discuss 'Deteriorating 1 Palestinian 
Situation 

Palestinian President Mahmoud Abbas on Sunday met his Egyptian counterpart, 
Abdel Fattah al-Sisi, in Cairo to discuss the deteriorating humanitarian and 
security situation in the occupied Palestinian territory, Sisi's spokesperson said. 
The statement said that a comprehensive solution could help relieve tensions 
across the Middle East. The two presidents also discussed ongoing activities on 
Egypt's eastern borders, where the Egyptian army has helped maintain's Israel's 
crippling blockade of the Gaza Strip. The Egyptian president added that if the PA 
were to take control of the Gaza Strip it could improve living conditions in Gaza 
and allow for borders to operate "normally," allowing the people of Gaza their 
daily needs.

A new bridge will be built over the Jordan River to facilitate the establishment of 
new industrial and employment zones. The Regional Cooperation Ministry issued 
a special tender for the construction of the new bridge over the Jordan River, 
connecting Israel and Jordan in the framework of the new Jordan Gate Project— a 
new joint industrial and employment zone. This is the first and only 
infrastructure project being undertaken jointly by Israel and Jordan.

Act Now: The Greatest Threat to Israel Is Continuing 
Status Quo 

If it retains the l/lfesf Bank, Israel can be Jewish, but no longer democratic. Or, it can 
be democratic, but no longer Jewish. For those who love Israel, time is running 
out.

When it comes to Middle East peace, I admittedly have a strong bias: I am a 
lifelong Zionist with a profound love for Israel. It’s precisely that love that drives 
me to say emphatically that Israel faces a threat not only from those who want to 
see it destroyed, but also from demographic realities that can accomplish what 
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For me, ahavat Yisrael, the love of Israel, was instilled at an early age — before the 
birth of modern-day Israel. I remember first hearing the horrifying news of the 
Nazis’ systematic murder of Europe’s Jews. I remember reading about refugees 
struggling to get to the Holy Land, of ships turned away, not only from Palestine, 
but also from my own country. 

I remember the thrill and excitement of the founding of Israel, and the knowledge 
that Jews no longer would be turned away, that we had a refuge and our own 
homeland, that we Jews now were responsible for our own survival. 

It is those memories and love for Israel that motivate me today to do what I can to 
point out the existential threat of today’s demographic realities, to push for Israel 
to get back to the peace table, to ensure that people remember the late Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s words that “separation between Israel and the 
Palestinians is the best solution for resolving the Israeli-Palestinian conflict” and 
that, given the choice “between the whole of the land of Israel, which meant a 
binational state ... and a state with less territory, but which would be a Jewish 
state,” as Rabin declared: “We chose a Jewish state because we are convinced 
that a binational state with millions of Palestinian Arabs will not be able to fulfill 
the Jewish role of the State of Israel, which is the state of the Jews.” 

In a few more years it will be too late for Israel to make that choice. The dream of a 
Jewish democratic state will be lost. For those who love Israel, and want it to 
remain a Jewish state, the time to act is now. 

The greatest existential threat to the Jewish, democratic state of Israel is 
continuing the status quo. 

The numbers speak for themselves. Simply look at the Jewish population, which 
continues to shrink compared with greater Israel’s Arab population. Today’s 
population, from the Mediterranean Sea to the Jordan River, is 52 percent Jewish. 
By the year 2020, the population is projected to be 49 percent Jewish and by 2030 
just 44 percent Jewish. 

With those diminishing percentages, it is simply impossible for the state to 
control all of the biblical land of Israel while remaining both Jewish and 
democratic. If it retains the West Bank, Israel can be Jewish, but no longer 
democratic. Or, it can be democratic, but no longer Jewish. 

There is, of course, a third choice: Stay a majority Jewish and democratic nation 
by working with the Palestinians to create a nonmilitarized Palestinian state, with 
the two living side by side in security and peace. 

Israelis, Palestinians and the international community are all in desperate need of 
a two-state solution. We know that we can only reach a lasting deal through 
international and regional cooperation, as well as direct negotiations.

Negotiate Jerusalem First. Not Last

There is no doubt that among all permanent status issues to be resolved 
regarding the future between Israel and Palestine, the most difficult one by very 
far is the status of Jerusalem. Emotionally, it is the most loaded issue; politically, 
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it is the most complicated one. From a religious perspective, reaching an 
agreement between the Jewish and Muslim worlds on the Jerusalem issue seems 
like "mission impossible." 

But pragmatically, this should not be the case. Analyzing today's situation, one 
can say that Jerusalem is already de facto a divided city , between west and east. 
Most Arab neighborhoods, such as Jabel Mukaber, Issawiya, Shuafat and Atur, 
are now cut off by road blocks and the Temple Mount (Haram al-Sharif) is 
administered by the Jordanian Waqf in coordination with the Palestinian 
Authority's Ministry of Waqf and Religious Affairs; only Muslims are allowed to 
pray there. It is also an open secret that PA officials are active both socially and 
economically in East Jerusalem. 

The majority of Israeli public opinion supports giving up control over the East 
Jerusalem's Palestinian neighborhoods. According to a poll conducted on Oct. 

27 by Mina Tzemach for the Israeli Knesset channel, 50% supports 
transferring the Arab East Jerusalem neighborhoods to the PA, while 41% 
oppose it. These results stem from developments on the ground, namely those 
borne out of the conflict, and not following any negotiations. Nevertheless, they 
show the road to a resolution of the contentious Jerusalem issue; they could 
actually serve as the basis to such a resolution. 

If negotiations are one day resumed, what remains is to turn this de facto situation 
into a de jure division between two states and to deal with the future 
arrangements for the Old City and the holy sites. Jerusalem would become 
Israel's internationally recognized capital, also by all Arab states. (Today, no 
government recognizes it; not even the US administration .) East Jerusalem 
would become the internationally recognized Palestinian capital. The Palestinian 
government offices could be located in one of the Palestinian neighborhoods 
inside East Jerusalem. 

As for the holy sites, all Jewish sites would come under Israeli sovereignty and all 
Muslim sites under Palestinian sovereignty. 

The Old City should be divided according to the division of the city itself: the 
Jewish Quarter to Israel and the other quarters to Palestine. Given the historical 
importance and sensitivities of the Old City, no army or regular police force 
should be allowed to enter. Both sides should each establish special municipal 
police forces for public order, overseeing the freedom of worship at the 
respective religious sites. 

This will lead to a situation in which there will be two capitals, actually two 
Jerusalems: the Israeli Jerusalem (Yerushalayim) and the Palestinian Jerusalem 
(Al-Quds), which will be each forced to develop infrastructure and economic 
cooperation. 

The road to such a resolution is very difficult, even with political will — which is 
currently nonexistent. Yet, given today's status quo, it is not a long road. Rather, it 
is a road that needs very courageous decision-making on both sides, with the 
help of the international community. 

When asked about such propositions, a senior and pragmatic Fatah official who 
talked to Al-Monitor on condition of anonymity rejected it out of hand. He said, 
"Jerusalem is to us — the Palestinians, the Arab countries and the Muslim 
world — not less important than to Israel and the Jewish world. East Jerusalem is 
occupied and should be returned. We insist that all symbols of Palestinian 
sovereignty will be present on Haram al-Sharif — a Palestinian police force and a 
Palestinian flag — and it should be administered by the Palestinian national 
government. Israel can do the same for the Wailing Wall." 
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He added emphatically that the Palestinian president's office (Muqata, today 
located in Ramallah) must be relocated to the Old City and suggested Orient 
House as a suitable location. He acknowledged, however, that after the division of 
Jerusalem, Palestine could recognize West Jerusalem as Israel's capital. 

An Israeli confidant of Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu was even more 
adamant in rejecting a pragmatic compromise formula. He told Al-Monitor on 
condition of anonymity, "Jerusalem will remain united as Israel's capital, with the 
existing special arrangements on the Temple Mount for the Jordanian Waqf." He 
said that once all other issues are resolved, primarily Israeli security in the face of 
Arab terror, Israel might show certain flexibility on some of the East Jerusalem 
Palestinian neighborhoods. 

Indeed, such a pragmatic solution of turning the de facto situation on the ground 
into the basis for a legally binding framework is impossible today. As 
aforementioned, it would require political will and tremendous civil courage on 
both sides. It would also demand intensive US diplomatic intervention that, today, 
is not realistic. 

Yet, as the diplomatic stalemate can only lead to further violent deterioration, 
including in Jerusalem, it might be time to reflect on innovative approaches to 
conflict resolution. If in the Oslo process Jerusalem was purposefully delayed to 
be the last negotiated issue, in the next peace process — which sooner or later 
will be born out of necessity — it could be wise to begin negotiations by tackling 
the Jerusalem issue first. Leaving it open is a dangerous time bomb. A gradual 
resolution of the Jerusalem issue will facilitate the resolution of the other 
issues — borders, settlements, security and refugees. Indeed, it might be time for 
another Oslo secret back channel ; this time with "Jerusalem first" instead of 
"Jerusalem last."

" Justice Vacated? The Impact of Judicial Vacancies on the Criminal Justice System 

Abstract : Ten percent of federal judgeships are currently vacant, yet little is known on the impact of these vacancies on the 
criminal justice system. Using data that link arrests to charging to sentencing, I find that prosecutors dismiss more cases during 
vacancies. Defendants prosecuted during vacancies are charged with fewer counts and more likely to be charged with 
misdemeanor offenses, yielding a higher rate of guilty pleas and lower rate of incarceration, suggesting more favorable plea 
deals. Lower rates of incarceration and shorter prison sentences are concentrated among defendants who can afford to retain 
private counsel. Back-of-the-envelope calculations suggest that the current rate of vacancies has contributed to 6000 fewer 
prison years per fiscal year compared to a fully staffed court system.

We have been working with Julie Pace of the AP today to lay out a story ahead of tomorrow with some basic 
teasers on how you came to the decision to run and your rationale for doing so. We had John and Robby talk to 
Julie, all on background, so as not to get ahead of ourselves in confirming anything officially prior to tomorrow. 

John did a run-through highlighting the things you’ve worked on your whole life, your experiences, including 
your more recent experiences as Secretary of State, and how it further shaped your views and your approach to 
problem-solving (the need to be globally competitive, what it takes to remain indispensable, and some examples 
of seeing the need to make progress in the US when you see things like the Chinese institute universal Pre-K). 
He went on to detail the last couple of years post-State, and the fact that this was a real decision that you came 
to after spending the fall thinking through solutions that are commensurate with our biggest challenges. Robby 
then did a little on the rationale to lay out the basics, that this is a campaign driven by people, etc.
